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The Glut And The Gloom 


There is no dearth of phraseology 
and Journalese In the cosy 
alrcondlUoned conference halls in 
zany metros hosting jamborees to 
banish poverty : ‘scarcity amidst 
plenty', feast and famine*, and the 
like but scarcity and starvation stick 
as shameless labels on the face of 
humanity and those who never get 
tired of claiming to banish hunger and 
poverty. Perhajss tdl those who matter, 
the policy-makers, the national 
governments and international 
organisations, not excluding the UN 
and its main body. PAO, that 
organised the latest showpiece, ‘the 
World Food Summit' in Rome cannot 
e.scape their responsibility to and 
the stab of guilt over the hungry 
millions whose number is ever on the 
increase. 

That the conferences of this type 
do little to mitigate the pangs of 
hunger is evident from the fact that 
between a similar conference held in 
1974 and the one held twenty two years later, the same 
platitudes find a place in the so-c^led declarations of 
good intentions, seldom matched by action on the ground 
in both developing and developed countries to exorcise 
starvation wherever it occurs, be it in Kalahandi in Orissa 
or the myriad pockets of misery in Africa and Latin 
America. Not that the world does not have the tools and 
technology to wipe off the tears of children and women 
.struggling for food. In today's soulless globalisation of the 
economy, while the aflluent haves would not like to produce 
more Just because they want the prices to be competitive, 
the story in the developing countries is one of sheer poverty 
and the resultant low pu^asing power, the skewed 
alignment of priorities and cancer of corruption. Add to it 
the periodical scourges of drought, floods , and. the worst 
of all, the most gruesome man-made calamities that have 
wrecked millions of lives; ludder are those who die in a 
mine blast, sniper's Ore or crossfire, but for others, the 
agony is protracted when death tarries as In the case of 
millions of poor men. women and children starving to 
death in Zaire even as they are trapped between marauding 
tribal warlords out to avenge someone else's barbarian 
acts and the slow-moving mtematlonal mission conveys 
moving up with supplies of relief and food. It is Zaire now 
and a couple of years ago it was Rwanda and such 
Inhuman scenes are repeated in Afghanistan and many 
other parts of the world. 

One can imagine the searing agony of a mother when 
she could not feed her child for which she had to work to 
earn something when her man had already been killed in 
battle; when the callous fundamentalist Taliban militia 
issued a difetot that women would not go out to work, 
many mothers threatened that if th^ were prevented from 



working to feed themselves and their 
children, they would lake to 
prostituUon. "Don't blame us later. 
We wouldn't like to see our children 
starving to death." 

As the world moves towards the 
new millennium it has to tackle the 
two major emergencies: the shattering 
emergency of wars and conflicts still 
raging I hat leave millions without 
food; equally ominous is the silent 
emergency that developing countries 
like India, Bangladesh, and several 
other countries in Asia, Africa and 
Latin America are facing. TO ferret 
out the alibi of population bomb for 
all the ills of I he world is the best 
I way to shirk responsibility over the 
5 per])etuation of an »*vll for which a 
g rising birtli rate could be rjnly one of 
the causes, but not the only villain. 
I" In all the fora the Western lobby is 
3 never tired of using this stick to 
5 beat the rickety economies and 
lopsided social Infrastructures in 
the South into silent submission. 

Admittedly, lt4s understandable that to ensure a better 
quality of life, population control is an imperative 
and countries like India can lll-afford to Ignore the 
red signal. Having Jumped the red signal. India is 
already paying through the nose in the proliferation 
and perpetuation of poverty witli more people fallmg 
below the poverty line. According to the National Council 
of Applied Ekxinomic Research (NCAER), a staggering 16 
per cent of the rural population have access to less than 
Rs. 3 a day which is less than the price of potatoes. 
Another 18 per cent can scrape together Rs. 5 a day. 
Willie lakhs of children and women picking rags in 
garbage dumps in cities bring to one's eye Uie shameless 
spectacle of how the other India is struggling day and 
night to stay alive, very little is known as to how the poor 
fend for themselves in many chronically scarcity-hit 
districts. 

It is not enough one talks about the so-called Green 
Revolution and breakthrough in genetics, tissue culture, 
biotechnology and the five star showpieces; none of these 
will assuage the hunger of millions in India or elsewhere. 
Poverty and food security go together. But when poverty 
becomes a catchy slogan to gaumer votes, the number of 
poor would increase and the epidemic of poverty would 
only spread. The crux of the matter is that there may or 
may not be enough food, there may be higher or not 
enough agricultural production, but enough food and 
cereal, vegetables and fruits should reach where they 
needed most. This is not happening here in India and In 
other countries. What is faring is the persistent scourge 
of distributive injustice we ignored at the Summit in 1974 
and now in 1996.

India, China Agree to 
Reduce Troops 


China's top executive and supreme leader 
of the Chinese Communist Party visited 
India tor three days from November 28, 
19%. The world’s largest democracy played 
host to the Head of the world's largest 
single-party dictatorship. The most 
significant aspect of Mr. liang Zemin's visit 
to India is that this was the first visit by a 
Chinese President to India. The presidency 
is actually the least important of the three 
titles which Mr. Jiang holds; he also heads 
the Chinese Communist Party and the 
Central Military Commission. 

India and China have on November 29, 
1996 added substance to their joint agenda 
of peace by committing themselves against

fundamciital interests of the people of India 
and China to foster "a long-term good- 
neighbourly relationship." 

The CBMs provide for avoiding military 
Exercises involving more than a Division 
(nearly 15,000 troops) in close proximity to 
the LAC. Prior notitication to the other side 
is stipulated in the eventuality of any such 
endeavour. Bimilarly, flights (without advance 
notice) of combat aircraft would be prohibited 
within 10 km of the lAC With some exceptions, 
firing, blasting, hunting, etc within ftie two-km 
range are also to be banned. The agreement 
says patrols coming face-to-face "shall exercise 
self-restraint" followed by immediate 
oinsultations between the two sides. 

Maintenance and "expansion" of scheduled 
and flag meetings of Border Commanders 
at designated points, telecommunication 
links between border meeting points and 
medium and high- 
level itmtacts between 
border authorities arc 
also provided for in 
the agreement. 

The 11-point agree¬ 
ment was sign^ by 
the External Affairs 
Minister, Mr. I. K. 
Gujral, and the 
Chinese Vice-Premier 
and Foreign Minister, 
Mr. Qian Qichen? It 
says that the ceilings 
on troops and arma¬ 
ments in mutually 
agreed zones along 
with LAC w^uuld 
be determined in 
subsequent negotia¬ 
tions in accordance 
with the principle of 
"mutual co-existence, 
equality and security". 


llu' use of military capacity agaiast each 
other and have signed a historic agreement 
pledging themselves not to attack each other 
or cross the lino of control (LOC) and reduce 
Inxips and armaments presently deployed 
to man the common India-China border. The 
detaiU'd guidelines are to prevent military 
tensions by building up an earlier agreement 
<m ensuring peace and tranquility along 
iheir disputed Hiinalavan frontier. 

Tlie agreement, called the "Confidence 
Building Measures" (CBMs) in the military 
field along the LAC in India-Chma border 
areas, ls a continuation of the agreement on 
maintenance of peace and tranquility along 
the LAC in the India-China border areas 
that was signed in September 1993 during 
the visit of the then Prime Minister, Mr. P. 
V. Narasimha R«o. The preamble of the 
agreement notes that it serves the

This is the fourth phase in the evolution 
of China's relationship with independent 
India, which hopefully should U' taken to 
the 21sl century with expectations of a wider 
and stabler cooperation in bilateral, regional 
and ixioperative allairs. The first phase— 
19.50-57—was marked by a sentimental 
exuberance as manifested by the oft-chanted 
Hmdi-Chini bhai-bhat slogan. In the midst of 
warmth and cordiality and the exchange of 
visits by the high-profile Prime Ministen, 
Jawaharlal Nehru and Zou Enlai, the 
differences over the boundary, thougj) sharp 
and .si>rious, wem glossed over. 

The unpleasant reality soon as.serted itself 
and the differences surfaced, leading to an 
armed conflict in 1%2. Though brief, it 
wrought amsiderable damage to the bilateral 
tics, forcing the tveo countries into drift and 
diplomatic di.stancing for 14 years. 


The ambassador-level relations were 
restored in 1976 but the first visit of the then 
Indian Foreign Minister, Mr. A. B. Vajpayee, 
three years later could not escape the 
bilateral jinx. It had to be cut short because 
China attacked Vietnam during his stay bul 
did not show the courtesv of informing him. 

Then followed a period of hesitant 
probing and exploring the possibility of re¬ 
establishing meaningful contacts. The then 
Prime Minister of India, Rajiv Gandhi, went 
to China in December 1988, for what turned 
out to be a path-breaking visit. The 
breakthrough started the present phase ol 
warmth and cordiality, remforced by other 
high-level visits—of the Pnme Minister, 
Mr. Li Peng, in December 1991 and other 
dignitaries from the Chinese side, and of th<j 
then President, Mr. R Venkataraman, in May 
1992, Mr. P. V. Narasimha Rao in Sept«nbet 
1993 and the Vice-President, Mr. K. R. 
Narayanan, in October 1994, from India. The 
continuity of the dialogue was an insurance 
against the misunderstandings. It is in this 
setting that Mr. liang came to India. 

The most significant aspect of Mr. Jiang's 
visit to India is that this is the first time that 
the top executive and supreme leader of the 
Chinese Communi.st Party was in this 
country. Mr. Jiang has consolidated his 
position during the seven years since he 
became the Crc General Secretary in the 
wake of the Tiananmen Square mas.sacre in 
June 1989 and subsequrmtiy, after he took 
over as President and Chairman of the 
Central Military Commission that controls 
the People's Liberation Army. All this is to 
point out that he is Mr. Deng Xiaoping's 
man and, because the patriarch is still 
around to endorse Mr. Jiang's decision, is in 
a position to add new dimeasions to China's 
foreign jxiliey 

India to Acquire SU-30s 
_ From Russia _ 

India has on November 30, 19% signed 
the much-awaited S> 1.8 billiun-deal with 
Russia to buy two squadrons of the top-of- 
thi'-line SukKhoi-30 MKI deep penetration 
fighter bonilH'rs The Union (rabinet had 
earlier approved the ai quisilion of the multi- 
role combat aircraft from Russia which 
signals the government's willingness to go 
in for capital purchases for the Indian Air 
Force (lAF). This aircratt will add to-the 
depleting force structure of the TAF, 
following the deinduction of the MtG-21 
fighters. The acquisition of two squadrons 
of SU-30s is expr^ed to enhance the combat 
readiness of the LAF. 

The aircraft was first d^aiayed by die 
Russians to the lAF in 1991. Tmie was initial 
lack of interest due to the fact diat die Aii 
Force had already purchased die MiC39 aii 
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superiority fighter. India evaluated the 
aircraft in 1994 and sought its purchase. But 
the then Narasimha Rao Government 

A pproved the purchase only last year. The 
^lay in approving the purchase of such 
iveapon systons has often M to cost overruns. 

The SU-30 MK is an export version of 
the SU'27 Flanker and is a long range 
air interceptor with limited air-to-ground 
capability. It has a range of 3,000 km 
with built-in fuel tanks and with in-flight 
refuelling. Its range is extended up to 
5,200 tali. The potency of this weapon system 
IS increased by its on-board avionics and 
electronic systems, which provide it with 
long-range and increased time in the air. 

'^e SU-30 MK multipurpose fighter has 
12 attachment points for carrying long and 
nedium range missiles as well as the short 
range missiles for close fighting. This feature 
is unique to this particular plane. Pylons also 
Kcommodate anti-radar missiles, TV-guided 
missiles and other precision weapons. 

The SU-30 MK can hit target at a distance 
9 f 180 km and fire simultaneously at two air 
targets. Target seardiitig and tracking in Sukhoi 
aircraft is being done by a radar sighting 
iromplex. The optronic sighting system could 
K used together with the optic laser station 
the helmet-mounted target designation 
-ystem This system is also unique. 

There ts another modification in Sukhoi 
aircraft—a two-seat SU-32 FN fighter- 
aomber which was specifically designed for 
patrolling the sea shelf. Such a plane was 
leeded in Russia, because it has one of the 
ongest sea shores in the world. Another 
eature peculiar to the SU-32 FN is that the 
allots sit Ade by side and never use an 
axygen mask. The armament is able to 
mgage gniund. air and maritime taigets. Its 
induction in the lAF will, however, add yet 
mother type of aircraft to the Air Force's 
nventory with attendant problems of 
raining, maintenance and logistics. 

Russia's readiness to sell the SU-30 aircraft 
'or strengthening the lAF is to be 
j^preciated Kven before the Soviet Union 
nail actually broken up in 19V1, there were 
>ome disturbing indications that New Delhi 
:ould no longer count upon the solid 
lupport which it had been getting from 
Vioscow during the cold war. Russia should 
nave been giving enough thought, since 
he crumbling of the Soviet Union, to 
whether there was really a case for making 
1 departure from the ina|or policy 
onsiderations which had earlier induced 
Vioscow jlo forge its relations with New 
Delhi. Russia's dWision to sell the SU-30s is 
1 sign of the ties between the two countries 
neing restored to where they were prior to 
1991. Pakistan's F-16 aircraft obtain^ from 
;he United States makes the SU-30s a highly 
ought after support for the lAF. 

Strengthening Congress 
Party 

The Congress President, Mr. Sitaram 
l^esri, has started the move to strengthen 
Ihe party by bringing back to it many ludeis 
who were thrown out by the old r^ime led 
}y Mr. Narasimha Rao. Mr. Madhavrao 
kindia has already returned. The Congress 


Resident has also revoked the suspension 
of leaders like Mr. M. L. Fotedar, Mrs. Sheila 
Dikshit and Mr. K. N. Singh, the stormy 
petrels who incurred grave di-spleasure 
of the old leadership led by Mr. P. V. 
Narasimha Rao. The unity move took yet 
another step with the "homecoming" of 
Mr. Shiv Charan Mathur, former Rajasthan 
Chief Minister, Mr. Natwar Singh, former 
External Affairs Minister and Mr. P. 
Ramamurthy, former President of the Tamil 
Nadu Pradesh Congress Committee. 

A number of Congress functionaries and 
MPs who had called on Mrs. Sonia Gandhi 
say that Rajiv Gandhi's widow is keen to 
see the return of all former Congressmen in 
their parent party as a step towards 
formation of a Congress government at the 
Centre. Unlike in the past, she has now 
started expressing herself on party affairs, 
they said. Party sources said two things that 
she has emphasised during interaction with 
the partymen are the unification of all 
breakaway Congresses and a party 
government at the Centre. 

When divisions within the Congress Party 
were coming into sharp focus, Mrs. Sonia 
Gandhi had advised Mr. Narasimha Rao to 
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Mr. Sitaram Kesri 


try to bridge the differences and not to let 
senior leaders leave the party. Looking at 
the fortunes of the Congress after the 
election, it was sound advice. But it fell on 
deaf ears. Mr. Kesri is now trying to undo 
the damage. He has to save the Congress 
organisation from weakening further. 
The task is not easy because political 
power has got diversified. It is difficult for 
the Congress to get into a commanding 
position. 

The present leadership has sought the 
blessing of Mrs. Sonia Gandhi in cementing 
the force for unity of all Congressmen in 
Tamil Nadu indi^li^ those in the eight- 
month-old Tamil Maanila Congress. 
Congress leaders in Tamil Nadu vied with 
each other to win the favour of Mrs. Smia 
Gandhi during her visit to Cheimai to 
deliver the valedictory address of the 
Seanet Convention '96 to a small group of 
HAM radio enthusiasts on November 24, 
even as she remained non-committal about 
her political affiliations. The TNCC President, 
Mr. Kumari Anandhan, and the Tamil 
Maanila Congress chtef, Mr. G. K, Moopnar, 
shared a prominent place on the dais b«ide 
Mrs. Sonia Gandhi during the convention. 


The hot pursuit of the former• Prime 
Minister's loyalists has advanced with such 
telling speed that Mr. Kesri will not take 
much time before he directly opens a battle 
with Mr. Narasimha Rao. He has already 
axed Mr. Narasimha Rao's nominees from 
the party posts. The removal of the former 
Prime Minister's such trusted lieutenants as 
the General Secretaries, Mr. B. Janardhan 
Poojary, Mr. Dt'vendra Dwivedi and B. P. 
Maurya, within days of showing the door 
to another staunch loyalist and the Youth 
Congress (1) I'residcht, Mr. M. S. Bitta, 
cannot but be an act of direct aggression. 
Mr. Kesri ha.s also removed the Punjab Chief 
Mmister, Mr. Harcharan Singh Brar, which 
is a veiled warning to Mr. j B. Patnaik, 
Mr. Digvijay Singh and Mr. Virbhadra Singh 
to rally behind the new Congress President 
or face a revolt from dissidents which will 
have the blessings of the new high aimmand. 

The appointment of Mr. Satyajitsinh 
Caekwad as the President of the Indian 
Youth Congress (lYC) is a part of the strategy 
to give the organisation a new look. The 
Congress President must have decided to 
provide a new look for the lYC as the Bitta 
regime is said to have been brash and 
autocratic and did little to build the 
organisation. His appointment had evoked 
much controversy because he was already 
overaged at that time (in 1993). Me dumped 
those who differed with him and ran the 
organisation a.s though it was there just for 
the then Prime Minister and the Congress 
President. The Bitta regime continui^ as 
long as Mr. Narasimha Rao remained in 
power His removal was another sign that 
Mr. Kesri does not want to carry on with 
Rao appointees. 

Mr Kesri's aims are to reunite al- t'-'C'-^ess 
factions, esperiallv the Tamil .uianita 
Congress, and so bts-'orne the largest .single 
party in Parliament. He also aims at 
displacing Mr. Narasimha Rao as Congress 
Parliamenliirv Party leader His next step 
would he tu let the UniU*d I-ronl Covi-rnment 
fall so that the ( (ingress can (laim its stake 
to form the go\'ernment at the Centre It is a 
gamble, but one likely to be taken by a 78- 
year-old politician who knows this may be 
his last chance to make the iiistory bcHiks. 
This purge IS sism and interpreted as an 
elaborate plot bv the cratty veteran party 
treasuaT trom Bihar to ambush Mr Narasimha 
Rao and emerge as the unchallenged leader 
of both the organis.itional and the Parlia¬ 
mentary wing In other words, Mr. Kesri is 
said to bt‘ engaged in a diabolical game of 
cleansing the party oi Narasimha Rao 
supporters and making it an instrument of 
his own earl\ ascendancy to the top political 
post. This IS the general assessment 

Change of Guard in 
Punjab 

In the momentous organisational changes 
he has been making at the AICC(l) level, the 
Congress President, Mr. Sitaram Kesri, made 
a high-risk decisive move in Punjab in 
November 1996. He gave the marching 
orders to the Chief Mintetcr, Mr. Harcharan 
Singh Brar and elevated his deputy, 
Mrs. Rajinder Kaur Bhattal, to the top job. 
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l^Thile Punjab has got its iiisi woman 
C!hi«>f Minister, Mr. Kesri's decision has also 
created a history of sorts. For the first time, 
the party's legislative and organisational 
wings are being headed by women— 
Mrs. Bhattal and Mrs. Ambika Soni, who 
was appointed as stop-gap PCC(Ij chief. 

The waning fortunes of the Congress fl) 
in Punjab have forced the high ctnnmand to 
seek a change of leadership. The calculation 
is that the new Chief Minister is better placed 
than her predecessor to meet the Akali 
challenge in the coming Assembly elections. 

If there is anyone to blame for the 
disgraceful ouster of Mr. Brar, it is rume but 
the former Ihiniab Chief Minister himself. 
Though he took over after the assassination 
of Mr. Beant Singh, he was never a political 
heavyweight. As a rebel in the Beant Singh 
Ministry, he was shunted from irrigation to 
the Health Ministry. His sole qualification 
of being the seniormost MLA got him the 
Chief Minister's f^addi. 

He started off well, promising Pui^ab a 
clean and honest government guided stnetiy 
by law. But soon enough, he b^me a victim 
of aimpetitive and populist policies. Three 
controversial decisions cost Mr. Brar dear— 
creation of three districts, settling up a health 
corporation at a cost of the State Health 
Dt^rtrncni and carx’ing out a niche for himself 
at the cost of Mr. Beant Singh's legacy. 

Mr. Brar lacked a mass base and he was 
incapable of creating his own. He was 
unwilling to interact with Congress grassroot 
workers. The political fallout was dramatic. 
Congress lost a stunning 11 of 13 seats 
during the April Lok Sabha elections. More 
recently, it lost the symbolically important 
Shirnmaiii Gurdwara Prabandhak 
Committee elections to the Akali Dal (Badal). 
In both cases infighting within the Congress 
was a major reason for the defeat. 

What tinally weighed with the party 
leadership in asking Mr. Brar to quit was Ihie 
almost unanimous view both in the Punjab 
Congress and in Delhi that the ruling party 
would not be able to face the Akali-BJP 
alliance in the Assembly elections under his 
stewardship. It was felt that even at this late 
stage when only tour months arc left for the 
elections, a change in the leadership might 
enable the parly to retrieve the ground it 
has lot 

Mr. Brar's feudal style of functioning 
and his failure to provide an effective 
government proved fatal It is not only 
Mr Brar's incapacity and failure to govern 
but also the dithering of the status-quoist 
Mr. P. V. Narasunha Rao which have brought 
the ruling party to its present sorry stale in 
I^unjab as Mr. Narasimha Rao fail^ to take 
remedial steps to stem the rot. The steep 
decline m the party's political fortunes is best 
illustrated by a comparison between the 
situations that pnwailed during the three- 
and-a-half-year niie of Mr. B(>ant Singh and 
of the 14 months of Mr. Brar. Even the critics 
of Mr. Beant Singh admit that he proved to 
be a saviour not only of Punjab but of the 
Congress also after what the State had 
undergone during the 12 years of terrorism. 
He also galvanised the Congress. Before 
Mr. Beant Singh's killing, the Akali 
leadership had b^ome so apprehensive that 

it had lost the hope of capturing power in 
_ 


the 1997 etecdons. But the entire poUtfcal 
scenario changed shortly after Mr- Bnur took 
charge. 

Mrs. Bhattal, the leader of die anii-Brar 
rebellion, will not find it easy to reverse the 
Congress's fortunes. %e will have little time 
to dean up the corruption which mariced die 
past two Congress governments. The task 
before her is gigantic. 9ie can at least derive 
some satisfaction from the fact diat she is the 
first woman Chief Minister of Punjab. 
However, if she is able to show a good fighting 
spirit without compromising on the dignity 
of office, will in itself be some consolation 
for the tattered party orgarusation. 

Split Verdict on Central 
_ Rule in UP _ 

A Division Bench of the Allahabad High 
Court on November 19,1996 delivered a ^lit 
verdict oh a bunch of writ petitions 
challenging the constitutional validity of the 
re-imposition of President’s Rule in Uttar 
Pradesh on October 17 last. 

The two judges, Mr. Justice S. H. A. Raza 
and Mr. Justice A. N. Gupta , differed on 
the i£sue and referred the petitions to the 
Chief Justice with the request for the 
nomination of a larger bench or a third judge 
to dedde the case. The Bench also ordered 
the placing of the record of all the writ 
petitions before him. 

Mr. Justice Raza, in his 135-page 
judgement, dismissed all the petitions ai^ 
upheld the constitutional validity of the 
proclamation imposing President's Rule in 
UP. Mr. Justice Gupta, while allowing the 
writ petitions in a 46-page judgement, 
quaked the proclamation issued on Ckrtober 
17 last re-imposing Central Rule in the State 
and Presidential Order of the same date 
delegating his powers to the Governor, 
Mr. Romesh Bhandari, as being ultra vires 
of the Constituticai. 

Political parties in UP are gradually 
coming round to accepting the inevitability 
of the dissolution of the State Assembly, with 
the chances of a popular government comu^ 
to power having receded almost completely. 
The period since the re-imposition of 
President's Rule on October 17 has done little 
to soften the mutually antagonistic attitude 
of the United Front and the Congress (I)- 
BSP combine, despite their avowed objective 
to bring secularism to the forefront of the 
political agenda of the crisis-ridden State, 
instead of taking initiatives to sort out tire 
imbroglio, the secular forces have allowed 
the developments to take the form of a drift 
even at the cost of their future credibility. 

Revising OBC List 

The Prime Minister, Mr. H. D. Deve 
Gowda, has at Jhunjhunu in Rajasthan 
on November 12, 1996 announced the 
constitution of a new commission to carry 
out a nationwide survey for including more 
castes and communities in the list of Other 
Backward Communities (OBCs) to extend 
the benefit of reservation to them as well. 

He said the new commission would 
undertake survey of castes and examine their 
claim for inclusion into the OBC category. It 
would submit its recommendations to the 


Central Govenunent for extending tiie 
benefits of reservation in the li^t of the 
Mandal Commission report. Mr. Deve 
Gowda said in its report, the Mandal 
Commiasion had also suggested reviewin|^ 
reservation for the QBCs every 10 years. 

Ihe Prime Minist^s announcement is a 
welcome initiative but only io the extent that 
it avoids ad hoc, aibitraTy and piecemeali 
inclusions in the lisl of tile OBCs. In fact,| 
Mr. Deve Gowda's announcement itself! 
came as a response to one sudi plea madej 
on behalf of tiie Jats on the occasion. ! 

Forming a commission to study claims forj 
inclusion in the OBCs list is not a bad idea, 
in itself. But Mr. Deve Gowda has mentioned; 
that the commission would make a: 
"nationwide survey" for the purpose of 
including more castes and communities 
under the OBC umbrella. This underscores 
the Centre's questionable attitude towards 
reservations and spells more trouble for the 
polity. 

If Mr. Deve Gowda is hoping to gamer 
for himself a new vote bank by resorting 
to this retrograde step, he is in for dis¬ 
appointment. Since there is a constitutional 
binding and the Supreme Court has fixed 
the limit for the OBC quota; the new cast^ 
have to share the OBC cake with the ol«^ 
ones. And history has shown that' 
constitutional benefits extended to deprived 
sections of society have been grabbed by the 
privileged minorities from (he upper strata 
of Backward Classes and Schedule Castes. 
The concept of reservations, conceived by 
the founding fathers of our Constitutiem, as 
an instrument of ensuring equality and social 
justice, has been stretched to such absurd 
lengths as to convert it into an entrenched 
vested interest. 


Revision of Poll Rolls 


The Election Commission has on 
November 12, 19% ordered an intensive 
revision of the electoral rolls all over the 
country with January 1997 as the cut-off date. 
The revision has b^me essential because 
in some States it has not been undertaken 
for several years. Punjab has been exempted 
in view of the need to hold elections early 
next year as the term of the present 
Assembly expires in February. 

This decision was taken at a full meeting 
of the Commission chaired by the Chief 
Election Commissioner, Mr. T. N. Seshan, 
and attended by the other two Election 
Commissioners, Dr. M. S. Gill and Mr. G. V. 
G. Krishnamurthy. 

'The two Election Commissioners said that 
tiie meeting decided to convene a conference 
of all State Chief Electoral Officers to discuss 
the revision of the electoral rolls and tiie 
progress made in the distribution of identity 
cards to the voters.

However, the US on November 19, 
19% vetoed the proposal nominating 
Mr. Ghali. By using the veto power, the US 
has Killed the Security Council resolution. 

In an effort to appease Africans, the US 
has agriH’d to a stdeclion formula weighed 
in favour of an African candidate. The 
formula calls for limiting the second 
round of voting to African candidates, once 
Mr. Ghali’s name is vetoed. Though, the US 
has vetoed the re-eli'Clion of the 74-year-old 
Egyptian diplomat, UN rules permit 
supporters to re-submit Mr. Ghah's name in 
subsequent round.s, setting the stage for a 
1 protracted battle to the top UN post. 

' _ The dumping ot Mr. Ghali is unfortunate 
a'nd unprecedented, regrettable also for the 
fact that a tried and tested international civil 
servant is being sacrificed at the altar of 
American expediency. During the summer, 
at the height of the American presidenbal 
election campaign, Mr. Ghali was being 
branded as the villain of all international 
crises—blaming Mr. Ghali for the Somali 
fiasco and the inaction m Bosnia even as the 
US and its European allies were wrangling— 
since it helped tafte the wind out of the 
Republican opponent's tattered sails, 

If Washington jxirsists in its obduracy, if 
couW end up causing irreparable damage to 
the credibility and effectiveness of the United 
Nations. Already the Chinese, in an apparent 
attempt to gamer support among the African 
nations, have threatened to ii«e their veto if 
the candidate was other than an African- The 
French have indicated that they would veto 
any candidate who dties not know French. 
This makes the exermse look like a sectarian 
business. It may be time to re-examine the 
role of veto in the UN, which, ai the 
conscience keeper of the world, should 
represent the thrust of world opmion.

Notwithstanding the protests, the boycott 
call and the smart showers, Bangalore 
showed the world that it could host 
successfully the Miss World pageant. It 
was truly a "Made in India" stuff, with 
caparisoned elephants lending an ethnic 
touch. 

The emblem was an Aftfora from the caves 
of Ajanta. Considered to be epitome of 
beauty, the dusky Indian lass in the logo 
wore a bejewelled crown offset by a peacock 
feathers. If her j«>wpllery was characteristic 
of every Indian woman, the butterfly on the 
crest of her crown svmbolised free spirit. Hie 
theme of the slum was "Kanyakumari to 
Kashmir". Created by Priyadarshan, it 
underlined India's cultural diversity. 

The maimer in which protests were benig 
conducted in Bangalore, ostensibly against 


staging the Miss World contest, can only be 
described as dangerous, if not outrightly 
perverse. By subjecting srane 60 dis&ied 
children to what was nothing less dun 
physical torture on the streets of the 
Karnataka capital, the protesters revealed 
dtey would happily descHtd to baibarism if 
that helped them get a bit of publicity. 

Miss World Beauty Pageant 1996 was 
being looked upon as an event that will 
endanger the ethics and diversity of Indian 
culture. Far from being a beauty contest, it 
appeared to be a contest between Amitabh 
Bachchan Corporation Limited (ABCL), and 
the social and government bodies opposing 
the show. While many thought the event was 
a prestige issue for the people of India, odters 
feh that it will hamper public peace and 
promote immorality. The beauty pageant 
was plagued by a plethora of hostile 
reactions and fierce 
opposition from 
various «|uarte». 

The fro salvo was 
fired by the Mahila 
Jagran Samiti, a 
women's organisation 
which threatened to 
form a suicide squad 
on the day of the 
event on November 
23. Soon to follow 
was a BJP leader 
from Bangalore, 
I^of. Naiqundaswamy 
who threatened to 
put up posters and 
cut-outs of a nude 
Amitabh Bachchan. 
Even the vociferous 
leader of the BJP, 
Ms. Uma Bharati, 
opposed the show 
stating that it was an 
insult to wwnanhood. 
Not only this, a 
showroom of Godrej (one of the sponsors of 
the diow) in Bangalore was smeared with 
cowdung and tar by a mob. Some people 
also ransacked what was once the office of 
ABCL in Bangalore. The main argument 
agaiast the contest was that such contests 
e^e Indian culture. The top brass at ABCL 
was perplexed about this hostility to a 
pageant many countries would be proud to 
host. But the truth is that the hostility was 
directed more towatds ABCL than towards 
the pageant itself. The Miss World contest 
engages viewers through television 
coverage. Indians would have seen the show 
on television iirespectivc of where it was 
held.

Against all odds. Bangalore crowned a 
beauty queen. The sea of humanity at the 
Chinnaswamy Stadium came aloe when the 
Chairman of the Miss World Organcsation, 
Mr. ,Fnc Morley, annouiKed the ultimate 
winner after a gruelling round of 
compi'titions Phe TS.tKKI-strongi rowd which 
had gathered at the pageant's master venue 
held their breath as Mr, Morley took to the 
stag- to declare the winner Spevtators who 
paid hefty sums between Rs, Itl.OfltI and 
Rs. 2‘i,(X)0 for the show were relieved that 
they enjoyed a grand carnival blending 
beaut V and glimpses of a diverse ixilture. 

World Food Summit 


I he five-dav World Fixid Summit (WFS) 
convened bv the Food and Agriculture 
Organisiitiun (FAt)), which drew ni>arly a 
hundred heads ol State to a conference 
without an agenila, concluded in Rome on 
November 17, 19uh The Summit realfirmed 
the right to h.n e .mess to sale and 
nutritional RhkI and lret>dom from hunger. 
The Summit pledged to achieve food secunty 
for .til and called tor eradicating hunger in 
all the countries with i \ ie\^ to nslui ing the 
mmil'Pr of under-nounshtsl pe.rple to half 
bv 21115 The Summit was inaugurated by 
I’l'fK' John Paul 11 who urged leaders to close 
"the intolerable g.ip betweren those who lack 
the bare ni*cessities ,ind those who squander 
frcH'lv " 

rivere were no signing ceremonies or final 
declarations. The two tormal slaleinc'nts to 
emeige from the summit, the Rome 
Dc-ciaration of World Food Sc*curity and the 
World Food Summit Plan of Action, were 
I'umHv not signed by Ihe heads of state and 
govemmi*nls. These non-binding statements. 
Which had been finalised bv the end of 
October bv officials trom all the member- 
countries of FAll, weie t.iken as approved 

The Rome Di'ilaration is an ahirmalion 
by gcwerninents of the tundamenlal nght of 
_ 


all- people tp be free frgm hunger. It also 
lays down the objective oi reducing by half 
the number of malnourished peopfe today. 
The target date set for this is ^15. The Plan 
of Action lists even commitmoits which 
governments affirm they will undertake to meet 
the goals they have set for thansdyes in ffie 
Declaratian. The oonciete plan is for ensuring 
food security for the peofde erf the world. 

The objective of the summit was "to 
renew the commitmmt of world leaders at 
the highest level to the eradication of hunger 
and malnutrition, and the achievement of 
lasting food secunty for all." A similar Food 
Summit was held in 1974 when it was 
declared that the participating countries 
would strive to end gicrfMl hun^r within 
tWu decades. That has remamed a distant 
dream. The present summit look a more 
redlistic view ot the prevailing conditions. 

The WFS has left in its trail a spate of 
unanswered questions. The key issues 
addressed by experts the world over dealt 
with food production and food access for 
the millions of underprivileged people 
around'the globe. Experts have warned that 
toexi pnxiuction must increase by 75 per cent 
to keep up with the population rise. This 
does not seem likely under the current 
scenario, with the rate of mcrease in food 
production showing a steady decline. It has 
fallen from 3 per cent in 1960$ to 1.8 per 
cent in the mid-90s and even the FAO admits 
there are little signs of the growth rate 
picking up before the year 2020. The reason 
for this IS simply that developed countries 
do not want to produce more food as this 
would lower international prices, thereby 
hurting their interests. 

UN Operations in Zaire 


The UN Security Council has formally 
authorised action by a multinational force 
to help humanitarian agencies to function 



in eastern Zaire, where more than one 
million refuf^es are without food, medicines 
and even drinking water. In a resolution on 
November 15, 19% it mandated the force 
till March 31,1997 but indicated that it might 
extend the peruxi depending on the situation 
on the ground It also expressed its 


"intention' to auffiorise the iSilabUaliinent 
of a follow-up force to aucceed the 
multinational force. 

Humanitarian agencies have battled to 
reach starving refugees in eastern Zaire, 
getting a first tndkle of aid throu^ but 
spSrking stiff warnings from Kinshasa 
i^lnst cutting any deata with Tulsi rebels. 
M the Zairean GOTeimnenl and tiie rebels 
stymied most attempts to win access to the 
refugees, the UN World Food Programme 
managed to truck in 16 tonnes of food to 
rebel-held Coma which was enough to feed 
2,500 people for a week. But the bulk of the 
refugees who are reportedly dying in large 
numbers from starvation and thirst, are 
farther inside Zaire, fnistratingly beyoiul the 
reach of the agencies. The US had offered to 
take control of Goma airport to enable 
supplies to flow in. Canada is to provide the 
lead contingent and probaUy the commander. 

The current crisis in Zaire is a case in 
point. For years. President Mobutu has been 
bleeding his country white. He was installed 
by the CIA in a 1%5 coup and played a key 
role for the US during the Cold War as a 
bulwark against pro-Soviet regimes and 
rebels in southern Africa. He actively fuelled 
the civil war in Angola and became one of 
the biggest recipients of US military aid in 
the continent. The US and France have 
militarily intervened whenever his regime 
came under threat from internal rebels. First 
in 1967 and then again in 1977 and 1978, 
Washington and Pans airlifted tnxips and 
material at short notice to crush uprisings in 
Shaba province. The people of ^ire have 
paid a heavy price lor this outside 
interference. 

Imminent death stares 8U,000 children in 
the eye in eastern Zaire. They ate caught up 
in the crossfire between Tutsi rebels and tlw 
Zau-ean army which has played havoc with 
the region. But the Unit^ Nations has vet 
to come to terms with the crisis. What is 
happening m Zaire ls the outcome of decades 
of economic, tnbal and political clashes. The 
undesirable seeds sown by European 
masters in Africa have taken firm roots and 
it will be very difficult to get rid of them. 
But that does not mean that the world 
community should continue to look the other 
way. Every such flashpoint is a challenge to 
the UN and test of its relevance. 

Freeze on APEC 
Membership 

The Asia-Paofic Economic Cooperation 
(APEC) decided on November 21, 1996 to 
effectively extend its current three-year 
freeze on new membership by another two 
years, thereby delaying India's possible entry 
into it at last till 1998. The decision is a 
setback to India. Aloi% with Vietnam, Russia 
and Peru, India was at the top of the list for 
new members. The decision was taken by, 
the officials feom One 18 Padfic-Rim countries 
in Manila while finalising a draft declaration 
for the final approval of APEC leaders 
holding their summit meeting in the 
niilippines' Subic Bay from November 23.

G-15 Summit 

The lliree-day Ci-15 (Group of Pillecn) 
Summit ol developing countries, which 
concluded in Harare on November 5, 19%, 
did ool exactly m.ike .iny breakthrough in 


terms of new Inrmulations. It also did not 
achieve much in terms of fostering South- 
South cooperation. However, a small 
beginning has lieen made by the developing 
countries in evolving a common approach 
on the tickii.sh trade and investment issues 
which the rich nations are settking to impose 


on them through the World Trade 
Organisation (WTO). 

The G-15 has propo.sed tliat developing 
countries which are in a position to do so 
should share experiences and offer technical 
a.ssistance to the LE)Cs in order to increase 
their capabilities in meeting the commitments 
to the Uruguay Round and further to 
enhance their capabilities to utilise more 
fully the benefits from the Round. 

On globalisation, the G-15 maintains that 
for it to be meaningful and beneficial to 
developing countries, it must be facilitated 
by the international community since the 
full integration of developing countries into 
the world economic system constitutes 
the very essence ol the phenomenon of 
globalisation. 

This year's Summit is clearly 
overwhelmed by the growing anxiety of the 
piMirer countries that in the name of a new 
multilateral trade regime, the industrially 
powerful countnes would seek to impose 
their own version of a globally integraled 
economy which would only aggravate the 
economic disability of most of Ihe 
developing countries in Africa, Asia and 
l.atin America. 

The Summit provided the first 
opportunity to the Prime Minister, 
Mr. H. D. Deve Gowda to dabble in iho 
intricate field of diplomacy and discuss some 
sensitive and pressing issues with the leaders 
of developing countries Going by his 
rhetoric, he seems to have done fairly well 
with his hard-hitting speech and the 
announcement of eslablishing a Rs. 1 billion 
permanent revolving fund for Africa to 
facilitate the implementation of agriculture, 
rural development and small-scale projects 
and to promote trade investment and 
technology transfer. This is definitely a 
welcome move in principle Much will 
depend on lollow-up action. 

The G-T5 has conspicuously allowed 
it.self to be deflected from the path of 
building a durable and vrable community of 
interdependent and 
mutually reinforcing 
c’conomic entitic's. 
There is very little 
evidence that the 
Icadc'rs who attondcHl 
the Harare Summit— 
the sixth in its 
annals—were able to 
agree on a programme 
of action lor promoting 
greater South-South 
economic collabora¬ 
tion. Verbal affirma¬ 
tions that G-15 
continues to be rele¬ 
vant to the changing 
global eamomic scenanct what with regional 
trading blocs such as NAFTA, ASEAN and 
APEC as well as the strides towards 
economic liberalisation, cannot be 
substitutes for an action plan. What is 
particularly disconcerting is that the Harare 
conclave made no progress in regard to the

Committee on Trade, Investment and 
Technology which was agreed on at Buenos 
Aires during the fifth summit in November 
1995. It is no secret that G-15 does not 
command much clout either at the WTO or 
on other global fora. Nor is the group truly 

I authentic as the voice of the developing 
economies. According to Mr. Deve Gowda, 
the main message of the summit is the 
"accelerated growth and progress of the 
viability and success of globalisation and the 
international trading system." 

The seventh G-15 Summit will be held in 
Malaysia in 1997 and the eight will be hosted 
by Jamaica in 1998. 

Slowdown in World 
Population 

T'he world population growth rale is 
slowing down, bul the number of people 
inhabiting the globe would rise to 9.4 billion 
from the nirrent level of 5.7 billion, by the 
year 20.50, a United Nations' report said. 

The growth rate is very high m less- 
developed countries—1.8 per cent— 
compared with that in others—0 4 per cent, 
the report said 

Ihe rate ot growth between 1990 and 1995 
was 1 48 jier cent per annum, which added 
an average of 81 million peuole lo the 
population every year But the rate was 
lower than I 72 per cent recordctl between 
1975 and 19^10, while the peak growth period 
was between 1985 and 1990 when the 
population inrreased by 87 million persons 
[MT year, it said. 

Tlie ri'poTt says of the 4..59 billion people • 
80 )H*r cent ot the population—currently lives 
in lisis developed countries. It also provides 
estimates from 1950 to 1995 amt projections 
till 2050 lor populations of 228 countries and 
areas 

China, with I 1.1 billion, is the most 
populated country followed by India (945 
million), the United States (269 million) and 
Indonesia (200 million). Six other countries 
have a population of more than one hundred 
million—Brazil (161 million), Russia (148 
million), Pakistan (140 million), Japan (125 
million), Bangladesh (120 million) and 
Nigeria (115 million). 

AiTording to the Medium Fertility Variant 
(MFV) projection, population in seven more 
countries would enrss the 100 million-mark 
by 2050. They arc Ethiopia, Iran, Zaire, 
Mexico, the Philippines, Vietnam and Egypt. 

Another factor, which is expected to 
reduce the expected growth rate in less 
developed regions, is higher mortality in 
countries aflected by wars, such as Rwanda, 
l..iberia, Burundi and Iraq. Besides spread of 
All'IS is also a key factor in reducing the 
growth rate. 

The report estimates life expectancy for 
1990-95 in Eastern Africa at 46.7 years which 
is 3.9 years lower than prqected in the previous 
reports. Life expectancy also declined in 
Eastern Europe from 70 years in 1985-90 to 
68 years in 1990-95 but in Western Europe 
life expectancy nise to 76.6 years. □

lllli Lok Sabha Constituted 


The Eleventh Lok Sabha was constituted 
on May 15, 1996 with the Election 
Commission submitting the list of 534 
successful candidates to the President, 
Dr. Shankar Dayal Sharma, at Rashtrapati 
Bhavan in New Delhi. Of the .543 st-ats, 
elections for 534 had bi'en completed while 
the remaining nine «eats, including six 
parliamentary constituencies in Jammu and 
Kashmir, Nalgonda in Andhra Pradesh and 
Belgaum m Karnataka were to go to the polls 
later. 

The three-phased nationwide general 
election threw up a severely iraclured 
verdict, with none of the three major 
formations—the Congress il). the Bharatiya 
Janata Party and the Natioiul Front-Left 
Front combine—anywhere near the striking 
distance «l an absiilule md)ority Unlike in 
Wi when the Congress (I), though in 
minority, could work up a functional 
majority support without much difficulty, 
this time the number game required for the 
exercise of government formation was a 
tricky and mindboggling business. 

In fact, the composition of the new Lok 
Sabha being what it i.s, no arrangement can 
disjiel the twin spectres of instability and 
uncertainty that will haunt the political scene 
from now on with even more grim 
consequences than before. For a government 
exposed all the time to contrary pulls from 
its own partymen at home will also become, 
by this very logic, more vulnerable to 
external pressure. A government formed 
under sucA auspices cannot last very long. 

United Front Ministry at 
the Centre _ 

A 21-member five-party coalition 
government of the United Front, headed by 
Mr. H. D. Deve Cowda, former Chief 
Minister of Karnataka, was sworn-in in 
New Delhi on June 1, 1996. The President, 
Dr. ^aidcar Dayal S^rma, administered 
the oath of office and secrecy to the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Deve Gowda, and his 
ministerial colleagues. Mr. Deve Gowda's is 
the second Ministry to assume office at ffve 
Centre within 17 days. 

With the swearing-in of the regional 
party-dominated Deve Gowda Ministry, 
India has yet another spell of coalition 


government at the centre. Though it is the 
most wide-ranging coalition ever put 
together, comprising five parties backed by 
a 13-group United Front and supported by 
the 135-member Congress from outside, it is 
perhaps the most unrepresentative Ministry 
that iMves out of its ambit 18 States of die 
country. 

Mr. Deve Cowda replaced Mr. Atal 
Behari Vajpayee whose tenure culminated 
in three-week-long 
efforts at government 
formation in the wak; 
of a verdict which 
led to a three-way 
polarisation, {for once, 
the Ministry's birth 
was not unaccom¬ 
panied by pangs as 
the Prime Minister- 
designate sought to 
resist pressure from 
hawab-tamted leaders 
to enter the government. The developments, 
however, left a trail of heart-bum amongst 
those who were not included in the Ministry. 

The exit of Mr. Vajpayee's 13-day-oid 
BJP-led Government was inevitable in the 
circumstances it came to power on the 
strength of it being the single largest in the 
11th Lok Sabha. The grace period it got 
following the invitation from the President 
was meant for it to gather support from 
among like-minded parties to prove 
its majority before May 31. The BJP 
esUblishment failed to do that, leaving it 
with no choice but to bow out of offic e. 

The Common Minimum 
Programme 

Within a week of being sworn-in as 
Prime Minister of the United Front 
Government, a conglomerate of at least 13 
political parties, Mr. H. D. Deve Gowda 
announced the Common Minimum 
Programme to be followed by his 
Government. The programme, announced in 
New Delhi on June 5, 1996, goes beyond 
the recommendations of the Sarkaria 
Commission in promising greater powers to 
States towards the ultimate objective of 
political, administrative and economic 
federalism. The 25-page document bears the 
imprint of the DMK, the TDP, the TMC and 
the AGP—the Federal Front constituents of 
the 13-party combine. It says Article 356 of 


the Constitution, the scope of which has beer 
interpreted and circumscribed by recent 
decisions of the Supreme Court, would be 
amended to reflect such decisions and tc 
prevent its misuse. 

The Common Minimum Programme 
promises reservation in elected bodies and 
jobs for women, special courts to ensure 
justice to SC/ST victims, economic 
empowerment of SC, ST and OBCs, and 
reservation to Dalit Christians.

Along with the general elections for thi 
Eleventh Lok Sabha, elections were also helc 
for the five Slate Assemblies of Assam 
Haryana, Kerala, Tamil Nadu and Wes 
Bengal and the Assembly of the Unioi 
Territory of Pondicherry. The results wen 
on the expected lines as in the case of Lol 
Sabha. 

The electorate in the four southern State 
voted with clarity and couldn't be accusec 
of delivering a fractured verdict. They haw 
disowned the Congress, rather the part; 
carrying the official label From 1977, unb 
now, the worst year for Ae party.' the ehttt 
South stood by the organ^tion, provokiss 
the snide remark that "Indira is South Tndl 
and South India is Indira", to parody th 
now infamous w6rds cif the late Dev Kant 
Barooh. The real shock came from Tam 
Nadu. The anti-establistotent wave sWef 
away the Tamil Nadu Otoel Minister, , 
Jayalalitha, wrecked foe Ccai g t e s s - l ed-Laaite 
Dmocraftc Front in Kerala and iqiroibte 
the Congress-AIADMK combine i 
Pondicherry. In Haryana, the Congress wa 
relegated to foe third spot. In Assam, th 
Asom Gana Parishad came back to powc 
after five years, while in West Bengal fo 
status quo was maintained.

\A, <Co)|>atiUition Amendoient Bill—kiioiwn 
M llte Gonstitation (Slat Amendment) SOI, 
1996’—^king to ensure 33 per cent 
reservation for women in Parliament and 
State Legislatures was introduced in (he Lok 
Sabha on September 12, 19%. In amending 
the Constitution, the Bill introduced a new 
provision. Article 330A, according to which 
"not less than one-third of the total number 
of seats reserved for Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes, be reserved for SC/ST 
women. 

The new reservation legislation is similar 
to the SC/ST general category. The seats 
reserved for SC/ST women and general 
category women candidates, will be 
"rotated" at every election. During every 
election, the reserved seats will be changed. 

A parallel legislation proposed is Article 
332A, reserving seats for women in the 
Assemblies. In this, one-third of the seats 
will be reserved for SC/ST women, while 
one-third of total seats will be reserved for 
women. The seats reserved for women will 
also be "rotated" in every election. 

The Bill ran into rough weather as the 
government had second thoughts on passing 
it immediately, causing a storm in the House. 
After a day-long row, it was decided on 
September 13 to refer the Bill to a 
Parliamentary Select Committee with the 
direction that it should give its report during 
the winter session of Parliament. The 
Speaker, Mr. P. A. Sangma, assured the 
agitated women members that the principle 
of 33 per cent reservation would be 
preserved and the main idea behind 
referring it to the committee was to consider 
the suggestion that the reserved quota 
should Include separate reservation for 
Backward Classes. 

Popular Rule in J&K 

The National Conference, headed by 
Dt. Faiooq Abdullah, secured an absolute 
majority in foe Jammu 
amd Kashmir Assembly 
polls hdd in September 
1996 after nearly a 
decade. The other 
parties could secure just 
nominal number of 
seats. The victory of foe 
National Conference 
was not unexpected. 
Barely nine years ago, 
the party, despite its 
alliance with the 
Congress and what was debunked as a 
'rigg^ election" of 1987, was able to win 
mly 40 out of 76 seats. The victory of the 
>iational Conference was specucular and it 


even .marginalised ite own erstwhile poll 
pa4ner» foeOM^^'i^ kntg^tiime advec^ 
ti#l^iuatiya]anMi Piny by securing 57 of t^ 
67 seats in tN ^te Assembly. 

The National Confoience which, until 
recently, was essemially seen as a party 
restricted to the VaUey, broke fresh 
ground in the Jammu and the Ladakh 
regions as well. Its impressive performance 
by the fact that its traditional Srinnghc^s in 
the rural areas, built by 9teikh Abdufhfo 
through intensive agrarian refers,, 
remained intact despite years of virulent 
insurgency. The party virtually wiped 
out its opponents in the rural areas of the 
Valley and also wrested important urban 
stron^olds. 

J&K Economic Package 

The Prime Minister, Mr. H. D. Oeve 
Gowda, announced in Parliament on 
July 23, 1996 an economic package , for 
Jammu and Kashmir in order to help the 
State join the national economic mainstream. 

The package included construction of the 
290-km railway line from Udhampur to 
Baremulla, road link between tlw Valley and 
Jammu under the Mughal Road project 
and putting the Dulhasti and Uri hydro 
projects into steam. The package was 
important in view of the fact that the massive 
unemployment of youth in the State had 
been a contributory factor to the growth of 
militancy in the State. Besides, the State was 
also deficient in power which was essential 
for developing industry, tourism and other 
economic activities. Elaborating on the 
package long after a popular government 
was restored in the State, the Prime 
Minister assured in the Rajya Sabha on 
November 28, 1996 that a high- 

level ministerial team led by the Prime 
Minister himself would visit the State 
to work out the package which would 
seek to achieve the gradual restoration of the 
State economy, reconstruction of the 
damaged infrastructure, and measures 
for private participation in building 
the economic infrastructure in the 
State. 


Statehood for Uttarakhand 


At the customary address to the nation 
from the ramparts of the historic Red 
Fort in the Capital on the Independence 
Day on August 15, 1996, the Prime 
Minister, Mr. H. D. Deve Gowda 
announced the Government's decision 
to make the Uttarakhand region of 
Uttar Pradesh a separate State hiving 
off nine districts of Uttar Pradesh in 
Garhwal and Kumaon divisions—Ahnora, 
Chamoli, Dehra l>un, Garhwal, I land war, 
Nainital, Pithorgarh, Tehn Garhwal and 
Uttarkashi. 

It is not foe first time that an existing State 
is being broken up to create a new one. On 
November 1,1956, on the basis of the States' 
Reorganisation Commission (SRC) report, 14 
States and 16 Union Territories were created 
out of the 28 States which existed previously.

India Vetoes CTBT 


True to its oft-stated stand India vetoed 
the submission of the controversial 
Comprehensive Test Ban Treaty (CTBT) text 
to the United Nations General Assembly for 
all countries to sign it. And this reje^on 
came in the face of the persistent bullying 
by the United States, which took upon itself 
the task of getting the Treaty through. While 
formally rejecting the draft CTBT in "any 
form", India said it "did not serve the 
purpose of promoting the realisation of 
universal disarmament goals". 



India's principled rejection of the draft 
CTBT did not mean that New Delhi was 
going in for nuclear weapons, the External 
Affairs Minister, Mr. I. K. Gujral, said on 
August 22,19%. "The decision not to sign 
the CTBT does not mean that we are 
going in for new weapons, particularly 
nuclear weapons," Mr. Gujral said. 
According to the Minister, India was left 
with no option but to block the CTBT 
as its demand that the Treaty be linked to a 
timetable for eliminating alt atomic 
weapons had not been accommodated in 
the text, "It is a sad fact that the nuclear 
weapon States show no interest in givii^ 
up their nuclear hegemony," Mr. Gujral 
said. Besides, India objected to foe Entry- 
Into-Force (EIF) provisions of foe CTBT, 
which made New Delhi's signatures, 
as a part of a group of 44 countries. 
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ocmqwlsory. Jndla had alto demanded Bud 
loo(:riioleB in die dtah Tnatf, pennitting 
non-<e)^losive testing be removed. 
. Aooordii% to Mr. Guftal, India cennoi ecoqpt 
irestraints to its nuclear option in a 
weaponised world. 

Sonus Ceiling Raised 

' 

Over 10 lakh Postal and Telecom 
Department employees railed olf dieir week- 
long countrywide strUce on October 29,1996 
followmg the Union Cabinet's decision to 
remove die ceiling on bonus payments. The 
employees were demanding parity with 
railway employees in respect of whom 
the ceiling on bonus payment was removed 
by the Railway Minister, Mr. Ram Vilas 
Paswan. All through the strike, the 
federation of postal and telecom empbyees 
organisations and the Union Communi¬ 
cations Minister,^Mr. Beni Prasad Verma, 
had not even once tried for a n^otiated 
settlement 

The striking postal and telecom emptoyees 
were contesting the uniform formula 
applied by the government for payment of 
.yroductivity-linked bonus. The government 
[had decided to remove the limit on 
productivity-linked bonus for all eligible 
employees, whose number is legion. So far 
as the 'C' and 'O' groups of dte postal and 
telecom employees were concern^, a large 
chunk had attained parity with Railwaymen 
and port and dock woikrnrs. Those who were 
outside the productivity-linked bonus 
umbrella were now made eligible for 
ad hoc bonus. 

President's Rule 
Reimposed in UP 

The Centre reimposed President's Rule in 
UP on October 17,1996, following failure of 
any party to cobble together a majority to 
dorm a government. The Union Cabinet 
’unanimously cmdorscd the Governor's final 
report which said none of the three major 
arties and alliances—the Bharatiya Janata 
arty. United Front and Congress-Bahiqan 
Samaj Party (BSP) combine—^was in a 
piosition to form a stable government. The 
Centre's decision was greeted witti angry 
demonstrations, slogan-shouting and 
burning of effigies of the Governor, 
Mr. Romesh Bhandari, by die BJP 8t;q;^>oTtetB 
in Lucknow who demanded his resignation 
tor "murdering democracy". 

The State was put under another apell of 
President's Rule and the newly-elected 
Assembly under suspended animation. 
According to the Governor, no politkal party 
car group of parties could satisfy him that it 
co(^ provide a stable gover nm e nt in cose 
its teSder was invited to hold the reins of 
administration. Thtowos an ur^moedented 
situation which could not have been 
visualised by the authors or critics of 
Aatide3S6. 

The uncertain potitical situation in the 
State penisted eB through to October and 
November leaving leaders, pditidans of all 


ths paittiB and toe Govoitor to a oaleh^ 
situation. Wito eadi leader «id polittoal 
combine vying with one another for 
maximum political mtteage, thii^ are likely 
to get worse before they become better. 
Political expediency has brought to the 
surface all sorts of combinations and 
permutations and when the ftoal dedsion 
has to be clindied, the clash of egos 
supervene and leave tile State once agato to 
Buapended animation. 

It is a tragic ontunentary that after an 
enormous expenditure incurred on elections 
none of the parties is aUe to patch up a 
coalition of sorts to govern the State: It is a 
State where the only things seen are 
Mayawati vs Mulayam Singh, BSP n UF and 
UF oontoine vs BJP-led coalition or BSP-led 
coalition support^ by BJP vs what ?

Vaghela Sworn in as 
Gujarat Chief Minister 

Gujarat returned to popular rule with 
tile installation to office of the Mahagi^at 
Janata Party (MJP) Ministry headed 
by Mr. Shankersinh 
Vaghela in Gandhi- 
tuigar on October 23, 
1996. Besides Mr. 
Vaghela, seven of 
his party colleagues 
were swom-in as 
Ministen. The Gover¬ 
nor, Mr. Krishna Psl 
Singh, who admini¬ 
stered the oath of office 
and secrecy to Mr. 
Vaghela and tns Cabinet 
colleagues, gave the new Chief Minister 
15 days to prove his majority on toe floor erf toe 
Assembly, whkh hfr. Vaglida did on October 
29,1996. 

After 13 months of bitter struggle within 
the Bharatiya Janata Party, the 57-yearold 
rebel leod^, Mr. Vaghela had got what he 
repeatedly voudwd he never wanted — tiie 
chief ministership of Gi;^rat 

President's Rule had been imposed in 
Ckyarat on September 19, 1996 following 
unfttly scenes in the State Assembly wherein 
the tiien Chief Minister, Mr. Sutosh Mdita, 
had claimed majority support. This, 
however, was questioned by the Governor 
in his report to toe Cmitre. The revocation 
of toeCentrol Rule and revival of toe State 
Assembly, which was under suspended 
animation, came in the wake of die swift 
ptAHcsl dwde^Mnents in Gandhtoagar with 
toe KQP pandtog its MLAs and claiming 
majority support.

The flight test was carried out at tiie Woiid 
War II airstrip at Kolar, 70 km from 
Bangakme. 

'Nishant' incorporates advance design 
features whidi were comparable or superior 
to simUar vehides developed else'^iim in 
the world. The system is capable of 
providing discreet aerial surveUlance lor 
extended durations day and night, using 
sophisticated electroHip^ and electronic 
sensors. 


Agfii' Development 

Hie Washington-based publlcation,7be 
Defmce News, to its issue of first wedc 
of April 1996 ihat India was to acralerate 
plans to produce and deploy the 
intermediate rang^ 'Agni' missile. It added 
tiiat file dedsimi was fiie country's response 
to the Chinese' military's modernisation 
project and Pakistan's development of its 
own missile programme based on China's 
M-9 and M-11 missile series. 


The 'Agni', the publication said, is 
designed to deliver any type of one-tonne 
warhead to a distance of 2,500 km. This 
capability is crucial to match the Chineae 
M-9 and M-11 missiles Pakistan has 
(fotained. 


Encounter at Hazratbal 
Shrine Again 

Thirty-one militants, including the 
Jammu and Kashmir Liberation Front 
President (AiminuHah group), Mr. Siulib 
Ahmad Siddiqui, were killed in an 
encounter vrito toe poHcS on Mardi30,1996 
after the milftants, holed up inside a 
building near the Hazratbal Shrine in 
Srinagar, feiied to respmid to an ultimatum 
to summer. The militants had vacated 
file shrine on Mardi 26 and taken shelter to 
the nearby building—the site of the 
encounter. 
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.. The Mazratbat 9irine had witneaaed fierce 
gu^Mtties when a group of armed militants 
inude a violent bid to enter the t^rine. After 
guns fell silent senior Govemment offidab 
asked the militants to vacate the shrine 
which they had managed to enter. At least 


half a dozen armed members of the faction 
of JKU’ died in the encounter widt members 
of the security forces when the former tried 
to sneak into the shrine with the obvious 
intent of gaimng control of the premises. This 
was the familiar ploy of the Pakbtan-trained 
Ka^miri militant groups. 

The Hazratbai Shrine preserves a hair of 
the beard of Prophet Mohammad which was 
brought to Sriitagar by a Kashmiri trader in 
the late 17th century, it has been kept for 
veneration by the composite community. But 
the holy place has been sacrilegiously 
misused over the yean. The militsmis had 
walked with their anns hidden in their 
pherans (Kashmiri cloak) under the gaze of 
police and paramilitary officers on March 
26 to the Green House, the building 
that had been their headquarters since 
September 1995. They did so under a pact 
successfully negotiated by a team of 
mediators on Mandt 25. 

The Hazratbai Shrine area has been 
the site of confrontations between Kashmiri 
secessioiusis and Indian security forces. 
Mearly three years ago, about 62 people 
fochiding 35 militants remained holed up 
for about 33 days following a siege by 
security forces. The militants had even 
threatened to destroy dte Hazratbai Shrine. 
The 33-day exercise in patience paid 
dividends and foe crisis ended wifoout a 
eingle shot being fired. The rhilitants laid 
down their arms and the cordon arouiul foe 
shrine was lifted on Novmnber 16,1993 after 
the authorities agreed to release all the 
militants. 


A similar drama was etuicted in 1995 at 
foe Charar-e-Sharief, where Meat Guk foe 
Afghan mercenary fighter, even went ahead 
to carry out the threat by reducing the 
Kashmir's most revered iforine to afoes. The 
venerable bridge between communities and 
cultures and a symbol of Sufi secularism was 
destroyed by them. 

1 A Year of Scams

Hie people of India are now all too 
familiar wlfo not only hawala, but new 
avatars like JMM case, St. Kitts case, Bihar 
fodder scam, urea scam, medical equipment 
scam, land scam and so on and so forfo. 
The pandora's box may yldd more shady 
deals with foe passage of fone. Two scams 
that emerged at foe beginning and later in 
foe year find a place here. 

Housing Scam Leads to Sheila 
Kaul's Exit 

The Himachal Pradesh Governor, 
Ms. Sheila Kaul, resigned on April 21,19% 
after the President, Dr. Shankar Dayal 
Shatmi, indicated she should not continue 
in office having been implicated in foe 
govemment housing scam. 

Ms. KauTs resignation as Governor of 
Himachal Pradesh came a little too late. Her 
assertion foat her decision not to resign was 
in keeping with the high traditions of 
democracy and dignity of foe hi^ office 
carried no conviction if one were to take into 
consideration her dogged persistence in 
clinging to the constitutional post even after 
the CM had accused her of favouritism in 
the allotment of certain commercial 
establishments when she was Union Minister 
for Urban Development. Dr. Sharma had 
suggested to the Prime Minister that 
Ms. Kaul should demit office to safeguard 
and uphold constitutional prapriety. 

Ms. Kaul's involvement in the multl<roie 
housing scmi embarra-ssed the Congress. 
This was probably foe first time foat an 
investigBting agency felt foe need to examine 
a constitutional authority over her past 
performance as Union Minister. TheCBl had 
told foe Supreme Court foat Ms. Kaul had 
allotted 43 shops and stalls in prime areas 
in the Capital to dose retatives and friends 
when she was Union Urban Development 
Minister. It said Ms. Kaul granted foe shops 
violating a policy whidi she herself had 
approv^ as minister. The apex Court had 
indicated that Ms. Kaul should resign. But 
she was unfezed and refused to step down, 
saying she was in office at foe pleasure of 
the President. 

'Hawala Scam 

The Supreme Court severely reprimanded 
foe Central Bureau of Investigation (CBI) and 
other investigating agendas on January 30, 
1996 for faili)^ to "properly investigate" the 
hawala scam and ordered them to prosecute 
every guilty person "ineqsective of heighf 
at uhidi he bi placed in foe power set-up." The 
court ensured foat nobody, even if it was foe 
Prime Minister, escaped foe hawala noose.

While the three Union Ministers i 
resigned fnnn foe Ofoinet within a few days I 
of the CBI seeking sanction for their j 
prosecution and were diargefoeeted for their ' 
alleged involvement in foe multicrore Jain 
hawala case, Mr. Advani lost no time in : 
giving up his Lok Sabha seat saying foat he 
would not contest the fb'rfocoming electkms 
until his name was deaied from the hawala 
scam. Mr. Arjun Singh expressed his 
confidence to legally refuse the charges and 
vindicate himse’f. Mr.‘Devi Lai dismissed 
the charges against him as politically 
motivated. 1 

Hawala trade is a system of bypassing 
the official foreign exchange channel. ' 
Operators in the trade take payment in rupee 
and supply dollars against it abroad. The 
trade runs through a network of agents 
under an operator's control. Thus it is a 
method of launderit^ money. Dollars can 
be purchased at a lower rate through hawala 
than the official one. Foreign exchange 
drawing limits can also be bypassed. Hawala 
rates often differ freun place to place within 
the country. The system also operates in 
reverse—for Indians abroad who want to 
send home rupees in lieu of earnings in 
foreign currency. Some exporters and 
importers resort to hawala in other ways as 
well. 

Hawala is a parallel banking channel to } 
facilitate illegal transactions. If one wishes 
to purdtase foreign exdiange illegally to 
import goods or take a vacation abroad, 
hawala comes in useful. If one wishes to 
send foreign exdiange to one's relatives in 
India, one can do so through this channel 
and get a premium for foe money sent home. 
India has a vast and floiuidiing informal 
credit maiket of which hawala is a part. The 
activities of foreign firms in India have 
increased and in most of the deals struck by 
them, a payoff seems to be involved 
through l^ian middlemen. Hiese pay-offs 
use the hawala route fiom time to time as 
the Jain hawala case shows. 

The sensational Jain hawala case turned 
out to be one of the most complicated 
scandals involving foe high and the mi^ity.

Ms. SheOch Hasina Wi^, 49, daughter 
of die slain Bangladesh national hero %eflch 
Mujibur Behman, was sworn in as the 
second woman Prime Minister of her 
countiy on June23,1996. Her Awami League 
had seaired 146 aeate in the SOO-seat Jattya 
Sangsad in the electians held on June 12, 
1996. Outgoing Prime Minister Begum 
Khaleda Zia's Bangladesh Nationalist Party 
(BNP) trailed behi^ with 116 seats. 

The Awami League returned to power 21 
years after it was ousted following the 
assassination of Bangabandhu Sheikh 
Mujibur Rehman in August 1975. Sheikh 
Hasina Wajed was sworn in by President 
Abdur Ratuiuui Biswas in the Durbar Hall 
of the Presidential Palace in Dhaka along 
with eleven Cabinet Miiusters and e^it 
Ministers of State. 

Hasma and her younger sister Pdiana had 
survived the August 1975 army coup in 
[Dhaka because they were in Ceimuiy on a 
'holiday. The next six years saw her 1^ die 
uncertain life of an exile in India. When she 
returned home in 1981 to the tumultuous 
welcome of a massive crowd, it mariced a 
new beginning in her life and also in 
Bangladesh's politics. She assumed the 
leadership of the Awami League at a 
juncture when it was in complete disarray. 
But her courage and determination, the 
qualities she inherited from her father, smv 
her through. She succeeded in giving dte 
party a new programme and a new image 
during the period. Displaying maturity, ^ 
appealed to all parties to work for a 
"national reconciliation'*. 

Bangladesh President's 
Powers Curtailed

History was onco again being repeated in

The Ihcsident who ordered the dissolution 
of the National Assembly and the four 
provincial assemblies appointed Mr. Mira] 
Khalid, the Director of die Islamic University 
and foimer Speaker of the House during 
Ms. Bhutto's first term in office, as the 
interim Prime Minister. Pakistan wUl face 
fresh elections on February 3,1997. The num 
diosen to replace Ms. Benazir Bhutto was 
the veteran of the Pakistan People's Party 
(PPP) who retired from politics after clashing 
with her authoritarian style. Khalid had been 
a member of the PPP since it was founded 
by Ms. Benazir's father Zulfikar Ali Bhutto 
in 1970. 

What could be called the constiluticmal 
coup on November 5 was the offshoot of 
Ms. Benazir's style of functioning. One could 
say she asked for it. 

In fact, the Presidott of Pakistan had been 
wamii^ Ms. Bhutto time and again to mend 
her ways or else face sacking. It was no 
bluster or bluff coming from the highest dvil 
authority in Pakistan; that President meant 
business might have been one of die reasons

Coalitioii in Japtat .^ain 

Contrary to die optimistic expectations of 
die Prime Minister, hfo. RyuMro Hodiimoto, 
Japan—the Land of the Rising Sun—was 
once agidn hi foracoaUtion government, hi 
the general* etections held on Octefoer 20, 
1996, his liberal Democratic Party won 239 
seats in the powerful Lower House, 12 diort 
of a majority. Hie party marginally 
improved its earlier tally. 

Having increased tts ahesdy large mutdier 
of partlamenlaiy seats, the LI^ seemed to 
have returned to die political domination it 
enjoyed for four decree. Three years ago, 
bruised and battered by repeated scandals 
and vote concern over radical changes in 
Japan's economy, the LDP seemed destined 
for political oblivion. In part because of 
disarray in the ranks of the opposition, 
the LW chief now pulled his party back 
from the brink. The biggest losers were the 
Socialist and the Sakigake parties. The 
newly-formed Japan Democratic Party did 
reascmably well, securing 60 seats. 

Change of Guazd in 
Australia 

The 56-year-old leader of the Liberal 
Party, Mr. John Howard, and its ooalitioAin 
die National Party was sworn in as the 25th 
Prime Minister of Australia on March 11, 
1996. He was elected Prime Minister of 
Australia on March 4 after delivering a 
crushing defeat to Mr. Paul Keating's Labour 
Party in the federal elections. 

It was a decisive victory for die opposition 
Liberal-Nationalist Coalition in Australia. 
With a comfortable majority in the House of 
Representatives, Mr. Howard, was sure of 
his ground. The predictions of a photo flnish 
and that die wiriner at the most will have a 
majority of six seats in Parliament were 
belied. With a 5.4 per cent swing in the 
popular vote, die coalition bagged more 
tlm 90 seats in a House of 148 members, 
and die Labour's tally declined fttm 79 to 
well bekiw 50. 

The landslide victory of the liberal and 


I^tianalitft Party cbalitJtm indicated die 
dlriBualonment die pei^le down under 
with 13 years <d lafoour Rule. Even thoi^ 
opinion polb tm die eve of die electkms had 
rtiown the Conservraiye CoaHtfon, led by 
Mr. Howard, to be ahead of be Laboiur 
Party, some poflaton luid bHU duaii^u the 
latte could>l»ing off a narrow vicloiy. After 
all, Mr. Paul Kiting had defled opinion 
polls and predictions in winning the 
previous de^n in 1993. 

Clinton Re-Elected 
_ President _ 

Mr. bll Clinton won a second term on 
November 6,19% as the President of USA, 
defeating the RepuMtean candidate Mr. Bcfo 
Dole, thus beocming the first Democratic 
President to be re-elected since Franklin 
Roosevelt in 1936. Mr. Clinton asked for a 
second term from the US electorate to fulfil 
his pledge of providing ten million new jobs 



in keeping with the bright record of low 
unemployment that maiked his first four 
years. The strong economy of USA and the 
overwhelming support given by women 
overshadowed the ethical questions raised 
by his rivals Bob Dole and be Reform Party 
candidate Ross Perot. _ 

Change of Govt" in Italy 

Italy, long ridiculed as be sick man of 
Europe, has lurdied leftwards in Hs three- 
year long meperiment. The 48 million voters 
of the country gave a mandate on April 21, 
1996 to a Centre-Left coalition, headed 
by an arch-establishment induatrialiat, 
Mr. Romano Prodi, but in which were 
included the rechriatened Communisls arid 
a doctrinaire Mandat group. This was the 
first unprecedented feature of be elections, 
the thiM in four years.

The vote for the OUve Tree alliance 
had some interesting implications. 
Notwithstanding the presence of the 
Communists, the markets soared on news 
of the results becau.He the reformed 
Communists promised that privatisation 
would continue on course and liberal 
policies would endure. The fact that the 
Alliance was led by the celebrated economics 
professor, who would become Prime 
Minister, gave the grouping the credibility 
it may otherwise have lacked. The opposing 
Freedom Alliance with Mr. Silvio Berlusconi 
and the neo-fascists of the North were 
defeated. 

Despite the slender overall majority, there 
was reason to believe that the new 
government of Italy in the fifty years 
since the end of World War 11 would 
endure. The 5.Sth government must move 
quickly to consolidate and occupy the 
middle ground so recklessly surrendered by 
Mr. Berlusconi in tire pursuit of his private 
interests. Technocrats would be behind the 
Alliance and if a clean administration could 
be promised and the promise brought to 
fuliilment, there will be no going back. Italy's 
capacity Ip fulfil the strict terms of the 
European Union as regards common 
currency wilt stretch the government's 
ability to keep its constituents together. 

G-7 Summit 


The armual three-day summit of die seven 
industrialised nations of the world—the 
United States, Germany, France, Britain, 
Italy, Japan and Canada—was held in the 
central French city of Lyon in June 1996. In 
the communique issu^ on June 29, G-7 
threatened sanctions if Bosnian Serb leader 
Radovan Karadzic did not quit public life 
and said "land for peace" remained the basis 
of a Middle-East settlement. Russia had been 
attending the G-7 summit tor the last two 
years as a half-member. It partiapates m the 
political deliberations, but does not have a 
say in economic matters. 

The political communique called for 
reforms of the United Nations, more control 
of conventional arms, a global efhut against 
infectious diseases like AIDS and a 
coordinated push to improve the 
environment. The world leaders have also 
called upon Iran to "rqect terrorism" as it 
w^s singled out for the toughest criticism. 
Turning to ttte Korean peninsula, the leaders 
endorsed a US^ufo Korean proposal for 
four-way peace talks diat would also include 
China and the United States. 

Habitat'll Conference I 


A major United Nations conference, 
Habitat-Q on human settlement, was held 
fnxn June 4 to 14,1996 in Istanbul (Turkey). 
It sot^hf fo lay down a code for future Uvu^ 
standards for the world's population. The 
CQrtf«ence had a packed ag^a bringing

Chito. It was Attended by politidans, tttban 
planners and aid groups. 

Mabitat-ll took up issues linked to 
housing, poverty and the environmmit in die 
21st century when more than three billion 
people are expected to live in towns, 
including the disputed issue of whether 
housing is a human right. Western countries 
were found wary of a declaration that would 
enable individuals to sue a govemmmit for 
not providing housing, while developing 
countries said the West should share 
nnsponsibility for eradicating poverty. 

What made Habitat n unique was that it 
did not confine itself to a debate on housing 
alone, but several other equally impcHtant 
and allied subjects like water supply, 
sanitation, transport, power, health fat^ties 
and urban environment. But a lot of time 
was also wasted at this expensive meet cm 
issues with which Habitat 11 had no concern 
such as rights of Palestinians, 'reproductive 
rights', etc. Should UN fund such mega¬ 
conferences where delegates find no scruples 
in wasting precious resources and time over 
flimsy issues? It is a pity that while a lot 
was said about the problems thrown up by 
urbanisation, nothing seemed to emerge in 
practical terms in terms of concretising the 
recommendations of such conferences. 

Civil War in 
Afghanistan 

After two days of fierce fighting, the 
Afghan capita] Kabul fdl to hardline Taliban 
militia on September 27,1997 who pubikiy 
executed the former Communist President, 
Dr. NajibuUah, and set up a six-member 



interim Islamic Government even as the 
President, Prof. Burhanuddin Rabbani, arui 
the Prime Minister, Mr. Gutbuddin 
Hekmatyar, fled the seats of power. 
A^femistan's new rulers said on S^tember 
29, 1996 fiiat they would soon set up a 
government to run the country according to 
blam, but ruled out any role for the ouated 
teader^p. 

Dr. NajibuUah, 50, who had taken shelter 
at the UN office in foe dty fdnee April 1992 ,

beilQtguard was also hanged. Hk etudeMs' 
Talfoan mffitia claimed "oon^pfete rxiMeot" 
of Kabul. Next day, the Taliban militia 
hanged two aides of Dr. NajibuUah as it 
pursued government forces ^t retreated 
fnnn foe devastated capital 

The new ruling Talfoan Islamic Movemere 
ordered government employees to gmw 
beards u^n a monfo-and-a4talf or face 
Islamk punishment. The announcement said 
the order Would apply to employees 
working in aU govonment offices and in foe 
military, and anyone flouting it would face 
action under fidamic Shariat law. Orthodox 
Muslim scholars say foat growing a beard is 
a must for a Musito to fdUow ^ Sunnah, 
or tradition of foe Prophet Mohammed. But 
many others say it is not necessary. 

The fiiU of Kdml to the TUUMn could have 
foe greatest political consequences to the 
largely mountainous HepubUc of Tajikistafi 
foat shares a long border with Afg^ianistatL 
The ousted government in Afghanistan wis 
domiruited by the Tajiks led by Mr. EUbtrani 
and the charismatic military leader, Mr. 
Ahmad Shah Masood, who was abo the 
Defence Minister in foe government. Ih foe 
wake of the military assault by the TaUban, 
backed Pakistan, Mr. Rat^ni and Mr. 
Masood have retreated to the traditional 
Tajik strongholds in the North. As the 
A^han dvil war moves to the North and 
foe Taliban dominated by the Pushtuns tries 
to squeeze the Tajiks, the conflicts in 
Afghiuiistan and TajUdstan could be fused 
into one. A summit of the States adpitpng 
Afghanistan convened by Russia and an 
intematioiuil conference in Teheran attended 
by India and other countries took a serious 
note of foe fallout of the Talfoan takeover, 
the violation of foe basic rights of women 
and the need for non-interference by outride 
powers in the dvil war in Afghanistan. 

Saddam's Sons-in4aw 
Murdered 


Anyone familiar with foe rufoless ways 
of the Iraqi dictator, Mr. Saddam Hussein,. 
would hardly be shocked by his dlctatorlai 
functioning. Unvanquished, though beaten j 
into retreating from occupation of i 
neighbouring Kuwait, he proved his g^foal 
detractors wrong again, with even that 
glorified veteran of foe Gulf adventure, Mr. 
George Burii, admitting that perhaps foe 
American-led alliance hod undererthnoted 
Mr. Saddam Hussein's capacity for survivaL 
Against foe backdrop of chaotic pifotka, 
fierce tribal loyalty, the crippling UN 
embargo ^jainst Iraq resulting to bigreeale 
deaths of diikben and destruction of foe 
Iraqi fnride, and the ongoing parleys on 
parfially lifting foe immoral measutq, Mr. 
Saddam Husetiti's two sons-bvtewcpuldinot 
have met a fate different from whet 
happened. Aa foey wtunted to feiq after 
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they were shot dead by members 
kif thw , family on February 23, 1996 in a 
^tcndbath which claimed the lives of seven 

^^^eneral Hussein Kamel Hassan (37), his 
btdi^r Colonel Saddam Hassan and their 
(Mr. Saddam Hussein’s daughters, 
Kaghad and Rana) returned to Iraq dn 
Fimniary 20 frtim (ordan, where they had 
defected in August 1995, after receiving 
assurances for their safety. But they were 
killed by members of their family in their 
home at Al-Sayidiya in the Baghdad region. 
The men's father and another brother, 
Hakim, also died along with two of thd 
a.s8ailant.s—coasins from the Al-Majid and 
Sultan branch of Mr. Saddam Hussein's 
large family—and three other people, 
including a child. General Hassan's family 
had sentenced him to death after he 
defected. 

Soon after their defection to Jordan in 
August I‘t95, (he twc' allowed themselves to 
be ui<ed as ammunition when they quickly 
disclosed much of what they had to the 
IVestem enemies of Mr. Saddam Hussein in 
their Utter naivety. After this they became a 
liability for King Hussein of Jordan, the 
aountry where they sought asylum. The King 
then began to treat them Uke unwanted 
citii^as o> an unfriendly country and heaped 
ane insult after another on the two former 
key figures ot the Iraqi regime by not 
allowing them to come near hhn as did the 
rulers of Saudi Arabia and Syria. 

American Missiles Attack 
on Iraq 

Ihe Ainenoan B-52 bombers and naval 
ships in the Persian Gulf fired 27 long-range 
Cruise missiles at the air defence and 
military command and control mstallations 
In Baghdad at 9.25 a.m. (5.25 GMT) on 
September 3, 1996 in retaliation for Iraqi 
troops' incursions into the internationally 
|iTotvcu%l Kurdish 2tone in Northern Iraq. 
Ir>iv;t miiitar) reported that at least five 
persons wen> kill^ and 19 wounded in US 
sir raids. It claimed that the missiles struck 
populatim centres and that most of the 
sasualtJes were civilians. 

The B-S2 bombers flew in from Guam and 
were refuelled in mid air, with the British 
Air Force providing the necessary logistical 
tacilUies Cruise missiles were also fired from 
an aiaraft carrier group in the Gulf, led by 
the USS Car/ Vinson. The group included 
three destroyers, all of them capable of firing 
Cruise missiles. 

The US President threatened of more air 
strikes against Iraq, saying that future US 
actions would be detennki^ by the conduct 
of Saddam Hussein. As a further means of 
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^ tighMiing (he screw ret Saddimi-HMSshin, 
the -ys, Britain and France attended 
Hie no-fly zone in zouthera Iraq by 
anpther degree, hHnging it closer to 
BaghdiKl. 

The reactions of other permanent 
members of the Security Coimcit to the US 
air strike were mixed. Russia described it as 
an extreniely dangerous development whidi 
would push Hie situation out of control, 
while China urged both US arid Iraq to 
exercise restraint, and recommended that 
Iraq's territorial integrity and sovereignty 
«Hiou]d be le^ieeied and suggested Iraq to 
complete troop wiHidrawals frmn the Kurd 
regions. Arab League described it as an act 
of aggression against the sovereignty of an 
Arab State. 

Britain fully supported the unequivocal 
message to S^dam that reckless brutality 
was unacceptable. Indian Government 
expressed grave concern over the missiles 
attack, implying that the US action was 
unilateral and hence nut proper. India 
bHieved Hiat enforcement actions under UN 
Security Council resolutions could only be 
undertaken by the Council. As for President 
Clinton, he was probably encouraged to 
undertake this new militarv adventure 
with an eye on the elections in November 
1996 

Nigeria Tops in 
ComipHon 

Transparency International (Tl), a Berlin- 
based imiltinatiunal organisation dedicated 
to cuib corruption m international bu.kines.s, 
has made an assessment of illicit payments 
in pidilic procurement and embezzling of 
piMic hmds in the world countries. Its 19% 
Corruption Index has revealed Nigeria to 
be the most corrupt country in the world. 
The world's develqiing countries emeige as 
the most corrupt and Nigena blazes the trail 
followed by Pakistan, Kenya, Bangladesh 
and China. Mercifully, India ranks as Hie 
46th most corrupt country. The developing 
countries emerge as "highly comqit" in a 
survey whidi defines corruption as "the 
misuse" of public power arid "assets for 
private benefits". In the universat language, 
all corruption amounts to grZft, bribery atxl 
payoffs, which are variously called as 
bakiisheesh in the Arab world, dmh in Africa, 
btMMki in India and majk) in Russia and 
Itefy. 

New Zealand ranks first as the least 
corrupt country, followed by Denmark, 
Sweden, Finland and Canada. Scandinavia 
emerges as the region with the cleanest 
adminiatiatkm and least corruption. Italy— 
34th place—is the most corrupt G-7 and the 
European Union country. Singapore, in the 
7ttt place, emerges as the least corrupt 
country in Asia followed by Japan in the 
17H« place. Britain ranks IKh, Geitnany 13th, 
France 19th and Spain 32nd. The United 
States of America is ranked at Hre 15th 
place—behind Israel, included for the first 
time at the 14th. 
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Tlw divoiM of Fitore Chinto arid IMixm 
Diana nf Wales became filial bn August 28, 
1996 when a decree absohiie was issued in 
a Umdon divorce court. WMi Hiis, the 15- 
year marriage of the couple ended. The 
British heir to Hie throne married Diana 
%iencer in 1981. Diana was reported to have 
acxvpted a 174nillion-pound ($ 26.50 mHlion) 
divorre si-tHeinent but she lost the tide. Her 
Royal Hii^ness. She would be known as 
Diana, Princess of Wales. 



The divorce was expected to stabilise the 
monarchy and calm public doubts about 
Prince Charles' suitability to become King. 
But, instead, it appeared to have led to fresh 
questioning of whether the Prince of Wales 
should assume one of his future roles as 
HMd of the Church of England. 

Constitutionaliy and legally, there did not 
appear to be a bar to Prince Charles 
marrying again, but in practice, he would 
require the approval of the Government of 
the day. which in turn would advise him 
strongly defying public opinion. It was called 
the "love affair of the century", a fairy tale 
romance that culrninated in the wedding of 
the century at St. Paul's Cathedral, London, 
in July 1981. And, now, the world witnessed 
the "divorw of the century", following an 
acrimonious relationship, much «if it well- 
dixurnentoit in tlw Uioks and tiie media over 
the past decade. 

CTBT Signed 

The US President, Mr. Bill Clinton, was 
allowed the distinction to be be the first 
world leader to sign the Compr^ensive 
Ban Treaty (CTBT) at Hie Umted Nationson.

Sarojlnt Naldu, Aruna Aaaf All, Lata 
Mangeshkar, Mother Teresa, lUdlra 
Gandhi, to mention just a fiew of the 
women, who have overcenne all odds 
to emerge successful in life and we 
perceive the common Indian woman 
amidst hunger, oppression, physical 
and mental torture, dishonour, 
illiteracy, disease and general 
neglect. Yet it is the same country 
which has eictoiled its womenfolk. 

Our ancient scriptures say that 
‘whm-e women are respected, there 
dwells Cod'. Emancipation of 
women, though undertaken in the 
late 18th century coiwards In this 
country, is not yet visible in all 
spheres of life. Not that the condition 
is much better in other parts of the 
weald. Women, for mstance, had to 
fight for their rights to vote in Britain 
and United States. In a place like 
Kuwait they are atlU denied this fundamental r^t. 

Treated like Chatty 

Traditionally, women, since the times of Manu. have 
been treated like mere chattel. They have no prc^ierty 
rights; their right to educatlcai has seldom gcoie b^ond 
learning tbe three R's and recitation of scolptures. The 
cruel act on Draupadi was not less shamefol. She was 
being dragged in the pjren assembly for no fault of hers; 
she was used as a pU^thlng, rather a deal, by her own 
husband adio plaj^ her as a chance or ttrni. Nothing 
less was done with SIta. Throu^ioih her life abe honoured 
and worshiped Rama, believed It to be her virtue; the 
very busbfmd exiled her. She respected her husband's 
words and foced all the odds. Women’s eid8t«ice has 
been confined all along to mere household chores round 
the clock, and their genend wril-being has been taken for 
granted in this oountry. Yet a few courageous among 
them have broken free of these shacUes said made a- 
mark in their vocation Or caBing.;.BMtwoch cases are few. 
In fact, the nu^rity of women Uik a^ pooh-poohed and 
treated like mere comnudltles. 

frt India women am dlaratminated agahiM fiom the 
crarfie to the grave. It has become poasible to pre-determlne 


the sex of the unbeon child, through 
a technique known as amniocentesis. 
Discrimination begins even before 
girls are born. This is being 
increasingly used to get rid of an 
unwanted daughter through 
abortion. Science has made life very 
fast and etwy but it has surety 
become a curse for the girl cMld. 
The practice gained alarming 
notoriety in Msdiarashtra. In Bombay 
in 1982 out of 8,000 foetuses 
aborted, 7099 were female. 
Responding to public demand, the 
Slate of Maharashtra has since 
passed a law banning the practice, 
but abortion of female foetuses 
continues. It is not only the mate 
who Is to be blamed for this practice 
but females who themselves consider 
male to be superior and Indulge in 
this kind of practice. A very simple 
question arises; if there are no 
women to give Mrth to a coming 
generation, how will the society 
sustain itself ? 

Boys are given more importance 
in every field, women are Iras Ukety 
than men to hold a paying Job parity 
because women are not treated as 
equal to men In the workplace. 
Women earn only two-thirds of what 
their male counterparts make in 
manufocturing Jobs. Women cam less than men because 
they lade access to high-paying Jobs. Cultural and religious 
barriers to women's rights were designed merely to placate 
vocal minorities, and the mechanisms for enforcing them 
are weak or nonextetant. 

The preference for boys encourages iamihes to invest 
more in their sons than their daughters, further 
perpetuating gender disparities. Wlien loud is scarce, for 
instance, girls often eat last, and usually least. Girls an; 
also less likely than boys to receive health rare when they 
become fll. 

Female lafiuittdide 

Peiiiale infentidde is another atrocity on women in 
India. It has been there since the tunes of Vedas. In some 
fiunllles people sinrpty kill their new-born daugbtsra 
straightaway. Some do it to propitiate gods while others 
do It for fear of dowiy. According to a study conducted by 
the Indian Council (rf Child Welfare (ICCW), in a partkmlar 
block in Madurai District of Tamil Nadu, an unwanted 
iQfant gill gets killed within the first three days of her 
birth. The practice is so much a part of the life of th^ 
community that, despite the kilting of over 6,000 female 
babies in the past decade, not a sin^e case has been

Mere setting up of a Commission for women or setting 
tup anti-dowry cells in some parts of the country to Just 
not eiuugh Education must be inmarted to inculcate 
such values in our chlldroi as would moke them consider 
men and women as equal in every sense of the term. 

Outdated customs and traditions must be abandoned 
in favour of new. enlightened views that n^ect the sanction 
accorded by the scriptures for treating women as 'inferior' 
and, at the same time, 'worshipping' them. Soaal acUvlsto 
must devote all their energies and resources to truly 
bringing about equality in sexes if the condition of women 
to to improve in the years to come.

Half of these prq|ect8 
are mired in controveioies and few of them have even 
been dropped. The HBlTs performance Iri Infrastructine 
development has been insignificant. Out of 246 PSlTs. 
109 have suCered a net loM of Rs. 3.064 crores and the 
rate of return of capital invtfived in PSlfs is 1.9 per cent. 
Apart from such grave losses, government expoiAture on 
subsidies, pro-potn* schemes, etc costs the nation in gold. 
The revmiue receipts being only 10 per cent of GDP. it is 
crucial that major cuts be made in government 
expendtture: quick arxi firm actloiu need to be taken to 
augmoit government revenue. 

Another Ctmqticuous feature is that States frequently 
approach the Centre for funds. The rice scheme and the 
prohibiUtm policy in Andhra Pradesh cost the government 
Rs. 2,700 crores. The rapid devaluation of the rupee from 
Rs. 18 a dtfilar to Ihi. 35 in just five years is an index of 
the slogging ecanomy. Statistics reveals that for every one 
rupee spent on subsidies, an equal amount is spent on 
investment; this accounts for low money regeneration. 

^th so many crores of rupees being spent on grandiose 
schemes then why is the m^ of ‘underdevelopment’ still 
engraved on India’s fo^ead ? Why has the mass sufieiing 
not yet been rnttij^ted ? Loaru have been taken from the 
IMF, the World Bank and other organlsatiaim with no 
progress in results in sight All this suggests that there is 
big lacima in our planning and implementation. 

The Economic Times says. "Everybody is worried about 
the fiscal deficit. Among the countries which have a fiscal 
deficit greater than 5 per cent of QNP are Denmark. 
Norway. Austria, Sweden, Flrance. Belgium, Italy. Finland, 
the United Kingdom and Greece. Ft^and and Sweden 
have deficits of 14.1 and 13.4 per cent Afqparently. we 
are in good company. Despite large fiscal d^clts, none of 
them is deemed to be on the brink of disaster. So, what 
matters is not the size of the deficit but the issue of where 
the mon^ goes, and what it does. If fiscal deficit finances 
developmental activities which, directly or indirectly, 
generate returns higher than the normal rate of interest, 
there Is no problem. Then It Is no diSerent from credit 
generation. But a deficit not gainfully deployed becomes 
a time bomb. So. the first question we should address is 
not how to reduce the deficit, but how government funds 
can be spent fruitfully". 

India should learn lessoiu from other countries. After 
the Hiroshima and Nagasaki disasters Japan has broui^t 
about an economic revolution while h«e despite several 
Five*Year Flans, we are not able to provide a gLass rtf' 
clean drinking water, primary education and other 
mfoimum basic needs to millions of people.

Every economy rides on tbe shoulders of a political 
system but Indian ptfilhcal scenario ia nauaeattng, bi 1991 
tte government sUpped the union budget and iqjpeaaed 
the people by givtag an ad hoc vote on account not realising 
that the best way to escape from a problem ia to solve it'. 
Harsh and racKcal economic reforms are successively being 
evaded by ruling paHies as this does not ensure vote 
bank fi>r them. Stabilising the fiscal machinety would not 
fetch as many votes as money spent on subsidies would. 
This brings the general notion that it is i ext to impossible 
to even dream ot an economic boom. As has bem said. 
‘Dont be afraid to take big st^. you cannot cross a 
chasm in two small jumps." 

But urt&i our poUtteians being too busy in scorns, mcmdlr 
and mandal issues, mudsUnging on each other, renaming 
Madras to Overmai, Bombay to Mumbai and so on. how 
can they even qfford to have a cursory study as to what 
aits our eoonomy. 

With coimtrtes like Malaysia, ^ngapoie. China, Japan, 
etc. taking the lead in becoming world economic powers, 
India's political econonQr is sinking day by day. Eiven after 
five decades of Indepmdence, there has Men a lack of 
policy formulation or Imptenentatlon in every sector.

Black Money 


Black money la the dangerous 
consequence of the urge people 
(spedally the business class) baye 
to avoid their tax liabilities. If not 
checked. It has the potential of 
subverting the entire economic 
process and bringing to a nought 
the efforts made to attain the 
cherihed objectlvles of a modem 
Welfare State. 

Black money is ‘that part of 
national income, which is not 
disclosed in the Income tax returns 
and is held secretly either in the form 
of currency notes or other assets 
such as benaml properUes.” The 
National Institute of Public Finance 
and Policy defines black Income as 
the aggregate of incomes which are 
taxable but are not reported to the 
tax authorities. A broader definiUon 
as given by a study of the Institute 
calls black income as a 'unaccounted 
income'. 

The proliferation of black money 
results in the establishment of a 
paralld econoncy; the name given to 
the presence of an unaanctloned 
sector in the country whose objectlvea are in stark contrast 
to the otjecUves of a modem wrffare economy. Also referred 
to as ‘unaccounted economy', it onphatiees a canfitmtatlcm 
between the objectives of the tegal and illegal sectors of 
the economy. According to Dr. D.K. Rangnekar (formerly 
editor. The Economics Tbnes). *If the parallel economy 
poses a aerioua threat to the atabUtty ai^ growth of offidal 
economy, surely'tt atema from the &u!t that the magnitude 
of black money M large and rigged ase growing in 
volume and complexity at an cdamdng rate;* 

Several attempts hiwe been made to qilantify black 
money in India arid the estlmatee have varted quite widely. 
The Taxation Enquiry Commlsalon eatimated the evasiptn 
of income tax at Ra. SO erores. Prof. fIfobiBS Kakkxr • 


put the figure between .RS. .30D ahtt 
300 erores. The Direct 'Tatwtm 
Administration Enquiry Committee 
(Waiteboo Committee) put the figure. 
at barely Ra. 20 to 30 erores. D.K. 
Rangndcar estimated that 'fite blaik 
money grew at the rate of 13.3 per 
cent against that of national income 
(in money term^ at 10.8 per cent 
per armum and against Inflation rate 
of 6.96 per cent per armum between 
1961-62 to 19^-70. In absolute 
terms, it rose from Rs. 1150 erores 
in 1961-62 to Rs. 3080 erores in 
1969-70. S.N. Prasad, in his article, 
‘Estimate of black money Income in 
India* {The Economic TYrnes January 
21, 1983). quantified it at Rs. 12,611 
erores in 1979-80. In 1990. the 
then Union Finance Minister 
Prof. Dandvate put the figure at 
Rs. 80,000 erores. 

The factors responsible for 
generation of black money in India 
are many and interdependent. To , 
b^n with, the hl^ rates of direct 
taxes have been primarily held 
responsible. What these high rates 
do is that they make tax evasion a lucrative affair. As 
Wanchoo Cwnralttee asserts, the tax evaders are prepared 
to taJte greater risks if they find that in the event of 
success the reward is high. Also, since pepple in general 
have an aversion to pay taxes, every opptwtunity and every 
avenue that prevents payment of taxes will be fully 
esploited, whatever be the rate of taxes. Even in the case 
of indirect taxes like sales tax, excise duUes. etc, where It 
is possible to shift the incidence of the tax on the 
purohasers, sellers resort to tax evaMon. Thus. lairge-Scale 
evasion of taxes and the consequent geneiatkm of tdack 
money frdees place due to the presence of opportunltlea 
which allow taxes to strengthen the desire for fMs 
malpractice. , '

An imperfect tax administration is another impediment 
in the strict enforcement and monitoring of the tax laws. 
The ^stem of controls permits quotas and Uceirces which 
arq associated with the maldistribution of commodities in 
shprt supply and this also leads U> the generation of black 
-money. According to the Wanrhoo Committee, "Since 
considerable discretionary powers lie In the hands of 
those who administer controls, this provlds them, with k 
am{)e for corrupt “i^reed money" for turning a blind eye 
to the violaUon of contreds. All this gives rise to trading. 
in pirirmits and licences, malpractices tti dlstribulton j 
and. in the process, it generates sizeable sums ot black, j 
money*. All this leads to a criminal mexus between 
unseruiplons i^Ucians and big bussinesamen. They both . 
ignore the general laws of the land and go hand hi hmxd ' 
for l.tietr;persgriat aggrandizement. Undoneath this nextis 
iheie-develops a rlandestfrie network of cheating'tax 
, ev'psion vutd perpetual non'confomiity to tax- lani^ , i 
(JKinaUOns to political parties is another factor in the,, 
same process. After receiving heavy oontributtihitt, the 
political parties luma blind eye to the fioutmgtif tax bi^ ' 
bv big businesses.^ Heavy tnvqstmente ln PSUs due,to the . ‘ 
unholy nexus between. pDlltlclans, minister* .apd. .

The creation of a parallel economy due to' the 
prohferatlon of black money exerts a very serious and 
pernicious Influence on the working of the economy. 

First, a substantial loss of revenue to the national 
exchequer takes place. In order to compensate for the lost 
revenue, the Government resorts to raising the existing 
tax rate on commodities. This has led to India developing 
a regresartve tax-structure. Black Money and tax evasion, 
which go hand in hand, have also the effect of seriously 
undermining the equity conception of taxation. All this 
leads to an Increase of tax burden on salaried class who 
cannot escape their tax liabilities and are already paying 
their due share. Together, they (black money and tax 
evasion) throw a greater burden on the honest tax-payer 
and lead to economic inequality and concentration of 
wealth In the hands of the unscrupulous few in the 
country. It is the salsuled person who suffers and the 
dishonest tax-payer is able to get away and then use the 
evaded-income In luxurious and ostentatious 
consumption*. 

Second, black honey places a large sum of money at 
the disposal of businessmen and capitalists. This results 
in conspicuous consumption leading to a demonstration 
effect on all classes of people. As a consequeno:, the 
ccHisumption pattern gets tilted in favour of the rich and 
elite classes at the cost of encouraging the production of 
articles of mass consumption. A rtse in the overall 
consumption leaves lesser resources for investment in 
priority areas. These distortions in the production have 
an adverse effect on the production and growth. It cUsturbs 
the demand and supply position of various Items in the 
country. 

Third, black monQr encourages the purchase of real 
estate and Investment In luxury housing. This pushes up 
the prices of land to astronomical heights, thereby, pricing 
out the middle-class in the purchase of land for housing 
purposes. 

Fourth, black money reduces the effectiveness of 
Government's mcxietary and fiscal regulatlcxi of the econmiy. 
Whenever the government tales to control the flow of credit 
in the econon^, it oxnes In a direct confrontation With the 
parallel economy working outside the ambit of the 
authorities. A tight monetary policy of the government is 
frustrated by the black money economy by opening 
ahemative sources of credit at free market interest rates. 
This strengthens the inflationary pressures in the economy. 

Black money causes the transfnr of a substantial anuunt 
of country's resources to foreign countries in a clandestine 
manner through shady foreign trade deals. 

Sixth, black mon^ has led to a severe erosion of moral 
values and the sentiments of public service at the Indian 
policy level. The standing and base of a politician is 
recognised by the quantum of iiinds he raises for his 
party. Black mcxiey is also required to keep the musclemen 
and goon elements In action as if it is they «dio provide 
the real power to the present-day unscruplous politicians. 
Favours are doled out to big businessmen and their 
economic offences are ignored, while mere lip service is 
paid to the public cause. National policies are being bent 
in favour of big businesses under the lure of earning 
funds. Parallel econottQr, thus, takes over ak the driving 
force as the back seat driver in the economy. All told, the 
effects of tax evasion and black mon^ can only be termed 


dtsasbrous. The Wfonbhoo Cwmnltiw omiduded, Tt la, 
therefore, no exaggsridlatt to thsit fatack money Is Ifte. 
a eaxfoerous growth in Ite ebuntrys ecooohiy if

Whalt Needs to be Dane 

The task befcae us Is daunting, ff we are to attain our 
objecttvles df social justice, growth and equality, ttie 
goreratlan of black money and its menace have to he 
dealt with severely. The measures undertaken so far sudi 
as the Voluntaiy Dlscfloaure Schesies. demonetlsatton of 
currency notes, special bearer borids. etc hatve either 
nut with very insignificant success or have fidled to arrest 
the trend of tax evasion. What is required, however, is the 
replacement of the mechanism by vdjtch black money is 
generated in the exxmaaty by something hotter. 

There is a poesdng need for greater rationalisation eS ' 
the tax-structure. Tlw existing high rates of taxes provide 
an incentive for greater tax evasion. Prof. Ntcholas Kaldor 
proposed a two-pronged attack on the i^oblem viz., 
reducing the incentives for tax evasion and providing geeater 
obstacles hi its wry. The hl^xly com^foated tax- structure 
should be simplified so as to greatly reduce the avmiues 
and loopholes which allow tax avoidance and evasion. 

Another measure as suggested by Dr. Antit Bhaduri is 
to appropriate the gains from the property speculation 
since speculation In real estate provides a major ‘outlet* 
for black monqy. Towards this end. Dr. Bhaduri has 
proposed the setting up of a corporation that will regulate 
the translation in real estate urban property. This will 
help in two ways: (1) Slowing down of transaction in urban 
property, majority of which is financed by black money 
and (2) more revenue will secure to the government. 

The entry of public sector into the area of essential and 
mass consumption of commodities with chronic shortages 
can go a long way in neutralising the anti-social gains 
that businessmen obtain by exploltli^ such shortages. 

The symbiotic relationship between black money 
operators and power brokers has to be broken in order to 
break the badebone of the parallel economy in the country. 
Strong measures such as (0 heavy penalty for tax-evasion 
so that tax-evasion becomes extremely costly 
(ifl development of fear psychosis among tax evaders 
through relentless and efficient seizures and raids and 
(tit) harsh punishment to bureaucrats and politicians who 
indulge In tax-evasion themselves and abetment of tax- 
evasion will go a long way in curbing this pernicious 
generation of black money. 

The abolition of useless controls, licencing and permit 
system will be of great help in tackling this problem. 

The existence of such controls creates artificial scarcity 
atad provides an opportunity to earn and conceal illegal or 
rather unaccounM income. To snuff out the veiy source 
of this Income what is required is an effective employment 
of various monetary and fiscal tools. 

Rights and duties go together. It is the responsibility of 
each and every citizen to ensure that he complies with his 
tax commitment as the tax revenue enaUes the govonment 
to carry on the development work in the ecoruxtqr. Evasion 
of taxes Is not emfy a criminal offence but also a moral 
one; those who evade their taxes are Injuring the larger 
Interesto of tiie nation. 

What is needed Is a t^t system of checks and balances, 
sparing none'however rich the.party is and whatever 
influence it possesBes in our poittical system. MoRwer, in 
order to con^ the fiightenlng pn^orttons of biadi motky.

His talents for 
planning and organisation come into play when 
he refers to the time element and stresses the 
need to complete the task within the assigned 
time limit. He speakr with confidence arid 
proves successful in gaming the attention 
of the entire group. We find him using 
persuasion and fact in good measure to 
rrwtivate others. He irenfs to carry the team with 
turn and, with the amperalion of all, achieve the 
group goak. 

No. 4: (Showing some concern and raking 
his voice dighlly) Well, gentlemen, I agree 
with No. 7. I am quite aware as to what 
No. 5 has been discussing, since he was 
blowing into my ears all the time. Now let 
us cut out all the jokes and get down to tbe 
job. The time is running out and now we 
must mean business.

He speaks out his mind firmly and 
decisively. 

* No. 7; Thank you all., gentlemen. In this 
, exercise each candidate has to e;q>ress his 

ideas or views on the subject to the groiq; 
as a whole. In other words, everyone must 
' address the entire group and speak to the 
group as a whole. When you share your 
ideas only with your neighbours or fiirnds 
in confidence, to the exclusion of others, it 
' will not be a Group Discussion. It would 
only be asides or cross-talks. Point no. 2 : 
when a candidate is speaking and 
expounding he: ideas on the sut^ect, none 
' should interrupt him. Any criticism or 
contradiction must be made later, when die 
candidate concerned gets the chance to t^Teak 
in his turn.

He takes command of the 
situation and tackles the problem with 
commendable ease. He is methodical, systematic 
and reveals excellent organising ability. We find 
him outlining a sound plan of action. He 
overcomes all objections and obstacles with ease 
and determination. He is ready to sacrifice for 
the sake cf the group. He was offered the chance 
to be the opening speaker. He las allotted equal 
time to each candidate to do justice to his 
responsdrility. No. 8. has made good progress 
ttf^ his initial debut. He volunteers on Us own 
irntialive to shoulder responsibility ami be the 
openmg speaker. No. 4 continues Ms reformatory 
performance. He lends excellent support to 
No. 7 and offers workable solutions to the 
problems. Thus there is active and constructive 
participation on the part of No. 4. As far No. 5 
he persists with his obstructive tactics. Though 
he took part in the proceedings, he did not 
volunteer to be the first speaker. Instead he passed 
the baby on to No. 7, No. 1 also spurns the 
opportunities leered to him. He proves to be a 
dull and unenterprising candidate. The others 
are conterU to pirn/ the role of silent spectators. 

No. 8; Friends, the sub^ for our Group 
Discussion given by the examiner reads: 
"Organised and induced religious 
conversion should be banned". In other 
words, there is no controversy, when an 
individual, to satisfy his conscience, decides 
to embrace a new religion, as and when he 
feels like, according to the dictates of his 
conscience. But organised conversions on on¬ 
going basis is brou^t about by coercion, 
threat or inducement It can be the result of 


Calculated, wdl-planned faiei^ inteniention 
to aeive foreign interests. If so, the fneedom 
granted to an tatdivklual should not be 
allowed to be misuse to undeiinfoe national 
interests and securi^. There have been mass- 
scale conversions in which entire 
crnnmui'ities of Harlans in certaui villages 
were suddenly converted ovenu^ to Islim. 
These Har^ifos were ftie j>oor people. They 
had no educatiem and were illiterate. Thus, 
it cannot be said that they changed religipn 
to satisfy their conscience. Ihere cim also be 
other motives. In certain other villages some 
atrocities were committed on Harijans. It is 
possible that the Harijans of the other 
villages felt insecure on this ground and teh 
they could have greater security by 
cmtocing Islam. Simultaneously, foreign 
money and funds appear to have played 
their part. The new converts had been gifted 
with new clothes and other items. May be, 
they were rewarded with cash also. The 
enquiries revealed the flow of oil money 
from West Asian Arab countries for these 
purposes. Thus, prime facie, there was 
evidence of inducement and threat. I 
strongly feel that such motivated organised 
conversions should be banned and declared 
as null and avoid. Those responsible should 
also be punished.

He 
advances authentic and convmang reasons in 
support of his arguments and conclusions. He 
speaks fluently and convincingly. He assei is 
himself well and has made a good impact 
on the group. He can provide constructive 
leadership and help the team to achieve its 
goals. Selected. 

No. 7: Friends, our friend No. 8 has 
explained how these organised mass 
conversions have become a major issue in 
our country. People get agitated. The 
newspajTers play it up. There are news 
leakages that such mass conversions are 
likely to take place in other parts of the 
country also. Of course, our Constitution 
guarantees the Right to Freedom and 
religious worship as a Fundamental Right. 
But no Fundamental Right can be abused to 
undermine national security and survival 
There have been such large-scale conversions 
in the past also. Most of them occurred 
during pre-Independence days, when 
Christian missionaries with the help of 
foreign money converted the Harijans to 
Christianity.

Of course, they ask some in-depth 
questions on your optional subjects, which 
you have offer^ in the written examination. If 
you are employed or had been abroad, you can 
expect questions covering those aspects, too. 



collect our ideas 7 Can we consult some 
notes or reference papers ? 

Deepa : Yes, you do get some time to 
Qiink. However, it is not advisable to spend 
too much time tor collecting one's ideas. 
Second, to riky knowledge, no one has 
referred to notes or reference papers, 
while answering questions in interviews. 
PerscmaUy, 1 would like to do without them. 
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Dixit i 1 entiiely agree with you. Miss 
Deepa. I feel one should be able to answer 
most of die questions without takii^ too 
much time to think, as to what one must 
say. The Board is inteaested in your natural 
response. Of course, on specific instances, 
one can request the Interview Board to g^ve 
you a few seconds to collect your ideas or 
for your presentation. 

Dsapa: I sqppaose, it won't be necessary, 
if we arp very attentive >vhen the questions 
are asked and grasp dheir essenbais correctly. 
Once we undersund the question, we will 


^mow at once udtedier we can answer it or 
not. When we do not know the answer, the 
best thing is to say so, frankly. Even if they 
qtk you four or five questions in a row, 
Whiai ooaid not be aiurwmed by you, it is. 
better to kein on telling die interviewers that 
you do not know the answers. 1 mean, it is 
better dian your bluffing or guessing and, 
^us, giving wrong answers. When you are 
blufor^ or doing guess-work, the Board can 
easily make it out, and those things might 
^o against you. 

Dbdt: (SmifiRg) That is right. No one is 
expected to know the answers of all 
quesfions. It is better to say, "Sorry Sir, 1 
don't know", when you are ignorant and 
unable to give a sensible answer. Above all, 
we should remember that the Board is 
interested more in your personality trails 
than in your knowl^ge as such. To assess 
your personality, they must have our views 
and comments. Therefore, they will soon ask 
such questions, which will ehcit suitable 
response from the candidate. 

Ram : Can we differ and disagree with 
the Chairman or a Member or even the 
Board for a while 7 

Dixit: Yes, of course, we can differ and 
disagree where it is warranted. We can put 
across a contrary view when we are 
Convinced and feel sure about it. The 
disagreement should not be for the sake of 
mere disagreement. You must have valid 
masons and substantiate your own views 
with logical, rational and convincing 
argumoits. 

Deepa : By the way, the necessity to 
disagree with the Board as a whole will not 
arise, because the Board as such does not 
take any such issue with the candidate. We 
Vill be required to tackle only the views of 
particular Members. 

; Dixit: There is another important thing 
to bear in mind.

2nd Member : Mr. Dixit you have 
indicated in your biodata that you are very 
keen to excel as an administrator in the IAS 
cadre. Giuld you tell us, in this context, the 
differoice between an administrator and a 
manager? 

DiMt i I would say. Sir, that an IAS 
officer, as an administrator, will be 
perfbnning all the functions of a manager 
in on industry, whether in tiie public sector 
or toe private enterprise. An Administrator 
has to play the role of a manager in a private 
enterprise. A manager is a person who 
evolves tiie policy and is responsible for the 
success of the enterprise as a whole. He will 
be a coordinator and others like the 
production manager, finance manager, 
personnel manager, marketing manager, 
administrative manager and ottier 
departmental heads will be reporting to 
him. Thus, his functions include planning, 
oiganising, coordination and control. He will 
react to the situations as they develop and 
also make things happen so that the 
organisation goals are accomplished, 
hi industries, toe administrative manager, 
on the other hand, has only a limited 
role. He will be responsible to provide 
all administrative services such as 
accommodation, sanitation, stationery, ' 
furniture and fitti^, catering, transpcHtaM ] 
the like. In some cases, the fimcticms of tiie > 
administrative manager and the perscmnel i 
manager may be combined. Thus, toe 
administrative manager is responsible to 
provide services to tiw other managers so 
that they can perform their functions 
efiectively. 

2nd Member : Can you explain how a 
member of the IAS cadre will be required to 
perform managerial functions like 
cooidinstic^ marketing, etc. whito you 
I mentioned just now 7 
i Dhdt: As a District Ma^storte, the IAS 
I officer mainly functions as a pure 
administrator tike his counterpart in an 
industry. There, he may not have toe 
responsariUty to evolve poUdes, obMagfea 
and the like. However, when he moves over 
I to the headquarters and works in toe 
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‘‘i^isepetniat as «'(%lef 'Secntafy, Secxetsiy, 
$edcet«^ <ff Deputy Sitoietaty, he is 
. to evolve plens, contribute to 

the lormulalion of policies, advise the 
l^^isters and others, and thereafter 
: ahpervise, coordinate and contaol to ensure 
,. ^at policy directives are successfully 
liifplcmentid. We know that IAS officers 
hIvAio alternate between the held and the 
hes^quarters job. In addition, the IAS 
officets may also be asked to run public 
sector entoprises. Thus, he has full scope to 
function as a general manager or chief 
esaKinlve of an industrial organisation and 
also as the administrative maiuger in a 
conquuiy. 

M Member: The Indian Constitution is 
pt ogr es ri ve in remrd to the status of women 
in our country. %ere is no discrimiruttion 
on grounds of sex. Would you say that the 
women in India are better off and fully 
emwidpated 7 

Dixit ; I fully agree with you. Sir, 
that our Constitution has given equal rights 
to women. However, It is one thing to lay 
down the law and another to translate the 
letter of the law into reality. I cannot say 
that the lot of the women in India is a very 
happy one. By and large, the irtajority of 
women in India are dominated by men. 
Their lack of education, economic 
dependence and also lack of knowledge and 
sk^ compel them to be totally dependent 
on die men folk. 1 feel the women should be 
given due education and they should be 
enabled to acquire technical ^ills, so that 
they can gain economic Independence. 
Once women are educated, skilled and 
economically self-reliant, they will be able 
to enjoy the rights conforred on them by the 
Constitution. 

Cotnments: The candidate has a good 
knowledge of current He is able to think 

and present his theios coherently, inldSigently 
and realistically. His ideas are original and his 
conclusions proceed on logical and rational lines. 
It is evident that he has assimilated what he has 


been reading. He can arrive at independent 
conclusions, exercising good judgement and 
foresigla. 

■ m Member Do you subscribe to the 
view tttat parliamentary democracy in India 
has been a failure 7 

Dfadb (Smiling) If you permit me, Sir, I 
would say that it has not b^ an unqualihed 
success. I can say that it has not worked out 
the way the framers of our Constitution 
perhaps wanted it to work. But it cannot 
be dismissed as a failure altogether. 
Parliamentary democracy has, after all, 
survived in this country for more than 
50 years. That is a otajor achievement. In all 
other countries of this region, where 
parliamentary democracy was initially 
embraced, it proved to be a short-lived 
phenomenon, only to be replaced by some 
totalitarian government. But in India, the 
experiment continues. Second, the 
d^eneration of political morality which 
threatens democracy of any kind, is a 
worldwide phenomenon. Everywhere there 
is corruption, power politics and selfish 
ends. Even England, the mother of 
Parliaments, is not free from such ill-effects. 
In India, there is widespread poverty, 
illiteracy and unemployment. There is, 
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thus, a fertile ground for indiscipline, law¬ 
lessness and corruption. Nevertheless, our 
democratic institutions still continue to 
functum. 


4ffi Member Do you feel that lowering 
of the age Umit for voting horn 21 to 18 years 
had strengthened the root of democracy in 
India 7 


Dbdt (With a pleasant smile) Well, Sir, I am 
afraid, I have some reservation on the sul^t 
and wish to analyse it in some depth. First 
of all, those on whom the franchise has been 
conferred, should be able to know and 
appreciate the value of the vote. In our 
country as much as 48 per cent of the 
population is illiterate. The vast ma<''-Uy 
who constitute our electorate trv^i/ do not 
even know what deirutracy means. 
Unfortunately, politicians and political 
parties with narrow objectives and vested 
interests have equated democracy with 
mobocracy, coercion, compulsion, 
intimadation, violence and terrorism. I feel 
priority should have been given for 
eradicating illiteracy before dealing with 
other issues like Hindi propagation. 
Prohibition, Lowering of Voting age 
and so on. I have nothing against 
conferring franchise on those aged 18, 
provided they are in a position to know, 
tmderstand and appreciate the importance 
of the vote. 

5th Member: Don't you think that 
eradication of unemployment should take 
precedence over eradication of illiteracy 7 
As it is, there are too many educated 
unemployed youth and they are highly 
susceptible to anti-sucial influence. 

Dixit: Sir, with your kind permission, 1 
would like to express my differing views on 
this issue. You will aeree. Sir. that an 


educated youth has a bettor chanoe of gefAig 
employment, at earning a living tluui an 
uneducated one. Second, an aducanxl person 
cannot be easily misled % felae pR^m^da. 
I think, we are mixing up the tesues — 
literacy, education and unemployment. 
One does not get educated and become 
literate solely to find employment. We 
have to provide employment to illiteiates 
also. There is frustration on the part of 
educated youffi, becau4e-our educational 
system is not job oriented, but oriented 
towards job-seeking, which does not 
teach us to become se&-empioyed and self- 
supporting. 

Comments: The candidate has studied iti 
great dHaU tiu most d^ficult proUems oorfimtmg 
the country. He has me&dkallymuUysed^ causes, 
determined their priorities and suggested 
workable solutions to solve the problem. His 
answers indicate good grasp, wide range ideas, 
in-depth study, arndytkal sMity and appreciable 
organsational skills. He displays good foresight 
plans for the future in an imaginative and 
realistic manner. 

6th Member : What is your assessment 
about the supply management concept in 
economics 7 Hw far has it proved successful 
in America and in India 7 

Dixit: The supply management tlwoiy in 
economics revofees roimd the control of 
money supply in the country's economy, at 
any given time. According to its 
protagonists, by restricting the money 
suppfy, through the system of credit 
squeeze, inflation 'can be controlled, if not 
immediately, at least in the near future, say 
some ei^t to twelve months. By putting up 
the interest rates steeply and cutting out all 
welfare expenditure former US President 
Ronald Reagan had tried to bring down 
inflation and reduce the unemployment 
ratio, but it had not worked well. Capital 
had become scarce and production had not 
picked up. The high interest rate got 
adversely affected and the value of dollar 
lost ground to other currencies. The 
unemployment ratio has also shot up. Thus, 
thisapr" had not shown positive results 
‘r. ihe USA. In India also, the position 
remains the same. Lack of capital is 
hampenng industrial growth and expansion. 
In addition, India had to impiort even items 
like sugar, edible oils, etc., leading to adverse 
balance of payments situation in foreign 
exdiange reserves. 

Comments ; The candidate explains a 
complex concept in a simple language with go^ 
understanding. He has the intellectual integr^ 
to stale the trutii of his convictions, franidy and 
freely. His conclusions are supported by rational 
and logical arguments with reasons. The 
candidate can carry his men with him even under 
trying circumstances. He is bold and courageous 
and takes reasonable risks. He has m d^ftculty 
in making up his mind and arrfemg at firm 
decisions.

Demand For Complete Independence 


The period from 1929 to 1939 marks an 
important stage in the political and 
nmstitutional history of India. The Congress 
moved from Dominion Status to Complete 
Independence in 1929. January 26 became 
the day for national oath to fight for 
Complete Independence. It was on this day 
in 1950 that India adopted her new 
Constitution and India was proclaimcid 
"Sovereign Democratic Republic". Mahatma 
Gandhi led two satyagralm movements in 
19.30 and 1932. The "Gandhian alchemy" 
was again at work.'Young and old, children 
and women, joined in the pilgrimage. The 
Congi’i'ss Socialist Party was formed. Bhagat 
Singh and his compatriots were hanged. 
India became militant. The communist 
leaders were arrested. But the Left 
movement grew and began to play an 
important role in the nationalist movement. 

The British Government declared in 1929 
that Dominion Status was the goal of its 
policy in India. The Simon Commission 
submitted its report and the Round Table 
Conlerence was called for. The Meerut 
Conspiracy Case was started to curb 
■ oinmunist activities. Mahatma Gandhi was 
rirrc.sted The "Communal Award" W'as 
followed by the Act of 1935, inaugurated, 
however, on the first of April 1937. It was a 
"Charter of Slavery" for India. India 
remained irreconciled. The Congress fought 
eleclioiis and got majority in the most of the 
pnivinces. It came to power in eight out of 
11 British provinces. The rebels became 
rulers. This proved that Indians could be 
l.'Kiliticians and agitators as well as good and 
efficient administrators. Communalists again 
became active and assertive. They opposed 
and fought against the Congress 
Government though they never raised a 
finger against the British Raj. They celebrated 
"Deliverance Day" when the Congress 
resigned from Ministries to vindicate the 
national -honour to protest against the 
unilateral act of the British Government to 
make India a party to war without 
consulting political leaders of India and 
Indian representatives in the Central 
Legislative Assembly or in the Provincial 
As.spiTibly. The communalists openly came 
forward with their demand for partition of 
the country. Hindu MahasaMta gave the 
slogan of separate Hindoosthan in 1937 and 
Mohammad Ali Jinnah placed his demand 
for Pakistan a yWr later. The stage was thus 
set for the partition of India. 

It was now that the princifde of federation 
was accepted. The rulers of Indian States 
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agreed to join one unified India. The broad 
outlines of the Constitution of free India 
began taking shape. The Indian industry was 
growing. The Indian capitalists and working 
classes were taking their positions. The 
national movement was having three 
postures—the Right, the Left and the middle 
of the road. Yet all were joining hands 
together to fight for independence. All 
were demanding a Corstituent Assembly to 
■ frame India's Constitution Only Hindu 
cranmunalisls struck a discordant note; tiiey 
asked the King-Emperor fo frame India's 
Constitution. 

Complete Independence Resolution 

The Congress gave an ultimatum to the 
British Government in 1928 that it should 
take steps to actualise Dominion Status by 
December 31, 1929 failing which it would 
demand "Complete Independence". Lord 
Irwin, ttu* then Governor-General of India, 
said clearly that the "Dominion Status" was 
the goal of British policy. No steps were, 
taken to make it an actuality. On the other 
hand, the Simon Commission was touring 
the country to make recommendations as to 
what further constitutional reforms be 
introduced towards that end. The Dominian 
Status was to be still a far distant goal. The 
British Government, also, on the 
recommendations of the Commission, 
announced the Round Table Conference of 
Indian representatives and the representatives 
of the British Government to discuss what 
further constitutional steps could be taken 
and not how to actualise the Dominion 
Status. 

The Congress elected Mahatma Gandhi 
as the President of the Congress session of 
1929. He stepped down in favour of Pandit 
jawaharlal Nehru. In Gandhiji's words, 
'Tandif Nehru, although passionate and 
resolute in struggle, still possessed the 
reason of a statesman." His election was 
welcomed by all and sundry. 

On the banks of Ravi in Lahore, under 
(he presidentship of the "passionate and 
reseJute” young Nehru, the Congress adopted 
flie nsotution on Complete Independena* or 
Puma Sttiarfij. The resolution read: 

"Webelieve that it is the inalienable right 
of the Indian people as of any other 
* people, to have freedom and to enjoy the 
fruits of their (oil and have the necessities 
of liife so that they may have full 
opportunities of gwwth. We believe also 
that If any government deprives the 
people of these rig^tts and oppresses them. 


the people have a further right to alter it 
or abolish it The British Government to 
India has not only deprived the todioni 
people of their freedom but has based 
itself on the principle of exploitation of 
the masses, and has ruined India 
economically, politically, culturally and 
spiritually. We believe, therefore, that 
India must sever the British connection 
and attain Puma Sviaraj or Complete 
Independence." 

The resolution further laid down the 
methods to achieve the goal. "We recognise, 
however, that the most effective way of 
gaining our freedom is not through violence. 
We will, therefore, prepare ourselves by 
withdrawing, so far as we can, all voluntary 
association from the British Government 
and will prepare for civil disobedience 
including non-payment of taxes." January 26 
was decided as the "Independence Day" 
when the nation took the vow to fight for 
freedom to finish. The Independence Day 
was thus observed solemnly on January 26, 
1930 all over the country, and people 
assembled and took the pled^ for Complete 
Independence. 

The people, thus, asserted their right to 
forgo all ties with the British raj in order to 
have full opportunities for groivth. The Gov¬ 
ernment viewed the defiaius with contempt. 
There was bound to be a new confrontation 
between Gandhiji and the British Govern¬ 
ment. What would be its form and techmque 
could be anybody's guess. Rabindranath 
Tagore, who met Gandhiji at Sabarmati 
Ashram on January 18,1930, asked him as to 
what he proposed to do. His reply was, “I 
am funously thinking night and day, and 1 
do not see any light coming out of the sur¬ 
rounding darkness." The inner struggle in 
his mind went on for days and days. The 
answer he got finally was the finest fruit of 
his creative ^nias. It was so simple, yet so 
dramatic and so enchanting to everyone. It 
was to be salt, which he had given up as a 
part of his daily diet many years ago. Yet, it 
was so important to everyone—an essential 
ingredient of food. There could be no life 
without salt. Its manufacture was, however, 
the Cov'emment’s monopoly, which raised 
its price slightly by imposing a lanall tax 
upon it. Economically, the price rise or Ihe 
tax was too insignificant, but it hit the poor 
people. That was the reason why GariAiijl 
decided to embark upon tus stru^jle ag^toto 
it. As Jawaharlal wrote, "Salt stiAlenly 
became a mysterious word—a wdrti of 
power." The .salt salyagroha drew worldwide 
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attention and invigorated the country's 
struggle for freedom. 

^fore embarking upon the salt satyagraha, 
Gandhiji published his eleven points 
depicting the evils of the British raj and 
wrote to the Viceroy on March 2,1930 that 
if the Government accepted diem, he would 
not resort to the Civil Disobedience 
Movement. He also asked for an interview 
with the Viceroy. These points touched on 
reduction of land revenue, prohibition, 
abolition of the secret police, imposition of 
a protective tariff on foreign cloth, 
reservation of coastal traffic to Indian 
shipping, an amnesty for political prisoners 
and finally abolition of salt tax for the 
peasants and poor people. 

Civil Disobedience of 1930 

In February 1930, the A.11 India Congress 
Committee called upon Gandhiji to lead the 
Civil Disobedience Movement. Mahatma 
Gandhi, along with 79 inmates, of his 
Ashram, started his famous Dandi March 
on March 12,1930 from Sabarmati Ashram. 
Dandi was a wayside village at a distance 
of 200 miles from Sabarmati. On April 6, he 
broke the .salt law by picking up salt at the 
seashore. On April 9,1930 the people were 
advised to manufacture salt in violation of 
government prohibition. The other items 
of the programme included picketing of 
liquor and foreign cloth shops, burning of 
foreign doth, boycott of schools and colleges, 
resignation from government services, 
universal spinning, anti-unlouchability 
and communal unity. The movement 
spread from town to town and from 
village to village. Thousands of men and 
women braved police lathis and courted 
arrest. 

For some months Midnapore appeared to 
be beyond the reach of Bengal Government. 
For ten days, the writ of the British 
Government could not run in Peshawar. The 
working classes set up for a week ifs own 
authority at Sholapur. The peasantry rose in 
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revolt in many areas, especially in die United 
Provinces and widiheld payment of rents. 
Those were great days—^ous and proud. 
At Peshawar, the IB Koyai Garhwal Rifles 
refused to fire on the crowd. From April 25 
to May 4, Pedtawar was in the hands of 
the people. It was "recaptured" by the 
government with the help of British forces 
and air squadrons. This heroism of 
Garhwalis always live in the hearts of 
people ahd will always be cherished. 

Caiuihi was arrested on May 5. He had 
become the "symbol of the people's 
unbending will to freedom." His arrest was 
followed by ha^s and mass demonstrations 
all over the country. Themost spectacular event 
occurred at Shc^pur. For a week, the people 
of Sholapurt established their own 
administratiotF till on May 12 when the 
Martial Law was declared. 

The government let loose repression and 
terror. The Congress and all its organisatinns 
were declared illegal. According to 
government figures, M,000 persems were 
sentenced for various terms of puniritment 
during one year. Between April and July, 
firing was resorted to at 29 places, killing 
103 persons and injuring another 426 
persons. Jails were packed to capacity with 
soiyagrakis. Repression failed. Lord Irwin 
frankly admitted the magnitude of this 
movement. He said in one of his speeches, 
"However emphatically we may condemn 
the Civil Disobedience Movement, we 
would, I am satisfied, make a . profound 
mistake if we underestimate the genuine 
and powerful meaning of 'nationalism' 
which is today animating mudt of Indian 
fliought." 

Gandhi-Imin Pact of 1931 

While on the one hand the government 
was following a policy of repression, on 
the other it was eager for a con^romise. 
Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru and Dr, Jayakar 
made attempts to bring the CongreM and 
the government nearer. They started 


negotiations. They interviewed the Viceroy 
and Gandhqi and other Congress leaders in 
jail. The government transferred Congress 
leaders like Jawaharlal Nehru, Vallabhbhai 
Patel, Sayed Mahmood and others to 
Yarvada Jail to enable them to confer with 
Gandhiji. The negotiations failed. 1’he First 
Round Table Conference was held without 
Congress being represented. 

On January 26, 1931 Gandhiji and other 
membens of the Congress Working Committee 
along with their wives were released. 
Negotiations for settlement began. On 
March 4, the Gandhi-Irwin Pact was 
signed. The struggle was provisionally 
suspended. 

Gandhiji agreed to forgo the demand (or 
an inquiry into police atrocities in order to 
suspend civil disobedience and to participate 
in the Round Table Conference on the basis 
of three principles, that is, (1) the i 
establishment of federation of India, 
(2) establishment of responsible government 
and (3) certain safeguards for the British 
Government which should get a due place 
In the future Constitution of India. The pact 
was, in many respects, a disappointing one. 
Not one of the major demands of the 
movement was conceded by the goverr 
ment, not even the repeal of the Salt Ta: 
"Imperialism sought a treaty with India 
nationalism, but obviously on its ow 
terms." Pandit Nehru commented, "Was 
for this that our people had behaved s 
gallantly for a year? Were all your brav 
words and deeds to end in this?" Th 
Gandhi-lrwin Pact was not liked by th 
people though it was endorsed by th 
Conjpessof 1931. The Congress leaders wa 
greeted with black flags in Karachi. Yout 
and students conferences and organisatior 
passed resolution after resolutio 
denouncing the pacL Gandhiji faced hostil 
demonstrations when he left for London I 
attend the Second Round Table Conferem 
as the sole official repre6€mtative of th 
Congress. I

The Tropics are imaginary lines on the Earth's surface where die 
Sun is exactly overhead at mid-day in mid'Summer. At mid-day on 
June 21, the Sun is overhead at the Tropic of Cancer and at mid-day on 
December 22, the Sun is overhead at the Tropic of Capricorn. 

The Tropic of Cancer and the Trt^cof Capricorn are linesof latitude 
parallel to the Equator. The latitude of a place is measured by die angle 
formed between the place, the centre of the Earth and the Equator. The 
Tropics areat latitudes 23.1 /2°nardiand south ofdic Equator, respectively. 

The Earth's axis is not vertical in relation to the path it takes around 
the Sun. It is tilted at 23.1 /T' off vertical. 

Land and si>a between the two 
Tropics are called tropical. Here, 
the Sun is overhead twice in the 
year. The Sun's heat is most 
concentrated in this part of the 
world and the climate is hot all 
year.

The first sitting of the 
Tribunal, under the presidentship of Gen. 1. T. Nikitchenko, was 
actually held in Berlin. The venue of the trials was later shifted to 
Nurf>mberg Ail the .sessions were held under the chairmanship of 
LonI lu.stice Ceoffrev Lawrence of Britain. 

■fhen.' were four counts: the conspiracy of Nazism; wars of aggression; 
war crimes; and crimes against humanity. Twelve were condmned to 
hanging of whom ton were hanged on October 16, 1946. Goering 
awnmitted suicide; Borman is now dead; Papen, Schdt and Fritsche 
were acquitted. Tlie rest received varyii^ terms of imprisonmait. 

Tile trials yvere significant in the sense that it was for the first time 
that individuals and groups were tried for committing crimes against 
peace; for planning, initiating and waging wars of aggression in 
violation of international treaties; for crimes against humanity which 
included extermination, deportation and genocide; and for the violation 
of the laws of war. To ensure fair trial, the defendants were entitled to

The Indian economy rests on agricultural 
base and for decades and generations the 
pictura that India presented to the world was 
one of famine and of an unchanging 
peasantry reluctant to depart from the 
cultural practices handed down to them by 
their forefiathers. Indian agriculture, it was 
said, was a gamble on the rains. Some 
visionaries, and civil servants had sought to 
change all this. Their experunents at rural 
transformation were watched widi amused 
interest and if their efforts did not meet with 
more than temporary and Isolated success. 
It was because they were operating 
individuals and in very limited areas within 
what was basically an inhospitable and 
unresponsive administrative environment. 
The scale of effort was enlarged during the 
Second World War with the launching of 
the "grow more food campaign". But, the 
administrative structure rmained largely 
unaltered. 

It was to change all this, that the 
Community Development Programme was 
introduced. There were three problems that 
bad to be tackled. First, if the farmer was to 
change methods, he had to be educated to 
see the possibility to change through actual 
demonstration in his field at no cost to 
himself. Jf the fanner tilled the land in the 
same manner as his father before him, it was 
t liecause tradition had no optimised risks and 
the farmer had no margin on the basis of 
which to gamble on strange new practices 
and risk not merely a financial loss but his 
very survival. Second, there was no one 
agency to whom the farmer could turn for 
assistance or advice If he wanted better 
seeds, he had to go to the Agriculture 
Department. For irrigetion he had to krrack 
at the doors of the Irrigation Department. 
Roads were the responsibility of the Public 
Works Department. Land problems had to 
be ta*ken up with the revenue authorities and 
so oni In short, the administration was totally 
fragmented at the point whidi touched tl»e 
life Of the fanner. Coordination was difhcult 
and the totality of the fanner's problem 
nntld never be adequately comprdiended, 
let alone ameiioralad, by a d mini atr a tion. 
Third, even if the admtaiistration sou^t to 
promote rural transformation, and the 
farmers were witling, how was the new 
knowledge to be transmitted not merely to 
every village but to each cidtivator 7 

The Community Developnent Programme 
sought to provide answers to theie three 


problems. Something in the nature of die 
single-line admirasbaBon was established 
under a chain of command running through 
the District Development Officer and Block 
Development Officer to the multipurpose 
village-level worker. Instead of having to go 
to several departments to get anything done, 
the farmer could now deal with a single 
community develo|»nent authority with 
which all the executive'agencies involved in 
rural development were associated. The 
many thousands of held demojnstrations laid 
out under the Comniunity Development 
Programme demonstrated ^ possibility of 
change in a manner that carri^ conviction 
and at no risk to the peasant. Once the 
fanner was persuaded, his alleged age-old 
conservatism vanished and the next problem 
was to satisfy his evergrowing demands. 
Meanwhile, the establishment ctf a National 
Extension Service fbrst time created a 
permanent transmisaion system for the 
propogation and demonstration of new ideas 
and methods, not just in isolated pockets, 
but over very wide areas.

Fundamental Rights 


An Assessment 


The chapter on Fundamental Rights in the 
Constitution has been the subject of criticism 
both in India and outside, ever since its 
adoption. Broadly classified, the critics arc 
ol three types. First, there are those who 
think that the Constitutiem does ncH embody 
Fundamental Rights in reality but only an 
apology for titem. According to them, many 
Fundamental Rights such as the right to 
work, education, etc., which ought to liave 
found a place in the chapter have been 
Ignored. SironJ, there are those who think 
that the spirit of the whole chapter and much 
of Its substance arc taken away by the 
exfTiiorilinary provisions such as preventive 
detention, suspension of Ihe right to 
constitutional remedies, etc. These critics 
allege that what has been given by one hand 
has bci‘n taken awa) bv the ofhi’r Third, 
there are those who argue that even those 
rights that are attempted to be safeguarded 
are hedged in with so many exceptions, 
expltiiinlions and qualifications that it is 
difficult to understand what exactly is 
available to Ihe individual bv way of 
iimdameiital rights 

It IS true that (be right to work, the right 
to rest and leisure, inateiial security, rte., 
are not included in the chapter on 
Fundamental Rights. Even Ihe righ* to 
education does not find a place there. 'Ihe 
reason why they have not been included is 
not far to seek. Every one of the rights in 
tins chapter is a tusticiable right. That means 
for every violation of these rights, there is a 
indicia! remedy, which mak^ the right a 
practical proposition. On the other hand, 
take for example, the righl to education: 
"Every child undei the age of fourteen sltall 
have the right to free educ<ition." It is a 
positive right. To translate if into reality the 
State must provide immediately thousands 
of schools all over the country Was it 
possible under Ihe conditions prevailing in 
India al the time of the adoption of the 
C'onsfitution to have this right realised in 
praciice? Needless to say, it was impossible. 
It IS a nght which can be made available to 
everyone only m the course of decades. This 
IS why the righl to education has been 
included in the chapter on Directive 
Principles of State Policy and a time limit of 
ten years was fixed. 

The difference between Fundamental 
Rights and Directive Principles is that the 
tormer is justiciable rights—rights that can 
be enforc^ by a court of law—^wfiile the 
latter is nun-justiciablc rights. The fact that 
certain rights have been made non-justidable 
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does nol make them useless or meaningless 
as lias been alleged by some critics. Hie 
distmctirai can be iinderstoiid only in the 
light of the evolution of theory and practice 
relating to Fundamental Rights in Ihe 
nineteenth and twentieth centuries 

Consequent upon the industrial 
revolution in Europe, the labouring classes 
became politically conscious and realised 
that the conditions which they required lor 
the development of their personality, whose 
fulfilnient they demanded, were different 
from'those which the middle classes of the 
seventeenth and eighfeenlh centuries 
required and demanded. What ihe working 
classes wanted was belter conditions of work 
in the factories, belter housing, belter 
sanitation, medical relief and sooal secuntv. 
They wanted education for their children. 
They Mood loi moie equitable distribution 
of wealth and higher and hea\ ler taxation 
of the wealth The rights to freedom of 
expression and religion, etc., demanded by 
the middle classes called lor negative action 
by Ihe Slate. 

Tliese rights could become real when 
gov'etnments abstained trom doing certain 
things such as imposing restrictions on the 
Press or dictating religion to its .subji'Cls. But 
the conditions of good life demanded by the 
labourers called for positive action by the 
State, .such as faciory legislation, compidsory 
and free education, old age pensions, 
unemployment relief and sri on. This is the 
difference between the rights demanded 
during the spvent>»enth and eighteenth 
tenUiiics and iho.si' di'inandod during Ihe 
nineieenlh and the twentieth centuries. 
Those who question the utility of non- 
justiciable rights do noi appreciate this 
distinction. 

The rights to cmplovment and education 
are nol rights whicli can be safeguarded by 
courts ot law When they start safeguarding 
sucIi rights they will cc'ase to be couri.s. These 
are rights which ought to a>me within the 
scope of legislative piilicy. They are not 
appropriate for judicial action. Tlie remedy 
for them lies in the legislature which is 
elected on the basis of adult franchise. In a 
democracy based upon adult suffrage, 
legislatures are bound to take action and see 


that such rights remain nol mere platitudes 
on paper but as effective as justiciable rights. 

The provisions dealing with preventive 
detention and the suspension of 
constitutional remedies are not easy to 
defend. Nevertheless, there are 
considerations vvhicli can be argued in their 
favour. It has been already pointed out that 
the restrictions on indiv'idual freedom are 
necessary in the inlet ests of society. Tlie 
fathers of the Constitution were awar*' "f 
tlie dangers to the existence and .safely of 
the Republic they were establishing. They 
were giving it shape at a time when the 
country was passing through great stress 
and strain There were groups and parties 
who made no secret of their opposition to 
the democratic process and proclaimed their 
faith in violent action to achieve their 
declared aims. 

In spile, ol such extremely trying 
ciraimstances under which the country had 
been functioning during the first two 
decades, the number of persons taken into 
custody under the preventive delention law s 
had bc4n comparatively small in relation to 
the gigantic proportions of the counlrv. both 
in area and population and the magnitude 
c>f Ihe problems confronting it. 

During the third decade, however, and 
especially as a result of the declaration ol 
internal emergency in VY7E>, unlike in the 
past, a large number of persons were taken 
into custody While this was ixssailcd by the 
opposilion as politically motivated, the 
spi'kosmen of the Government justified it to 
protect the country from chaos and 
anarchy which wn-e tfi "f’.s.il: fn'iu the 
imconsiitijtjoiial and v'toleof activities of a 
oomher of political parties and groups. 
Foruin.iU'ly. the situatiem <lid not last long. 
With the announcement of parliamentary 
elections in February 1977, the Central 
C'.overnmimt issued instructions to all ihe 
States to release political prisoners held 
imdi'r the Maintenance of Internal Security 
Act and allow all forms ol political activity 
normally undertaken, especially during 
election lime. 

I'he election results went against the 
rulmg Congress Party and as a result, the 
emergency was fully withdrawn and the 
Fundamental Rights ufere restored.. In 
1978 the Maintenatice of Internal Security 
Act (MISA) was abolished. HowevM, in 1981 











Mationa) Security Act which was little 
'lii^ferent from MISA was passed. 

As to the question of suspension of 
constitutional remedies, so far there has been 
no occasion for it in spite of the declaration 
of national emergency on four occasions— 
4|n 1962, 1965. 1971 and 1975. 

' The operation of several other 
fundamental rights, however, was seriously' 
affected by the proclamation of emergency 
by the President in 1%2 and later in 1965, 
1971 and 1975. The proclamation was 
followed by the Defence of India Act, 
investing the Government with vast 
powers over the liberty of the citizens. In 
fact. Article 5.SR of the Constitution provides 
for the automatic suspension of the six 
freedoms such as the right to freedom of 
speech, assembly, association, movement, 
etc., embodied in Article 19 of the 
Constitution as a result of the proclamation. 
Since there is no provision for the automatic 
suspension of any other Fundamental Right, 
orders were issued soon after the 
proclamation suspending the enforcement of 
Article 14 (equality before the law). Article 
21 (right to life and personal liberty) and 
Article 22 (pn>tection against unlawful arrest 
and detention) in so far only as they might 
affect the coastitutionality of the Defence of 
India Act, the rules made under it and also 
any order made in pursuance of them. 

The criticism that the Fundamental Rights 
are couched in difficult language, that they 
arc beyond the comprehension of an 
ordinary reader of the Constitution, that the 
rights are hedged in with numerous 
exceptions and qualifications, is justified. It 
is a feature that runs through the entire 
Constitution which made a critic remark that 
It IS not a Constitution but a constitutional 
treatise. But then, .simplicity of language 
itself need not nm-ssarily become a virtue 
from a practical point of view. As has been 
pointed out earlier in another article, 
apparently simple language has not 
prevented unendmg litigation in the working 
of some well-known constitutioas. Generally 
speaking, legal documents an> often couched 
in a language which is nut easily understood 
by the ordinary reader. 

It is generally true that, in the ultimate 
analysis, Ftindamental Rights are not 
protected by courts of law but by public 
opinion. But the eftcctiveness of public 
opinion as the guardian of Fundamental 
Rights depends upon how well organised 
and effective is public opinion in a country. 
India is vast in size and has a huge 
population. It IS also a poor and backward 
country. Hducation and civic consciousness 
are yet to reach a commendable level in 
India. How difficult it is lo organise effective 
public opinion in a country like India needs 
no special emphasis. 

By no means was it an easy problem for 
the Con.stituen( Assembly to draw up a 
simple list of Fundamental Rights. What has 
been finally adopted is the product of a 
difficult compromise. It is still too early to 
pronounce a final verdict on the wisdom of 
the Assembly. One thing, however, is 
already clear. The Supreme Court ot India 


has been deciding mote cases dealing widt 
Fundamental Ri^its dian those connected 
widi die rest of the Consiitiition. 

Hie Court's decisions as the guardian of 
these rights have had, indeed, a salutary 
influence both on the executive and die 
legislature against whom those rights have 
b^ primarily guaranteed. The Court has 
been prompt and forthright in curbing 
legislative exuberance by declaring those 
enactments of Parliament and the State 
legblatures invalid whenever it found them' 
transgressing the deftned limits within which 
they are permitted to impose reasonable 
limitations on the freedom of the indivMual. 
Similarly, it has successfully prevented on 
many occasions the excess and abuse of 
administrative power and the illegal and 
high-handed actions of the executive. 
Further, every time a Fundamental Right of 
the individual has been upheld against the 
executive or the legislature, it has had 
wholesome and far-reaching repercussions. 
Despite the fact that some of die rights have 
been substaritiaUy modified in scope as a 
result of censtitutional amendments, the 
chapter on Fundamental Rights, taken as a 
whole, remains a formidable bulwaik of 
individual liberty, a code of public conduct 
and a strong and sustaining basis of Indian 
democracy. 

Remedies for Enforcing 
Fundamental Rights 

Article 32 of the Constitiftion provides a 
guaranteed remedy for the enforcement of 
Fundamental Rights. The remedy is in the 
form of specific writs mentioned in the 
Article or any other appropriate order by 
the Supreme Court. A writ is a written court 
order by which one is summoned or 
required to do something. The writs 
mentioned in the Constitution haile a long 
history in British constitutional law and are, 
therefore, understood with precise meaning 
and importance. Hence whm an aggrieved 
person seeks a remedy from the Court through 
a piarticular writ, the nature of the remedy 
itself is dear both to him and to the Court. 

The writs mentioned in the Constitution 
are the following: 

(2) Habeas Corpus, (2) Mandamus, 
(3) Certiorari, (4) PrcMbition, and (5) Quo 
Warranto. Let us now see the nature and 
significance of each of them. 

1. Habeas Corpus 

Habeas Corpus is a Latin tenn which 
literally means "you should have the body". 
The writ was regarded in England as a 
foundation of human freedom and the 
.British dtizens insisted upon diis privilege 
wherever they went whether for business or 
colonisation. This is how it found a place in 
the Constitution of the United States, when 
the British colonies in America won their 
independence and established a new State 
under that Constitution. 

In India the power to issue a writ of Habeas 
Corpus is vested only in the.Si^ireme Court 
and the High Court. The writ is a direction 


of die Court to a petsem who is detaining 
anofher, commandii^ him to bring the body 
of the person in his custody at a spedfied 
time to aaped^ place for a specified purpose. 

The writ has only one purpose: to set at 
liberty a person who is confined without 
legal justification; to seoue release from 
onnfinement of a person unlawfully detained. 
The writ is issued not only against foe State 
and Its, authorities but also to private 
individtiab or organisations, if necessary. 

2. Mandamus 

The Latin word Mandamus means "we 
order". Hie writ of mandamus is an order 
of the Supreme Court or the High Court 
commanding a person or a body to do foal 
which is his or its duty to do. For instance, 
a licensing officer is obliged to issue a licence 
to an applicant if he ful^ all the conditions 
laid down for the issue of such licence. 
Similarly, - an appointing authority should 
issue a letter of appointment to a candidate 
if all the formalities of selection are over and 
if the candidate is declared fit for 
appointment. But despite the fulfiiment of 
such conditions, if the officer or foe authority 
concerned refuses or fails to issue the licence 
or the appointment letter, the aggrieved 
person has a right to seek the remedy 
through a writ of Mandamus. 

3. Certiorari 

Certiorari is a writ which orders the 
removal of a suit from an inferior court to a 
superior court. It may be used before a trial 
takes place to prevent an exccs.s or abuse of 
jurisdiction and to remove the rase for trial 
to a higher court. It is invoked also after 
trial to quash an order which has been made 
without jurisdiction or in defiance of the 
rules of natural justice. 

4. Prohibition 

A writ of Prohibition is issued primarily 
to prevent an inferior court from exceeding 
its jurisdiction or acting contrary to the rules 
of natural justice. For example, a judge may 
be restrained from hearing a case in which 
he is personally interested. The writ of 
Prohibition is a counterpart of the writ of 
Certiomri and an aggriev^ person may make 
an application for foe issue of both the writs. 

5. Quo Warranto 

An application for a writ of Quo Warranto 
seeks an order from the Supreme Court or 
High Court to restrain a person from acting 
in an office to which he is not entitled. It 
may also seek the office to be declared as 
vacant. What the court has to do is to 
determine whether there has been 
usurpation of an office of a public nature. 
For example, a member of a Municipal 
Corporation may through an application of 
writ of Quo Wornmto challenge the authority 
of)the Mayor if he is of the opinion that the 
Mayor Was not properly elected. 

It is a matter d great significaiioe foat there 
have been numerous occasions when eveiy one 
of these writs has been sought by aggrieved 
parties from time to time ever since the 
inauguration of the Consfitufion. Q

Bird Migration 

Bird migration has been a sut^ect of great fascination 
for both the omithologistB and the layman. Homer wrote 
about it in 1000 BC and the Bible mentions it. One theory 
says that birds go to warmer climates because some of 
them cannot survive the frosty-winter. And there are birds 
that feed on certain Insects or small rodents and wouldn’t 
And any food in winter. It is not temperature alone that 
makes btrds migrate, but we know they migrate quite 
punctually every year when the season is changing. So the 
change in the length of the days and the non-availability 
of food makes the birds feel it is time for them to take off 
on their long flights. 

in late summer many birds leave their homes and fly 
south for the winter, travelling to othw continents thousands 
of miles away. At the dawn of spring these birds return not

only to the same country, but to the very same nest in the 
sanctuary. How do they find their way ? One theory says 
that Sun's rays and the direction of winds help them to 
navigate and the birds' extra-sensory capabilities direct them 
with the help of the Earth’s magnetic field. Yet another 
vital navigation aid for birds is their own Internal magnetic 
compass’ in their brain that works in tandem with the 
Earth’s magnetic fidi^. 

11% Keoladeo Ghana National Park of Bharatpur in 
Rgjasthan, one of the famous bird sanctuaries in the world, 
has become an Important centre to study the annual 
migration of the famous Siberian crane. Every year the 
Siberian cranes fly from the Arctic across the great plains, 
deserts and the Himalayas on their 6.500 km Journey across 
several countries br^re they splash down on the wetlands 
of Bharatpur. India is one of the two breeding grounds for 
the Siberian crane, the other being the Caepiui Lowlands 
and Iran, where about 10 to 15 birds used to winter every 
year until the Iran-lraq Wgr brtrire out. 

One of the worst victims of ecological degradation has 
been the migratory birds including tte Siberian crane. For 


instance, the slow disappearance of wetlands, large-scale 
hunting and other factors in all the nine countries that fafi 
in the migratory route of the Siberian crane have made 
this rare bird reach the verge of extinction. Scientists from 
USA, Russia. Japan, India and a few international 
organisations met at Bharatpur in 1993 to devise wa^ to 
save the endangered Siberian crane. 'Oiere is a fcnmul 
Secretariat of the Convention on Conservation of Mlgratmy 
Species of Wild Animals (CMS), and an International Crane 
Foundation based in USA. Apart from these two 
or^misations and the Wild Bird Society of Japart. as many 
as nine countries—^India. Pakistan, Afghanistan. Iran, 
Turkmenistan, Kazakhstan, Uzbekistan. Azarbtljan and 
Russia—have signed an International a^eement in 1993 
to save the Siberian crane. A meeting held in November 
1996 plans to attach a satellite tracking system on the 
Siberian crane. 

Geothermal Energy 

Geothermal energy is extracted for heating and power 
generation firom natural steam, hot water, or dry rocks in 
the Earth’s crust. Water is pumped down through an 
injection well where it passes through Joints in the hot 
rocks. It rises to the surface through a recovery well and 
may be converted to steam through a heat exchanger. Dry 
steam may be directed through turbines to produce 
electricity. Geothermal energy is a vital source of energy in 
vcdcanic^y active areas such as Iceland and New Zealand. 

It is estimated that at least ten per cent of the surface 
of the earth—provides access to the heat inside the earth. 
The most potent sources are volcanoes and hot springs 
but there are other areas too from where heat can be 
generated under controlled conditions. 

India has identified several potential sources of 
geothermal energy in the 340 hot springs localities, many 
of whic^ with temperature near the boiling point Work is 
on in different parts of Intfia to survey and assess the 
geothomal potential in our endea^ur to utilise geothermal 
energy for direct heat and power generation. A 5.0 kw 
geothermal pilot project has been commissioned at 
Manikaran in KuUu district of Himachal Pradesh. The Puga 
Valley in Ladakh in Jammu and Kashmir is the most 
potential geothermal site for power generation. Exploration 
work is alrca^ on here and it is proposed to drill 12-tnch 
holes up to a depth of 750 to 800 metres where the 
reservoir temperature is expected to be in the range of 
100-135 degree centigrade. The Geological Survey of India 
which has been active in exploring and identifying potential, 
geothermal areas for commercial development has already" 
drilled sook 25 shallow wells in the Puga Vall^. A potential 
of 4-5 mw geothermal power has been estiraated in the 
Valley. 

A project on mushroom cultivatlah and poultry farming 
using geothermal fluid is under implementation at the 
Regional Research Laboratory. Jaxrunu: the Green House 
for the project will be established at Puga Vtdley utilising 
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thi existing geothermal bojWelh Uie Idea Is to market the 
mtashroom and poultry products In the adjacent localities. 

th a few countries geothermal wells produce 50 to 70 per 
cent steam which ceui be directly used to generate electricity. 
aitpc removing suspended matter. Around the world there 
, are 330 power plants based on geothermal energy. 

generating over 6.000 MW of power. The cost per KW unit 
; of power would depend mainly on the type and the size of 
the reservoir, temperature, pressure and the extent of the 
dissolved ga.ses and minerals. 

The first commercial use of geothermal energy was made 
In 1904 for generation of power In Florence, Italy. In 1960, 
the Geyser.s In California became the first US power plant 
to generate electricity from geothermal steam. In 1992, 
geothermal energy consumed at electric utilities reached 
17 trillion Btu (British thermal unit). The industrial sector 
consumed 88 trillion Btu. 

Land Reforms 

Land reforms have always been considered as a key to 
a renaissance on the socio-economic development f^ont^ 
the reforms In the sector have been so designed as^to' 
replace the old feudal order by an egalitarian social 
slructure. The reforms are Intended to secure a two-fold 
objective : (a) modernisation of agriculture and rise In 
productivity and (b) empowerment of poor farmers and 
agricultural workers. 

The Seventh Plan recognised land reforms as an integral 
part of the Anti-Poverty Programme, while the Eighth Plan 
sought to create awareness on such areas as early detection 
of suqrlus lands and bringing the newly-acquired land 
under profitable agro-economlc practices and the overall 
establishment of an equitable agrarian order. 

Tt»e major achievements under land reforms have been 
the abolition of Intermediary tenures as a result of which 
more than 20 million cultivators have been brouglil Into 
direct contact with the State. This apart, about 60 lakh 
hectares of waste, fallow and other categories of land have 
beien distributed among the landless and marginal land 
holders. 

Through legislation ownership rights have been conferred 
on tenants and the cultivating tenants have been conceded 
ownership rights on payment of a reasonable compensation 
to the landlords. A few States have acquired ownership 
of land direct from the landlords and have transferred It 
to the tenants who have to pay a fixed premium to the 
Stale. 

In order to bring atwut a more equitable distribution of 
land, government has imposed a celling on land holdings. 
Such ceilings on agricultural holdings were Imposed by 
several States In the illlies and sixties. The level of ceiling 
applicable to a family as recommended In different 
guidelines varied from ten to 18 acres for the best category 
of land capable of producing two crops a year. 

Through a lot has been done through law and 
administrative action in the sensitive area of land reforms, 
achievements have not matched our pious hopes. According 
to a study made up to March 31. 1995 by the Ministry of 
Rural Areas and Employment, only 2.06 million hectares 
of cefllng surplus land and 5.54 million hectares of 
government wasteland have been olllclally transferred from 
the ex-landlords, which constibite less than 4.6 per cent 
of the total arable land In India. 

Land redistribution programme has failed In providing 
economirally-vlable holdings to the needy: farmers have 
been left with small plots of poor quality land. Worst has 
been the lot of tribal families who have suffered land 
alienation; a minuscule 15 per cent among them have 
benefited from lemd reforms. 


Oetuxdde 

“When man becomes an animal, he Is worse than an 
animal,' said poet Rabindranath Tagore. But the events of 
the past and present show in glaring brutality that even 
Tagore's assessment Is quite an undeiesUmate. Just because 
even animals have a code of conduct, but man is 
unpredictable and beyond compare with anything dse In 
his limiUess savagery. Man's worst enemy remains man 
himself. 

We have seen the worst of man in the Holocaust during 
the Second World War and when war criminals were tried 
for acts of genocide, people cried, ‘never again,' but even 
today man's inhumanity to man rages like wild fire 
consuming innocent lives in one part ^ the globe or the 
other. We have seen genocide in all Its savagery in recent 
times In Cambodia. Bosnia and Rwanda. 

In 1948. the UN General Assembly passed the Convention 
on the ITeventJon of the Crime of Genocide: as many as 
117 States arc parties to this agreement. The ConvenUon 
declares that the acts of killing, causing serious bodily 
harm, prevention of births, forcible transfer of children, the 
deliberate Infliction of conditions of life calculated to bring 

about the physical 
destruction of a 
group, if “committed 
with Intent to destroy, 
in whole or in part, 
a national, ethical, 
racial or religious 
group", arc inter¬ 
national crimes. The 
Convention states 
that “genocide" is a 
crime under inter¬ 
national law. contrary 
to the spirit and aims 
of the United Nations 
and condemned by 
the civilised world," 
and that "in order to 
liberate mankind from 
such an odious 
scourge, international 
cooperaiion is required." The Convention makes it clear 
that traditional reasons for denying Jurisdiction—such as 
asserting the act to be 'political' or 'Internal' may not be 
valid in the case of a hednous crime like genocide. 

But despite InternaUonal law, genocide is perpetrated 
with the full knowledge of the so-called ctvlUsed world that 
has seldom acted or acted loo tardily to slop the bloodbath, 
in Cambodia, more than a million people were the victims 
of genocide. In the former Yugoslavia, ancient hatred lying 
dormant in the Cold War interlude, erupted in all Infem^ 
fury Into bloody mayhem which Europe had not seen since 
Second World War. Rape, brutal killings—called 'ethnic 
cleansing'—and torture became the order of the day. In 
Somalia rival warlords deliberately kept food aid away from 
the starving and sick. A third of a million perished before 
international intervention. 

But the worst tragedy overtook Rwanda in 1994 when 
over 500,000—the great majority being Innocent dvlUans— 
were butchered In the bloody civil war. The world saw It on 
the media day after day and did precious little as Hutu and 
Tutsi tribals turned their country Into macabre killing fields. 
Confronted with Uils butchery, one missionary was reported 
to have said; "There are no devils tell in the hdl. Th^ are 
all In Rwanda". Once again a mllUcm refugees from Rwanda 
camping in Zaire are facing starvation and death even as 
Intematlonai help is being rushed belatedly. O

Cancer : Opening Up a 
_ New Front _ 

That remedy Is worse than toe disease 
could' be a cliche, but when Idller diseases 
start wreaking havoc, there is hardly vey 
option but to go in for treatment. With aU 
toe unwholesome side-effects, efforts to treat 
a deadly disease are far batter than lettii^ 
the disease to take its lethal advance. 
Chemotherapy has its side-effects for cancer 
patients, but there is some good news; advent 
of new drugs that attack blood vessels that 
feed tumours instead of tumour itself. THE 
ECONOMIST (November 16—22, 1996), 
published from London, dwells on an 
experiment now on in Boston. 

Malignant tumours are like mutinous armies. 
As a result cf -mutations in their genes, their 
soldiers—the cells of which they are composed — 
routinely refuse to obey orders about which 
proteins to manufacture, when to commit suicide 
for. the good cf the whole organism and, in 
pariiculm, when to stop reproducing. 

Stopping a tumour grouting is thus oneefthe ^ 
main goals tf cancer treatment. At the moment 
this Is eften done with drugc that prcivni ceffs : 
dhtiding. tltforiunatdy, tiwse are very blunt 
fnstrurnents because they c0ect ike diuiftn cf 
healthy cells as wdl as cancerous ones. This 
means,that, amonj^l Other things, bone marrow, 
hairfdlicdes and ^ lining cf the gut cannol grow .

Then you will come to 
know of other good books automatically. 
You will find quite a few good books from 
your local standard bookseller. Once you 
develop the interest, you will always find 
out the right ones. There are a large niunber 
of biographies of great people. You must 
make a start now and start readit^ them 
regularly. How each of the great men and 
women strove hard braving several 
obstacles in life should inspire you. You 
Will soon know how such kind of knowledge 
will help you to forge ahead whatever be 
the adversities that might try to pull you 
down.

You-wUl 
then be able to participate in oonversation 
with interest and enfiiusiasm^ You will be 
able to make intelligent and useful 
contributions. You can express some 
reasoned, logical and convincing views. 

You will be able to make your company 
interesting to the expert as well as to the 
novice, to the old as well as to fire yoUng, to 
an intimate friend as well as to an uttet 
stranger, to boys and girls of all ages. 
They will look forward to meeting- you 
and talking to you. Soon you will find that 
they are looking forward to hearing your 
views, ideas and advice with eagerness. 
Before you realise it, you will find yourself 
already a leader and acting that part 
unconsciously. Knowledge brings power by 
itself. Ideas invariably rule the world. With 
knowledge you can quickly and easily 
acquire and master the other attributes and 
techniques of leadership.

You will not be able 
to hold your ground on conversations, 
discussions and informal gatherings, etc., 
unless you know the latest in current 
topics. Without general knowledge, an 
in^vidual will prove to be a frog in the 
wdi. Unless you are aware of the political 
and social trends, you will not be able to 
forecast realistically the future course of 
events which might affect you, your business 
and your tong-term objectives. You nuiy also 
have to alter or modify your plans and 
programmes in the light of tihe developments 
or changes in political, social and other 
fields. 

Scientific advancements, new inventions, 
technological improvements, changes in 
fa^ion trends, international collaborations 
or conflicts, etc., may bring about 


phenomenal chaitges in the outlook and 
attitudes of a natio|i's inluMtants. U may 
'«%ritfidintly affnd the financiat andfriabi^ 
markets. A leader needs to adjust fumseU 
quickly in the face of such rapidly changing 
drcurristances. He cannot visualise, react arid 
readjust himself promptly and correctly if 
he is not in possession of up-to-date geiteral 
knowtedge. 

In addition, if you want to establish 
yourself as a good ccmversatiunalist and an 
able speaker, all-round general knowledge 
is absolutely essential. You will have 
difficulty in taking a lively and enthusiastic 
part in a conversation unless you arc in a 
position to appreciate the subject and 
make some useful contribution of your 
own. Similarly, you can face an audience 
with confidence only when you have a 
wealth of current knowledge at your 
disposal. 

Histoiy of Nations and 
Biographies of Great Men 

You must also enhance your knowledge 
as much as possible by studying the histories 
of the nations of the world and biographies 
of distinguished and great men. The national 
character, political aspirations aiul other 
such characteristics of the people will stand 
revealed to you wh«) you go tluoug^ the 
country's history. 

Biographies have a special and pointed 
significance for those who aspire to become 


leaders. You acquire a good deal of practicai 
. wisdom and derive immense inspiration by 
‘ ^tudyiihg the lives of great people. A 
thorough study of the biographies or 
historical accounts of such great personalities 
like Alexander, Porus, Julius Caeser, Shivaji, 
Swami Vivekananda, Gandhiji, Jawaharlal 
Nehru, Lai Bahadur Shastri, Subbash 
Chandra Bose, Napoleon Bonaparte, Lord 
Nelson, Duke of Wellington, Winston

Washington, Abraham Lincoln, Roosevelt, 
Madame Curie, Thomas Rockefeller, 
Andrew Camiege and othen will tell you 
the secrets of their success and how dtey 
became such great people. You will team 
their techniques and tod out how they 
mastered the problems which confronted 
them. Your en^usiasm to lead will receive 
a tremendous boost and your interest will 
grow deeper by such studies. In ttte process 
you will also be well-equipped to tackle your 
own problems. When you read such 
histories, biographies and world movements, 
you will realise that pen is really mightter 
than the sword. Knowledge makes you to 
know and "to know is to win." 

It is Francis Bacon who said that 
"knowledge and human power are 
synonymous". The jjower that knowtedge 
lends to a person makes him fight the battles 
of life successfully. A kntrwtedgeable person 
cannot be taken for a ride and, in fact, he 
could lead others and share his strengdi with 
others as well.

Computers ate revolutionising the print 
md reproduction techniques. The original 
echnology of mechanical reproduction on 
^aper using lithographs or engravings done 
;y hand was first replaced by photographic 
nethods in the nineteenth century; they are 
low being augmented or superseded by the 
application of electronic scanning and 
ximputer processing. 

At the heart of computer system is the 
scanner. This scans the image — microscopic 
Jot by dot — evaluating the hue and 
ntensity of the colour at. each spot: the 
resulting information is recorded as a digital 
^ream of pulses which can tiien be passed 
(ither to an electronic printer to make 
reparations (needed for the final i 
reproduction) or to a computer for analysis 
md modification. 

There are two main advantages to i 
Jigitising an image. First, all colour 
infoimation is recorded in on/off pulses, so j 
(here can be no deterioration of colour (for j 
.’xample, by fading or because of low quality 
ordinary telephone lines). Second, this 
information can be manipulated, pulse by 
pulse, to enhance or tone down colour, to 
improve detail, or even to add new images, 
quickly and without the risks inherent in 
retouching by hand. Additionally, changes 
ran be made on a microscopic .scale. Collages 
af elements can be created, shadows added, 
|9id damaged areas retouched — all without 
Me labuurrintensive remakes and often 
mi>sy use ul scissors and paste or airbrush. ' 

The computer is central to the process. It 
takes in the digital information freun the 
scanner (recorded on magnetic disks or tape) 
and begircs colour evaluation. The scanner, 
like a camera, is subject to problems ol 
lighting. It can suffer errors >n correctly 
recording colour; it also is subject to the 
judgernent of the scanner operator. Other 
variables, however, are eliminated I'he 
compiiter .contains programs that calculate 
how tofompensate accurately for any colour 
or contrast problem in the artwork. It 
accurately zeroes in on a desired final colour, 
allowii^ control standardisation to replace 
I'ubjettive operations, such as visual 
re/ereiKe to spedtier charts.

tints and samples. At present, a colour redpe 
must first be determined by conventional 
means for the process-colour values (cyan, 
magenta, yellow, and black), and this is then 
converted to the corresponding percentage 
values on the computer console. 

Retouching ; Offen called "electronic' 
aiibrushing", this procedure allows erasure, 
exchange, and entoncement of the original 
pixels (numerical digits). This might include 
adding leaves to a tree, removing facial 
Haws, or trimming off twenty-five unwanted 
ptmnds of flesh. 

Paginaiian; Also called eleciranic stiqipifig, 
this allows for complex oompontion or page 
editing. Numerous picture files may be 
combined with computer-generated 
backgrounds, tints, geometric windows, and 
etectronically "cut” silhouettes. 

Benefits of computerisation in printing 
include—enormous speed and increased 
possibilities for repeated experimentation by 
the operator. There are instant zoom or 
enlargement capabilities, the quality of 
which depend on the definition that the 
computer can handle (no computer as yet 
can improve an image from the regular 512 
dots per square inch that a PC can handle to 
the 93,000-plus dots used 1^ the largest 
"high definition" machines), and there are 
almost no limits to reuse. The computer can 
rewrd continuous-tone images as accurately 
a.s a camera; its flexibility concerning that is 
unparalleled 

Disadvantages lie in the applicaticmof the 
colour image to the final "hard" medium, 
usually papier. No printer can matdi the 
definition of high-re^ution computers; inks 
and papers ate subject to fluctuations in 
quality, and no subtractive .process exactly 
reproduces the additive colontion of pun> 
li^t on the oomputer monitor. 

)n fine aft, computer technology has been 
less responsive to application and less 
readily accepted .titan in industry. Initial 
prcriblmns with the earfiest generations of 


computers involved forcing the arli»t In 
communicate his or her ideas through .1 
programmer; tlu> tree and mtuitive way in 
whii^ artists work did not mesh well witti 
the linear thinking needed to run a 
computer. 

The latest technology allows the artist, 
using graptiucs programs, to work directly 
witii the computer on an electronic board 
that immediately idK>w.s the results on the 
monitor. He or she can draw a picture or 
scan a real object, manipulating and 
colouring the image, rotating, it, making it 
three-dimensional, changing the ambient 
lighting, and so on in a million different 
ways. The screen image can then be applied 
to textiles. Wood, canvas, steel, 01 papier by 
a variety of techniques including 
conventional methods such as Uthography 
or screen prmting. 

Another way for artists to use thr 
computer as a medium is the "passive 
system". In this, the artist runs a program 
telling the computer to do such tasks as 
drawing an image in a certain style, using 
specified colours. The computer can be 
programmed to draw directly frren nature 
or to manipulate displays of light or the 
workings Qt a machine for kinetic art 

Computer art still lacks its own look and 
language. Graphic applications have tended 
to imitate processes that are better 
accomplished by conventional mean«. While 
it is piossible for computers to produce oil 
paintings or pastel drawing.s, there is no 
improvement over the look of the original 
hand-drawn methods, except lor spieed. In 
fact, colours look mechanical and lack tiu! 
complexity and texture that make a painting 
so attractive. All oomputier graphics have the 
flat look of pop art or the slick look ot 
photography. Artists lomplain of nut 
being able to feel or men smell the 
painti they usually use, thus nnssing essential 
synaesthetic aspects involved in painting. 

The beauty ot computer art lies elsewhere 
in styles that are yet to be developed Artist-, 
were quick to employ previous "new 
technologies such as printing and 
photography, and u.sed (Ivin to launch art 
in innovative direction.^. One promising 
aspect of computers that i.s the video momtor 
itself. The British artist David Hockney was 
particularly captivated by the opportunity 
to "painf with light" gnii to .ifrly one "(rest 
colour on top 0 /H'lt'lhir , :it ,r'ii ■ .> 
saturation.

he signalled lhat the West was truly 
launched on its odyssey of slamming 
lechnolugy imperialism on every part of the 
world that was not a willing vassal, or a 
civilisational partner. 

The US was followed by the other four 
permanent members of the UN Security 
Council—France, Britain, Russia and China. 
The five are the only declared nuclear 
weapon powers. Israel, Iran and Kuwait also 
jnin^ in signing the CTBT. Israel said it had 
supported the treaty even though it did not 
meet all the concerns and interests of the 
country. Abcmt 70 nations signed the treaty 
MHce it was opened tor signature on 
September 24, 19%. 

The CTBT will not go into force until the 
44 countries identified as capable or 
producing nuclear bomb sign it. India, which 
p one of them, had said it would not sign 
Treaty as it does not have a fix^ 
wad line for the elianination of all nuclear 
weapons and voud agriiicsl it in the General 
Assembly. With this, all countries with 
known nuclear weapons or weapon 
kai>abiliues, signed the lieaty. India. Libya 
and Bhutan voted against the General 
Assembly resolution tallied by Australia. India's 
diief negotiator Ms. Arundluh Chose, declared 
in the Assembly that India would never sign 
"this unequal treaty not now, not later until the 
major nuclear powers tormiilaie a tinn table 
for eliminating their nuclear arsenal".

*We «e oifficialfy bn^ as of tociay and 
will be going wlfli our hands stretd^ to 
peacekeqping mtakins and asking Gemiany 
and Japan to step up payments. vAt the end of 
Augint, we are gphig Id be broke again imless 
something happm, like winning die lottery," 
dK United Nations diief qxikesperson said. 

This was not the first time that the United 
Nations ran out of cash, but it had happened 
much earlier and ttiis worried the officials. 
It was largely due to $ 1.5 billion owed by 
the United Sretes, which is the single largest 
contributor. Overall member states owed 
$ Z8 billion, induding $ 400 million owed 
by Russia. 

But despite it being "broke", it was 
business as usual at the world body's 
headquarters though its employees were 
worrit about dieir future with more job 
cuts in the offing. To save money, the United 
Nations left 700 jobs unfilled, dhastically cut 
down overtime, reduced the number of press 
releases that came out every day for media, 
gave only one copy of the documents to the 
missions and at meetings, did not provide 
pencils and paper whidi dplmnats are now 
expected to bring with themselves. Another 
100 jobs were expected to be cut before the 
year is out.

In Search of Life on Mars 


Speculation about the evidence of life on 
Mars, triggered by announcement of tiie 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) of the United States 
in August 1996, has caused a lot of 
excitement and controversy. Researchers 
testing a meteorite from Mars claim to have 
found evideiKG that primitive life once lived 
on the red planet. 

The discovery of life on Mars, even 
primitive life in the very distant past, would 
have profound intellectual and philosophical 
implkations. It would mark another step in 
the centuries-old process of moving 
humanity from the centre of the universe. It 
wcnild also raise questions as to whether life 
originated independently on Earth and Mars 
or started first on one planet and then 
migrated to the other. 

If life did form independently on two ‘ 
.separate planets in our own small solar 
system, that would raise the liketii'mxl that 
life might be found elsewhere m the univerM 
as well 

Scientists say that they have found 
evidence of single cell life on Mars from a 
meteorite that hit Earth 13,000 years ago. 
This ha.s been hailed by them as a "discovery 
of the century" What has been found is a 
life form at a lellular lev'ol "which perhaps 
could be the beginning ot a higher and more 
complex biokigical form of life," as Tata 
Institute of Fundamental Research Institute 
scientists have put it. The meteorite was 
recovered from Antarctica in 1984 and had 
crystallised from the molten rock of a 
vcticano ifoout 4.5 biUiun years ago on tiie 
siti-lace of Mars.

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India & China : Making Slow 
But Sure Headway

T hk three days spent in 

India by China's President, Jiang 
Zemin, have not shaken the 
world But then they were not 
intended to do that. There is little doubt, 
however, that the outcome of laing's 
parleys with top Indian leaders has been 
positive and marks more than a 
ctinsiderable advance in the rather slow- 
moving India-China dialogue. 

Before analysing what has happened 
and what hasn't, it is necessary to get out 
(if the way a problem that has turned 
into a distorting prism where Indian 
dealings with the Chinese arc concerned 
Almost the <-ntiro country knows that the 
relations between the two Asian giants 
have gone through v'iolent vicissitudes— 
from the Hindi Cliini bhai bhui days 
to the traumatic border war of 1%2, 
to the 20-year deep freeze across the 
Himalayas to the resumed dialogue which 
has had its own ups and downs. But few 
comprehend the intense complexity of the 
relationship 

TTie re:>ult is two-fold, and deleterious 
in both cases. T.ither there is expectation 
of rapid and dramatic improvement 
111 the Pelhi-Beijing relationship, 
culimnating m a speedy si-ttlement ot 
the vexed boundary question to India's 
satisfaction Or there is fear of, or even 
inclination to, renewed confrontatiim 
and conflict which, in the eyes of some, 
appears to be tlie only way ti' persuade 
China to take this country seriously. 
Both the attitudes are unrealistic. If a 
balance is maintained and due note 
taken of life's realities, it would become 
clear that things have been improving 
gradually and have improved further as a 
result of hang's sojourn. 

1 o be sure a border settlement remains 
distant. All we have, as part of the 
agreements, signed during Jiang's 
visit, IS the commitment of both sub’s to 
"seek a fair, reasonable and mutually 
acceptable" solution of the boundary 
question, and to "re.spect the Line of Actual 
Control (LAC) until then" It can be 
argued, with much force, that this 
arrangement can enable China to sit 
tight on the territory India claims as its 
and thus virtually convert the LAC into 
the frontier. But then what are the 
alternatives ? And what great harm 
foUows it a formal agreement on the border 
is delayed ? 


BURNING TOPIC 


For one thing, it can be no one's case 
that military methods can be used to free 
Indian territory from Chinese control. For 
another, the status quo can do no great 
harm as long as it is without prejudice to 
the stand of India on the border question 
while the slow and steady improvement 
in the India-China relationship creates a 
climate ainducive to a resolution of the 
border dispute. 

It will alsi be useful to realise what the 
status quo really means. In the eastern and 
central sechirs of the frontier, the Line of 
Actual Control broadly conforms to what 
bidia wants the final border to be. For, it 
broadly runs along the McMahon Line 
which the Chinese refuse to accept 
formally but are prepared to live with. 
There are, however, eight "grey areas" 
where there is a problem. 

This arises from the fact that the 
Chinese are sticklers for the small map 
that McMahon drew, with a thick nib, 
at the Shimla Convention in l‘)14 at 
which Tibetan and Chinese representatives 
were also present. By the Indian 
interpretation of the McMahon Line 
the.se areas, of which Sumdurongchu is 
one, are to the south of the line. The 
Chinese assert emphatically that they are 
to the north of the "so-called McMahon 
Line". It IS in these areas that Indian and 
Chinese troops are deployed in "too close 
a proximity". 

The real dilficultv on the border 
issue lies ii. ibe western sector of Ladakh 
where I'u'c never was any line for 
which Chinese consent was even sought, 
leave alone secured. For their part, 
the Chinese not only quietly built a 
road across Aksai Chin in 1957 but, 
in the war five years later, captured 
another 2,000 square-miles of Indian 
territory that they had never claimed 
earlier 

Only by friendly negotiations, in an 
ambience where the Chinese realise that 
interests of both countries will be served 
more or less equally, can the problem 
be resolved. And it is in this context 
that the confidence-building measures 
outlined in the agreement signed by 
Inder Gujral and his Chinese opposite 
number, (jan Qichen, must be welaimed 
unreservedly. 



Its other beneficial implications apart, 
the agreement begins with the stirring 
declaration that India and China will not 
use their "military capability" against each 
other. This is accompanied by a 
commitment to "confirm" and "clarify" tliu 
exact location of the Line of Actual Control 
(LAC) so that the difficulbes posed by thi| 
"grey areas" are overcome 

Even more significant is the detailed 
commitment by both sides to thin out then 
troops and armaments across-the-board all 
along the line of control. In principle thi' 
idea has been discussed for a long time 
The then president, R. Venkataraman, im 
a visit to China in 1992, talked to his host-, 
at length. It was then reiterated in the 19' .> 
agreement on peace and tranquility 
along the LAC that was signed during 
P.V Narasimha liao's sojourn in Chin.i 
Only now it has been spelled out m 
remarkable detail, although a number oi 
fine points have yet to be sorted out 
'This is to be done by the Joint Workin;; 
Group that was set up after Ragi^ 
Gandhi's path-breaking visit to China 
December 1988. 

Remarkably, some rather disturbeii 
Pakistani observers have said that tliv 
agreement on confidence building 
measures signed between India and Chiii.i 
is nothing short of a No War Declaration 
between these two countries. This, thei 
say, will enable India to deploy in Kashmir 
troops freed from the China border. In 
Indian view the agreement cannot be called 
a No War Pact, if only because the border 
between India and China has yet to be 
defined. This was, incidentally, driven 
home l>y Cujral when the Bihar Chiel 
Ivlinister and the Janata Dal national 
president, Laloo Prasad Yadav, h.id 
casually asked him whether India had 
"bought any weapons" for China ! Sadie, 
this shows die problems of ignorance that 
those running this country's China polki 
have to face. 't 

If the failure to clinch a border 
agreement is one reason for criticism <'• 
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the government’h China policy, another, 
equally valid one, is* the apparent inability 
.if New Delhi to do anything about China's 
ongoing nuclear and missile cfKipcration 
of Pakistan. This point is rubbed in by two 
inter-connected developments. First, that 
jiang went from Delhi directly to 
Klamabad despite the recent dismissal of 
the Benazir Bhutto government. Second, 
while denying, in both India and Pakistan, 
that China was giving nuclear weapon 
lechnology or missiles to its Pakistani 
iriends, fiang has made it known 
!hat "peaceful nuclear cooperation" 
between China and Pakistan will 
.ontinue. 

This surely is music to Pakistani ears, 
lor, everyone knows what the so-call€*d 
)'eac(‘ful cooperation is all about. American 
intelligence agencies have given ample 
details of what has really been going on. 

I lie Chinese denials also leave a lot to be 
desired For instance, while denying 
supplies of M-ll missiles to Pakistan, all 
they sa% that tl\ey have not violated the 
Missile Technology Control Regime 
(MTCR) I hat is neither licre nor there. For 
MTCR says that missiles with a range of 
less than tOO kms can be transferred. 
'.Vhat comfort is it to India that the 
missiles sold or gifted by Beijing to 
Islamabad are supj'osed to have a range 
of only 2‘W kms ? 

I lowever, wlu’ii all is said and done tile 
t.ict rc'mains that weekly or even daily 
whining over this painful subject will not 
H-Ip. India will have lo help itsc-lf No one 
fli ■ will [Hill its chestnuts out of the fire.

lo put the matter bluntly, the jjower gap 
hi'tween India and China—in military, 

onomic, diplomatic and political terms— 
h Is widened since Rajiv had journeyed to 
' Inna. If we don't watch out, this gulf 
'■•■Mild become wider still. Neither China 
pini anyone else is impressed by the Indian 
t’M'tenco of keeping its nuclear option 
■ 'pcTi". It really means nothing. If India 

lilts to be able to negotiate with China 
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on anything like equal terms, it will have 
to exercise its nuclear option and become 
a nuclear weapon power. At the same time, 
it will have to accelerate the building up 
of its economic and technological strength. 
China is miles ahead of India in both 
respects. 

Although the Indian side is known to 
have expressed its concern about China's 
nuclear cooperation with Pakistan, the 
overarching nuclear issue obviously was 
not discussed. It is also doubtful if Deve 
Gowda or Gujral questioned jiang closely 
about China's unfriendly stand at flie CTBT 
conference. 

No wonder then that the word 'nuclear' 
forms no part of the agreement on 
confidence building measuri*s. To be sure, 
when both sides commit themselves not 
to use their "military power" against it each 
other, the nuclear weapons are covered. 
Similarly, when it is agreed that surface- 
to-surface and surface-to-air missiles will 
be removed from the line ot control, surely 
it does not follow that only conventional 
missiles will be thinned out and not 
the nuclear ones. It is a mystery therefore 
why what is implict was not made 
explicit. 

The only possible explanation could be 
that since India denies posst'ssing nuclear 
weapons the Chinese take the position that 
they have nothing to discuss with a non¬ 
nuclear neighbour ! It was in almost 
identical words that Qian Qiclion had sent 
a signal to Delhi on the eve of Rajiv's Chirui 
visit Tt IS for India to get itself out of the 
bind it has chosen to get into 

Those relying on massive doses i>f 
foreign investments are surely deterred lest 
embarking on the nuclear path should 
invite American sanetions. But then such 
timidity gets a country nowhere. What is 
more, America, like everyone else, usually 
reconciles itself to fiiit acamipli 

If there is justifiable dissahsfaction in 
India alioiit the stat>> of the relationship 
witli China, so there is in Pakistan in spite 
of the two countries having been close 
allies ever since the early sixties While 
Pakistanis are pleased with Jiang's 
assurances on the durability of the nuclear 
cooperation between Beijing and 
Islamabad, they are unhappy about the 
clear shift in China's position over Kashmir 
with which Pakistan remains obsessed. 

Gone are the days when China used 
habitually to support the Pakistani stand 
lo tile hilt. It used to refer lo UN resolutions 
and lo the right of self-determination of 
the Kashmiri people. 

China's current position is that the 
Kashmir issue should be settled by 
India and Pakistan through "friendly 
discussions", and that the calibrated 
improvement in China's relations with 
India is not contrary to Pakistani interests. 
At least one leading Pakistani commentator 


has lamented that over Kashmir both 
China and Iran have moved away from 
Pakistan and towards India ! 

From the foregoing the immense 
complexity of the situation from the points 
of vievv i‘f all concerned should be obvious 
which is a gi d enough reason to look at 
the brighter side of the India-China 
equation after the Jiang visit. 

If it is an age of "economy, stupid" then 
there is some cause for satisfaction over 
what is afoot. India and China arc the 
world's two most populous nations. They 
have geographical proximity and 
tremendous potential for economic 
ccxiperation. They are also competitors in 
several items of world trade. 

Hven so, as Jiang handsomely 
acknowledged, the economic relationship 
between the two countries can and should 
be expanded, and expanded fast, without 
delay The attention he gave to the details 
in this connection in his address to the 
Federation of Indian Chambers of 
Commerce and industry (FICCI) was 
impressive indeed. 

The pith and substance ot Bang's view 
of this country was his briel statement that 
"our common interests far outweigh our 
differences, as neither ot us poses a threat 
to the other". That this was not a rhetorical 
flourish alsii became clear during the top- 
level discussions. 

it is known that during the recent 
contc*st between this aiuntry and Japan for 
a iu)n-fH>rmanent seat in the UN Security 
Council, China voted for India. In his talks 
with the Prime Minister, Jiang and his 
delegation expressed sympathy for the 
Indian position on the enlargement of the 
permanent membership of the Security 
Council. On the western proposal that only 
Germany and Japan should he given 
permanent seats on the council at this 
stage, the Chinese comment was: "An- they 
appointing a board ot directors for a 
company ?" 

In any case, no Indian should be under 
the illusion tliat bypassing the opportunity 
for a slow but steady improvement in 
India-China relations and confronting 
China over what it is doing in relation to 
Pakistan, Myanmar or whatever will do 
this country any good. 

On the conrary it would deprive India 
of whatever little room for manoeuvre it 
has in dealing with relentless international 
pressures on it on issues vital to its security 
and supreme interests. Improving relations 
with China, even if they improve very 
slowly, will add to Indian options. 

All things considered, it seems that Jiang 
was right in saying that during his visit 
India and China had "ascended one more 
storey". India's attempt now should be to 
convince him that in these days of 
skyscrapers, the ascent to upper fltxirs 
should be made quicker. □

New Type of Carbon ; Physicists at the 
Indian Institute of Sdoice (IIS) in Bangalore 
have produtxd a new form of carbon that 
behaves like true meUi—a discovery that 
may launch a burst of scientific activity in 
laboratories worldwide. 

The new carbon type is highly conductive, 
very stable, chranicaUy inert and shows true 
metallicity at very low temperatures. 
Spectroscopic and electron microscope 
studies have shown that this carbon is 
different from other known forms of carbon 
such as graphite, diamond, fullerene and 
cyanopolynes. 

Ma^c Beads : Scientists in Switzerland 
have invented an ultra-miniature abacus, in , 
which spherical carbon molecules sliding 
along microscopic copper grooves act as the 
counting beads for p^orming mathematical 
calculations. 

The invention, announced in November 
1996 by the IBM Zurich Research Laboratory 
in Switzerland, is not likely to replace 
conventional electronic computing systems 
any time soon. The creation of the 
molecular abacus was a tour de force of 
miniaturisation. The "beads" it uses to make 
simple calculations are "buckyballs".

133 MilUan-Year-Old Jaw Bone Foond: 
African jaw bone is the earliest positively 
dated fo^l in the human family, extending < 
the age of the genus homo by 4,00,000 years, 
scientists have reported. 

The 2.33 million-year-old jaw was found 
near a scattering of crude stone tools in fossil 
sediments in the Hadar highlands of northern 
Ethiopia. The link between foe dropping toeds 
and the species represented by tV jaw bone 
is not defMtive, but may be the best evidence 
yet that the first toolmakers were early 
members of the large-brained homo group. 

Coins Reveal Ttipuia’s Royal History : 
A reconstructum of Tripura's royal history 
of the 15th and the 16th century reveals that 
women enjoyed a high status in the upper 
echelom of the society. 

Coins issued during the reign of King 
Yashodhar Manikya (1599-1625 AD) of the 
illustrious Manikya dynasty, who ascended 
the throne in 1599, bore the imprints of his 
wives, Laxmi, Gouri and Jaya, along with 
himself. Separate coins bearing the names 
of his wives were also issued as a mark of 
respect to his queens. 

According to the leading numismatist, ^ 
Mr. Jahar Adurjee, who discovered the five 
coins of three different genres, "royal coins 
with inscriptions of queens are rare in India 
and otUy a few such coins of the Gupta period 
and the Barman dynasty of Assam have been 
discovered so far." The coins also bear 
evideru'e of the onset of Vaishnavism and 
Jagarmath De\'a cults in the late 16th century.

In the educational map of the world, 
Australia lias a recently-found position when 
in 1988 the Aussie Government had decided 
that small campus institutions should 
amalgamate with the bigger one and 
consequently, now, there are 35 universities 
of international standards. Few of the factois 
that possibly egg on students to opt 
Australia are; the amducive atmosphere tor 
multicultured applicants and a low-cost 
education system. 


In Australia all universities have 
consistently high standards in teaching and 
research. They normally expect overseas 
students not only to have giKid scores in 
qualifying exams like CMA1 and TOFEL but 
also to have work experience for entry into 
their Master Degree Programmes. In 
technical fields such as Engineering, 
Medicine and Science, there are more hours 
of lectures, tutorials and practical classes 
where students are expiecled to spend more 
time in individual reading and ri^search 

Australian Education System 

The ' Australian Education System 
comprises three sections : Primary 
Education, Secondary Education 'and 
Tertiary Education. Tertiary Education itself 
has two components : Universities (Higher 
Education) and TAPE (Technical and Further 
Education). TAPE is a naturally recognised 
government system of vocational education 


and training and it is the major provider of 
the skills required by the Auatralian 
workforce. The TAPE year runs from 
I^ruary to December. 

To enter Austialia every overseas Mudent 
must apply for a student visa. To be granted 
a student visa, the applicant must be a genuine 
applicant with adequate means of support 
and have been accepted for a full-time 
registered course. Furthermore, he has to pro¬ 
vide evidence in having undergone medical 
and radiological tests for health insurance. 

Scholarships 
The Australian 
Government pro¬ 
vides .a limited 
number of scholar¬ 
ship for overseas 
students from the 
developing coun¬ 
tries. The Depart¬ 
ment of Employ¬ 
ment, Education 
and Training (DET) 
administers a num¬ 
bed of smaller scho- 
lardiip programmes. 
The Overseas Postgraduate Research 
Programme is the largest with about 1(X) 
awards (OPRS) available each year. 

International students are legally 
permitted to take up part-time jobs for a 
maximum period of 20 hours a week

dation and industrial flats or houses.

Pos^aduatc study in the 
UK is intensive and requires full-time 
application. The distinct advantage, 
however, is that the courses are relatively 
short with diplomas for nine months, i.r.. 
Masters level for twelve months and Ph. D 
normally for three year. This means that once 
you complete your P.C. studies you‘are 
available in the emplo^ent market earlier 
than those postgraduate students from other 
countries where the duratiem of the courses 
is a minimum of two years or more.

never fOrgot..One day the headmaster 

walked into the classroom, and he pitf up 
a broad white dieet of papar, about 1 meter 
by 1 meter, wdth a small blade dot in die 
comer. And he asked, 'Boys, what do you 
see ?' And all of us in unison, 'A 

black dot!'. And he stood badk and said,

There couldn't be a more convincing 
anecdote on positive thmking and diis 
universal edidration came from none other 
than Mr. Koh Annan, the new Secretary- 
General of the United Nations who oasum^ 
the mantle of the topmost international dvU 
M>rvant on the dawn of 1997.

He catapulted the peiisant 
economy to an Asian miracle and is a 
staunch enbe of neocolonialism die West 
The pace of due pacesetter in Msbysfo b 
fast. Will the rest of Asia cj|yaw any 
inspintion fron Kuala lumj^ 7 im in a 
hu^. I have always been in a hurry. I have 
akways wofkad fost t have always wotlcad 
haiii. I don't thbifc 1 should waste time....." 


In a intMsr of decades, say yssrs, 
SktppcRc has leschsd a piraiade of gkny 
flat not os]^ other Asian nations^ but even 
the devdpped counttiSB could be envious 
of. In January 1996, die Oiganbation for 
Economic Co-opetetto n and Devdopment 
(OECD), dae ridMountties' chib, ledusifled 
Singapore as a "more advanced devek^nng 
economy." A hey pbycr in the country's 
remarki^ deveiopment b Prime Minirter 
Goh Chok Tong, who raised the solid 
supentruciure on die firm foundations laid 
by die Republic's patriarch and elder 
statesman 1^ Kuan Yew. How come a 
society has, bi a singie generadm, vaulted 
from a nation of shopkeepers to becrane the 
wodd's 12th richest economy 7 bi December 
1984, Gcdi Chok Tong's People's Action 
Party set a target: in 15 years, the country's 
standard of lii^ would equal Switzedand's 
1984 living conditions. Widi two yeais to go 
now in 19V, it looks that this tiny republic 
in Asia will surpass even diat goal, at least, 
in terms of per capita income. 

Singapore under die dynamic stewardship 
of Goh Chok Tong already boasts stadsdes 
diat could put to shame die most advanced 
nations.

Ihdia and Bangladesh fonnaliy started 
sharing the Gangs waters after ftte former 
qxned 75 sluice-gate on its Farakka barrage 
on January 1,1997 in implementatkin of foe 
treaty between foe two oountrjea. The Prime 
Ministers of India and Bangladesh had 
signed a 30-year waler^haring treaty m 
Nne Didhi on December 12 ,1996 to resolve 
foetr longstanding dispute over the matter. 

In the present phase of Indo-Bangla 
relations, a sort of peak pomt has bm 
reached by the signing of fhe accord 
between foe two countries for foe sharing 


of foe Ganga water. The accord was readied 
on foe eve of foe 25th anrdversaty of the 
establishment of Bangladesh in December 
1971. The occasion was appropriate as all 
people m Bangladesh had enfousiasHcaliy 
welcomed the ousting of the military 
ocenpation of foe country by foe Pbkiatani 
Army after Sheikh Mujibur Rahman 


had given foe call for the indsqiendenoe 
in 1971, 

The Ganga water accord with Bangladeah 
opens up foe prospect for bringing about 
a qualitative dunge m bilaieral mlatioiu 
and putting them in an entirdy new gear. 
The treaty is a momentous step forward hi 
the relations between foe two countries. 
By removing foe single-most unportant 
cause of tension in foese relatioiu, the 
treaty opens up foe proposal few bringing 
about a qualitative change m these 
lelations ai^ putting them in an entiidy 
new gear. 

The treaty is a vivid reflection of the 
fareightedncas and visUm of foe leaders who 
mustered the courage to condude it. The 


credit for it should, first and foremost, go to 
foe two Prime Mmisters, Mr. H. D. Deve 
Gowda and Sheikh Hanna Wajid. But It 
could not be concluded wifoout foe crucial 
cnnlribiitiaai rtf Mr. JyoU Basu, Chid MbMer 
of West Bengal. For, foe brunt of the 
coneequenoea of foe treaty in India hSa to 
be hont by Weat Bengal. And foe Chief 


Minisler of foe State did not healtate to take 
foe difficult dedsfons foat had to be taken. 

The Ganga water diqiule goes bade to foe 
early 1960 b when India, faring a threat to 
foe Calcutta port derided to aiuiounoe its 
plans to btdkl file Fatakka banage. Even Cyril 
Raddifte, who drew iqi fiw intmnafic^ 
border between India and Pakistan had 
warned fiiat India would have to make fiw 
hard choice between protectli^ its own 
mteresls and beii^ a good neighbour. 

The treaty will te valid for 30 years, with 
proviBions for review every five years or 
earlier. Provision has been made to take care 
fiiat neifiier Bangladesh nor India, or more 
piedsdy West Bmgsl, is at a disadvantage. If 
the water tevd at Farakka drops sharply, fiw 
two sides will share the avaiiaUe quantum 
on a 30:50 basis. A lOday alternate advantage 
formula has been worked out to ensure fiiat 
neither country suffers from acute siltation. 

Tlw last treaty signed m 1977 ensured a 
60:40 arrangement in favour of Bangladerii, 
under which it got 34,500 cusecs of water 
during the leanest period. But the accord 
ended in fiasco a decade later and Dhaka'a 
riiare drof^ied drastically. From 1988, fiw 
two sides had no formal arrangement on 
water sharing, deq;»te pleas iriim successive 
governments in Bangladesh for a long-term 
arrangement. 

The Bangladesh Prune Minwter has scored 
a major prtfitical virtoiy, ensuring fiwt her 
country will get more fiun 35,000 cusecs of 
water dtumg foe leanest period. The new 
treaty has carefully drafted to take care 
of West Bengal's mterests by assuring it 
40/)00 cusecs for Calcutta Port to tide over 
the cnais. 

The Left Front Government has said fiwt 
the treaty was in both countries' best 
interests. "There is no fiueat to Cakutia port. 
The alternate advantage formula has enwired 
that 40,000 cusecs of water is kept for 
maintaining iwvigability of the port," sold 
the West Bengal Finance Minister, 
Mr. Asim Dasgupta. He said the main 
problem of a lesser quantity of water at 
Farakka dunng the ISOnlSy lean period 
could not be tackled wifimut augmenting 
flow from other rivers throimih canals in fiw 
urea. A 143-km cstutl link to the Teesta la 
preyosed wifo Kiutan's cooperation,

Party (CPP), the Congress President, 
Mr. Sitaram Kesri was 'unanimously' 
elected leader of the CPP on January 3,1997. 
Mr. Kesri's election came after Mr. Ra)esh 
Pilot, the only declared candidate, was 
•9f deemed to have "withdrawn" in favour of 
the Congress President at a specially 
convened meeting of the CPP. Mr. Kesn 
appointed Mr. Sharad Pawar as the leader 
of die Congress in the Lok Sabha. 

It is a pity that Mr. Narasimha Rao had 
to quit as le^er of the CPP. He had to make 
an unceremonious exit minutes befoa* the 
deadline set by the party chief. Even if his 
exit was rendered inevitable after the 
CPP executive had emphatically shown 
him the door, the brazen manner in 
which Mr. Narasimha Rao ignored the 
overwhelming chorus against his 
continuance reflected a new low in public 
life. Embroiled as he was in cases inv^ving 
cheating, forgery and buying off MPs, all of 
which had contributed immensely to the 
P loss of credibility for the Congress, 
Mr. Narasimha Rao's removal from die post 
of CPP leader had become absolutely 
necessary for die party's revival. In a sense, 
the Narasimha Rao era had come to 
symbolise corruption at high place eroding 
the credibility of not only thd party but'of 
the democrat polity as a whole. Clinging 
on to the post even after the writing on die 
wail was clear. Mr. Narasimha Rao had 
closed all (^dons he had for a graceful eidt.

Indo>>lsraeli Relations 

Derkuing India as one among the risii^ 
economies of the 21st century, the Israeli 
President, Mr. Eaer Weizman, has reiterated 
his avuntry's desire to forge strong economic 
and trade ties with India. "The coming 
century will be the century of the Eastern 
World, where India, China, Indonesia and 
Japan will be the leading economies," 
Mr. Weizman said in New Delhi on 


Visting liidftf cscart^ five years sinoe die 
twe countries established diplomatic 
relations, Mr. Weizman had wide-nnging 
talks relating to bilateral issues with the 
Prime Miidster, Mr. H. Deve Gowda. Ibe 
two foaders had vritnessed tiie signing of 


four bilateral cooperation ^reements for 
technical, scientific and industrial reseaidv^ 
culture and education, and die setting tqi td 
an agriculture demonstration ptc^ecL 
Mr. Weizman, whose association with 
India goes back to nearly 51 years when he 
served at the \elahanka air base near 
Bangalore as a pilot with the Royal Air FbfOe 
of the United Kingdom, said that he hsuil 
offered the Indian Prune Minister the advkxi 
that "necessity was the mother of invention" 
and that it was this principle which bttel 
adopted in 1948 to see it through the e«ly 
difflcult d^s’when it was created. 

Israel has offered its advanced multi- 
mode maritime surveillance radar to tiie 
Indian Navy to counter the latest threat from 
the Pakistani Navy following its acquisition 
of P-3C Orion maritime surveillance aircraft 
from the United States. The Israeli maritime, 
surveillance radar, EL M-0222A, that can bd 
fitted on to patrol copters, would meet the 
immediate requirements of the Navy to a 
good extent as it can track up to 100 targets 
at a time. This follows the Indian Na^s 
plan to cotmter the Orion threat uring a, 
combination of early warning hardware- 
fitted helicopters and aircraft carriers. 

The maritime radar has a detection nttige 
of 30 nautical mites and 80 nautical m(lm in 
the case of smalt ships^ The lOO^Vg heavy 
radar has continuous self-teSt and automate 
failure alert capabilities during flight and 
even has a facility for reliabte failure location. 
The radar has b^ designed for fixed wing 
and rotary wing airborne piatfonni, 
although its modular hardware design 
and flexible avionic interface enable 
easy installation in various airborne 
platforms including Unmanned Aerial 
Vehicles (UAVs). Besides employing 
it for long range surveillance and moving 
target surveillance, 
it can also be used 
for navigation and 
weattier purposes.

High Court Verdict on 
U.P. Stayed 

The Supreme Court on December 20,19% 
stayed tihe operabcm of the Allahabad Htg^ 
Court {udgement quashmg PreMdent's Rule 
in Uttar Pradesh and admitted the special 
leave petition filed by the Centre challengii^ 
fliepidgement The three judge Bendi, white 
granting interim stay on ^ High Court 
order, said "this will not preclude the 
Governor (of U P J from exploring the 
posbibiiity ot the formation of a popular 
government ' 

In a landmark judgement, the Allahabad 
HighC uurt had on Pecember 19 quashed 
the Presidential proclamation in UP and 
held 'unconstitutional" its subsequent 
ratification by Parliament and asked the 
Governor to convene the State Assembly at 
the earbest 

The cntiial observations contained in the 
unanimous judgement of the three-member 
Bench reimposing President's Rule under 
Article 356 of the C onstituhon in U P are 
on the hnes of a similar stand taken by one 
of the two judges who had earlier heard the 
case Thus four of the five judges have had 
no hesitation in striking down the 
proclamation on the ground of its being "an 
unconstitutional act The pronouncement is 
not exactly calculated to enhance the 
credibility of either the Governor of the State 
or the United Front Government at the 
Centre which had acted on his report The 
Supreme Court has since stayed the High 
Court's order 

Had It not been stayed immediately by 
the Supreme Court Bie High Court's vc^ict 
jvould have created an extraordinary 
constitutional pnicedent without any parallel 
m parliamentary history—^the summoning 
of a newly-elected legislature by the Head 
of State with a message that the members of 
the legislature should deliberate, deade and 
convey who should be the He^d of 
Government 

In staymg die High Court rulmg, the apex 
court has recogms^ the need to settle with 
sofne urgency the larger constitutional 
questions tied to the issue If fractured 
verdicts and isolationist tendenaes are 
today's political reality, then the U P 
impasse would inevitably be replicated in 
other States, perhaps even at the Centre In 
other words, a formula for dealing with the 
situation has to be found and that too very 
scxin The process of government formation 
in U P ha^ly needs to wait for an exercise 

Ending Child Labour 

A beginning has been made to end child 
labour In a path-breaking ruling on child 
kdwur, the Supreme Court has on December 
10, 19% given the government a practical 
way to demonstrate to the world that it is 


doing somediiiig rtmut ttw abomhufote 
practice It has ctedered the govern men t to 
rescue chiMien forced to wodc ttl hBMidotJs 
industries and tend them to school 

The court has ordered employers of ddid 
labour fo contrttmie Rs 20,000 per duld and 
the State govonments to contribute Ra. 5,000 
to create a carpus fund for die dnUren't 
education There are an estouted M to 100 
million duld labourers in die country The 
apex court said the government should 
ensure education for them It ordered a 
survey with the report to be submitted 
withm six moi|ths 

India accounts for one-diiid (d die worid's 
untettered and 22 per cent of out of school 
children Close to ^ million children m the 
age group of 6 fo 14 years aie sbU uncovered 
by a senes of educational schemes to adueve 
uraveisalisabon of primary education Urn 
litany of statistics that underlmes the many 
challenges facing the held of education is 
staggering Indeed, it is an indictment of due 
many missed oppcrtunities and unkept 
promises 

According to the latest International 
Labour Organisation report, a shocking 
125 million children toil in hazardous 
employment such as m the production of 
glass, brass, locks, fireworks, matches, 
carpets and btdis m industrial umts scattered 
across much of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America India alone has over 100 million 
such children and clearcut policies to 
progressively eliminate child labour 
ncfovithslanding, their numbers sadly keep 
increasing every day 

The apex court's intentions are well 
received and its directions clear However, 
if a combination of good mtenbons and clear 
directions could produce the winning 
formula, so many of the mkmI and economic 
evils which bedevil Indian society would 
have been banished by now It is not foat 
we need extremely innovative or expensive 
sUategies to combat die menace of child 
lalxnir None of this will amount to a hill of 
beans if the very obvious solutions are 
overlooked There can be no two ways about 
the fact that duld labour brmgs down the 
market value of labour and that them call 
be no justihcahon for this m a country with 
massive adult unemployment Therefore, ttie 
first and most important step is to hold die 
government to its promise to provide free 
and compulsory education for children iq> 
to the age of 14 and die second is to promote 
economic growth to raise adult empfoyment 
and incomes If this is done along with 
modemismg hazardous industries to begm 
with, the batde agamst child labour 
begin m right earnest

The Agni, the crown of the IGMDP, has

”A decision to develop a missile system 
based on Agra missile technology can be 
taken at an appropnate tune omsutent widi 
prevailing Areat perception, global and 
regional secunty," the standing oomnuttee 
report said "If the government is going to 
ghre up the Agm miwde, dien we are htetally 
giving up the nudear option and diere is no 
point in c^poamg the Conqprehensive Teat

Research on the rocket had been

Developing a missile is not only for 
military purposes India can gam

The 58-year-oId Ghanian head of U.N. 
peace-keeping forced, Mr. Kofi Annan, 
became the devenfh United Nations 
Secretarv-Ci'neral following the exit of his 
predecesscir, Mr Boutros Boutros-Ghali, on 
January 1, 1997. Dr. Boutros-Ghali, 74, was 
ousted at the end of his first term as UN 
chief after Washington vetoed his candidacy

Traditionally, UN chiefs serve out two 
terms, according to a geographical rotation 
Mr. Arman, the first Afncan from south of 
the Sahlira to become the world's lop 
diplomat, won election as the representative 
of Africa after Mr Buutros<ihali put his 
name on hold following the U S veto. 
Mr. Ghali became the first Secretary-General 
to be denied a second Wrm—and for no fault 
of his. Then diere was France throwmg up 
barricades to an alternative candidate 
because it was determmed to have a native 
French speaker. Mr Annan was initially 
opposed by Pans because, though he spoke 
French, hts native C.hana did not. 

One would never dream of a country or 
a corporation having its chief executive 
chosen in this hi/arre manner, let alone the 
leading international body with its crucial 
peace-kceping and diplomatic roles. At least 
It can be said Mr Annan does not seem to 
be a bad choice. He is the fust UN boss to 
have actually worked his way through the 
ranks. Hopefully, on the all important issues 
of restructuring the UN's bloated 


in the fece of a negative vote. 

It IB also worth noting that Article 97 does 
not fix any time limit for the appointment.

It 
IS certainly a matter of celebration that 
Mr. Annan ia the first biad^ African to head 


the organisation and the first UN bureaucrat 
to rise from die ranks. 

Worlcl Population Report 

India's population will not overtake 
China's in the next 2S years but India will 
add 350 million during that period compared 
to China's increase of 205 rriUbon, acceming 
to a new report released by the Washington- 
based Population Institute on Dt<cember 28, 
1996. 

Hie mosyiopuious countries in the world 
today are C^ina, Indu, the United States, 
Indonesia, Brazil and Russia, but some of 
today's less populous, higher fertility 
countries will sur^ss cunently larger ones 
wldiin die next 25 years, the report said. 

Founded in 1969 and with members from 
over 160 countries, the Institute seeks to bni^ 
pt^lation into balance with the world's 
environment and its resource bas« Nigeria 
and Pakistan will replace Brazil and Russia 
among the six largest countries bv 2020. 

The report warns that the world has 
built-in demographic time bomb three 
billion people, the equivalunt of the entire 
papulation on this planet as lecenlly as 1960, 
will enter their child bearing years within 
the next generation. A total of 82 countiies 
are on a course to double their populations 
in 30 years or less, including Nigeria, 
Ethiopia, El Salvador, Guatemala, Honduras 
and Nicaragua. 

The report also points out that the world 
is demographically divided, with 95 p«- cent 
of population growth occurring in the less^ 
developed countries and regions of the' 
world which ere least able to witlistand the 
consequences of rapid population growth: 
environmental degradation, economic 
stagnation, hunger and malnourishment, 
urban deterioration, and high maternal and 
diild mortality. 

In developing countries like Turkey, 
Bangladesh and Hiailand, accessibility to 
family planning has contributed to a 
reduction of birth rates—even among poor 
populations—before livmg standards have 
improved. Hiat is indicative of the tact that 
lower birth rates can be achieved less 
expensively and more rapidly than by 
raMng education levels and living standards 
through effective family planning and 
toiproved opportunities for women. 

Evidence is mounting, the report warns, 
that rapid population growth is the most 
signifk^t cause of environmental damage 
nngbig from global climate change and 
detonstatxm to top-soil toss and dimbmiing 
water .supply. Water taftdes are falUtig by, 
about 20 metres per year. Water scarcity 
raises serious questions regarding nee and 
wheat .production in the Funjab region, 
India's primary a^icultural area.

criteria of NATO membership may be 
offered an associated status m the forum of 
Atlantic alluuice 

It IS also argued that the integration of 
former East Eurqiean Military Forces m the 
NATO can also be seen as reinforcing the 
process of European political construction 
The new NATO members from Eastern 
Eiiiope may also become members of the 
IS-nation Eurqiean Union m the early part 
of the 2l8t caituiy' 

The creation of an enlarged and 
"Europeanised" NATO is proving to be 
complicated business in the background of 
firm Russian opposition to NATO expansion 
The US, which leads the Western NATO 
alliance, is also determined to make the 
NATO more cost effective and efficient The 
American officials at NATO headquarters m 
Brussels have also reaffirmed their 
oomirutiiient to a "more viable European 
identity" within the NATO 


Sino-Russian Relations 


The Russian President, Mr Bone Yelism, 
has expressed satisfaction at tiie state of Sno- 
Rusaian relations durmg his meeting witii 
the vuiting Chinese Prmier, Mr Li Peng, 
m the Kremlin on December 27, 1996 
Mr Li's visit has provided tiie much-needed 
impetus to the "strategic partnership" 
between China and Russia with botii sides 
opposing s unipolar world dominated by 
tte UiutNl States. 



While Russia has opposed the Nordt 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation's (NATO) 
eastward expansion, Mr. Li explained 
China's stand that it does not favour a 
unipolar world and believes that the 
formation of a multipolar world could 
Iwneftt global peace and development. 

Most importantly, the Heads of States of 
the two giants seem to have institutionaiised 
reaprocal annual visits. Symbolically, the 
announcement of the Russian President's 
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Mr, Boris Yeltsin 


visit lo Beijing m the spring maiks an infbrmai 
decision to exchange Heads of State level visits 
each year Mr. Yeltsin visited Beijing in 1992 
and in 1996 and Mr. Jiang went to Russia in 
1993. It IS quite significant that no formal 
announcement of such institutionalised 
exchanges has been made. This is possibly 
linked to the fact that though die U& Resident, 
Mr. Bill Clinton and Mr. Jiang Zemin will 
also exchange visits m 1997 and 1998, no 
institutionalised arran gem e n t s for the years 
alwad have been decided iqxRi. 

Mr. Li was the first foreign dignitary to 
meetMr Yeltsin since his return to hisKiemlin 
office after the multiple heart surgery on 
November 5. He said China and Russia shared 
many views over the current intematiotud 
situation and Beijing fully understood 
Russia's concern over NA'TO's oft-stated 
eastward expansion. Mr. Li also told Mr. 
Yeltsm tiiat Rus.sia, a big power with huge 
potentials and nch resources, should become 
an important 'pole'm the world. 

The Chinese Premier said China backs 
Russia's bid for membership in the Asia- 
Paafic Economic Cooperation (APEC) forum 
and expressed optimism over the prospects 
for economic cooperation between die two 
countries. 

Both sides believe that for China and 
Russia, to establish a 21st century-onented 
strategic partnership based on eqtiality and 
trust IS in the fundamental interests of the 
two picoples, in conformity to die trend of 
peace and development of the world 
situation and international relations and to 
the formation of a multipolar world. 

'The two Bides have also decided to set up 
a preparatory commission for the m e e t ing s. 
Under tlw framework of the commissi^ 
sub-committees will be set up for 
cooperation in economy and trade and 
science and technology, for cooperation in 
energy and for cooperation in tran^iOTt If 
needed, more sub-committeM or w<»king 
groups will be created on the pounds of 
consultations of die two sides. 


Mr. Li Penoy and his Russian counterpart, 
Mr. Viktor Chernomyrdin, discussed 
military technology exdianges and agreed 
that it is of great importance to further 
strengthen cooperation in the fields of 
energy, madiin^ making, aviatkm and 
astronautics, transport, awiculture and 
advanced science and tedhnology. Under die 
nuclear techndogy agreement Russia will 
he^ equip a nuciMr plant in Uanyungang, 
a coastal dty in eastern China, witii two 
Ruaaia-made WER-IOOO reactors. 

Experts within die US. administration. 
Congress and think-tanks in Waahington are 
beginning to devote greater attention to the 
burgeoning nuclear, military, economic, 
trade and political relations bdween Russia 
and China. They are convmced that Russia's 
desire to develop close links with Chma 
parallels the US inspired move to expand 
the NATO eastward by admitting Moscow's 
cold war allies in Eastern Europe as new 
members. 

WTO Calls for Free 
Global Trade 

Two years after its birth, the Work! Trade 
Organisation (WTO) held its fust ministerial 
conference, which is its supreme policy 
making body. Since this was the first ever 
ministerial conference, it set its envn agenda, 
format and procedures that were to become 
part of an evolving mechanism to liberate, 
monitor and guide intertiational trade by 
breaking down more barriers. 

The WTO has on December 13. 1996 
reaffirmed its commitment to 
internationally-recognised labcnir standards 
but rejected using these for protectionist 
purposes and hail^ an epoch-making zeto- 
tanff pact on information technology. 
Wrapping up the five-day inaugural WTO 
eneeting in Singapore, the Trade Ministers 
of 128 member nations adopted a dedarabon 
vowing to fully implementing various 
agreements to strengthen the world trade 
regime and pledged to tackle new issues 
such as investment and competition. 

In deference to the wishes of the 
developir^ world, the document took note 
of tile ccmcems (rf the Third World on linking 
labour issues witii trade and recognised that 
the International Labour Organisation (ILO) 
was the competent forum for setting and 
dealing with labour standards. A landnurk 
agreement to scrap massive tariffs on 
information technol^ trade by year 2000 
gained support with 28 economies pledging 
tiieir commitment to the plan. ‘The info- 
technology pact is regarded as a key 
achievonent of the bieniuat ministerial 
conference. 

'Ihe inaugural meeting of tiie WTO was 
the biggest event in trading history in 1996 
where foreign trade ministers from over 128 
countries congregated for five days to debate 
trade liboalteation and at tiie same time 
protect their interests. The Singapore 
meeting started on December 9 with Mr. 
Renato Riiggeiio, the DirectoivGenetal erf the 
WTO, calling on countries to strengthen tiie 

a^^ments on the ministerial ^^aration 
that wu to be issued at tiie end of the meet. 
The meeting began after a preparatory 


meeting In Qeneva in November and 
reaulted in a win-some-and-lose-aome 
situation for both the developed arid 
developing countries where each ‘ 
compromkied to make the final dedaratxm 
a rewty 

Thoi^ tiw main agenda at tiie meeting 
was to review the pacts arrived at tlw 
Uruguay round after seven years of tortuous 
negotistions between tiie various trsding 
blocs, peripheral issues like core labour 
atandards, investment rules, competition 
poUcy and transparency in government 
fuacurement occupied centre stage pushing 
out the built-in agenda. 

India, Pakistan and Egypt were three 
countries which were in the forefront of the 
debate <m labour standards opposing horn 
the day any one mention of it in tiie final 
text of the ministerial dedarahoir. 

Iheae issues became contentious that the 
trading ministers had virtually to sit tiiroi^ 
those five nights to hammer out a solution 
so that the final text became a reality. On 
the penultimate day, that is on Decmber 
12, there was some movement and the 
developed and developing world had 
reached the agreement m principle. 

The developed countries agreed to 
recognise the ILO as the supreme bekiy to 
deal with core labour standards and that 
these standards would not be enforced on 


any developing country to pursue 
protectionist measures. Also the developed 
countries would not at any time call into 
question the competitive advantage of low 
wage countnes 

India could take pride in the final 
wordings in the declaration as at any 
mtemational conference its negotiators have 
always shown the requisite skill in drafting. 
It succeeded m ensuring tiiat its concerns 
were fully addressed and safeguarded m the 
final text. While India did make 
compromises at the ministerial conference 
of the WTO, tiie decisions taken m Singapore 
do not constitute a surrender of the 0001 ^ 1/8 > 
mterests. India did not want the ministerial t 
dedaratiim to nuike any reference to the two 
controversial areas of investment and labour 
standards as it felt that these issues were 
not the concern of the WTO. However, to 
the extent that the final statement does 
discuss these issues, it would seem that 
willy-nilly India softened its stand— 
whatever foe provisons and ambiguities in 
the text. But there are reasons why this 
cannot be called a sell-out. No contractual 
obligations have been accepted and, the 
equivocal nature of tiie decisions leaves some 
room for manoeuvrability in the future. 

Hie WTO is vital for India and the worid, 
but needs to be restrained from wandering 
into fields other than trade. This lesson 
emerges fiom the ministerial meeting in 
Singapore. The WTO has proved that a is 
very different from its predecessor.

Going by India'a record to totemathmal aStlra to the 
last tew years, it would have been unreaUahc -on India’s 
part to have taken such a rigid stand on an almost 
universally aece|Hed treaty (178 natlon-atalea have signed 
NFT so for). So. the first option holds no good for India, 
amllarly. H is not advisable for a devdoidng country Ifiie 
India to openfy defy the efforts of nudeaj' weapcms* 
eUminatlon by almost whole world through NPT ant! CTBT 
(Comprchttoelve Test Ban Treaty. Hence It is not i»udent 
for India even to go for the aecond alternative. Bid. as 
already discussed, since national interest is'of utmost. 
importance. India has to go for the third alternative', keep 
Its nuclear option open and aecure the national interest 
and sonirtty. Just because It concerns the security of the 
nation, all sections of public opinion and all'poUtteal 
parties have fully suppwted the stand taken by the 
government to go nuclrew- 

India has always opposed NPT and denounced it as 
discriminatory. It is an unequal treaty, according to Indfo. 
itecause il talks about and restricts -only horizontal 
proliferation and does nothing about vertic^ proliferation. 
It is the vertical proUfexation which is adding up to nuclear 
stockpiles. India is totally against the double standards of 
nuclear powers who lay down one set of rules for 
themselvK and another for nuclear threshold oountries 
in regard to the norms for nuclear teat. .The series of 
nuclear explosions conducted fay France and China Just 
after the extension of NPT Itself tells the dtocrioilnatoiy 
nature of NPT. Moreover, the nuclear *ltaves‘ hwe 
tlieniselves violated the rules and laws of NPT. Chtoa Has 
.supplied nuclear technirfogy, SssUe material and about 
bOOO ring magnets to Pakistan clandestinely. This has 
been a clear cut violation of NPT. but nothing has been 
dune against China. India’s refusal to sign NPT to Its 
present form shows her Intentions crystal dear to go 
nuclear, if discriminatory aspects of K are not mnoved. 

The disarmament conference at Geneva sought to 
persuade countries to adhere to CTBT by signing it CTBT 
actually restricts even peacdiil nudear explosions. As a 
develo^ng country IntUa needs nuclear energy for various 
peaceful derelopmetital work. She cannot afford to lose 
the atiKfantage of her nuclew technology which baa 
brought her on an even ked to the race of eormoqaic as 
well as pditlcal development. India, who is one of the 
most de^Qped among deveioptog or the Third World 
ajufitiies. wtth hm- nuclear advantage, can help In 
providing a better bugatotog position to North-South 
negotiations in almost evary contenttoua Issue right 
from economic to poltttcal one. India feels both CTBT and 
NPT are basicdly owant (or maintaining the he g emo n y 
of USA-led. Western countries who have no moral 
concern for the oomplds efimtoatlon of nudear weapons,

Bidr onto nisetesr programmes and would not have 
preasurtsed the thrCdiold nudear powers Le., India and 
Pakistan fidm going ahead with their nudear programmes. 
India has hchoeforth decided not to adhere to CTBT. 
The til-motives of nuclear powers compel India to go 
nuclear. It Is a different case If India has shown restraints 
so for. 

Nudenr Detenrent 

Nudear power is normally used as a deterrent. Any 
country which is not nudear is at the mercy of those \riio 
are nuclear. It is a psychosis of fear vdiidh works vriien a 
Qounby is not nudear. A country like India who has advanced 
stage of nuclear technology does not want to lose her 
deterrent power by falling into the traps of 'huclear haves”. 

To keep up with her nuclear options. India has to take 
a decision uis-a-uis her relations with Pakistan, (her 
trrkditional and bitterest enen^) and wtth the ‘nuclear 
haves'. India's relations with Pakistan have been never 
good and il is most unlikely that it will improve to the 
near ftiture. Moreover, Pakistan's nuclear policy 'is 
dependent on India. Pakistan has clearly stated It would 
not sign NPT or adhere to CTBT until and unless India 
signs it. Uke India. Pakistan is also a nuclear threshold 
country. It has already attained nuclear capability through 
smuggling of nuclear material and other clandestine deals. 
Pakistan has better relations with at least two nuclear 
powers. Le.. China and USA. It was China who has helped 
Pakistan in acquiring nuclear components. On the 
contrary. India has no good relations wtth any nuclear 
power. Disintegration of USSR not only resulted in India 
losing a trusted nudear power but it also led to the 
promotion of nuclear technology from erstvriiUe USSR 
through smuggling. This made South Asia the most 
vulnerable nudear region inducing India to go nudear to 
ensure her national securify. 

There are many in India vdio think ttiat If India goes 
nudear. she will have to face finandal problems for two 
reasons: first, because of economic sanctions by Western 
countries against India. Secondly, many say that a 
deveioptog country like India should not waste her hard 
earned money to making nuclear bombs. Add to this the 
d«nestlc problems and domestic politics of India have 
further complicated the issue of going nudear or not. One 
political pa^ believes we should go nuclear, without 
delay: the other says we Just need to keep the options 
open. Changing governments at the Centre within a short 
span, that too of diffcrc:;: opinions on this issue, is not 
a good sign for India's nr.tional Interest and security. At 
this enu^ juncture In international politics when the 
most important nudear treaty of the century is bdng 
discussed, the present government vriiich is a coalition 
government has not yet come with a dear stand on CTBT 
whidi is to be finalised in Just one month. India, ftdlowing 
her dd tradlttan, should soon come up with a clear cut 
stand and say ‘big no* to the present CTBT. She should 
keep her i^dear options open and first tty to have a 
consensus within the country, regarding going nudear at 
present itself or still wait. 

Actually to India foreign policy objectives are tradltion- 
bssed. The changes Ufice place veiy slowly. Whatever 
ebanges take place are structural and not qualitative. 
This Is the reason why to India the inhibition of going 
nimlear still persists, inspite of qualltadve changes having 
taken plane to the world. India’s foreign policy has, hitherto 
being reactive. So, India is Just reacting to the 
devefopmenta taking place regarding nudear proliieratlon 
and non-prdlfexaUon. nrbbabfy, going by her track records 
tt would be reaction only to certain events to international 
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relatloRs by virtue of which India would restrain herself 
by keeping her options open 
To achieve the territorial liivlolablllly and sovereign 
integrity of country, national interest demands that we 
should go nuclear and not be at the mercy of other 
nuclear powers This apart, nuclear capablllly itself acts 
as deterrent One need not always go nuclear (te, make 
nuclear bombs) .to deter others Nuclear capability would 
constantly remind others of our abiiity and power If the 


rest of the world knows. India has the 

wttli stunning cnenstcs will tliJHk ttwcc 

before they plan any mischief against us. . 

Till the time nuclear technology Is used as a symbol of 
power, nuclear weapons would continue to play an active 
role tn power equation And a nuclear threshold country 
like India cannot afford to lose her place In this power 
equation Thus India's nuclear poUtgr, with regard to going 
nuclear, is based on a realistic and pragmatic approach Q 


Has Non-Aligned Movement 
Become Obsolete ? 


With events such as the collapse 
of the Soviet Union and the Gulf 
Wai and the other drastic changes 
in the world situation many people 
view that the Non Aligned Movement 
has lost its raison d'etre At least in 
the case ni the Iran Iraq War, the 
Movement has failed in evoloving a 
common strategy against the war 
The Wai which cemtinued for eight 
years was the first blow to the 
political effectiveness of the 
Movement which has in any case 
become flabby over the years because 
ot the accretion of its membership 
from a mere twenty five at its 
founding meeting at Belgrade to over 
a hundred and thirteen in the 11th 
Summit concluded In Cartagena. Colombia Many of the 
new members could hardly be described as non-aligned 
in the true spirit like what its founding fathers would 
have visualised 

During the days of the Cold War many members found 
themselves unable to withstand the economic and political 
pressure of the big powers leading to the creaUon of 
shaiply defined blocs within the Movement of those tilting 
heavily towards one or the other supo' power Only a 
liandfui were strong enou{^ to withstand this pressure 
but they too found themselves unable to prevent the 
resultant watering down of the basic commltmentb of the 
Movement 

Alter the Cedd War 

with Uie end of the Cold War there has been a qualitative 
change in the geo political situation making the role of an 
organisation like Uie Non Aligned Movement more 
Irrelevant despite its forceful presence in the UN General 
Assembly Oils is because of ^ economic interests of the 
big powers who dominate the Security Council having 
veto power which is often misused 

Much of the Movements achievements have 
unfortunately been negated the constant rivalries of 
some of its own members The rivalry between India and 
Pakistan Iran and Iraq, Israel mtd Lebanon Israel and 
other Arab countries and the Issues relating to 
Afghanistan Kampuchea, and many other African 
countries pose an imminent danger to the Movement 
That Is why one must assess the growing crisis in the 
Gulf region affecting the stability not only of West Asia 
but also ot the adjoining regions It is obvious from the 
case of Iraq which faced the allied forces mounting military 


pressure exposing the lack of 
Initiattve by the NAM leaders It is 
not enough to say that all the NAM 
countries were taken by surprise 
and the events moved so fast that 
any initiative that might have been 
possible on its behalf has been 
overshadowed by the direct 
involvement of the United States anr 
other big powers One can 
emphatically say that NAM has not 
been able to make a real dent in the 
Interaational situation after the end 
of Cold War The gap between the 
rich and poor has not been 
narrowed reglonai conilicls and 
wars have endangered peace in 
different parts of the world 
technologicai advancement m the developed countries has 
exposed the Third World examines to new dangers ol 
economic and cultural domination Proliferation of nuclear 
weapons has brought the danger of nuclear warfare at 
the doorsteps of many a naUoii although NPT has been 
signed and approved by many countries 
The emergence of new power centres in Europe, dsqian 
and Germany and the demoiitiem of the communist 
structure in the former Soviet Union has made the world 
multi-polar but the poor non-aligned cxiuntries have 
been left higli and dry to fend for thcnisdves The question 
tlial is being asked today in respect of NAM is its relevance 
at a time when the world has become somewhat unipolar 
A basic change has of course to come about The 
world IS no longer divided into the solid blocs Although 
the ideological bigotry has gone, the basic division remains 
The danger of a total global conflagration has receded, 
but regional conflicts remain unresolved and pose a threat 
to vast populations in different continents The danger of 
economic and cultural exploitation looms larger with no 
let or hindrance, the new dangers, particularly among the 
Third World countries, of a backward ideological movement 
such as fundamentalism, and the means to terrorism 
pose a new danger to the sovereignty and integrity of 
many nations South South cooperation has not inade 
much headway 

The lack of a strong leadership has been one of the 
reasons for NAM's failure ^paren%. a majority of NAM 
members have been unwilling to face this fact Some 
other flaws in NAM as a global phenomenon have also, 
been noticed by impartial observers There ts urunlstakabk 
dichotomy between what the NAM leaders preacdi and 
what they actually practise The voting pattern at the UN 
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shows that the consensus evolved at the conferences is 
not borne In mind whoi it comes to the crunch. Again, it 
Is indeed odd that during the past 50 years there have 
been 150 conflicts within the non-aligned community In 
all those conflicts the super powers seemed to be fluting 
the proxy war, they were on opposite sides in almost all 
caaes 'rtie most poignant complaint by the non-aligned 
countries deploring the slow progress made by is 
tbat it has played no part in s^tng disputes, even those 
between its members Nor has NAM m^e any marie on 
the ongoing problems in Lebanon, Cyprus and the 
Palestinian Intifada and so on. 

Apartheid died a slow death because of economic 
pressures. Inadequate though it be, and public moral 
disapproval applied by the US and Western Europe, and 
NAM cannot Uke any credit for the end of aparUield 

What role has NAM to play In the present new 
Internationa] set up ? Has its utility and rationale ended 7 
The hundred and thirteen countries which share the 
ideology still have high hopes and an important role to 
play The new development and the prevailing climate do 
not vindicate the policy of non-alignment but. most 
importantly undeiline the need to analyse and assess the 
evolving situallon In order to formulate 
a strategy (.onforming to its objectives 
and principles 

The Non Aligned Movement Is ready 
to rontribule acUvely and ccMistructlyety 
to tlie ongoing efforts for solving 
icgional and global problems, in 
accordance with the UN charter and 
the objectives of non alignment so as 
to ensure respect for the rlglit to self 
determination of iieoples and enhance 
the struggle ag<iinst all forms of 
subjugation foreign occupation and 
domination besides all forms of raasm 
Ihe Movement is also determined to 
maintain and accelerate the historic 
momentum recently generated, thus 
unpailiiig to It a greater degree of 
permanence than in the past The non 
aligned countries have always held that 
^the responsibility for the future of 
^iihuikind cannot be left to a limited 
number of rounlrles. however great and 
powerinl they may be More than evei before disarmament, 
particularly the nuclear disarmament, remains a high 
priority ,irea of the Non-Aligned Movement In order to 
achieve the objective of nuclear weapon-free world, the 
international community has to adopt and implement a 
time bound programme for the elimination of nuclear 
weapons The NAM leaders would, therefore, do well to 
make a realistic asoessment, draw up a revised strategy, 
present a united fremt by mending fences within the 
Movement, and may not confine themselves to passing 
high sounding resolutiems and issuing calls to the giants 
who earlier took no notice of such ‘cries In the wilderness* 

NAM has to team a lessem from the changing world 
order They can also form groups like the European 
Union by coming closer and closer to eacli other The 
utility of more than hundred nations rqiresenting 90 per 
rent of the global population can hardty be trifled away 
Instead of having still great pressures, the relevance of 
NAM does not get mtnimised by any measure 

NAM is not a mere casual ccfliection of indtvidua' States 
is a vital historical process It la a combination of many 
that are an aasertion of humtmklnd's will to survive 
despite oppression, the growing arms race and the 


ideo l og ical dMitons. Tlie Movemott has a framework, it 
has dewdoped prteiclj^ that ore not dogmatic but 
ctynamle. 

NAM. in fact has fisoed many pulls and preasurea but 
never succnimbed to them, As such it is becxi^ng stronger, 
though it is not a very sought after club at present 
Nevertheless, it stfll means peace and prosperity. The 
policy of ncm-allgnoient is not on end hi Itself but a 
means to an end. 

A PiMltlfre Agenda of Cooperation 

Since international rdatlons are stili characterised by 
the use of force, all the concerned members of NAM must 
leave no stone unturned in keeping the self-made “globa] 
policeman* United ^tea. under restraint so that it should 
never dare to poke its nose in every afftlir. particularly, 
the internal affairs of a country Furthermore. NAM needs 
to (xmstantly monitor the intervention eff the developed 
nations In the name of UN 

NAM has to work towards bringing about a change in 
the Western perceptions With its broad aim of the 
struggle for intonatlonal harmony the Movement has 
resulted in a major shift towards the democratlsatlon of 
international relations averted a global 
schism and provided constructlvr 
support to the sovereignty and integrity 
of ail countries It is working hard tc> 
have a pollution-free life with the 
changing concept of development it 
has also c^ed for reforms in the 
World Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund and demanded that 
the multUateral d^ts of low-income 
developing countries should be written 
off 

But today, the non-aligned countries 
free a difficult situatlan Can they dose 
their eyes to the basic problems facing 
them ? Certainly not The Movement 
may not aim at non-alignment but can 
have a positive agenda of cooperation, 
adjustment and peace It should 
direct all energies to achieve a new 
world order and to light new and 
more subtle dangers of domination Le, 
a new protectionism indulged in the developed 
countries 

What is the future of NAM in the present situation of 
the world 7 It still lacks the focus in the true sense 
Indications are that the Internal differences vrill continue 
There may be no break-up of the Movement (In fact, 
much glamour Is still associated with this body) because 
its membership co mpri s e s a majority of the worid countries 
and its broad aims and objectives are same as those of 
the United Nations ifself 

The world Is still In transltlan Europe Is to achieve its 
unification soon, Russia will have to achieve vtabiUty In 
its new incarnation as a Commonwealth of Independent 
States the regional confltets wOl have to be defined in 
term4 of new exigencies of the times and the global 
economic order may leave the majority of mankind without 
the basic nereaslUea for survl^. The agenda for the 
erstwhile non-aligned ccnintries Is dear The Movement 
will have to be called, not NAM but 'movement for a new 
WOl Id order*. Hence, It requires nugor re-organisation and 
rr-orientatlon Let us wisdom dawns on its members 
Let us be optlndsUc and prey tiiat the Movement should 
become rdevant and play tta usdul role. ' □ 
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When one reads the newspaper In 
the. iiKkmin;;, tl«; ttenis which attract 
Immediate attention are those 
relating to violence, especially on 
women. Rapes, dowry deaths, 
murders — the list is endless. 

Recently, the murders of Sujata 
Saha and Deepa Gupta in the 
“Personal Point Triple Murder" case 
raised a furore among the public. In 
fact, it must be remembered that 
most of the violence on women goes 
unreported in India, so thO crimes 
which do get reported are just 
depicting a fraction of the reality. 

Along with the rising violence on 
women in modem times, we are also 
finding an increasing amount of 
violence shown on TV and cinema. Practiodly every soap 
aired on TV deals with revenge, greed, deceit and dtaboUcal 
plots. In most of the TV serials, women are portrayed 
either as helpless victims sufTciIng silently or as tou^ 
and running, out to take revenge for their suSeringB 
resorting once again to violence, Indian cinema today has 
become infamous for depicting some of the worst forms of 
violence on women. There is blood everywhere and the 
victim's piteous scream for help as well as the villain's 
terrifying lau^iter haunt the audience long after the flhn 
is over. The question arises, do the visual media have any 
relation with the ciiines being perpetrated on women 
today ? 

A similar debate is raging on tn the United States of 
America where crime rates are one of the highest In tlw werid. 
American films are increasingly depicting violence and 
Uoodshed which is lapped iq> fay klda. teenagers and aduKs 
coinciding with the same time that viokmce is reignhig 
unchecked in American aociety. A study has revealed that 
teenagers in the US are getting Inspired by pornographic 
and violent films to indulge in date rapes, rape of older 
women, kidnapping and strangulation of women, etc. 

The visual media, be It TV or cinema, is a very powerful 
vehicle for communicating ideas and Images. It creates a 
world which seems very real and viewers are unaUe to 
differentiate between the contrived world and the real 
one. Most problems are shown to have stnydlstlc solutions, 
usually involving the taking of law into one's own hands. 
Thus Hindi movies like 'Pratighat' and 'Anjaaxn' and more 
recently “Bandit Queen* Justify revenge by women. An 
atmosphere is created wherein it seems justified that 
women should take up guns to fight their tormentors. All 
this, if followed in reality, would only lead to further 
crimes on women. 

More Important, the fihns and TV soaps admlng to 
depict the plight of women actually whet the appetite of 
lumpen elements of society. Rather than cvokltig disgust 
and revulsion towards violence on women, these films 
give pleasure to those deprived sections of society vtdio 
enjoy watching the gory details of rape and murder. 
Anyone who has watched "Bandit Queen* in a cinema 
hall will votich for the fact that most of the audience 


hunt into hoots mid catcaUs cai 
seeing tlm sexually expheit scenea. 
IThane waa ah atma^iepe a gslMy 
and flendiah deU/^t rather than one 
of oerioua cohtei^atlcm and shock 
at the downward trend d* dviUsafion. 

It be argued that the vlaual 
media onfy refl^ what la already 
taking place hi society. A crinilnal is 
not ncdesoarily inq;>iTed by flhns. 
Mak dominance and female servlUfy 
have been existing In India for 
generations. Wife-beating and 
domestic violence on women is 
nothing new in India. A wife Is 
considered as her husband's 
prcqierty and outsiders cannot 
Int^ere, no matter vdiat tortures 
are inflicted fay the husband. And women vdio stand 
deflanffy agahiat men are not applauded. In Rajasthan a 
few years back, a school teacher who tried to educate the 
women of her village about family planning was soundly 
beaten up fay the moifolk and raped. Dowry ts being 
practised tn India for ages. The practise of loading the 
bridegroom's fomtty with gifts and cash has not been 
inspired by the m^a, but is an age-old tradlticm. The 
Insatiable greed of the In-laws which ultimately leads to 
burning or torturing of the bride is a phenomenon which 
has been hl^ilighted by the media but is indeed a slice 
of reality. 

Due to rising consumerism and higher standards of 
Uvlng. the desires of most people for material wealth have 
also gone up. The dlfi'erences between the haves and 
have-nots are widening and poverty is rampant. It ia not 
surprising that tn such an atmosphere, violence is 
becoming the means for gaining power and wealth. Since 
womoi are an integral part of society, they, being 
vulnerable, cannot escape the violence which Is spreading 
all arouxid. So the media caimot be wholly bl^ed for 
contiibuUng to violence cm women. Such violence has 
giready berome a part of society. 

However die visual nwdia cannot be absolved of the 
Uatne of senaitiMng human minds to vlcdence. By seeing 
vkrient scenes repeatedfy in films, the initial riiock and 
revulMon sIo«^ get dulled. The mind no longer recoila 
from such violence and soon violence becomes 
commonplace and blase. Rapes and murders of wennen 
do not evoke strong feelings aify longer and in the extreme 
case, even if such happenings are witnessed in real hie 
one may look the other way, unaffected. This can be a 
very dangerous efifect of the visual media vdilch mttat be 
checked at afl costs. 

Of late, a new phenomenon which has emerged to the 
financing of big-budget conuneiclal filma by dona bf the 
underworld like Damood Ibrahim.‘This haa led to dcpicticxi 
of more vifigartty and violence in films to ti^kte the 
audiences. Frequent eaq^eure of fcniiiie anatoniy on 
cellutoid does inspire the perverted aectlona of fitBavto w er a . 
most of whom are &?om die lower and unenqrloyed strata 
of society. This might lead them to taiti» the honour and 
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dignity of women tai a light-hearted tnatmer and Indulge 
in cvc-teaalng or more hetooue acts. When It is a ioicnm 
fact that most of the Indian males are aex-hungiy hi our 
conservaUw society, it is dangn'ous to excite them further. 
through erotic films. 

Many films show the hero chasing the hendne aM 
finally getting her. Given adien the heroine ie|ecti the 
advances of the hero, the latter pursues her by force and 
makes her helpless. Such films can inspire roadside 
Romeos to believe that any girl is theirs for the asking 
only if pursued vigorously enough. Naturally wdien they 
are rejerfed in real life, unlike in films, they get ilrushrated 
and resort to violence. 

In fact, there is a lot of scope for the visual media to 
contribute in building a society where a woman is 
honoured and respected. Rather than showing films with 
ugly violence and unrealisUc solutions they should make 
positive films which help in generating entiiustaSih. 
Television serials like ‘Rajanr go a long vay In making 
women confident and equipped to handle crisis. Films 
like “Daminl" and “Raja fQ Aaye^ Barat* havealso hanified 
the problems of violence on women in a positive manner 
by showing that a woman who fights for justice against 
all odds can ultimately emerge victorioua with the public 
on her side. 

Rather than showing the daiic, squalid side of human 
life where violence reigns uncheck^, the visual media 
should show how women can help themselves by beboming 
Independent, fearless and aelf-supporUng. Men shouM 
also l)e depicted with healthy, supporting attitudea towards 
women so that viewers can follow than as examples. 
Since women today are entering mostly into every 
profession including the defence services, this should be 
reflected by the media. Rather than only making TV 
serials showing; abuses on women or the moral 
degeneration of women in the elite circles, the serials 


should depict a healthy society where every Indivtduai 
gets reaped and hebn each othor in distress. Even in big 
dtles ttero have been instances of neighbours hdping 
each other and living Hke one family. In villages, most 
peojfie even from rMerent castes and communities co¬ 
exist in haimoi^. TV and films can go a long way in 
reinforcing human morals and values. Remember the film 
‘Meet John Ooe* made by Prank Capra years back ? Such 
films can really help in tnliising enUmaiasm and goodwill 
in fellow citisens and making us realise that the world is 
one lidg family. 

Films must not make us get used to violence. True, the 
film maka or TV serial maker has every right to express his 
feeling or creative instincts. It would not be right to censor 
every film simfgy because it shows violence. People would 
not like to view life always with rose-coloured passes or 
see films with preachy overtones and a moral in the end. 

A correct balance has to be struck between ugfy reality 
and rosy fantasy. The visual media must provide food for 
thought in a creative manner. For example, the Hindi film 
“Mirch Masala' succeeded in effectlvety portraying a village 
woman who resisted the overtures of a powerful aristocrat 
with the help of other women. Ihe film had an enormous 
Impact on viewers. 

Whetho’ the visual media contributes to violence on 
women is a question which can be debated till the cows 
come home. No direct relationship can be established 
between the two except for isolated cases where murders 
and rapes were directly copied from films. But it can be 
realised that the visual media is a powerful tool which 
can mould human thinking. It can dehumanise human 
beings and make them more unfeeling and insensitive. Or 
it can reinforce human values and sense of fairplay. The 
media authorities must become aware of their 
responsibility to tty and get women the respect and honour 
they richly deserve. Q

Ihf cxcllenienl was quite visible 
my face. With the clenched fists 
•'' in my pockets and adrenalin at its 
jieak flow, palpitation was quite 
apparent as 1 was eagerly praying 
for a daughter. The God finally 
answered It through the labour-room 
sisier's voice. "Sir. you are blessed 
with .T girl child". My ecstasy knew 
no Ijounds and 1 was really thrilled, 
elated and euphoric at this very piece 
of new*. Ewn (he labour-room 
sister s faint smile failed lo dampen 
my jubilation. Tlie news spread and 
so many ol my friends and relatives 
started pouring tn. But I was quite 
surprised and perplexed by their 
ixrfunclory congratulatory tone, as 
if they were consoling me on the 
iiirth of my daughter—my moat 
lieautiful gift irom the Ood; Their 
.itiilude .simply stunned me. shirking 
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has never been accepted with open 
arms—in many parts of the country, 
it is being looked upon rather as a 
curse, a matter to be laughed at 
nearly by all. The word 'problem’ 
being i^onymous with 'girl-child', 
this concept has failed to change 
our social attitude since time 
immemorial. Hie arrival of a girl 
child is welcomed with gibe, taunt 
and jeers by others, and with 
frustratkin. disappointment and grief 
by her parents. Right from the day 
of her birth she carries the stigma 
of an 'unwanted child’ and so is 
tortured mentally and physically by 
her parents, her in-laws and society 
as well, for no fault of hers. Perhaps 
It is a sin to be a girl child in most

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ilie question arises why a girl child has to ftu* such d 
rough weather all through her life, always fighting ftn* hfer 
survival- Actually It is our social structure, the domitutnce 
of the male In the society, which has added to her woes. 
TTie prime view, imprinted and prevailing In most of the 
parents' mind, is that a girl child Is not going to be of aiiy 
use to them In their future. Basically, she is not considered 
to be an ideal investment' by her parents to this 
materialistic world who rather treat her as something 
which only adds to their 'expenditure’. Thus, her grief 
grows. In contrast to the treatment given to the boy, alfe 
is treated shabbily, without any touch of love, wumth 
and care. Even minor frivolities compound to mete out to 
her s€!vere punishment all the time. The parents 
underestimate the need for her education and aonsider It 
as a sheer waste because It is not going to be of any help 
to them In future, but only adding to the contorts of her 
in-laws. That Is why she Is forced to remain mostly 
Indoors, and advised and directed to indulge in household 
chores only. Education remains a distant dream for moat 
of them, and they are Just pushed Into oblivion. 

From puberty to adultho^. dowry stalks them. The 
'sword of dowry' keeps dangling always over their heads. 
Failure to fetch it leads to her torture, her burning and 
even'her death. Just for the fear of this dowry the parents 
want to get rid of thrir daughters—elther by an abortion, 
or by killing them once they are bom: and, tf they survive, 
then neglecting and maltreating them throu^out their life. 

Rearing a female child is also a-very tedious and 
tenacious job in Indian society, where her security is of 
prime concern. Many evil eyes always keep haunting her, 
and most of the time she has to face the wrath and bear 
the brunt of it. This forces many parents to shy away 
from rearing them as they cannot talm the pain of keeping 
a constant vigil on their dau^ters. So the parents simply 
do not want a girl child, and this has led to the practice 
of the brutal killing of the female child among certain 
castes In some of the states in India, mainly Rajasthan, 
'thus, basically It is the fault In the system of social 
upbringing which adds to the problems of a girl child. 

But there are also many families vriiere a girl child is 
considered to be a prize possession, and she is treated 
with great love and affection, provided with every 
opportunity which helps her to attain an honouraUe 
social status in every walk of life. 

Now the question arim ; is there any solution to all 
these 'problems’ of a girl child ? In my opinion, certainly 
to a great extent, if there is a wider, level of co-operation 
from every stratum of the society. The plain unvarnished 
truth Is that a society or a country cannot flourish without 
the active cooperation and participation of women In 
every aspect of life. And there are plenty of examples 
before us where a country has develop^ only when 
women have been given equal opportunity and status and 
where a girl child has been brought up with all the extra 
care and love. 

Hoping for a solution, we have to start right from her 
intra-uterlne life, where the Pre-Natal Diagnostic 
Techniques (Regulation and Prevention of Misuse) Act, 
1994, prohibiting the misuse of techniques like 
amniocentesis and ultrasonography for determining the 
sex of the foetus for aborting female foetuses should be 
enforced strictly to check this horrendous practice, and 
the erring persons should be punished accordingly, as 
eveiy gin has a right to. be bpm. 

the parents, speclalfy the mother, should be suitably 
prepared psychologically and mentally during her 
pregnapey for the birth of a giri child, so that jtfie can be 
accepM In the faniily wtdi dll *0181 gtee and mfriir. Parents 


should be advteed and taught, to bring np d»ir female 
child with pU tovie and care ao that she can luwe an eqi^ 
opportunity, even a better one, for proper educatkm. 
More emphasis ^oidd be laid, on the education aapeet 
because.It faiw been observed that girls have outsnuutsd 
boys in many fields of fife. Today thqr have tonquened 
eveiy field of sodety’and one can see women as succeasiUl 
pnlttfaij an S , teofiHOlOglStS. etO. .... 

The HQOs and the government machlneiy like TV. 
Radio and other maas communication media have to 
play a vital as w^ .aa phfotal role in spreading the dear 
mesaage—‘Proper care for the girl child for social 
upHftment* 

Examples of stalwarts like Indira Gandhi, Mother Tbresa, 
Vlj^a Laxml Pandit, IBran Bedi, P.T. Usha, Sudunita 
Sen. ete. should be died, all of whom having excdled In , 
their respective Adds, brought laurels and got adxiliules 
from the whole world, thou^ being women. Parents should 
be oicouraged to give tbelr giri child proper education so 
that they can emulate these great lives and achieve success 
like them. 

A sense of sodal Inaecudty prevails in the minds of the 
parents who fear that there would be Qp oie to look after 
them in thdr old age if they do not have a son. Just a 
pre-conceived idea and nothing else. These days, 
dauj^ters, thou^ married, ore provbig to be d great 
hdp and support of all kinds to thdr parents at the time 
of need. 

Some conservatives with thdr ridiculous thinkings, are 
more woiried about the continuity of thdr dynasty, thdr 
greatest concern being It will be the md of the road for 
thdr dynasty, if thty have a girl diild only. Pure twaddle 
and nothing dse, more of a dduslon perhaps. Th^ must 
be enlightened that no one is Immortal enough to have the 
satisfaction of sedng his dynasty continuing on and on. 

It will not be an exaggeration to say that the fear of 
dowry, the greatest of sodal evtls, the most dreaded one. 
has caused so many female fodus abortions, female 
infanticides and abuse of the girl child. 

The government as well as the private sector should 
provide reservation for women in services. The 1995 
Human Devdopment Report of UNDP has mooted 50 : 50 
job proposal for men and women, and the government 
can at least implement the proposal of the National « 
Commlsdon for Women for 30 per cent job reservations 
for women. This will, directly and Indirectly, further 
enhance the bond of love, affection, joy and security 
between a girl child and her parents. The employers 
should also provide lucrative incentives like increment in 
pay scale, i^ly promotion and other benefits to those 
employees who are having only daughters, one or two, 
and have gone in for vasectomy. 

All the above suggestions. If Implemented in a proper 
way, are d^nltely going to change the life of a girl child. 
The parents should be tempted to bring up their daughten 
In a refined maimer. In a better way, and they shall no 
more be fasdnated by a male child only. AU these pravisfams 
will definite be miiiinilslng the gendo- gap, providing mme 
care and love to a female child, which they need badly. 

Proper emphaslB on sodal awareness should also be 
given. Pro^ammes for celebraUng 'Wedr/Month/Year of' 
the Girl Child’ coidd be adopted, and the message shoiffd 
be made to percolate through every layer of the sodety. 
The problems of girl child can be eadly handled with 
proper education and motivation. I have felt the Joy of fife 
oiily afto- nty daughter was bom. A girl chlM la our j 
precious possession. Ld us mdte every effort to protect t 
our daugUen so that they can bloom as beim^u} flowem

To begin with. It is easy, to discern from the medal 
tallies of the major sports extravaganzas thiit easentially 
four sports models are presently in vogue.

But the age erf competitiveness has infosed prafesSfonalnsni 
into the sports and the Western countries 'were the first 
to recognise and capitalise on this. Unfortunately in India, 
sports still remain a uadess engagement in the eyes of the 
parents who allcw their children to play only during the 
time squeezed between school, homework and TV viewing. 

Stories and movies like ‘Shatranj Ke KhiladV denigrate, 
thou^ inadvertentJy, chess as a deploratrfe addiction. 
‘The general thinking trf parenta fa comprehensible in as 
mutfo as choosing sports as a career still remains a high- 
risk gamble. Even the Aijuna awardees have problems in 
getting the p-omiaed pension from the government. The 
modal winners at the Aaiad are given mediocre jobs at 
best and few symbolic monetary braefita—that too after a 
Icrfig wait. Even in sports like cricket the lion's share is 
grabbed at the 'Teat level only leaving peanuts for the 
domestic players. Justifiably, then, the average middle oT 
lower class families cannot even txmtemplate sports as a 
career for one of their children even if th^ show promise, 
dn the other hand, the childrm of the rich appear to be 
too laid back to give up their life of luxury to slog in the 
field 

Besides the lack of sporting enterprise, at times, It is 
alnmly unaffordable for the families to help the promising 
wards pursue sporta. Cases hke those of Jaspal Rana and 
Sachin Tenduflrar illustrate the importance of unstinted 
parental aupiport. But for flie high tarvestment in the most 
nwdem equfomentsand guidance from the best of coaches 
their international debut Itself would have been 
uiteaglnabie. When even such natural geniuses bad to 
fight against such heavy odds, the predicament of the 
less endowed can be easily extrapolated. The socio¬ 
economic milieu at India Induces an insecurity that is not 
at all conducive for the buds, to bloom on the sports field.

Sports Authority of India (SAI) and the Indian Oh^pic 
Association (lOA) the All India Federations, which is 
managing most of the sports have been dogged with fund 
shortage inibntlllsation and misappropriation Moreover, 
there aic too many officials who have no worthadiile 
spoits> tretlcntials to govern sports, too fiw good coaches 
besides improper coordination with the local bodies to 
earn out proper solutions processes The qxirts officials 
show greatei scuinen in playing political games than In 
helping the atiiletes In getting more international exposure 

Orif oi the factors largely responsible for the poor 
l>erfoimanre in sports relates to the lack of commitment 
and (lie hard real to win Most of the Indians* have a 
grand stfirt In career and during early days they realty 
look promising hut they gradually sink and start acting 
up mostly flattering on occasions when it demands most 
rtiosc grand beginnings have almost sudden death and 
get lost In the general crowd It really needs something 
extr.uirdinai V to face the competition and emerge 
vfrtorioiis

themadves utS’O'Ots the world athletes. Alao the 
qxiUiog and nurturing budding talent cannot succeed 
witbcnit a paraltel arrangement for the sportapemons bread 
and butter Therefore, these plajiers muat be aaauted Oi 
well-paid, rdevant Jobs that uUHae their experience, in the 
government or tfie putgtc sector undertakings 

Another oifinaitly teasibie compement of the ^xirta 
action plan would involve an ana^s of our stren^ha 
and ewfivlng such sports in which our sportsmen have a 
consistently bright track record From wrestling and 
weightlifting to chess and billiards the gamut ia quite 
broad. In weightlifting Indian women have started breaking 
the world record and in chess a host of players have 
emerged, spearheaded by Anand, to challenge the world’s 
best To specialise in such sports vriilch do not need foir 
equipments, all that the government have to do is to 
organise as many international events as possible and 
partonlse the players when they partlrtpate abroad It is 
here that a smooth coordination between the government 
the corporate bodies and the media can jgay a (central 
role by arranging sponsorships and roverage to highlight 
the medal-fetching possibilities of these sports 

Tlie corporate sector should do Its bit oifrring Jobs 
and endorsement contacts and setting up such training 
academies as B A T (Britannia AniritraJ Tennis) Academy

And linally we must hope for an altitudinal change on 
part ot the society as there has surety been a slgniik ant 
noticeable change in tJic way spoils is viewed (cxlay after 
the success of tlie young stars—like tsachin Icsidulkar (f rteket),

S I: Thank you for your comphments. 
appearance is only one a^Mset of 
your personriity. But the B^rd will probe 
much deeper to find cnit the level of various 
qualities, which collectively sum up the 
leadership potential of a candidate. 
According to UPSC hand-out on the 
personality test, the aim of the interview is 
not- merely to assess the intellectual level or 
physical appearance of the candidates. The 
Board also probes into the candidate's social 
traits, dynamic qualities, organisational 
ability artd interest in current affairs. Some 
of the- qualities evaluated are mental 
alertness, critical power of assimilation, dear 
and logical exposition, balance of Judgement, 
variety and depth of, interest, ability for 
social cohesion and leadership and 
intellectual and moral integrity. The 
candidates are expected to have taken an 
intelligent interest not only in their special 
or optional subjects of academic study, but 
also in the events which are or have been 
taking place around them, both within and 
outside their State or country, as well as 
modem currents of thought, and in the new 
discoveries wd developments which should 
arouse the curiosity of the well-educated 
youtti. Now you could see tint mere physical 
appearance akme will not do. It is relevant 
only for the first impression and initial 
impact. If . the other personality 
characteristics ate found lacking, then one 
would be dubbed as a mere good looking 
doll without brarin and other leadership 
qualities. 

Ram : .You are quite right Miss Roopa. 
My conversation with some of the 
candidates who were recently interviewed 
confirms what you Just now said. In most 
cases, at least one question each was asked 
on one's optional subjects, native State> and 
oirrent intematwnal events, lit every case 
the candidate was given full freedom to 
express his personal views fn;ely end 
fn^y.

The First Rouiid Tible Omference 

tntiwmkeof.dientthlewsupptesBionof 
tiwsnom^jallingChrUDMbediasoeMbveinatt, 
ttw Biittei Govemineie mnunoned in London 
die First Round Table Conference of Indian 
leaders and the spokesmen of ttw British 
Government to discuss the Simon 
Commission Report on Novennber 11, 1930. 
The Shnon Commission report pidrlished in 
June 1930 had, among other things, 
recommended a Federad Constitution for 
India, provincial autonomy, subject to 
overriding powers vested in dte Governor, 
but it did not concede that which was most 
pressed for—Responsible Government at foe 
Centre. The Congress had rejected foe report 
in August 1930fa^ause it did not guarantee a 
nationalgovenunentand theMusUmsr^ected 
it just becausefoey feared thatfoeCommission 
report did not take cognisance of foe rights of 
minorities. So when foe Conference met in 
London, foe Congress boycotted it. It was 
attended by only the representatives of foe 
Indian princes, Muslim League and the 
Hindu Mahasabha. The vital conference 
unrepresented by the Congress was 
foredoomed to failure^ 

It was foe tough posture taken by foe 
Congress before and after foe Round Ttfole 
Conference that made foe British yield a little 
and made Lord Irwin negotiate a settlement 
wifo Gandhi in March 1931 which later came 
to be known as foe Gandhi-Irwin Pact The 
Viceroy had preceded this seemingly 
conciliatory gesture by releasing many of 
the jailed Congress leaders including 
Gandhiji on Juiuaiy 2, 1931. The Gandhi- 
Irwln Pact signed on March 5,1931 provided 
for the immediate release of all political 
prisoiters not convicted for violence and 
conceded the right to make salt for 
consianpticm as also foe right to peaceful 
picketing of liquor and foreign clofo shops. 
Many of foe Congress leaders, particularty, 
the hunger and Left-wing section grou^ 
were opposed to the Gandhi-Irwin Pact 
since foe Government had turned down 
one of the major nationalist demands, 
namely, ccunmuting of foe death sentence 
pronounced on foe three freedom fighters, 
Hugat Singh, Sukhdev and Rajgisu to life 
imprisonment 

Kanchi Session 

The Congress session at Karachi was held 
on 29 Mar^ 1931, wifo foe maityrdcHn of 
Bhkgat Singh and his two cMnrades 
domiiuting foe minds of aH defegMes to foe 
Session; foe trio had been exwMatf Mx days 
earliet. Deqritecfiticinn of foe Gandhi-Irwin 
Pact, the Karachi seaaiqn was epodvenaking 
in many respectsrfoe Cemgress reiterated foe 
Directive of Compleielnd4>»'denceorP>irMa 


sinm^; its resohidcm on Fundamental Rights 
and a National Economic Programme was 
halledbydLThe session laiddown foe pc^icy 
of the luitionalist movement on social and 
economic proUems facing foe emmby and 
advocated the nationalisation of certain 
indusities, promotion of Indian industries and 
achemesforfoewdfate of woikeisand peasants. 

The Karachi session, presided over by 
Vallabhbhai Patel, approved the Gandhi- 
Irwin pact and upheld the participation of the 
Congress in the Second Round Table 
Conference, choosing Gandhi as the sole 
representative of the Congress. 

The Secemd Round Table 
Conference 

The Second Round Table Coidetence met 
from September 7 to December 2,1931. The 
Labour Government had gone out of ofoce 
and the national government of 
ConservativeB and Liberals had been formed 
with James Ramsay MacDonald as Prime 
Minister. Sir Samuel Hoare became the 
Secretary of State. Lord Irwin had been 



replaced by Loud WUliiwdon. The attitude 
of foe wvmiunent lud changed. It adopted 
a touf^ stance on Indianmationalism. Ihe 
Indian aide tt foe Round Xfole Conference 
was r epre se nted by, besides Gandhi, the 
Indian piinoea and IViidu, Muslim and Sikh 
communal leaders who played into the 
hands of foe British. The princes wen 

of iii^uence while foe^^mit ooimm^ 
leaders were mote interested in their 
communal politics rafoer than on foe 
common good of foe oouittry. 

According to Zacharias, ^ Conference 
presented a "pitiful' spectacle. On foe one 
haitd was the "prophet" Gandhi prodBiming 
his lofty ideals; -on the ofoer was a "crowd 
of cynic self-sedcers who, ufoefoer ptinoesor 
oommunaBsIs, clamoured eadi for his own 
order or community, his own vested 
interests, his own ascendancy over others, 
his own Belfish aiui immediate gains." 

R. F. Dutt remarks that foe Conference 
was a "motley mtty of government puppets 
broughf hke c^rtives to inujerial Rome to 
display thdr omfusion and divlsioia for foe 
amusement of Westminster legislatois." 
Gandhiji was made helpless by these 
puppets. He returned bare-handed. The 
communal question dominated the 
Conference. All efforts to resolve it by 
mutual agreement proved futile. 

Maula^ Azad had said on the feihue of 
the All Parties Conference of 1928 foat "the 
Mu^ns were fools to ask for saiSeguBrds 
and foe Hindttt were greater fools to refuse 
foem." This was no less true of Second 
Round Table Conference. The British Prime 
Minister gave his "Communal Award". 

Second Qvil Disobedience 
Movement 

Gandhiji returned to India disappointed 
and landed in Bombay on December 28, 

1931. The Civil Disobedience Movement 
started even though Gandhiji did not lilteJt. 
But before Gandh^ arrived in Bcnnhay, foe 
UP Congress had given a call for struggla. 
It asked the peasantry not to pay land 
revenue. Pandit Jawaharlal Nehm and 
Shetwani were arrested. Dr. Khan Sahfo and 
Khan Abdul Gaffer Khan (the Frontier 
Gandhi) were also arrested. Terroris 
raised its head in Bengal. Gandh^i sOu^ 
an intmview wifo the Govemor-Geni^ 
and it was refused. Imperialism was oo 
foe offensive. Rapiessive ordinsnees had 
been promulgated in Bengal, UP and foe 
NWFP. The Working Committee of foe 
ConmsB gave a call to resume CteS' 
Disemdienee Movement. Gandh^ and 
Sardm: Paid were arrested on January A 

1932. The arrest of other leaders foUowed-

Candhiji put a condibon that the Congress 
could accept office if the "reserve" powers 
of the Governors were not used The Viceroy 
made a statement in July 1937, statmg that 
the Governors shall not use their 
extraordmarv power as far as possible, 
though no change could be made in the Act 
Itself The Congress accepted office It 
formed Congress Government in six 
provinces—Bombay, Madras, Bihar, UP, 
Orissa and CP and coalition governments in 
two provinces—North-West Frontier 


I^vince and Assam In Sind, after some 
time, Khan Allah Bux formed a proCongress 
Ministry In Bengal the Faziul Haq Ministry 
was formed and m Punjab, the Umonist 
Ministry under Sir Sikandar Hayat Khan 
assumed power "The Congress entered 
upon a new era of constructive 
statesmanship as against the old era of fights, 
disobedience and imprisonment," says 
Dr Pattabhi Sitaramayya The Congiess 
remamed in power for over two years It 
resigned office in December 1939 on the 
issue of war 

The Congress adopted agrarian 
legislation, prohibition programme, 
reduction of burden of indebteaness, tenancy 
legislation, industrial conciliation, 
improvement of wages, eh. It adopted the 
social, economic and educational 
programme on the basis of Karachi 
Resolution 

During this jieriod, there develojted a 
"tug-of-war" between the "Right" and the 
"Left" forces m the Congress Subhas

The 
chromosomes, in turn, contain 
DNA, which encodes the 
person's unique genetic make-up. 
Hence a body can be identiH^ 
by a blood sample or even hair, 
sperm, muscle, nerve or tissue 
sample. 

Compared to blood tests die 
odds of DNA finger printing 
going wrong are one in 30,000 
million. The analysts look for 
patterns in the samples which 
reflect the unique genetic pattern 
of an individual. As a sequence 
of base pairs constitutes the 
genetic code responsible for 
inheritance, these are matched 
and paternity can be established.

But it is fiom the jungles that 
cocaine, too, emerges. Coca leaves, pressed, soaked in water and 
process^ with chemicals, produce cocaine at die rate of 300 pounds 
of leaves to a pound of cocaine. 

Seventy-five per cent of all of the United States' cocaine supplies 
originate from Colombia and 59 pet cent of its mar^una. Colombia

Then in July, at an international AIU5 
conference in Vancouver, a inrologisl named 
David Ho reported on a most promising 
experiment. By administering the protease- 
inhibitor cocktails to patients in the earliest stages 
of infection. Ins team seems to have come 
tuntalizingly close to eliminating the virus from 
the blood and other body tissues. Malheniutical 
models suggest that iraticnts caught early enough 
might be virus-free unthni two or three years. 

This is, as an AIDS expert puls it, liofie with 
an asterisk. Even if Ho's treatment works, there 
IS still no magic bullet for patients iii late stages 
of tlw disease and no vareine that will inoculate 
against HIV infetiion. The cost of the cocktails 
(up to $20,0(X> a year) puts them beyond the 
reach of all but the best-insured patients—and 
out of the question for the 90% who live in the 
developing world. 

Nevertheless, we Imw learned this year what 
may he the most important fact about AIDS' it 
IS not inmncihle. 

This was not the work of one scwntisl alone. 
There is no Louis Pasteur of AIDS. Saciice today 
is too costly and loo complex for that. Modem 
research, and esfKcially AIDS research, is a nchly 
collaborative effort. But m the shared achievement 
of the thousands of scientists and physicians who 
have helped bring AIDS this year to what seems 
to be a historic turning /Hunt, one name stands 
out. 

Dr. David Ho was oiw of a small group of 
rcsearchirs who recognized from the start that 
AIDS was probably an infectious disease. He 
performed or collaborated im much of the basic 
virology work that siwurd HIV does not lie 


dormant, as most scientists thought, but 
multiplies iii vast numbers right from the start. 
His insights helped shift the focus of AIDS 
treatment from the late stages of illness to the 
first weeks of infection. And it was his team's 
pioneering work with combinatwii therapy, 
reported in Vancouver, that first raised ho;ie that 
the virus might someday be eliminated. 

But some pivple make headlines while others 
make history And when the history of this era 
IS written, it is likely Ihat the men and women 
who turned the tide on AIDS will Iw seen as 
true heroes of the age 

Tor helping lift a death sentence - for a few 
years at least, and perhaps longer—on tens of 
thousands of AH >5 sufferers, and for pioneering 
the treatment that might, just might, lead to a

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The Directive Principles 


' As Sie Stte itself indicates, the principles 
embciiilied In this diapter are in fnr^f 
(UlBctives tp the vaiious Covemments and 
Covenunent agencies (including even village 
^ndii^ats) to be followed as 'fundamental' 
ih the governance of dw country. It shall he 
the duty of tiw State to apply thm prindpha 
in middng iatvs. Thus, they place an ideal 
befo^ the tegislators of India while they 
frame new legislation for the country's 
administmtidn. They lay down a code of 
conduct for die administrators of India while 
they dischaige their responsibilities as agoib 
of the sovereign power of the nation. In 
ahort, the Dir^ve Principles enshrirw the 
fundnnentals for the real^tion of which die 
State in India stands. They guide the path 
which will lead the people of India to 
achieve the noble ideals which the 
Preamble of the Constitution prodaims: 
Justice, social, economic and political; 
Liberty, Equality and Fraternity. It is this 
realisation that impelied a member in the 
Conadtuent Assembly to demand die placing 
of this chapter immediately after the 
Preamble in order to give it "greater 
sanctity" than others. There was also a 
suggeation to change the title of die chapter 
to 'Tundamenlal Prindples of State". 

There are sixteen Articles of the 
Consdtution, from 36 to 51, that deal with 
the Directive Principles. These cover a wide 
Grange of State activity embracing economic, 
social, legal, educational and internationai 
problems. Ilie most important of these are 
the following; 

(t) To ensure and protect a sodal order 
whidi stands for the welfare of die people. 
(Art. 38)

disabilities. (Art. 39A)

Taken togethw, these principles lay down 
the foundations cm which a new democratic 
India will be built up. They represent tiie 
minimum of the ambitions and aspiration.^ 
cherished by the people of India, set as a 
goal to be realised in a reasonable period of 
time. Indeed, when the State in India 
translates these prindples into reality, it can 
justly claim to be a "Welfare State". 

How far the State has moved so far 
towards the realisation of these principles is 
a question tiut deserves an answer in this 
context It may be stated in general that the 
achievements of the last three decades have 
not yet made the country a We'^are State. 
Nevertheles.s, no impartial observer can miss 
the direction towards which it is moving, if 
not test, at least at a reasonable pace.

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Fot knowledge to blossom into power and 
authority, ideas to conquer and rule toe 
world, effective communication is 
indispensatde. No one will know, appreciate 
and respect your knowledge and ideas 
unless you express them eloquently and 
make their presence known and feh by toe 
fellow human beii^. The greatest aim of 
educatipn is not merely knowledge but 
action, and to stir people into action one 
must master the art of expressing his 
knowledge in a convincing and compelling 
manner. If you cannot convey your ideas or 
transmit your knowledge to others, they will 
remain idle and be rendered unproductive 
like a miser's money buned underground. 

Communication can be done by writing 
jns well as by speaking. To be a leader you 
miust master the art of writing as well as the 
art of speaking. Of the two, however, 
s(X‘aking is more important since it produces 
instant results. Secondly, .speaking is direct 
and less time consuming, ’hiirdly, it can be 
varied and .adjusted to the mood of the 
audience On the other hand, writing I 
appears in cold print and takes time to sink i 
in the minds of others. Even then it would 
require able ad\'ocat<*s, good speakers to 
spread the written ideas of a genius. 

One has often to expound, elaborate, 
clarify or amplify his written ideas. One has, 
therefore, to necessarily master the technique 
of verbally expressing oneself in the most 
effective way possible. In order to attract 
and hold attention in a group, to advance 

fc nvincing arguments and to persuade 
ople to motivate and generate action 
among his men, a leader must be able to 
speak and speak well, speak fluently and 
speak forcefully. People remember that the 
"ability to speak is the short-cut to 
distinction." 

If you study the lives of gicat leaders 
oi men in ati ages, you will find that 
practically all of them have been able 
speakers. They may not have been born 
orators' but nevertheless they would have 
acquired this art in the process of 
I'CLximing leaders. You must read the speech 
ot Mark Antony as pnntid by Shakespeare 
lo really appreciate how one couM turn a 
iliostile mob into an adoring crowd. !t was 
i Winston Churchill who, by his great power 
ol oratory, inspired the British to continue 
their/ijjdit during the darkest hours of World 
War H and in the face of continuing disasters 
and defeats The ability to share their ideas 
nth ^ crores of tiumbtecomm^ people 
n their d>untry enabled Candh^ and Nehru 
t‘> lead them unarmed ih the f^t for Mia's 
'iidependcnce against toe mighty British. It 
‘' as the magic power of hfe speech, mote 
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tium anytoing dse, which enabled Hitler to 
reach such dazzling heights. ‘ 

One may not approve of Hitler ot his 
words and deeds. But the youto who 
aspire to become leaders should not be blind 
to this astonishing ability on toe part of this 
Nazi chief, to «isiavc millions and 
millions of men by his talk and words. 
Whether in a pitolic meeting w in a private 
audience, he revealed the remarkable 
ability of influencing his hstenera juA as 
he willed. It is this potent gift that enabted 
him to rise ftoin the demphilised, disabled 
soldier or "Bohemian Coiporal" to toe top- 
notch position of a dictator of Bismark's 
Germany, making and unmaking genwals, 
ministers, ambassadors—for that matter 
anybody and everybody and, anything and 
everything. 

An important pcant to remmber is that 
effective communicafton is an art which can 
be easily and readily learnt and mastered. It 
is interesting as well as encouiagi^ that 
majority of Hwae great leaders were ^ bom 
orators. They became famous speakers oidy 
by learning, training and constant practice. 
It is said of Demosthenes,, a great and 
r^mted orator of ancient Greece, that he was 
initially absolutely tongue-tied and one (rf 
the worst staminerers of Athens. 
Neverthdess he rose to be the greatest of 
all orators to be i^ted as an example in 
all the subsequent ages. *n order to attain 
mastery in the iut of speaking and getting 
over his handicap, of stantmering^ it is 
reported that he went to the beadi eisto 
morning and evening, put quite a few 
pebbles in his mouth and harangued toe 
waves. It is by this indefatigabte eftort and 
constant pr^oe toat he bei^e a lege^ary 
orator for others to ^ulate and follow. 

Gandh^ himsdf wra a very shy pgraop 
till he jumped into the fray in Souto Africa. 
Lincoln spent his boyhood in splitting wood 
and seili^ groceries. In his youth he had 
neitoer education iwr the opjportunity to 
address toe ptMc. Vet we all kt»w that Iw 
ranks as (me of toe greatest speakers of the 
modern age. The words of frenfoornid hope 
he uttered Gettysberg continue to ring in 
our eare and this memorable speech is 
perhaps toe widest read human document 
in the world '. 

If such physkaily handicapped, socially 
Shy and ^ucatioiudly bac^M individuala 
could establish toemsdves as great speskers' 


and move mlllimu by the force of their 
words, why not you? In fact you can hope 
to toe bettm wito the modem fedlities and 
tedwiquea available at your disposal. If you 
are .friendly, outgoing, sympathetic, 
acooirunodativeh urtderstanding, considerate, 
appreciative, ready to. talk and listen, toen 
win find that people are ready to listen 
to you and lay bare their hearts and minds 
in your company. 

Talldng and speaking is one of the most 
inqiortsnt and yet the easiest of means of 
expressing your admiration, regard and love 
for others. Appreciation and esteem, 
atoction and goodwill, eiKouragemant and 
support can all be expressed and eftectively 
conveyed by a few simple selected toting 
words. Words which spring odt oi 
spontaneity and which are blended wito 
sincerity and warmth constitute toe talk of 
quality. If you can thus improve the qualify 
. of your talk you will automatically improve 
your chance of getting into toe lead! 

Talk is not an empty sound. You should 
not bore others and annoy them with your 
unceasing prattle and meaninglem waffle. 
Your talk should be purposive, pregnant 
wito ideas, satisfying to the minds of toe 
iisteneis and capable of creating a favourable 
response. By' your talk you should be able 
to discover people in all their variety and 
originailfy, eadi one responsive to moods 
and emotions, hopes and aspirations. If our 
talk is cold, distant, superficial, casuaL 
affected, cloaked and authoritative, we will 
never be aUe to break toe barrier arxi get 
through to our audience and discover th^. 
'Rietcfore, our words should laugh, sing, 
ripple and flow. They must vibrate with 
piety, friendship, love, joy, colour, power 
and above all with sincerity. They must 
express, exalt, move and inspire the 
audisice. 

If you are keen, enthusiastic and 
industrious, you can definitely become a 
good speaker, no matter at what stage you 
are today. With experience and great effort 
you can certainly become an outstanding 
speaker. Real entousiaian, knowledge of the 
subject, interest of the subject, thorough 
preparation, effective delivery and adapting 
yourself to the mood of the audience are 
aome of toe important aspects which you 
should consider while mastering the 
art of public speaking. To begin with, 
you can select a topit interests you 
most BMOuse of yout interest you 
wiH be atftomatiraify carried away arid 
pour oiit whatever is in your mind. Thus 
toe mom ywa. interest iii the subject, toe 
more keenund enthunastic you will be able 
to talk.

According to Carnegie; "when a speaker has a teal l aii i eagr lohie : 
head and heart—an inner urge to speak—he is almost sure to ,4b 
himself credit." It is better to gather more lads ttan you can possaify 
uae wittin die time earmarked to you for ^ieek^. Uda wouU 
develop extra confidence in you because of the reserve materiel you 
have built up. It is also useful to (Uacuss your talks wtth ftte^, 
read about it and think about it as much as possible. Once your 
utterest grows and knowledge increases, enthusiasm for the stiject 
will grip you and your enthusiasm will sutoraatlcalfy flow out to 
your audience. They will be influenced more by your urge, waimtt 
and emotional identification than by cMd arguments and lengthy 
reasrnning. 

The next thing to be tadded is the stage fri^. Even the most 
experienced orators will still have stage fright. It is aomethblg whidi 
one cannot completely get rid of. In a way ttie stage ffight heipa you 
to prepare well and distinguish yourself in the process. With 
experience and after initial warming up, stage frights will 
automaticaliy melt and disappear. Anoflier way to compier your 
fear of the audience is by startfar^ to Uke them. You must leam to 
love }rour audience, since love always begets love. You must not 
regard the audience hostile and soinething to be afraid of. Chi the 
other hand, consider ttat it ooiwists of warm-hearted pecqile who 
are by and large well disposed of and friendly towards yoii. They 
have undergonecemsideratde expense and tnxttle to come and attend 
the meeting or conferwice. They arejapending their predoua time in 
the process of listening to what yo^ say. They consider you to be 
someone worth all these troittleB. Your task is to make ttm happy 
and compensate for your troittle and contribute to their wdl bring. 

[f you visualise your audience hi this manner your stage fright. 
wili.easily be cmiquered.. , 

We should always remelinber tte dictum that "knowledge is 
power" and to be a leader one ha^ to have knowledge in tte 
first ihstance. The next step 4s to .use the knowledge to become 
a 'leader. You can make use of your ideas and knowledge 
only by conveying it to others. .You can readily notice that tte 
person who is in debumd. who is popular, who is able to manage, 
is the one who speaks well He is able to motivate otters. He 
is able to impart Instructicms. He can guide, coach and counsel, 
since he is able to talk and talk sense. If you talk wittout 
Icnowledge or material, you will soon beome a b^ bore. 
Iherefore, basically you must have ideas, infonnatkm, facts, data, 
«tc. Then you must acquire tte art of presenting them to ottere in 
m effective manner. Here are some hints to train yourself as a 
jood speaker. 

1. Master your subject. 

2. Be really interested and enthusiastic about your subject. ’ 

3. Speak slowly, clearly and crisply. 

4. Do not drag on in tte same tone. Give emphasis to your words. 
Change the pitch of yrour voice and vary tte tone. 

5. Establish rapport. 

6. Know the ne^ and level of the audience. Audiences are not

7. Prepare well In the beg^iiijing vyrite out your comply speech. 

8. Practice, practice and ptectioe.

:.<{Ppnununicable disease except tuberculosis. It is a £lant 
ySer in many developing countries and more partieulariy 
bI' ^ica and the costs in terms of treatment and labour 
•ii^ya lost have seldom been computed.

The causative agents of malaria are four species of 
Plasniodtum protozoa—P. falciparum, P. vlvax, P. ovale and 
P. malarlae. Of these. P. falciparum accounts for the 
majority of infections and Is the most lethal. 

It was in 1697, Sir Ronald Ross discovered the malarial 
parasite species that caused malarial fever. Both scientists 
and the common man had then thought that tince the 
patliogen had al last been Identified and its IMe cycle 
understood, there was hope at the end of the tunnel. Few 
tlujught that the deadly mosquito would wrench the upper 
hand from man even as treatment and cure became a 
disUiK-.i possibilii y. Ttie recnidescence of malaria In recent 
(tmes on a glolj.-U scale shows that the seesaw battle between 
man and mosquito will rage for years tc^ether. 

Thuuf>h llie geographic area affected by malaria has 
shrunk considerahly over the past 50 years, the disease is 
still spreading with aettviUes like road building, mining, 
logging and new agricultural and {motion projects. 
Compounding the ecological degradation Is the mass 
movement of refugees in the wake of armed conflicts. So 
much 80 , malaria is today a public health problem In more 
than 90 countries, inhabited by a total of some 2400 million 
people—almost forty per cent of the world population. 

More than 90 per cent of all malaria cases are In sub- 
Saharan Africa, with two-thirds of the remainder 
conwutrated in six countries—India. Brazil. Sri Lanka, 
Afglianisiati, Vietnam and Colombia, In decreasing order 
of prevalence. 

The Natlonat Malaria Eradication Programme was 
launched by India in the 50's and It did Indeed slash down 
the Incidence of the epidemic from a whopping 75 million 
al tlie time ol Independence to a mere lakh by 1965. Deaths 
due to malaria were virtually eliminated, but for different 
reasons nudaria lias staged a comeback, though fi is not as 
much a threat as It used to be in the 50's or earlier. Malaria 
epktemlc.s were reptirted In Rajasthan. Assam, Manipur and 


Nagaland towards the end of 1994. titfith the passage of 
time more efibrta 'hase to be esqsendBd to tadde <kug-reslstaiit 
mosquitoes, breeding grom>ds of mosqpttoes, strengthening 
the health Ii^astnieture in malaria-prone r^ona and 
stepping up fiother research In eradication work. 

Euro and the European 
Monetary VnUm 

Yet another milestone on the road to the formation of the 
European Monetary Union and the introduction of a single 
currency applicable to all the members of the European 
Union (EU) was reached at the EU Summit held in Dublin 
on December 13, 1996. The new currency. Euro, is 
scheduled to be launched on January 1, 1999, but will not 
be in general circulation until 2001. It probably will be 
worth about one dollar. 

The European Monetary Union (EMU) eliminates national 
barriers for currency transactions. All national currencies 
of member States wllTbe replaced by a single curtenty 
called Euro. In otlier words. In a few years from now, one 
will not need to change money while travelling between 
Helsinki and Bordeaux. Dublin and Vieima. Tourists and 
companies will be spared the expenses and effort of currency 
conversion, thanks to a common currency. A common 
currency will provide a huge finatrcfaJ market for banks 
and their customers. The major objectives of EMU are ; 
(a) a common currency, Le., Euro; (b) stable prices mid (c) 
a commcHi monetary policy uia the polltlcally-tndependeut 
European Central Bank. 

The EMU wtll help consolirl.ate the European internal 
market and accelerate the political union of Europe. To 
secure this objective the member States are evolving a 
monetary and exchange rate policy, 'fhe future European

Many fear that the German currency's strength will be 
dragged down by the tikes of the Italian lira, the Portuguese 
escudo and the Spanish peseta. All the same, Germany 
sees greater advantage in having a common currency with 
Its neighbours. Its export trade account for around 
one-third of Its gross national product, and trade with 
European neighbours generates near ly 60 per cent of the 
total export revenue. Germany is particularly dependent upon 
the functioning of a slnj^e market in which a common cummey 
predudes the arbitrary devaluaUon of individual currencies. 

At the EU summit held in Dublin on December 13. 1996 
bank notes of 5, 10. 20. 50. 100, 200 and 500 euros in the 
shades of gray, red. yellow, blue, orange, green and pur^de 
were unveiled. The designs on the notes depicted Raman, 
Romanesque, Gothic. Renaissance and Baroque 
architecture, carefully eliminating any picture of European 
leaders to avoid mutual rivalry. □

World At A Glance 


The highlights of the year were : the 
United States President, Mr. BUI Clinton, and 
the Russian President, Mr. Boris Yeltsin, 
were re-elected; there was genocide and 
refugees problem in obscure comers of 
Africa and Middle-East peace remained on 
hold. 

The governments changed aU over Soudi 
Asia. In India and Bangladesh; it was done 
by elections but in the case of Pidustan it 
took a presidential intervention to dismiss 
thr elected Prime Minister, Ms. Benazir 
Bhutto, for alleged corruptkm. In Sri Lanka, 
the government steadily gained ground 
against the Tamil separatists in the long civil 
war, and in Afghanistan the Taliban 
fundamentalists captured Kabul in October. 
The new rulers in Kabul decree burqas and 
no jobs for women, compulsory beards for 
men, and no music or paper ba^ (the paper 
might once have had verses from the Koran 
printed on it). But ilie Taliban, having 
overrun all the Paihan pqpulated areas of 
Afghanisian,have proved unable to pieh on 
north into the T.i|ik and Turkoman areas, 
and the country may be headed for dc facto 
partition. 

There was the usual spate of elections. In 
March the Left k'sl ir, Spain after 13 years in 
ower; in April the Left won in Italy for the 
rst time ei er. In Eastern Europe, tlwre were 
elections iit the Czech Republic, Bulgaria and 
Bosnia >'ivhcre the cease-fire has held an 
year) th-il com) inui*!! the status quo. 


Mr. Alexander Lebed managed to end the 
savage war in Chechnya before leaving 
Mr. Yeltsin's government, md Mr. Veltsin's 
own heart bypass operation went off without 
a hitdi. 

The big surprise was the European 
Union's determination to press ahead with 
mcmetary union-r-which means, in effect, 
that the entire 15-country organisation (soon 
to expand by adding at least four Eastern 
European countries) must pursue parallel 
economic policies. This is a big step towards 
a real federal Europe. On December 13, the 
new "euro" in denominations from 5 to 500 
was unveiled. According to the present 
schedule, it will be trading on the world's 
currency markets in two years time, and 
replacing the mark, pound, franc, lira and 
zloty In European’s pockets in five. 

A^ca presents a fx^erent narrative and 
a very encouraging one. The 20-year war in 
Angola seems to be really over at last. 
Mediators have also imposed a kind of 
uneasy peace in both Liberia and Sierra 
Leone. Two decades after Uganda became 
infamous under the blood-drenched rule of 
Idi Amin, it has now the most siaiili- 
government in the region. The - ui;.i kd 
government in Rwanda has been working 
hard to assuage Hutu fears-uf vengeance for 
the genocide. Now that the refu^w-.s are 
coming home, Kigali still must eiu ourage 
their tnisl.

140 persons were killed in the political 
disturbances, from January to March. 

The 1991 pariiamentary election under toe 
caretaker government, held against the 
backdrop of toe over-nine-year authoritarian 
rule of toe former President, Gen. H. M. 
Ershad, brought down from power in a 
people's upsurge on December 6, 1990, 
brought Begum Khelda Zia, wife of slain 
President, Gen. Ziaur Rahman, to power. 
The year 1991 was a landmark year for 
Bangladesh as it ushered into power a 
democratically elected government after the 
prolonged authoritarian rule that 
psychologically chang^ thb compleidDn of 
society which once aspired for a democratic 
secular polity. But the voyage to new-wcm 
democracy started toowing toe signs of peril 
with the Khaleda Covemmerit mishandling 
by-elections and the opposition launching 
the movement for future elections under a 
caretaker government. 

The Awami League has oome to power 
after 21 years in wilderness. But the 
beginning of toe sbe-monto-oid parlhunent, 
with the 113-member strong opp^tion BNP 
remaining unnecessarily absent on the 
maiden day when toe Sp^ker was elected, 
forebodes a wrong signal to the functioning 
of pariiamentary democracy in an effective 
way. 

Durir^ the period it came to power, the 
Awami Leaug^'s landmark achievement is 
the signing of a 30-year Ganges water¬ 
sharing treSty with India, hailed by the 
United States, China amt the people at la^. 
But it was not accepted by the BNP

_ West Asia 

Following Israel's lurch to the Right in 
elections and after a year of gun battles, 
bombs and suiade missions, the West Asian 
peace process slowed down considerably in 
1996 while the region once again witnessed 
I a spectre of war as US and Iraq rattled 
sabm. 

While Israel and toe PLO were marthing 
fast towards what seemed like a hisioricid 
peace pact just over a year ago, the gait has 
slowed down to a mere limp, though most 
hope toat toe Palestinians and the Jewish 
State will eventually stick to the pact. The 
same optimism, however, is missing when 
it. comes to progress on Golan Heights as 
Jerusalem-Damascus channels seem quite 
cold at the moment. 

The Right-wing Likud Party leader, 
Mr. Benja^n Netanyahu, edged out Mr. 
Shimon Peres, who, along with the 
assassinated Premier, Mr. Yitzhak Rabin, 
was the ardiitect of West Asia peace, by less 
than 1 per cent of votes in toe May election 
to become toe Prime Minister of Israel. Mr. 
Netanyahu's election on the plank of taking 
a second look at agreements with toe PLO 
clouded the peace prospects and raised 
tenstons in the region. 

His controversial decision to open a dooi 
into a tourist tunnel near toe holy mosque 
of A1 Aqsa in occupied Jerusalem set off 
clashes in September in which 62 
Palestinians and 14 Israeli soldiers were 
killed. The confrontation was the worst since 
the 1967 war between the two. 

Israel too had its share of woes from 
terrorism and a hundred were injured in two 
powerful bomb blasts in central Jerusalem 
and the southern Israeli port town of 
Escheleon. However, despite a marked 
increase in violenoe, the fact rethains that 
Israel is (;ommilted to honouring the 
internationally-sponsored self-rule pact 
signed by Mr. Rabin, including substantial 
piul-back from Hebron, which has bebome 
a major bone of contention.

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Indiaun Economic Scene 


The year 1996 was not quite a happy 
ont*~neither for the fanner, nor for the 
industry, nor for the worker, nor for the 
shareholder, not even for the consumer. It 
was a year when more was said than done. 

The former Finance Minister, 
Dr. Manmohan Singh, said that economic 
reforms had a long way to go. His successor, 
Mr. r. Chidambaram, agreed and srid that 
he will carry it throu^. The Bharatiya Janate 
Party also managed to say a lot about 
reforms in the two weeie when it was in 
power. It is said that foreign investment was 
required but only where it suited India. Tlw 
corporate world said that it wanted reforms, 
provided they did not hurt its interest. But 
after ait that talk, Uttie moved on the ground. 
The Deve Gowda Government, which 
represents foe largest collection of political 
parties ever to govern India, could not cany 
through a single important economic 
derision. 

The farmers were unhappy because crops 
were bad. Agricultural production in 
199.9-96 actually dropped. This is what 
caused foe wheat crisis in December and 
forced foe government to import 2 milUon 
tonnes. With lower production, foe incomes 
of the farmers did not keep pace wifo the 
rise in prices. 

The industrial production which had 
peaked at 12 per cent quickly tumbled. 
Month by month it shrank forcing the 
industry to stock more goods. The durable 
consumer goods industry, is usually the one 
that gets hit first. Companies nuuu^acturing 
TV sets and washing machines offered 
discounts. The consumer did not have 
enough money to spend. He was unteilling 
to buy even on credit. That was because foe 
rate of interest on consumer credit was dose 
to 30 per cent. That almost doubles foe cash 
price. Computer prices marked downward 
trend. The sales of oment and steel dropped. 
Machiiwry production too slowed down and 
imports were drastically reduced. The result 
t was lower growth. 

The shareholder also got a raw deal. The 
year started with the sensex dropping to its 
bottom. But soon the scene changed. 


Februaiy-March saw a very buoyant market 
wifo the FQs taking unusual intoest, in spite 
of foe uncertain pc^tical situatkm. That tally 
did not last long. The budget undid all foat 
happened before. The shareholdet was 
exactly where he was at foe begiiwing of 
the year. Nearly at foe bottom. 

As 1996 drew to a dose, the country's 
economy was fadng a recessionary trend 
and experts briiev^ that this bend will 
continue in 1997. Bankers, industrialists and 
economists attributed the slowdown of 
economy mainly to foe indecisiveness of 
policy makers and foe lack of clarity and 
will-power in foe authorities to implement 
various reform measures. 

This has resulted in Infrastructure 
bottlenecks, high interest rates in domestic 
borrowings, sluggish capital market, 
liquidity crunch and poor demattd. These 
fariors were in turn holding back foe private 
sector investment. 

The experts are also of the opinion foat 
unprecedented judicial activism in regard to 
political and economic offences had 
adversely affected developmental activities. 

The inflatioruiiy pressures are loomiirg 
large on horizon with industrial growth rate 
during 1996 expected to dedtoie to 8 per cent 
from foe previous year's 12 percent and eiqxrrt 
growfo to 10 per cent from the levri of over 20 
per cent in foe previous year. The gross 
domestic product (GDP) growth rate for 
199647 may be about 65 per cent as agairrst 
the projected GCS’ growth rate of 7 per cent 

The Reserve Bank of India helped foe 
economy tread on foe balanced pafo amid 
conflicting demands of the different 
economic sectors during this calendar year. 

While the cash>8bapped itvdustrial 
economy was to be given a push, India's 
Central Bank was also to make it sure foat 
foe burden of its easy money policies did 
not fail on the common mart 

The monetary growfo in foe year has beat 
on the targeted growth pafo of 155 to 16 
per cent 

The apex bank atwounced its first half- 
yearly ci^it policy on April 8. Cash reserve 
ratio (CR^ was r^uced by 1 per cent fimn 
14 per cent to 13 in two pha^ of 05 per 
cent, each effective from A{^ 27 aixl May 11.

Raivgantjatv again reduced CRR bom 13 pei 
cent to 12 per cent on July 1. The revised 
ratio was made effective from July 6. The 
RBI's second half-yearly credit policy, 
announced on October 19, was also an easy 
one. CRR was again reduced, this time by 2 
per cent, from 12 to 10 per cent in tour 
phases of 0.5 per cent each 
Besides, target for export credit to 
scheduled commercial banks increased froir 
10 per cent to 12 per cent of each baidc’s nef 
credit. Banks were permitted to provide 
foreign currency denomiiuted loans to theii 
customers out of their resources. 

Banks were also given the freedom tc 
frame the ground rules for consortiuui 
leading arrangements. Further, they were 
permitted to purchase shares and drii^tutes 
in foe secondary market within the existing 
ceiling of 5 per cent of the incremental 
deposits of tite previous year. 

The RBI laundied electronic fund transfer 
(EFT) system for retail customers initially at 
metro centres. Wifo the EFT, customers can 
transfer funds from one metro centre to 
another within 24 hours. The EFT elimiriated 
actual movement of paper between centres 
and high-tech solutions.

The satellite also 
MMed new capabilities to the INSAT system 
juch as mobile satellite service besides 
7 usine5)s oommunication duinJ^ the KU band. 

The next INSAT sateUite, INSAT-2D was 
in the final stages of fabrication and was 
likely to be shipped to Korou in French 
[Guyana (U.S.A) early next year for being 
launched by the Ariane Space Vehicle some 
■ime in March. The satellite would be 
dentical to INSAT-2C. Work in INSAT-2E 
mm which transponders have been leased 
0 the INTELSAT organisation also 
rommenced in 1996 and was likely to be 
aunrhed during 1997-98. 

India is becoming strong in civilian 
'rmote sensing satellite area with a 
'iinstellation of four IRS satellites considered 

II be the largest in the world. The latest 
^tellite IRS-1 C launched at the end of 1995 
i. t^ most sophisticated civilian remote sensing 


satellite in otbM today. Data from this satdlite 
was beii^ used not only in toe country biM 
also in Noith America and Eiam. 

Ihe. successful lauiuh of 1R5-P3 by the 
Polar Satellite Launch Vdiide (PSLV) on 
March 21 proved the repeatdiilty achieved 
by the country in placing in middle earto 
orbit 1,000-kg class sateUites. The sateUite 
was also proving useful services from its 
unique combination of two remote souing 
payloads—a wide field sensor arid (nodular 
opto-electronjc scanner of Germany and an 
X-ray astronomy payload. 

The year also saw India's commitment to 
using space technology for rural upliftment 
with the initiation of a two-year 
Development Communication Project in 
Jhabua district of Madhya Pradesh, 
considered one of the least devek^ied tribal 
area.s of the country. 

Under the proje^ 150 direct reception 
television sets have installed in as many 

villages through which speciaUy produced 
development programmes would be tetocasi. 
The programmes would focus on areas such 
as watershed management, agriculture, 
health, education, panchayati iSj and skiU 
development. 

The project was considered a forerunner to 
the GRAMSAT network plaruied for toe foture 
by the Indian Space Research Orfptisalioa 
Sweral new areas of application in toe field of 
remote sensing were also taken up to fully 
utilise its potential. 

Generation and implementation of action 
plans under the integrated mission for 
sustainable development, which was

launched in 1992, were progressing wett. The 
mission now covered 174 districts. 

A major mihwtqne was crossed in the 
Geosynchronous Satellite Launch Vehicle 
(GSLV) programme for the lauruh of INSAT 
class satellites when a one-torme cryogenic 
engine devdopmertt was completed tto year. 
The successful firing of toe scaled down upper 
. stage oigine cM toe GSLV gave further fillip 
towards toe indigenous development of toe 
cryogenic upper stage GSLV. 

Substantial progress was made in the 
GSLV development whose first flight was 
tentatively fixed for 1997-98. The ten-yfear 
profile of toe Indian space programme till 
toe year 2000 has provided for three GSLV 
flights with all of them having the Ruraian 
cryogeruc engines. The suppiy of engirte was 
egpcKted to start in 1997. 

The succeraful launch of PSLV-D? marked 
the ccunpiletion of development flints of 
Polar Samlite Launch Vehicle and has made 
India self-reliant to launch the Indian Remote 
Senrir^ Satelhte with the possibility of the 
next 1^0 bemg launched from the Indian 
soil. 

The year also saw the Indian Space 
Research Organisation (ISRO) signing a 
Memorandum of Understaruiing (MOU) 
with the Canadian Space Agency for 
undertaking cooperative programme in 
satellites intended for space research and 
applications of space technology. The MOU 
also induded joint studies relating to satellite 
communications and satellite remote 
sensing, cooperation in the field of 
exploration and utilisation of outer space.

Irene Skliva ; The hazel-eyed, brown- 
haired, professional model, standing up to 
a height of five feet nine inches, 18-year-oid 
Miss Greece was crowned Miss World 19% 
at the Chinnaswamy Stadium in Bangalore 
on November 23, 1996. The first runner-up 
was Miss Colombia Carolina Arango (19) 
and the .second runner-up was Miss Brazil 
Anuska Prado (20). 

Jayalalitha : The former Chief Minister 
and General Secretary of the AIADMK had 
a bad year. %e lost the conhdence of her 
own party and people, made an unfortunate 
alliance with the Congress, lost the elections, 
and finally landed in jail.

V. Narasimha Rao. Further into the year, 
amidst his trips abroad, he was at the 
receiving end of rebukes tom the Supreme 
Court for delay in investigations. 

K. P. S. GiU : He was fiiully retired on 
January 1 from the post of Director-General 
of Punjab Police but remained in the news. 
In Auf^, he was sentenced to a suspended 
sentence of three months' rigorous 
imptisonment and a fine of Rs. TOO for outraging 
the modesty of a senior IAS official, Ms. Rupan 
Deol Bajaj.

It was wresder Keshava Yadav who earned 
a bronze way back in 1952 In Helsinki.

Mldiael Jrtiuiaon : He became tire first 
man in Olympic history to win both the 400 
and 200 metres—the fatter race in world- 
record time. Robbed by fate at the 1992 
Barcelona Games, where he was down witii 
food poisoning, he had completed the 
unique double by winning the 400 and 200 
metres at Atlanta. Midiaei Johnson's shoes, 
one of the nine pairs presented by Nike, left 
the biggest imprint at the Atlanta Games. 

Saurav Ganguly: With a memorable Test 
debut, the stylish left-hander was one of 
the few saving graces in India's losing 
campaign against fogland in the away series 
this year. His 131 in & second Test at Lmd's 
was the highest-ever score by an Indian on 
Test debut. The previous best was Surinder 
Amarnath's 124 against New Zealand at 
Auckland in 1975-76. The 24-year-oId 
Ganguly later overcame a jinx which 
afflicted most of India's debutante century- 
makers when he came up with another 
hundred in the third Test at Trent Bridge. 
With 315 runs tom three innings and with 
a tally of six wickets for 125, the Bengal fad 
topped both the batting and bowling 
averages in the Indian team. 

Silatam Kesri : The Treasurer of the 
Congreas Party succeeded Mr. P. V. Narasimha 
Rao as the Congress President. He has 
managed to get the latter's resignation from 
the office of leader of the Congress 
Parliamentary Party and paved the way for 
speculation regarding CPP leadership. 

Steffi Graf : Despite being plagued by 
injury, lack of practice and personal 
problems, the 27-year-qld world's top- 
ranked teiuiis star has won some seven of 
the 11 tournaments she has taken part in 
this year, including the French Open, 
Wimbledon end the U.S. Open. 

Sukh Ram : The former Union 
Communications Minister and prime 
accused in the telecom deal was arrested by 
the Central Bureau of Investigation officiate 
on September 16, 1996. He was later 
produced before the judiciary and lodged 
in Delhi's high security TUiar jail on 
September 28.

Altemadve Natural Rubto t Keaearch in the U5 achieved a major 
biotech breakthrough when they demonstrated diet a common shr^ 
can be genetically manipulated to produce hi^i-quality commercial 
rubberi At present, all commercial natural rubber comes from a 
single tree, Heve« brasiliensiB, that is extensively grown in 
plantations. 

Now the scientists say that Partheftium argentatum, commonly 
known as CuayuJe, can be genetically manipulated to produce 
natural rubber that causes little allergy and can meet the gap oetween 
supply and demand. They isolated, inserted and expressed selected 
genes for rubber production in the pgrtkmium argentatum. Over the 
years, they optimised this transformed system to prodiKe viable 
yields of high*^lity rubber. 

Although rubber is produced in more than 2,000 rUverse plant 
species and at least two ftingi contain cytoplasmic rubber partides, 
only H braaiHensis and P argentatum accumulate hi^ mality 
commercially valuable rubber idth a mean molecular wei^ of about 
1,.'«)0,000 Dattons. 







Jupiter's Moon has Magnetic : Jupiter's biggest moon, 
Ganymede, is surprisingly like Earth in some ways, with a magnetic 
field and probably a mmten iron core, reseatchm say, dting data 
from the orbiting Galileo spacecraft. 

The results are cansideted hi^portant because provide more 
information about what a planet needs to generate a magnetic field. 

Ganymede is bigger than Mercury or Phito and is often considered 
to be essentially a planet even thoiugh it orbits Jupiter. 

NASA Laundies Mats Probe : The NASA launched a spacecraft 
to Mars on December 4,1996 carryir^ tiie firBt-«ver interplanetary 
rover, a six-wheeled cart that will roam the frigid Martian surface 
in search of rocks. 

The Macs Pathfinder began its 500 milUon-kilmnetre journey a 
top an unmanned rocket that lifted off from the Kennedy Space 
Centre. It was the third try. 

Frozen Water Found Itisiite a Lunar Crater: The Pentagcm has 
said on December 4,19% that tiie unmanned Q^gientine ^cecraft 
located a small like-size mass of loe in a giant crater near ^ smith 
pole of the moon, which had kmg been timught to be one dry. The 
discovery of water on the moon, perhaps deposited there a comet, 
increases chances that humans may srane day be able to take vp 
residence on the lunar surface. 

The dream that humans some day may live on tiie moon has 
taken a giant leap forward now that the scientists say they have 
found frozen water deep inside a lunar crater. Ice on the moon 
saves the enormous expense of having to haul heavy loads of water 
in spaceaaft, the astronomical observer at the Grinltii observatory 
in Angeles, Mr. Anthony Cook, said. 

Scieiitists believe that about 3,6 billion years ago, a comet crashed 
into the moon, and water droplets on its4ail were left in the bottom 
of the crater. Because tiie soutti side of the moon fe. always diok, tiw 
temperatures iti thiB crater are nearly as cold as ai^ envitonmratt can 
ever gef, about-230 degree Cefeius- Ihw add that moon water could 
be foe drinkiirg, turned into bteatiiaUe oxygen ee transformed 
into fuel. ' □

There was a time when mankind flew 
pigeons as messengers to exchange 
information for erstwhile Maharajahs. Well, 
that was then. Today, believe it or not, you 
have the focility to send quotations to Paris 
from anywhere in India at the cost of a local 
call. The world of communication and with 
it the entire system is making rapid strides 
to the benefit of mankind. 

With just a telephone line, a modem, a 
PC and an 'Internet' connection you can 
literally program your future. Vi^t you 
never thought possible a short while ago is 
a reality today. Knocking at your door. 
'Internet', sounds familiar ? Obviously. 
When you consider different media channels 
agog with write-ups, what's good, what's 
not, latest discoveries and so on. It's diflkult 
not to have heard of it. You find virtually 
every organisation going in for an Internet 
address. The importance of electronic 
communication is gaining ground, so are 
E-Mail, Video Telephony ai^ Intomet 

But, what is Internet ? Is it the same thing 
as Informaticm Superhighway 7 What is 
Information Superhighway miyway 7 U diese 
are some questions bofliering you, you're 
on the right track. It only shows an injected 
enthusiasm amongst us. Thus, to stub out 
any further confusion, Internet is a very 
important part of the Information 
Superhighway. And the benefit of 
Information Superhighway as a whole is 
much broader than its component. 

Information Supeihighway, as it develc^, 
will help in exchanging quantum of 
information of any kind. It presents a range 
of technologies induding Integrated Services 
Digital Network (ISDN) , fibre optics, and 
Asynchronous Transfer Mode (ATM) in 
haraware terms. And, in software terms, it 
presents Electrcmic Data Interchange (EDI), 
X.4(K), E-Mail and Video Telephony as 
various apfiroaches. 

Needless to say that each technology and 
approaches have their own highs and lows. 
Meaning, they have definite individual 
purpose. Like, for example, EMail is of great 
use when being used for general mail. Or, 
ordinary mail that is. It is no doubt less 
expensive, when used ttirough Internet. But 
when you need to communicate across 
messages of a serious nature without 
diluting their confidentiality, hvtemet E-Mail 
is not me right approach. As it has cdrvious 
disadvanta^ relating to security of the 
message. In such cases, X.400 netwcx'k is 
more suitable. It's a matter of time before 
one realises file various pros and cons of a 
pacticular tedmology. Just as we know when 
to use a post card, a registered mail or 
telegram. See, each has its obvious 
advantages and dttadyantages. 
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So, it's not die end of a game when you 
decide to use Information Superhighway far 
your conqumy, organisatton, or self, you 
have to be specific. What is good for 
oonqMmy'A'may not hold good for'B'. Only 
after much deliberations, evaluation of 
varioite elements that you can arrive at a 
firm conclusion keeping in mind present 
needs and future recjuirements. It mi^i pay 
well for a writ established manufacturing 
ccmcem to put to good use some advanced 
technicpies in its ^op flcxir requiremaits, 
inventory management. But, for a recent 
entrant in similar line of business, it may 
not be a wiae decisicm to indulge in costly 
technologies. Unless, of course, it can well 
afford, or it gives thm an edge over oflieis. 

Now, consider this. What h^ipens when 
more and more players use the same 
technologies for effective information 
transfer.

..Inspired by nature; 
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Nawaz Sharif At The Helm Again 

In Pakistan 


even M India and Paldatan 
are zeroing In on to edebrate 
the golden Jubilee of their 
Independence, politics In 
Pakistan has taken a decisive 
turn for the better or the 
worse which time alone can 
tell. The February 3, 1997 
elections that saw the storaoing 
of the Islamabad citadel by 
Mr. Muhammad Nawaz Sharif, 
the leader of the Pakistan 
Muslim League (PML, Nawaz 
Sharif group), with his party 
securing a two-thirds majority 
in the 217-member National 
Assembly, was preceded by 
dramatic developments adth 
lU-forebodings which the nlew 
Prime Minister can ill afford to 
Ignore in the days of euphoria 
after the landslide victory. 

While the PML has 
entrenched itself in the 

National Assembly, it has fared equally well in most of the 
provincial assemblies. Ms. Boiaztr Bhutto, the sacking of 
whose government a few months ago precipitated the snap 
poll has. In a master stroke of diplomacy, offered all co¬ 
operation ty the new leader If he is prepan# to take aU 
those steps required to bni^ about the constitutional 
amendment that would prevent the President of Pakistan 
from dismissing legally dected govenunents by misusing 
the Eighth Amendment. For Ms. Bhutto who was dismissed 
on charges at corruption, there could not have been a 
worse debacle than the nemesis that the electorate meted 
out to her in the form of the measty 17 seats hw PPP 
could gamer. For Imran Khan it was a lesson that he 
cannot easily forget that politics is not cricket: the modus 
operaiull nf taking runs, bowling and batting are quite 
different to the totally slimy and sllppeiy pitch of politics. 
The ace cricketer had to be content with zero run as his 
fled^ng 7)!hr0c-e-/nsqf party was virtually washed out with 
ft falUng to win even a solitary seat out of 131 it contested. 
Imran contested ntoe seats and won none and lost deposits 
in seven. 

A distressing feature of the electioiw was the abysmally 
low turnout of 20 to 30 per cent, the lowest in Pakistan's 
last four elections held since 1985. Analysts attribute the 
low percentage of polUng to gieneral apathy of voters, 
contempt for the comqit politicians, frequent dismisaals 
at elecM govemmoits, boycott call JamaaPe-Jslaml 
and other foctors. 

For Nawaz Sharif, the flush of exdtment over the 
mammoth vlctoiy over, tiie dtys of trial have just begun. 
He haa to piece together a oounfry rtven by political turmdl

in the wake of the prolonged 
civil disturbances in Karachi 
launched by the MQM which 
had been claiming that they 
were getting a raw deal. He has 
to root out corruption that has 
seeped into every seam of the 
social fabric and give a new life 
to the sagging economy. While 
cleaning the Augean stablm, he 
can hardly overlook the 
Daroocle's sword dangling over 
him in the form of the Eighth 
Amendment that President 
Leghari could use again at 
will and on any pretext. Now 
that he has the requisite 
constitutional majority in the 
National Assembly, he could 
clip the wings of the President 
if he has the will and daring. 

Despite the comfortable 
m^ority. Nawaz knows that he 
is occupying a hot seat in a 
country adiere there have been several ugly interludes of 
Army takeover eff national politics. When the Army is not 
directly ruling, it pulls the strings from behind the curtain 
as it does even now. There is a lurking fear that Mr. 
Sharif could play into the hands of the entente cordiaJe 
between military leadership and the civilian President vdio 
can control the new Counci) for Defence and National 
Security. 

‘The creation of the council dismays civil rights 
leaders and some editorialists,* says Newsweek. They 
regard that as the first move toward a real or de facta 
military takeover, the beginning of a slide towards the 
sort of brutal dictatorship engineered by Gen. 
Moharrunad Zia-ul Haq. an Army chief who was appointed 
by Benazir’s father, and who later hanged his patron 
before establishing his own army-backed rule.” President 
Le^ari's Council has been described by Asma Jahangir, 
chief of the Human Rights Commission of Prddstan as 
*a challenge to the democratic forces in the country.* 
Whatever happens in Pakistan is going to affect India 
and It is good augury that Nawaz Shaitf Is on record that 
he wants to mend his fences with India and provide a 
healing touch to the bilateral relations. In the context of 
globalisation he went a step further by pleading for 
economic investment both ways. There is now a new kind 
of diplomacy that seeks to promote trade bilaterally and 
move In other realms without bringing to surface thorny 
issues that have embittered relations between nations. A 
case in point is the Slno-Indian agreement concluded 
when the Chinese PreMdent vMted India late last year. A 
simiiar kind of relationship could very well devekq) between 
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India and Pakistan to mutual advantage. One should hope 
that In pleading for a dialogue with India on Kashmir, 
transnational terrorism would decline. Political stability, 
combined with democratic functioning, tempered by wiser 


counselling, that sees the best In cultivating closer ties 
with India could perhaps open a new chapter in die history 
of the subconUnent. But the key to the nfew door Is not 
with one man alone. □

Cynics have ahvays 
debunked the popula¬ 
tion size of India as 
a great liability 
whereas, in the wake 
of the economic 
liberalisation that 
set In at the begin¬ 
ning of this decade, 
the economic giants 
of the world discove¬ 
red that sometimes 
sheer numbers work 
to their advantage 
when the vast middle 
class in India could 
mean a cornucopia 
to big investors from 
USA. Japan and the 
Gkiropean Community. Droves of Investors descended In 
this country during the halcyon days of globalisation and 
the Investment pace almost came to a grind as the politic^ 
complexion of the country changed aiter the elections In 
1996. 

That the United Front government would do nothing to 
renege on the polity of reforms was Indicated by both our 
Prime Minister Mr. Deve Gowda and the Finance Minister 
Mr. Chidambaram, a seasoned economist himself and as 
a Minister in the Narastmha Rao government, well-versed 
in the nitty-gritty of the advantages of foreign investment. 
Both the Indian leaders have driven home the solid point 
that the economic giants have a lot to gain by investing 
in India with a proviso that they should not t^e to such 
steps as would Jeopardise local entrepreneurship. 

At the World Economic Forum In Davos. In no 
ambiguous terms, the Prime Minister envisioned that India 
would become a major economic power In a span of two 
decades and he appealed to the world business leaders to 
Join In this great effort of give and take. The Prime Minister 
assuaged the lurking fears in the captains of Industry 
that a change of government in India meant a reversal in 
the policy of economic reforms: on the other hand, he 
assured the Forum that his government would do 
everything possible to remove obstacles to foreign Investors. 
He made It clear that the infrastructure has been opened 
to foreign equity while the government Is keen on 
encouraging direct foreign Investment In the petroleum 
sector to set up refineries with sophisticated technology. 

No^lirg could be more heart-warming than foreign 
invesnnent in our incipient and ramshackle infrastructure. 
We can Ul-afibrd to indulge In any kind of drift or dithering 
In the development of infrastructure In our countiy. Our 
potholed roads, the acute dearth power supply and other 
fields call for immediate steps for action. We have been 
talking of cjqiressways under BOT and other schemes 
with foreign participation, and there is good news that a 
Malaysian firm is going to help us to build an expressway 
betwMn Bangalore and Mysore. We require such oqness- 
ways In a massive way in different parts of the country for 
which we should create the right ambience for foreign 


participation. To 
attract private invest¬ 
ment far the devdop- 
ment of hl^ways we 
have already formu¬ 
lated a policy guiddlne 
and we have set vq> a 
regulatory authority 
as a major step 
towards the liberali¬ 
sation of the telecom 
sector. 

Foreign investors 
have little room for 
any kind of anxiety 
when they realise 
that over 5.500 
Investment propo¬ 
sals. involving $ 27 
billion were approved by the government in 1991-95 and 
in the past four months 342 foreign direct investment 
■proposals involving about $ 2.2 billion were given the 
green sigaetl. 

Both the Prime Minister and the Finance Minister 
conferred with business tycoons and all those who matter 
in international trade and business. “Within the next ten 
years, we should become a goal setta*. and we will continue 
to reform and restructure our economy until we reach 
world standards, and until we can meet world class 
competition.* said the Indian Finance Minister who also 
looked to the vision in the beginning of the new 
millennium when his country would be among the top 
three In the realms of software, petrochemicals, fabrics, 
horticulture, automobile parts, sted. castings and forgings. 
The only caveat Mr. Chidambaram Issued to MNCs 
while Investing In India was that they should share “the 
social concerns* of the country, a point well taken by the 
UP government, but grossly overlooked by the Rao 
government. 

It would appear that both Mr. Gowda and 
Mr. Chidambaram did the best of lobbying as proven by 
the kind of business giants they confabulated with: Mr. 
BiU Gates. Chairman of Microsoft, Mr. Jack Smith. 
President of General Motors. Mr. George Soros, bilitonafre- 
financler who is already Involved In promoting several 
projects in India and Mr. Percy Bamevik, beam of Asia 
Brown Bovert (ABB). 

One vrould only wish that what Mr. Chidambaram 
assured the people who matter turned true; “We are 
trxning ahead slowly and steadily like the jxovertrial tortoise. 
Who knows, may be. we will one day beat the hate.’ 

An inescapable feature of our lobbying—or one could 
call it presentation—was that India did not go to the 
foium as a mendicant; as a sovereign countiy, we are 
loath to either the economic gianta or investors taking cm 
the stance of condescension. In matters of teade or 
bu^esa, it is dear that businessmen come to India whtm 
thqr perceive that there is an opportunity and we would 
welcome any move Bmt would hdp ua forge ahead without 
compromising on what we stand for.- Q

Broken Promises, 
Dire Consequences

O N THE MORNING OF 
January 31, <he Prime Kfinlstcr, 
Mr. H.D. Deve Gowda, 
accompanied \y his Finance 
Minister, Mr. P. Chidambaram, left for 
Davos in Switzerland whldi seems to 
have become to the high priests of 
Intematlcmal finance and economy what 
Varanasi is to devout Hfodus. By the late 
afternoon of die same dqr, the coimtiy's 
principal stock exchange in Mumbai, 
having risen gradually in preceding days, 
crashed by a whopping 127 points. 
Dismayed brokers and investors have left 
nobody in any doubt about dw cause of 
»diis dieter. 

It was the direct and unavoidable 
consequence, they say, of the Prime 
Minist^s failure to ke^ his promise to 
announce before die end of January a 
'Tadcage" of measures to breadie new life 
into economic reforms and dius revive 
die languishing market. A more lasting 
damage, they add, not without 
Justification, could be diat faidi in die 
Gowda Government's word may be 
eroded for evet. 

Exciting Venture 
In his speeches and exchanges at 
Davos, Deve Gowda has tried hard to do 
^damage-limitation. He has coloured up 
tantalising visions of India beii^ one of 
the "major economic powers" on the 
globe widiin the next two decades, and 
invited foreign investors to play their 
assigned and "mutually benefidal" role 
in "exddng venture". More important 
dian die rhetoric of the prepared speech, 
written for him by his aides and advisers, 
were the Prime Mfoister's unscripted, 
off-the<uff and down-to-eardi remarks. 
Th^ were entirely typical of him. 

Let nobody mistake the 13-party 
coiditlan as a sign of instiddUty, he b^an. 
And warming up to die them asserted 
diat ooidilians wlB now be die "rule in India, 
not die exception", because die Indian 
pdidcal systm waa 'Ixnmd to reflect die 
oihcrent dtverslty and essential phnalism 
that India's unity represents." He also told 
his audience dud he was soon goihg to 
take "hard arid bold decUdons", w^ a 
view to atlxacdr^ at least $ 10 bdUon a 
year by way of foteigii investment, and . 
dterefore investors ^ould remove all 
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"fears" from their minds about die "pace 
and direction of economic reforms". 

The ptftinent point, however, is dut if 
Deve Gowda's countrymen are becoming 
increasingly sceptical about his ability to 
keep his word, how can die hard-headed 
foreign investors be expected to be more 
sanguine about his assurances that he 
woidd almost immediately embark on 
"hard and Ixdd" decisions on economic 
pdicy 7 

If ^wda could not tie tq> die "package' 
he had promised before his departure for 
Davos, it was largdy because 1^ coalition 
partners are pulling on all important 
issues of economic policy in so many 
different directions diat economic reforms 
are being practically pulled down deqtite 
the existence of a broad national 
consensus on their desirability. This 
situation, r^irettably, is unlikdy to diange 
by the time Deve Gowda and 
CMdambaram return home and buckle 
down to framing the next Budget. On the 
contrary, dissensions and disagreements 
could escalate judging by die tough stand 
the Left parties in the ruling Front have 
taken on die sensible recommendation of 
the Fifth Pay Commission that while 
giving a massive pay'^iike to government 
oiqiloyees die bloated bureaucracy must 
be downsized by a diird during ^ next 
ten years. 

It is in this daunting context diat a 
ctudsl issue diat came to die fore at Davos 
has to be examined. It is the liberalisation 
of die insurance sector and <^>ening it to 
foreigners which was pressed very hard 
by ^ interlocutors at the Swiss resort. 
The Prime Minister himself did not 
comment, but Chidambaram told die 
assembled csqitains of capitaUan that he 
would have "s o met h i n g to say" on die 
subject in his Bud^t, due to be presented 
on February 28. However, ^ven the 
'tfehemence ^th whidi die Left Front has 
Opposed any foreign entiy Into insurance, 
to say nodiing of die war cries trf die 
wOikers in die LK and GTC, is die Hnance 
Minister in a position to take any 
meaningful faiitiative 7 Ahnost certainly 
noL Then vdiy arouse hc^ws whidi cannot 
befulfiUed7 



This indeed is dw crux of the matter. 
Not just the ruling United Front 
Government as a whcde but also die Prime 
Minister personally has developed die 
habit of making promises which diey ibuMo 
they cannot make good. Nor is the 
pnhlem confined to dw eomomlc sphoe 
where ideological hangups often blm die 
vision. The same dismal phenomenon nas 
occurred time and again in purdy pditical 
and legislative fidds, too. Oftm, at the 
Prime Minister's own bdiest. 

For instance, it was Deve Gowda— 
during die election canqiaign for the U.P. 
assembly elections, interestingly—^who 
suddenly announced the imminent 
formation of the Uttrakhand State in the 
hills of U.P. Neidier the Cabinet nor die 
UP. Steering Committee-had die slighted 
kiea that this mqxxtsnt policy armoiBiDement 
was going to be made. No wcmder dien 
that a hornet's nest was stirred more 
widdn the United Front than without. The 
CPI (M) was infuriatdti because the 
acceptance of the Uttrakhand demand 
immediately eiKouraged the votaries of 
Gorkhaland State in the Darjeding areas 
of West Bengal to revive dwit forgotten 
demand. Even as Jyoti Basu and odier 
leftists were deploring Deve Gowda's 
pnmcnmcement, demands for separate 
States Vidaibha, Jharkhand and so on 
also erupted. In the end, the idea of 
carving out of UP. die Uttrakhand Stale 
was unceremoniously dropped. But in die 
meantime mudi harm had been done. 

Lip Service to Ideate 

The same stcny was repeated in the 
realm of legislatim during the first full 
session of Parliament diat die Gowda 
Govemmmit faced. No Bill, with the 
possible exception of Ri^v Gandhi's anti¬ 
defection measure, has ever been 
sponsored so flambc^andy as was die 
Women's BiU. reserving a diird of seats 
in die Lok Sabha and State assemblies. U 
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ww Acn sh•lItd^Uy dropped because 
«uny MP^bdcm^ng to dw U.E told dte 
Prime Minister dmt dicy would vote 
against die Mil, regardless of ^ whip. 

In tebUcin to die ancient Lok Pal Bill 
also die Gowda crowd did exactiy what 
governments in die past have done : to 
praise die MU (albeit a watered-down 
vendon of die originai) to die skies and j 
dwnquietiy seetoitdiatitisnotpassed. | 

Unlike the Ldc Pal Bill, however, the | 
Agricultural Workers Bill was the | 
handiwoik of die UP. itself, espedaUy of ^ 
its leftist constituents. It was alro shelved 
de^te aU the l^i-service paid to it. Farm 
woiken who believed that their "own 
government” would give them what 
odien had denied are not amused. 

Petfotinance and Practice 

Arguably the most disgraceful exercise 
in p^ormance being divorced from 
promise related to the Gowda 
Government's murky move, despite its j 
repeated commitment to root out 
corruption, to ”cUp the wings" of die CBI, 
die premier invesdgative agency. This was 
sought to be drnie surreptitiously. But 
whm the official letter sent to the CBI 
Director by a senior official working 
direedy under the Prime Minister in the 
Personnd Department (which is in charge 
of die CBI) leaked out, Deve Gowda 
blandly stated diat nothing of the kind 
was intended, and that the letter in 
question was "unauthorised". Nobody 
believed him. This is by no means 
unknown to the shrewd businessmen at 
Davos^ho have been assured by him that 
he would soon put in place "a legal and 
policy, framework for wider reforms"; 
"procedural discipline and greater 
transparency"; and "regulatory 
mechanism in key areas". 

Evmi in the vital area of defence and 
security which ought to be free dom 
double-talk and political gimmickry, die 
situation is no dliderent. In the first week 
cd November Deve Gowda was given a 
standing ovation by the senior 
commanders of all three defence forces 
assembled for their Mannual confereiKe. 
This was inqirecedented but no surprise. 
Fm, while addressing die military top 
brass, the Prime Minister had brushed 
aside die speedi prepared for him and 
decided to "tpeak from my heart". 

fai doing so he said sev^ times that 
he "bowed" his head to the Service Chiefs. 
And, for good measure, he declared dmt 
lack of resources will never be allowed to 
oome in dw w^ of defence preparedness, 
he promised Ave dues services several 
dKMaand orores of nqieea to enable tiwm 
to ptd dtroaigb diair plans. 
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Let it be said, in all fafaness, duit diis 
promiae has been fulfilled even though 
pardidly. biidally, an additional sum Of 
Rs. 1,200 crores was allocated to the 
.military. Another Rs. 600 crores were 
reportedly earmarked later. But only die 
reidBed estimates, to be announced in the 
Budget, win show die exact amount diat 
has actuaUy been released to the armed 
forces, cru^y starved of funds for more 
than seven years. 

A sedemn promise to form a National 
Security Council to take an integrated and 
long-range view of security problems and 
policies rqrpears to have been discarded 
almost castlally. Odier governments have 
also been remiss in diis respect, and none 
mote so than that of P.V. Narasiinha Rao. 
Rao, of course, did not want to appoint 
the NSC any more dian he wanted to give 
up die Defence portfolio. Deve Gowda 
does not have dwse concerns. But what 
has made him unable to set up the 
security council is no less alarming. The 
word is circulating tint each of the 13 
parties bdonging to die U.F. is insisting 
on representation on the NSC ! 
Formulation of national security policies 
might as wdl be entrusted to the crowd 
at an India-Pakistan crideet match. 

Let us return now to die economic 
policies and performance. Although 
Gowda could not produce a policy 
package before leaving for Davos, 
between the SEBl and the Finance 
Ministry a few beneficial decisions were 
announrod, and these are good as fer as 
diey go. 

The first of these decisions is tiAat 
foreigners have been permitted to buy 
stocks and shares to a greater degree dian 
before. Secondly, as an essential corollary 
to die first step, it has been provided that 
anyone acquiring 10 per cent shares in 
any company must immediately make a 
take-over bid so that the interests of 
durdicdders can be protected. The diird 
decision is bound to Ite welcomed widely 
because die Un and the Lie have, at long 
last been allowed to invest their funds in 
stock exchanges. The blanket ban put 
earlier obvlouidy had something to do 
widi the 1992 securities megascam in 
which banks and financial Institutions 
were found to have put didr funds at the 
disposal of die likes of Handled Mdita. 
However, because the SEBl is now 
regulating the stock exchanges more 
effectively and depositories have been 
estabUdied to check jiggery-pokery, it is 
a wise move to let UTI arul LIC invest in 
shares. 

This will be amwedated by diose who 
followed die events in ccmnection with 
dw State Bank of India's recent issue. 


Fcaeign investors, using limited money, 
were able to contnd die entire market in 
the absence of Indian financial 
institutions. The result was that the price 
of die SBl share was wilfully beaten down 
and these diares picked up by foreign 
financial institutions (FFb) whereafter die 
artificially depressed prices shot up again. 
Critics of economic Ifoeralisation who do 
not want such manipulation to take place 
are surely on firm ground. 

The flip side of die same coin, however, 
is that if India indeed wants foreign 
mvestment at die level of ten billion ddlars 
a year for die next five years dien the 
process of liberalisation cannot be halted 
die way it has been since the U.F. came 
to power and was, in fact, slowed down 
even by the Rao Government after 1994. 

It must be underlined diat an annual 
inflow of ten billion dollars as direct 
investment is no great shake though it Is 
considerably more than the current level 
of three billion dollars. The real 
comparable figure is the $38 billion 
investments in China during the la.st year. 
Even if investmmts by overseas Chinese 
are deducted from ffiis figure, purely 
foreign investments in China are 
gigantic. China's foreign exchange 
reserves are $ 100 billion; India's less than 
one-fifdi of that figure. 

Hannonisation between Centre 

and States 

Viewed in this context the new 
measures antmunced by New Delhi do 
not go far enough, as was forcefully 
affirmed on the BBC TV by Lord Paul of 
Marylebone, a.k.a. Swarrq Paul of Caparo 
Industries. He hammered home that there 
were still too many restrictions on the 
market in India which potential investors 
did not like. Even where policy was less 
restrictive, diere was no harmonisation 
between the Centre and the States. This 
pmnt, significantly, was undersemvd also 
at Davos where prominent financial 
leaders also spoke ^ the "hidden costs of 
setting up shop" in India. 

It was reported fiiat Deve Gowda 
inquired whether anyone from Enron was 
present at a meeting in Davos. When it 
tran^ired that tiiere wasn't, Ite told tiie 
gath«ing: "Please ask Erutm whether, at 
the end, it did not get justice in India". 
What was said in reply by anyone at 
Davos is not known. But in New Delhi 
an hidian economist retorted tiiat Enron 
is one of the eight "fast-track" power 
projects India had invited five years ago. 
Except for tme, none other has made 
headway for one reason or another. What 
is to hi^pen to projects that are not on 
file feat track, G^ alone knows. Q

Nation Pays Homage to the 
Great Revolutionary 

January twenty-third and the year 
nineteen hundred ninety-seven. It was the 
day when the entire nation paid homage to 
a leader who influenced the thinking of 
men and women of thi.s country, including 
Candhifi. It was one hundred years ago on 
this day that an illustrious son of India— 
Subhas Chandra Bose—was born and he is 
still alive—aver some of his great admirers. 
Hi.s place in history is as.sured, a.s a 
nationalist, ns a freedom fighter, as a great 
human being and a bom leader. 



From the President's tribute to Subhas 
Chandra Bosi> on the centenary of his birth 
to the rallies commemorating the event, 
there were TV interviews, seminars, the 
promise to make a film on a "much 
misunderstood" man to newspaper articles 
and editorials. The Government of India 
declared Netaji's birth anniversary as a 
national holiday. Fifty years after the 
country became independent, Netaji was 
finally accorded due official recognition by 
the government. 

It was a befitting occasion to remember 
him and his services to the cau.se of freedom 
struggle. In whatever capacity he worked 
or whichever organisation he served, his 
only resolve was not to bow before any act 
of injustice or cruelty because he believed 
that injustice existed and flourished only 
.because the subjects tolerated and 
compromised with it. 
r If is a measure of the man's greatness 
that his past has been turned on its head. 
Netaji is no longer the man who was 
hounded out of his country by the British 


and the party to which he once belonged, 
to collaborate with reviled enemies and 
meet his death in a far off country in 
conditions about which there was no 
certainty. Today his patriotism is beyond 
doubt, his supposed failures are seen as the 
heroic exploits of a man driven by his deep 
commitment to the freedom of his country, 
and he is revered not so much for what he 
achieved as for the daring and magnitude of 
his endeavour. 

His life and time were truly a saga of 
sacrifice and relentless fight against the 
British colonial rulers m the nation's freedom 
movement. In spite of his differences with 
Mahatma Gandhi over the path he chose to 
fight the British rulers, NetajTs contribution 
to the freedom struggle inspired a whole 
generation and made him a darling of the 
nation till his political career ended abruptly 
in an air crash. 

It was Netaji who had pleaded for the 
adoption of complete Smiraj (independence) 
as the immediate goal of the Congress at its 
Calcutta session in 1928 but without success. 
However, the following year the Congress 
adopted the Puma Sjvaraj resolution at its 
I jhore session. At Lahore in 1929, he pleaded 
for the organisation of peasants, workers and 
depressed classes for enforcing the demand 
of Ihe Indians. On January 26, 19.80, the 
Congress pledged complete independence to 
the Indian people for the first time. Thus, on 
the eve of the ma.s.s campaign launched by 
Mahatma Gandhi in 1930, there was 
absolutely no conflict between Gandhiji and 
Subhas Chandra Bose on the Congress plan 
for the attainment of complete Swaraj. 

His great escape from house arrest at his 
Elgin Road (now Lala Lajpat Rai Sarani) 
residence in Calcutta and his meetings with 
the German and Japanese leaders to mobilise 
their support for his "war of liberation" had 
pushed him to the centre of a major 
controversy in the mid-forties. But his slogan 
''Delhi Chalo" and "jai Hind" had 
undoubtedly boosted the morale of the 
freedom fighters and mesmerised the 
people. Following the surrender of Japan, 
when the Indian National Army (INA) ended 
its brief but stunning career, its stalwarts had 
all become national heroes. The events only 
proved how astute Mahatma Gandhi was in 
his political judgment in waging a non¬ 
violent struggle to free this country. But there 
is little doubt that Netaji too, made a 
significant contribution to the freedom 
movement by hastening the withdrawal of 
the British “rom the subcontinent. 

Subhas Chandra Bose enjoys an enviable 
place among the top ranking national heroes 
of India. He had an event^l career which 
spanned almost three decades. His patriotic 


fervour, quality of leadership, political 
acumen, organisational skill, pragmatic 
thinking and fearless character mark him out 
as a lion among the nationalists of his age 
who symbolised the hopes and aspirations 
of millions of Indians. 

Netaji's stature was too lofty to be 
mea.sured in words. He was a great man 
with a brilliant mind. He did not believe in 
defeat, neither did he ever face one. He did 
not believe in casteism but wanted only 
ment. That is why he chose his team of ten 
top Indians without any barriers of caste, 
community or creed. He believed that rights 
and responsibilities were to be equally- 
shared. His charisma was matchless, which 
inspired everyone to "strive for excellence" 

There is hardly anyone who would be 
adorned as a patnol and a nationalii>t .is 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose was. Till today, 
every Indian remembers him as a leader par 
excellence and draws inspiration from him 
for leading a life by keeping his head high 
and fighting injustice. Hopefully, the year¬ 
long centenary celebrations will highlight the 
multifaceted joersonality of Netaji and his 
selfless sacrifice for the cause of India's 
freedom. 

Indo-Sri Lankan Relations 


With the successful completion of India's 
gotid-neighbourly diplomacy with 
Bangladesh, India's External Affairs 
Minister, Mr. 1. K. Cujral, visited Colombo 
in January 1997 which has opened a new 
chapter of understanding, amity and 
consolidation of closer Indo-Sn Lankan 
relations. Earlier there was no better 
indicator of the warmth in ties than the fart 
that the Sn Lankan President, Ms. Chandrika 
Kumaratunga, cho.se India for her year-end 
family holiday in the last week of tJecember 
1996. It gave an opportunity for her to call 
on the Prime Minister, Mr. H. D. Deve 
Gowda, for an informal exchange of views. 

The Sri Lankan Press called for replacing 
the July 1987 accord with India with what 
one newspaper described as a "permanent 
treaty of friendship and cooperation" to 
ensure New Delhi's assistance in tackling 
Tamil separatism. In identical editorial 
comments on Mr. GujraTs visit to Colombti, 
the State-run Daily News and the privately- 
owned The Island, which seldom see eye to 
eye, said the opportunity for signing such a 
treaty might never be available agam. "There 
is goodwill prevailing now and we have an 
opportunity which may not be available 
again," said the daily. 

The Indo-Sri Lankan relations are set to 
, emerge from the shadow of the recent past. 
By placing them on a broader framework. 
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dtondng them from the wretdwd ethnic 
iaeue wUtout in aaywty detracting from its 
Mttousnaib Mr. G^ral has helped bring a 
’ meaaute of needed balance to the bilateral 
ties. Yean of mutual suspidon and fear ate 
not of ooune, overcome, let atone erased, 
during sudi a short official tour. 

Mr. Gi^nl has rejected suggestions that 
India plays a mediatory role in the conflict 
' over m Tunil issue on the island. He has 
dius helped to remove the curtain of doubt 
diet interested elements in Sri Lanka had 
raised, reviving old memories, and set die 
stage for takii^ the relations beyond this 
. problem. Having burnt its fingers once, 
India's latest poticy of staying away from 
the Sri Lankan itnbroglio will be widely 
endorsed on this side of the Palk Straits, 
though perhaps not by all on the other side. 
Mr. Gujral has ruled out any defence 
coUaboradon between the two countries. 

The pdky of unilateralism dial Mr. Gufral 
has initiated, under which India Iuls granted 
trade and other concessions without 
oqxcdng rec^nodty has seen some temark^le 
improvement in bilateral relations tn the 
immediaie neighbour. Nepal and Bangladesh 
have been redpients of generous assistance 
for their developmental effort, both realising 
the shortsightedness of enthroning anti* 
Indianism as a policy. A new thrust to trade 
and investment ties has been provided and 
a complementarity of interests should spur 
closer itUeiachon at the bu.s!nu..s level. The 
reiaticns, based on dose cultural contacts over 
the centuries, had been so vtliated in the recent 
past that there was need for tiu- visiting Sxtemal 
Afrslis Minisier to announce India's intention 
to set vp a cultural centre in Colombo. The 
ftage has thus been set for the relations to be 
put back on the rails in dieir diversity. 

Supreme Court Defines 
Govt's Role in Religion 

The Supreme Court has ruled that the 
government is empowered to regulate and 
manage Hindu places of worship. But the 
government cannot acquire the title of the 
property or sudi religious places of worship 
vested in a worshipper or a religious 
charitable trust, tiie court said. 

The ruling was given on January 14,1997 
by a Division Ben» upholding the validity 
of the Jammu and Kashmir Shri Mata 
Vaiahn^evl Shrine Act, 1988. The Act 
wnpo w ers tire Governor <rf the Stato to act 
as an ex-offldo dieiiman of the Shri Mata 
Vaiabnodevi Shrine Board set up under the 
Ad. the court hdd But in the matter of 
administration and management of the 
board, the Governor was not bound by the 
advice of die Oxindl of Ministers. 

Thiou^ the Judgement, the apex court 
has aougiti to btiiig a greater degree of daiity 
to 4 aifolect that had remaiiied something of 
a grey area between the rdigkms rights of a 
community and the State's powers to 
hUcivene in the day-to-day management of 
its placet of worship. Though there have 
been earlier Inatanoea of ofricial intervention 
in die management of rdlgious shrines, the 
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court has underiined duit in cases where the 
management of a shrine is put under the ex- 
officio control of a Governor, as in the 
present case, die Governor is no longer 
bound to go by the advice of his Council of 
Ministers and can use his own discretion. 

The vetdid upholding the constitutional 
validity of the Act has far-reaching 
implications for the administration of 
temples in a secular Slate where the rote of 
government in religion is not always dear. 
The Constitution separates reli^on from die 
State but does not pradude ^ State from 
regulating the administrative affairs of 
religious bodies. Artides 25 and 26, read 
with Article 19, entide rdigious institutions 
to administer dieir properties for the purpose 
of observing ritiujs, usages and traditions 
out of their own income In dieir own way, 
no interference being allowed except for 
n^uiation on grounds of public morality, 
healdi or mismanagement. 

There are many ways in whidi dvilians 
who run religious institutions can be made 
accountable under die general law of trusts 
and perforce the criminal law. But State 
thetsm is not die answer; still less. Judicial 
theoiogising. Ideally, the ruling should 
prevent misuse of fuiids and corruption and 
keep accounts of income. In other words, 
teuton will no longer be a lucrative business 
for individuals. But the court's ruling is a 
blow for better management of the vast and 
varied wealth under the control of many 
templ'j.'i. 

India Gets Bofon Papers 

After a delay of seven years marked by 
contentious Utigatfon, the much-awalied 
secret bank documents relating to die $ 1.3 
billitsi Bofois kiddiack caae were firuiUy 
handed over to die Indian Government at 
the Swiss capital of Berne on January 21, 
1997. The documents have ultimately been 
received by the Central Bureau of 
Investigation (CBI) which marks a Ru^or step 
fmward in die investigation into die Bofors 
pay-off caM, ending a loi^-dravm legal 
batde in India aa wdl as hi Switzerland.'nto 
is die first time diat India has received secret 
Swiss bank documents. 

After die appeals filed by some of those 
behind die documents against tdease of die 
documents were rejected by die Swiss 
Federal Courts in Deoentoer 1996, it was only 
a matter of time before the CM received what 
it asked for in January 1990 through letter 
rogatories. Hie documenia that were handed 
over by the Swiss Federal Police department 
to the Indian High Commitsioner, 
Mr. K. P. Babkrishnan, are the ones that 
were sou^ by the CBI in its tetter rogatories 
requesting the Swiss Government's 
assistance. This efrort b} the CBI at piocuring 
the documents, however, were sought to be 
scuttled by diose behind the accounts who 
mounted one legal battle after another. All 
the while, the Swiss Government had 
frozen these accounts acting on a request to 
the effect from the CBI. 

Cutting across party lines, politicians, 
btcluding a section of die Congress, have 


demanded that the names of the account 
holden and subsequmt beneficiailca be teUed 
in Purtiament. Hw papers almost certainly 
contain evidence that at least one Indian, 

Mr. Win Chadha, and one non-Indian, 

Mr. Ottavio Quatbocdii, received kkUiacks 
from Bofors. It is also fairiy dear that a large 
chunk of die deposils in dieir bank accounts 
were subsequently farmed out to other 
acDOunls, aevi^ of them outside Swilzeriand. 

As the Cn continued its perusal of the 
Bofors documents, the investigation agency's 
Director Mr. Joginder Siiigh said that the 
papers did contain names. A Swiss Justice 
Ministiy ofridal has stated that die material 
handed over to India contained ample 
evidence diat bribes were paid in connection 
with the 1986 Bofors Howitzer deal. The 
material contains not only bank 
correspondence and statements of accounts, 
but alM five pages of witness evidence on 
the Howitzer deal. The dogged Indian 
persistence and final success, albeit after 
seven often fnistratuig years of court batdes, 
has paid off in other ways, setting a 
precedent for future dealings in shady 
transactions with Swiss banks. 

A special investigation team (9T) to probe 
all aspects of the ^fors gun deal case was 
on January 30, 1997 set up by the Director 
of the CBL Mr. Joginder Singh. The team is 
led by die Additional Director, Mr. Kevanna 
Siddaiah, and includes on Joint Director and 
two DIGs. 

What is to be remembered Is that one- 
fifth of the papers—and names of the likely 
beneficiaries—were already made availabte 
to the Indian authorities, thanks to 
investigative Journalists but nocme has really 
gone out of his way to pursue the leads. 

That is where the biggest apprehensiora 
about the whole murky affaire lie. Getting 
the mqiloBive papers is only winning half 
the battle. Putting diem to good use, i.e., to 
unravel the mystery, comprises die other, 
wttidi is die toughn luAf. But one should I 
expect a systematic investigation to start. It j 
is significant that tiie CM chief has himself 
set a deadline—Maidi 31—to process the 
papers and also his remarks that die release 
of the documents would allow the 
investigations to begin properly. In other 
words, after seven yean of wait partly 
due to die legal challenge mounted by dioae 
suspected to be behind die payoffs, there is 
hope once again that the investj^ons could 
talae off. 

Fifth Pay Commission 
Report 

A three-fold increase in die salary, a 
minimum salary of Rs. 2,440 and maximum 
salary of Rs. 26,000 per mcmdi, hike in house 
rent allowance to 30 per cent erf tjte top of 
the scale, raising of retirement to 60 
years, a drastic cat,in gazetted holidays to 
duee days a year (from the present ITJatong 
with a six-day working we^ erduuicement 
of maximum age of recruitment erf ivomen 
to 35 years, a 15-day paternity foave and 
transp^ allowance for all enqiloyees are 
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some of the major recommendations of the 
Fifth Pay Commission which submitted its 
report on January 30, 1997, Its 

recommendations are likely to cost the 
exchequer additional Rs. 8,800 crore a year. 

Ihe recommendations of the Commission 
provide a gift, small or big, for every section 
of the government employees. Besides the 
sumptuous look of the new pay scales, all 
the staff will take home increased house rent 
and other allowances and what is more, they 
will be tax-free. Moreover, the anomaly of 
dearness allowance (OA) exceeding the basic 
pay will end with the recommendation to 
treat DA as part of pay once it crosses the 
50 per tent mark. This will be effective to 
calculate pension and other retirement 
benefits and will not be taxed. 

The Commission has suggested a merger 
of some pay scales of civilian employees so 
that the toul of .51 pay scales which exist now 
will be reduced to .13. Presently, group D 
scales had been reduced to two. The 
Commission has given a four-grade structure 
to auxiliary staff under the new dispensation. 

The Commission has also suggested a 
freeze on further employment of junior staff 
and a sharp cut back in intake for higher 
levels. It has recommended employment on 
contract basis in the government and has 
suggested abolition of .T..5 lakh vacant posts 
in the government. Overtime allowance has 
also been abolished. 

But the Commission has pitched for a 
liberal regime for Iviuse building advances 
and provision of leased accommodation 
including self-lease accommodation. It has 
called for 10 per cent inflation neutralisation 
(dearnes,s allowance) at all levels. Pre.sently, 
this is not so at higher levels. 

The recommendations in respect of pay, 
dearness allowance and pension would take 
effect from January 1,1^ but there will be 
no retl'ospective application of all other 
allowances. 
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The following are the highlights of the 
recommendations of the Commission report: 

• Minimum salary to be raised to 
Rs. 2,440 from Rs. 750. 

• Maximum salary to go up to Rs. 26,000 
from Rs. 8,000. 

9 Shift from five-day week to six-day 
week widi second Saturday off. 

9 Gazetted holidays to be reduced to 
three from 17. 

9 No holidays on the demise of any 
leader, except the iiKumbent President and 
Prime Minister. 

9 House rent allowance at 30 per cent of 
the maximum of the pay scale in A-1 cities 
and from five to 15 per cent of the maximum 
in other dBes. 

9 Transjjort allowance ranging between 
Rs. 75 and Rs. 800 permitted for all 
employees. 

9 Higher rate of interest (13 per cent) on 
general provident fund. 

9 Leave travel concession allowed in case 
of air travel for some selected senior 
categories. 

9 Age of superaimuation increased to 
60 for all employees except for personnel of 
Armed Forces and Central Police 
Organisations. 

9 All allowances and pensions to be 
exempted from taxes. 

9 Revised pay scales, dearness allowance 
and jpensions to be given witti retrospective 
effect from January 1, 1996. 

9 Freeze on turner employment of junior 
staff. 

9 Down-sizing of government employees 
by 30 per cent in 10 years. 

9 Abolition of distinction between 
gazetted and rum-gazetted officers. 

9 Minimum tenure to be notified for each 
post. 

9 Overtime allowance to be aboliriied. 

9 Maternity leave period to be ettharuxd 
from 90 days to 135 days, while paternity 


leave to be given for 15 days in case of male 
employees during the confinement of their 
wives. 

9 Age of initial recruitment for women 
enhanced to 35 years while part-time 
emplo)iment for women is to be introduced. 

9 Car advance raised to Rs. 1.8 lakh, 
motor-cycle advance to Rs. 30,000, scooter 
advance to Rs. 20,000, bicycle advance to 
Rs. 1,500 and advance for personal 
coihjTuters at Rs. 1 lakh. 

9 Accumulation of earned leave for 
encashment at the time of sujperaimuation 
being increased' by 60 days to 300 days. 

9 Family pension recommended at a 
uniform rate of 30 per cent of pay. 

9 Parity restored between past and 
present pensioners. 

The Commission, headed by Mr. Justice 
S. R. Pandian, has called for drastically 
reducing the government workforce and 
stated that the backlog of 350,000 vacant 
posts should be abolished straightaway. 
It has favoured employment on a contract 
basis «nd said that the government 
employees should have the right to retain 
their lien for two years in case they wish to 
migrate to the private sector. 

The Commission has given better deal 
to the soldiers. At the entry point, a 
commissioned officer will receive a hefty rise 
and a superficial glance indicates that right 
up to the level of Brigadier, the pay scale 
has received an upward boost. Apart from 
recommending substantial increase in the 
salary and pension scales of Defence 
personnel, the Pay Commission has called 
for the setting up of a National Security 
Council and severely reducing the 
deployment of the Army on internal security 
duties. In that context, it has suggested 
disbanding of the Rashtriya Rifles and 
transferring the Assam Rifles to the Home 
Ministry for merger with the Central Reserve 
Police Force. 

After examining the career prospects in 
the forces, the Coiiunission has concluded 
that the shortages in the officer cadres were 
manifest most in the Short Service 
Commissions and suggested stepis to tackle 
the problem of vacancies by making the 
services more attractive. 

NDC Approves Approach 
Paper to Ninth Plan 

The National Development Council 
(NDC) on January 16,1997 affixed wifiiout 
ado its imprimatur to five draft Approadi 
Paper to the Ninth Five Year Plan (1997- 
2002). It asked the Planning Commission to 
formulate the draft Ninth Plan based on the 
priorities outlined in the document and 
taking into account the views expressed in 
the meeting. 

Virtually, every Chief Minister fevoured 
a seven per lient growth rate, in preferoice 
to the baseline of a 6.2 per cent growth, for 
the Ninth Plan, rejecting suggestions that a 
lower growth rate may be mote realistic. 
They said this was needed to meet the 
paramount objectives of expanding 
productive employmenL removing pov^ty 
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•Ad genentinilf adequate public resources to 
oMet the basic social needs of the growing 
pO|»d«tion. 

Addressing the 47th meeting of the NDC 
in New Delhi, the Prime Minister, Mr. H. D. 
Deve Goteda, infonned the Chief Ministers 
diat the Commission had woriced out the 
details of die Ninth nan and had come to 
the iconclusion that there could be two 
gtovfth scenarios for the economy. "In its 
qtinkm, if things are allowed to amtinue 
more or less as they have been during the 
last few years, the fea.>>ible growth rate of 
the economy is unlikely to exceed .six per 
cent per annum on the average during the 
Ntadh Han While this is a substantia] step- 
iq> over the Eighth Plan target of 5.6 per cent, 
it is insufficient to meet tiw objectives that 
we have set ourselves. There is need for 
making every effort to raise the growth rate 
to at least seven per cent," the Prime Minister i 
said and added that the Union Cabinet had 
approved die higher growth scenario. The 
Planning Commission has, however, pointed 
out dial to addeve sev«i per cent growth, 
certain decisions had to be taken and 
adhered to rigorously by all concerned levels 
of government. 

Elaborating on the broad theme 
underlying the approach to the Ninth Plan, 
the Prime Minister said no sigmfKant dent 
could be made on poverty and 
unemploymen^without rapid and sustamed 
grow^- and efforts would have to be made 
to st^ up the growth rate of the economy 
in a Agnificant maimer. Equitable growth, 
he said, requires a special focus on 
agriculture, ffe asserted that rural non-farm 
economic activities make a dynamic rural 
sector as both an enabling conditfon for 
industrUlisatitm and an end in itself. j 

I GDP Growth for 1995-96 ! 


The official estimates of economic growth 
in 1995^ have been revised again, for the 
fourth time in the past year. According to 
the figures released by the Cenfeal Statistical 
Organisation (CSO) on January 23, 1997, 
India's gross domestic product (GDP) at 
constant prices grew by 7.1 per cent in 
1995-96 compart to 7.2 per cent in the 
previous year even as the gross domestic 
savings (CDS) at current prices improved to 
25.6 per cent of GDP as against 24.9 per cent 
in 1994-95. 

The per capita income in real terms is 
estimate to be Rs. 2373 for 1995-96 against 
Ra. 2>449 for 1994-^, registering an increase 
of 5.1 per cent during the year. The per capita 
income at current prices is estimated to be 
Rs. 9421 in 1995-96 against Rs. 8482 in the 
preceding year. 

In absolute tcims, the GDP at factor cost 
at constant (1980-81) prices during 19^-96 
is estimated to be Rs. 2,74409 crore against 
Rs. 248X195 croK in 1994-95, registering an 
increase of 7.1 per cent during the year 
against a growA of 7.2 per cent in the 
preceding year. At current prices, the GDP 
in 1995^ is estimated at Rs. 945,787 crore 
against Rs. 848440 crore in 1994-95, showing 
an increase of 144 per cent durir^ the year. 
The growth rate in the GDP was mainly due 


I to hi^ growth in manufacturing industries, 
I electricity, trade, hotels and restaurants, 
railways, transport and communicatioa 

However, the agriculture and forestry 
sectors registered a marginal negative 
growth of 0.3 and 0.6 per cent, respectively. 
The CSO estimates said there was a decline 
in agricultural production of 0.4 per cent 
duii^ 1995-96 due to a fall in the production 
of rice (-—2.6 per cent), wheat (—4.8 per 
cent), cereals (—1 per cent) and pulses 
(—54 per cent). 

The GDS at current prices amounted to 
Rs. 2,81X114 crore a.s against Rs. 2,37,840 crore 
in 1994-95, constituting 256 per cent of GDI' 
at market prices as against 24.9 per cent 
during the year before. 

As per the CSO figures, the private final 
consumption eiqienditure in tim domestic 
market at current prices works out to 
Rs. 6,45,251 crore in 1995-96 as against 
Rs. 5,69,800 crore In 1994-95. At constant 
(1980-81) prices, it works out to Rs. 1,90,802 
crore in 1995-96 against Rs. 1,79,937 crore in 

1994- 95. 

The per capita expenditure works out to 
Rs. 7,014 at current prices and Rs. 2,074 at 
constant prices against Rs. 6,303 and 
Rs. 1,990, respectively, in 1994-95. The 
experiditure on almost all items, both at 
currmt and constant prices, increased in 

1995- 96 as compared to the preceding year. 
Shares of various groups have remaii^ the 
same during 199^%. 

The savings of the private sector went up 
by 20.7 per cent from Rs. 37,551 crore to 
Rk 45436 crore, while the savings of public 
sector showed an increase of 224 per cent 
from Rs. 17440 crore to Rs. 21,107 crore in 
19^-96. The net domestic savings have 
correspondingly gone from Rs. 1,43,198 
crore in 1994-95 to fU. 1,70,821 crore, 
constituting 17.3 per cent oi net domestic 
product at market prices as against 16.7 per 
cent in the previous year.. 

Indian Airspace 
Intrusion by Pak 

A Pakistani remote-controlled pilotless 
vehicle (RFV) intruded into Indian ainqNice 
over Kutch in Gujarat in January 1997 and 
was shot down by an Indian Air Force 
missile. The incident poses a security threat 
to India. It highlights the need for Indian 
defence establishment to augment its air 
defence ground environment system, 
including surface-to-air missiles. 

The Pakistani remote-controlled pilotless 
vehicle RPV or unmanned serial vehicle 
(UAV) was launched to evidently spy on 
annual exerdse being carried out by the 
Jodhpur4MBed South Western Air Omimand 
(SWAC). Accordii^ to Defence Ministry 
officials, the External Affairs Ministry had, 
as per a bilateral agreement on conducting 
of military exercises, informed tiieir Pakistani 
counterparts about titis exercise, which was 
otiierwise routine. 

As per an Indo-Paklstan understanding, 
fixed wing military aircraft sucA as fig^lers 
or even transport aircraft are not suppoaed 
to fly within 15 km of the international 


border. Air Force bases in Gi^at such as 
Bhi^ and Nalia (where it has a MiG-21 Bis 
squadron each) are of particular concern to 
Pakistan because of its dose proxunity to 
Karadil, the commercial capital of Pakistan. 

Pakistan would also be interested to 
profile India's economic assets located in that 
regicm. Air Force exercises would be of great 
interest to Pakistan because it could reveal 
opentkaial locations of fighter squadrons and 
more importantly operational air combat 
tactics. 


The acqutfition of sophisticated RPVs by 
Pakistan like the one downed by the Indian 
Air Force ha.s caused considerable concern 
in offidal and Defence cirdes in New Delhi. 
Not only is India taken by surprise 1^ the 
hi-tech and sophisticated aircraft in 
Pakistan's possession but it is also hard put 
to ascertain the origin and source of these 
airplanes. Although India is aware of 
Pakistan's air capabilities and knows about 
the remote-contredied airplanes, what has 
worried the defence experts is the 
sophisticated variety of the RPVs which 
Pakistan obviously has. It is learnt titat even 
the experts at the Defence Research 



Development Organisatiem (DRDO) were 
concerned about this fact and were ruw 
poring over all the literature and other 
available material on RPVs developed and 
in use woridwide. These pilotless aircraft are 
usually used for surveillance and intelligence 
gathering. 

Now that it is known that Pakistan has 
made significant investment in combat 
support systems (CSS), especially in the ^d 
of electronic warfare and intelligence 
gathering capabilities, India should 
strengthen its resolve to have a mobile 
integrated theatre defence system over mudi 
of northern India, which would save as a 
missile umbrella for protection against any 
ballistic and guidance missiles fired at tiie 
country by not-so-friendly neig^foours. The 
prcMposed programme would comprise the 
S-3 (jOV anti-tactical ballistic miuUe system 
of Russian origiii, the indimous "R^Bidra*' 
phased array radar, and the long range 
surface-to-air missile, "Akash^. The 
establishment of such an umbrella tystan 
would unambiguously signal the ommtiy's 
much awaited acknowledgement of elnte^ 
force de^oyment, as against the tactica] use 
of its aimed forces. Q 
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Nawaz Sharif Back to 
Power in Pakistan 

Pahaps the teader of the Pakistan Muslim 
League (Nawaa Group) himself could not 
have anticipated the kind of verdict the 
Pakistani electorate returned a few mondrs 
after his arch opponent Ms. Benazir 
Bhutto was ousted from power by President 
Leghari on charges of corruption. The 
spectacular elections results on February 3, 
1997 and the interregnum between the 
ignominious exit of Ms Bhutto and the 
asoerulancy back to power of Nawaz Sharif 
was puirctuated by high drama. The ousted 
Prime Minister fought vain battles in the 
court to vindicate that her dismissal was 


unconstitutional aitd raised the cry that the 
democracy was in peril. At the other end of 
the tnelodrama was the playboy of 
yesteryears and ace crlcketer-turned- 
politician Imran Khan entering tlie fray to 
take on two tUaiu. 

But the results of the elections were too 
shattering : both for the victor and the 
vanquished. Nawaz Sharif who too had to 
go dwough the harrowing experience of 
Preaiden^ sacking is now back in the 
saddle marshalling a oomfortable two^iiids 
ma)ority in a house of 217 members 
while Vb. Benazir Bhutto, leading her PPP 
crashed to a mere 17 seats, raising the 
abracadabra that the whote poU exercise was 
rigged agairwt her. In the case of Imran 
Khan, it was a total wasnout both for him 
and his party; with all the hype in the 


’ inlemational media his party couldn't win a 
siiwle seat. 

§ven in his wildest dteattu Nawaz cannot 
say duit "happy days are here again". Ahead 
of him is a heavy agenda that calls for the 
excercise of vigilance, patiettce and astute 
diplomacy. To Ms. ^utto he has already 
promised that he would not do to her what 
she has done to him, and a wise politician 
like die leader of the PPP has already offered 
cooperation to toe new leader rtf Pakistan. 
Nawaz has to breathe new life into the 
shattered economy and brit^ about political 
cotMensus and stability which Pakistan badly 
needs. 

Nawaz Sharif has also atmounced toat he 
would open a new chapter in the relations 
I with India and his gesture has been 


reciprocated by ffie Indian Prime Minister. 
Alrndy a groi^g volume of opinion pleads 
for greater econottUc cooperation between 
the two Asian neighbours. Otw toouM keep 
one's fingers crossed that toe new leader of 
blaihabad rtiould getihe fbH si;^poit foom his 
people, the oppositioa toe President and the 
Army In realising the goals he has set about. 

West Asia Peace Process 

Israel and the Paleatlnlaiw coiududed 
months of difficult n^tiations with an 
Agreement on Jatniary 15, 1997 to extend 
Pakslinian rule to Hebron and rural areas 
torougihout the West Bank. The deal was 
completed during a summit between the 
Israeli Prime Minister, Mr. Benjamin 
Netanyahu, and the Palestinian leader, 
Mr. Yasser Arafat It marks the first 


tatq^ible progress in toe West Asia peace process 
since Mr. Netanyahu's Right-wing coalition 
gover nm ent took office in June pkMging to 
restrain toe land-for-peaoe initiative begun 
by toe previous Israeli government 

Israel began witodrawing Israeli tror^ 
from Hebron on January 18 as a first step in 
toe three^tage troop rraqiloyment which 
will end by late 1998. The latest move will 
ease tensions in the volatile areas under 
occupation and hr^frilly create oondilions 
which will pievmt randmn acts of vtoleiKe 
like toe recent Kring by a Jewish setffer on 
Palestinians in a crowded Hebron matoet. 
But toete ate very real fears that toe latest 
accord could become yet anotoer casualty 
in the treacherous quicksands of West 
Auan politics. 

In at least toree cities around the wotid— 
Tel Aviv, Jericho and Washitwton—tocK 
was an almost audible sigh of relief 
foUemring the anirouncement that Israel and 
toe PaleMinian Authority had agreed on how 
to carve up the town of Htoron. The town, 
redolecit though it is with biblical ayinbcilisin, 
was In itself a sideshow. 

Hebron, the last of toe seven West Bank 
towns to come under Palestinian control 
under a 1995 interim self-rule agreement 
between Israel and the Palestine Uberatkm 
Organisation, has long been a flashpoint of 
Arab-Jewish violence. In February 1994, 
settler Baruch Goldstein from the nearby 
Kiryat Arba settlement massacred 29 Arabs 
lending in prayer at Al-Ibntoimi mosque 
before survivors beat him to death. On 
another occasion, Arab rioters opposed to 
rising Jewish immigration and inflmed by 
sermons at local mosc)ues, killed 67 men, 
women and children in the towrr, home to 
about 400 Jews. The fate of toe Jews in 
Hebron and to other West Bank aettlements 
is one of ttie major issues for final status 
talks behveen Israel and toe Palestiniaiu due 
to be completed by May 1999. 

Three months of talks preceded this 
landmark compact, which saw a long drawn 
out wrangle between Israeli and Palestinian 
negotiators as they strove to find cxnninon 
grouncL prodded on by toe she^kloggish 
efforu of Mr. Dennis Ross, American 
mediator in toe peace proexss. The degree 
of palatability of the accord to the 
Palestinians has been evident to the alacrity 
with which Mr. Arafrit's Cabinet endorsed 
it. In shark contrast, Mr. Netanyahu had to 
qudl a revolt to his Cabinet, before it voted 
11-7 to favour of the deal, which saw toe 
agreement's first political fallout—the 
resignation of the Science Minister, 
Mr. Benim B^in. 

It was King Hussein of Jordan who helped 
narrow differences over Hebron. He cteved 
file way for the signing of the agreement 
under which Israd was to re-deploy its 
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troops in the city of Hebron. It was made 
dear that the Hebron deaf was not being 
held up by differences between the two sides 
regarding the arrangements in the aty once 
the Israeli troops re-deploy Tlte Hebron deal 
had become hostage to differences over the 
scope and timing of Israeli troops 
withdrawals from the rural areas of the West 
Bank. Through his intervention. King 
Hussain was able to narrow the differences 
on this aspect as well 

Under the terms of the Oslo II agreement, 
Lsrael was to have withdrawn its troops from 
most of the Arab-populated parts of Hebron 
by May last year. This re-deployment wm 
delayed on account of terrorist attacks in 
Israel, the holding ol the Israeli elections and 


then the efforts of the new government to 
remake the arrangements which the previous 
government had agreed loo. From the 
available information the new government 
has only been successful in making minor 
changes to the previous agreements. 

Mr. Netanyahu has been quick to assure 
Israelis that the interim agreement in no way 
pushes Israel back to the borders which 
existed at the lime of the 1967 Six-Day War. 
Mr Netanyahu is clearly indicating that he 
is not prepared to hand over a particular 
proportion of land—the Palestinians are 
demanding 90 per cent—and that he intends 
to confine the Palestinian authority to only 
the main towns and villages of the West 
Bank. The concession made now cannot be 
interpreted as any ideological shift on the 
part of the Likud Prime Minister but as a 
pragmatic political move in the absence of a 
viable alternative. 

Mr. Netanyahu has made it clear that the 
Golan Heights must remam in Israel's hands 
because of its strategic, historic and economic 
importance. Israel captured the Golan 
Heights from Syria in the 1967 Middle-East 
War. Many Israelis have made it clear that 
they are unwilling to relinquish Golan 
Heights to gel peace with Syria. The future 
of Jerusalem, too, will never be negotiated. 
The city is holy to Jews, Muslims and 
Christians. But Mr. Netanyahu said he could 
envision a Palestinian State, pnivided the 
scope of the State was carefully defined to 
protect Israeli interests and security. Up to 


now, Mr. Netanyahu has alwa^ rejected the 
idea of a Palestinian State. 

Sri Lanka to Fight War 
_ All Alone _ 

Having r^ected bids for third party 
mediation, and with India also opting out 
of the Sri Lankan imbroglio, Sri Lanka is 
currently in the unenviable position of 
having to fight die entrenched and ferocious 
Liberation Tigers of Tamil Eelam (LTTE) all- 
by itself. And this war, now into its 
thirteenth year, only shows no signs of 
ending, but threatens to be unbearably costly 
in man and material. 

Fighting has so far 
claimed M,000 lives, 
including 7,700 
troops and policemea 
The Weekend Express 
has said that since 
July 1996, 3,001 
soldiers have been 
killed and 2,105 
wounded. In just 
three weeks in 
January, 1997, 300 
soldiers have been 
killed. Only recently, 
the Sri Lankan Air 
Force lost ten airoaft. 
The non-military 
consequences of the 
war have been 
equally disturbing. 
There are 500,000 
Tamil refugees. 
Disappearances are a 
major issue. The tourism industry, a major 
foreign exchange earner and key employer, 
is in doldrums. Prices of essentials have 
touched dizzying heights. 

The Sri Lankan President, Ms. Chandrika 
Kumaratimga, has said on January 18,1997 
that despite some recent victoi^, the Tamil 
militant organisation has ceased to be die 
most efficient rebel army in the world and 
she was confident of "taming the tigers" by 
the end of this year. "I believe that the 
Liberation Tigers of Tamil Eelam has 
reached the end of the road and ceased to 
be 'invincible' as they used to be", she said. 

Commenting on LTTE's inability to fight 
a conventional war, she said the Tigers 
cannot fight a traditional war as it was 
proved during the presence of Indian Peace 
Keeping Force flPIQ’) and during the recent 
march of Sri Lankan Army into Jaffna 
peninsula and KillinochchL She said even 
the recent LTTE attacks on the Army camps 
at Paranthan and Elephant Pass ended In 
disaster for the rebels as the troops managed 
to resist the attack of over 2,500 well-armed 
rebels and inflicted heavy casualties. 

The seventies saw the upsurge of ethnic 
tension and clashes in Sri Lanka with which 
India as the big neighbour got inextricably 
involved, and these have determined India- 
Sri Lanka relations to a large measure even 
today. The developments fo Sri Lanka have 
had their impact not only on foreign affairs 
but also the internal political scene in our 
country. What Is worth noting is that thou^ 



the ei^ities saw the most conspicuous 
impact of ^ Lankan developments on the 
Indian policy, both at home and abroad, 
there has so far been no coherent 
understanding of die isaues involved in the 
decision-making circles of this country. 
India's position in Sri Lankan affairs' 
underwent serious—almost basic—changes 
in dlls period and yet there has so far been 
1)0 effort at a unified understanding of these 
developments on the relatioiis between the 
two nri^bours. 

Having burnt Its fingers once, India's 
latest policy of staying away from the 
Sri Lankan imbroglio was reiterated by the 
External Adairs Minister, Mr. I. K. Cujral, 
during his visit to the Island nation in 
January this year. It will be widely endorsed 
on this side of the Palk Straits, though 
perhaps not by all on the other. There are a 
few Sri Lankan Tamil groups which stiil 
want India to intervene, but after the IPKF 
fi asco and what happened earlier when the 
LTTE received the backing of a section of 
Tamil Nadu politicians, New Delhi Is unlikely 
to indulge in any further misadventure. It is 
a matter of relief that the atmosphere of 
distrust which prevailed between the two 
countries, when Mr. Ranasinghe Premada.sa 
was the Iteident, has been cleared and New 
Delhi's relations with Colombo are much 
better. Any false step, therefore, at this stage 
can only cause yet another setback. With 
India opting out, Sri Lanka is now isolated, 
all alone with no one to help. The best option 
for it is to begin to negotiate with the 
concerned parties. 

Clinton Begins Second Terni 

Mr. William Jefferson Clinton began hi.<. 
seccHid term as President of the United States 
on January 20,1997 with a call for racial and 
political harmony to achieve "a land of new 
promise" and build a future at home and 
abroad into the new millennium. With his 
left hand on a family Bible, the 50-year-old 
President raised hLs right hand and swore 
the same 35-word oath taken by every 
President since George Washmgton. With 
this, he stood poised to be the first President 
of the 2l5t century. 

Mr. Clinton slays in the White House for 
four more years—the first time in more than 
half a century that a Democrat President has 
won two consecutive term.s. He did it in a 
style, with 50 per cent of the popular vote to 
the Republican challenger Mr. Robert Dole's 
42 per cent. Mr. Ross Perot, the billionaire 
gadfly Reforms Party candidate, found his 
share of the vote come down to 8 per cent 
from 19 per cent he had won in 1992. 

If Mr. Clinton retained his stay m the 
White House for four more years, that was 
largely on account of the strength of the 
economy. Other issues did not come out for 
full play in the course of the election trail 
because the voters at large did care only for 
how they fared in their pocket books. If the 
economy had been a slump, issues such as 
morality, character and possibly foreign 
policy would have hit the limelight. 
Fortunately for Mr. Clinton, he did not rave 
to worry about anything other than how the 
American economy was faring on the voting 
day in 1996. 
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Mr. CUnton starts as a doubly favoured 
President He will lead the country into the 
21st century and can thus take 'ljuilding a 
bridge" to the post-industrial world 
order, as he himself has pledged to do.

NASA Discovers New 
_ Asteroids _ 

The U.S. astronomers have announced 
that they have discovered two new stars in 
the solar system, an asteroid travelling in an 
orbit very close to earth, and a comet that 
lies between the earth and the sun. The 
asteroid, which is about 200 metres wide "is 
a member of a rare class of asteroids, called 
Atens, which stray within Eartti's orbit most 
of their lifetimes," Mr. Eleanor Hein from 
the Jet Propulsion Laboratory of Pasadena 
in California explained. Namrf 1997 AC-11, 
the asteroid is only the twenty-fourth of its 
type spotted by astronomers since the first 
Atens were discovered in January 1976. 

The second star discovered by Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory’s astronomers is a 
comet that travels between the sun and the 
earth in Leo's constellation. 

Identified as Comet 1997 Al, it was to pass 
near to earth on February 6, 1997 at 
a distance of about 370 million km. 
"This comet has travelled a Icmg distance, 
originatira in the Oort cloud, a region far 
beyond Fwto's oibit which is believed to 
house trillions of incipient comets," Mr. Hein 
said. "It has a parabolic orbit, which means 
it will travel through our solar system once 
and probably never be seen again," the 
astronomer added.

Chechnya After Victory of 
Maskhadov 

Polls passed off peacefully in Chechnya, 
the highly volatile breakaway region of 
Russia. Mr. Aslan Maskhadov won a 
resounding victory in January 1997 and the 
international observers monitoring the 
presidential elections m Chechnya prdbably 
heaved a high sigh of relief. 

The victory of Mr. Maskhadov, the 
moderate former military commander of the 
rebel forces, was a consolation prize for 
Moscow. He, unlike his strong radical rival, 
Mr. Shamil Basayev, can at least be trusted 
not to do the one thing the Kremlin fears 
the most—declare immediate political 
independence from Russia. 

The resounding victory Mr. Maskhadov, 
however, may not necessarily indicate the 
return of peace in this Uny Muslim republic 
in the north Caucasus, which has been 
straddled with a bleak legacy left by its 
21^nonth war with Russia. For Mr. Maskhadov, 
although widely regarded as the most 
moderate of the dozen candidates who were 
in the fray at the hustings, he is also keen on 
Chechnya seceding from the Russian 
federation, and may press for a Chechen 
national referendum in this regard. 

The new Chechen leader will be under 
tremendous pressure from the extremists in 
his land not to compromise on the demand 
for immediate independence. Moscow 
should not have any iOtisions diat Chedmya's 
new President can be persuaded to drop die 
independence dmnand. "Whoever comes to 
power will be forced to speak of Chechen 
independence," Mr. Maskhadov explained. 
"Odierwlse people will ask; for the sake of 
what did we shed all that blood?" 


If Russia has hailed Mr. Maskhadov's 
electoral triumph, it has a lot to do with 
Moscow's preierence to deal wittt the soft- 
spoken 45-year-old former colonel of the 
Soviet Army. The Kremlin does not exactly 
relish the thought of negotiating with 
Chechen guerrilla chiefs like Mr. Shamil 
Basayev who has humiliated the Kremlin by 
committing brutal acts of terrorism on 
Russian soil during the strife and getting 
away with it. Russian leaders are also 
haunted by the fear that Chechnya might 
become a north Caucasian powerful and a 
veritable crime centre which, if permitted to 
secede, might inspire other ethnic groups in 
Russia to follow suit. Anyway, the Russians 
would now do well to help the new Gronzy 
leadership resolve tiie host of problems 
facing the bombed and burnt out region, 
such as finding jobs for the former fighters 
and rebuilding the devastated Chechen 
economy. 

Russia's Plans for N-plant 

As part of the international nuclear 
"swords-to-ploughshare.'i" process, officials 
in Moscow have released deU^ of construction 
plans for a new nuclear fabrication plant in 
Russia, according to the world's nuclear 
agency, NUC-NCT. The ultimate aim of the 
project, planned by Germany, France and 
Russia, was to use the weapons-grade 
plutonium in the fabrication of Mixed Oxide 
(MOX) fuel for Russian nuclear power 
plants, according to NUC-NET, adding that 
the information about the project had been 
so far officially classed as confidential due 
to the sensitivity of the scheme. 

The key stages of the work would be the 
testing of three MOX fuel assemblies in the 
Balakovo nuclear plant (four over-1000 
units), and the design, construction and start 
up of a demonstration MOX fuel production 
plant in the town of Ozerk, run by the 
"Mayak" production association. 

Work carried out so far has shown that a 
demonstration plant (capacity 1.3 tonnes 
of plutonium per year) would be 
commissioned by the end of this century and 
the next step then would be construction of 
a plant of larger capacity. The initial 
contracts for the project were expected to be 
signed this year, according to Russian 
officials, who said it was based on a detailed 
French-Russian study conducted between 
1993 and 1996. 

Russian specialists were explormg other 
possibilities for using weapons-grade 
plutonium—like the use of American and 
Russian plutonium in Canadian-designed 
"Candu" reactors. 

According to the NUC-NET, America, 
Russia and France were planning on the 
development of .i Gas-Turbine Modular 
Helium Reactor (GT-MHR), which would 
use either uranium or weapons-grade 
plutonium but "if plutomum is used, up to 
95 per cent of it is burned during plant 
operations." The work on the GT-MHR 
involved "general atomics" of the U.S., a 
group of Russian organisations and 
"Framatome" of France. Meanwhile, for 
domestic use, Russians had plans to 
reconfigure the core of the BN-bOO 
(betoyarsk) fast reactor. □

of America and Europe; the rising worldwide 
demand for raw materials. What we can't know 
is udtether the mix vrill sparon contentment or 


calamity. Anyone confident of the answer ought 
to ponder the great paradox cf the 20th century: 
no other period in history has at once produced 
so much rmterittl progress and so much mass 
destruction. The same farces that erased poverty 
in many countries also unleashed serial 
slaughter. That paradox—and many lesser 
hazards—tvill pursue us into the new century. 

The future economy will be a creature cf 
"globalisation." As never before, economic 
activity spills across national borders. This has 
already remade manufacturing as many 
labour-intensive fndusiries (shoes, clothing, 
electronics assembly) have drifted to low-wage 
countries . 

The central question about their relentless 
globalisation is not (as many think) whether it 
will impoverish us. It won't. Just the opposite. 1/ 
it thrives, it will enrich us with bigger markets 
for producers and better choices for consumers. 
The real issue is whether, somehow, it's unstable. 
Two paths to ruin spring to mind. One is 
political. As countries with different cultures 
blend economically, will they develiq) the trust 
and cooperative institutions needed to sustain 
their interdependence ? If not, the system could 
succumb to protectionism and financial crises. 
'The second danger is environmental. Will 
surging demand trigger high prices for raw 
materials or environmental side effects that 
subvert growth ? 

So we are OH the edge if cornucopia or crisis. 
But whidt ? Let's start with some numbers. In 
1995 the world's population was nearly 
5.7 billion. By 2020 it wilt grow about 36 pe. 
cent, to 7.7 billion, according to World Bank 
projections. Almost all of that increase occurs in 
developing countries. Western Europe's and 
Japan's populations remain stagnant. The United 
States' population, fed by immigmtion, climbs 
about 20 per cent, to 315 million. Although 
China's also grows about 20 per cent, that's 
200 milHan more peofoe to 1.4 billion. India's grows 
about 40 per cent, to 1.3 billion. Brazil's rises 
34 per cent, to 215 million; Indonesia's, 32 per cent, 
to 255 million. These are big numbers, but the 
possibilihes for economic growth are bigger still. 


Tatas Going Strong 


Be it the late J.R.D. Tata or the new and 
dynamic Ratan Tata, the Tatas have 
become a byword for success and 
excellence.

But it h without doubt a feast of stunning and 
sensual cinematography. Last September, it 
premiered, at the Toronto International Film 
Festival, where it gave critics hoi flushes and 
was rated one of the 10 best entries. 

Earlier this month, Nsar began to prepare the 
movie for release in India—and that is when her 
blood pressure started to rise. When she presented 
Kama Sutra to the Indian Censors Board, it 
demanded no fewer than 40 dfferent cuts. In 
particular, it insisted on the removal of scenes in 
which young courtesans are taught sexual 
techniques such as "Churning Curds” and 
"The Cobra." 

The censors also wanted the movie stripped of 
every nude and lesbian scene. Nair was aghast. 
"When a film is unabashedly and proudly about 
sexuality and sexual politics between men and 
women, you cannot cut out the sexuality." she 
says. "If you do, it means you are ripping up tin 
whole film indiscriminately." 

Kaiiui Sutra's Indian debut was to have been 
at the Intenational Film Festival in 
Thiruvanathapuram.

Architectural Marvel in 
Tokyo 

In Japan the process of experimentation 
in uibm planning and mod architecture 
never ceases. Ideas soar wifii the kind of 
same dizziness as new landmarks pierce into 
the skyline. NEWSWEEK (January 20,1997), 
published from New York dwells on the new 
International Forum project. 

TNcyo —to understate the obvious —is a vast, 
sprawling city infamous for its centerless 
semichaos. No single building could possibly give 
it an urbanist's bull's-eye. But the right project 
on the right site might go a long way toward it. 
For the last four years, architect Rafitel Vinoly's 
$1.5 bilikm Tokyo Intematiorwl Forum has been 
under construction on a seven-acre plot of choice 
Tokyo real estate : within the vital Marunouchi 
business district and close to the chichi Ginza 
shopping area. Imagine a combination of 
Chicago's mammoth Merchandise Mart and New 
York's Uncoln Centre in the same place; imagine 
four separate theaters (one cf them, with 5,000 
seats, Japan's largest), all in a row and all clad 
in Brazilian granite, and imagine a giant, 
elliptical, “Class Hall" far conventions and trade 
shows rising 190 feet above a gardenlike plaza. 
When the ribbon on the Forum xoas cut last week¬ 
end, residents saw Vinoly's imagination become 
reality. 

Although Vinoly, 52, is the quintessential 
international architect (bom in Uruguay, 
educated in Argentina and immigrated to the 
United States), he has up to now been appreciated 
mainly in his home base of New York; his 
previously best-known building was a college 
gymnasium in the Bronx. The Forum has moved 
Mm far up on the world's A list. As with most 
success Varies, tima^ was everything. In the kde 
1980s, Japan was awash in money and Tokyo's 
governor at the time, Shunuchi Suzuki, wanted 
to make a Mitterrand-style mark with a grand 
project For the Forum, he staged an tntematunal 
design competition—the jury induded Kenzo 
Tange, whose 1957 city hall was demolished for 
the site—and Vinoly's proposal beat out 395 
other entries from 68 countries. Q

The education system in the United States 
has long been of a very high standard and 
the American people's unwavering 
commitment to public education dates back 
to more than ISO years. Fueled by a demand 
for literacy Aom two dtAei«it creeds, one 
described in the Bible, the other in the 
Declaration of Independence, die American 
system of education grew to be so an essoitial 
element in the Ameriian faidi that this nation 
was uniquely the land of opportunity.

The United States of America is today die 
single largest country attracting students 
from ^1 over die world for the variety of 
courses it offers. The educational system in 
die U5. stands out from diat of any other 
country in terms of the size of die country, 
the population, the government policies 
and the state of its economy. Consequently, 
diere are now more than 30,000 hi^ schools 
and 3,000 universities In this land of 
opportunity. 


In United States, colleges operate on either 
the quarter or semester system. Every 
academic year is divided into 4 terms of 10 
weeks whme every term is called a 'quarter' 
or a 'semesteri system having 2 long tenn% 
The value of a college course is measured m 
terms of units called 'credits' and each course 
has 2 to 5 credits. The designation 'quarter' 
or 'semester' identities the kind of units of 
which the value is based. Since semesters 
are longer periods of time, a small number 
of sonester units equals a larger number of 
quarter units. The average value of the 
college courses is about four quarter or three 
semester units. Institutions of the quarter 
system generally require 180 quarter units 
and others of semester system require 120 
semester units for graduation. 

Entrance Test Scores 

Students seeking admission into colleges 
in America are required to undertake 
entrance test namely, ACT/SAT and TOEFL 
for under-graduate courses or GRE/GMAT 
and TOEFL for Masters. 

SAT (Scholastic Aptitude Test): 

SATs (Scholastic Aptitude Tests) 
purportedly measure verbal and 
mathematical reasoning abilities. These 
tests are developed and administered by 
the Educational Testing Service, Princeton, 
N.J., for the College Board, which is 
headquartered in New York Gty. The College 
Board is a nonprofit organisation that 
provides tests and many other educational 
services for students, schools, and colleges. 

ACTS (American College Tests) are 
administered by the American College 
Testing Program, a nonprofit educational 
organisation, which has its national 
headquarters in Iowa City, Iowa. The ACT 
compmite score is the average of four tests 
that measure academic abilities in English, 
Mathematics, Social Studies, and Natural 
Sciences. 

SAT is a 3 hour multiple choice test that 
measures the verbal and mathematical 
abilities developed m and out of school. It 
also has 3 sections. Which has two 30 minutes 
verbal sections, testing vocabulary, verbal 
reasoning and reading comprehension. 
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In addition, it haa r. • iO-minute test of 
standard written En^jliv lestiitg aliihty tot

TOEFL (Test of English as a Foreign 

Lan^age); 

English is the medium of instruction in 
the universities in the U.S. and students, 
whose mother tongue is not English, are 



expected to take TOEFL to ensure that they 
fulfill this basic requisite. This test is to 
evaluate fundamentally the English 
proficiency of the students. The tot has a 
multiple-choice format consisting of 3 
sections namely; 

• Listening Comprehension: Measures 
ability to understand spoken &iglish. 

• Structure and Written Expression: 
Measures ability to recognise language 
that IS appropriate for standard written 
English. 

• Vocabulary & Reading Comprehension: 
Measures ability to understand non-technical 
matter. 

GMAT (Graduate Management 

Admission Test): 

GMAT is designed to assess the 
management aptitude of students for 
advanced study in business schools. It 
consists of seven sections containing at least 
20 multiple-choice questions. 

It measures general, verbal and 
mathematical skills. 

• the Quantitative section measures basic 
mathematical skills and understanding of 
elementary concepts, ability to reason 
quantitatively, solve and inteipret graphic 
data. 

• the Vetbal section measures the ability 
to understand, evaluate and recognise 
conventions of written English. 

GRE (Graduate Record Examination) : 

Students are required to take GRE if they 
seek admission to any Master's degree 
course other than Business Management at 
U.S. universities. GRE measure the scholastic 
ability at the under-graduate level and it 
consists of several sections namely: 

• Reading Comprehension 

• Sentence Completion 

• Mathematical Problem Solving 

• Data Interpretation 

• Logical Reasoning 


• Conunand of Vocabulary 

• Verbal Analogies 

• Quantitative Con^rlgion 

• Analytical Reasoning 

Visa 

A valid visa is necessary for every alien 
student who wishes to study in the United 
States and die following are required for a 
student non-immigrant visa: 

1. Valid passport endorsed for travel to 
the United States. 

2. A copy of photograph taken within die 
last 12 months. 

3. A form 1-20 and 1-20 B (Certificate of 
Eligibility for non-immigrant F-1 student 
status) for a full-time course to study at an 
approved institution of learning in the 
United States. 

4. Evidence of sufficient financial 
resources to cover the total estimated 
expenses in the United States including 
tuition fees, boarding charges and incidental 
expenses. 

Accreditation 

In United, States no single agency has 
omtrol over the educational institutions. The 
U.S. Department of Education does not have 
the authority to accredit institutions as it ha.<i 
no yardstidc to assess and compare their 
quality. There are two agencies, one private 
and the other governmental who have been 
entrusted with the responsibility to evaluate 
and approve the aco^iting agencies. The 
private agency b called 'Council on Post- 
Secondary Accreditation' (COPA) and the 
Governmental one is the 'Department of 
Education'.

Can India Get Rid Of 

Corruption ? 


Man. in general, has an uncanny 
fascination for dreams, and Indians, 
in particular, seem to be endowed 
I with tliem. Those who struggled for 
the country's freedom dreamt that 
independence would usher in peace, 
progress and prosperity, that the 
system of governance and 
administration would be fair. Just, 
elfioient and responsive and that the 
complete social paradigm would 
reflect our eternal regard for values, 
ethics and ideals. They did not, 
however, live to see the fruition or 
frustration of their dream. And they 
bequeathed it to us and invested in 
us the responsibility to materialise 
it. They died, but the dream 
continues to twinkle in our eyes. It 
might have turned too pale and 
grotesque to be recognised as the 
I original, but two aspects remain 
unaltered—^in spite of the pervasive 
hop>ele8sless, despair, corruption and 
maladministration—the essenttal 
beauty of the dream and our 
faith that It will get translated 
into an equally beautiful reality still remain with us I 
Today, we have come full circle. Despite all economic 
progress, scientific and technological advancement, our 
system remains hollow, conrupt and inefficient, with the 
same hiatus prevailing between promise and performance, 
policy and practice, plan and implementation. The widening 
gulf between the rich and the poor, the all'pervasive 
coirupUon and inefficiency and the general decline of 
national character make all progress and advancement 
appear meaningless. What political commentator Gunnar 
Myrdal meant when he called India a ’Soft-State' where 
nothing moved save when bribe was paid, is still true. 
‘Since Myrdal’s days", writes Justice V.R. Krishna Iyer, 
’corruption has quantum-jumped and today the pervasive 
pathology of pollution in public life spares no department 
of governance.” PoUUcs and administration have always 
been regarded as repositories of corrupt practices. Even 
education and medicine. Judiciary and non-govenunent 
organisations are tainted by morally dubious trends. Thua. 
in every sphere of economic, social and cultural activity 


the threatening infiltration of vices 
has shaken the credibility of the 
people in our democratic regime, 
social order and constitutional 
instrumentalities. 

The point is that even five decades : 
of independent existence have not 
brought an overall positive change 
in the system of governance and 
administration. India's reputation 
has been tarnished. India was 
recognised as the land where 
religion, philosophy and culture 
reached their acme. It is now 
regarded as a land vdilch abounds 
in political shortsightedness and 
opportunism, avarice, crime, poverty, 
illiteracy, sloth. Indolence and non¬ 
performance. Our politicians spout 
abracadabra and the 'sugar' present 
In thdr bellies makes them sweet- 
throated and helps them sing 
hopefully of the peace and prosperity 
in India. If th^ claim that India's 
agricultural production Is 
multiplying by leaps and bounds, 
one should not disbelieve them—they 
have millions of tonnes *ure.a‘ which, if honestly used on 
Indian soils, can increase the production of foodgrains. 
Th^ have adequate ‘foreign exchange’ which is Illegally 
transferred to foreign lands. 

SeUing their Souls 

It is surprising as well as disgusting that the legacy of 
honesty, dedication, austerity, public service and 
patriotism—the values which the leaders of the past— 
Gandhi, Nehru. Subhash. Patel. Prasad and others 
cherished so deariy—is being squandered away by the 
corrupt and power-hungry political character. The moral 
and intellectual degradation of our legislators gives rise to 
fear and disgust in the public mind. *lt becomes a matter 
for self-introspection as to why and how the words 'politics' 
and ■politicians’—even as popular representatives—should 
acquire pejorative connotations,” questions T.N. 
Chaturvedi. the former CAG. Unfortunately, public interest 
for them implies only personal Interest, and legislative 
privileges are meant only for self-aggrandisement.

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They are supposed to function conscientiously for the 
upHftment and betterment of the masses but they have 
become “surrogates for some powerful Interest." Gandhiji 
was deeply aggrieved udien he received complaints In 1948 
that people's representatives were taking monq^ from the 
people—indulging themselves In black-marketing—and 
corrupting the sources of Justice. And today, when 
corruption is rampant, how would Gandhiji react, if he 
were unfortunate to live to see his heirs "selling their 
souls for a mess of pottage"? 

The election process in India is the progenitor of political 
corruption. It was admitted by V.V. Girl in the early 
seventies that money power had come to play a dominant 
role in the elections to legislatures. T.N. Seshan considers 
the electoral process to be the mot-cause of corruptlort 
and corrupt influences in our public life. And he 
endeavoured, to the best of his capacity, to purge the 
electoral system of the baneful Influences of mon^ power, 
muscle power, political interference and bureaucratic sloth. 
In spite of his best efforts, the evil still remains, though 
not as imperiously as it did earlier. How sincerely arc the 
canons of propriety and honesty, observed in the ‘fvmd- 
raising’ is not unknown to the public. So untrammelled 
by moral values has politics become that the worth of a 
politician is reckoned, not in terms of what he can 
contribute to the State or public weal, but the size of the 
funds he can covertly raise. Political defections have 
become commonplace and frequent. It is surprising that 
the politicians are so stoically Indifferent to 'praise and 
ignominy’ that they have no regrets in shifting loyalties 
from one party to another and then to another and 

then.Political support is bought and sold. A minority 

government changes into a majori^ government ovemi^t. 
The JMM pay-off scandal is only one such case which has 
come to light. No one proves so effectively the dictum of 
A.E. Housman who said. ‘Passion for truth is feeblest In 
man". 

The politico-bureaucratic nexus accounts for the largest 
share of corruption In India. The recent scams and 
scandals—the sugar scam, the telecom scandal and the 
animal husbandry scam, to name some—illustrate the 
e\41 influence of this unhealthy nexus on the entire qrstem. 
Politicians and bureaucrats are responsible for running 
the system honestly and efficiently. They exercise 
considerable power in the policy-making institutions and 
Immense authority is vested in them. But they often exploit 
the power and authority to pursue and accomplish thdr 
selfish, corrupt and ndarlous motives. The authorities 
take decisions, weighed In pecuniary terms, ne^eettng 
altogether the humanitarian outlook and societal concerns. 

"The scams and scandals, wheeling-dealing by power- 
brokers. operations of economic buccaneers, and 
commissions and cut-backs epitomise only the betrayal of 
public trust." And the lofty ideals of economic equality 
and Justice have been reduced to nought. Distributive 
Justice has alivays been a hollow platitude to entice and 
confuse the common man. First It was red-taplsm—a 
corollary of excessive bureaucratic regulations in economic 
planning—that was recognised as the root cause of 
corruption. It was hoped that with the UberalisatJon of 
economy, corruption would be mitigated. But people are 
convinced, as T.N. Chaturvedl remaiics. that first In the 
name of socialist planning and then in the process of 
unwinding it or of disinvestments of public sector, the 
public domain continues to be a grazing pasture for the 
predatory politicians and their freebootlng cohorts. "The 
change in the models of development makes no difference 
to the kleptomaniac Impulses that move those vdio run 
the govemmo^." 




Comqpttoa Rules Indls 

Development administration alms at helping the poor 
and underprivileged. But gross maladministration, 
corruption and InefSciency can be detected in the 
development machinery. According to a report ("Robbing 
the Poor, IncUa Tbdcqj, Novemt^, 1996), at around 
Ra. 8000 croie a year, poverty oradication schemes account 
for the largest expenditure in the Union Budget after 
defence. Rcgiv Gandhi once remarked that only 17 paJsc 
out of every rupee, earmarked for development actually 
reaches the people; It la believed to be even less than 
that. The much h^red panchayati raj vras supposed to 
bring admHiistratlon closer to grassroots and make 
development reach even the tiniest block and the remotest 
hamlet. But ironically the first corrupt nexus is formed 
between ‘the dected sarpaneh, the lowest government 
functionary, the gram sewak and the junior engineer." And 
then there is a vicious racket of brokers, administrators 
and poUticlaiw who are looting the valuable resources 
which, if property utilised, could bring happiness and 
prosperity In the otherwise miserable lives of the millions 
of Indians. Which sphere is free from corruption ? Be it 
In the name of irrigation or seed distribution or anganwadt 
or public distribution or getting construction contracts, 
corruption is practised with impunity. Even in cities, the 
common man is worst affected by the rampant corruption 
From getting driving licences to getting Jobs, from getting 
pensions to getting admissions and from getting medical 
certificates to getting birth and death certlflcates, one has 
to bribe the officials, clerks and peons alike. 

The business houses in India, as elsewhere, abet corrupt 
practices. Big industrialists suborn the ministers and 
bureaucrats to get the dearance of their business projects. 
Almost all industrialists and businessmen are affiliated to 
one party or the other and thdr business fortunes rise 
and sink with the political fortunes of their friends. There 
is massive tax evasion as wdl which is responsible for the 
grovdh, accumulation and power of black money. The 
ramifications of the black money have assumed alarming 
proportions "wlddy debasing ethical norms and eating 
into the vitals of our socio-economic and political system." 
The Ideals of honesty, sincerity and austerity have been 
rqplaced by materially and hedonism. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that sophisticated bunglows and squalid slums, 
costly restaurants and hungry huts. Impeccable dandies 
and naked, famished, sordid masses can exist 
simultaneously in India. Consumerism among citizens and 
commercialism among the industrial and business classes 
have together relegated to the background "the moral and 
humane values of society.’ 

Corruption at lovter levels has some Justification. In 
order to live decently, people at lower levels have to find 
a way to add substance to their pittance. The cost of 
living is ever on the rise. And right from education to 
medication, all activities demand money. The economic 
compulsion is responsible for corruption prevalent at ttie 
lower and middle levels. Moreover, it is unrealistic to 
urge the salariat to accept austere living "in an atmosphere 
in which other comparable sections of society are in a 
position to amass large fortunes in ostentatious 
consumption." 

It is argued that with progress and advancement, 
corruption Is inevitable and permissible; that it is rife 
everyyere even in the developed countries and that one 
should be mindful only of the efficiency and performance 
of the qratem and not of its ethics. Yes. corruption is 
present everywhere but the common man is not so badly 
affected by It. as he Is in India. And efficiency without 
ethics la meaningless. Then ethics is discarded, we only 
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witness the efficient practice of corruptlim I When 
responsible petite, plai»d in the hi^er rungs of the 
system, are concerned only with their selfish alms, 
dishonesty and disorder afOlct the whole system. 

The ethical dimensions of how Influential, powerful and 
resourceful people conduct themselves in the “lalvate life 
and public domain set a precedent for the lesser human 
beings and groups in society to follow or to seek 
justification for their own self-seeking or scandalous 
conduct.* 

Among the many remedies suggested, electoral reforms 
occupy the most important place. Though the need for 
electoral refonns has always been felt. It was only after 
T.N. Seshan became the CSC that people became more 
aware of the significance of reforms. The Representation 
of People's Act enjoins that an Individual, convicted of 
serious crimes, be debarred from contesting elections for 
six years. Such people, who smartly walk down the 
corridors of legislatures, should be precluded from 
contesting elections. There should be recrtiltlng agency 
like the UPSC which could examine their credentials, 
knowledge and integrity and declare only those fit to 
contest elections, who possess certain level of legislative 
acumen and moral integrity. The tenure of legislators and 
ministers should be limited to one or at the most two full 
terms, or the people should be given the right to recall, 
to put a check on the growth of 'professional politicians.' 
There should be a reasonable ceiling on electkm expenses 
and It should be adhered to. The system of‘State filndlng’ 
may be introduced to regulate the Inflow of illegal donations 
to party coffers. All donations must be made through 
cheques and should be taxable. Party accounts should be 
carefully maintained and subjected to Independent audit. 
Politicians and bureaucrats must also disclose their assets 
for the people who can hardly bear the shocking revelations 
of their profuse wealth which defies their declared sources 
of Income. 

There is a pressing need to make the political and 
administrative actions more transparent and accountable. 
Justice P.B. Sawant rightly remarks : *The barrier to 
information is the single leading cause of corruption In 
society. It facilitates clandestine deals, arbitrary d^slons, 
manipulations and encourages embezzlement.* Some 
changes ought to be made In the Official Secrets Act of 
1923. Without the right to know, India's Impoverished 
millions will never know how the Yat of devdopment fimds 
is skimmed off by officers and middlemen vidio flourish 
behind a wall of secrecy.' Instead of Insisting on secrecy, 
greater emphasis should be laid on efficiency, 
responsiveness and sensitivity in administration and 
fairness and firmness in public dealings. 

Judicial Activiam 

The Gorwala Report on Public Administration (1951) 
drew attention to the prevalence of coniiptlon at high 
places and urged that no one diould be Immune firom 
Inquiry. The Santhanam Committee on Prevention of 
Corruption (1964) recommended In fovour of evolving a 
suitable machinery and procedure for preventing and 
dealing with corruption at high places. No doubt there are 
institutions like CBI and CVC and laws (like Prevention of 
CorrupUon Act, 1988), but laws alone cannot stop or 
eradicate unethlcallty. Uw may be a deterrent, but If It 
Is not implemented or enforced, then vduit purpose does 
It serve ? It is gratltying that there has beer a ^urt of 
CBI acUvity and judicial activism (thanks to HJD. Shourle'a 
public interest litigations). Judicial activism has exposed 
some of the moat shoddng practices of pollticiai» and 
executives. The country is lotfldng upon the Judldaiy as 


its saviour that can salvage and redeem its lost health 
and spirits. Judicial activism is welcome. But we also 
need a body like bokpal at every level Le. at the centre. 
State and the district levels. These Lokpals should be 
independent of the Executive. They should have an 
investigative machinery under their own control and 
disposal. 

Gandhljl once remarked. To check corruption, we 
require a high code of nwrals, extreme vigilance on the 
part of those who are tree from the corrupt practices.* 
Even today, idealism in the common man is not dead and 
Tt is the voluntary power of the individual and the might 
of the Press which can arouse and awaken It for 
constructive task of nation building.' Seshan's bid to purge 
the system has won public claim and support. When H.D. 
Shourle fights against corruption and Arun Shourie writes 
against the corrupt, people M thankful to these crusaders. 
When Anna Hazare resorts to satyagraha to fight 
corruption, the masses support and raise this little 
champion of public cause. There are many within the 
bureaucracy, the press and the public—who have dared 
to challenge the might of the rich and powerful politicians, 
businessmen and bureaucrats. We must realise that public 
apathy leads to moral decay. In the ancient period, 
intell^uals and conscientious people of the country were 
urged to remain cautious and vi^ant—‘ucu^om rashtrp 
Jagryam purohitah." The Rig Veda says that only ethically 
pure and intellectually capable person should be allowed 
to administer the counby—*a deuanam bhauah keturagre." 
The AOuuva Veda considers It the responsibility of the 
citizens to see that only the competent are at the helm 
and that those In power remain ethical and conscientious 
lest their inherent greed should harm the country. 

Beware the Fuiy of the Patient 

Thus enlightened public opinion and vl^lant citizens 
can fi^t the menace of corruption. And it is heartening 
that the Indians are gradually becoming aware of their 
role and responsibilities. ’Hindustani’ was a bold attempt 
to activate, articulate and assert public opinion and 
enlighten citizenship, while the anarchical method of 
fighting corruption as practised by Senapathy may not be 
approved of by many; no one will grudge against his 
explicitly noble and emphatically clear intention—his 
warning to the corrupt officials and politicians, who have 
thrived on the Innocence and gullibility of Indians and 
who have lived off our backs—*Beware the fury of the 
patient Indian t* 

Before we conclude, we must also subject ourselves to 
htmest scrutiny. It is customary to indict the politician, 
bureaucrats, police and industrialists for vindicating the 
cult of Mammon. Undeniably, it is they who have made 
corruption permeate all levels of public life. But is it wise 
on our part to escape the criticism and responsibility 
when we ourselves are the components of the soci^ 
paraphernalia that Is actuated largely by monetary and 
material considerations ? How many of us prefer simplicity 
to opidence and luxury ? How many of us value ideals, 
honesty, dedlcaUon to work and holiness of spirit 7 How 
many of us can emphatically refuse to accept dowry ? Is 
it not our attitude, our fascination for money and material 
that has perpetuated immoral and unethical practices in 
our society ? To earn money is not bad but to earn it by 
immoral means is condemnable. Monty is required to 
lead a aob«', decent life and everyone of us has a right to 
Uve such a life. But to earn, to possess and accumulate 
btyond a reasonable limit, one has to transgress the 
precincts of ethics, honesty and goodness—one has to 
igncoe the callings of one's conscience. 
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The question—^'Can India get rid of corruption ?’— carries 
an element of fear as well as of hope. There Is a reason for 
all of us to feel ashamed of our moral turpitude and there 
Is an exliortatlon for all of us to make sincere, dedicated 
and concerted elTorts to free our system from the evil of 
corruption. Uke the millions of hopeful, optimistic Indians, 
I too fed that India can get rid of corruption, If each of us 
can remain true to his or her conscience. Yes. India can 
get rtd of corruption If we value and cherish ethics and 
ideals and If we think not only for oursdves but millions 
of others who deserve a better deal. India can get rid of 
corruption If our public servants do not hanker after power 


and pelf but think in the larger Interest of socleQr. country 
and humanity. 

In the end, we should not forget that all reforms must 
start from the individual. We should be hopeful that laws 
and administrative actions. Institutions and agencies 
meant to check corruption, will fight the evil from without. 
The battle must also be fought from within. No circle is 
possible without a centre. We must beUeve in Seshan's 
dictum—‘If I can clean up my patch, so can others*. And 
finally, our ideal should be Nachlfceta (the hero of Katha 
l/pcinlsaeO who shunned all wealth, luxury and comfort 
and remained loyal to ITuth. U 


Should We Hove Events Like 
Beauty Contests ? 


The very question as to whether 
beauty contests should be held Is 
moralistic, betraying a hoHer-than- 
thou attitude. 

Without being moralistic about the 
desirability of beauty pageants, one 
should rather approach the question 
by analysing the arguments 
advanced by the protagonists and the 
opponents of the contests, with 
sp^fle reference to the Miss World 
pageant held at Bangalore In 
November. 1996. 

The Rs. lO-crore contest bagged 
by the Amltabh Bachchan 
Corporation Limited (ABCL) through 
a tie-up with South Africa-based 
Gillian Gransy International, the 
franchisees for Mias World Inc, 
would, according to ABCL Chairman, 

Mr. Amltabh Bachchan. ‘launch Bangalore on the global 
pathway as It would be beamed live to 2.5 billion viewers 
In 115 countries*. 

But the estimates of benefits and their bases are highly 
quesUonable. What was the number of tourists to Sun 
City, the previous venue before and after it hosted the 
show ? What Is the number of people who landed in the 
city Just to witness the show 7 What Is the revenue 
generated from such visits and whether such increments 
can be attributed solely to the contest ? 

The ABCL has not provided satisfactory answexs to 
whether fleeting pictures of Bangalore and other parts of 
India would make such an Impact as to Induce tourists 
to visit. 

Logically, viewers of such shows should be pajdng more 
attention to the contestants and their dresses than the 
places they are seen In. For. the contest is about the 
beauty of women and not the place, and the Big B 
has only dodged queries with the “only time will tell" 
refrain. 

Even if. for a moment, one concedes that tourism 
does get an impetus, what kind of tourism is that going 
to be 7 Will It continue to be heritage tourism or go the 
Thailand way promoting beaches and sun (known blatantly 
as sex tourism) with the inevltatile consequences of rising 
child prostitution already seen In Goa 7 

A beauty contest is also not a great opportunity, as 
Mr. Bachchan was fond of claiming, for India to prove 


that it could host an international 
event of truly global nature. 
Probably, he Is not aware that the 
Aslan Games were held as early as 
In 1984 and not one but two World 
Cup cricket tournaments were held 
in the country to display our 
organisational prowess. 

He Is also probably Ignorant of 
the accepted fact that a Khumb 
Mela, held every 12 years. Is the 
largest congregation of Human 
beings anywhere in the world. And 
that has been on for centuries. 

The Big B has lauglied all the way 
to the bank for, no ad is as effective 
as a controversy. 

According to a conservative 
estimate, the Karnataka State 
Government has coughed up at least 
Rs. 5 crore for preparation of the event and the ABCL 
Chairman has complained about being asked to pay for 
the enormous security arrangements provided by the State. 
He rather asked the nation to consider it a pride to pay 
for it through State subsidies and sale of 25.000 Uckets 
for a live audience, the prices ranging from Rs. 50,000 to 
Rs. 2,000. 

A Boost to the Maricet 

All that the naticfci might get back, which itself is highly 
uncertain, is a boost to the market in cosmetics and 
fashion designing which, to say the least, reflects a lopsided 
perspective in.national priorities in a coimtry where hunger, 
illiteracy and malnutrition are rampant. 

The point Is not that we need to produce medicines, 
fertilisers and food them fashion goods and cosmetics. The 
point is also that under the globalisation regime, the role 
of a developing country Uke India in the pr^uction and 
marketing of beauty, cannot be merely supplying raw 
materials but also provide a fairty large capiuJ maiicet for 
the finished goods. 

The beauty pageant promoted by ABCL and Godrej 
Limited is, no doubt, symptomatic of India's Integration 
into the global market. 

But when ^oballsation means exploitation of natural 
and human resources from a Third World country (like 
India in this case) by transnational corporations to reap 
huge profits, when it enters our daily life and seeks to 
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capture our personal aesthetics and our gender perceptions 
Into commodities, surely it is high time fot Indians to 
in^test. Protest, many did. But in a cacophony. 

There were, unfortunate, no less than 28 organisations 
opposing the event, mostly ily-tiy-nl^t, maverick women’s 
organlsaUons who had no coherent, intelligent feminist 
case. The lU-infonned and stlngleBs ‘It’s against our 
culture” plea was. not surprising- dismissed by the 
Karnataka High Court. 

Thus, the ABCL and Godr^ were spared the trouble of 
answering pertinent questions about dignity of women. 

Instead, th^ were setting the agenda for public 
discourse by asking, why this hullabaloo over the pageant 
when Indian girls have been participating in International 
beauty contests since mid-sixties ? 

And why two years after Sushmita and Alshwexya won 
the crowns representing Indian women (rightly or wron^) 
to the world 7 Why vdien every other school, college, locality 
and city conducts a ‘miss so-and-so* 7 

What can India and Indian women lose if we held beauty 
pageants In the country 7 

Why have you all been silent In the face of still greater 
obscenities dished out in commercial films 7 

What of the Khajuraho sculptures and all those 
suggestive and explicit temple carvings 7 

A Potponfil of Hysteria 

Women’s organisations and feminists responded with 
an array of arguments, not ail of them having to do 
with women. Political slogans, nationalistic passions 
and moral anxieties were all mixed in a potpourri of 
hysteria. 

Women’s stand was hijacked by militant Hindutvavadls 
to propagate their view of what constituted womanhood. 

Ideologically, women’s groups should have protested 
against any beauty pageant wherever held. How and adiy 
could they hold Indian women more pure, their dignity a 
bone of contention If a bunch of adolescents were paraded 
semi-nude In the country 7 

'The moot point is that not culture, but econonty and 
*the dignity of women at large, were at stake. The cosmetics 
Czars of globalised consumerism are now In search of 
“virgin markets* to enhance their profits. Nothing can. 
businesswlse. facilitate market expansion than fashion 
parades and beauty charades. 

What better mechanism to bring Indian women In the 
global market that rewards their readiness to display their 
body for commercial gains than a beauty contest 7 

It is also not a mere coincidence that most of the 
queens these days are discovered In developing 
countries. Behind the new found lovers for developing 
countries is crude business calculation. No wonder 
Bangalore is the best venue compared to Jaipur, 
Hyderabad oi Chennai. 

'The Bangalore pageant has no doubt been a great money 
spinner for the media and fashion industries and 
advertising moghuls. Promoted as a mega event by the 
media, everyone who had a stake minted money at the 
cost of women's dignity. 

The spectacle of a woman being publicly Judged on her 
vital statisUcs is downright an Insult to womanhood. 

One must also concede that there are feminists who 
argued that beauty contests were an opportunity for 
women to express their feminity and part of the sexual 
freedom she is entitled to as a human being.. 

But one cannot deoy that beauty shows prototype, the 
female form and women’s body language and determine 
bodily movenents to satisfy the voyeuristic cravings of 
the male eye. 


It is an exercise to dovetail the female behaviour 
with the definition of males. It best explains the premium 
placed on the synthetic smile, regulated movements of 
the body, the made-up face and hair and moisturised 
skin. 

The most worrisome aspect of beauty contests is the 
inner violence they might breed in a woman to conform 
to an ideal of beauty—anorexic. anaenUc. 

-The ideal of beauty—as depicted In pageants—is alien 
to Indian culture which has always considered well- 
endowed bodies as beautiful and racially speaking Indians 
rarely reach the prescribed heights. 

The boom in the electronic media has accelerated the 
commercla] possibilities of beauty contests, for beauty 
like power, labour, skill, or a shoe is a commodity. The 
beautiful woman is acceptable only If the demands of a 
particular market are met, if the packaging is right and 
the promotion is up to the mark. Beauty, in short, is 
what the beauty business promotes. 

No one talked about the basic feminist issue on trial : 
the trivlalisation of women as human beings or the irony 
of holding such contests In societies which victimise women 
for their physical beauty. 

The contestants have Internalised the gimmick plus 
beauty with brains. Where once the whole was 
commoditised, she is today dissected Into a “Miss Beautiful 
Hair" or "Miss Photogenic" to sell the multitude of products 
spewed out by the beauty Industry. 

But the problem with most of the protestors, notably 
the religious right wing, was lhat they fight for women 
without questioning the existing unequal gender relations. 
They raise, as during the pageant, women’s issues but 
wrap it in shrouds of traditionality and morality. 

They exploited the Issue to reinforce conservative values 
In women which Ms Indu Agnlhotri of the Centre for 
Women’s Development Studies puts as “we look at equality 
while they deal with the question of Indian culture versus 
Western culture. For them, women’s right Is not the issue". 

Tbe ReactiimaTy Fringe 

The violent and destructive nature of the protests has 
done more harm them good to the feminist cause by 
creating the impression that opposition to beauty contests 
was restricted to a reactionary and lunatic fringe. 

A more effective strategy may have been to expose the 
frivolity of highlighting the fact that such events were 
anachronisms in the Western world today and that is why 
they are being exported to Third World countries. 

Partly because of its high visibility and partly because 
of Its sclntUlattng nature, beauty contests have become 
necessary evils for consumerist promotion. Commoditising 
<rf women has grown from a mild fever to a raging malady. 

Nothing is sacrosanct when the gods of the marketplace 
rule all w^ks of life and the lines between freedom and 
peimlssiveness are blurred. 

But the ground reality is that the Indian Government 
has no policy to govern most of the offshoots of economic 
liberalisation Including a beauty pageant. 

Since our country Is a democracy which grants 
enormous freedom with 'reasonable restrictions’, and since 
the feminists failed to project the event as obscene or that 
it created law and order problems (which could have invited 
the provisions of reasonable restrictions), the show went 
cm to be a roaring success with the cash counter ringing 
right throu^. 

As much as the opponents of the event have the right 
to oppose, the organisers are entitled to their right to hold 
such events and contestants the right to contest. For 
ours is a vibrant democracy. U 
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Economic Reforms: Are We Going 
In The Right Direction ? 


In the wake of the acute economic 
crisis of 1991, the Government of 
India launched a series of reforms 
in July 1991 which included a set 
of consistent and coordinated steps 
to reduce protection, liberalise 
controls over industry and foreign 
investment and Increase competition 
in areas dominated by monopolistic 
public enterprises. The reform 
process was a two-dimensional 
programme initiated at the behest of 
the International Monetary Fund and 
the World Bank guidelines that SuiyOCl 

consisted of stabilisation and jOuniarflnea nm, 

While stabilisation emphasised the _ - 

urgency of correcUng the important V^conomi 

macro-economic indicators, the structural adjustment 
programme sought to bring about structural changes in 
the various sectors of the economy and promote self- 
sustained growth. 

Genesis of the Crisis 

The crisis of 1991 had its genesis on the fiscal profligacy 
of the Government and the consequent balance of payment 
(BOP) problems that faced the economy. An analysis of 
the problem would Indicate that this actually had been an 
outcome of certain conscious decisions on the part of the 
policy makers themselves that brought about the 
catastrophe. Our policy makers relied on the Soviet model 
of economic activity in order to promote "growth along 
with social justice". In the Industrial sector this was sought 
to be achieved through licoises, quotas and bureaucratic 
controls that not only charted out the respective spheres 
of public and private sector activity but also dictated the 
quantum of public investment and the actual management 
of public sector enterprises. Our trade policy was based 
on the dual hypothesis of “export pessimism’ and "import 
substitution" with the objective of providing protection to 
the domestic industry. 

However the import requirements of the strategy were 
grossly under-estimated. As domestic production expanded 
there was a growing requirement of Imported raw materials, 
components and capital goods. As export growth was 
Inadequate and sufficient foreign aid was not available to 
finance the rising level of Imports. It became necessary to 
resort to rigorous quantitative restrictions on Imports to 
protect the BOP. The combination of high tariffs and 
quantitative controls firrther raised the effective protection for 
domestic production and Increased the bias ag^st exports. 

The kind of protection accorded to the Indian Industries 
meant that most of the public sector enterprises virtually 
operated as monopolies without any internal or external 
competition. Thus there was no financial accountability 
or pressure to generate profits. The government became 
the sole source of funds for Investment and the sole arbiter 
of how public sector resources were to be used. This 
sector soon became the principal source of providing jobs 
at wages which were rising faster than elsewhere In the 
economy. A multiplicity of trade unions owing allegiance 
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to different political parties resulted 
in politicising the public sector and 
- placing a discount on productive 
efficiency. 

In 1991, the crisis was triggered 
in the wake of large-scale 
repatriation of foreign currency 
denominated loans by the non¬ 
resident Indians. The foreign 
exchange resources depleted sharply 
and the country was, for the first 
time In its post-Independence 
history, on the verge of defaulting 
►to Ray on its debt payment obligations. This 
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aid package in turn for which the country was supposed 
to undertake an economic restructuring programme. 


Reforms 

The strategy for addressing macro-economic imbalances 
had tliree prongs : 

• reining in domestic demand liirough fiscal and credit 
constraint. 

• Implementing structural reforms to promote a supply 
response and improve the efficiency of resource use. 

• securing external financing to support the programme. 

The first of these wats sought to be achieved through 

cutting down of the fiscal deficit from its unsustainable 
level of over 8 per cent of gross domestic product (GDP), 
to 4 per cent. The fiscal adjustment was targeted to come 
about equally from revenue increases and expenditure 
control. 

As regards structural adjustment, this was being sought 
to be achieved through four Instruments ; 

1. Trade reforms: (a) by eliminating restrictions on 
imports, except for consumer goods & (b) by progressively 
reducing tariff levels. 

2. Increasing the openness of the economy by the 
liberalisation of trade, capital and technology flows. 

3. Industrial policy reform: (a) by the removal of barriers 
to entry of new firms, (b) by the removal of the limits on 
growth in the size of existing firms and (c) by cutting 
down the State intervention In investment derisions. 

4. Deregulation in the financial sector of the economy 
in stages ; 

(a) through deregulation of interest rates 

(b) by eliminating direct loan programmes 

(c) by removing controls on capital movements and 

(d) by allowing entry of foreign institutions into domestic 
financial markets.

effectively monitors tax payments, promptly follows up on 
late payment or non-payment and discourages evaidon 
and fraud by means of an adequate programme of audits 
and appropriate penalty system. 

Though the casual link between savings and economic 
growth still remains unclear In econometric studies, the 
past experience Of developing countries seems to support 
the view that they are likely to be mutually reinforcing as 
has been shown by the East Asian experience. This poses 
a big question mark on the permanence of the Indian 
growth process. Of the various components of aggregate 


saving, the bulk of the decline during the recent period 
bes occurred with ref^>ect to public savings. Public savings 
were virutaUy nil in 1993-94 as compared with 2.1 per 
cent of GDP In 1991-92 and 4.S per cent in 1961-82. This 
depicts that the government has not been able to carry 
forward its fiscal adjustment prograttune by cutting down 
on the level of unplanned expenditures.

Public sector activities will best achieve its desired end 
adien they complement rather than compete with what the 
private sectex does. These would Include concentrating upon: 

• primary education, basic health care Snd basic 
infrastructure which are activities with a social rate of 
return that are typically not supplied by the private sector. 

• a cost-effective basic social safety net to foster 
acceptance of adjustment programmes. 

• an efficient and effective public sector expenditure 
management without which even the best-designed 
erq>enditure policy will not be well executed. 

Irrespective of the level or the rate of growth of income. 
Government have the primary responsibility for pursuing 
social and expenditure policies to meet social go^s in the 
areas of education, health and nutrition, etc. In future, as 
the growth rate accelerates and the fiscal capacity of the 
government improves, the country must strengthen its 
efforts to quicken the pace of social development and 
eliminate the worst ailment that affUcts the economy te.

is The Non-Aligned Movement 
Relevant Today ? 


The Non-Aligned Movement (NAM) 
is passing through a critical period 
in its life. Today it is in search of its 
identity, and endeavouring to 
determine the role It has to play in 
the changed world scenario. We are 
living in an altogether new world— 
the end of communist regimes in 
Eastern Europe, sixteen new 
republics in place of the erstwhile 
Soviet Union, a united Germany and 
a new Burojje as a socio-economic 
and political entity. We find an age 
of military conflicts, civil wars, MonfUlt

Critics allege that NAM has lost 
its raison d‘ etre with the end of cold war. It is true that 
NAM is the product of cold war and during the three-and- 
a half decades of its existence It haa acquired dynaroiam 
of its own and has become preoccupied with the Third 
World issues rather than super power rivalry and 
confrontations. Despite the minor differences among the 
members of the NAM, It has played an Important role In 
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world peace, disarmament and 
decolonisation. The non-aligned 
countries have played em active role 
at the United Nations forums and 
NAM is still the real voice of 
developing nations, in future the 
developed countries may emerge as 
super powers and may get into 
rivalry; whether the world is bipolar, 
unipolar or multipolar, non- 
alig^ent as a movement and policy 
will remain relevant. 

The major positive thrust of NAM 
fi Sullolli has been the creation of a new world 

, . based on rational, democratic, 
ill 0. 2972/ nw equitable and non-exploltative 
Inter-State relations. NAM has 
at Karnataka “nslstently grown in popularity. The 
^ very fact that today the number of 

member countries has come up to 
hundred plus, speaks volumes for Itself. The developing 
luUoiu found the confidence to project their points of 
view and also to enforce them in many cases through this 
forum. 

Critics should understand that the main concern of 
NAM has been the liquidation of economic imperialism to 
secure economic growth and development. There are a 
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number of Issues which NAM has to take up in the coming 
years like democratisatlon of international rdatlons. 
especially of the U.N. Security Council, disarmament, 
security for small and weak nations, the North'South 
dialogue. South-South cooperation. Human Rights, 
envlroiunoital issues, international terrorism, ethnic and 
religious conflicts, new international economic order, new 
international information and technological order etc. NAM 
at its summit in Jakarta visualised that it would like to 
be an active participant in the evolution of a new world 
order to ensure that it is based on equity and jusUce. To 
this end. NAM has come out with a blueprint for 
elimination of political dominance and economic 
exploitation in Inter-State relations. 

Tbe present International relations is manifested by a 
unipolar world where the hegemony of United States and 
other industrialised nations still continues. This sort of 
American hegemonism could be seen not only in the United 
Nations deliberations but also in alleged interventions all 
over the globe. It is an undisputed fact that the monopoly 
of America or the developed nations does not augur well 
for the world as a whole, as the power is liable to be 
misused. In the wake of the tendency of the United States 
to dominate the United Nations. NAM has to play an 
important role in revitalising the United Nations so that 
it may remain a major instrument of global governance. 

Today few of the developed countries are trying to 
become .superpowers. The situation in Russia is fluid and 
the old communist hardliness are making sustained efforts 
to recapture power. If thty succeed, the cold war might 
start all over again. Besides Germany, China, France and 
Japan could also emerge as super powers. Thus. NAM is 
the only forum available for the hapless Third World 
countries to register their protest strongly for safeguarding 
their interests. Some political scientists of the developing 
nations are expressing that in the replacement of unipolar 
world by a multipolar world, NAM is even more relevant 
now to international relations them at liny time in Us long 
history. 

Almost all the countries arc today facing the threat of 
terronsm in varying degrees. The Bombay blasts, the bomb 
lilasts at the New York Trade Centre and the recent 
Oklahoma Incident convey the bare truth that ‘no country’ 
is liKsuliited from global terrorism, NAM can .still be effective 
li its voice against the danger of techno-manoeuvrability 
of global terrorism is firmly met with action. 

NAM has been working for peace and complete nuclear 
disarmament ever since its Inception. It recognised that 
disarmament is closely linked to the very survival of 
humanity. NAM is perhaps the most potent pressure group 
within and outside the UN platform for nuclear 
disarmament. Even after the end of the cold war. the 
world might not be nuclear weapon-free. In fact, the race 
for the possession of nuclear materials increased in recent 
years. The Non-Proliferation Treaty may not impose 
balanced responsibilities and obligations between haves 
and havenots. Therefore NAM has to reduce the tension 
and seek peaceful resolution of conflicts. 

The rise of religious fundamentalism, ethnic nationalism 
and internal conflicts are other disturbing features In this 
new world order. Most of the conflicts In the world today 
are not among the States but within Ute States. The various 
groups within the national territories are retreating towards 
primordial sentiments—^religion and ethnocentric IdentiUes. 
These conflicts have given rise to many dlsquieUng trends, 
among them being the increased proclivity to Interfere in 
Internal conflicts by selective, arbllary application of the 
theory of ‘self determination’ by powerful nations. 
Fortunately NAM persistently upheld the sovereign equality 


of nations and plurality of political, social and economic 
system. NAM countries shall resist the selective and 
misapplication of the theoiy of sdf-determination. As Nehru 
said ‘Non-alignmml Is ihe belief that each country has 
not only the right to freedom but also the right to decide 
Its own policy and way of life." Therefore, the policy of 
Non-Alignment respects the positive use of the prtneipe of 
national self-determination and thereby the national 
sovereignty and Integrity. 

Today there is a greater disequilibrium in the economic 
sphere. Majority of the resources have been monopolised 
by the developed countries and the gap between the 
developed and developing countries Is getting wider day 
by day. The developing nations have 75 per cent of the 
world population but only 15 per cent of the world 
resources. The social and economic problems are 
continuing in developing countries, making them dlfflcult 
to bargain for a better position In Ute New International 
Economic Order (NIEO). It is the therefore necessary to 
make efforts for a meaningful North-South dialogue to 
strengthen the South-South Cooperation. The NAM should 
play a vital role in the changed context. 

Non-Aligned nations paid great attention to the problem 
of economic developtncni and played a key role in the 
formaUon of UNCTAD and were also Instrumental in Oic 
formation of the Group 77. It is striving to create 
opportunities for South-South Cooperation. So the

In such an emerging new 
world order. NAM has to fight rclenUessly for the aforesaid 
objectives and then only It may continue to be relevant so 
long as there is exploUaUon, destruction, hunger, porerty 
and disease on earth. 

Tlie need for eco-development Is more pressing in the 
post-cold war world'. In the changing concept of 
development which now incorporates harnessing of 
renewable resources and environment consciousnes.s NAM 
can play a vital role in the' development process. The 
developed countries accuse the developing countries of 
contributing to Ihe rise of global wanning, greenhouse 
effects, ozone depletion and pollution problems. But 
unfortunately Western countries have ignored the bare 
truth that they exploited the natural resources of the 
developing countries through destructive technologies. 
However, the fact is that the environmental problems can 
l)e solved only through the combined efforts of both North 
and South. 1116 call given by India for the formation of a 
plemet protection fund is an Important step forward in this 
direction. The North and the South .sliall coordinate In the 
Eco-Friendly Technology Transfer. NAM members shall 
cooperate with each other and also with North and the UN 
in order to protect the planet for the future generations. 

Right from Inception. NAM would like the new order to 
be governed by the rule of law as per the UN charter. In 
spite of the Increasing memlierslilp In the UN. majority of 
nations have no definite say in any decision due to non- 
representative characler of the UN Security Council. So 
NAM has been asking for the democratisatlon of UN, by 
effective participation of all members. NAM shall also 
■mice for the balanced relabonshlp between Security Council 
and the General Assembly and the Secretary General. 

EEarlier NAM conferences have laid stress on many 
aspects and were exposed.

It is not too much 
to say that sky is the limit- You see 
knowledge never goes to waste. Knowledge 
is power. To know itself is to win- The more 
you know, the better it is. A lot depends, of 
course, on how you can put that knowledge 
to use. For this purpose, you must grab the 
opportunities offer^ to you, use discretion, 
remain tactful and adopt the indirect 
approach.

Basu ; First of all, the physical fitness. 
Secondly, the most ippoctant habit of 
discipline. Thhd^, teanung to use the rifle, 
li^t machine gun, revolver, etc., and get to 
know a Ip of people. Uutly, you learn to 
cope wito new situations, developments and 
problems in an organised, systianatic and 
competent ituriner. 

With all 
these advantages, I would think you will 
pref^ a areer in the Armed Forces to the 
Civil Services. •* 

Baau; (With a smik) Ferhaps you are right 
m your own way, Sir. Out 1 had decided to 
go in for the IAS right from toe beginnii^. 
At the same time, I thought it would ^ 
useful and helpful to a civil servant to 
undergo the basic army traming and benefit 
from army discipline, 

CofMmeafe > The Chawmnn .h^icefl the 
candifate was standing to attention correctly and 
greeting the Board. HiO records also showed that 
Ik had undergone five years of NCC trsunmg. 
Henpe-Om topie beedmf handy to set the ball 
rolling. However, the candidate took advantage 
of it and gave positive answers. When the 
Chaiman and Members probed Urn fi/rther, the 
ankhfak ssbt^ used his mttigtme and conveyed 
that his NCC hacigroynd would help him as a 
civil servant and he had fained the NCC 
deliberately so that he could be mare efficient as 
a CM Services (^o!.

We have already tapped the available 
sources of hydel and toermal power. Nuclear 
power generation is very costly and also 
risky. We must, therefore, try to harness the 
wind, ocean waves and solar energy to 
overcome the shortage. In our country there 
is a great potential to generate power from 
solar energy. By research and development, 
the cost of producing solar energy can be 
significantly brought down.

Third Memtier : 1 find that you have 
passed M.bc. and have had a good academic 
track record. Can you tell us what according 
i to you is 'scientific temper' and why H is 
regarded as important 7 

Basu ; Scieiuific temper is a term which 
refers to Ihe mental attitude and outlook of 
an individual, be he a layman, scholar, 
scientist, soklwr, engineer, politician, teacher, 
student or anj-body for that matter. A true 
scKTifist has a logical and rational approach 
in solving scienbfic problems. He proceeds 
from known tacts and after carefully 
observing the facts, he tormukies toe theory. 
The theory can be regarded as correct only 
till it is disproved by the discovery of hirther 
facts. Thus he comes to conclusions by a 
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ptrcw of deductive teasoning. He does not 
ike 4mything for granted. He tests each 
itory against available facts and verifies its 
alidity. He rmains objective and detached 
jOd is not carried away by emotions, 

' teariiay, dogmas or pre-conceived notions. 
.Ids irtqutetog attitude, rational as well as 
logical approach and the discarding of 
natkmal notions, superstitions, rigid beiiefit, 
itc, are generally referred to as scientific 
^emper. It indicates an open mind, 
^receptivity, understanding and flexibility on 
the part of an individual. In India most of 
W are steeped in customs, religious dogmas, 
^igid linguistic, regional, caste and 
^communal feelings ^nd the like. If the 
^country is to progress we have to rise above 
|these unscientific influences and decide each 
,problem and issue on pure merits as a 
..snentist does in accepting or rejecting a 
scientific theory. Scientific temper is thus 
extremely important for national unity, 
integrity and progress. 

Comments ; We find Mr. Basu lo he eamesl, 
keen und well-informed. He is able to grasp the 
essentials of a problem and formulaic his own 
■otezes and conclusions tn an intelligent and 
imaginutriv manner. He proves to be energetic 
and enlapnsmg and seeks out neu> responsibilities 
on his otvn initiative. He mixes freely with others 
and displays warmth and sincerity in his dealings 
with strangers. His personal hygiene and habits 
are of a high standard and he endears himself 
instantly to others by his pleasing manners, 
genuine interest and observance of proper 
etiquette. Dynamically, we find him confident, 
decisive and determined to succeed. 

Fourth Member : India and China have 
been holding talks m order to normalise the 
strained relations. In what areas do you think 
China could help us in achieving our foreign 
policy objectives ? 

Basu : Sir, our long-term policy objective 
is to have lasting peace in the Indian sub¬ 
continent and the Indian Ocean zone. The 


main hurdle in achieving this objective is 
Pakistan which is totally hostile to India. At 
the present moment, Pakistan harps on the 
Kashmir dispute. It does not leave any 
opportunity of referring Kashmir to any 
international forum, although the people of 
Kashmir had opted to remain with India. 
Pakistan has already iKcupied a large part 
of Kashmir. Our hopes that the strained 
relations between the two countries would 
improve after the Shimla Agreement, have 
not been fulfilled. Paki.stan is continuing its 
efforts to go ahead with its plans of going 
nuclear and is reported to have acquired 
nuclear bombs. At this juncture, Pakistan's 
important allies &re China and the United 
States. Hitherto we have been checkmating 
the U.S.-China-Pak alliance by our long-term 
friendship with the Soviet Union, lliis is 
now obsolete as the U.S.S.R. has already 
disintegrated. If we are successful in makmg 
China aiui the United States give up their 
support to Pakistan, we can pave the way 
for lasting peace in this region. China also 
does not want a hostile India across its 
southern borders. Our immediate aim is to 
recover our Himalayan territories which 
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China forcibly occupied in 1%2. It is in this 
context a number of meetings have been held 
between India and China. There have been 
visits at PM's level which have led in 
improving the atmospherics for further 
development of Sino-lndian relations and 
hopefully setting in motion a chain of events 
that could bring these two Asian giants 
closer enough lo play their due roles in 
shaping the destiny of the world. Besides 
India and China have also signed trade 
protocol to diversify and expand trade and 
economic relations betweqp ihe two.naUons. 
whidi is an important landmark. 

Fifth Member: How do you think we can 
solve the problem of insurgency which has 
raised its ugly head in the North-Eastern 
region 7 

Basu : To tackle this, we have to go deep 
into the very root of the problem and 
eliminate it. The root of the problem is the 
'sons-of-the-soU' policy. The sons-of-the-soil 
attitude has taken shape because we went 
in for unilingual States after reorganisation 
of States on linguistic basis. This has 
contributed to divisive and separatist 
attitudes and feelings among die people of 
each State. To get over this (iroblem we must 
revert to the earlier composite multilingual 
States. Alternatively we should go in for foe 
abolition of linguistic States in fodr present 
fonn and have States of the size of districts. 
In other words, there won't be States but 
only districts. Personally I favour the 
multilingual composite States. Secondly, we 
must educate the people to overcome foeir 


caihe, communal «id linguistic prejudices. 
The politicians should not politicise foe caste 
and religious sentiments. Finally, we mart 
have centrally controlled efficient Civil 
Services, police, etc., operating in the States. 

Sixth Member : V^uit is the cure for the 
insurgency ? 

Baau : The insurgency is encouraged by 
interested foreign powers, like China. The 
ineffective control of the borders and the 
general inaccessibility of the region are other 
impediments. We have to deploy our regular 
army for the next five or ten years. We have 
to build more roads, rail links and provide 
for better communication in the region. 
Special drives shoulij be made to educate 
the locally insulated population. Violence 
should be put down ruthlessly. To counter 
foreign intervention, we should pay back in 
the same coin, promoting insurgency in the 
interfering (ountries. Above all, our Central 
Government should be stable, strong and 
purposive. Finally, econmnic betterment and 
eradication of the sons-of-the-soil mentality 
would also help. 

Sixth Member : Incidentally, don't you 
think that there is a feeling of hurt in the 
North-East that the j^eople there have been 
neglected a kit by the Centre 7 

Basu ; 1 totally agree with you. This 
feeling has been there right from the time of 
the Chinese invasion when the Chinese 
troops simply overran parts of NEFA, now 
known as Arunachal Pradesh. In fact, 
militancy is partly due to the widespread 
feeling that the j^eople over there are not 
getting their due. The recent gesture of the 
Prime Minister in announcing a huge 
economic package is an admission of this 
irrefutable fact. What we need to do is to 
meet the genuine aspirations of the people 
while tackling with an iron hand any attempt 
to disturb foe peace in the region. 

Chairman : Can you tell us if the Non- 
Aligned Movement has any future 7 

Basu : It is true that the Super Power 
confrontation which gave birth to the Non- 
Aligned Movement no longer exists. Thus Ihe 
-daagiBi of aJlhiad World War has receded. 
But there is economic exploitation by the 
affluent industrialised countries. ALso, under 
the unipolar power syndrome, America has 
become the sole world arbiter. To counter 
these, NAM serves as a very useful forum 
both inside the UN and outside. 

CommeMts : The candidate has been 
following national and international events and 
developments with intelUgent interest. He was 
alive to the dangers posed by the Super Power 
conflict to the ^ee world. We am see that he 
enjoys an analytical and penetrating mind with 
an eye for details. He is able to perceive the signs 
and trends correctly and draw valid conclusions. 
This is an indication of Ms ability to discern a 
problem and think of a workable solution, fie is 
bold and takes chances with enterprise and 
responsibility.

Birth Pangs Of Freedom 


When India was made a party to the 
Second World War by the British, the 
Congress resigned from the provincial 
ministries on Dumber 12, 1939. India got 
ready to fight the struggle for freedom to 
the finish. The slogan "Odit India" 
resounded throughout the country. People 
adopted all methods—violent and non¬ 
violent—to overthrow the imperial rule. The 
communalists played their mischief and 
supported the government more than ever 
before. They joined together to pave the way 
for the partition of the country even white 
the British tried hard for their survivors. 
India got freedom but with all the travails 
of a new birth. The orgy of communal riots 
and transfer of population left the scars on 
the bloody politic. Mahatma Candhi was 
assassinated by a fellow religionist for his 
campaign against communal madness. 

Tlte August Offer, the Cripps Mission, the 
Wavell Plan and the Cabinet Mission Plan 
followed by the Mountbatten Plan are the 
main milestones in the history of Con^tutional 
Development of the country. 

In ]94(i the Muslim League 
passed the Pakistan 
/Resolution and, in seven 
years, it got it. The nation 
was divided, and it 
unfolded a new story of 
hatred and animosities, 
arson, loot, and murder. 

Secularism and commu- 
nalism, nationalism and 
imperiahsm fought against 
one another. Imperialism 
retreated but left behind it 
the debris of a shattered 
economy and frayed 
emotions. 

Resignation of 
Congress'Ministries 

The Second World War 
started in September 1939. 

The fascist forces pf 
Germany attacked Poland. 

Democracy was in danger. 

The pollti^ India had been 
always opjxised to fascism 
and. war. It should have 
thrown its weight in favour 
of democracies. But the 
British Government did not 
wait to consult India and 
madi! her a party to war. It 
knew the political temper 
of the country. While 
India was r^y to It^t 
against fascism to protect 


democracy and fireedkim, it was demanding 
its own freedom for which imperialism was 
not ready. Ihe Coiueivative Government in 
England was npt willing to liquidate the 
Empire, bi protest against the British double 
standard—denying freedom to people in 
India and waging war in the name of 
democracy— the Congress Ministries 
resigned office. 

The conflict between the British 
Government and the nationalist movement 
became open and sharp in the very first few 
weeks of the war. India was proclaimed 
party to the war and the Covernon.General 
was empowered to suspend provincial 
autonomy. The Defence of India Ordinance 
was passed on September 3,1939. It put an 
end to all civil liberties. The Congress took 
a grave view of these developments. It 
advised its members in the Central Assembly 
not to attend the next session. It demanded 
the right of India to frame her own 
Constitution through its Constituent 
Assembly. It asked the government to 


declare its war aims as appHcabie to India. 
It demanded that India rtiould be treated 
"as a ftee nation whose poUiy will be gpided 
in accordance with the wishes of her 
people." 

In other words, India wanted (i) Cmnptete 
Independence after war, (ii) an interim 
'national Government during the war, and 
(iii) a Constituent Assembly to frame India's 
Constitution rai the basis of Democracy and 
national Unity. The Viceroy promts^ to 
constitute a consultative committee of 
prominent Indians to advise the Governor- 
General on the prosecution of war and 
also held out an assurance that "domutian 
status" would be allowed to India at an 
appropriate time. Neither the distant goal 
of "dominion status" nor the imnwdiate step 
to constitute a Consultative CcHnmittee could 
satisfy India. Negotiations followed, but 
nothing came out of it. The Congress 
resigned. The working class of Boinb^, 
Jubbalpore and other places observed one- 
day political strike against war—"the 
imperialist conspiracy 
against humanity". The 
socialists voiced radical 
sentiments and demanded 
action. The Communist 
Party, though illegal, gave 
the call for "mass struggle 
against imperialist war". 

bidividtul Satyagndia 
After the failure of the 
government and Congress 
and the resignation of the 
Congress Ministries, 
Gandhiji gave a call for 
individual salyagrahu. He 
did not want to embarrass 
the government and yet 
wanted to show his 
indignation against the 
irresponsible attitude of the 
government. Individual 
satyagraha and not a 
mass Civil Disobedience 
Movement was found the 
right course. Even this 
limited step created 
considerable commotion. A 
few thousand sat^agrahis 
have been sent to jail. The 
sfliyagra/iis gave notice of 
their intention to offer 
satyagmtm, announcing the 
place and time to the police 
authorities and shouted 
anti-war and national 
slogans and got arrested.

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the movement as the first sutyegrahi. 
Meanwhile, the government appoint^ five 
Indians to die Governor-General's Council 
and constituted the Defence Council, bi 
December 1940, it released the satyagruhis. 
In 1941 Russia was attacked by Germany 
and in December 1941 Japan made 
incursions in Asia. It conquer^ Phdippines, 
Indonesia, Indo-China and Malaya by 
February 1942. Burma's fall was imminent. 
The Congress suspended the movement. 

Pakistan Resolution 

After the Congress resigned from 
ministerial offices, the Muslim League 
celebrated the "Deliverance Day". In 1940 
the Muslim League, at its Lahore session, 
passed the Pakistan Resolution moved by 
Sir Faziul Haq and rejected the Federal 
Scheme as envisaged in the Government of 
India Act, 1935. When Mohammad Ali 
JintMh demanded Pakistan, V. D. Savarkar 
gave the rejoinder, "Hindi, Hindu and 
Hindustan". According to him, India was 
die land of Hindus white Muslims were only 
"territorial Indians". K. M. Munshi gave die 
slogan of "Akhand Hindustan". 

Cripps Mission 

In view of Japanese threat to the very 
existence of India, the entry of the United 
States of America in the war and the 
pressure exercised by Indian and world 
public opinion, the British Government sent 
Cripps Mission to pacify India. It promised 
"dom'inion status" wdi the ri^t to secede, 
right of provinces not to join Indian Union 
and retain their e.'.stir^ rdationship wldi 
the British Government and die extension 
of the Governor-General's Council by 
appointment of all Indian members from 
amongst the political leaders udiile retaining 
the Defence Portfolio with the Commander- 


in-Chief. The negotiations broke down on 
the question of interim arrangement. 

Quit India Resolution 

After the failure of the Cripps Mission, the 
Congress adopted a more militant course 
than "individual satyagraha". In April the 
Congress Working Committee met at 
Allahabad and passed a resolution. It asked 
the people to non-cooperate with the 
invado^ forces. Jawaharlal Nehru advised 
"guerilla warfare" to resist the Japanese. 
C. Rajagopalachari proposed that Pakistan 
should be accepted. The All India Congress 
Co mmitte e (AICQ rejected his proposal. He, 
dtetefore, resigned from the Congress. 

In July 1942, the Congress Working 
Committee adcqited a resolution demanding 
the "vrididtawal of British rule" from India. 
By withdrawal, it did not mean physical 
withdrawal of tite British. It did not "intend 
to jeopardise the defensive capacity of the 
allied powers." It was agreeable to station 
die British force in India to fight die Japanese 
aggressfon and even to help China. It was 
prqiared to change the ill-will against the 
Britidi and make India a willing partner in 
securing the feeedom of die people of the 
world but it was possible only if India felt 
the glow of freedom. Failing this, the 
committee would resort to non-cooperation 
under die leadsrship of Mahatma Gandhi. 
Gandhiji was already popularising 
his slogan of "Quit India”. The final 
decision was to be taken by the AICC 
which was scheduled to meet in Bombay on 
August'?, 1942. 

In the meanwhile, the government 
adopted a peBcy of repression. B issued a 
elrcular advising all the prot^ial 
gov e r nm ents to get ready for te struggle. 
Gandh^ through die columns of Htrijun, 
was ad^ die nation "to do or die", liidia 
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must be free and free now. He asked people 
to get ready even for an "open rebellion". 

'The AICC met at Bombay and adopted 
the historic "Quit India" resolution on 
August 8,1942. It resolved "to sanction for 
the vindication of India's inalienable right 
to freedom and independence, the starting 
of a mass struggle on non-violent lines on 
the widest possible scale." Gandhiji and 
other prominent leaders of the Congress 
were arrested in Bombay on August 9. 
Important Congress men were arrested all 
over India. All the Congress organisations 
were declared illegal. 

Till the end of 1942, according to the 
government figures, 60429 persons were 
arrested, 18,000 were detained under the 
Defence of India Rules, 940 were killed in 
police or military firing and 1,630 peisons 
were irqured in such firings. Military was 
called at 60 places. In reality, the casualty 
figures were much higher. The people were 
left without leaders and directions. 
Processions, demonstrations, hartals and 
meetings were followed by violence. 
Railway stations and post offices, 
government buildings were set on fire. The 
railway system in Bihar and Eastern U.P. 
was disloated for weeks togedier. Over 150 
police stations were attacked. Parallel 
government was established in Ballia, Bastl, 
Satara and Midnapore. The government let 
loose terrorism. Besides police firings, die 
government used aeroplanes, machine 
gunning and bombings of unarmed people. 
Heavy collective fines were inqiosed. 

Dining 1943-44, according to WoocBwad 
Commission report, 15 lakhs of people died 
in die man-created famine in Ben^. The 
noniOfRcial figum ran up to 34 lauia. Tite 
profiteers and bunaucracy had joimd hands 
togedier. About Rs. 150 crore want into die 
podeett of die rich at the cost of htmitei JIfe. 
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From August 1942 to Febtuary 1943, 
Gandttuji was ki cortespondance ^th tfte 
Viceroy. He had disdainiedaU reqxin^Uity 
for the violent outburst^ He held out an 
olive branch of peace but the Viceit^ said 
"no". Mahatma Gandhi announced a il-day 
fast The Viceroy described it as "polidcal 
blackmail'. Gandhiji retortad that it wafi 
"an appeal to the highest tribunal for justice 
whidt 1 have failed to secure from you." His 
fast led to countrywide agitation for his 
release. A non-party conference attended, 
among others, by the leaders of India met in 
Delhi which demanded his release. Three 
Indian members of the Govemor-Ceneral's 
Executive Council resigned in protest. 
The government was not moved. It even 
lefus^ permission to William Philips, the 
personal envoy of President Roosevelt, to 
see Gandhiji in jail. Kasturbabai, the wife of 
Mahatma Gandhi, died in jail. Gandhiji fell 
seriously ill with malaria and was rel«sed 
on May 6,1944. The Axis Powers were nOw 
on retreat, the victory of Allied Powers was 
in sight. 

The Communists and the Royalists 

M. N. Roy and his radical IDemocratiC 
Party supported the government from the 
very beginning of the war. Roy did so in 
because that it was war against Fascism. If 
Fascism succeeds and emerges victorious, 
neither democracy nor freedom of India 
could he safe. 

The Communists described it as an 
"imperialist war" in 1949, They opposed the 
British Government and supported the 
Congress in its demand for independence 
and interim national government. The 
individual futyagralm movement had run its 
course. In mid-1941 the erstwhile USSR was 
attacked by Hitler. The communists 
described the war now as "People's War". 
They said- "To fight to win this war is to 
defend our country and realise our 
liberation." They supported war efforts 
bivauM' they contended that it did not 'lead 
to servile cooperation or submission to 
imperialist gjivemment but to a struggle 
against il for winning democratic rights and 
establishing a national government." 

Subhash Chandra Bose and Indian 
National Army 

In September 1942, on the initiative of 
liash Bibari Bose, the Indian National Army 
wak raised from amongst die Indian soldiers 
and;officers in Malaya. These officers and 
men were dissatisfied with the 
discriminatory treatment they got in food 
and other amenities as compared to the 
American and British soldiers. Subhash 
Chandra Bo.se escaped from India in 1941 
and reached Germany via Afghanistan. He 
joined the Indian National Army (INA) in 
July 194.’' The aims of the INA were set by 
Subhash C handra Bose: "This army carried 
India'.s national flag and Its slogans were 
tndia'.s national slogans.'' He emphasised 
that ho would like to achieve India's 
miiependeiive without anybody's help but 


said that titere was no smgle bistance in the 
Idstory of the world where «i, enslaved 
. natfon had Achieved its Ifocratfon without 
foreigh help, ffe said: "For enriaved India it 
is mudi thOM honourable to join hands witt 
enemiea of dw brdish empire dian to curry 
favour with leaders of British political 
pardes. b if hot ridieulotis for sethe of our 
leaders to talk of fighting Fascism abroad, 
white riuking hands with imperialists at 
home?" The WA fought many campaigiw 
for India's Ubeniion in Buraia and eb^hefe 
during 1942-45. After the defeat of japan and 
Axis Powers, die men and offiem of die 
INA were taken prisoner. They were tried 
for treason, jawaharlal Nehru defended 
them in die historic trial in die Red Fort at 
Delhi. The Congress and the nation stood as 
one in their defence. The trial had a 
miraculous effect on the minds of die people 
of ^ia. It became a political issue and die 
British government had to retreat. 

The Simla Confaience 

After the Allied victory in the European 
theatres of war, fiesh actwity started in India 
to solve die political deadlock. A conference 
was held in Simb in June-july 1945 on the 
basis of the Waved Plan. ITie Congress 
leaders were released just before the 
conference. Tlw government placed a bait 
for die Congress and die Miulim League. It 
advocated "parity” between Hindus and 
Muslims in die national government to be 
constituted immediately. The Simla 
conference ended with a greater communal 
divide. Soon the LAboiir Government came 
to power in England. Japan had be^n 
defeated. 

Soon after the failure of the Simla 
conference, elections were held to the 
provincial assenibtfes under the Act of 1935. 
While the Congress monopolised Hindu 
seats, it did not get more than eight Muslim 
seats. Ibe Muslim League monopolised most 
of the Muslim seals. Tm gulf be^een Hindu 
and Muslim had been widened. The 


Muslims League's daims hardened. H 
was no chance of any compromise. 
Muslim League and to Congress Ion 
ministries in the provinces.

• How does a “Solar Cooker" work 7

The Solar Cooker consists of ai» insulat^ boat, the inside of whidi 
IS painted black, to retain heat. It has a double-walled glass cover to 
trap the heat inside. A mirror is so placed tihat it reflects the sun's 
rays to the insulated box. The cooking containers are generally 
made of aluminium or steel and are provided widi covets. These 
are painted black on the outside, to absorb radiation. The 
temperature of the box can reach up to 125*d, which is adequate for 
cooldng. 

The ingredients are put in the containers which are placed in the 
cooker. Ihe glass cover is closed and the cooker is placed in direct 
sunlight. The sun's rays enter the box through the double ^ass 
cover and are also reflected by the minors so that they fall on it. 
The box absorbs die radiation and gradually heats up, cooking the 
food.

It was founded 
in late fifties and has been a 
relatively bedraggled force under 
succeeding Pnme Ministers and 
military dictators till Field 
Marshall Ayub Khan who 
ek'vated its depressed status and 
used it to spy on ambitious 
elements within his junta. But 
ironically it was Prime Minister 
Zulfiqar Ali Bhutto who gave it 
the initial impetus which led to 
its present omnipiotence. 

It is similar in concept and 
function to its role model, Saxiak, 
the former Iranian security and 
intelligence of the Shah and like 
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it gets trained by the CIA, I 

controlling public, political and military matters through a 
combination of terror and fear. Intelligence analysts say that some ISI 
officers have been trained by Massad, the Israeli intelligence agency. 

The "faMless" power exercised by the ISI is borne out by the.fact 
that that till General Zia's death in 1988, it was rarely ever talked 
about and till months after Ms. Benazir Bhutto's electiim in 1988, it 
continued its activities in purdah. It was only when Ms. Benazir 
Bhutto, irked by its raw and fundamentalist approach to State affairs, 
tried to bring about internal changes that its activities began to be 
publicised in the media. 

Besides counter-intelligence, the ISI's multiferious activities include 
monitoring political events, diplomats and senior Pakistani 
militarymen,. interesting communications and sending anii^ 
militants into East Punjab and Kashmir. Its stnicture is neither totally 
military nor completely civilian. Its cadres include civil servants, 
diplomats, para-miiitarymen and soldteis.

The Ankle-Lock Gesture 

Crossing or folding the arms or legs 
suggests that a negative or defensive 
attitude exists, and this is also the case 
with the ankle lock gesture. The 
male version of the ankle lock is often 
combined with clenched fists resting 
on the knees or witti the hands tightly 
gripping the arms of the chair. The

During more than a decade of 
interviewing and selling to people, our 
observation has revealed that, when die 
interviewee locks his ankles, he is 
mentally Tiiting his lip'. Hie gesture is 
one of holding back a negative attitude, 
emotion, nervousness or fear. For

women. Women who were teenagers 
during the mnri-sfctrt era crossed their 
legs and ankles for tdnrious necessary 
reasons.

they were holding back an emotion or 
atlitiule. In the initial stages of our 
research with this gesture, we found that 
asking questions about tiie interviewee's 
feelings was of^en unsuccessiul in 
unlocking his ankles and thus his mind. 
We Soon discovered, however, that if the 
interviewer walked around to the 
interviewee's side of the desk and sat 
beside him. '■emovMig the desk barrier, the 
interviewee's ankles would often unlock 
and the conversation ttxrk on an open, 
more personal atmosphere 

We were recently advising a company 
on the eftective use of the telephone to 
contact customers when wc met a young 
man who had the i nenviablo job of calling 
customers who had not paid their 
accounts. We watched him make a 
number of calls and, although he sounded 
relaxed, wr- noticed that hi' an’sU s en. 
locked Uigelher beneath his 'dKiii 1 a •' cd. 


'How do yoa enjoy Oii$ job ?' He replied, 
'Fine! It's a lot of fun.' This verbal 
statement was however, inconsistent widt 
his non-verbal signals, althou^ be did 
sound quite cemvindng. 'Are you sure 7' 
1 asked. He paused for a moment, 
unlocked his ankles, turned towards me 
with open palms and said, 'Well, actually, 
it drives me crazy!' He then told me that 
he had received several calls from 
customers who had been rude to him and 
he had bean hdding back his feelings so 
as not to transmit them to the other 
customers. Interestingly, we have noticed 
that sales people who do not enjoy using 
the telephone sit in ttte locked ankles 
position. 

Leaders in the field of negotiating 
techniques, Nierenberg and Caiero, found 
diat whenever one party locked his ankles 
during a negotiation it often meant that 
he was holding back a valuable 
concession. They found that, by using 
questioning techniques, they could often 
encourage him to unlock his ankles and 
reveal the concession. 

There are always people who claim that 
they habitually sit in the ankle lock 
position, or for that matter, any of the 
negative arm and leg clusters, because 
they feel comfortable. If you are one of 
these people, remember float any arm or 
leg positiem will feel comfortable when 



you have a defensive, negative or reserved 
attitude. Considering that a negative 
gesture can increase or prolong a negative 
attitude, rnd that other peopU' interpre* 
u’li as being defensive ut negative, you

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The Constitution of India has adc^tad the 
British model of the Cabinet System of 
responsible Government. On the question of 
'the form of Goverranmtt, opinion in the 
Constituent Assembly was at first divided. 
There were those who advocated the 
adoption of the Presid«ttiat System of 
Government prevalent in the United States 
of America. But they formed only a small 
minority. At least one member plMded for 
the Swiss form of Collegiate Executive which 
combined the merits of both the Presidential 
and Parliamentary Systems by providing 
stability and responsibility at the same time. 
As against these, the overwhelming majority 
was decisively in favour of the Cabinet 
System of Government. 

Since India is a Republic, the Constitution 
provides for a President of India and the 
executive power of the Union Government 
including the Supreme Command of the 
Defence Forces, is vested in him. The 
Constitution prescribes only simple 
qualifications for a Presidential candidate. 
He should be a citiaen of India who has 
completed the age of 35 years and is 
qualified to be elected as a member of dte 
House of the Peq>le (Lok Sabha). No persrm 
who holds any office of profit under die 
Government of India or any State 
Government or local authority ia eligibla for 
election as President. But dime arc certain 
positions in the Government which are 
excluded foom the scope of this provisfon. 
These are the offices of the President, Vice- 
President, Governors and Ministers of the 
Central and State Governments. 

The President carmot be a member of 
Parliament or State Legislature. Any member 
of a legislature who is elected as President 
shall cease to be such a member on the date 
he assumes the Office of President. Fufdier, 
the Prudent is prohibiled from holding ai^ 
other office of profit. 

He is entided to have his official residence 
free of rent. He is also entitled to have sudi 
salaries, allowances and privileges as may 
be determined by Parliament. At pteamf, his 
salary is fixed at Rs. 20,000 per month, 
besides various other aUowances. His salary 
and allowances cannot be diminidfod.

. Hou»» of Pariiament but alao Hiose of the 
various State Assemblies needs emphasis. In 
an election where the Head of the State is 
chosen, if the members of Parliament alone 
participate, it is possible that a party that 
has a clear majority in Parliament can easily 
see its candidate elected. But when the 
members of the State Assemblies also 
participate in the election, the picture is 
to undergo a substantial'chan^. For iPiS 
quite pos.sibIe that the party which has won 
a majority m Parliament may be in minority 
111 manv State Assemblies or even in most 
of them. Under such conditions, a party 
supported by a majority of members in 
Parliament will not by itself be able to get 
Its candidate elected. 

Although on paper the presidential 
election is a aimplicated process, in practice 
it IS a comparatively simple process. 
Moreover, this method of electing the 
President seems to be much more in 
lonsonance with the federal principle than 
that which obtains in the United States 
where tl le President is supposed to be elected 
by the electors but, m reality, directly by the 
people. The election of the American 
rresideiU raises the greatest politick battle 
m the world tor the election of any Head of 
Stale. Bui in India, such a contest will pass 
off without a ripple of popular excitement.’ 
Mo doubt. It is a matter of all-India 
Mgnilicance. And yet, since those who 
directly participate in it number just a few 
thousand (about 4,000), it passes off in a 
quid, busuies.slike manner. 

Although the President is only a 
constitutional Head of the State who has 
little effective power at his disposal, the 
olfice ol the President carries with it great 
dignity and prestige. These are reflected in 
certain legal privileges which the President 
enjoys. Thus he is not answerable to any 
court of law for the exerase and performance 
of the powers and functions of his office. 
No criminal proceedings can be instituted 
against him nor can he be arrested or 
imprcsoned during the tenure of his office. 
Fven no civil proceedings can be instituted 
against him without, at least, two months' 
written nutia> regarding the relief claimed. 

Normally, the President's office becomes 
vacant in three ways: death, resignation or 
removal by impeachment. The Constitution 
lays down a detailed procedure for the 
impeachment of the President which is 
almost identical to that in the United States 
except for one major differaice. In India, the 
durge may be preferred by either House of 
Parliament while in the United ^tes the 
House of Representatives alone has the 
power to try the impeachment. The Presideit 
can be impeached only for the violatitm of 
the Constitution, a form which is 
comprehensive enough to cover crimes such 
as treason, bribery and other crimes. Before 
the charge is preferred by either House of

Parliament, the proposal should be 
embodied in a resolution moved after a 
notice of at least fourteen days. Ihe notice 
must be wgned by at kunt one^fourdi of the 
total membership of the House. The chaige 
shall be preferred only if sudt a resolution 
is passed by a two-thir^ majority of the total 
membership of the Hpuse. Once the charge 
has b een so prefened fat one House, the otto 
^ouse wfl] mvou^le me oiaige or ap^mt 
a special body for such investigation. If the 
result of such investigation is that the diarge 
against the President has been sustaiited and 
to this effect a resolution is passed by the 
House with a two-thirds majority of its total 
memberehip, the President ceases to hold 
the office of the President of India from the 
date of passing of such a resolution. 

When a vacancy aiisea m die office of the 
President owing to any one of the above 
causes, it will be filled by the Vice-President 
until a new President is elected. But the new 
President should be elected before six 
months elapse after the vacancy has 
occurred. When a new President is elected 
in this manner, he wilt hold office for the 
full term of five years. There is no 
constitutional bar against the Pr^ident's re- 
election. Every doubt and dispute arising out 
of the presidential election shall be finally 
decided by the Supreme Court of India. 

Under Article 53 of the Constitution, the 
executive power of the Union is vested in 
the President who is empowered to exercise 
it either directly or through officers 
ttdtordinate to him. The list of powers is 
long and impressive, classified uiider three 
categories: executive powers, legislative 
powers and emergency powers. 

CClCimVE POWERS 

The Constitution lays down that the 
executive power of the Union is co-extensive 
with its legislative power. The Supreme 
Court holds that it embraced not only 
matters upon which Parliament has already 
passed legislation but also those on which it 
is competent to pass legislation. 

Since the President is the Head of the 
Union Executive, his executive power 
embraces foe entire field of activities of the 
Union. He is foe Cominander-in-Chief of 
the Defence Forces and this ensures foe 
subordination of foe entire Armed Forces to 
foe dvtl authority. 

In addition, foe Pr^ident has vast powers 
of ajppointment. He appoints foe Prime 
Minister and other members of the Council 
of Ministers and makes rules for the 
transaction of the business of the 
Government of India and for the aUocation, 
among the- Ministers, of that business. He 
appoints foe Attorney-General, the Chief 
justice and Judges of the Supreme Court and 
those of the Higji Courts, foe members of 
the Union Public Service Commission, the 
Xhief Election Commissioner, the 
Coinptroller and Auditor-General of India, 
Anjbassadofs and other diplomatic 
repmenutives of India abroad, foe 
Commissioner for the Scheduled Castes, 


Tribes, Backward Classes and Minorities, foe 
Governors of States, foe U.-Govemois, Chis 
Commissioners and Administrators of IMm 
Territories, members of the Finance 
Cammlssion and of foe Inter-State Counci]. 
In fact, every appointment in foe Union 
Government is made in the name of the 
President or under his authority. 

Under j^fotkie 72, the Presidmt is given 
the powar to .grant pardons. According to 
this, in all Court Martial cases as weE as 
cases involving foe breach of a Union law 
where a pimishment or sentence is iitflicted 
on any person, the President may grant 
pardrm or any other appropriate mercy such 
as reprieve, respite, remission or suspension, 
or commutation of tiie sentence. 

LEGISLATIVE POWERS 

The President forms an int^ral part of 
the legislative process in that, without his 
assent, no Central Bill can become law. He 
summons the House of Parliament, 
prorogues foe House and may dissolve the 
Lok Sabha. He may address either House of 
the Parliament or both Houses assembled 
together or send messages to them. He 
nominates 12 members to the Rajya Sabha 
and may nominate two members of foe 
Anglo-Indian community to the Lolt Sabha. 

Every Bill passed by Parliament must be 
presented to the President for his a.ssent. He 
may withhold his a,ssent or return the Bill to 
Parliament for reconsideration. He causes to 
be laid before Parliament the annual budget 
showing the estimated receipts and 
expenditure of the Union for each year. No 
demand for a financial grant can be made in 
Parliament except on his recommendation. 

Perhaps, foe most important legislative 
power of the President is his power to 
promulgate ordinances under Article 123. 
According to this, the President is 
empowered to promulgate ordinances, 
except when both the Houses of Parliament 
are in session, if he is satisfied that 
circumstances exist compelling him to take 
immediate action. A presidential ordinance 
has foe same force and effect as an Act of 
Parliament. However, every such ordinance 
should be laid before both Houses-of 
Parliament within six weeks from fo; re¬ 
assembly of Parliament. Failure to comply 
with this condition, or parliamentary 
disapproval within the six weeks' period, 
will make the ordinance invalid. The 
President may also withdraw the ordinance 
at any time he likes. 

EMERGENCY POWERS 

The President is empowered to declare 
an emergency either in any part or tiie whole 
of India, if he is satisfi^ foat there is a 
threat of war or external aggression or 
armed rebellion threatening tlte security of 
the country. Further, he is empowered to 
declare an emergency in case of a breakdown 
of the constitutional machinery in any ^te 
of the Utdon. He may also declare, in case 
of a financial breakdown, a financial 
emergency. Q 
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Learn And Master The Art Of 
Organisation 


We have already considered that to be a 
!ader we must ftrst acquire knowledge and 
len develop the ability to communicate 
ffectively with others for turning the 
nowledge into power. Next we must learn 
nd master the art of organisation. First you 
ave to organise yourself, so that your body 
nd mind could function harmoniously and 
elp you to become a leader. The next 
-■quirement would be for you to devise and 
tiild an organisation, mobilise your 
>sources, put them to the best possible use 
nd see that the organisation helps you to 
am the leadership. 

Your time, energy and possibly other 
!Sources like money, etc., ate limitki. You 
lust invest them wisely, aiming to get 
<aximum output with minimum input, 
.nother important factor is that sooner or 
Iter you should learn to delegate your 
uthority and allocate responsibility to 
thers. Everything cannot be directly 
[tended lo by yourself. You have to depend 
n others. For that matter the need for a 
•ader arises only in relation to other people, 
ou cannot envisage a leader except in a 
roup, a community, a nation, an enterprise, 
n undertaking or an organisation. A leader 
• essentially a coordinator. lie has to 
cc'implish his obiectivc or an assigned task 
'ilh the help of others. He has to select the 
ght people, assign the right tasks to them, 
inlivate them and make them contribute 
leir best to attain the common goal, 
t An organisation is always designed lo 
leet a specific objective, aim or goal. You 
lust, therefore, be very clear of your 
bjeciivp. Unless you know where you want 
) go and proceed in that direction, you will 
e going round in circles. The basic step In 
rganisation is, Iherefore, to select your goals 
r determine your objectives. What is it you 
Bally and passionately desire? Give this 
nportant question a careful thought and 
/rite down your answer. 

Planning Is A Must 

Let your objective be as precise as 
ossibMl. In other words you have to be 
xact. It should not be vague and ambiguous, 
'ou must know exactly what you are after, 
a say simply that you want to be a leader 
> rather vague. "I want to lead the list of 
ucrcssful IAS candidates of 1997, by 
ecuring the first rank" is a more precise 
bjective. After you have decided as to what 
■recisely is your ol^ecttve, print it in block 
apitals in your diary or on a white 
ardboard. Writing it down makes your 
itqective more realistic and deftnite. You 
annot hope to hit the bull's eye if you do 
lot even have a target. Next, look at what 
'ou have written daily. If you have written 
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it on a cardboard, place it where you can 
see it often. Spmd a few minutes every day 
reading what you have written; imagine 
yourself with your objectives achieved. This 
will increase your enthusiasm and your 
interest. The more you keep a goal before 
your mind,' the greater power it would 
generate for its own fulfilment. 

' Having decided on your objective, you 
must next plan the ste^ that you have to 
take for its fulfilment. You have to draw a 
programme or a plan of action. Initially you 
must have a master plan to cover the entire 
period that would be required to achieve 
your objective. Next you must have plans 
for each year, each month, each week and 
each day. Your plan will take into account 
the resources you have and the resources 
that you expect to command in future. It 
will also account for your own time and the 
time of your team mates and colleagues, if 
any. Thus you need a broad adaptable plan, 
say, for the next five years; a more detailed 
one foi the coming year or month and finally 
written list of the things you intend to do 
today and tomorrow. As an interesting and 
rewarding exercise you may write down 
your plan for the next two days. Before 
deciding on what you are going to do, you 
should think and decide how each of these 
activities will assist you towards the 
achievement of your ultimate goal. Any 
action or activity which will not contribute 
towards the demand of your goal should be 
eliminat ‘d. You should not waste your 
energy and time on unnecessary and trivial 
things. If any proposed action cannot be 
rela^ to the chosen objective, you must 
have the will power and courage to desist 
from performing it 

Similarly, however difficult or tiresome 
or monotonous it may be, you must 
definitely perform that particular task which 
is absolutely essential for the accomplish¬ 
ment of your goal. Every action must be 
correlated to the next aetkm that has to be 
followed in your plan. If a particular action 
is not align^ in the right direction, it will 
go waste. What we do today determines 
what we shall be tomorrow. With the. 
direction chosen and the plans made, 
progress depends on character and 
disposition. The right mental attitude is the 
Erst quality need^. You should not rely 
upon luck or other people or other 
circumstances for completion of your 
plan. Do notalso wait for the ideal occasion 


but seek out the means of creating the 
opportunity. If you experience a setback, 
ascertain its cause and try to overcome it. 
Only those who have initiative, who arc 
emotionally suble, strong willed, indifferent 
to criticism, sure of th^ goals and confident 
of reaching them, will eventually blossom 
into leaders. 

Once you have conceived your aim and 
drawn your plans, start acting today, this 
minute. Do not hesitate or postpone. Ifotting 
off any easy job makes it difficult. Putting 
off a difficult job makes it impossible. 
Preparing to do it, instead of actually 
starting, doing something else instead and 
trying to get someone ebe to do it for you, 
ail these are common ways of dodging the 
job. In fact, there are a score of variations of 
them. Here are some examples; Wait till after 
the next meal; sleep on it; hope for a better 
weather; make yourself comfortable before 
you begin; find something urgent to do first; 
even go on a holiday. Once you get into this 
frame of mind, it is almost certain that you 
will never begin. 

Don't Postpone 

You must, therefore, dbcipline yourself 
not to put off until tomorrow what you can 
do today. Accumulations make the job 
harder than it actually b or should be. Do 
not drag yesterday's burdens along with 
you. Keep work up to schedule. Spend a 
minute now luting the things to do today 
and tomorrow and the next day. Thb will 
immediately relieve your mind of anxieties 
and lurking fears. You will realise that you 
do not need to do so much right now as 
you nervously thought you should. If your 
mind gets the idea that you have too much 
to do, it immediately transmits tired 
thoughts; your energy drops and the jobs 
become heavy and hard. You should 
remember that every hour or day you delay 
taking concrete action, you are postponing 
that happy day when your dreams would 
have bm reali^. The fiist step is no doubt 
the hardest to take. But by exerebing will 
power and by generating enthusiasm, you 
can take the plunge. Once you begin you 
will find that you can keep on marching 
ahead. You will find that your work gathers 
momentum by itself. 

The task of overcoming inertia is a 
psychological as well as a physical problem. 
You have to mobilise all your resources to 
make a start, to get yourself moving towards 
your goal. Although to peisbt and persevere 
with the task requires courage, faith and 
stamina, many find they need more courage 
and faiA to make the initial start. It b easy 
to think of a dozen argumente as to why 
you. ^ould iwl start now and w' / you 
— 








should postpone. But in ^ite of this, if you 
wish to reach your objMtive, you must 
conquer your inertia as well as your 
inchnation to postpone and begin right now. 

Action now'' will transform your entire 
:utuTe. By the exercise of sheer wiU power, 
ywu should make the beginning hw and 
now Soon, you will find that making a 
beginning becomes a habit with you, no 
ntattei bo,', diificult, irksome and tiring the 
job appears to be at the outset. "Do it now", 
is a motto of the most dynamic «nd actjon- 
ohented type ever devis^ or thought of. It 
eliminates delay, makes you to set up and 
plunge wholeheartedly into your task. "Do 
It now", is the secret of efflciency and 
achievement. 

Having draw*n up your programme, you 
must stick to it as conscientiously and 
rigorously as possible. For a weelu until 

habits are formed, this will need very 
strenuous and sustained effom. But if you 
desire to get order and organisation in your 
life, you must kee^ to your programme. 
Strict and religious adherence wilt soon 
usher in order out of duos. A supreme sense 
of mastery over youtMlf and over other 
things will possess you. You will truly feel 
that you are the captain of your soul and 
the master of your fote. VVidi this self^ontrol 
and mental discipline you will shape your 
destiny as you will. 

Another principle to start and complete a 
task in time is to break it into small parts 
and do one piece at a time. It is astonishing 
to realise how gigantic and seemingly 
impossible tasks can be accomplished, once 
they are divided into more manageable and 
less irightening small units. The only way 
to break a bundle of sticks is to ranove dw 
binding string and tackle each stick 
individually. Odterwise, you will only be 
faced with frustration and failure. 

Little Drops Make The Ocean 

One should bear in mind that it is the 
little drops whUh eventually 'make the 
ocean. If you maki steady and systematic 
progress, you wflt Ik nearing your goal day 
by day. Take your competitive examination. 
If you look at the sylhmus and think of all 
the btxiks you have to read and the subjects 
you have to master you may feel that you 
have got too mudi to do. But once you draw 
up your time-table aiid start studying, you 
will find that your progress is faster 
you visualised. Even if you cover one topic 
a day you will soon see that you have 
finished each subject in the course of a week 
ora month. In no time you will have covered 
the entire syllabus. Eaidi day will take you 
a little nearer towards your objective. You 
must, therefore, start and get going, doing 
something, no matter how big or small it is. 
It will take you towards your goal sweiy 
and steadily. Soon even before you realise 
it, you will find that your goal is within your 
grasp. 

A plan also helps you not to fbiget die 
details. It ensures each task is compleled 
m tim rothat the next task can be proBtaUy 


undertaken and promptly completed. More 
Bum anything else, it avoids lost mimite ludi 

and conhision. You wEI not have to work 
under any mental tension or stiess. You will 
have ample time to sort out difficulties and 
problems as they crop up, since you cannot 
expect to reach your wiUiout meeting 
difficulties. Oeca«*<mally, you may even 
experience some setbacks or dis¬ 
appointments. When this happens you 
should resolve to carry on with greater 
determinotkm. If poisQile you must team 
horn sudi mistakes or tsqmiences. You must 
face your problems wiA the firm attitude 
that there is a way to get over it and you 
will find Butt way. 

Discover what is wrong and profit by it. 
There are ways of doing Brings ami there 
are ways of not doing things. You must find 
out what is what and which is which. Each 
time you make a new attempt, you must 
aim to correct what was wrong earlier and 



strike out on new and better lines. There is 
practically no situation wh«e another try, a 
fresh determined and enli^tened effort, will 
not yield Bie desired resets. What looked 
like the end has often turned out to be a 
new beginning to those who persisted and 
held on. No situation ia too ht^less for 
anoflier tiy. When dooii close, others ate 
ready to open. 

The old proverb "A place for everything 
and everyBiing in its place" prodaims an 
important rule of organisation. When you 
ne^ a Biir^ whether it be a book, pen, 
implement or tool, you should be abte to 
reach it without any delay. After you have 
used it, Bie object should be tesUued to its 
proper place. Thia would help you to execute 
your work at top speed. You will not be 
searohing for Bii^ and cauie hiridiqw, if 
you stidk to Bda important rule. Tidy up your 
drawers and cupboards. If you have a dcdti 
clear Bie surface completely, then introduce 
a few traya, folders and binders 


appropriately marked. See that ysi 
typewriter, cyde, scooter or car is set^i 
and kept in perfect working conditio 
Firmly get rid of all unwanted rubbish, j 
not clutter up your pb«, room or tabte wi 
deadwocid. In a nutshell, to develop ( 
habits of Bdiness and orderliness is to ta 
on important step towards getting youn 
otgonteed. 

You must leam to respect time Nevi 
come out with the excuse Biat you a| 
always hard preased for time. Stop sighiii 
and prodaimbig.

Than Good

5 per cent is not only feeding the rennaining 
95 per cent of Americans, but is also 
exporting large quantitites of surplus 
agricuhutal products to other countries. We 
know of PL480 Food Aid we got from 
America- Even Russia and other East 
European nations have been importing food 
from dw.U.S.A. It is significant that there is 
no tand-eeiling in America. This means large 
agfioiltura) lands readily lend themselves 
to mechanised fanning. In India, land ceiling 
leads to very small and insignificant plot of 
land, owned by an individual having a Urge 
family. Hence, highly labour oriented 
fanning actiidty te resorted to. First of all, 
occupation has to be found for the large 
number of the family members. Secondly, 
the small size of the land holding does not 
tend itself to mechanised farming. It will be 
h^tly tmeconomical to u-se machines in an 
extremely small piece of land. This means 
we wQl persist with the age-old practice of 
using wooden ploughs and bullocks and 
human labour, may be, as was being done 
five thousand years ago in Ihb country. 
Thus, in my opinion, the proposition has 
some validity. Thank you. 

CtpnmeHtS! No. 3 has understood the subject. 
He has advanced fairly good arguments to 
support Ids stand. His biowicdge appears to he 
extmsioe and.he has been able to cover different 
aspects of the problem. His power of expression 
to adequate and he has been able to attract and 
hofd Ibt attention of his audience. It can also be 
gauged that he has made sufficient impact on his 
listeners.

The tractors 
etc. may have to trespass into other lands 
before they could reach the small piece of 
lami owned by a particular farmer. What is 
more, ma^inery may remain idle after 
uee- B^bahas to hire them, it would be cosdy 
and elan may not be available at the critical 
point of dme when they are required. In dry 
fanning Ae tractors, etc, will be needed soon 
after fiie first rains and everybody will be 


donanding the tractor, there is also anothei 
aspKt which has a great bearing on the 
future. In our country, property today to 
inherited by all the childrmi and wife of thf 
fanner. In England and in many othei 
Western countries immovable property it 
inherited only by the eldest male child. TlMa, 
in our oounfiy, after two or three generatione 
the five-acre plot might get divided into 2 C 
to 30 small bits. Even t^ay, the five-aert 
plot as per the ceiling laws is not situated at 
a single location as one piece. Often il 
remains distributed in different corners ol 
the village or even in different villages. In 
such cases, there is no scope whatsoever ol 
mechanised farming. Since mechanised 
fanning atone could help in maximising 
agricultural production, you will agree thal 
in the long run land-ceiling is likely to provt 
counterproductive. Thank you. 

Comments: No. 4 has not shown much 
original ideas. In supporting and elaborating Iht 
views of No. 3, he has advanced some additional 
arguments. He speaks faurly fluently and hai 
made reasonable impact on the group members 
He can be regarded as a borderline case on thi 
plus side. 

No. 5 : Gentlemen, while 1 agree thal 
mechanisation will lead lu increased 
production, I wish to add that similar resulb 
can be achieved by labour intensive methods 
also. The Japanese have demonstrated this 
We can go in for scientific cultivation, betlei 
seeds, use of chemical fertilisers and 
pesticides, crop rotation, quicker crop- 
yielding varieties and so on. We havi 
already achieved green revolution through 
these techniques. Power is made availablt 
i to all villages and we Ctin make use of the 
sub-soil wjter resources to a greater extent 
Lastly, desp.ite .small land-holdings, if we gi 
in for cooperative farming, we can still avai' 
ourselves of the benefits of mech.misation 
Farmers in each village cnii form 
cooperatives which can own the farming 
.machinery and attend to marketing, 
procurement of seeds, distribution ol 
seedlings, fertilisers, pesticides and so on 
For that matter, the Government itself car 
own the machines and provide them tc 
farmers on hire TfTo Village Panchayals car 
own the machinery These are my views iti 
regard to small land-holdings But the very 
concept of land-ceihng may be no moiv than 
a slogan in the Indian context. For one thing 
there is not enough land to be allotted tii 
our rising population. It every citizen is tc 
own cultivable land its size may not be more 
than that of his palm. Therefore, land-ceiling 
is not the answer to our problem.

Population Ageing 

One of the major spin-offs of improved medicare and 
overall health situation worldwide has been the steady rise 
of older people in the populations in both developed and 
developing countries. Today there are an estimated 
540 million elderly people (60 years and above) living in the 
world with around 330 million in developing countries alone. 
Mow does one account for this ‘population ageing' 
phenomenon ? Over the last fifty years mortality rates in 
developing countries have declined dramatically raising the 
average life expectancy at birth from around 46 years in 
the early 1050s to almost 64 years in 1990. By 2020 it is 
projected to reach 72 years. 

More recently there has been a sharp decline in birth 
rates in nearly alt developing countries coccept for most of 
the sub-Saharan Africa. Total fertility rates in China, for 
example, declined from 5.4 in 1970 to the current 2.0 level 
while it dropped from 5.0 to 2.8 in the case of Braril. 

I( our demographic projections will turn true it is high 
time the world community contemplated the framing of a 
pragmatic Policy for the Aged, similar to the one we already 
have in case of groups like women, children and the 
disabled. By 2020 the number of elderly people worldwide 
will reach more than 1000 million with some 710 million 
of them in developing countries. Within the next quarter of 
a century Europe is projected to retain its title as the 
"oldest" region of the world (elderly people represent around 
19 per cent of the total population now and will represent 
24 [)er cent by 2020). The “oldest" country by 2020 will be 
Japan (31 per cent), followed by Italy, Greece and Germany 
(all altove 28 per cent) and Switaerland (27.4 per cent). 
Today, the country with the highest proportion of elderly 
people is Greece (22 per cent). 

By 2020 seven developing countries will be among the 
ten countries with the largest elderly populaUon m the world; 
China (231 million), India (145), Brazil (30). Indonesia (29) 
Pakistan (18), Mexico (151 and Bangladesh (14 million). 

A sizeable Increase in the population of the elderly would 
mean greater care of the aged in terms of streni^ening 
the health and social security infrastructures. The greatest 
problem being faced by the elderly is the lack of family care 
in the wake of replacement of the joint families by the 
nuclear families on account of Industrialisation and 
urbanisation. Homes for the Aged are a poor substitute for 
the love and care that children and grandchildren can offer 
to people in their twili^t zone. The recent legisiation enacted 
by the Government of Himachal Pradesh making it obligatory 
for children to look after their aged parents should be 
welcomed by all those who fed that society owes It to the 
past for its present and future. 

Industrial Pollution 

Bhopal in India has earned the dubious distinction as 
the site that suffered the worst Industrial/chemlcal pollution 


in history. IndustriaUsation without due regard to the 
preservation of environment, the biosphere, the purity of 
air and water from which all life, human, animal a^ plant, 
receives their sustenance, has already caused irreversible 
harm to the environment of the country. Most of the 
megactUes. metros and industrial townships, hailed as hub 
of life, prosperity and plenty, have tended to deteriorate as 
breeding places of diseases. 

According to a recent World Bank report, environmental 
pollution-related diseases are responsible for almost 30 
per cent of India's total disability-adjusted life-year l 08 se.s. 
India accounts for over 21 per cent of the global burden I’f 
disease, where most deaths are caused by suspended 
particulate matter (SPM) in Uie air. besides water-borne 



bacteria in surface and drinking water. Water-borne bacteria 
alone account for about ten per cent of India’s dally life- 
year loss and are the second largest single identifiable 
cause of Such loss. 

Rising air pollution caused by unplanned industrial 
growth gives rise to a wide range of ailments caused by 
pollutants like carbon monoxide, nitrogen oxides, 
hydrocarbons, sulphur oxides and SPM. According to the 
Centra] Pollution Control Board (CPCB), an estimated 2,000 
metric tonnes of pollutants are being spewed out in the 
aUnosphere in the national capita) alone every day, 36 per 
cent by industrial and thermal units and the larger part by 
automobile emission. 

Alarmed at the growing pollution of the Gangs by effluents 
and other wastes from industries located on the bank of 
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the river the government set up the Ganga Action Plan 
In the 80 s. The project has subsequently been converted 
to cover all the river systems In the country which are 
equally affected by pollution from industrial and urban 
wastes. 

According to the Mlnislr>’ of Environment and Forests, 
as many as l,25ft of the 1.551 industrial units falling 
under the 17 raiegorles of highlj polluting Industries have 
Installed pollution control .systems. The government have 
constituted a task force In the Ministry of Commerce to 
coordinate aclion relating to the setting up of Common 
Effluent Treatment Plants (CETP) for tanneries. It has 
already approved 81 proposals for common effluent 
treatment plants In 12 States for clusters of small industrial 
units Ineluding the tanneries. 

Not satisfied with the diflerent measures taken by the 
government over the rising Industrial pollution, the Supreme 
Court and the High Courts have been taking severe action 
on a senes of public interest litigation cases. The Court 
has Initiated action against polluting industries In cities 
like Delhi and Agra. Industries causing pollution in Delhi 
have been asked to shift to new areas or close down for 
want of anti-pollution device.s. Likewise, on ^ril 8, 1996. 
the Supreme Court ordered closure of over 200 tanneries 
in Tamil Nadu for failing to comply with the legal 
requirement ol installing effluent treatment plants. 

Sound ecological logic today demands that the very 
progress mankind is striving for should not bring In Its 
train greater and unimaginable havoc. Unplanned growth 
tilting the ecological balance spells disaster. 

Civil Aviation : New Horizons 

Along with road transport and railways, air travel forms 
a major and quicker means of transport. Together with 
private airlines, Indian Airlines provides domestic air 
services and services to a few neighbouring countries vffiile 



Air India links India with the rest of, the world. Pawan 
Hans Limited provides helicopter support services to the 
petroleum sector. Infraslrustructural facilities are provided 
by the Airports Authority of India (AAl); the two authorities. 


te., the International Airports Authority of India (lAAI) and 
the National Airports Authority (NAA) were merged In April 
1995 to form a single authority i.e.. the Airport Authority 
of India as a result of the enactment of Airport Authority 
of India Act. 1994. 

The regulatory and developmental functions of civil 
aviation are looked after by the Ministry of Civil Aviation 
and the Directorate Gener^ of Civil Aviation. 

The Air Corporation Act 1953. repealed on March 1. 
1994. ended the monopoly of Indian Airlines, Air India and 
Vayudhoot ova- scheduled air transport services and several 
private operators started competing with the domestic 
airlines. A competitive environment on domestic services 
has been, in effect, existing since April 1993 and there has 
been a time when as much as 35.6 pier cent of the market 
was being catered to by private air taxis. For dlffercni 
reasons, a few private airlines have wound up their servlves. 

It has been a trying time for Indian Airlines to better its 
quality of services on board and on the ground, on time 
performance and flight safety measures. 

Frequent industrial unrest leading to cancellation of flights 
and disruption of flight schedules has often caused a steep 
fall in revenues. 

Air India earned a revenue of Rs. 2989 crore during 
1994-95 while its operating expenditure amounted to 
Rs. 2920.1 crore. With Air India opening up new destinations 
more operations were diverted to Chennai, Bangalore, Kochi 
and Thlruvananthapuram and Kozhicode. To meet the 
growing air transport requirements between India and 
various other countries, fifteen countries have signed Air 
Services Agreement with India and about two million seats 
per year have been granted as additional entitlements. This 
would help in generating more revenue by way of more 
number of services to/from India and also Increase the 
inflow of tourists. 

Pawan Hans Limited provides helicopter support services 
to the petroleum sector Including ONGC and Oil India 
Limited and links remote and inaccessible areas. It also 
provides air support services to NTPC. GAIL. BSF and the 
Lakshadweep Adndntstration. 

In order to help Indian exporters and make their exports 
more competitive, the government Introduced in April 1990 
an ‘open sky policy’ for cargo. Under this policy any foreign ■ 
airlines or association of exporters can bring freighters to 
the country for upllftment of cargo. The government have 
also permitted market forces to determine cargo tariff, 
with lATA rates as the floor rates. 

TTie International Airports Division (lAD) of Airports 
Authority of India (AAI) manages, operates and develops 
the five international airports at Mumbai. Calcutta. Delhi, 
Cheimal and Thlruvananthapuram. 

The airport Infrastructure demands heavy investments, 
large expenditure on servicing replacements and renewals. 
Keeping in view resource constraints, domestic and foreign 
investors Including NRIs have been Invited to participate In 
the development of new international airports and the 
expansion of the Infrastructural support for some of the 
domestic airports. 

Compared to the high standards of airports in the West 
and including those in the Aslan region, the airport 
infrastructure In India has been in bad shape for decades 
and the authorities were compelled to invest an 
unprececented Rs. 15 billion during the Eighth Plan for 
new projects as well as for upgradatlon work. TtUs staggering 
amount is larger than the entire outlay for the previous 40. 
years—a telling commentary as to bow we Ignored a vltol^ 
infrastructure. New airports are being planned for 
Bangalore and Kochi with the help of NRIs and the private

But each large firm will also act 
with full consideration of the needs that it 
fes in common with the other large firms 
competing for the same customers. Each 
large firm will thus avoid significant price- 
cutting, because price-cutting will be 
prejudicial to the common interest in a stable 
demand for products. Most economists do 
not .see price-fixing when it occurs because 
they expect it to be brought about by a 
number of explidl agreements among large 
firms; it is not. 

Moreover, Jhose economists who argue 
that allowing the fcee-market to operate 
without interference is the most efficient 
method .of establishing prices have not 
considered the economics of non-socialist 
countries. Most of these economies employ 
intentional price-fixing, usually in an overt 
fashion. Formal price-fixing by cartel and 
informal price-fixing by agreements 
covering the members of an industry are 
common place. Were there something 
peculiarly efikient about tire free market and 
'Efficient about price-fixing, the countries 
imt have avoided the first and used the 
liecond would have suffered drastically in 
llieir economic development. There is no 
indication that they have. 


Socialist industry also works within a 
framewoiic of controlled prices. In the early 
1970'8 the Soviet Union began to give firms 
and industries some flexibility in adjusting 
prices that a more informal evolution has 
accorded the capitalist system.

aitd moie vigorously for achieving its 
objective, an effort which is relevant for 
all members of NAM and also to the 
emerging new world. Of course. NAM 
has to face many challenges with an 
international situation which is far more 
complex. The 11th NAM Summit in 
Cartegana (Colombia) began with a 
coDecttve dedlcatlan to keep the Movement 
relevant and guide towards playing a key 
role in sbsq?lng global economic policies 
besides striving for peace, nuclear 
disarmament and other social goals. 

Despite minor differences among 
members of NAM. It has to play a very 
important role in the changed world 
scenario. The uniqueness of NAM lies in 
the foct that its go^s do not merely serve 
the national interests of member States 
but stand to promote the cause of 
humanity. It would not be an 
exaggeratkxi to say that recent positive 
developments on International scene 
refl(x:t the spirit of NAM. 

NAM as an international movement 
may have its shortcomings but as a 
Foreign Policy choice—NAM an assertion 
of independence in foreign affairs—^has 
always remained, still remains and will 
ahraya relevant. 
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However, there cannot be any water- 
tl^t compartmentallaatlon betweoi the 
Movement and policy. The success of 
one is dependent upon the support of 
the other, as Dr. Boutros Boutros Ohali 
has aptly said ; “^th the Non-Aligned 
at Its heart, the UN can at last serve 
the people of the world as they must be 
served. Together we can turn 21st 
century into a time of truly revolutionBry 
change.’ 

So to sum up, NAM has not lost any 
of its relevance. It has stood the test of 
Ume. It has served the useful purpose 
of protecting and preserving the interests 
agidnst the llilid World countries. It 
represents the wave of the future. In 
fact in no other sphere, the exertions of 
the Non-Aligned nations have been more 
fruitful as in pressing the Third World's 
case for a Just international order. So it 
can be said that the philosophy of NAM 
is as relevant as ever and its underiying 
tenets remain unchanged. So the 
Movement still has a vital role to play. 

While delivering the Indira Gandhi 
Memorial lecture to the Association of 
Indian Diplomats, former President R 
Venkatraman righfly said that ’Non- 
Aligiunent is not an 'ism'. It carmot 
become outdated any more than 
commonsense can become outdated. No 
national, no group of nations can 
disregard the NAM. It must today raise 
its voice against the injustices and 
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inequities of the cnirrent decade and of 
the emerging 21st century’. 

The voice of the non-aligned 
represents vast sections of humanity 
who had been under colonial rule or 
nations vdio had been smarting under 
a raw deal in terms of distributive 
Justice. During the cold war the 
relevance of the Non-Aligned Movement 
was more in the nature of refusal to hie 
drawn into a kind of situation wheae 
the non-aligned countries could have 
been pawns in the big power game if 
th^ bad taken the wrong decision to 
align with either of the big powers. Now, 
more than ever, in the context of 
globalisation, the non-aligned countries 
have to safeguard their basic interests 
of econcmiic freedom. Th^ cannot afford 
to be exploited by more advanced 
Industrial nations Just because they are 
stUl struggling to stand on their own 
feet. Be it political or economic 
bargaining. NAM can 111-afford to 
sacrifice the Interests of their people at 
the hands of the advanced countries who 
will always seek to extract maximum 
advantage from the less developed 
countries to further their own interests. 
So it is obvious, in the changing global 
situation, NAM is as rdevant todi^ as 
before, though for different reasons. tuiH 
provides the best forum to* its members 
to think and act in uniaan an matters of 
ptdicy that concern them all. 0:

His films include The 
Night, Street Cleaners, Story of a Lobe Affair, 
The Cry, etc. 

Anyaoku, Emcka ; The Commonwealth 
Secretary-General. Has ruled out any 
intervention by Commonwealth in Kashmir 
affairs and expressed hope that India and 
Pakistan would resolve their differences 
bilaterally. 

Arafat, Yasser (b. 1929) i Chairman of 
Palestine Liberation Organisation since 1969. 
Co-founder of Al~fatali (19.56). Signed 
agreements for Palestinian Self-Rule in Caza 
Strip, Jencho and West Bank in May 1994 
andSeptember 1995. Recipient o( lawaliarlal 
Nehru Award lor International 
Understanding and Indira Gandhi Award 
for International Justice and Harmony. 
Shared the 1994 Nobel Peace Prize with 
Israeli Prime Minister, Yitzhak Rabin, and 
Israeli Foreign Minister, Shimon Peres. 

Aristide, Jean-Bertrand : Haitian 
President, Returned after three years of 
forced exile to uiiite his nation and establish 
democracy on OctoluM ’6, 1994. Dictator 
Raoul Cedras h.id led tl-.c Oioody overthrow 
of the elected I’rcsiden! Aris'.ide in 1991. 

Ariyaratne, Ahangamage Tudor : 
The 65-year-old social worker Pf 
&i Lanka—popularly known as "Gandhi of 
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Sri'Lanka"—is the recipient of the Mahatmia 
Gaiklhi Peace Prize for 1996 which was 
fmcnted to him in New Delhi on Janua^ 
1, 1^7. The International peace priste is 
worth Rs. 1 crore. 

Armstrong, Neil (b. 1930) ; American 
astronaut. First man to set foot on the moon 
on July 21,1969 Was the civilian commander 
of Apollo 11 mission. 

Asahara, Shoko (b. 1950) : Leader of 
Japan's Aum Shinrikyo sect. Accused of 
masterminding the Tokyo subway nerve-gas 
attack of March 1995, which killed 12 people 
and mjured thousands. 

Athavale, Pandurang Shastri: The 
Indian reformer, leader of a spiritual 
movement which accepts followers of all 
castes and religions, is the recipient of the 
Ramon Magsaysay Award for 1996 for 
Community Leadership. 

Attenborough, Richard (b. 1923) . British 
actor-director. Known for his film Gandhi, 
which has won eight Oscars. 

Azharuddin, Mohammad : Indian 
cricket skipper. Became the first Indian, and 
the fourth batsman in the world, to cross 
5,000 runs in limited-overs international 
cricket on November 3,1994, playing a^inst 
New Zealand in the Wills World Series in 
New Delhi. Held, till recently, the record 
for fastest century in one day cricket taking 
only 61 balls again.st New Zealand at Daroda 
in December 1988, since replaced by young 
Afridi of Pakistan (century in 37 balls). 

Azmi, Shabana (b. 1954) : Indian film 
actress and social achvist. Her debut film 
was Arthur. Winner of many national and 
international.awards. Was adjudged Best 
Actres’^ for Patang in 25th Taormina Arts 
International Festival, Italy, 1994. Involved 
in Nivarra Haqus Samiti, dedicated to the 
cause of slum-dwellers. 

Bachchan, Hativansh Rai: Hindi poet. 
Recipient of first Saraswati Samman award 
(1991) for his autobiographical work, 
Dttshdwar Se Sopan Tak. Has also won 
Padma Bhushan, Sahitya Akademi award, 
Soviet Land Ndrru Prize, Afru-Asian Writers 
Conference's Lotus Prize, Hindi Sahitya 
Sammelan's Sahitya Vachaspati and many 
other awards. Is father of celebrated Hindi 
film star Amitabh Bachchan. 

Bahuguna, Sunderlal: Indian 

environmentalist, and leader of Chipko 
Movement, which has been resisting 
construction of Tehri Dam on Bhagirathi in 
the Uttarakashi region of Himalayas on 
ecological grounds. He fears that the site of 
the dam is in the seismic zone and 
construction of the dam would spell disaster 
for the region. 

Baker, Laurie (b. 1917): Indian architect. 
Known for his pioneering work in low-cost 
housing. 

Bancroft, Ann : First woman to reach 
North Pole. Was one of the six-member U.S. 
Canadian expedition which reached North 
Pole on dog pledge in April 1986. 

Bandaranaike, Slrimavo (b. 1917) : 
World's first elect^ woman Prime Minister 


of Sri Lanka (1960). Sworn in for the third 
time as Prime Minister in November 1994, 
as her daughter, Chandrika Kumaratunga, 
became die President of the country. 

Baudot, BrigiHc (b 1934) : Frendi film star. 
Became a leg«id with Roger Vadim's 1956 
film And God Created Woman. Founder of 
Bi%it Bardot Foundation for Animal Rights, 
Pam. 

Barker, Pat (b. 1943) : British writer. 
Author of TTie Ghost Road, is the recipient of 
Booker Prize for 1995. Other works include 
Blow Your House Down, The Century's 
Daughter, and The Mon Who Wasn't There. A 
former teacher, whose first book. Union 
Street, was published when she was 39, is 
the first woman to win the Booker Prize since 
1990, when A. S. Byatt won it for Possession. 

Barnaid, C Neethllng (b. 1922) : South 
African surgeon. Performed the first human 
heart transplant operation at Cape Town in 
1967. 

Badiew (nee Kharbull), Rose Millian: A 
Khasi tribal from Meghalaya. First woman 
to become Chairman of Union Public Sendee 
Commission. 

Bayer, (Mother) Yvenne (b. 1893): French 
Missionary. For 26 years, worked for the 
Harijans at Nagpur. Since 1949, working for 
the leprosy patients at Ahmedabad. Has set 
up a leprosy hospital. 

Bedi, Kiran (b. 1949) : India's first 
woman IPS officer (1972). Was Asian Games 
Women's tennis champion As Inspector- 
General of Prisons, she brought about many 
reforms in Tlhar Jail (New Delhi), Asia's 
biggest jail. Has won 19M Magsaysay Award 
for controlling crime and improving living 
conditions in prisons. Floated the Large Roof 
Concept (LARC), which envisages to help 
distressed women under one roof. 

Belo, Carlos Felipe de Ximenes: The 
Roman Catholic Bishop of East Timor, a 
former Portuguese colony, is the co-recipient 
of the Nobel Peace Prize for his tireless 
efforts in promoting human rights. 

Berniers, Louis dc : British writer. 
Recipient of Commonwealth Writers Prize 
for Captain Corelli's Mandolin, (set on an 
occupied Greek island during World 
War II) for its "energy, humanity and 
humour". 

Bcrtolucd, Bernardo (b. 1940): Italian film 
director. His The Last Emperor won nine 
Oscars in 1978. 

Bhagwat, Vishnu: Vice-Admiral Vishnu 
BhagwaL flag officer Commanding-in-Chief 
(FOC-in-C), western command. Appointed 
as the new Chief of the Indian Navy. He 
succeeded Admiral V.S. Shekhawat, who 
retired on September 30,19%. 

Bhatt, Ela (b. 1933) ; A champion of 
women's rights. Has done pioneering work 
with the trade union of poor women fi-om 
self-employed sector. Won Magsaysay 
Award in 1977. 

Bhutto, Benazir (b. 1955) : Pakistan's 
former Prime Minister. Was co-Chairperson 
of Pakistan People's Party. Sworn in as 
Prime' Minister for the second time on 
October 9.1993. First woman in the Muslim 
world to be Prime Minister twice. Her 
autobiographical work is Daughter cf the East. 
Dismissed by President Le^ri on corruption 
dharges in Nov., 19%, contested February 3, 
1997 elections and lost to Nawaz Sharif. 


Bln, Lu : Chinese swimming ptu. Won 
four goid medals in Hiroshima Asian 
Games. Was tested posilhre for ttsii4,dri;^ 
and sidrsequoitiy stripped of th^ ni^ls. 

Black, Linda (b. 1959) ; New ^dand's 
socnr star. First woman fo become'the 
referee in Men's Soccer International, udtlch 
New Zealand won against DafeMh CXympic 
Gaines squad at New Town Farit, 19%. 

Border, Atlan (b. 1956) ; Austrafian 
cricket Oaptata Declared an end to his cmeer 
after 16 years and a world record of 156 Test 
matches on May 11,1994. Had made his Test 
debut against England in Melbourne in 
December 1978, and amassed 11,174 Test 
runs at an average of 50.56 in his career. 
Scored 27 Test centuries. Captained his 
country 93 times, more often than any other 
Australian. 

Borlaug, Norman Ernest (b. 1914) : The 82- 
year-old Nobel laureate, once described as 
the "world's greatest fighter against hunger 
and poverty" visited India in November 
1996. He is the world's only agricultural 
scientist to win a Nobel Prize for Peace 
which was awarded to him in 1970. He is 
the brain behind the immensely successful 
Green Revolution. He is now working 
towards eradicating famine in Africa. 

Bradman, Donald ; Australia's cricketing 
knight. World's famous Test batsman. 
Retired from active cricket in the late forties, 
scoring as many as 117 centuries.

Chief 
Minister of Punjab (1995-19%) replaced later 
by Rajinder Kaur Bhattal. Was earlier 
Governor of Orissa and of Haryana. 

Brar, Manpreet (b. 1974) : f^ss India - 
Universe 1995. Was chosen first runner-up 
at the Miss Universe 1995 contest, held at 
Windhoek (Namibia) on May 13, 1995. 

Bnindtland, Cro Harlem ; Twice Prime 
Minister of Norway and the first 
Chairperson of United Nations-appointed 
Commission on Environment and 
Development. Recipient of the Indira Gandhi 
Peace ftize and also the Third World Prize 
(1988) for her contribution to the field Ticii 
environmental protection. 

Burrel, Leroy (b. 1968) : American 
sprinter. Broke the world record held by his 
teammate, Carl Lewis, in the 100 metres on 
July 6, 1994, trimming one hundredth of a 
second off the mark in winning ttie race in 
9.85 seconds at the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation Grand Prix meet. 

Bush, George (b. 1924) : 41st President of 
United States of America (1988-1992). Earlier, 
was Vice-President of U.S.A. (1981-1988). 

Butt, Uzra (b. 1917) : Pakistan's 
performing artist. Had acted in Prithvi 
Theatre's Shakuntala. Her other films are 
Gaddar, Dewar, Paisa, Pathan and Kisan. Winner 
of 1995 Sange^ Natak Akademi Award. 

CampbelL Kim (b. 1946) : First woman 
Prime Minister of Canada. A lecturer in 
Political Science, she was the Defence 
Minister before booming the Premier. 

Capriati, Jennifer (b. 1976) ; American 
tennis star. Youngest at the age of 14 to win 
a match at Winfoledon (1990). 

Carey, George Leonard (b. 1935) ; Head 
of the Church of England, the mother of 
world Anglican community. Known as Ihe 
Pope of Protestant Christiimity. 
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Cuter, Jimmy (b. 1X4) : 39th President of 
United States (I977-S1). Among his 
achievements are Panama Canal Treaty, 
treaty between luael and Egypt, release of 
American hostages in Iran, and peace in HaitL 

Castro, Fidel : Prime Minister of Cuba 
(1^9-1978). President of Cuba since 1979. 
Was Chairman of NAM (1979-1983). Under 
his leadership, Cuba emer^ as the first full- 
fledged sod^t State in Central America. 

Chand, Nek : htdian sculptor. Creator of 
Rock Garden in Chandigarh. Has been 
bestowed official iecc»nition by Punjab and 
Chandigarh. Honoured by France, Japan and 
United States. 

Chandrashekhar (b. 1927) ; A socialist 
leader. Was Prime Minister of India (1990- 
1991). Earlier was President of Janata Party. 
Wfinner of 1995 Best Parliamentarian Award. 

Chwles, Philip Arthur George (b. 1948 ): 
Prince of Wales and heir to the British 
throne. Married Lady Diana Spencer in 1981, 
but separated in December 1992 and 
divorced in 1996. The couple have two sons. 
Prince William and Prince Harry. 

First 
candidate to get job through reserved quota 
recommended by Mandal Commission. In 
1994, joined National Backward Classes 
Financial Development Corporation as 
Assistant Manager. 

Chaudhaty, Dilli Bahadur : Nepalese 
humanitarian. Winner of 1994 Reubok 
Human Rights Award for his crusade 
against slavery. 

Chaudhuri, Nirad C. (b. 1901) : Indian 
writer of English novels. His books include 
Autobiography of an Unknomt Indian. Clive of 
India, Continent of Circe, Culture in the Vanity 
Bag, etc. 

Otawla, Kalpana (b. 1952) : The girl from 
Kamal in Haryana has been finally chosen 
to set for space launch.

March 17,1994. Succeeded Rangjung Rigpal 
Dotje, 16th Karmapa, the builder of Rumtek 
Monastery, who died in 1981. 

Chib, Sandhya: The 19-year-old from 
Bwgalore was crowned the Femina Miss 
h^ia (Universe) 1996 in Mumbai on January 
l|.

Leader of True 
Path Party, a party that champions 
modernity and values women's role in 
sodety. 

Qaes, Willy : NATO diief. Resigned in 
October 20, 1995, a day aftn the Belgian 
Parliament voted to have him stand trial in 
cormection with kickback scandals at home. 

Clinton, Bill (b. 1946) : Full name 
William Jefferson Clinton. America's 
Democratic Party leader and former 
Arkansas Governor. Is the 43rd President 
of United States. Succeeded George Bush 
in 1993. Re-elected in 1996, the first 
Democrat to win a second term after 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Clinton, Hillary Rodham (b. 1947): First 
Lady of United States (1993) and a top 
lawyer of the country. Floated a new health¬ 
care scheme. Involved in the Whitewater 
Scam. According to New York Times, .she had 
made a $ 100,000 profit in one single year in 
the commodities market with the aid of a 
lawyer-fiiend. 

Collins, Eileen M,; First woman to pilot 
a U.S. spaceship on February 6, 1995. An 
Air Force pilot, she piloted Discovery that 
symbolised the changing role of women in 
the U.S. military and in American society as 
a whole. 

Correa, Charles (b, 1930) : Indian 
architect. Among his famous constructions 
are Qdade de Goa Hotel, and L.I.C. building 
(New Delhi). Has won many awards 
including the Premium Imperiale Award 
(1994) — a Japanese prize for contributing 
to the development, extension and 
improvement of art and culture.

Crichton, Michael ; American author. 
Writer of Jurassic Pane, Rising Sun and 
Disclosure, books which have been made into 
films. Sued for sexual harassment by his 
former secretary, just before the release of 
the film Disclosure. 

Crutzen, Paul : Dutch scientist. Co¬ 
recipient of 1995 Nobel Prize in Chemistry, 
with Mario Molina (USA), for work in 
atmospheric chemistry, particularly 
furmation and deposits of ozone. 

Cudjoe, Harrison (b. 1956) : Nigerian poet. 
Has b^n declared International Poet of the 
Year, 19%, by the International Sodety of 
Poets. His award winning poem is HIV and 
AIDS War. 


Cuellar, Javier Perea de (b. 1920) ;

For his remarkable 
achievement he was declared the Man of 
the Year for 1996 by TIME (December 30,

Edward, Robert (Ted Turner III) 
(b. 1938) : Creator of CNN (Cable News 
Network) and husband of Jane Fonda. 

Etsha^ Hussain Mohammad : Former 
Bangladesh President. Was on June 7,1993, 
sentenced to seven years' imprisonment with 
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his wife. Begum Roushan Ershad, for 
corruption and abuse of power. Elected to 
ParUment and released in 1996.

Jeffrey, Saced : Indian film and 
television star. Recipient of 1995 Norman 
fieaton Award for his contribution to the 
Iritish multicultural film and television 
irama. Was also awarded the Order of 
tritiah Empire in the British Queen's 
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birthday iumours list in early 1995, for his 
services to drama. 

Jahangir, Asms ; Pakistani lawyer. 
Founder of Human Rights Commission of 
Pakistan. Won 1995 Ramon Magsaysay 
Award for Public Service. 

Jin, Jirfui Oh Woong; 'The 50-yearold 
South Korean Catholic priest and founder 
of a home for Korea's poor, disabled and 
elderly is the' recipient of the Ramon 
Magsaysay Award for 1996 for Public 
Service. 

Joaquin Nick; The 79-year-old Filipino 
novelist, playwright and journalist, is the 
recipient of the Ramon Magsaysay Award, 
19% for Literature. 

Johnson, Michael: The American athlete 
who bagged the 400 and 200-metre events 
at amazing timings of 43.49 and 19.3, 
respectively, at the Centennial Olympics in 
Atlanta in 19%. 

Johnson, Ben : Canadian sprinter. Was 
banned for life after he failed a second 
dope test on March 5, 1993. He had lost a 
gold medal and world record for a 
positive drug test at the 1988 Seoul Olympic 
Games. 

Kagge, Erling : Norwegian lawyer. First 
person to have skied to both the Poles and 
climbed the world's highest mountain peak, 
the Everest, in 1994. 

KaJi, Gautam: He is the first Indian to be 
appointed as one of the Managing Directors 
of the World Bank. 

Kalashnikov, Mikhail (b. 1919) ; A 
Russian, Inventor of AK-47 rifle (1949). Was 
awarded one of Russia's top medals by 
President Boris Yeltsin in 1994. The rifle is 
remarkable for its durability, ease of use, 
and tor the fact that it seldom jams. 

KamblL Vinod: Indian cricketer, first left¬ 
hander and third batsman (afrer Don 
Bradman and Walter Hammond) to post two 
consecutive double centuries. His scoring of 
double centuries is the fastest in cricket 
history, having accomplished the feat in four 
Tests, surpassing Bradman's record of seven 
Tests.

(Hayavadana) (1971), and Homi Bhabha 
Fellowship for Creative Work, 1970-1972. 

Kasparov, Garry (b. 1963) : Soviet 
grandmaster. World chess champion, 1993. 
Won Professional Chess Association World 
Championship after he drew with 
Viswanathan Anand in only 12 moves to win 
the contest 10.5 to 73 in New York on 
Cktober 10, 1995. 

Kasturitangm, Kri^aswamy fb. 1940): 
Chairman of ISRO. A rocket payloads expert, 
he is the architect of India's Remote 
Sensing Satellite Programme, Awarded 
Padmabhushan in 1992. 

Kato, Yasuo ; Japanese mountaineer. Is 
the first man to climb Everest in winter 
(1982). 


Kanl, Swaroop Krishna (b. 1935) : Was die 
17ri\ Chief of Indian Air Force. As a fighter 
pilot, has a record of 3,700 flying hours to 
his credit. Only Air Marshal decorated with 
Maha Vir Chakra for bravery shown during 
1971 Indo-Pak conflict. 

Kaunda, Kenneth (b. 1924): Architect of 
the indqi^ence of Zambia, and its first 
President (1964-1991). Recipient of 
Jawaharial Nehru Award for International 
Understanding (1970). 

Klinnaman, Jurgen : German fcwtballer. 
Recipient of Footballer of the Year Award 
(1995) by the Fcwtball Writers, Association. 

Kevorkian, Jack (b. 1928) : A retired 
pathologist and an advcKate of mercy killing, 
for patients suffering from incurable 
diseases. Known as "Dr. Death". Facing trial 
in court of law for assisting patients to 
commit suicide. 

Kesri, Sitaram: The 77-year-old 
seniormast Cungre8.sman, who has been the 
Treasurer of the All-India Congress 
Committee for 18 years, was on September 
23, 19% elected interim President of ttic 
111-year-old Congress Party and CPP leader 
Oan. 10, 97) replacing Mr. P.V. Narasimha 
Rao. 

Khairaar, G.R. (h. 1942) : Bombay's 
Deputy Municipal Commissioner. Known 
for demolishing unauthorized coastructions. 
Accused the Chief Minister of Maharashtra, 
Sharad Pawar, of having close links with the 
Dubai-based underworld don, Dawuod 
Ibrahim. Suspended in June 1994 for 
violation of service code, but reinstated on 
October 10, 1995, by a majority vote. 

Khan, Allauddin : Indian exponent of 
Hindustani music tradition-particularly of 
raag Malhar. 

Khan, Amjad Ali ; Indian classical 
musician. Sarod maestro. First honorary 
visiting professor at the University of York 
Given the first chair in Indian classical music 
in Britain. On October 23,1996 appointed as 
UNICEF Ambassador for children from the 
sphere of culture and creative art. 

Khan, Blsmillah lb. 1916) : Indian 
shehnai maestro from Benaras. Winner of 
Rajiv Gandhi National Sadbhavna Award, 
1994. 

Khan, Imran : The former international 
cricket star made his debut in Pakistani 
politics by launching his "Tehreek-e-lnsaf" 
(movement for justice) on April 25,1996. He 
launched the movement for social justice 
twelve days after a bomb blast destroyed 
part of his cancer hospital—Shaukat 
Khanum Memorial Hospital in Lahore. On 
July 31,19% he won the biggest libel rase in 
cricketing history against Englishmen Ian 
Botham and Allan Lamb, who had sued him 
for calling them racists, in an interview to 
India Today in May 1994 saying that they 
were from an inferior class and they lacked 
education. He and his fledgling party wijjre 
totally routed in the general elections held 
in Pakistan on February 3, 1997. 

Khandelwal, Rajendra : An Indian 
adventurer. Crippled by polio. Set a world 
record for the physically handicapped by 
reaching Khardung La Pass, the world's 
highest motorable road (ht. 18, 380 ft.) on a 
modified scooter in 199^ 

Khoiana, Hatgobind (b. 1922): India-bom 
scientist. Migrated to U.S.A. Shared 1%K 
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Nobei Prize in Physiology/Medicine for 
Intitrpretation of genetic code and its 
function in protein synthesis. In 1987, 
awarded U.S. National Medal of Science. 

Khoahoo, Dr. Triloki Nath: The 
distinguished Indian scientist-cum- 
environmentalist, former Secretary 
(Environment) to the Government of India 
and presently working with the Tabi Energy 
Research Institute, is the recipient of the 
United Nations Environment Programme 
Sasakawa Envinmment Prize for 19% worth 
$ 200,000 on November 30, 19%. 

Kieslowski, Krzystof : Polish film 
maker. Director of 1993 Golden Lion Award¬ 
winning film Three Colours Blue made in 
France. The film is the first part of a trilogy 
examining the principles of liberty, equality 
and fraternity symbolised by the colours 
blue, white and red in French Flag. 

Kirsten, Gary: The 28-year-old South 
African batsman, with his unbeaten 
188 against the U A.E. in Wills World 
Cup Group B match in Rawalpindi on 
February 16,1996, made a new World Cup 
record, eclipsing Vivian Richards' 181 
against Sri Lanka at Karachi in 1987. 

KJerk, F.W. de : Fonner President of 
South Africa.

Kohl, Helmut lb. 1930) : German 
Chancellor since 1982.

World's First Atom Laser : Physicists at the Massachusetts 
lastitute of Technology have built the world's first atom laser which 
shoots highly controUed particles of actual matter. The aduevement 
may eventually lead to more precise navigation equipment and 
machine tools as well as smaller and more effident computer chips. 

Fish Oil for Astiuna : Fish high in oil content, such as Atlantic 
salmon, bluish tuna and rainbow trout, could reduce tite inddence 
of childhood asthma, a Medical Journal of Australia report suggests. 

In a study of 468 children, aged eight to 11, sdentists fomm ttiat 
those who did not eat fresh, oily were four times as likely to 
have asthma as their counterparts who did consume such fish at 
least once a week. Fish oil contains fatty adds, compounds necessary 
for regulating digestion and body temperature, lowering blood 
pressure and breaking up cholesterol deposits in tiw arteries. Fatty 
acids may also have anti-inflammatory properties whidi hdp to 
control the airway closure that causes attacks. 

Carbon Monoxide in Ice : French scientists have successfully 
establidied that the evolution of atmospheric content of carbon 
monoxide (CO) in tite polar regions over the last two centuries. Ice 
samples from the Antarctica and Greenland are uniqite archives as 
far as information on the evolution of atmosphere is concerned. 

Analysis on air bubbles trapped in ice have already revealed a 
number of secrets regarding gases iike mettume and carbon dioxide 
which cause the Crradiouse Effed. But, till now, tiie presence of 
atmospheric CO in ice could never be edablished. Accordii^ to a 
latest study, CO content in the atmosphere had always been 
underestimated for the pre-industrial period in the northern 
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hemisphere. 



Scientists Spot Rare Asteroid: The US. sdentists using a spedal 
camera have discovered a rare asteroid and found a comet that 
would pass near the earth in 1997. 

The two discoveries were the first significant findings of the New 
Year and were reported by sdentists at tiie National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration's jet propulsion laboratory. 

The asteroid is a member of a rare class of asteroids, called "atens," 
which stay within tlw earth's orbit most of their life times. Only 23 
other atens have been discovered in the past 21 years. Atens are 
never far from the earth's orbit, making tiiem more likely to impad 
the planet. 

Diamonds Produced in Space : The National Space 
Development Agency of Japan (NSDA) has succeeded in synthedslng 
a thin film diamond in the microgravity environment, marldra the 
world's first successful Chemiw Vapour Deposition (CVD) of

Many tourists go to Kashmir for sight¬ 
seeing but it is for the adventurous few to 
accqpt the duUoige of Kolahoi Glacier, die 
Alpathar Land and the tortuous and the 
arduous trdi to the Amamadt cave. 

Mountain dimbtng is one of the best 
sports. Mountaineering can Involve terrible 
risks. Still many would 1U» to be dimbets. 
for the climber is die aspirant. They are not 
content to remain at Ihe low 
level and die plain. They aspire 
to step on to the pe^. The 
scaling of Mount Everest by 
duee young girls two years 
back, Deepu Sharma Didcy 
Dolma and Radha of Manaii 
area gives testimony to it 
Snow is considered as a 
harbinger of hope and 
progress to many — farmers, 
tourists and, of course, diose 
who serve dw tourists. 

Skiing, which domiiuites 
winter sports in India was 
fest introduced in the Kashmir 
VaUey in 1934. But in 
Himachal it was practised 
in Dharamsala and Keylong 
by Christian missionaries 
in 1929. The Shimla Ice 
Skating Rink, one of its kind 
in scnifo-east Asia, was set up 
by Mr. Bellingston as early 
as 1920. 

In Himachal, the skiing 
season commences towards 
the end of die December and 
continues tIU early March, 
depending upon the snow condtdons.

Reorganisatiem Act, certain parts of the State 
of Punjab were transferred to Himachal 
Pradesh. These cennprise the districts of 
9iimla, Kulu, Kongra and Lahaul and Spiti, 
and parts of Hoehiaipur and Ambala districts. 
Himachal Pradesh attained foil statehcxid on 
January 25, 1971 as the 18th State of the 
Union.

Naflsa Joseph : ITie IB-year-old' 
industrial rations student at SL Joseph's 
College, Bangakm, was crowned Mto IiKlia- 
UniverBe at die Ftmina Miss India Contest, 
1997 in Mumbai on January 18,1997. 

Diana Hayden : Hie l^year-old first 
runner-«q], who works for a music company 
in Mundiai, was crowned Miss bidia-World ' 
at die Femina Miss India Contest, 1997 in 
Mumbai cm January 18,1997. 

Divya Chauhan: The 22-year-old second 
rurmer-up, who works as a production 
executive in a garment factory in New Ddhi, 
was crowned Miss India-Asia Pacific at the 
Femina MUs India Contest, 1997 in Mumbai 
on January 18,1997. 

Ustad Nusfst Fateh AU Khan; Hailed as

Strapped 
to a parachute-like sail that harnessed 
Antarctica's fierce winds, he skied as much 
as 226 km in a day, despite towing a sled 
carryii^ about 175 kg of supplies.

India", "Roop Ki Ri^ Choron Ka Raja", and 
better known as film star Anil Kapoor's elder 
brother. Boney Kapoor was her friend, 
philosopher and guide in the cut-throat 
world of Bollywood. Boney Kapoor it 
married and has two children. 

Steve Fosaett : The 52-year-old U.& 
millionaire hot air balloonist forcelanded * 
the remote village of Barairsa, in Piparpui 
police station area, on the border of 
Sultanpur and Piatapgarh districts in eastern 
Uttar Pradesh on January 20,1997 after fuel 
shortage cut short his round-the-world, non¬ 
stop flight on a balloon. The balloon, 35 
metre high and 15 metre wide, was built al 
a cost of Rs. 1 crore and carried five big and 
three small cylinders. 

Datta Samant : The trade union leadei 
and former Member of Parliament was shot 
dead by four unidentified assailants outside 
his residence in Mumbai on January 16,1997. 

Clyde Tombaugh : The astronomer whi 
discovered the planet Pluto before he ever 
had a college degree died on January 19, 
1997 at the age of 90. 



Davos : The remote resort in the narrow 
avalanche-prone Alpine Valley of eastern 
Switzerland was the venue of the World 
Economic Forum that brought together top 
political leaders, economists and business 
tycoons from across the world to discuss 
plans of international economic co-operation.

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A Clone Or Frankenstein ? 


The latest from genetic engineering, 
the done, a Finn Dorset sheep called 
Dolly, a feat of scientists at the RosUn 
Institute and PPL Therapeutics, near 
Edinburgh. In Pcbruaiy 1997 has sent 
tremors around the world. More than 
the scientific breakthrough. It Is the 
dire consequences flowing from the 
marvel, that have made presidents, 
sdentists and moralists Jittery. All of 
a sudden what was figured by the 
science fiction writers like H.G Wells 
and Aldous Huxley Is turning true. 

And like any discovery, the 
probabilities of its misuse are more 
blood-curdling than the promise of 
bonanza in terms of disease control 
and better animal stock. The splitting 
of the atom, a discovery made before 
the World War 11 has divided the world 
Into two unequal halves : the nuclear 
haves and the have nots and a 
segment of potential nuclear powers 
In between. 

Even Dr. Ian Wllmut. the pioneering British scientist 
who created the first clone of an adult animal—a lamb 
named Dolly produced from a sheep—admitted on 
February 25, 1997 that the technique he used on the 
animal could be applied to humans. Dr. Wllrmit's daring 
'possibility' is the concern of the entire world: obviously, 
worldwide reaction has been sharp and quick. U.S. 
President Bill Clinton asked a Biotechs Advisory 
Commission to review the implications for human beings 
after receiving the startling’ news. The possibility that an 
adult human can be cloned from a single blood or skin 
cell is too hideous a nightmare that few In their senses 
would like to undergo. Will the chilling fiction turn true 
if the scientists have their way ? It is not something too 
trifling to be clinched in the laboratories alone. The 
American President has asked the Commission to carefully 
review “the ethical and legal issues associated with the 
development in technology" and report back in 90 days. 
He even went a step further, asking the administration 
to deny federal funding for human embryo research, 
financed by federal dollars. The line of thinking of the 
American Gowinment has been as to whether or not 
cloning of humans would be possible, but even a try in 
that direction is unethical. 

The same line of argument was taken up by the Vatican 
when it contended that people have the right to be born 
“in a human way." and not in a laboratory In a high- 
profile moralistic stance, the Vatican appealed to “reason 
and humanity*. The Church bellved that attempts at 
multiplication, outside a sexual context, as “contrary to 
morality in as much as they contrast with the dignity 
both of human procreation and of the conjugal union.” 
“Every different way or methodology is not acceptable 
because it contradicts above all the creative plan of God 


and also because It offends the dignity 
of the person and of marriage.” While 
appealing to all the countries to quickly 
pass laws prohibiting human cloning, 
the Vatican also deprecated research 
that sought to alter animal species, in 
an obvious reference to the cloning 
experiment in Scotland. 

Bill Clinton and the Vatican were 
not alone In seeing through the 
hidden hazards ahead in the 'wake 
of the genetic manipulation. 'The 
British Nobel Prize winning physicist. 
Prof. Joseph Rotblat was forthright 
vdien he warned that the experiments 
of Dr. Ian Wllmut represented “science 
out of control”. Such sensitive genetic 
engineering could result in ‘a means 
of mass destruction.” The scientist 
asked for the setting up of an 
International ethics committee to 
monitor developments. The scientist 
who won the 1995 Nobel Prize for 
Peace for his crusade for a nuclear- 
free world warned that "science may have to be controlled." 

“Dolly" could work havoc of unimaginable dimensions If 
such cloning were not controlled and monitored, but. in 
the same breath, could bring in a bonanza if the findings 
are properly used. The success In Scotland could pave the 
way for unprecedented genetic manipulation of farmyard 
animals, more cheaply and more accurately than ever 
before. A single cell could be taken firom a prize bull, elite 
racehorse or a prized pig and hundreds of Identical animals 
produced. Introduction or deletion of genes in the cloned 
cells offers the means to make animals grow faster for 
meat production or resistant to diseases. 

Will the scientists be content with just confining 
themselves to animal cloning ? Dr. Wllmut says that a 
human embryo, produced by the method by which Dolly 
was cloned, could be used to treat cancer and other life- 
threatening diseases. He ruled out “copying" a human 
being, but an adult human cell could fused with an 
egg to create an embryo in exactly the same way as 
animals like Dolly the sheep are "grown". Key cells could 
then be extract^ from the embryo and used to fight 
human diseases. But the scientist conceded that fusing a 
celt from a human adult with an egg and growing an 
embryo to be used to treat humans would ‘raise Issues 
that would have to be considered by biologists and those 
dealing with ethics.” Says Dr. Ron James : “An Act of 
Parliament specifically forbids ever doing with human 
eggs what we have done with sheep eggs.” Any other 
use of technology, for instance, to mass produce human 
eggs for use in vitro fertilisation is outlawed, says Dr. Ron 
James. 

The seamy side of the cloning glory apart, the 
unprecedented significance of the mqwrlment at Edinburgh 
cannot be diluted.

Punjab : New Opportunities 


It has been a volcano, working slowly 
and rutldessly and when It erupted 
with all infernal fury on the fateful 
February, the overflowing lava of 
people's wrath furrowed a new chapter 
In the chequered hlstoiy of Punjab. 

For, the people of Punjab repeated the 
old lesson ; the mills of Cod grind 
slowly, but they grind exceedingly 
small. Both the winners and losers 
virtually saw the magma building up 
and they were all braced up for the 
eventual countdown. 

'The enthronement of the Shiromanl 
Akali Dal (BadalJ and the BJP combine, 
in the wake of the momentous 
elections In February, with alliance 
winning over three-fourths majority in 
the 117-niember State Assembly—the 
alliance winning as many as 93 seats (Akali Dal-Badal 75 
and BJP 16) marks a watershed in Indian democracy and 
the history of Punjab. 

For making the Indian democracy live, vibrant and 
dynamic, the credit should go to the Election Commission 
and the mature electorate of Punjab alike. For the new 
Chief Election Commissioner, Mr. M.S. Gill, this was his 
flrst touchstone and he and his EC down to the last man 
made the nation proud of them. 'The remarkable turnout 
of 69 per cent was the highest in 25 years and women 
came in large numbers to exercise their political right. 
And there was practically no repoUing. Let other States 
take a leaf out of the Punjab success stoiy. 

For wdiom the bell tolls ? 'The ruling Congress was 
virtually routed with majority of its candidates, including 
many heavyweights biting the dust. The Congress, which 
won 87 seats, one short of three-fourths majority. In the 
previous election in 1992 boycotted by the Akalls, had a 
precipitous fall now. Just mustering a niggardly 14 seats 
alter contesting 105. For the people of bidla the collapse 
of the Congress followed Its familiar downsUde In the rest 
of the country, a fossilised party crumbling fast, eaten 
away the virus of corruption and Internal squabbling. 
The election also sounded the death-kndl of opportunists 
like Kanshi Ram and hls BSP and dlehards like Akali Dal 
(Mann). Equally miserable was the performance of the four 
constituents of the United Front—Janata Dal. Samiywadl 
Party. Samajwadi Janata Party and CPM witich drew a 
blank despite lighting the election Jointly. CPI's tally of 
seats has come down from four in 1992 to two this time. 

The verdict from Punjab has many lessons for Indian 
democracy, party politics, political ethics and extremism. 
The people of Indian border State have unequivocally 
r^ected unprincipled politics, terrorism as a means to 
secession as much as the so-called fake encounteia with 
the covert blessings of the State while whole-heartedly 
pleading for tlic return to the balmy days when the hardy 
Punjabis—be th^ the earthy, ebullient fanners or the 
enterprising tot in thousands of industries or the lusty 
folk, with the infectious bhongra zest—saw no difference 


between man and man—be be a Hindu 
cr Sikh. For all bdonged to one finally— 
flesh of the same flipsh and blood of 
the same blood. The people are now 
determined that they wouldn't let their 
State drift Into chaos and bloodbath 
fomented by a nefarious caucus. 

In the leadership of a stalwart like 
Parkaah Singh Ba^ vidio has become 
the 20th Chief Minister of Punjab, the 
people have high hopes and 
expectations. For Badal and hla 
experienced team vriio took oath in the 
presence of a jubilant crowd at the 
Mohali Stadium in Chandigarh on 
Februaiy 11. 1997, there la a heavy 
agenda that should help the State and 
its people to regain tiie lost ground and 
foige ahead with renewed vigour and 
commitment. Badal knows fully well that the Punjab of 
1997 la totally different from the Punjab In the 70'8 when 
he was Chief Minister twice, both for truncated terms. 
Badal was not destined to complete the term just because 
he wasn’t prepared to oblige the political bosses in the 
corridors of power in Delhi. The political situation now has 
changed bejmd recognition: the Congress Is consigned to 
the background, though the survival of the UF Government 
at the Centre hinges on the caprices of the Congress. Since 
the very survival of the UF Government Is hedged in by 
many 'Ifs' and ‘huts', the Badal Government has little to 
fear from the coalition at the Centre In terms of Its survival. 

The new leadership in Punjab has also toed the line of 
many other States in asking for more rights and powers 
for the State In keeping with the true spirit of federalism 
and In the light of the recommendations of the Saikaria 
Commission. This Is not a tall order and the UF 
Government at the Centre, composed, as It is, of several 
regional parties, knows wdl that there is real substance 
In the Intimate demand of the States. Most of the States 
Including Punjab have had enough of the gross misuse of 
Article 356. a weapon used whimsically by the Centre to 
cripple the little leeway the State enjoys to take its own 
decisions. No wonder Punjab has suggested that the State 
Governments must be taken into full confidence in the 
matter of appointment of Governors. 

The Badal Government can hardly ignore several 
unresolved Issues, a solution of which has eluded the 
State because of several complex factors. Delay of finding 
a mutually agreeable formula has been caused more by 
murkier politics than ty ai^ positive compulsions. For 
quite some time Punjab has been asking Ujt the Immediate 
transfn’ of Chandigarh and other PunJabt-spacUng areas 
in the neighbouring States to Punjab, settlement of the 
river water dispute on the basis of the riparian principle 
and exemplany punishments to the guilty In the 1964 
anti-Sikh riots. A solution to all these problems hinges on 
how best the new government In Punjab woiics in close 
concert with Its neighbours and the Union Government In 
a spirit of ‘give and take'. Q

For the common man, he has reduced 
excise duties on a wide range of items 
which should make their daily 
consumption basket cheaper. Prices of 
biscuits, laundry soap, toothpaste and 
powder, cosmetics and toiletries, air- 
conditioners, clocks and watches, tyres and 
tubes for two-wheelers and computers 
and software foouid decline following foe 
cuts. 

For foe first time in recent years, he has 
made a serious move to widen the tax base 
by casting foe net on traders and the urban 
rkh who do not pay any taxes or pay less 
than they should. By abolishing a host of 





exemptions in direct and indirect taxes, the 
Finance Minister has sought to mop up 
substantial revenue. 




Relief in Personal 
Income Tax 


In keeping with his past commitment to 
rationalise foe income tax structure, Mr. 
Chidambaram proposed to lower the rates 
of personal income tax across the board in a 
signiHcant manner. He announced that foe 
new rates of 10, 20 and 30 per cent would 
replace the current rates of 15, 30 and 40 
per cent, respectively. The rates would be 
10 per cent in the slab of Rs. 40,000 to 
Rs. 60,000, 20 per cent in the slab of 
Rs. 60,000 to Rs. 150,000 and 30 per cent for 
all income leveb above Rs. .150,000. 

The Minister also proposed to increase the 
limit of standard deduction to a uniform 
amount of Rs. 20,000 for the salaried class. 
Previously, it was 33 1/3 per cent of salary 
or Rs. 15,000, whichever was the lower; or 



in foe case of an individual with salary not 
exceeding Rs. 60,000, a maximum of 
Rs. 18,000. 

Senior citizens, namely those over 65 years 
of age, are now given a rebate of 40 per cent 
of the net tax payable provided their taxable 
income does not exceed Rs. 120,000. The 
maximum rebate is, therefore, Rs. 8,400 at 
present The Budget has proposed to increase 
this rebate to the full tax payable subject to 
a maximum rebate of Rs. 10,000 without any 
income limit 

The relief now available to assessees on 
rent paid of Rs.2,000 per month or 25 per 
cent of foe total income, whichever & less, 
hu been wifodrawn. 




Autonomy for LIC and GIC 


In a major decision aimed at strengthening 
the Life Insurance Corporation and the 
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Ceneral Insurance Corporation, the 
government has granted autonomy to these 
two to take decisions including the power 
to make non-scheduled, non-consortium 
investments to determine the terms and 
conditions of service of their employees and 
agents, to make regulations and some other 
powers. __ 

XJTI's Retirement Benefit 
_ Plan _ 

The Finance Minister has allowed the Unit 
Trust of India to expand its retirement 
benefit plan, it will now compete with the 
Lie with regard to its pension scheme. The 
UTTs retirement benefit plan (RBP) will be 
strengthened further into a full-fledged 
pension scheme in line with a similar scheme 
of Lie. The UTTs move to 
launch such a scheme stems 
from liberalisation of the health 
insurance sector atmounced in 
the Budget. The UTI's RBP is 
likely to get similar tax benefits 
under the Section 80CC of the 
Income Tax Act as enjoyed by 
the pension scheme of LlC. The 
entire investment of up to Rs. 

10,000 by investors in LIC's 
pension plan is exempted from 
payment of income tax as 
opposed to only 20 per cent 
income tax rebate on 
investments in UTI's RBP 
under Section 88. 

Necessary amendments 
would be moved to enable the 
GIC to float joint ventures and 
also allow entry of selected 
Indian players in the health 
insurance sector. Stating that 
Lie and GIC will continue to 
enjoy monopoly in their 
respective fields, only a few 
Indian companies, that is 
Indian-controlled and with 
majority Indian ownership,, will 
be permitted to enter the health 
insurance business. 

The . Finance Minister 
announced a series of new 
incentives for NRIs, Fils and 
capital market in order to make financial 
system more sound. He announced that the 
limit of aggregate investment would be 
increased to 30 per cent in a company, 
accepting five suggestions of expert group, 
including granting permission to stock 
brokers to corporatise. 

Sops for Capital Market 

Mr. Chidambaram said foreign 
institutional investors continue to repose 
greato confidence in India, in view of flow 
of more than $ 7 billion for foreign 
investment in the capital mariiet. He allowed 
the raising of limit of investment in a 
company to 30 per cent from 24 per cent 
subject to the condition that the board of 
dlr^m of the company approves the limit 


and gnteral body of die company passes a 
special resolution. 

Hike in Defence Allocatioit 

The outlay for defence of the country has 
been increased. Although the overall 
increase in die outlay for defence comes to 
about Rs. 6,600 crone over the last year's 
allocation, it includes a whopping sum of 
Rs. 3,620 croK which has been set aside for 
the implementation of the recommendations 
of the Fifth Pay Commission report. The 
budgetary outlay for defence will be 
Rs. 35,620 crore. 

As against the provision of Rs. 8,504J8 
crore for capital expenditure in the revised 
estimates for the year 1996-97, the Finance 
Minister has made an allocation of Rs. 8,907 
crore in the budgetary allocations for the 


year 1997-98. This, however, shows an 
overall increase of just about 5 per cent in 
the overall capital expenditure over the last 
year. 

Indian Anny gets Rs. 19304.15 crore as 
against the revised estimate of Rs. 143^5.70 
crore for the year 1996-97. This shows an 
increase of more than Rs. 4,900 crore over 
the last year. The allocation for die Air Force 
has been increased to Rs. 4,978.33 crore 
which was more than Rs. 440 crore over 
the revised estimates for 1996-97. The 
revised estimates for last year stood at 
Rs. 4,531.93 crore. The Indian Navy also gets 
an enhanced budgetary allocation by 
more than Rs. 200 crore. As against the 
revised estimates of Rs. 2,084^:6 crore for 
1996-97, the budgetary allocation for die year 


1997-98 has been pegged at Rs. 2,296.55 
crore. 

More Funds for Sports 

Bowing to the demand for an increase in 
funds frooi various quarters, a 20 per cent 
increase in die allocation for the promotion 
and development for sports in ^ country 
has been made. The Budget has increased 
the allocadon from Rs. 72.76 crore made last 
year to Rs. 86.01 crore this year. 

New Exploration Policy 
_ for Oil _ 

A new exploration licencing policy 
(NFLP) for oil to give the ONGC and OIL a 
level playing field vis-a-vis private oil 
sharing contracts was announced. The 
Minister said under the new 
policy, the ONGC and OH. will 
be paid the intemationai price 
of oil for discoveries made 
under NELP. The companies, 
he said, would be given 
freedom to market crude oil 
and gas in the domestic 
market. 

Mr. Chidambaram said, the 
royally rates would be fixed on 
an ad valorem basis instead of 
the present .system ot specific 
rates. He also said he propo.sed 
to add oil exploration and 
industrial parks to come under 
the purview of Section HOIA of 
the Income Tax Art which 
grants a five-year tax holiday 
for certain infrastructure 
projects. 

The Minister said the now 
policy was initiated to reduce 
dependence on imported 
petroleum pnxiucts and added 
the country's demand for 
petroleum products wa.s 
growing at over eight per cent 
per annum currently. The 
policy initiative, he said, would 
encourage Indian and foreign 
companies to boost exploratory 
measures as only six of the 26 
basins that possessed potential 
for oil and natural gas in the country had 
been explored so far. 

More Allocation for 
Science and Technology 

The Budget gives increasing priority to 
science and technology by raising the 
allocation for science by Rs. 300 crore over 
'last year, providing Rs. 70 crore for the 
Technology Development Fund and setting 
aside Rs. 50 crore for a new scheme to 
support outstanding scientists below the age 
of 45. The scheme to match every 
commercial rupee earned by national 
laboratories and the Indian Institutes of 
Technology with equal amount of 
government money introduced last year, will

Increase in PF Contribution 

Rale of amtributinn to provident fund in 
aD industries and establi-shmcnls will be 
increased from 8.33 per cent to 10 per cent 
for both employers and employees from 
March 1, 1997. Tlie Finance Minister also 
announced that the scheduled industries 
where the rate of contribution was now 10 
per cent, it would be made 12 per cent for 
both employers and employees. Such 


measures would not only make EPF schemes 
more financially attractive but would also 
augment savings for investments. 

New Tariff for Postal 
Services 

The taritfs for some postal services have 
been revised. While there is no change for 
registered newsjrapcrs, the ordinary post 
card will now cost 25 paise and the printed 
post card Rs. 1.50. The price for inland letter 
is also being raised from 75 paise to Re. 1 and 
for envelope from Re. 1 to Rs. 2. The fee for 
registration of letters is being raised to Rs. 10 
from the present Rs. 8. The charges will take 
effect frc'm a date to be notified later. The 
proposed revisions are estimated to yield an 


additional revenue of Rs. 367 cmre in a full 
year and Rs. 305 crore during 1997-98. 

How Rupee Comes and 
Goes 7 

For every budget rupee earned, 
borrowing is the largest head and 
consequently interest payments dominate 
every rupee spent. As per the Budget, 24 
paise in every rupee is contributed by 
borrowings, induding 23 paise from internal 
sources. A total of 56 paise is earned through 
various taxation measures, besides 15 paise 
through non-tax 
revenue and five 
paise by way of non- ■ 
tax capital receipts. 
The much-hyped 
income tax contributes 
only 8 paise, the 
same as corporate 
tax. Customs and 
excise fetch the 
exchequer 19 paise 
each while other 
taxes contribute only 
two paise. 

The largest outgo 
on every Budget 
rupee is towards 
interest payment at 
25 paise, followed by 
15 paise of States' 
share of taxes and 
duties. The Central 
Plan and defence 
account for 13 paise 
each while subsidies 
take away 7 paLse 
and other non-Plan 
expenditure 11 paise. 
The Plan assistance 
to States and Union 
Territories accounts 
for 10 paise and six 
paise go towards 
non-Plan assistance 
to States and Union 
Territory govern¬ 
ments, diereby taking 
the total transfer to 
States and Union Territories to 31 paise. 

The overall non-Plan expenditure, 
induding subsidies, defence and interest 
payments, account for a lion's share of 56 
paise in every Budget rupee spent. 

Central Plan Outlay 

The 1997-98 Central Plan Outlay is pegged 
at Rs. 91,835 crore with budgetary aUixation 
of Rs. 36,130 crore. The balance investment 
will be raised through internal and extra 
budgetary resources. Though the Finance 
Mkiister has taken credit for increasing Plan 
investment for 1997-98, his claims are belied 
by facts. The 1997-98 Plan is lower in real 
lenns compared to the current year’s budget 
estimate of Rs. 87,086 crore if the inflation 
rate of 8 per cent is taken into account. □

Hebron and would drive another wedge 
between the Arabs and Jews. 

Time is running out for both the 
government in Tel 
Aviv and the 
Palestinian autiKority. 
Acts of statesman¬ 
ship and foresight 
are the need of the 
hour. The initiative 
is with Benjamin 
Netanyahu who has 
to bow before 
intematicHial pressure, 
backed by U.S. A. and 
many of the Eurcqiean 
nations, and honour 
the accords signed by 
his predecessors with 
Arab leaders of 
Egypt and Jordan 
and Yasser Arafat. If 
there is bloodshed 
again, the accusing 
ftoger wiU be pointed 
at the hawks in Israel 
rather than Hamas or 
other extremists in 
Palestine. 

That patience is 
wearing thin is 
testified by the warning issued by the 
Palestinian President Yasser Arafat on 
March I, 1997, that he could declare 


Palestinian independence as a rejoinder to 
Israeli intransigence in building a new 
neighbourhood for Jews in Arab East 
Jerusalem whidi Israel occupied in 1%7. One 
can't blame Arafat if he takes 'an eye for an 
eye'. 

All along, Israel has been guilty of not 
implementing bulk of the provisions of the 
Interim Accord (Oslo II} signed on 
September 28,1995. In a document prepared 
in November 1996, the Palestinians listed 34 
areas where the Israelis either failed to meet 
their commitments or violated the accord. 
The Economic Protocol of April 1994 just 
remains on paper and the provision that the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip should be treated 
as "a single territorial unit" has been 
observed more in its breach than In its 
observance. Israel has cut off one territory 
from the other by denying freedom of 
movement and imposing 'security cosures', 
despite the caveat that such closures are not 
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permissible if they impede Palestinian 
development programmes and prefects for 
reconstruction. Months of closure have 
deprived many Palestinians of their wages 
from jcA>5 in Israel. Israel is yet to dismantle 
its military government and civil 
administration in the West Bank; it has yet 
to release 6,000 male Palestinian political 
prisoners; the litany is too long and Israel 
can ill-affbrd to dilly-dally on the follow- 
steps of the agreements already sanctified 
by its own leaders. In the fluid West Asian 
chess game, there is no alternative to Israel 
and the Palestiniaas other than learning to 
live together. The earlier, the better. 

Yasser Arafat knows that not only the 
Palestinians, but the rest of the world 
including the West, more particularly the 
U.S.A., the staunchest ally of Israel, is 
with him on the basic issue of maintairiing 
peace in West Asia. It was this conviction 
that neither of the parties to West Asia

China after Deng 
Xiaoping 

Even ax death brried, dw b«iign presence 
of the "Last Emperor'—so he was hailed— 
was felt throughout China. Many called him 
a great survivor: true in every sense of dte 
word, both politically and corporeally; every 
time he was thrown into the political 
wilderness and he is all but forgotten, he 
would bounce back with all verve and this 
he did dirice; likewise even when he was 
totally bedridden, the mettle in him was 
wrestling widi death for years, mondu and 
weeks until at last Deng Xiaoping, the virtual 
Chinese supremo of the second half of the 
century, gave in. 

'The great survivor whose death was 
officially announced by the Chinese 
authorities on the night of February 19,1997, 
catapulted^ China from the stranglehold of 
Maoism and the central planning of Stalin 
to the Eldorado of market economy. The 
pragmatist in Deng Xiaoping was not 
obsessed with whe^er su^ concepts as 
stock exchange and foreign investment were 
capitalist or socialist. 

"It doesn't matter if the cat is black or 
white," he used to say," as long as it catches 
mice, it is a good cat." With missionary 
ardour, Deng fought for economic reforms 
and kindled the entrepreneurial spirit in his 
people. He abolished Mao's agricultural 
communes and opened China to Western 
business, though he resisted Western 
political ideas. 

In the power struggle of 1930 he was 
pushed aside, and twice in 1966 and 1976, 
he was purged by radicals led by Mao's wife 
Jiang Quing; but Deng rose like a phoenix in 
1977 to shield his mother country from the 
excesses of the Cultural Revolution 
(1966-1976). 

Deng's economic policies made him one 
of the trusted friends in the communist 
world. The man who let in Western trade 
winds blow in freely in the Chinese 
urbanscape and the countryside ruled with 
an iron fist, when it came to individual 
liberty. Economic reforms : yes. Political 
reforms ; no. It was he who gave the final 
orders for the ruthless suppression of the 
1989 Tiananmen Square pro-democracy 
protests which claimed hundreds, perhaps 
thousands of lives. The farsighted economist 
faded to see the political aspirations of the 
common man in China. 


After his retlwm«it in the early 90'8, EJeng 
still threw his weight, though from behind 
the scenes.

China-watchers are keeping their 
fingers crossed as important eveiUs in the 
course of this year Ute the return of Hong 
Kong to Chinese rule in July and the party 
Congress will all indicate foe way wind 
blows. 

Will the Great Leap Forward launched 
by Deng sustain itself 7 What will be Chinese 
equations with U.S.A., India, Russia, 
Pakistan and Japan 7 

While none can predict foe unpredictable, 
Mr. Quia, Chairman of foe National People's 
Congress (NPC) Standing Committee, said 
on February 21, 1997, that the Chinese 
people would carry out the behest of Deng 
Xiaoping and enhance friendly cooperation 
with countries in foe Asia-Pacific region and 
the Third World at large. 

A Marvel in the Sky 

In the wee hours of July 23, 1995, two 
scientists scanned the sky as is their wont 
and saw a fuzzy spot in foe constellation 
Sagittarius foat has made them two great 
discoverers and what they saw the celestial 
spectacle of the century. In the frosty 
darkness of the outer Solar System, both 
Alan Hale of the Southwest Institute for 
Space Research in Cloudcroft, New Mexico, 
and Thomas Bopp, an amateur astronomer 
from Glendale, Arizona, discovered the 
comet that came to be named after them— 
comet Haie-Bopp. 

Nearly 20 months into fodr discovery in 
Mardi-April 1997, foe comet Hale-Bopp is 
so dose to earthlings that it can be seen 
before dawn wifo foe naked eye, without 
foe aid of a telescope. By April it should be 
prominent just after sunset on foe north-west 
horizon. Because of its size, foe Hale-Bopp 
comet can be studied in more detail and over 
longer period than any comet in memory. 

Astronomers say the study of comets 
yields ridi dues about foe origin of foe earth 
and other planets because comets are 
regarded as foe pristine remnants of the 
earliest days of foe Solar System. Comets 
are thou^t to have seeded earth wifo some 
of foe molecules vital to the evolution of 
life. Hence, all foe mote interest astronomers 
display in the study of foe composition of 
Haie-Bopp and other comets. 


Even as Haie-Bopp passes earth at a 
distance of 197 million km, it will be at its 
brightest. What is it that makes it so br^t 7 
A comet's brightness, they say, is generally 
deteraiined by foe amount of ma^al foal 
spews off it as it hurtles through space. That 
stuff consists of dtut, water vapour and other 
substances that remain solid in foe fiigid 
readies of the outer Solar System, but turn 
to gas as foe comet is heated durii^ its dose 
approach to foe sun. Hale-Bopp's gas and 
dust production is as striking as its size—a 
whopping 40 km in diameter. 

When Haie-Bopp was out beyond Jupiter, 
French astronomers reported last year that 
it was producing about a ton of carbon 
monoxide a second; liberating dust, also 
detected by the Hubble telescope as foe 
comet was hurtling tluough space. 

According to £>r. Nirupama Raghavan, 
the Director of foe Nehru Planetarium in 
New Delhi, Haie-Bopp could be one of 
the largest of known comets. Astronomers 
now believe Hate Bopp could in fact be the 
twin of the Great Comet of 1811 which was 
BO bright it could even be seen in the 
daytime. 

Around April 5,1997 Hate-Bopp is likely 
to pass dose enough.to Jupiter. There is a 
remote chance that the comet could get 
sucked into the giant planet's gravitational 
pull and even crash into it as happened with 
the comet Shoemaker levy. 

One of the compelling reasons for 
studying comets is the fear of a comet 
colliding with earth. In March 1989, an 
asteroid, measuring 1,000 feet, narrowly 
missed the earth and astronomers did not 
even notice the 'close shave' til! the object 
passed by. Scientists believe dinosaurs were 
killed, along with ninety per cent of living 
beings about 65 million years ago after a 
mountain sized asteroid crashed into earth 
and kicked up enough dust to envelope the 
earth in darkness for months. 

A w'ell known astronomer Don Yeomans, 
lists a total of 82 Great Comets from 373 BC 
to 1976 AD—around four every century. 

Haie-Bopp will reach its perihelion 
(closest approach) on April 1, IW when it 
will be at a distance of 136 million km from 
foe sun, travelling at about 44 km/sec. 

The wonderland of the universe is 
opening up for inquisitive minds; we can 
hardly fbiget foe visits of comet Shoemaker 
Levy that plunged into Jupiter in July 1994, 
and comet Hyiikutake that was visible to the 
naked eye even through foe glare of city 
lights in March 1996. _^_ 

NATO-Russia Brigade 
Proposed 

Ms. Madeline Albright, foe US. Secretary 
of State, has on Febraary 18,1997 proposed 
that the Norfo Atlantic Treaty O^anisation 
and Russia form a joint brigade Tor peace¬ 
keeping and crisis manageihent missions. 
9ie outlined foe proposal during a statement 
to NATO's Council in Brussels, the first time 
she had addressed the alliance's top 
decision-making body since her new 
appointment. 
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t Although the idea of forming a NATO- 
I Russian brigade of about 5,000 soldiers has 
i; been discussed within the alliance over the 
. past three months, this latest idea for forging 
te’ser practical links with the Russian armed 
P.irces had not been made public. 
Ms. Albright’s support for the concept came 
in a statement which underlined a personal 
commitment to build a new security 
partnership with Russia at the .same time as 
pushing ahead the NATO's plans for 
enlargement. 

NATO sources .said the idea of forming a 
brigade followed directly from the 
experience in Bosnia-Herzegovina, where 
Kus.siiiii triKips served alongside alliance 
forces. NA'IO wants to ensure that after the 
Bosnia operation is over, the peace-keeping 
partnership between the alliance and 
Russian tnxips is maintained. 

Russia has already resigned itself to 
NATO's eastward enlargement and has 
entered a busine.sshke dialogue over its 
future lelationship with NATO. While 
N'.A'IC' insists it will not let Moscow have a 
veto over w'ho can join the alliance, it has 
olleri'd a range ol measures to try to reassure 
Russia that the admission of the former 
^SovK-l satellites on its western flank will not 
be a siMiritv threat. It would like to set down 
an agreement guranleeing Rassia a place m 
the new huropeaii security architecture 
liefore a NAIO siinimil in )uly when the 
alliance is expected to invite Hungary, 
I’oland and the Czech Republic to join

Globalising Telecom 

The World Telecom Pact concluded in 
Geneva in February 1997 by 68 countries, 
accounting for over 90 per cent of the 
glolial telecom business, once again it .shows 
up the perversity of India's telecom policy 
Under the part, to lie effective from lanuary 
1,1998, the signatory nations will open up 
national monopolies to loreign and 
domestic competition, ba.sed on 
commitments subject to the dispute 
settlement system of Ihe World Trade 
Organisation (W'l'O) 

The pact under the auspices ol the WTO 
is a landmark agreeinenl which will free 
most of the world's $ 600 billion 
telecommunications market from the 
letters oi international trade restraints. 'The 
accord will enable signatory States to open 
up their public sector and private sector 
monopolies to nimpetition from both foreign 
and domestic firms, subject, of course, to 
WTO regulations. Thus, services such a.s 
salelhle systems, cellular phones, data 
transmission systems and jsaging will 
henceforth fall within the ambit ol tlie WTO, 
and will be regulated by its dispute 
settlement svsiem 

Telecommunications are one ot the most 
vital sectors ot the world economy, but trade 
barriers have prevented technological gains 
from being pa.ssed on to the consumer The 
•li'al would phase out monopcilies and 
rc'striclions on competition that have alk>w<*d 
telephone companies to overcharge (or calls 
and given them htlle incentive to improve 
services This is a great success ,<nd everyone 
IS going to beneht. 

The pact will give India .access tii the 
markets ot all the jaarticijiatmg muntries 
and help it transfer lechnologv' to other 
developing countries Current Indian 
policy permits 4** per cent direct foreign 
equity and up to 74 per cent indirei-t foreign 
equity—through the holding company 
route—in domestic telecom companies. But 
in the past, India has been willing to bind 
Itself only to 25 per cent foreign ownership, 
giving itself leeway to turllier tighten the 
existing policy. 

India, on its part, has not only refu.sed to 
give up public sector monopoly in long 
distance calls but has also given itself 
scope to roll back whatever reforms it has 
already achieved. It ha.s joined tlie treaty on 
the condition that it will review its public 
sector monopoly on domestic long distance 
calls only in 19W and that on international 
calls only m 2004. While the rest of 
the world creates conditions in which 
c(>mpeti:ion and swift absorption of 
technical change will bring down telecom 
costs, India insists on keeping these costs 
high. This might benefit the government- 


owned monopolies, Department ot 
Telecommunications and the Videsh Sanchar 
Nigam Ltd., but the rest of the economy 
will suffer. 

India-Iran-T urkmenistan 
_ Transit Pact _ 

After nearly two years of detailed 
discussions India, Iran and T'urkmenistan 
have on February 22, 1997 signed a key 
transit agreement, which could projiel trade 
with resource-rich Central Asia. The 
tripartite treaty wa.s signed by the External 
Atfairs Minister, Mr. I K. C’.ujral, the Iran 
F'oreign Minister, Mr. All Akbar Velavali, 
and the Turkmenistan Foreign Minister, 
Mr. Boris Sheikh Muradov, at the end ol the 
hido-lran joint Comini.ssion meeting in 
Teheran 

The treaty, the first of its kind, provides 
access tor Indian goods to the Central Asian 
republics thiough ban, ojiemng a strategic 
gateway to (’entral Asia for Indian trade. 
"The agreement will be a strong base lor 
expansion and strenglhemng relations 
between the thtee nations .imi also establish 
and set Ihe jiaie loi the formation of 
multilateral organisations between reg .n al 
couiilnes," Mr C.ujrnI said aftei the signii'g 
ceremony. 

The treaty had created a situation 
conducive to greater trade, and similar 
arrangements could fie worked out iviih 
other Central Asian countries, paving the 
way for the promotion ol inercaolile ti.irle 
as well as joint ventures, Mr C.ujr.il said. 
The new route would save at least 700 kin 
taken by Indian ilem.s to reach Central Asia 
via the present land route through Iran to 
Ihe ports ol Bandar Abbas and Moshad on 
the bolder with Iurknieni.stan. Ihe new 
route would also shorten rad travel to 
Central Asia by two weeks For instance, 
gcKids from Mumbai can be shtpjied to the 
Iranian port ol Bandar Abba.s Ihe 
consignment can then be sent by rail to 
Sarakhs on the Iran-'l'urkmenistaii bonier 
along what has been descrilied as the "New 
Silk Road" The gixids could reach interior 
Turkmenistan through I'adjen and Mary 
Die use of this corridoi, which extends 
beyond Turkmenistan, can spin off trade 
benefit.s, not only with the five Central •\sian 
Republics, but along the "length and 
breadth" ol the entire former Soviet Limon 
and beyond 

The tripartite agreeinenl lias sigiiifirance 
going beyond tlie ojiemng ol the much- 
heralded transit trade route betwivn India 
and Central Asia Aside from acknowledging 
the primacy of trade in international 
relations, the agreement is probably post- 
Soviet Asia's first positive answer to the 
collapse of the communist umpiie 
which removed the halancing power in a 
common area ot vital interest A remarkable 
success in quiet diplomacy at a time of 
di.squiPling developments in Central Asia. 
It lays the gioundwork for long term 
cooperation for stability and economic 
progress in the world's most vcilatile and 
unstable region □ 
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It was indeed a great conquest, or one 
of the greatest conquests that India has ever- 
seen—minus the barbarity that 

characterised the onslaughts of invaders 
who came to India, wave after wave. Bill 
Gates, who came to India in the first week 
of March 1997, was an entirely different 
"conqueror"—a prixiigy metamorphosed 
over the years into not only the richest man 
in the world but a revolutiorwry of the 
lirformation Age out to change the world. 
India rolled out a red carpet 
welcome to a man who, like 
Max Mueller of yesteryears, 
asked the leaders and 
people of this country to 
'discover' their own 
potential—the vast reserve 
of bnlliant youth who have 
carved a niche at home and 
abroad in the field of 
Information Technology 
(IT). The advent of the 
computer has changed the 
world beyond compare and 
the man who partly made 
this a possibility was treated 
almost like an icon when he 
came to India for the first 
time. 

Through Windows 95— 
call it Windows 97—people 
saw different reflection in 
the same man. For the one 
thousand industrialists who 
made a beeline to see the 
Chairman and CEO of 
Microsoft Corporation—the 
world's biggest software 
company—Bill was a 
miracle that doubled his 
fortune last year to U.S. 

$ 29 billion (approximately 
Rs. 10,730 crore) on the back 
of a stampeding bull 
market, making him the 
richest individual in the 
world. For die politicians— 
for the ttiree brief days Bill 
was here—die colours and 
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lucky young computer whiz kids in' 
schools and universities and the IT 
professionals who saw and listened to him 
at close range wanted to know the secret 
of the billionaire boy. 

"I am a big believer", said Gates when 
asked of the future of his company. It is 



Mr. Bill Gates, who is the richest man ever in

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symbols of die parties disappeared and 
they saw in the business tycoon an aura 
which they wanted to decipher. The Prime 
Minister and the Finance Minister, who 
were together with him at the World 
Economic Forum at Davos a few weeks 
before, wondered whether the CEO of 
Microsoft could help their country catch 
up with the rest of the world in the 
expanding cyberspace. Millions who read 
about him or saw him on TV and the few 


this 'belief that has made Bill Gates what 
he is today. He started making software 
when he was 13 and developed die basic 
language of computers while still in his 
teens. 

Gone are the days when one could only 
talk about achieving total literacy. Bill 
Gates figured that, in the fast changing 
world of Information Superiiighway, mere 
literacy alone was not siiffident; computer 
literacy is a must if India has to cat^ up 


with the rest of the world. Information 
Technology would make a world of 
difference to a country like India in its 
endeavour to eradicate poverty, illiteracy, 
disease and provide better education, 
healdi care and agricultural productivity. 

Bill Gates and the Government of India 
shared the same viewpoint when it came 
to tapping IT to benefit the largest number 
of people. Though China has a higher 
number of Personal Computers (PCs), ■ 
India is relatively ahead in 
the quality of institutes 
dealing with Information 
Technology and the 
progress in building 
software. There is a 
worldwide recognition of 
the high quality manpower,. 
especially in computer 
software engineering, 
available in India. India 
could build on the 
availability of quality 
manpower trained in 
Information Technology by 
Unking all universities and 
scientific establishments 
with high quality computer- 
communication network. 
This apart. Information 
Technology could also be 
taken to all sdKxds so that the 
quality of education, 
research and development 
could be improved. 

Bill Gates gave away 
1,000 certificates to 
computer professionals 
who qualified in Microsoft 
courses at the Indian 
Institute of Technology in 
New Delhi on March 4, 
1997, and said that he 
expected the number of 
such professionals to rise to 
10,000 by the end of the 
year, and that it should be 
possible for India to lead 
U.S.A. in the number of 


Microsoft-certified computer professionals. 
Bill strongly beUeves that human potential 
would develop if it uses tiie tools of 
Infi-irmation Technology. Enthused by the 
brilliant performance of Indian students, . 
the CEO of Microsoft has announced a 
big programme to femiliarise students of 
three technical institutions with the, 
latest developments in the company's 
software. The Chairman of the world's 
biggest software company visualises 
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India as "a potential software super¬ 
power". 

India could benefit a great deal if the 
government plays a leading role by 
^vesting in fibre optics as well as in 
Appropriate use of computer network for 
civil administration, including 
computerisation of land records and rural 
development works. Gates says that 
it would be possible in the near future to 
build a two-way network enabling 
planners to create low-cost virtual 
schools for the spread of primary and 
high-level education in the far-flung 
areas. A giant concern like Microsoft can 
hardly ignore the predominantly agrarian 
nature of the Indian economy; the whiz 
kid's professionals are already interacting 
with Indian agencies implementing 
agricultural and rural development 
programmes. 

While the growth of Information 
Technology in the West and more 
particularly in USA could be called 
smooth-sailing, what with the strides in 
education, development of science and 
jlltechnology and a high per capita income, 
India presented a study in contrast with 
Us tardy progress in education—let alone 
computer literacy—and its vast linguistic 
diversity. While software development in 
the West could manage with English, French 
or German, India cannot visualise overall 
development in Information Technology 
with the use of English only. Software 
development needs to be promoted in both 
1 lindi and other Indian languages, a vital 
necessity on wluch discussions took place 
'between the rriine Minister and Bill Gates. 
Microsoft is already on this job, having 
taken up serious dLscussions with Indian 
firms for developing standardised 
software in Hindi as a first step. 

I PCs are likely to rule the roost in the 
new millennium, says the CEO of 
Microsoft. The future personal computer 
would be able to "see, listen and talk", 
he told the captains of Indian industry at 
a function organised by the Confederation 
of Indian Industry (ClI) in New Delhi 
on March 4, 1997. Ten years hence, 
when people develop such computers 
which would be able to see, listen and 
talk, the coining generation would curtly 
ask how their predecessors in 1997 could 
just manage with such obsolete PCs that 
did not interact with the users. 

We are heading for "paperless offices" 
as more and more jobs would be done in 
front of the computer screen in the years 
to come. The country that uses technology 
the best will end up with the most jobs. 
‘ Bill Gates cited his own coimtry which was 
by far the most aggressive in tiie use of 
Information Technology. In fact, India is 
, one of the top three countries in tite world 
for Microsoft's investment in 1996-1997, 
and investments in this sector have received 


a greater stimulus with die budget proposals 
in 1997-98 to reduce tariffs in software 
imports to zero and lowering of duties on 
peripherals and parts. 

Bill Gates is a man with a vision and is 
prepared to take head-on with other 
competitors, for taking risks is in his blood. 
Challenges and adversities only sharpen 
the steel in him. He enjoys braving tire 
choppy waves. He knows he has to 
compete with Netscape, Oracle, new 
groups in IBM and other competitors and 
is not daunted by the challenges that may 
emerge every now and then, like a brave 
fighter, he takes things sportingly : "The 
software is attractive. It's actually fairly 
easy to get in, you don't need a big factory, 
you just need a PC and an Internet 
connection and your brain and you can do 
great work. There's such a great variety of 
software that can be developed and it's 
very iii^>ortant for us tiiat lots of software 
companies come along for our success. 
That's why we build the Windows 
platform for them". 

Windows 95, Microsoft Corp's 
fantastically hyped new computer 
operating system was on sale in August 
1995. Ihie new operating system made the 
job of running a persona! computer more 
convenient and more fun. By tiie end of 
1995 Microsoft shipped at least 20 million 
copies of the new software. Windows 95 is 
a monster of a system that took more than 
500 people three years to build and test. 


The company conducted nearly 2,000 hours 
of tests in its "usability labs", where people 
sat before one-way mirrors clicking while 
Microsoft technicians concluded that 
people tend to prefer a system like 
Macintosh, the first successful point-and- 
click computer. 

To what does this whiz kid attribute his 
breathtaking success as the top man of 
software and as the richest man ? Witii 
disarming candour. Gates says that it is all 
due to the superiority of his products 
rather than undue aggression in the 
marketplace. Qualitywise, the products of 
Microsoft top the list. 

And such quality and success come 
when one is endowed with immense 
faith, and has set his priorities and goals 
founded on vision and discipline. Gates 
has all these and more, which is why he 
has successfully thrashed competitors in 
the world of desktop operating systems 
and now plans to expand from a software 
company into a multimedia operation. No 
wonder, Mr. Leland Montgomery, 
investing Editor of Yiorih —Manhattan 
magazine that monitors America's 
burgeoning billionaries—^was quoted as 
saying, "Bill Gates' ability to accumulate 
wealth is unprecedented in the history of 
mankind." Gates embodies tiie enteiprising 
youtii of eternity, fired by the never say 
die spirit, the secret that brings forth 
successful stalwarts in different dimes and

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Gender Discrimination 
in Politics 

Women may constitute 50 per cent of the 
world population, but when it comes to 
basic political rights, Adants the world over 
have pushed the Eves into the background. 
Except for the few Nordic countries, most 
of the developed and developing countries 
have yet to provide women a legitimate 
position in decision-making in politics. 
Politicians are never tired of crying hoarse 
over the implementation of human rights, 
but they strike a low profile when they 
have to decide about giving women their 
legitimate political dues. Nowhere is this 
hiatus between sermon and practice so 
wide as in the poor representation of 
women in elected legislative bodies. Just 
imagine that only 11.7 per cent of 
parliamentary seats in the world are 
occupied by women ! 

An occasion to debate women's 
leprescntation in legislatures and 
parliaments was provided by the specialised 
Conference of the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union, a body of 135 national parliaments, 
which met in New Delhi from February 14 
to 18, 1997 In his inaugural address. 
President, Dr. Shankar Dayal Sharma, said 
that India had strengthened women's 
participation at the grassroots level 
democratic institutions by reserving a 
third of the membership for women in local 


self-government institutions, while the Bill 
to provide similar reservation in Parliament 
and State legislatures was still under 
discussion. 

It may be recalled that a Bill seeking to 
provide for 33 per cent reservation for 
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women in October 1996 had got stuck in the 
mire of political controversies, with strident 
voices seeking same percentage for women 
in the upper house and a special quota for 
women belonging to the CSCs within the 
proposed 33 per 
cent reservation. 

The President of 
India, the Vice- 
President and the 
Speaker of the Lok 
Sabha conceded that 
even as India and 
the rest of the world 
were on the thres¬ 
hold of the new 
mitlenlum, deep- 
rooted social pre¬ 
judices still kept 
women in India 
and the world from 
the mainstream of 
poiiticB, as borne out 
by "even less than 8 
per cent of the 
strength of the Lok 
Sabha" or just 7.2 
per cent in both 
the Houses. The President put it without 
mincing words: "Women candidates are fm 
and women elected are fewer". 

The Inter-Pariiamattary Uttkm Conference 
in Delhi was attended by 250 parliamentarians 
from as many as 77 countries. 


A ptdrlicatkm brought out by IPU, entitled 
"Men and Women In PoliHcs—Democracy 
Still in the Making," brought to light dte 
glarit^ fecta regarding die disproportionate 
representation of womoi in politics. Despite 
the International Women's Year (1975) 
followed by the Women's Decade (1976- 
1985) and four international women's 
conferences under die UN aegis, the latest 
being the Bering meet in September 1995, 
the percentage of women in Parliament has 
been dropping: it was 14.8 per cent in 1988 
and it dropp^ to 11.6 in 19%. The number 
of Parliaments has gone up from 20 in 1946 
to 186 in 1996, but women are totally under¬ 
represented. Parliaments in as many as ten 
countries—Djibouti, Kiribati, Kuwait, 
Micronesia, Palau, Papua New Guinea, Saint 
Lucia, Tonga and UAB—do not have a sii^ 
woman representative. In the Arab countries 
the proportion of women is a mere two per 
emt while it remains under 10 per cent in 
most of Asia, Africa and the Pacific. The 
irony is diat even in America and in the 
member countries of the Organisation of 
Economic Cooperatiem and Development 
(OECD), the pemntage is below 20 per cent. 
Only the Nordic countries can boast of a 
laudable 40 per cent 

The reservation issue for women, in 
Parliaments and State Legislatures evoked a 
sharp division of opinion in the workshops 
held as part of the IPU Conference. Delegates 
from the Russian and East European 
countries, Germany, Australia and ^utli 
Africa joined the Vice-President of the 
European Parliament, Mr. George 
Anastassopoulos, in expressing their 
reservations about the quota system. They 
felt that the quota system left the held open 
for unqualified or incompetent candidates, 
not fit for leadership. But the African 
contingent contoided that the quota system 
did increase the number of women in 
parliaments. The Deputy Chairperson of 
the Rajya Sehha, set ideas in the right 
perspective i^en she said tnat 33 per cent 
quota was essential in the interest of real 
democracy. Quota system was essential to 
ensure what was call^ "gender democracy". 

The inevitable question popped up as to 
how the Nordic countries, particularly 
Sweden, have been able to set an example 
to Ae rest of Ae world by giving women 
virtual political equality. In Sweden, wom«i 
comprise 44 per cent ot the strengA of 
Paiiiament and 50 per cent of the Cabinet. 
The Swedish muade was unravelled by none 
other than the Speaker of the Swedish 
Parliament, Ms. Birgitta Dahl w1k> claimed 
that her country reached the summit of 
gender democracy through a silent 
revolution in the economy, Ae birA^of 
popular movements, church and a good 
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education system that contributed to the 
change in the prevailing mindset of male 
dominance. 

One swallow does not make a summer. 
The world has seen enough of Indira 
Gandhi, Srimavo Bandaranaike, Golda 
Meir, Margaret Thatcher, Chandrika 
Kumaratunga, Benazir Bhutto and several 
others who have held or are still holding 
the highest political office in their countries, 
but a few women reaching the top have made 
little difference to the overall social, economic 
and political status of the bulk of women in 
most of these countries. A few 'queens' in 
f>olitics serve only as 'alibis' to bar the way 
of the bulk of women from entering the 
political arena, a viewpoint endorsed by ttie 
Speaker of the Swedish Parliament. 

Privatisation in the Offing 

February eleventh, nineteen hundred and 
ninety-seven will go down as a landmark 
date m the history of modem India. On that 
day the Indian government took the decision 


to de-nationalise the coal industry. -The 
nationalisation of the coal industry in 1973 
was one in a series of steps through whidi 
Indira Gandhi wanted to project herself as a 
great socialist. She had earlier nationalised 
banks and abolished the privy purses for 
princes. There was very little ideological 
content in these measures. The decisions 
were taken not because they were deemed 
to be correct but because they were seen to 
be popular. 

Nationalisation succeeded in creating 
huge public sector monopolies m coal, oil, 
insurance and so on. They were all 
inefficiently run and were a drain on the 
state's resources. In the case of coal, instead 
of improving mining practices and the 
conditions of workers, nationalisation 
brought about a further deterioration of 
standards. The criminalisation of the coal 
belt in Bihar is a testimony to what state 
ownership had done to the coal industry. 

.In a reversal of its policy, the Centre has 
now decided to let the Indian private sector 


undertake mining and exploration activities. 
Even foreign equity partidpation hi line wittt 
the guidelines of Ae Foreign Investment 
Promotion Board will now & permissible. 
As the demand for coal from the power 
sector alone is prelected to rise to 350 mOlion 
tonnes by the end of the Ninth Plan from 
about 215 millicm tonnes in 1996-97, massive 
investments will be needed to open up new 
mines and step up production. Demand for 
coal is likely to outstrip production by about 
100 million toimes by the end of the Tenth 
Plan. India's proven coal reserves are 
estimated at 70,000 million tonnes though 
high-grade deposits are scarce. Despite 
colossal investments and productivity mine 
safety norms continue to lag behind 
international standards. The giowing dout 
of the mafrusi in the coal belt, often enjoying 
political patronage, has inevitably hampered 
the industry's development. 

As per the estimates of the International 
Finance Corporation, privatisation has 
yielded India revenue tiling S 4.395 billion 
during 1988-94. The number of privatisations 
in India during the 
period was 57. 

It is in this 
background that a 
decision has been 
taken to let the 
private sector in. But 
here the disadvant¬ 
age will be that the 
fresh entrants will 
have an edge over 
existing public 
sector i^ertakings, 
in that, the former 
will have more 
freedom on pridng 
and distribution of 
their produce. It 
may lead to price 
increase all round. 
The decontrol may 
lead to inflationary 
impact. Many other 
issues will surface in 
the near future, 
ranging from tech¬ 
nology import to employment poUdes of the 
new companies. The coal industry is far too 
critical for the economy to be left solely to 
the operation of market forces. 

Bofors : The Tangled Skein 

Though the CBl made their sensatioiul 
disclosure on February 11,1997, about the 
'who's who' in the decade-old Bofors 
kickbacks scandal, little headway has 
been made in nabbing the fugitives from 
justice. The CBI had discovert that five 
members of the families of the Italian 
businessman Ottavio Quattrochi and Win 
Chadha, the Indiaiv agent ot Swedish 
Bofors arms company, received the pay-off 
money deposited by the Swedish company 
in the Swiss bank accounts. Besides 
Mr. Quattrochi and Win Chadha, the 
other redpients of the Idckbacks are the 
former's wife Maria Quattrochi and the 
latter's wife and son : Kanta and W.H. 
Chadha. 
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A dose examination of tiie first set of 500 
Swiss bank documents, transferred to b^ia 
by the Swiss authorities on January 1997, 
have established that these five persons i 
did receive part of the Rs. 64 crore slush 
money of tite fofamous Rs. 1,437-crore Bofors 
deal. 

Once the pandora's box was open, 
Quattrochi tl^ India even as the Swiss 
autiiorities confirmed in 1993 that the Italian 
was one of the appellants in the Swiss courts, 
blocking the transfer of documents to India. 
Soon he took over charge of the Malaysia 
office of the Italian company Snam Progetti. 
If tiie Italian shifted his activities to Malaysia, 
Win Chadha, who was involved in the 
brokering of the $ 1.3 billion howitzer gun 
contract between India and Sweden, moved 
to Dubai. 

After alerting Inteipoi, the CBl Bofors 
investigation team went alt the way to 
Malaysia in hot pursuit of Ottavio 
Quattrochi. And here, once again, the 
decade-old scam seems to have stuck in the 
quagmire of legal equivocation. The 
Malaysian government says that it cannot 
arrest Quattrochi in the absence of an 
extradition treaty with India. 

That the culprits work faster and plan 
their deals more meticulously should be 
common knowledge for anyone who 
knows how the swindlers can take not only 
national but international sleuths for an 
easy ride. It is simple logic that those who 
make fast bucks the unfair way also know 
the basic tricks to keep them away from 
the tentacles of law-enforcing agencies. The 
CBl itself admits that the slush money 
originally credited to Swiss banks has 
subsequently been transferred to banks in 
Channel Island, Luxembourg, Panama, 
Jordan and Lichenstein. The hot pursuit of 
Quattrochi has thus been frozen in the legal 
sleet. 

In the meanwhile, the CBl ha.s already 
interrogated top army officials who have 
been associated with the Bofors gun deal 
like Lt. Gen. (retd.) M. Mayadas who was at 
the head of a team which assessed the Bofors 
guns in 1984 and former Chief of Army Staff, 
Gen. K. Sundarji, who had alleged that the 
Prime Minister's Office did a cover-up job 
in the Bofors purchase case during the 
premiership of Rajiv Gandhi. 

The CBI has also interrogated the former 
Defence Secretary, S. K. Blutnagar, who, as 
chairman of the seven-man negotiating 
committee had recommended that a letter 
of intent be issued to Bofors for the supply 
of 410,155-mm howitzer guns to the Army. 

The CBI is yet to get the second set of 
papers on Bofors from the Swiss courts and 
this second set are suspected to be linked to 
the Swiss accounts of the NRI businessmen, 
the Hindujas. 

On February 21, 1997, the Parliament 
opened to a stonny start during the Budget 
session as the Congress members joined the 
UF constituents in asking the government 
to table in Parliament the papers received 
by the CBl in January from the Swiss 
government on the Bofors deal. Meanwhile, 
the CBI has sought the intervention of the 
Supreme Court of India in securing the 
presence of Win Chaddha (who left India 
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for Dubai in 1988 and has been staying there 
ever since) for interrelation in ^ Bofors 
case. 

With the passage of every day, with all 
the renewed interest shown by all, that at 
last, many heads would roll now that the 
secret documents are at hand and that the 
CBl is in hot pursuit of the fugitives, the last 
flicker of hope, seems to be dying out. 
Parliament was told in no ambiguous terms 
that the Swiss documents could not be placed 
before the Members under an agreement 
between the Government of India and Swiss 
authorities and that the material provided 
was purely for investigation. The Speaker of 
the l..ak Sabha has also turned down the 
proposal of another JPC over the Bofors case. 
Rumours are rife that the CBI was taken to 
task for making public the names of thow 
alleged to have received the kickbacks. It is 
now feared that like other probes the Bofors 
case also would end up in smoke. 


Increase in Rail Fares, 
Freight 


Presenting the Railway Budget for 1997- 
98 in Parliament on February 26, 1997, the 
Railway Mini-ster, Mr. Ram Vilas Paswan, 
has slapped a 12 per cent hike on freight 
rato.s and raised upper class fares and sleeper 
class charges by 10 per cent and 5 per cent, 
re.spe< lively, to net an addltioiMl revenue of 
about Rs. 1,800 crore. He has also levied a 
20 [wr cent surcharge on parcels and luggage 
transported by superfast trams. There will 
be no increase in rates for newspapers and 
magazines. 

In his second Railway Budget, Mr. Paswan 
has (<ptcd not to increase the second class 
ordinary, mail and express fares. Montldy 
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Gross Traffic R9C8ipts ' ;

and quarterly season tickets for both first 
class and second class for all distances will 
mnain undtanged. Same will be tte case 
with platform tickets. The changes will come 
into force from April 1,1997. 

Justifying the proposals, Mr. Paswan 
said this increase had become necessary to 
implement the various developmental 
projects of the Railways, especially in the 
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north-east and the tribal areas of the 
country. He announced his ministry's plan 
to introduce five new superfast trains during 
the golden jubilee year of Independence. 
This apart, eight express trains will be 
introduced. 

Mr. Paswan's second budget contains the 
same economic weaknesses that his first 
one had. His across-the-board increase of 
12 per cent will affect all commodities which 
account for nearly 80 per cent of freight 
revenue. Hence the cascading effect on ttw 
production cost of a very big basket of 
industrial and consumer goods will be 
significant. Any petrol price rise in the future 
will make this worse. 

Railways' economy is already going to be 
adversely affected due to the implementation 
of the Fifth Pay Commission's report,

Tenor Strikes in Tripura 

Insurgency in the north-eastern area of 
India is no news; only the pattern of violence 
and the area of insurgency have been 
changing finm time to time. If it was Assam 
or Nagaland or Mizoram earlier, now it is 
the turn of Tripura to come into the limelight 
with the tribal militant outfits on the 
rampage; widi a dhain of killings, arson and 
kidnappings. Two major massacres in 
February atone have made the authorities 
sit up and take up the role of fire-fighters. 
What passes one's understanding is that 
why allow the fire to come when we are 
least bothered as to why the frequent 
conflagrations blot the sky In' the east. 
Towards the dose of last year, the Bodos 
struck again with infernal fury, this time 
blowing up the coadnes of the Brahmaputra 
Mail at Qiechamukh in the Bodo heartland 
of Kokrajhar district of Assam. 

The gory scene shifted to Tripura widi all 
die bto^y trail and refrain in F^ruary 1997, 
prereded by a chain of bloody episodes all 
through 19%. In one go the ultras killed 24 
persons in the curfew-bound Khowai 
subdivision of west Tripura district, forcing 
the authorities to impose the Disturbed 
Areas Act and ordering the army and 
panmilitary forces to shoot at si^t. The 
growing violence in the State has been 
attributed to the All-Tripura Tiger Force 
(ATTF) and the National Ubeiation Front ol 
Tripura (NLFT). The tribals in Tripura havi 
all along been teling insecure in the wake o 
the steady influx of illegal migrants fron 
Bangiade^ There is also a strong suspidor 
that the militant outfits also enjoy the 
patronageofpahticaiparfiesonAes/y.Many 
of the insuigoit groups have their bases in 
Bangladesh, dioi^ the Dhaka government 
has been talcing strong measures to flush out 
die ultras from their soil. 

The insurgency in Tripura cannot be 
viewed in isolation. What alarms die entire 
nwdi-east is the nagging fear that die locals

diet it has been meted out a raw deal by the 
Ccntnd Government ever since 1947. Hollow 
assurances that they would have a better 
tomorrow do not assuage their misgivings 
and suspicions. In October 1996, Prime 
Miirister Deve Gowda announced a Rs. 6,100 
crore package for the economic development 
of the entire North-East, promising a new 
Industrial Policy for the region. A 
progranune to buUd the infrastructure, an 
expert corrunittee to tackle the problem of 
educated unemployed, directives to all 
central ministries and departments to 
earmark ten per cent of their budget for NE 
programmes, a special cell in the Ml to look 
into the credit system, export policy aitrred 
at boosting trade with South East Asia and 
border area development programme. 

Prudence dictates no truce with violence. 
In the same breadi, die authorities in Delhi 
have to sit up and ask diem^ves why die 
aliens and tiibals take to the gun. Before the 
sltuaticm staggers from bad to worse, it is 
high time that the tribals in Tripura, as 
el^here, feel that the promises od^red will 
fructify. The explosive situation in different 
parts of the North-East has given us enough 
warning that their basic problems carmut 
wait induding the inflamniable conundrum 
of 'migrants and aliens' which has caused 
enough tragedy both for die tribals and non- 
tribah, derailing the local economy and 
tearing apart the social fabric. 

Supreme Court on Bonded 
Labour 


Despite Constitutional guarantees and 
laws framed in die 70's abolishing bonded 
labour, the evil thrives with the connivance 
of the very same authorides supposed to 
eradicate the evil. Several children are 
working in conditions of absolute serfdom 
in Ufi and cigar industries in parts of Tamil 
Nadu and ^dhra Pradesh. The plight of 
children pledged to serve unscrupulous 
masters in the carpet industry in Uttar 
Pradesh comes to the limelight when a few 
of such children are rescued from their 
slavery by a benevolent NGO working in the 
area of die welfare and rehabilitadon of 
childrm condemned to a burden too heavy 
for their frail shoulders and too crif^ling for 
an age robbed of ttw innocence of diildh^. 

The apex court in India once again took 
up the cause of the underdog when a 
division bench comprising Justices J.S. 
Verma and B.N. Kripal, set a deadline for 
Delhi, Uttar Pradesh and Bihar on February 
13, 1997, to file detailed affidavits on the 
status of bonded labour, making die Chief 
Secretaries of the concerned States liable for 
action if the direction of the Supreme Court 
was not complied with. 

Justice Venna lamented diat the Bonded 
Labour (Abolition) Act had been on the 


statute book for quite some time and yet die 
State had taken no st^s to constitute 
vigilance committees to detect and 
rehabiliute bonded labourers which is 
mandatory under Section 13 of the Act 

In a scathing indictment of gross 
negligence of duty. Justice Kripal observed: 
'It used to be die practice in the past for 
Government to exceed die expenditure on 
approved government activity two to three 
times, bid ttw cutiera trend seems to be to qxxid 
but cHtiit to do the activity fc» whkh the fond 
is meant*. The judges observed that the 
Vigilance Committee members were dcring Uttle 
beyond orileding their daily allowanoes. 

Nuclear Diplomacy 

It is a welcome reiteration by Moscow that 
it will honour its commitment to sell nuclear 
reactors to India although the U.S. 
administration has shouted itself hoarse over 
the proposed suf^ly. During the visit of the 
External Affeks Mtoter, Mr. L K. Gujral, 
to Moscow in February 1997 both sides 
claimed a boost to mutual understanding 
and significant headway in overcoming 
obstacles to liberal trade. During the talks, 
both sides ignored the U.S. chorus against 
Russian plans to supply nuclear power 
reactors to India. 

Moscow has made up its mind to sell 
India two nuclear reactors to generate 1,000 
MW each for a proposed power station in 
Tamil Nadu. It has confirmed that the 
deal will be pushed through. In New Delhi, 
the Russian Ambassador, Mr. Albert 
Charnyshev, stressed his country's 
determination to go ahead with the nuclear 
reactor transaction. These assurances and 
teassuranoes are warranted because of the 
unrdenting pressure the U5. is mountmg 
on Russia to back off and deny India the 
sophisticated nuclear reactora; it has invoked 
a 1992 agreement among the seven nuclear 
supplier countries in support of its stand. 
That agreement says that reactors should not 
be sold to any nation which would not agree 
to international inspection of its nuclear 
facilities. India fells in this category. 

Washington's argument that the reactors 
could double up as a means to produce 
nuclear weapons does not hold mudi water. 
If India really wanted, it could have 
augmented its nuclear bomb-making 
programme from the spent fuel of just two 
of its nine operating reactors—Cirus and 
Dhruv—both at Trombay and together 
having produced over 455 kg of plutonium 
*50 far. This is apart from the othn reactors 
at Chennai, Natora and Kakrapai^—whidi 
were also free from the yoke of international 
controls and care, capable of yielding 
weapons-grade plutonium. Add to this the 
Kalpakkan extraction plant, and it does not 
take a genius to figure out that New Delhi 
can build scores of nuclear bombs in no time 
at all, were it ever to switdi its policies to a 
belligerent mode. 

Washington's fear is that the multitnillion 
dollar deal will give Russia enough cash to 
modernise its nuclear industry a^ pose a 
challenge to its near monopoly. A major 
desire is to punish India for its tough attitude 
on the two earlier nudear issues d die NFT 


and CTBT. India is the only developing 
country to have mastered the technology to 
febricate a nudear reactor and although it is 
a long way off in generating a respectable 
share of its energy demand from this course, 
it has taken tlte first step towards it. At 
present ordy 2 per cent of eleclririty comes 
from the nine reactors fri India, as against 
nearly 40 per cent in Japan and 70 per cent 
in Ifranoe. Also, it is the power source of 
tomorrow ruid Russia is miles ahead of 
others in this technedogy.

Successfully 

The successful trial of an indigenous 
missile is a morale-booster at any time, 
particularly so now when there is general 
dismay over the government's decision to 
put on hold the 'Agni' missile. There have 
been denials on the 'Agni' front but these 
have not convinced many. 'Prithvi' is in a 
different league altogether. The 'Agni' was 
conceived as a long-range missile, what in 
normal parlance is called inter-range ballistic 
missile (IRBM). It is supposed to have a 
range of 2,500 km. Cfovinusly, a missile ot 
this range and capability could not be 
carrying a conventional warhead. 

India successfully test-tired tlie 250-km 
long-range Air Force variant ot the 
indigenously developed 'Prithvi' missile 
from the interim test range (ITR) at 
Chandipur-oivSea in Onssa on February 2.'), 
1997 and joined the select club ot countries 
possessing such sophisticated technology 

All mission objectives wen* met. With this 
succes.sful flight, the development phase ot 
this variant is complete. The 8.56-mctre-long 
sleek missile, fired from a mobile launcher, 
had a perfect lift-off. This was the third flight 
trial of the long-range variant ot the 'Pnthvi' 
surface-to-surface missile 

For us in India, it Ls not a mere weajton 
or a missile but an lastrument ot national 
security. The deterrent value ot this mi.ssile 
has to be understood in the context ot an 
insurance against Pakistan and China 
Giina's attempts to intimidate 1 aiwan last 
year durmg the latter's national electioas by 
firing long-range mis.siles persistently in its 
vidniiy cannot be overlooked and must be 
seen in relation to the intents behind that 
act. In pursuance of its national objectu e.s, 
China is capable of resorting to .such 
ventures in future also, in total disregard of 
international norms and opinion 

'Prithvi' missiles are likely to be used bv 
lAF for specific purposes and its tunciion 
for the force would be a little different from 
that for the Army.

Customs Modernisation 

Customs and Central Excise are the two Important 
sources of tax revenue of the Central Government and 
account for about 73 per c«it of the tax revenue of the 
Union. 

On the basis of the recommendations of a high-level 
committee appointed by the Government of India on August 
29. 1991, the indirect tax structure has been simpUfled to 
a great extent. This apart, with the ongoing liberalisation 
and globalisation processes of our economy, there has been 
a continuous exercise in terms of further simplifying and 
modernising the various procedures. India has ^so been 
following and standardising its procedures on the basis of 
the norms laid down by the World Customs Organisation 
in Brussels and has recently introduced what is called 
Electronic Data Interchange (EDI), as a step to usher in 
electronic commerce in the country. In order to make Indian 
customs more client-friendly, the Government Is taking 
several steps such as reducing documentation and 
introducing post-clearance audit. 

With the rapid growth in trade volumes there is a greater 
0 ( 1 x 1 to facilitate quicker movement and clearance of goods. 
Falling in line with other developed countries we have also 
adopted what is called risk management techniques in 
relation to targeting of suspected consignments which will 
pave die way for lietter deployment and utilisatitxi of manpower. 

As pari of the ongoing Implementation of the EDI-based, 
on-line assessment, the Customs Department is studying 
the feasibility of bringing about a rlsk-assessment-baaed 
selectivity system. Such a sirstem would ensure expeditious 
clearance of consignments. 

What is called post-clearance audit is a qrstem wdilch 
enables customs officers to verify the accuracy of 
declarations through the examination of books, records, 
business systems, and all rdevant customs commoxial 
data held by Individuals or companies directly or indirectfy 
involved In the inlemationd trade. The basic idea of this 
innovation is to get rid of the concept of transaction by 
transaction scrutiny of the operations of an importer during 
a given period. Apart from ensuring faster clearance of 
g(x>ds, this new scheme would ensure greater compUamce 
of rules and eliminate frauds. Indian customs will be 
introducing both these innovations soon. 

The EDI system which was first introduced in India in 
May 1995, started off with its pilot programme at the Air 
Cargo Unit of the Indira Gandhi International Airport. New 
Delhi on May 3. 1995. covering a few Imported items. By 
January 1996, the system was expanded to cover all goods 
imported by air. EDI cuts derwn the enormous cost In paper 
transactions which are error-prone, slow and require more 
manpower. 

The Customs House in Cheimai (Madrart is the oldest in 
India, going back to the days of the East India Company. 
Established in 1801, its net revenue is Rs. 45.99 billion, 
next only to Mumbai's. The Mumbai Customs House, the 
premier customs house In the country, established in 1878. 


collects more than 30 per cent of the country's total customs 
revenue. Us net revenue is Rs. 137.85 billion. The Calcutta 
Customs House, established in 1688, earns a net revenue 
of Rs. 32.8 billion, while the Delhi Customs House, 
established in 1983. mops up a revenue cd'Rs. 32.61 billion. 


Nuclear Medicine 


Nuclear medicine is the application of tracer technology 
to medldne. Chemical (xxrpounds labelled with a radlciaotc^. 
which are called radiopharmaceuticals, are either 
administered to patients, or labelled compounds are mixed 
with other reagents in test-tubes to measure minute 
quantities of hormones, certain drugs, and other substances 
'The amcnint of radio pharmaceuticals and labelled reagents 
is so small that it does not interfere with the natural 
behaviour of the target substance in the body or with 
biochemical or immunological reactions in test-tubes.

The patient is ^ven an intravenous injection of such a 
compound and while he is at rest, a gamma camera 
measures the radioactivity to record multiple Images of the 
organ concerned, from different angles. These Images are 
interpreted a computer to discover any abnormality. 
This kind of in vivo (of processes taking place in a living 
organism) procedures can detect a diseased organ by 
measurbig the localised ph 3 nBiological and metabolic function 
in a tissue, otgan or lesion vidiich can be displayed as a 
functional image. 

How did nuclear medicine begin ? The discovery of 
X-rays was foUowed by that of radioactivity on which such 
scientists as Henri Becquerel. Marie and Pierre Curie, Ernest 
Rutherford and Frederick Soddy worked Oeaselessly to open 
the thr^old to the medical applications of radioisotopes. 
George von Hevesy was the first to use radioisotopes to 
trace the behaviour of a substance in plants and animals 
by monitoring radioactivity. This tracer principle was first 
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applied to hvunaii beinga by Hermann Blumgart and Soiui 
Weiaa in the 19:K)'a to meaaure the qieed oi ,tha Uood- 
atream. They li^ected a radlolaotope into a vein ai the arm 
and meaaured ,the time it took for radioactivl^ to reach 
the other arm. 

In Japan, about 6000 in viuo studlea are performed 
evoyday in acane 900 nuclear medicine facOltiea in hoqittals. 
The moat frequenter performed dlagnoatlc taata an bone 
■Hn H g raphy (the uae a radtoiaotope and a artniHatton 
counter to get an image or record of a bodily oqpm) uaing 
iabdied phosphate compounda—the moat aenaitive teat for 
detecting bone metasla. 

Nuclear medicine has thus come to {day a vital rede in 
modem treatment, thanks to the combined efforts of other 
sciences like physics, chemistry, computer science, 
physiology, clinical medicine calls for State support 

The Central Reserve Police Warw 

The Central Reserve Pohee Force mlginalty called the 
Crown Representative's Pcdice came into being on 27 July. 
1939 under the Crown Representative's Police Force Law. 
K assumed its present name in 1949 under the Central 
Reserve Police Force Act 1949. Raised from a single battalion, 
the CRPF has to its credit now as many as 136 battalions. 
Rapid Action Fmce (RAFl battalions (more than 1C9 and even 
a creditable all-women's wing with Its two Mahila Battahona. 

CRPF faced the brunt of tlie first Chinese onslaught at 
Hot Springs In 1962 when Its patrol was ambushed fay the 
Chinese. This paramilitary force once again showed its 
dedication, commitment and pofeaaianallsm during the wars 
with Pakistan In 196S and 1971. Known for its striking 
punch, versatility and miaptabUlty. the CIQ>F ia very much 
in demand by the Statea for maintenance of peace and 
security. The deployment rate of the CRPF is as hl^ as 92 
per cent and about 84 per cent Is employed in the 
operational areas bf the country. Bulk of the CRPF 
companies have been deployed to curb terrorism in Jammu 
and Kaidimir and insurgent actlvittes in the North-Eastern 
States. In the 80 'b the CRPF played a crucial role in curbing 
militancy in the Puryidi. V^Ue countering terrorist and 
insurgent activities, the Jawaiu bdontffog to the CRPF 
perform th^ duty at a great peracmal risk. In 1996 alone, 
the CRPF lost 153 persoimel and 1.478 were injured adille 
discharging their duties. 

The CRW is the most mobile force in the country, it 
made 2,443 movements during 1995 akme. a record of 
sorts anywhere in the world. There have been occasions 
when on one day the ftmoe has moved from Agartala. the 
Capital of Tripura, to the Pakistan border and got down to 
their duties the same evening. In Jammu and Kashmir, 
the CRPF is Involved in maintaining a vigil on the 
Ooordarshan Kendra, the airports and other important 
establishments in the State. 

The dite Rapid Action Force (RAF), a aubddlary of the 
CRPF. has been specially trained to deal with riots; the 
training is imparted to the RAF personnel after a thorough 
research is coriducted about the causes of riots. RAF also ploys 
a significant role in disaster management operations; it was, 
for Instance, deployed last year to assist the search qperatiotw 
at the mid-air coUlslon site in Charkhi Dadrl In Haryana. 

The CRPF has also been deployed in a mimber of peace- 
keeftfng missions alwoad such as Sri Larfira and Haiti. The 
Mahila Battalion played a aigtud rtde in &1 Lanka in dealing 
with women qympathlaers working for the cause df LITE 
in Sri Lanka. 

Biotecfi Food 

Kotechnoiogy refers to the development of techniques for 
the af^Ucatlon of biological processes to the production of 






materials for uae In medicine and industry. For ir»tanoe. 
the production of antiblotica, cheese, and wine rely on the 
activities erf various fungi and bacteria. Genetic engineering 
can modify bacterial <^s to qmthesiae completely new 
substances. e.g. hormones. Bintechiiology has moved very 
fast all over the world in the last twenty five years. Rapid 
advmces have been made in DNA technkpies, and tiasue 
cultuie. immunology, enzymology and varioua other related 
Sdds. Areas vriiere biotechnology can find direct application 
are agriculture, health, envirorunent and industry. 

Quite recently, biotechnology has even entered the 
bushieas erf food processing. The first commercially avaflslde 
product, tomato puree has been devdoped by a biotechrurfo^ 
team, using a specially researched slow-ripening tomato. 
This tomato puree/paste is the first product to gain approval 
for food use in both the U.K. and the U.SJV. 

While the British Government's Advisory Committee on 
Novel Foods and Processes has approved its use without 
any special labeling requirements, the supermarkets selling 
the new tomato products are voluntarily using the labelling, 
‘produced with genetically modified tomatoes'' as a way 
providing consumer information.

British scientists have also made the world's first beer 
pnxluced by gene technology. TUs beer, a low-cakrie product. 
oHitatns almt oik per cent more alcohol (by volume) than 
beer made with urunodified yeast. Produced by the Brewing 
Research Foundation International, it uses a GM (genetically 
modified) brewer's yeast that carries an extra gene that 
helps break down the large sugar naotecules (dextrl^. wrfiich 
natural yeasts cannot decade, releasing glucose that the yeast 
ferments Into alcohol. 

The first approval of a GM food product anywhere in the 
world waa a particular baker's yeast that was approved for 
food uae in ttie U.K. in March 1990. This yeast produces 
carbon dioxide more quldcly than conventlcnal bakv's yeast 
by using genes from a alster strain, resultliig In production 
of around 30 par cent more carbon dioxide during rfmigw 
fermentation than it normally does. Q

Alt optimi.st would like to give an emphatic answer to 
this question. However, the ulcer in the stomach of India 
seeviiK lo be so incurable that it would be wise to exercise 
. autious optimism. Sweeping away of the cobwebs of 
c(>rrupUoii would appear unrcolisablc in the slime and 
•sludge surrounding us. /in aflirmative answer to our initial 
question would have to be appended with several ’if's' for 
elevating it Iiom a romantic ideal to a workable practice. 

Anatomy of Corraption 

Corruption has been regularised In all continents. Most 
jf the nations have been stung by bewildering cases of 
rorruptton ranging from sweetheart deals to illegitimate 
global outflows and inflows. 

Tlie fantastic pace at which new varieties of corruption 
crop up has made It difficult to attempt a single 
definition of corruption. The 27 modes of corruption 
once identified by the Central Vigilance Commission in 
India have themselves grown to such an extent that 
the list of decadence now has many sub types and 
fresh entrants. 

Corruption could be defined as “the deliberate and 
intentional exploitation of one’s position, status or 
resources for personal gain”, it is a process where the T

The origin of corruption tn India 
might date back lo the beginning of 
moral erosion in the Interest of 
private gain. Written evidences 
across the pages of history 
demonstrate the vulnerability of the 
so-called leaders to corrupt 
practices. Countless changes have 
been occurring In all fields of life. 
. . . However, certain features have been

Corruption had been giving 
tremors, through the subsoils, centuries before the ‘nation’ 
of India evolved. The earliest forms Included abuse of 
power enjoyed by a limited few. Although qualifications 
prescrll>eci for rulers highlighted virtue of character and 
stringent punishments were given to violators, deviations 
were common. With the influx of rulers of alien races 
arose new waves of corruption showering favours only on 
kith and kin. 

The coming of the merchants from England opened yet 
another chapter. The attempts to regulate the fraudulent 
practices of the British East India Company was ended by 
the Crown throu^ officials, some of whom were notorious for 
their grer d. Under them, the native babus too revised the 
leasons of corruption taught by forefathers of the .same blood. 

Independent India began to show the signs of 
debasement at higher levels, not to speak of the levels 
below. The veiy first Finance Minister had to resign on 
the Issue of favouring some friendly magnates. Scandals 
began to gain prominence by names like Jeep Scandal. 
Mundhra affair, etc. During the ’Nehruvlan Era’ wrong¬ 
doers. if caught, had to step down. 

However, the succeeding leaders have been failing to 
arrest the rising tides of corruption. One of them 
dismissed it as a global phenomenon. We are several ranks 
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behind many nations in the matter of acveraJ 
indlspenaablltUes, yet within die top five corrupt ones, as 
accused in several studies. We have been galloping to the 
dirts of corruption, be that—speed money, greasing the 
palm, kickbacks, or pay-ofis. We saw leaders striving to 
gain the Mr. Clean images, but falling miserably, most 
often due to the malpractices of their dose followers. But 
now we And even the topmost one himself being examined 
In courts on charges like unholy nexus with godmen. 

Thus, there has not been a mere linear progression, 
but a quantum Jump In the disgracing path. Thanks to 
the much-wanted promptness of the Judiciary, the hitherto 
unassailable ones in several parts of our country have 
started facing the questions from the guardians of antl- 
corrupUon. Every day we hear about new findings on the 
several crores piled up by those who had been governing 
us. It is high time that we start enquiring. 

The Sinners Are Blany 

The sinners are many. Each one comes to sip the honey, 
but his feet get stuck to the honc^ pot and he caimot get 
away. All Adds of action—^political, bureaucratic, economic, 
social or legal—form threatening networks like egg-and- 
chlcken paradigm. No one can say for sure which field 
triggers the switch first. But each needs to be examined 
under separate heads. 

Free India was the culmination of purity and dedication 
displayed by patriotic freedom fighters. But ideals and 
dreams have been losing ground on account of crooked 
delights of the politicians in post-Independence era. Our 
young nation has sunk to the dregs by the host of scandals 
revolving round HDW submarines, Bofors guns, share 
market, urea, fodder, uniforms, medical equipment, 
telecom, power projects, government quarters, hawala, 
mines, dynamites and what not. 

Major manifestations of political corruption have been 
found in elections. TTie political recruitments at all levels 
have been exercises of money and muscle power. Of course, 
the ceilings on election e)q>endlture prescribed lately would 
put checks on the grabbing of money Irom ttie pockets of 
farsighted businessmen, who in turn wait for maximum 
return In the form of dlfierent favours from the winners 
in elections. 

The political parties in India have departed a lot from 
their resf>ectivc Ideologies. The faulty working styles of 
power-brokers propagate corruption. Austerity and fhjgality 
of yesteryears have been transfigured by ostentation and 
flamboyance. Mass-based politics has bem narrowed down 
by the small coterie of corrupt political bosses. And the 
eroded values at the top easily seep down to the party 
workers at the lower rungs. Factional politics has become 
the rule of the day. The intra-party and inter-party rivalries 
make us believe in Dr. Amb^kar’s apprehension : “WiU 
Indians place the country above their creed or will they 
place cr^ above the country ?” The emerging promoters 
and controllers of political parties with fllmi charisma, 
etc., deploy vigorous image-building techniques to sustain 
the loyalties of their close followers, in short, politics has 
got commercialised with ail the attendent evils. 

Administration Is supposed to be a moral act and the 
administrator, a moral agent. The practice of public 
administration, in its real sense, dawned during the British 
rqj. Some of the En^ish rulers made attempts to Iniuse 
integrity into the Civil Services, although occasional 
erosions did take place during the war periods. After the 
departure of the Brltisti. some standards of morality were 
kept up for some time. However, at some moment of 
hlstoiy, deceleration started, with bribery, graft, patronage, 
pepotism. Influence peddling, etc. spreading like wildfire. 


Almost all the wrongs attributed to pdUtical executives 
have had permanent executives as co-slnners. Sycophant^ 
has polluted the portals of administration. Factors ranging 
ftxmi fear of transfers to God-forsaken places, to the 
blessings pouring in for yes-mlnisterism have been abetting 
the bureaucrats to be committed to the political parties in 
power. Regardless of all moral considerations, ofilcers get 
ready to cut their conscience according to the fashions 
desired by Ministers and other political leaders. 

Bureaucratic corruption becomes alarmingly collusive 
when the bond extends to the businessmen who Indulge 
In backdoor dealings. The most recmit raids m the palatial 
buildings of some aenlormost officials have brought out 
the misdeeds that had been swept under the carpet. 

Some administrators become corrupt unknowingly. An 
example is the tecbnically-lnnocent generalist official 
who might not possess the ability to Judge rightly kt the 
right time. Or his trained Incapacity might m^e him 
Inflexible. 

Economics Without Ethics 

The drives Induced by economic considerations are the 
major forces behind all corrupt doings. In addition, the 
economic field itself has been problematic.' The lucid 
evidence is the glaring inequalities. All the noble intentions 
with which India initiated economic planning remain 
unrealised due to the laxity between saying and doing, 
created Ity irresponsible authorities. The economic wonders 
expected In a Welfare State have been reaching only the 
resource-rich few with whom the political and 
administrative bosses have arrived at a modus vtuendL Tlie 
rods and kxipdas thrown at the poor through the so-called 
welfare activities and the wzgars through Anti-Poverty 
Programmes have all been leaking somewhere before these 
reach the Intended beneficiaries. 

Ecorwmlcs divorced from ethics would distort the moral 
fabric of our nation. The market-friendly policies. If 
excessive, would ultimately bring In the advanced nations, 
and diseases like the crarc for material pleasures which 
could be satisfied through unethical Indulgences alone. 

Starting from the very base of society, namely, family— 
we find the dilution of several anti-corruption virtues. The 
consangulnial and conjugal bonds are all getting 
Westernised under the baimer of permissiveness. The 
weakening of the basic ties is a form of social corruption, 
with extending ramifications. 

On such a weak foundation, an individual builds up 
his multi-storeyed castle at different stages of life. At each 
storey, hfs building materials would be greed and 
selfishness. The glorified social status conferred on the 
winners In the race for material wealth has been amplifying 
corruption. And in the spiritual field, godmen have been 
engaged in «oq>lolUng reli^ous sentiments by all the means 
they can. Certain Individuals and institutions, wearing 
the coats of religious activities Including charity, have 
proved to be traitors to the nation. 

Taken genderwlse, women too have proved to be equally 
deadly, as Is clear from the corruption charges being 
levelled against some at the top. Viewed agewise. the 
existing allegations are mostly about the silver-haired. 
The fault with the youth has been that they have been 
emboldening corruption via depthless cowardice, and 
limitless Insolence bdbre Justice. Examined areawise. the 
North, the South, the East and the West have all been 
bearing equally the oflences of corruption. 

The Lok Pal. recommended by the Administrative 
Reforms Commission In 1966, was left in its crudest form 
for nearly two decades. The disqualification of criminals, 
as embodied In The Representation of People's Act, 1950, 
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has several Inadequacies, under the support of which 
criminals have been entering legislatures and even 
becoming Ministers. 

The Constitution itself (Article 311) has made the 
provisions for dealing with corrupt public servants. 
Although the Fiftemth Amendment has sought to expedite 
the conduct of dlscipUnary proceeding, very few have 
\ been taking place. All the Conduct Rules for Government 
servants have several loopholes. The series of vigilance 
agencies right firom those In States to the Central Vigilance 
Commission have been facing several constraints. The 
Prevention of Corruption Act, 1947 has become a matter 
of heated controversy regarding the amendment for 
inclusion of M.P8 and M.L.A8 as public snvants. All want 
to be masters with full protection from the alms of legal 
guns. 

On the whole, the guardian itself is In pieril. The warning 
note of Sachidananda Sinha, the Provisional Chairman of 
the Constituent Assembly deserves attention; “The 
foundation of our Constitution would perish in an hour 
by the folly, or corruption, or negligence of its only keepers'. 
Have we been moving to that hour 7 Can India hope for 
the eternal moral forces ? 

Is There Any Way Out ? 

Dr. Johnson has rightly remarked, ‘It is too late to look 
for instruments when the work calls for execution". 
However in the fight against corruption, the instruments 
are irr the visible spectrum. The workers with ‘penetrating 
eyes' can identify. Each one can complete the respective 
task assigned or assumed if : 

Patriotism Becomes Passionate—the love for motherland 
should make each citizen look into himself and protect 
the core of his mind with the shield against the corruptive 
elements ruining the nation. 

Citizenship Becomes Enl^htended—Aa Glen Stahl says, 
“until the citizen’s own moral code prevents him from 
debasing himself by procuring corruption of public 
.servants, the problem of corruption and morality in public 
life will remain very real.' Enll^tenment implies not only 
enrichment of own character but also eternal vigilaifce. 
Vigilance groups of citizens have immense potential 
especially in these days of Public Interest Litigations. 
Grassroot groups should have effective coordination at all 
the levels above. The rq/a-praja concept should be 
discarded, for it creates childish dependence of the ruled 
on the rulers, with no sign of psychic maturity which 
Imparts responsibility to the citizen. Responses arise from 
sense of responsibility. 

Ideals Become PrcuMxs—'We do not have any dearth of 
ideals. The very motto Satyameva Jayate is an example. 
But the realisation depends on the morals in each mind, 

1 be that of politicians or bureaucrats or Judges or ordinary 
citizens. Moral education should begin at home. Our 
educational institutions khould have special sessions on 
values with no leaning towards corruption. 

Ministers Beconw Responsible and AcxountaUe—The cult 
of self-aggrandisement should vanish. Systems of social 
audit and recall could ensure accountabilify. All legislators 
including Ministers at all levels of the hierarchy should be 
compulsorily ordered by law to present their balance 
sheets. TTie Lok Pal and Lok Ayuktas should be censors 
of corruption, regardless of the status of the offenders. 

Bureaucrats Get Down from the Ivory Tburers—The A. E. 
I. O, U (Apathy. Evasiveness, Incompetence, Obstructio¬ 
nism and Urge for Unwarranted Power) combinations 
should be replaced by the three Cs (Commitment, 
Consistency, Competence). There should be adequate 
safeguards for maintaining the tenure ^tems, etc. at the 


higher levels. The lower levels should understand duties 
more than the self-ri^ts. And all levels should feel the < 
pulse of masses. Increase In salaries, training programmes 
with emphasis on administrative ethics, periodic checks 
and disclosures rrf’we^th, etc., are essential. Tf-ansparency 
should be evident in all dealings except tiie one which 
needs strict secrecy. As Rajaji said, charity is important 
for administrators at every level, from the Chief Secretary 
down to the last grade servant, as sunlight is to every 
form of life. This should be coupled with courage and 
Calmess. 

Jutbetary Becomes Actfoe—Although criticised, judicial 
activism has proved Inevitable. The need is to plug all 
insufficiencies in this machinery and make it play the full 
role as assigned by the Constitution ltsel£ 

Laws Get £q/brced—The constitutional as well as other 
laws against corruption should be carried out to all the 
extents possible. The vigilance networks should have 
adequate autonomy. Agencies like the C.B.I. should not 
move according to the whims and fancies of the power- 
hungry and the privilege-addict at the apex of the 
Government. Impartiality must go into blood through veins 
and become consonant with heart-beats. Justice should 
have the symbols of a throne that tempests cannot shake, 
a pulse that passion cannot stir, eyes that are blind to any 
fedlng (tf favour or ill-wlU, and the sword that falls on all 
offenders with equal certainty and with impartial strengU-. 

The scrutinising bodies like the Parltamentaiy Committees, 
the office of the Controller and Auditor General, etc., should 
have eyes. ears, and mouths open. 

Creators and Mobillsers qf Public Opinion Act Devotedly— 
Press and other m^la can take up the role of sentinels 
on the qul vlve against corruption. True expositions can 
sound red signals to the corrupted. 

The Youth Get Ready —The scars of red-tape, black 
money and scarlet corruption on our tricolour flag can be 
wiped out by the energies of the youth. On the base of 
knowledge the young ones can work out the practicals 
through keen observation, wise Judgement, and unfeigned 
action. 

Conclusion 

Corruption la ubiquitous, its detection is difficult and 
prevention is more easily said than done. But we are 
standing with evidence from our own continent about the 
capital punishment awarded to a former Head of South 
Korea. Our country itself has started sending the wrong¬ 
doers at the zenith of power behind the bars. What is yet 
to be seen is how far would they remain there, or to what 
extent would the Rule of Law prevail ? 

The rags to riches stories are before us for an attentive i 
examination. We are still at the identification phase of 
anti-corruption drive. The next phases of the classification 
according to degrees of corruption and the implementation 
would be the indicators of the vety .stability of our country. 

The successes of the dishonest and failures of the honest 
have been presenting cheerless visions about the future. 

But we shall learn to combine pessimism of the intelligence 
with optimism of the will. 

What we want is not a misguided militant revolution, 
but a renaissance of moral conscience, against the grab- 
for-more culture. It has already started to rise. Let It not 
fall i Let us all be servants to India ! 

Let us hope for the success of moral-managers. For 
each Indian, there is 

“Much to cast down, much to 
build, much to restore; » 

Let the work not delay, time 

and the arm not waste,' Q 
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Corruption ; Con We Ever Get 

Rid Of It ? 


Among the many loathsome 
distinctions that India hais earned, 
the most odious perhaps is the latest 
one—the country has the largest 
chunk of corrupt politicians. A 
former Prime Minister, wdio presided 
over perhaps one of the most corrupt 
Ministries in the world, is now 
engaged in legal acrobatics in a bid 
to escape imprisonment. Similarly, 
a former Chief Minister, to whom 
power meant the licence to do 
anything without compunction even 
if that meant open violation of the 
Rule of Law v^lch she was supposed 
to enforce, has finally found herself 
in a place where she should have 
reached long ago, had the law of the 
land trdcen its proper course. Oo 
the.*ie incidents that occurred in the 
recent past mean that we have finally reached the end of 
the tunnel ? 

What amoimts to corruption ? Corruption, not being an 
absolute condition, can t^e various forms ranging from 
the acts of violence which a dictator may unleash on his 
people in his bid to retain power, to such acts which 
anyone having a role to play in rumiing a country's afiairs 
indulges in either brazen violation of the law or under the 
veil of the protective umbrella erected by the loopholes in 
the system. To put it in other words ‘corruption is a 
practice which a civilised society considers offensive.' The 
person who indulges in corruption gains something which 
hc/she is not entitled to receive. 

Never in India's history have so many politicians and 
top bureaucrats been chargesheeted and finally imprisoned 
as has happened in the past one year. Chandraswami. 
the godman of several politicians, always flew above the 
law and finally burnt his wings; JhyalaUtha, who perfected 
the art of corruption, became a gaolbird; the distance 
between Narasimha Rao and Jail is diminishing with every 
day that passes by. And thus goes the list of former power 
houses eittier counting their days in prison or are in the 
long queue to join the former. 

Derived from these events are a number of hypotheses. 
The first hypothesis is that the formor Prime Minister 
Narasimha Rao was running his Government like a 
partnership firm in which none of the partners had invested 
anything but was free to walk away with a part of the 
proceeds. The second hypothesis is that though Mr. Rao 
was a practitioner of suitcase politics, he did not try to 
muzzle the Judiciary so that the latter could rise up to 
the expectations of the people, leading as it did to the 
abrasion of many thick-skinned politicians. That the 
progressive degeneration of the Executive and the 
Legislature reached an intolerable levtd under the Rao 
Government, thereby compelling the Judiciary to occupy 
the centrestage Is yet another premise offered. 

From the various suppositions, the second hypothesis 
appears to have more weight behind it. Narasimha Rao 
might have been corrupt and perhaps as the Prime Minister 


he presided over the most corrupt 
Cabinet in the history of 
Independent India. One cannot, 
however, lose sight of the fact that 
never In Indian history since 
Independence did the Judiciary 
function without such political 
pressure as it did under Rao's rule. 
There Is, however, a strong counter¬ 
argument that leaves alone the 
Judiciary. Rao, leading a minority 
govermnent. was in no position to 
exert pressure on any important 
segment of the Indian polity. 
The emergence of I he former 
Chief Election Commissioner, 
Mr. T.N. Seshan and such other 
bureaucrats to the stature of popular 
leaders Is also attributed to this. 
But, was Rao really a weak leader ? 

If Rao was a weak leader, how was it possible for hhn 
to convert a mlnorfty. government Into a stable one ? 
Thou^ crores of rupees changed hands In achieving I his 
feat, Rao proved that he was beliind none in employing 
political acrobatics. The so-called judicial activism claimed 
its victims not only in the Congress (I) but in other partic.s 
as well. So, If Rao had to interfere with the Judiciarj', he 
could have done it. 

Corruption is a global phenomenon. It began wilh the 
first human society on earth and is sure to last ul! (he 
last human society on earth disappears. Though corrupt lor, 
is rampant in most of the poor nations, il is not an 
exclusive feature of them. The latest report of Transparency 
International—a Berlin-based organisation which studies 
the level of corruption in some countries—shows that 
corruption is not generic to any particular type of nation; 
it is rather an ubiquitous phenomenon. Corruption, 
however, is more widespread in countries which are in 
the phase of economic transition—from a poor stagnant 
economy to a thriving one. China is thus mort' corrupt 
than India. 

Absolute Power Corrupts 

When the English historian Lord Acton wrote In 1887 in 
his letter to Bishop Mandell Creighton, “power tends to 
corrupt and absolute power corrupts absolutely", he was 
not making a prophecy of sorts. It wais a succinct slatcuient 
of realty as it existed then and Is stm relevant now. A 
panchayat president, however much he tries, can never 
beat the corruption records of a com.ipt Chief Minister. 
Which panchayat president or M.LJV. will be able to acquire 
wealth throu^ corrupt means as much as the former Chief 
Minister of Tamil Nadu was able to amass ? Jayalailtha 
enjojdng. In a relative sense, absolute power in her State 
was able to lay her hands on anything tbal Interested her. 
It was absolute power that made Nicolae Ceausescu of 
Romania and Ferdinand Marcos of the Philippines become 
corrupt to the hilt. It was through corrupt means that 
they came to wield absolute power. Absolute power, 
therefore, was a licence to Indvdge In absolute corruption. 
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the list of the world’s most corrupt political leaders 
Including such personalities as the Duvallers of Haiti, 
Ferdinand Marcos, Inielda Marcos. Idl Amin, Nicolae 
Ceausescu, Erich Honecker, Row-TBc-Woo. and Jean 
Bidal Bokass, does not have an Indian among them. 
India’s likely contribuOon to this list will perhaps be 
Ms. Jayalalitha. who in her 5-year tenure amassed 
wealth valued above Rs. 400 crore. 

Some common factors can be traced behind political 
corruption in all countries, there is a strong correlation 
between the degree of corruption and the length of 
political power a party or person enjoys. Josef Stalin who 
was the undisputed leader of Russia for nearly 30 years 
finally became one of the most corrupt leaders in Russian 
history. 

The hawala scandal which exposed a number of 
prominent Indian politicians underlines this fact. 
Among the accused in this case, many are from the 
Congress (1)— the party that ruled India for the most part 
since Independence: second came the BJP—the only non- 
Congress Party, which besides holding power in a number 
of prominent Indian States (at the time when the pay-offs 
were made) had by that time, emerged as a party very 
close to the throne which the then ruling party was all set 
to lose. 

The Licence to Loot 

Gone are the days when politics was a means for public 
service. It has now become a means for acquiring power 
which to most of its practitioners is a licence to lay their 
hands on things which no fair means would easily fetch 
them. The material benefits which political power brings 
and the safety it provides, act as a strong stimulus to 
retain power at any cost. In his pursuit to retain pwwer. 
there are two options before a piolitlcal leader. He can 
either follow a policy of ’part-banrel’ politics or resort to 
the practice of buying votes—often along with the first 
one. Both these practices can pay rich political dividends 
in a countiy like ours where the average voter is poor and 
politically iess-enlightened. 

Pork-barrel politics, consisting of a number of welfare 
schemes, has always been a goldmine for politicians and 
bureaucrats. The political leader (Prime Minister. Chief 
Minister or Minister) earns a pro-poor image while the 
local political leaders and the officials responsible for the 
implementation of the welfare schemes add to their own 
welfare. 

With probity and transparency becoming no requisite 
qualities for entering politics, it became a profession, 
requiring no basic qualification—academic or otherwise— 
fiom its practitioners, thus making it a profession in which 
ex-convicts have a good market value and one in which 
all tlie nefarious elements in the society could cany on 
their activities with impunity. 

What we today have in India is an entirely 
metamorphosed class of politicians, with the only similarity 
between them and the politicians of the pre-Independence 
era being the recent imprisonment of a few political 
heavyweights. If our leaders of the pre-Independence times 
were imprisoned for their fight against foreign plunderers, 
the politicians of these days go to prison in their struggle 
among themselves to fill the vacuum created by the exit 
of the British plunderers. With hardly anyone having the 
calibre to cast tlie first stone, a stage of competitive 
corruption has set in. 

What is more frightening than the recent spurt in 
corruption is the callousness shown by the tainted 
politicians and the aloofness with which the government 
treats scandals, prompting as it did, one Chief Minister 


Involved in a major scandal to declare that he would 
continue to rule his State even If he Is Imprisoned. 

When the Mundhra scandal, relating to the LIC 
Investment of Rs. 3 crore in Mundhra shares, came to 
light, (when Jawaharlal Nehru was the Prime Minister) 
the then Finance Minister. Mr. T. T. Krishnamacharl 
resigned, though he was in no way involved in the 
fraudulent deal. As irony would have it. a similar incident 
happened when Mr. A. K. Antony who belongs to an 
endan^ed species of the Indian political genus, resigned 
from the Rao Ministry—so far the most corrupt government 
at the Centre. While A. K. Antony resigned for no fault of 
his, other Ministers who were Involved in the sugar scandal 
and some other scandals clung to power like leeches, to 
the extent possible. Some of them, thanks to an awareness 
on the paut of the Judiciary that it was time to save the 
country from plunging to irretrievable depths, succumbed 
to the Rule of Law. while many others are on the run. 

Judicial Activism 

Will the Interest, presently shown by the Indian 
Judiciary, cleanse the Indian polity of its impurities 7 
Judiciary’s interference—what is euphemistically known 
as judicial activism—will, at the most, help prevent further 
degeneration of the country. The politician criminal 
bureaucrat-businessman nexus, as delineated in the Vohra 
Committee rr^ort, is too strong to break. In a country as 
vast as ours and having such limiting factors as large 
population, high levels of illiteracy and unemployment, 
poor infrastructural facilities and massive poverty, 
corruption is round to stay. Even if India overcomes these 
constraints, corruption will stay. In countries like ll.S.A., 
Japan and South Korea, scandals of the Indian-type are 
not rare. 

With Judiciary Itself not immune to the entr>' of corrupt 
elements to it. It is fallacious to believe that the judicial 
activism will root out corruption. Let us not forget what 
a former Chief Justice of India once said that he had a 
list of the names of the 90 silting judges .seeking 
favours from advocates. 'The former Supreme Cotarl .Judge 
V. Ramaswamy is known not for his sagacity, biit for 
corruption. 

There can be no perfect society. The struggle for power 
Is. in fact, a struggle for tlie licence to indulge in corruption 
with impunity, the mushroom-like growth of iiolitica) 
parties in India confirms this fact. Indian politicians are 
becoming more and more tmmur.-; to corruption charges— 
even those with solid proofs—emboldening him first to 
hold on to the dictum; Innocent tmtll proved guilty, and 
now to declare that he will continue to wield his power 
even if put in jail. Let us not be Utopians to hope for the 
emergence of a corruption-free society. 

However, there has to be a change from the present 
stage characterised by competitive corruption with almost 
everybody adopting a holier than thou posture. With the 
prevailing political system having an unhealthy number 
of political parties, each with its own pockets of Influence, 
any national party that comes to power at the Centre will 
have to seek the support of these political pygmies. The 
ruling party, dependent as it is, on these small parUes. 
win have to turn a blind eye to all the misdeeds these 
political mushrooms, bereft of any national commitment, 
indulge in. 

Lok Pal 

TUI late 80s, If it was the licence raj’ which was the 
major catalyst of corruption, the liberalisation period, 
contrary to what was to happen, witnessed a quantum 
Jump in the extent and intensity of corrupUon. Besides 
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the immense Investment opportumties created in this 
period, the absence of an ever vigilant mechanism against 
corruption, was to blame for this. The long pending 
demand for the setting up of a Lok Pal assumes 
significance in this context. This can definitely check the 
tempo of corruption, while at the same ttn», bring about 
greater transparency in govermnent deals. 

A switch over to a presidential form of government on 
the U.S. lines will be a welcome step. This will, to a certain 
extent, help check horse-trading and the occurrence of 
scandals of the Jharkhand Muktl Moreha WMM) type cases. 
Equipping the Supreme Court with an investigative agency, 
accountable to none other than the Supreme Court, will 
have a telling impact on the level of political corruption. 


In the final analysis, corruption is here to stay, though 
a lessening of its magnitude is none too impossible a 
task. The InlUatJve for this, however, has to come from 
politicians themselves, who with a few exceptions are the 
products and beneficiaries of the prevailing ^tem. 

Confirming the worst fears that politicians will make a 
covert attempt to reinforce the shaking pillars of the 
corrupt empire they built up over the years Is the reported 
move by the United Front Government to amend the 
Prevention of Corruption Act, 1986 with a view to making 
the elected representatives beyond the scope of ttie Act. 
That is what corruption is—^the more one indulges in it. 
the bolder one becomes to defend the system based on 
graft. Q

Should We Have Events Like 
Beauty Contests ? 


It was a glittering evening. And 
the results were as unique and 
spectacular because, for the first 
time, we Indians had every reason 
to hold up our heads high when 
Sushmlta Sen was crowned Miss 
Universe. Certainly there is no need 
at all to Introduce Sushmita. and 
wlilch sort of crown is being referred 
to here. Every Indian, and people 
all over the world know very well. 

The Indians were ecstatic. There 
was euphoria and large-scale 
celebrations. For days Sushmlta Sen 
and the Miss Universe contest 1994 
was the talk of the town, whether it 
be a metropolis or even a sleepy little 
town. 

And then came November 19. 

1994; Sun City (South Africa), 
sparkled with beautiful women from all over the world. 
The queen of that night at the Miss World 1995 was none 
otirer than the IndlEui damsel. Aishwarya Kal. With this 
event, India's happiness knew no bounds. Women like 
them are not born every day—^women of grace, beauty, 
intellect and confidence. And it was a real proud and 
wonderful moment that these two women were Indians. It 
began to seem that the Indian gentry, hitherto referred to 
by the Western world as backward, had finally arrived, 
and with wha* an unprecedented bang, bagging two 
prestigious titles. 

Ever since 1994. when these two startling dames set 
the path ablaze, every girl's heart and imagination has 
beeh fired with the idea of beauty. Beauty business 
has boomed and the Indian woman has started on the 
way towards the look-good scenario. The impact has been 
dramatic. A newsmagazine reports that when TWpU Sahal. 
a school teacher from Meerut, asked her kindergarten 
class to perform impromptu, most of the kids began 
cat-walking. 

Anyway, the topic 'Should We Have Events like Beauty 
Contests’ is no kid-stuff. First, let us analyse the topic 
itself. Tlicre arc two interpretations of 'we'; we as people 


belonging to the human race and 
we as Indians. These interpretations 
of 'we' lead to the two aspects of the 
issue—whether we should have 
events like the beauty contests or 
not ? 

Should Women Do 
Modelling? 

The first aspect is that Indian 
women should be out to modelling, 
setting the cat-walk aflame while 
participating in suclt contests. And 
the main point Is whether th«y 
should parade in outfits ranging 
from the traditional 6-metre long 
demure saree, lehnga-choU to the 
brazen swimsuit, the latter lieing the 
debatable point. The detractors are 
only a handful, while the supporters 
outnumbered, giving an overpowering unanimous green 
signal. After all, the participant.s are adults, masters of 
their own free will and having the rightful freedom to do 
what they wish. Coercion docs not come In anywhere. If 
the participants have no qualm.s, can anybody force their 
point of view on them ? Gone are the days of Hamletian 
dilemma—'to be or not to be’ of a beauty contestant. 
Certainly it takes guts to take to the ramp and weilk down 
confidently, besides effectively gh^ng impressive answers 
to the queries. To be or not to be—whatever that 'be' may 
be—is ibe prerogative of an individual. Participation in 
beauty events is no exception. It has been alleged that 
participating In such events is undermining the traditions, 
morality and culture* of our society. The detractors are 
shouting themselves hoarse over this issue. Rather it 
apijears to be a very Juvenile stand-point, if it is compared 
to the other Issues of Importance. It must be kept in our 
mind that our ethos and culture are reflected in other 
things like truthfulness, non-violence, high ideas of 
honesty, simple living and high thinking, cooperation, 
communal harmony and striving towards peace and 
justice. This is the true ethical fibre of Indians and 
more important than the debatable question : whether 
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Indian women should go out and participate In beauty 
paigeants. ^ 

Is Beauty Vulgar 7 

The women’s organisations have protested against the 
vulgarity Issues at such contests^ where they believe that 
women have to parade ’half-naked . Why these 
organisations are only pointing fingers at the beauty 
contestants and why th^ have shut their e 3 ie 8 on the 
rhr«pn>*«« and nudity that has become part and parcel 
of the Indian cinema ? Barring exceptions. Bollywood is 
churning out provocaUve uncensored lewdity of the first 
order. Why is there no protest against them ? As &r as 
swim-wear is concerned, it is commonly worn on the 
beaches, even in India. It has been pointed out by a 
woman activist that a swimsuit is meant to be worn 
only on the seaside. TYue, but there is no restriction If 
one decides to wear it. elsewhere and otherwise. 
Moreover. Just as ’beauty lies in the eyes of the behcddar*. 
the negative perspective (vulgarity) also lies in the 
beholder’s eye. 

A film like ’Bandit Queen’ has attracted ardent admirers 
and bitterest critics. Some believe that few scenes have a 
sensitive portra 3 'al. while there are others who sonsider 
them blatant and shameful. Thus, it is the point of view 
of the viewer that matters. Another point to be taken note 
of is the way in which one carries oneself. Vulgarity is not 
inherent in a dress. ’Therefore, only a dress cannot reduce 
an appearance to cheapness, as is commonly thought, 
nevertheless one’s behaviour can. 

Westernisation has come in with a big bang. The fast- 
driving. hardhitting culture, discotheques and bars, 
boozing, dating and free sex. single parenthood and 
divorces—where is an end to this list ? Since years now, 
the new Indian generation has adopted eveiy negative 
aspect of the West, with gusto: these things are alien to 
our culture and are not appreciated. Yet they are there. 
One detractor says in a newsmagazine ‘that the Western 
world does not watch events like Miss World contest and 
there aren’t any telecasts over their TV networks. Does 
that suggest that India must follow in their footsteps. Do 
we have to ape the West? Can’t it be that what is 
appreciated there may not appeal to us or vice-versa? 

During 1990 ’b, India opened up its economy and then 
came aU auch uldeshl brands like the Levis, Ford. Pepsi. 
Coke. Revlon. Pierre Cardin and all that Jazz. Vlfith auch 
products, came the promotional sales campaign, the high 
budget advertisement films meant for the various channels 
tapping Indian homes. Modelling became a fiiU-fledged 
career, albeit of a short duration. Yet It has become a 
demanding one and only the professhmally committed 
could survive the race. Fashion shows began to be 
regular events and ramp modelling became necessary. 
The Western designers like Pierre Cardin hold 
fashion shows to promote their creations and the Indian 
designers too are following them closely. More and ny>re 
people ate attracted towards modelling. Slovdy. as a natural 
corMlary of modelling, followed the beauty contests. This 
was so because whatever are the prerequisites of being a 
model also apply to participants of the beauty contests— 
good height. looks, attractive physical appearance 
and an overall well-groomed personality. But above all. 
much more Is expected of an aspirant of the beauty queen 
title. Models, especially those still doing modelling of 
products for promotional purposes, can afford to be 
mere beautiful wax dolls. But contestants in beauty 
contest need to have grace, poise, familiarity with the 
cat-walk and, above all. intellect, presence of mind, wit 
and eloquence of expression. Thus, herein comes the 


concept of beauty with braina. which must go hand 
in hand. 

Beauty Wltb Bnlne 

A recent addition to the role of Mias Universe and Miss 
World title holders is being 'Beauty with a Purpose’. Thus, 
heart has been integrated to the concept of Tieauty with 
brains*. The beauty queen is expected to work for the 
underprivileged and the down-trodden, the war-n&vaged 
and the famine-affected masses. What better can an 
individual do If she works for such a purpose ? It la 
undeniably a noble cause. These beauty queens participate 
In shows, baUs and other such programmes to raise fiindB 
for charity. People are more likely to be attracted towards 
such shows where a celebrity is Involved. In one of the 
talk shows for the young, once a participant was asked 
vriiether he would have gone to see Alshwarya Rai or the 
first woman in the defence services, and the candid reply 
was none other than Alshwarya Ral. Doesn't this prove 
that audiences all over the country are attracted by 
glamoiar and events such as beauty contests are really 
glamorous In all respects. People watch them with avid 
interest and spend monty to watch the live shows. This 
is how finances can be collected for a cause. 

Now we come to the second aspect of the Issue, whether 
we should have events like the “beauty contests* in India ? 
Here ’we’ stand for India and Indians. First, let us talk of 
world beauty contests: we must remember that there are 
representatives of about 85-plus countries (88 countries 
participated in Miss World 1996) from all over the world 
tn contests such as Miss Universe/Miss World. These 
participants will cherish the pleasant memories of India 
and of their stay here wh<m they go back to their respective 
countries. Each one of tnem would go back and convey 
their Indian experience to their countrymen ; what a 
glorious country India is like ? The people abroad, 
especially, the Europeans are still under the impression 
that India Is a land of the Maharajas and astrologers: 
elephants and snake charmers. What could be a better 
way to show India to the world, in all its modernity, than 
these Beauty Contests ? 

Tucpayer’a Money 

Next important question is of finances. Eyebrows have 
been raised disapprovingly over this so-called wasteful 
extravaganza. Mon^ has been spent on a massive scale. 
The allegation Is that this money could have been utilised 
for the cause of the poor. India is a developing country, 
which needs first to spend on developmental works for Its 
teeming millions, struggling below the poverty line. Yes. 
Indeed, she needs funds but is the money that was used 
on Miss World '96, held recently in Bangalore, the only 
event where the money could have been saved and used 
for some other purposes. What about the lakhs and lakhs 
of rupees that are spent on conducting parliamentary 
sessions where all that is heard is the din of raised voices 
and table-thumping without a coherent dialogue or 
meaning ? And the next thing that follows is a walk-out 
or adjoumnumt. calling it a day. This money is the money 
vriilch comes from the pockets of the tax-paying Indians, 
who struggle to keep their body and soul together addle 
reeling under the burden of taxes and inflation, nils money 
should have been utilised for strengthening the 
infrastructure, the welfare of the masses, employment 
programmes, etc. But adiere has it gone ? Down the dram. 
Where are the protesters on this Issue ? The common 
man would never begrudge this expenditure, had the 
sessions led to constructive decisions after rational 
discussions ? 
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In spite of this, the India of today Is tderating every 
such political excess in the hope that democracy may 
survive. But at least there should be no grudge against 
the organisers of the beauty contests, who happen to be 
spending their own Rnances for the purpose. Similarly, 
the Miss World ’90 was sponsored by the ABCL and other 
multinational companies, the money was theirs, not a 
drahi on national exchequer. Instead of lamenting what 
others do with their money, why can't we involve ourselves 
in productive work ? If an individual wishes to spend on 
a fleet of cars, a marriage celebration in an aeroplane or 
submarine, maintaining a private aircraft, hoarding kilos 
of gold or holding a beauty contest—it is no one else' 
business. On the contrary, if only we could concentrate 
on combating our wastefulness and inefllciency In public 
lile, tc. Government offices, where files keep piling up. 


the public sector Industries which usually end up as sick 
units: the political extravagsiuas on election campaigns; 
marriages of sons and foster sons; the misiUUlsation of 
perks like cars and other allowances; the relinue of Jeeps 
and cars with flashing red lights on lop and a wailing 
siren along with huge security cover, which precede and 
follow a V.I.P.’8 car; the amount of money bungled, which 
has come out In the open as multi-crore scandals and 
scams, India would be a better place to live in. 

If only we could stop all this and more, instead of 
lambasting and needlessly debating upon beauty contests. 
If only we could try and fix our minds on to working for 
peace and prosperity, instead of indulging In destructive 
criticism. If onfy this could happen. Indians would be n 
happier and prosperous lot. moving ahead with the times 
and yet retaining their intrinsic ethos and culture. Q

The orgaiusers ol the agitation .uid 
their .suppoiters lorget that beauty 
lontest.s liave been lield in this 
country for nioie than dO yeais now. 
and the first Mts.s India is perhap.s a grandmother now. 
Beauty contests are being held at all level.s. In the urban 
set -up, every club, eveiy college and every city has beauty 
contests Almost evtiy day newspapers cany with or 
without pictures, of this or that girl being crowned Miss 
something oi the other. Surely girls don’t wear burklias 
while parlicipating in tticse ro'<tests. It is a kind of game 
that the j'riurig play and enjoy. Wizened old men and 
women may not like It, but they will be guilty of imposing 
themselves on others, if they insist on the young falling 
in line with them and abide by a code which they regard 
as obsolete. 

Tliere would have been .•~oine point in the agitation if 
the participants were minors who did not know what is 
bad for them. They are all young women who have their 
own brains and who have conic with their ctiajierones. 
Today’s women are econoniicallv Independent and crin 
decide themselves what is right or wrong and mi one has 
the right to come in tlieir wav In the name of either 
women's liberation or the venerable cultural tradition of 
this country. Modelling has become quite a fashionable 
profession these days and beauty contests are supposed 
to be a gateway to this lucrative profession. 


The Right and the lx*ft. the BJP 
and the Communists base their 
agnations on their principled stand 
against commercialisation of the 
female body. The grossest 
exploitation of females Is 
commercialislon of her body against 
her will. Rather than agitating 
against beauty contests, which Is 
many times belter than this 
exploitation of the female body, these 
organisations stiould agitate against 
the oldest profession in the world 
where women are pushed into 
prostitution to earn their dally bread. 
Why not protest against this *> Indian 
cinema exposes much more flesli 
than the beauties on the ramp Take 
the film. "Bandit Queen* which was banned by a lower 
court because of Its explicit scenes. Yet, the Supreme 
Court ruled that the scenes in question were artually In 
aid of the film's theme and not intended to arouse prurient 
and lascivious thoughts. Why didn’t these parties protest 
in order to get the film banned. 

A distinction must be made between art and exploitation 
and between the sensuous and the vulgar. Indians are 
not so faint-hearted as to faint at the sight ot a row oi 
beauties parading in various colours, it somewhat 
abbreviated costumes. If beauty contests are considered 
vulgar, then Indian films are full of rnilgarity. And if it Is 
felt that la a beauty contest girls are exploited, tticri then; 
is more exploitation of woman’s bodv in Indian films. 
Then why not ban Indian films ? 

Amitabh Bachchan Corporation Limited (ABCL). ihe 
organisers of the Miss World 1996 contest, has not only 
defended the pageant against the baseless allegations but 
also expressed fihe opinion that it will do a world of good 
to the counliy as a whole. The pageant has helped to pul 
Bangalore on the world map. Tlie spectacle being held for 
the first time in this country was watched by more than 
three billion telwlslon viewers live across 150 countries. 
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In 1995.. txmt 2.9 billion people from across 115 countries 
watched he show. 

The tic l. els for the show were priced at Rs. 25.000, 
Rs. 14,900 and Rs. 9,900 for the VIPs. It is relevant 
that poc-iJle who can afford to spend a princely sum of 
Rs. 25,000 for a few hours of entertainment are not 
ordinary' per sons whose morals need to be guarded against 
lire coni'ptliii' itsfluence of beauty contests. 

Doggeri L)v controversies initiate by some women and 
social activists protesting against the portrayal of women 
as a coiTimodity. the event overcame all hurdles and 
showed to the world our rich Indian culture in the best 
possible manner. A number of women's organisations had 
threatened to disrupt the event as well as Indulge in 
violence. Ms. K.N. Sashikala, President of the Mahila 
Jagran, which was the Qrst organisation to protest against 
the staging of the pageant threatened sdf-immoiation. 
Her extreme stand against the world pageant brought her 
tlie support of parties as variant as the Bharatiya Janata 
Party and the Left. Supporting her struggle were politicians 
such as Ms. Pramila Nesargi (BJP) and organisations such 
as the Karnataka Muslim Mahila Sangh, Bharat Mazdoor 
Sangh. Akhll Bharatiya Vldyarthl Parishad. the Communist 
Party of India (Marxist). Convener of the Federation of 
Opponents of the Mias World 1996 pageant, .Mr. K.N. 
Haghunandan even called for a 24-hour bandh on 
November 23, 1996 In protest against the staging of the 
mega event. 

The protests against the beauty pageants were not 
something new or peculiar to India. Rather a peep into 
the past would reveal that the history of the protests is 
as old as the pageants themselves. It all start^ in 1968 
with the Miss America pageant held In Atlantic City. 
During the 1970 Miss World Contest held In London 
some activists had raised the banner of revolt against 
the use of women for the show. The only difference this 
time Is that the voices for and against the contest has 
liecn unprecedentedly loud The protestors alleged that 
since everything Is happening under the glare of the 
International media it will project a negative image of the 
country. It would also promote a decadent imperialistic 
culture and plunder of the Third World resources and 
labour. 

But In beauty contests nothing is being done that is 
illegal or demeaning. The demand for smart and 
sophisticated girls in any profession—be it modelling, 
television or advertising—is increasing. And it is this 
attitude tliat never ceases to amaze many people in the 
fashion industry. Girls from conservative middle class 
families have shed their inhibitions and some of their 
clothes. Tliey now decide what contracts to accept and 
which assignments to reject. Of course, there remain those 
few desperate hangers-on who would do practically 
anything to gel into the limelight. 

Glamour Business 

With girls like Sushmita Sen and Aishwaiya Ral reigning 
on top, the glamour business seems to have lost the 
negative tag attaclied to it. The global recognition of 
Sushmita Sen and Aishwarya Ral became the trendsetters 
and sent Ihousantls of girls rushing to health clubs, and 
beauty salons. Tliere are so many girls who spend hours 
with dieticians, designers and grooming schools, trying to 
pick up a Utile finesse and style with stars In their eyes 
and the hope of making it to the catwalk. These ^ris 
reflect not only the hopes and aspirations of millions but 
^so confidence and faith in their ablUties. Not concerned 
afrout whether they went to the right school, lounged 
around in the right clubs, lived in the right part of town 


or had trendy friends and clothes to match, these girls 
are ruthlessly ambitious, and vdly not ? These are the 
demands of a modem socie^. 

Itiie new breed of girls want to catapult themselves on f 
to the catwalk, but on their own terms. They are assertive, 
independent, strong-willed and wiUlng to say no, even if 
It means losing out on a contract as th^ are confident 
that another one will come along. Fed on dreams of 
Ms. Sen. Madhu Sapre and Sheetal, th(^ have what it 
takes to make the grade. 

While the stars make a name for themselves on the 
ramp and in beauty contests, their parents bask in the 
reflected glory, and raise only mild protest when their 
daughters take off more clothes than they think is 
necessary. Parental attitudes seem to have undergone 
vast changes from the times when showing a little more 
than legs in public was cheap and good girls stayed away 
from glamour. They admit that modeUing has its drawbacks 
and they are aware of the pitfalls of the dark side yet they 
are quick to add that every profession has it. 

How Much ^111 The Fashioq Uncover ? 

With the new generation becoming more Westernised, 
parents at times fall to understand the logic behind the 
fact that success in the beauty business is attached to 
fewer clothes. But at the same time they are happy for 
their daughters who are doing very well for themselves. 
Most parents seem to be taken up so much by the sudden 
limelight on their daughter that they have no qualms 
about any strings attached to It. More and more middle 
class families are okay with the fact that their glii is up 
there on the catwalk In a micro mini. Interestingly, for 
many aspiring models the main encouragement to join a 
beauty contest came from the family. Aishwarya’s parents 
are justifiably proud of their daughter. Sushmita Sen’s 
parents are ecstatic about her current status in the beauty 
market. Trust seems to be of prime importance. Parents 
while being supportive are also cautious. 

During fashion shows tlie clothes and models are part 
of the designer's imagination and are not supposed to be. 
misused. Swimsuits bring into focus a hysterical moral 
brigade alwajrs looking for something to shout about. 
However, most of the smaller shows, especially those that 
are specific to a small locality, schools and colleges have 
the gSrls dressed in saris. Tills Is, of course, keeping in 
mind the fact that a large number of these areas house 
conservative middle class families. Bui only the Miss India 
show requires you to bare and this Is not for titillation. 
these girls have to be geared up for International contests. 
Swimsuits are quite normal and there Is nothing wrong In 
wearing them as long as one carries it off well. Parents 
also don’t object to their daughter's appearing on stage in 
a swimsuit. These are not considered as an act of obscenity 
and vulgarity. 

Beauty contests are going on throughout the world and 
there can’t be any taboo or restriction. Indians have been 
taking part In the event in various countries without any 
threat and the same should apply to foreign participants 
In India. If the protestors are really concerned about 
our Indian culture being destroyed, then they should 
object to Indian girls participating in these contests. 

The glamour industry is expanding: it is at its peak 
because of the kind of megabucks it generates and the 
opportunities it gives. Apart from good looks, personality, 
poise, and beauty, what is important Is the girl’s ability 
to communicate. One of the important denominators to 
judge a beauty pageeint is that they have to be presentable 
and beautiful. The person’s intelligence also gets a 
scoring. □

Rita ; IDowry, like untouchability, is a 
deep-rooted social evil. Despite stringent 
laws against untouchability and the vigorous 
crusade against it conducted by great leaders 
like Mahabna Gandhi, it .still prevails. Many 
social thinkers and writers have pointed out 
that social reforms and changes cannot be 
achieved by legislation alone. Education, 


personal example by prominent people and 
economic betterment are necessary to bring 
about social reforms. At the same time, 1 
would like to stress the need and importance 
of legislative measures also. If sati, child 
marriage, etc., had not been made illegal, it 
would have been difficult to eliminate Biem. 
It widow remarriage, women's succession 
rights to property, divorce and the like have 
not been legal, the progress of women would 
prove to be very diffii^t. Now that we have 
legislation against dowry, we must do all 
we can to arouse social consciousness against 
it. As an IAS Officer, I will arrange for 
vigorous prosecution of those who give or 
accept dowry, I shall enlist the help and 
cooperation of the educational institutions 
and social organisations in my district to 
launch a vigorous campaign against the 
dowry evil. VVe can have dramas, street plays 
and folklore to propagate our goals. Of 
course, promotion of education itself, 
especially among women, girls and adults, 
would help to eradicate dowry. The Plan 
implementation will also help in the long 
run, to conquer this evil as it contains 
provisions to promote literacy, employment 
and economic betterment.

CM 
course, in many cases, the mothers-in-law 
are illiterate and custom or tradition bound 
They also need to be educated. Suppose you 
take my case. There will never be the 
question of dowry. If 1 choose to marry. 
Why ? Because 1 am educated, I have the 
knowledge, confidence and resource to look 
after myself. Next, we .should do ail we can 
to arouse social consciousness. I referred tc 
the propaganda and promotion activities tc 
bring about mass awakening.

However, Pakistan, in the 
meantime, proposed that it was willing to 
remain non-nuclear pmvided India signed 
a treaty agreeing to remain non-nuclear. 
How do you feel India should have 
responded to thw offer, since India stands 
tor a non-nuclear world ? 

Rita ; Well, Sir, I do not think there is 
anything new in the offer made tay Pakistan, 
tiarhot ,>!,o Pakustan has been suggesting a 
iiLidcar-fiiie South Asian Zone. The present 
proposal is only a modified version of the 
earlier nuclear free .Soutii Asian Zone. TIic 
only dwnged situation is that now Pakistan 
is on the verge of producing a nucliwr liomb. 
The stand taken by India throughout is very 
consistent. It stands for nude.ir non¬ 
proliferation, provided all countries in the 
world also adhere to the same pohey. India 
did not agree to nuclear discrimination, the 
NPT (Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty) 
allows the big five to pile up nuclear arsenal. 
The NPT only debars othei countries from 
acquiring nuclear weapons or conducting 
nuclear explosions. India objected to this 
discnminatory aspect and hence, refused to 
sign the Treaty. India's potential as well as 
past enemy, China has nuclear weapons in 
its armour;/. China can always blackmail 
India with a nuclear attack, especially if India 


does not have nuclear weapons to coimter 
this threat. Therefore, India on its own 
became a nuclear power and exploded the 
nuclear device at Pokhran. India has already 
declared that it will not commit aggression 
against Pakistan, to my opinion Paldstan was 
bdng used as an tosirumeni to compel todia 
to put her signature on the NPT.

Introduction 


India has always been a suurce of great 
inspiration for the world at large for her 
fabulous wealth, abundant natural resnurees 
and her spiritual troves. It brought here both 
traders and invaders along with preachers 
and seekers m search of truth and salvation. 
All of them came through land routes by 
undertaking long and hazardous pumeys 
which put them to lot of stre.ss and strain on 
their physique and nerves. Thus, the 
marauding hordes of Alexander mutinied 
and refused to march beyond Beas because 
ol their weariness and fatigue in fighting 
and homesicknes-s. Many invading tribes like 
Kushans, Hunas and Sakas in the ancient 
era and the Turks and Mughals during the 
medieval age, however, cho.se to make this 
laud as their own home and merged 
themselves into the mainstream of Indian 
life Tliev attempusi their best to bring mor€’ 
anti more lustre to India's glor>’ and enriched 
her culture, heritage and tradition. It would 
i\ot thus be quite inappropriate if we 
consider the long span of Muslim rule in 
India as an era of consolidation, unity and 
glory more' or less similar to the rc-igns of 
Mauryas, Kushans and Guptas. By that 
rritenon, Ashoka and Akbar were great 
natioiia! nuinarchs of India I hev unified the 
c-ouiitrv, gave it a stable administration and 
brought about harmony, peace and concord 
among various faiths, sects and aimmunities. 

Advent of Europeans 

During the closing years of the fifteenth 
century, vanous European nations embarked 
upon new adventures to enrich themselves 
by establishing trade links with India 
through sea. Columbus made the pioneeriivg 
attempt to sail for India in 1492 but he 
reached America in 149.'!. Six years later, 
Vasco da Gama reached Calicut in 1498 via 
the Cape of Good Hope. The Ziamorin of 
Calicut received the Portuguese visitor with 
great-warmth and cordiality opening a new 
chapter ol commercial and political 
relationship between Europe and Asia. This 
encouraged Vasco da Gama to make another 
visit to India in 1501 and establish a factory 
at Cannanore, The Portuguese were thus the 
first European nation to establish trade links 
with India with the avowed object to 
establish an empire. In 1580, Spain occupied 
Portugal and to ensure that both of them do 
not fight each other for supremacy in trade, 
Pope Alexander IV issued a papal bull 
dividing the world into two halves, the 
eastern half belonging to Portugal and the 
western half to Spain. The defeat of Spanish 
Armada in 1588 at the hands of Elizabethan 


England established beyond doubt the 
English naval supremacy over other 
European powers, making her a potential 
contender for establishing trade and empire 
in India. This encouraged the merchants of 
London to form the East India Company in 
December 1600 and obtain the Royal Charter 
to enjoy an exclusive right to trade with 
India tor fifteen years and to maintain 
discipline over its members and employees. 
The Charter also authorised the Company j 
to maintain an armed naval force consisting 
of six good pinnaces well furnished with 
ordnance and other munitions and five 
hundred mariners. The significance of the 
Charter lay in that the Company could trade 
with India and maintain a naval force 
The Company .set up its first factory at 
Surat where Captam Hawkins succeeded in 
.securing the necessary permission for its 
establishment from the Mughal Emperor 
Jahangir. In subsequent years, it established 
factories in Masulipatnam, Hirahaipur. Madras 
and Calcutta. The island and port of Bombay 
was given to the Company on the payment 
of an annual rent of £ 10 by King Charles II 
which he had received from the Portuguese 
King in dowry on his marriage with 
Catherine of Braganza. Thus the Company 
was able to establish itself on important ports 
of India by the close of the seventeenth 
century from which it could carry on its 
trade with convenience and profit. The 
steady growth of the company synchronised 
with the death of the groat Mughal Emperor 
Aurangzeb in 1707, which led to the erosion 
of the Mughal political supremacy on the 
political scene and rise of centrifugal forces. 
The W'eakness of the centra! authority led 
to the establishment of various petty 
kingdoms and principalities along with the 
declarations of independence by many 
provincial governors appointed by the 
Mughal Emperor. Tliat was the situation for 
which the servants of flie East India Company 
had been looking for so long. The collapse 
of political and commercial power of various 
other European nations like the Dutdx Danes 
and Frendi in India emboldened the English 
Nababs, the title with which the servants of 
the Company were acclaimed on their return 
from India to England because of their 
highly accumulated as.sets and posse.ssions, 
to dabble in the native political conflicts. 

The author of this new adventurism was 
Lord Clive. His victory at the Battle of 
Plassey in 1757 did not make him an able 
General or a brave soldier but he became 
the kingmaker. He changed the rulers on 
the mansad of Bengal plaj'ing one against the 


other, He took bribes and encouraged his 
subordinates to follow in his footsteps. An 
era of plunder ensued. The dubious game 
had to be intensified. The reward was Buxar. 

It made the East India Company die Dewan 
of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. It obtained this 
right from Shah Alam, the Mughal Emperor 
of India. The Company ceased to be a mere 
trading concern. It assumed the role of an 
empire builder. As Lord Palmerston said 
very truly, "The original settlers began with 
a factory, the factory grew into a fort, the 
fort expanded into a district and the district 
into a province." The British Parliament 
declared in 1784 that "the pursuit of schemes 
of conquest and extension of dominion in 
India were measures repugnant to the wish, 
the honour and policy of the British n-ition", 
but this declaration was negated by the 
events of the succeeding years. The 
Company aimed at not only adding more 
and more dominions to its fold but it became 
the paramount power introducing new 
measures like the system of Subsidiary 
Alliances and Doctrine of Lapse. The 
purpose of both was to reduce the power 
of Indian princes and enhance foe territories 
of. foe Company. An era of aggrandisement, 
expansion, extension and annexation thus 
continued unabated unhl the Great Uprising 
of 1857 shook foe Brih-sh impenalism to it a 
foundations. The rule of foe East India 
Company came to an end. The expansion of 
empire got a hall. The responsibility for the 
governance of foe country was transferred 
from foe Company to the Crown. Queen 
Victoria became the Empress of India 

Impoverishing India 

The experience of foe British Rule in India 
was unique by itself. The rulers never 
bothered about foe welfare of the ruled. They 
impoverished India to make England rich. 
They also accumulated personal wealth and 
possessions by hitting at the bellies of the 
hungry people. "India," remarks Chatham, 
"teems with iniquities so rank as to smell 
heaven and earth." Edmund Burke lamented 
over the misrule of India by foe East India 
Company in Pariiament. There were many 
benevolent rulers like William Bentinck, 
Lord Ripon and Lord Attlee. They cared for 
tlw welhire of the Indian people and endeared 
themselves to them. Mr. Allan Octavian 
Hume, who founded foe Indian National 
Congress in 1885, was perhaps of .that 
mould. He designed it to serve as a safety 
valve but it soon developed sharp teeth. It 
started to bite. It carried on a long drawn- 
out struggle for freedom of foe country. The

Me also wuiied foe people to be God*fearing and truthful in 
thMr patriotic puesuite and dearly emphasised loyalty fo the 
coun^ was dways sifootdinate to loyalty to God. He further 
wiahed foaf we should alwiiys be humane and considerate to our 
feBow breforen and felt foat his task would be still incomplete 
even after fridta vron her freedom. So he wrote in Hari/an on August 
17, "And ui any case, the life of millions is my politics ^m 
Which I dare not free myself wlfoout denying my life woiic and 
God." How tragic that an assassin snatched him away from his 
fdlow-bteforen through a bullet. 


Second World War came as a boon to India 
at whose conclusion, the British rulers 
thought it wise to hand over power to foe 
Indians. Independence came on August 15, 
1947 when Lord Attlee was the Prime 
Minister of England. The history of the 


struggle for our independence reads like a 
romance. It is an enchanting study from 
which we can learn as much as we can. 
Human nature does change. Problems 
appear and disappear in one form or the 
other. The present is always intelligible in 


terms of past with a vision foi future 
The freedom struggle has tlwis m.iny f.icets 
from whose study and undcrstciiidiiig 
we can attempt to fate our present 
situation with greater ecuirage ami 
determination. 


The Great Revolt Of 1857 


In 1856, Lord Canning succeeded Lord 
Dalhousie as the Governor Genera] of India. 
The reign of Dalhousie had been quite 
momentous for the Britishers as he had 
pursued a policy of territorial aggrandisement 
and extended the dominions of the empire. 
The reign of his successor witnessed a big 
conflagration—the Great Revolt of 1857. It 
was the cumulative result of the misrule and 
oppression of the East India Company over 
a span of hundred years. The Great Revolt 
was so meticulously planned that the 
Company rule would have totally 
collapsed but for the fact that the 
revolutionaries did not have the backing of 
all sections of the people. 

As Abraham Lincoln once remarked that 
there was no nation good enough to govern 
another; the revolutionaries were fully 
justified in waging a war against the 
unscrupulous East India Company for 
freedom of their country and protection of 
their religion. The Britishers crushed them 
with brutality for perpetuation of their 
despotic rule. If we look at the events in 
retrospect, the revolutionaries could be 
hailed as harbingers of future. They fought 
against slavery, economic exploitation and 
religioas conversions. All those who did not 
support them, stood for status qua and the 


oppression of their own people by an alien 
government. Since no foreign rule, however 
beneficial, could substitute itself for the self- 
rule by the community, the revolutionaries 
were great patriots by every criterion. It is, 
therefore, quite appropriate to call the Great 
Revolt of 1857 as the First War of Indian 
Independence. 

The revolutionaries had their day for quite 
a long period. They had not the good fortune 
to see their final triumph. They were, 
however, able to explode the myth that the 
alien rulers were invincible. The British Rule 
in India was shaken to its foundations. They 
read the writing on the wall that India could 
no longer be taken for granted. The rule of 
the East India Company came to an end. 
The policy of armexation was abandoned. 
The missionary zeal of bringing about mass 
conversions to the Christian faith was given 
up. The British Crown took over the 
governance of India and an Act for foe better 
governance of India was passed in 
Parliament in 1858. 

Causes of Revolt 

What were the causes of this mighty 
revolt ? The East India Company started its 
trade during the heydays of foe Mu^tal 
Empire. It did not acquire foe empire of 


India by any conquest or military victory. Il 
snatched one territory after another from the 
native princes by interfering illeg.illy in their 
internal conflicts and employing dubiou.s 
methods—deceit and diplomacy. In all tliese 
endeavours. The Company created a large 
number of its opponents. In administering 
the acquired donunion.s, the servants of the 
Company were partisans Tliey c.trpd lor the 
trade and wealth of the Company and their 
personal benefits but neglected altogether 
the welfare of the people. They ruined bolh 
agriculture and industry of the country. 
Millions of peasants and artisans were 
thrown out of employment. Tliey crushed 
the Indian handicrafts in order to promote 
the industrial growth of England. They 
introduced a new revenue system which 
snatched foe land from the cultivator and 
gave it to the money lender or trader. It 
produced hatred against the rule of the 
Company among all people, rich and poor, 
prince or soldier, peasant or artisan, pandit 
or mulvi. It was this discontent which burst- 
forlh in the form of a mighty revolt against 
the rule of the finmgee. 

This discontent was further aggravated 
by the ridiculous attempts of the Christian 
missionaries to force tlteir religious beliefs 
upon our people. They wished the empire 
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to become not only the brighteist jewel of 
Ihe Crown but also to be the Christian jewel. 
Iliey ridiculed the tenets of Hinduism and 
Islam. They advocated that Christianity 
alone wa.'i (he gospel of truth and .salvation. 
The government confiscated the jugirs of 
temples and mosques granted to them by 
the native rulers but paid high salaries to 
the bishops and clergymen. Mr. Mangles, 
the Chairman of the Board of Directors of 
the Company, openly proclaimed that his 
mission as ordained by the Providence was 
to make every India Christian from one end 
to the other. The government abrogated the 
ancient Hindu law deprivmg a convert from 
Hinduism of his right to property. It enacted 
a new law in IS.SO which enabled the convert 
to Christianity to inherit hi.s ancestral 
property. The new converts al.so got 
preferential treatment in government 
.services. All this left no doubt in the minds 
of people what their rulers wanted to 
achieve. 

Fale of the Emperor 

On obtaining the grant of Diwani ot 
Bengal, Bihar and On.ssa from Shah Alain 
.111 August 12,17fi5, the liast India Company

When it was able 
to wipe out Its adversaries and was in a 
position to firoclaiin itself as the paramount 
powei. It rhnngi’d its attihide towards the 
emperor Many liuinihations weie lieapCHl 
upon the Mughal emperor luie after the 
other but the old man was too feetile to do 
am harm to the supreme power of the land, 
ihe last straw on the eaiiiel's back came in 
I8'’(> with file aniKiuncemeMl by Governor 
General i.urd ('arming that the successors 
of Hahadoi Sliah would lose thc'ii title and 
be known only as pr'nces. I'hi.s made 
Bahadur Shah the sworn enemy of the 
Brili.sji Role 

When the head rolls down on the ground 
what shall happen to tire arms could be 
easily imagined. The Company was also 
not kind towards various other native 
princes, most of whom were not able to oiler 
any resistance. The symbolic head of the 
Maratha Confederacy Baji Kao II lived on 
the Company's annual pension ol rupees 
eight lakhs on Ihe ]ogir ol Uithoor near 
Kanpur. When he died in 18.S2, the 
Britishers deprived his adopted son 
Dhondupaijt, called Nana Sahib, of his 
father's pension. All his prayers and 
protasts, both before the Governor General 
and Ihe English authorities at London, 


proved of no avail which obviously 
turned him hostile to the Britishers. 
Likewise, the annexation of Jhansi hurt the 
sentiments of Rani Lakshmibai when her 
husband Raja Gangadhar died childless in 
18,'53. Both Nana Sahib and Lakshmibai 
played their conspicuous roles later in the 
Revolt of 1857. 

The Britishers were not unkind to the 
native princes alone. They also looked down 
upon the Indian sepoys who had helped 
them to win an extensive empire. They paid 
them an extremely low salary, Rs. 7 per 
month, and expected them to work like 
animals from dawn to dusk. They abused Uiem 
a.s a nigger, suar or pig To add insult to the 
injury, some British officers ridiculed their 
religious beliefs and rituals and openly 
preached the Christian virtues to them. The 
annexation of Oudh m 18.56 by Lord Dalhousie 
to which the soldiers of Bengal army largely 
belonged, further embittered tlicm. 

The Greased Cartridge 

Conditions were now ripe for a mass 
upsurge. The minds of Indians from prince 
to peasant were full of resentment, distrust 
and hatred for the Englcsh. Only a spark 
could make the situation ablaze. This was 
-soon provided by the new English rifles. 
Their cartridges had a greased paper cover 
whost* ends were ivquired to be bitten olt 
by teeth before use This grease was believed 
to be composed of bi'ef and pig fat. The 
sepoys camp to know of this first ol all at 
Barrackpore They rushed to the iiearby 
laclory to know the tuith. Iheir doubts wore 
confirmed. Tins soon became the nc'w.s ot 
the day The sepoys communicated it 
iroin one person to anotlier and it spread all 
over tile country. It infuriated the .sepoys. 
For the Hindu sepoys, since the cow wa.s 
sacred, beef was taboo and for Muslim 
soldiers, pip. fat was anathema. The 
authorities vcliemently contradicted lhe.se 
reports and decided to enforce full 
discipline. The new cartridges were issued 
to the sepoy.s of XIX Indian Infantry at 
Barrackpore in February 1857. They relu.sed 
to use them but the oftici'rs won't relent. 
As there were no Englksb soldiers at that 
lime, they did not press the matter. As 
soon a.s the wlvile soldiers reached from 
Burma, they decided to disbiind the XIX 
Infantry. 

This w,i.s the background under which 
Mangal Fandey raised the banner of 
rebellion and fired at his adjutant. Major 
Hudson on March 29. 1857 He also called 
upon his comrades to dedao war on the 
/irflwjfcs. But none respondeil. This enaliied 
General 1 learsey lo coniro! the situation and 
Mangal ','andey was eienited on April 8, 
185'/ T his suppresset 1 the discontent among 
the soldiers for some time. The news of 
Mangal Pandey's heroic action and hi.s 
exf-aition soon spread like wildfire ail over 
the country. Hardly a month later, the 
sepoys revolted at Meerut on May 10, 1857 
and started on their march to Delhi (Dilli 
CJtalo). The revolution had begun 


Plans for Revolutionaries 

Before the great revolt started, the 
revolutiofiaries had made lull preparations 
and formulated elaborate schemes. The 
outlines of the great revolt were perhaps 
prepared at London by Azimulla Khan and 
Rangex) Bapooji, two envoys of Nana Sahib 
and Raja of Satara after (ailure of their 
missions to obtain justice from the British 
Government for their master.,. In execution 
of this plan, Azimuliah visited Rus.sia, Italy, 
Turkey and Egypt. He was understood to 
have won the support of the Czar of Russia 
for Nana Sahib in his efforts to overthrow 
the British power in India. He also secured 
an a.ssurance from Garibaldi that he would 
sail for India with his contingent when the 
revolution broke out. Nana Sahib also sent 
his special emissaries to the durbars of 
various Indian rulers and his secret agents 
to all military stations to secure the active 
ccHiperalion and support of the sepoys for 
the forthcoming rebellion. He further 
undertook a pilgrimage tour and visited 
various places including Delhi and Lucknow 
lo win over the aristocracy as well as 
common people to his cause. He also held 
coiisulldtions with Bahadur Shah and his 
Begum 7,ecnat Mahal at Delh> oefore 
finalising hts plaics. Begum Hazrat Mahal, 
wife of Nawiih Wdjid Ali Shah, and his 
shrewd minister Alinaqi Khan despatched 
their emissaries disguised as fnijiis or sadhus

The result of the.se strenuous etiort.s was 
wonderful. The spoil of rebellion spread 
through every nook and corner of the 
country. The rt'd lotus flower and cimpal 
(bread) were the emblems of the 
revolutionaries' propaganda. 'ITie sepoy.s ot 
a regiment circulated the lotus IIowit 
from one hand to another with the 
stipulation that the last man to receive it 
had the responsibility to pass it on lo the 
next regiment assuring tliem that all liis 
comrades had expressed tlieir readiness to 
join the revolt. "These lotus flowers were 
circulated at various military station.s from 
Peshawar lo Barrackpore. Likewise, the 
village watchmen circulated the chafuiti< 
When one watchman received a cluipati, hi.s 
hrst duly was to eat a small piece out of it 
tiiin.self and pas.s on the remainder to the 
villagers. They would mix it witli a Uirgi' 
quantity of flour and jirepare hundreds of 
dwpatis All the inhabitanls of a village 
would eal Ifieiii. iliis indicated their 
H'lllingnes.'. ti )oai the revolt llie last c/uijxifi 
leas jia.s-sed on to the ctiowk!d,ar of the next 
village. 

The chiifiatis were thus circulated among 
hundreds and thousands ol villages. This 
seemed to prepare the entire nation for 
launching the great struggle against the 
British imperiali.sm. The D-Day (date of 
deliverance from the yoke of firanger rule) 
was fixed for May 31, 1857. U

ScienMs have found that the bmin during the 
first years ofUfoisao malleable that very young 
children who si^for strokes or injuries t^t wipe 
i>ut an entire hemisfoten can still mature into 
highly functional adults. Moreover, it is becoming 
increasingly dear that well-designed pre-school 
programs can help many children overcome 
glaring deficits in their heme environment. With 
appropriate titerapy, say researchers, even serious 
disorders like dyslexia may be treatable. WUle 
inherited problems may place certain children at 
grpaler risfc than others, says Dr. Harry Ckugani, 
a pediairic neurologist at Wayne State University 
in Detroit, that is no excuse for ignoring the 
environment's power to remodel the brain. "We 
may not do much to change what happens b^re 
birth, but we can change what happens after a 
baby is bom," he observes. 

The Ticking Bodyclock 

What a petulant mood or a mood of 
depression does the child and the adult 
develop when they are denied the restful 
and invigorating sleep they badly need ? 
The mother knows it as much as the infant 
who can throw tantrums leaving the 
mother unhooked from daily grind. Air 
travellers know what a |et lag is all about. 
It is not the function of sleeping alone but 
the myriad activities of the human body 
are controlled by the body clock. THB 
ECONOMIST (February 15, 1997) probes 
what is called the circadian rhythms in the 
human body. 

William Paley, an ISth-century British 
philosopher, believed that all living things were 
created by a divine watchmaker. Darwin showed 
that he tms wrong. But he was not as urong as 
all that, for most creatures, from bugs to 
ballerinas, are full of clocks. 


Many cycles in the human body recur every ■ 
24 hours: hormones ebb and flow, organs seethe 



and rest, and —most noticeably—sleep follows 
wida^idness. As long-distanceairtraoellers know 
to their discom^, these cycles are well 
ingrained. They are caUed circadian rhythms 
(form the Latin circadies—aboui a day), and their 
rpte is to match a body’s functions to what is 
appropriate for the hour. If they get out of- 
syndiwRisation wiBt tadt other, they cat 
a person's mood—particularly by inducing 
dqntsaioH. To stop this happening, they are 
nguMed by a master dock. 
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The siU cftkb clock is wtM known, it k a 
collectkn of cdls in the supraduasmatic nuded 
(SCN), two pinheads of tissue buried in the Ime 
of the brain. But biologists art only now 
discovering how the neural dedcwork openttes, 
and what happens when it goes wrong. 

One thing has been clear for same thne: the 
external signal that resets the clock {gradually 
with the seasons, or more rapidly with air travel) 
is l^ht. f a creature is put into contmuous 
dar^ess (or, in the case cfa person, diut away 
witlwut any docks or windows, and dhwed to 
switch the light on and off as desired), then its 
master dock "free runs"—in the case tff people, 
at about 24\ hours a cyde—and its dreadian 
rhythms drift away from the 24-hour norm. 

What was obscure until recently was haw this 
adjustment is brought about. It was known that 
the light which causes it enters through the eye 
(and not, for example, through the shn), because 
damage to a nerve that runs between the retina 
and the SCN prevents tite resetting fivm taking 
place, and because profoundly blind people 
usually si^for severe dreadian disturbances and 
recurrent insomnia. 

Indian Artists Abroad 


The masterpieces of Indian artists like 
M.F. Hussain, Tyeb M^ta and others have 
become hot stibjesla of raving reviews abroad, 
and th«r special ejdiibitions in cities like New 
York and Vancouver are a big draw. Critics 
candidly admit that the contemporary Indian 
art is at the highest level in its quality, depth 
and diversity. In its February 10, 19^ issue 
TIME takes a close look at the contemporary 
painters of India 

The image is at once awe-inspiring and 
primeval: a human-like figure convulsed wiOt 
rage, its tongue thrusting from a wide-open 
mouth, its hands at work dkmembering another's 
body. The figure is the Goddess Kali, destroyer 
of evil, whose dance of death spells doom for 
countless demons. For painter Tyeb Mehta, the 
path to Ka/i has been an arduous one. For nearly 
half a century, the artist has been wrestling wiA 
demons of his own, creating disturbing images 
cf suppression and violence—a trussed buff, a 
helplew. foiling figure, fn his Kali paintings, 
however, with their cod blues, greens ^ ndiiles, 
the experience (ff violence has became almost 
transcendental, and Mehta seems to have 
advanced to a new plane. “Far me. Kali is an 
extremely benevolent goddess," says Mehta. 
"She's not destructive, she kills asuras 
(demons)." 

With his command of emotion and color, 
Mdtitt has become one cf the most ceMmtied 
among the contemporary buUan fiomters who 
are creating works of great kdUiHty and 
signfkance, plumbing the deptia if ih^ own 
culture even as they imtbadudly appropriate 
itfluenm from fiu wed- Their work has fiukd 
an arliatk surge Hut has jgenerated an 
extraordinary demand for modem art in India. 
And it has quickened interest abroad in 
contemporary creatiotts fivm a land ktmm untU 
now only for the prMne purity rfBsandent art. 
"India to^ brings to mMdie US. immeiiidely 
after the Second V/erld War," says New York 
critic Thomas McEvUley. "A w^k group if

...New YotVs Queen's Museum cfAii fdans 
its own show of contemporary Indian art hder 
this year, tiMk fbuston's Contemporary Arts

based eolketum <f Chester and Davida Herwitz, 
arguably the world’s moat signficant stockpik 
Of modem Indian art. 

The Herwitzes saw the value (f contemporary 
Indian art 30 years ago when they first 
encountered Maqbool Fida Husain's seminal 
painting Zameen (Land) at the Natkmal Gallery 
of Modem Art in New Delhi. 

Their handbag business brought them 
regularly to India, and their mstinct for art led 
them to accumulate rtatrly 3j000 works by SO 
artists, including a cache if paintings by Husain, 
India's best-known artist mlenutkmaUy. 

A work by Husain attriKted the high bid if 
$45,000—small dumge, perhaps, when compered 
with the price (fa Picasso, but a new benchmark 
in an art market where major painters until 
recently fetched no more than a coupk cf thousand 
dollars. Says Chester Herwitz: "There's no 
questum that contemporary Indian art is at the 
highest kod in its quality, depth and diversity." 

Husain, at 81 the doyen if the Indian art 
world, is the lading alumnus cf an earlier 
flowering cf modem art: the Progressive Artists' 
Group, who came together in 1947. Bombay's 
new National GaUery recently opened with an 
ambitious show of 200 cf the group's works. 
Husain's generation of pwnaring modem artists 
worked ^ decades without much recognition, 
their work efien dismissed as “derivative" cf the 
European masters. Bui gifted young Indian 
painters no bn^focesudibutbniiuding. A post¬ 
modern sensSrility encourages crosscultural 
exchange. Moreover, artists now can look back 
toot kiwi 50 years if a vUal modem art traditwn.

For a movK few people believed could be made 
id no Hollywood studio wanted to produce, 
The English Patient" tuts not done too shabbily. 
y virture of the 12 nominations it received last 
•eek when the 1996 Academy Award contenders 
vre announced, this once orphaned project is 
oui the odds-on favorite to win the best-picture 
•star If it does, Ms Miramax release would 
■) into the record books as the first winner 
lat was not distributed by one of the major 
udios. 

It's been that kind of a movie year. 
Independence Day" may have made tlw big 
ucks, but it was independent movies that won 
le hearts and minds of the voters. Indeed, 
lollywood um so unimpressed with Us own 
roductions that it could scare up only one 
‘udio film—the Tom Cruise comedy "Jerry 
iaguire"—to put up in the best-picture 
itegory. 

The ironies of "The English Patient's" success 
dll be savored by its stars, all three of whom —. 
alph Fiennes, Kristin Scott Thomas and Juliette 
inoehe—were nominated for Oscars. It was 
ecaiise none of these actors was considered 
ufficiently “bankable" that one studio pulled its 
umey out of (he project. 

To be fair; it's not hard to see why the money 
ten were worried: this was a dicey project from 
le start. Anyone who read Michael Ondaatje’s 
otdcer Prize-winning novel must have wondered 
ow this lyrical, dreamlike tale could possibly be 
■tmed into a movie. A meditation on love and 
lentity and war, it drifts from World War 11 
‘aly to the prewar desert North Africa, not so 
mch telling a story as circling around one. It 
ms a shimmering, impressionistic book that 


inspired passionate 
devotion or turned 
readers off on its first, 
ripely poetic page. 
Anthony Minghella, 
the English playwright 
turned filmmaker 
("TritlyMa^ Deeply"), 
read it in one gulp and 
knew he had to film 
it. "A lot of my friends 
said that I'd gone mad," 
he says. "Because it 
does d^ conventional 
adaptation." 

But Minghella has 
done it. More precisely, 
he's given us an 
interpreialion of the 
novel that succeeds stunningly on its own terms. 
He's seen that at Ihe heart of Ondaatje's novel 
was a love story screaming to get out—and he's 
liberaled that romance with wit, sophistication 
and passion. The English Patient is both an old- 
fashioned movie—extravagantly romantic, 
replete with spies, battles, sandstorms and 
ravishing ifistas of Egypt and Tuscany—and a 
new kind of elliptical epic that challenges the 
audience to piece its fragments together. A 
modernist melodrama, it's the sort of movie that 
can reach both the art-house crowd and the 
popcorn patrons.

HEAD GESTURES 

Body language would not be complete 

itliout a discu.ssion of the basic head 
iiowmonts, the two most widely used being 
■he head nod and the head shake. 'The head 
lod i.s a positive gesture used in most 
ultures to signify, 'Yes', or affirmation. 
Research conducted with people who have 
leen deaf, dumb and blind from birth shows 
lhat they also use this gesture to signify the 
iflirmalivo, which has given rise to the 
theory that this may be an inborn gesture. 
Ihe licad shake, usually meaning 'No', is 
also claimed by some to be an inborn action; 
however, others have theorised that it is the 
first gesture a human being learns. They 
believe lhal when the newborn baby has had 
enough milk, he shakes his head from side 
to side to n*)ecl hus mother's breast. Similarly, 
the young child who has had enough to eat 
ii.si's the head shake to re|ecl his parent's 
ailempl to spoonft'i’d him, 

tine of the easiest way to uncover a 
disgutsed objection when dealing with others 
is to walch if the person uses the head shake 
gesture while verbalising his agreement with 
you. lake, ior example, the person who 
veii'alises, 'Yes, 1 can see your point of view', 
or. '1 really enjoy working here', or, 'We'll 
definitely do business after Christmas', 
whilst shaking his head from side to side, 
liven though this may sound oinvincing, the 
head shake gesture .signals that a negative 
attitude exists and you would be well 
advised to reject what the person has said 
and to question him further. 


Basic Head Positions 

There are three head positions. The first 
is with the head up and is the position taken 
by the person who has a neutral attitude 
about what he is hearing. The head usually 
remains still and may occasionally give small 
nods. Hand-to-cheeic evaluation gestures are 
often used with this position. 

When the head tilts to one side it shows 
that interest has developed. Charles Darwin 
was one of the first to note that humans, as 
well as animals, tilt their heads to one side 
when they become interested in something. 



Neutral head position 


If you are giving a .sales presentation or 
delivering a speech, always make a point of 
looking for this gesture among your 
audience. When you see them till their heads 
and lean forward using hand to-chin 
evaluation gesture, you are getting the point 
across. Women use this head position to show 
interest in an attractive male. When others 
are speaking to you, all you need to do is to 
use Ae head-tilted position and head nods 
to make the listener feel warm towards you. 

When the head is down, it signals that 
the attitude is n^ative and even judgmental. 
Critical evaluation clu.sters are normally 
made with the head down and, unles.s you 
can get the person's head up or tilted, you

public speaker, you will often be confronted 
by an audience whose members are all 
seated with head down and arms folded on 
the chest.

The President, the Vice-President 
and the Prime Minister 


Constitutional Head 
of the State 


Taken as a whole, the presidential powers 
re formidable indeed. There is hardly any 
ither constitution which gives such a long 
,nd detailed list of powers to its Chief 
executive. The question is how far all or any 
)f these powers will be really exercised by 
(im. For an answer to tills question we have 
o turn to the nature and the working of the 
jovernment of India. 

Our Constitution is modelled on the 
Iritish parliamentary system and not the 
American presidential system. Under the 
Iritish system, the monarch is only a 
■eremonial Head of the State. Tremendous 
lowers are technically ascribed to him but he 
l<<e.s not possess them in reality. They belong 
o a convenient myth called the Crown. 
\lmost all the powers which theoretically 
lelong to the Crown are in reality exercised 
>y the Cabinet. The position under the 
ndian Constitution loo is the same; the 
'i' i.lent of indi,! is only a con.stilutional 
lead of the Slate-, his position and powers 
leing more or less the same as those of the 
British monarch. 

'Hie question v/as discussed at length m 
he Constituent A‘..sembly and every time 
he point that was stressed most was the 
-onstilutional character of the Hoad of the State. 

Let us examine the constitutional 
provisions that deal with the relationship of 
the President with the Council of Ministers 
in order to see how far these claims are 
lustified. Articles 74, 75 and 78 oi the 
Constitution are important in this 
connection. They provide: (1) 'lliere shall be 
a Council of Ministers with the Prime 
Minister at the head to advise the President 
in the exercise of his functions. (2) No court 
of law has power to enquire as to whether 
any advice was given by the Ministers and 
if so, what it was. (3) The Prime Minister 
shall be appointed by the President and on 
the advice of the Prime Minister, the 
President will appoint other Ministers. 
(4) The Ministers shall hold office during 
the pleasure of the President. (5) The Council 
of Ministers shall be collectively responsible 
to the House of the People (l«k Sabha). (6) 
It shall be the duty of the Prime Minister : 
(a) to communicate to the President all 
decisions of the Council of Ministeis; (b) to 
furnish such information relating to the 
administration of the Union and propo.sals 
for legislation as the President calls for; and 




(c) to submit for the consideration of the 
Council, if the President so desires, any 
matter on which a decision has been taken 
by a Minister but which has not been 
considered by the Council. 

These provisions, taken as a whole, iairly 
establish the claim of Dr. B. R Ambedkar 
and his o^lleagues that the authors of the 
Constitution wanted to adopt the British 
pattern. At the same time, it is also clear 
that they did not want to use expressions 
which would take away the flexibility of the 
British system. The difficulty of the Drafting 
Committee was to state precisely in a written 
Constitution certain well-established 
coastitutional conventions that regulate tlie 
relationship between the King and the 
Cabinet in Britain. This is why, while certain 
provision.s convey their meaning in 
unmistakable terms, there are others that are 
not equally cleat. 

Thus, it is quite clear that, for the exercise 
of his functions, there must be a Council of 
Ministers with the Prime Minister at the 
head to aid and advise the President. But 
does this mean that the President is always 
bound by the advice of the Council ? 
Ambedkar answered it in the positive. "The 
President of the Indian Union win be gaierally 
bound by the advice of his Ministers. He 
can do nothing contrary to their advice, nor 
can he do anything without their advice." 

In a parliamentary system of 
government, the Executive is responsible to 
the I^egislature. As such, the Council of 
Ministers holds office not as a grace of the 
President (or literally during his pleasure) 
but because of the confidence of Parliament 
which they enjoy. They go out of office not 
because the President has lost confidence in 
them, but because they have lost the 
confidence of Parliament to which they are 
jointly and directly responsible. There can 
be no conflict between the will of Parliament, 
the representative of the electorate, and that 
of the President. If at all there arises such a 
conflict, the will of Parliament ought to 
prevail. That is why the Constitution vests 
in Parliament the power to impeach the 


President. Therefore, so long as the Council 
of Ministers ha.s the confident of Parliament, 
the President is literally bound by their 
advice and in reality, it is the President who 
is cast in the role of an adviser. 

The working of the Constitution so far, 
on the whole, also cleartv indicate.s that the 
President is, in reality, only the ainstitubonnl 
Head of the State. On the eve of the' 1951-52 
general elections in India, President Raj-.-ndra 
Prasad sent a message to Parliament 
explaining his views on the Hindu Code Bill 
which was then under its consideration in 
that message he said that personally he w as 
opposed to the pas.siiig ul the Bill but it it 
was adopted by Parliament he would 
reluctantly give his as.senl to it 

THE VICE-PRESIDENT 

The Constitution provides (nr a Vm-- 
President who.SG role in thi- Covernmenl is 
comparatively irisignifu-ant. One can easily 
see a striking similarity betwt-en the role of 
the Vice-President of India and that ot his 
counterpart in the United Stales. The 
American Vice-President is sometimes called 
"His Sujjcrfluous Highness" to charactori.se 
his comparative insignificance in the 
administration. But there is a puivision lo 
the American Constitution whidi maki-s the 
Vice-President potentially important 
According to this, if the Presslent dU-s in oto, e 
or is removed from office, the Vice-Pie.su!’ iit 
takes over the President's office and 
continues in that capacity for the full lengtli 
of the unexpired term. But under tlu- Indian 
Constitution, if the President dies or resign.s 
or is otherwise incapacitated and, as a result, 
the presidential office becomes vacant, the 
Vice-President will act as President only for 
a maximum period of six months. 

■fbe main function of the Vice-President 
is to preside over the Rajya Sabha. I le is its 
rx-ejpcio Chairman. 

The Vice-President is elected by the 
members of both Houses of Parliament at a 
joint meeting. The election is conducted in 
accordance with the system of proportional 
representation by moans of the singU- 
transferable vote. Hie voting is by secret Ivillol 

The Vice-President will take over the 
office of the President, normally, under four 
situations; death of the President, resignalion 
of the Pre.sident, removal of the Presidi-nf 
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from his office' through impeadtment or 
othenvise, and, hnally, when the President 
is unable to discharge his functions owing 
to absence, illness or any other cause. 

During flw period when the Vice-Presidenl 
is acting for the President, he will have all 
the powers of the President, entitled for such 
salary arid allowances and privileges as may 
be dMeimined by Parliament by law for the 
purpose. At present, according to the Second 
Schedule to the Constitution, tiw Vice-President 
is entitled to the same emoluments, 
allowances and privileges as the President 
while he discharges the functions of, or is 
acting as the President. 

Any Indian citizen who has completed the 
age of thirty-five years and who is qualified 
for election as a member of Rajya Sabha is 
eligible for election an Vice-President. But 
no person who holds an office of profit 
under the Government of India or any State 
or local or other authority in India is eligible 
for the purpose. 

I he Vice-President cannot be a member 
ot either House of Parliament or a member 
of any Stale Legislature. He can be removed 
from office by a resolution of the Council of 
States passed by a majority of all the then 
members of the Council and agreed to by 
the Hou.se of the People. 

THE PRIME MINISTER 

'^^e Prime Minister is the Head of the 
Council of Ministers. The special position of 
supenoritjrrgiven to the Prime Minister is 
es.sential in the interest of the principle of 
collective responsibility to the Lok Sabha its 
laid down under Article 75(3). The essence 
of collective re.sponsibility is that all 
members of the Council of Ministers will 
.speak in public with a united voice. This 
does not necessarily mean that all of them 
see eye to eye with one another on every 
problem the Ministry faces. The different 
points of view are expressed freely in the 
meetings of the Council so as to arrive at 
the best decision in the circumstances. Once 
such a decision is taken, every Minister is 
expected to stand by the decision without 
any reservation. Thus, responsibility for 
governmental action becomes collective on 
the part ot the Ministry which will "sink or 
sail as a whole" as a united body. 

Nevertheless, if a Minister violates the 
principle by openly criticising the decision 
of the Ministry, he cannot be prosecuted in 
a ctiurt of law for a breach of the principle 
ot ailleclive responsibility. Obviously, there 
i.s no legal sanction for collective 
responsibility. What is expected of a Minister 
as a normal practice is that he should tender 
his resignation if he finds himself so sharply 
in conflict with his colleagues that it is no 
longer honestly possible for him to defend 
the Government's policies. But if he fails to 
do so, the Prime Minister can enforce 
collective responsibility through either of 
two ways. He may advise the President to 
dismiss the Minister, for the President has 
appointed the Ministers on the advice of the 
Prime Minister. If the Prime Minister is not 
inclined to adopt this course, he may tender 
the resignation of the entire Ministry and 
form a. new Ministry excluding' the 
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undesirable Minister. Thus, the reali^tion 
of the principle of collective responsibility is 
made pos.sible by placing the Ministers 
under die Prime MJidster in the matter of 
appointment as well as dismissal. 

A striking feature of the Cabinet system of 
government is that Ministers who hold the 
top positions in the Executive are, at the 
same time, members of Parliament. But the 
rigid adherence to this rule might deprive 
the Executive of the services of men of ability 
who may not, for the time being, be members 
of the legislature. To avoid this difhculty, the 
Constitution provides a maximum {leriod of 
six months for a Minister to become a 
member of the legislature if he is already 
not such a member. 

We have already seen the position of 
importance which the Constitution confers 
upon the Prime Minister. Though the 
President appoints him formally, it is only a 
constitutional formality, as the person 
appointed has the political and 
parliamentary support to claim such an 
appointment. Similarly, though the President 
ai.so appoints the other Mini.sters, they are 
so appointed only on the advice of the Prime 
Minister and, in reality, they are the 
nominees of the Prime Minister. Tht 
Ministry's decisions and actions are 
transmitted to the President only through 
Ihe Prime Mini.ster. Again, the Ministry i.s 
jointly responsible to the Ixik Sabha whose 
leader is the Prime Minister. Thus the Prime 
Minister is a connecting link between tlie 
Ministry and tlie President on the one hand, 
and also between the Ministry and 
Parliament on the other. This special position 
that he enjoys, both in the Government and 
in Parliament, makes the olfice of the Prime 
Minister the most important under the 
Constitution of India. 

As the leader of the party tliat commands 
the majority in Parliament and thus, in fart, 
as the leader of Parliament itself, and, in 
addition, as Ihe Head of the Council ot 
Ministers, the Prime Minister really leads 
the Council of Ministers, tiie Parliament and 
the nation. This makes the Prime Minister 
the most powerful functionary. During 
any period of emergency, the powers ot 
the Prime Minister will increase as the 
administration ot the area affected by the 
emergency comes directly under the 
Union Government. 

The Council of Ministers 
and the Cabinet 

There is some confusion as a result of the 
indiscriminate use of the terms "Cabinet" 
and "Council uf Miiu9iei.s" in connection 
with the activities of the Government. Often 
they are used as interchangeable terms. But, 
in fact, they are not. The Council of Ministers 
or the Ministry, as it is usually called, 
consists of the different categories of 
Ministers of the Government of India. At 
present, there are three such categories, 
namely, Cabinet Ministers, Ministers of State 
and Deputy Ministers. Of these, the Cabinet 
Ministers by themselves form a separate body 
called the Cabinet which, in fact, is the nucleus 
of the Council of Ministers. 'There is not a 


word mentioned about the Cabinet in the 
Constitution which, as we have already seen 
speaks only of the Council of Ministers. Yet. 
today, the functions of the Cabinet, for ni 
practical purposes, are identified with thoal 
assigned to the Council under tlie Constitution 

I The Cabinet and the 
Parliament 


The most distinguishing feature of a 
parliamentary system i.s the unqualified 
re-sponsibility of the Cabinet to Parliament 
for all Its actions. Besides collective 
responsibility, there is also the individual 
responsibility of Ministers to Parliament foi 
their actions. Under the Constitution 
ministerial responsibility is confined to the 
Lok Sabha. This is in recognition of the populai 
chfiracter of the directly elex'ted body. 

There are two special features of the 
parliamentary system in India. A persor 
who is not a member of either House o 
Parliament can be a Minister. Secondly, < 
Ministc'r whether he is a Member o 
Parliament or not has the right to attend bolt 
Houses and participate in the discussions 
T'hc only restriction placed upon him is tha 
he cannot vote. Similarly, a Minister who i; 
a member of either Hou.se has the right ti 
appear in the other House and participati 
in il.s proceedings, except for voting 
Although Mrs, Indira Gandhi continued ti 
be a member of the Rajya Sabha even afte 
her appointment as Prime Minister in 1960 
the establi.slied practice of the Prime Ministe 
belonging to the Ixik Sabha has become < 
convention of great merit. 

There are several methods by whicl 
Parliament ensuies ministerial responsibility 
Questions in Parliament, budget discussion-- 
adjournment motions, di.scus.sions on report 
by dep.irlmenls, etc, are some of Ihe regula 
devices by which accountability is ensured 
But the most important device at the disjxisa 
of Parliament is a 'no-confidence' motion will 
which Parliament's confidence in th- 
Ministry can be tested. A successful 'no 
confidence' motion will result in the defea 
and overthroiv ot the Ministry. 

THE ATrORNEY-GENERAI 

In order to advi.se the Union Governmen 
in legal matters as well as to perform surl 
other duties of a legal character as may b 
a.ssigned by the President, the Constitutiu; 
has provided for the office of the Attorney 
General of India. The Attorney-General mus 
have the qualifications of a Judge of th 
Supreme Court of India. He is appointed b 
the President and shall hold office durin; 
the pleasure of the President. 

The Attorney-General is a member of th 
Cabinet m Britain. But in India, there is 
Minister of Law in Ihe Cabinet to deal wit 
legal affairs at Government level 'The Attome) 
General, however, has the privilege c 
addressing both Houses of Parliament, jast a 
a Minister has, irrespective of his membershi 
of the House. He also enjoys the sam 
privileges and immunities as the member 
of Parliament. The Constitution expressl 
guarantees his right of audience in all court 
in India in the p^otmance of his duties, i

Similarly, if it is not in tune with the 
fashion, ciislom and the environment, you 
will appear quite conspicuous and it will in 
turn make you rather self-conscious. Your 
shoes must be well polished and you must 
.see that they arc not tom or the heels are 
noi worn out. If you are not going to wear 
a coat. It is better that you have dark trousers 
and white shirt. On such CKcasioiis, it is also 
better to put on a tie. hi any ca.se, you must 
find out from your friends as to what colours 
match you and choose those colours. 

Ill these days ol wash-and-wear clothings, 
cleaning and pressing should not pose any 
problem to you. You mu.st definitely have 
in your wardrobe some suits and other 
suitable matching clolfies to wear on formal 
occasions like interview, eic. The saying 
that"While m Rome, do as Romans do," 
proclaims the truth that you should dress 
yourself in harmony with your 
surroundings.

In the beginning China had 
outwardly dose ties with Rus.sia. But even 
then they were rivals. Besides, Russia was 
hardly in a position to give any aid worth 
talking about in those days. Anyhow, let as 
now come back to India. That is our main 
topic of interest. 1 would recommend India 
should follow the Gandhian path. If Gandhi 
were to be with us today, I swear he would 
have gone on a fast unto death to stop India 
from begging for loans and aid.

Comments; No. 3 is rigid and one-track 
minded. He is biased and emotional. He does not 
reveal the ability to study problems and sHuations 
with an open mind. He lacks objectivity and an 
analyticalfppproach. He is hasty, makes up his 
mind in advance and blindly jumps lo 
conclusions. Since he is highly emotumal and 
subjective, he cannot adapt hmse^ to changes, 
accept criticism in the right spirit and get along 
harmoniously with othm. He is not suited for 
cooperative endeavour and teamwork. Rejected. 


No. 2; Friends, we have to make our 
'country economically, militarily and 
politically strong. Economic dependence 
automatically leads to exploitation and 
external domination. The Nehruvian 
economic model was, therefore, conscioaslv 
chosen to make India an industrialised and 
economically powerful nation. Since, we 
simultaneously adopted Democratic 
Socialism as our political philosophy and 
goal, the economic progrG.s,s had beeii 
painfully slow. Now we cannot achieve 
industrial growth fashioned on the 
Nehruvian model without foreign aid 
Initially India banked on Soviet aid. But this 
was not foemd adequate In the sixties and 
earlj' seventie-s, food was oui major worry 
and we had to seek U.S aid. I.aier on (he oil 
crisis came and we were forced to take more 
loans to import oil. Luckily our Green 
Revolution became a phenomenal succes.'. 
We have also taken giant strides in the 
industrial sector and oil exploration. Ail 
these would not have been po.s.sible without 
going in for foreign aid and loan.s. But we 
could have put the aid and loan fund.s to 
better use. We should not continue to Icsa.i 
on foreign loans for ever. We have jmi 
Started giving aid ourselves lo least 
developed countries. We must make serious 
effort.s to free ourselves from foreign aid in 
the near future, since industrially advanced 
countries have started using aid loans to 
employ pressure to bring about foreign and 
local policy clianges. This interferes with our 
sovereignty. 
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CpmmtMiBt This canUJaie has understood 
the tubjea mi brought out some valid points. 
Though he did not cover the entire field and his 
presentation seemed somewhat mixed up, he has 
been aide to argue Us case with fair success.

However, it is soon apparent that 
there is some hesitation on hts part. He lakes out 
his handkerchief and wipes his forehead.) 

No. 6; (Attempting to help No. 1 and give 
him encouragement) Of course. No. 1, you can 
tell us whatever you feel. Do not worry 
about any critiasm. You know this is just a 
friendly exchange of ideas. You can say what 
you feel like. 

No. 1: Yes, yes. I mean, I agree. No, no. I 
agree with No. 2 and not with others. Sorry, 
I agree with you also No. 6. That is all. Now 
you can ask No. 8 to speak. 

Commmts: No. 1 has neither ideas nor the 
ability to express himself fluently and clearly. 
He IS totally confused and priors to be left alone. 
He is incapable of functioning as a leader. 
Rejected. 

No. 8: Friends, as you all know, the 
superpowers had been ^ving free aid, both 
military and economic only to their allies. 
Thus, the U.S.A. gave massive aid to 
Germany, japan. South Korea, NATO 
countries, Middle-East Treaty Organisation 
countries and SEATO nations. Similarly, 
USSR extended aid to Warsaw Pact 
countries. The military aid had been liberal 
and economic aid had been selective.

Since he came forward 
readily to shoulder responsibility in his turn and 
has acquitted himself creditably, he loill respond 
to training and show rapid advancement. He has 
not revealed any negative trails. Selected. 

No. 7: Friends, I fully endorse the views 
expressed by No. 8. I am afraid, 1 cannot 
add much to what he has already said. He 
spoke of some changes in the U.S. attitude, 
but in reality, it means nothing. Believe me, 
I am ready to take a bet and I assure you 
that the Americans will never give you aid 
without strings. However, if someone is 
clever enough lo get aid without strings, or 
if there are countries which are foolfsh 
enough to give aid like charity, 1 don't see 
any harm in accepting the same and make 
hay while the sun shines. We can accept both 
military and economic aid and for that 
matter any aid they are willing to give.

No. 6: Friends, as you all know, Japan in 
Asia and Germany in Europe, are rated 


today B$ tile wort4's strongest economic 
powers. Ironicatty, these two countries lost 
World War II (1939-45). Tlt^ suffered the 
maximum losses in tenns of manpower and 
material. Japan was subjected to atomic 1 
bombing and Gennany to carpet bombing. 
Germany was partitioned as West Germany ' 
and East Germany and even Berlin became 
a divided city. But within a period of four 
decades, both of them have united and 
become the topmost economic giants. Ij^ght 
now, besides these two. South Korea, 
Taiwan, Singapore, and quite a few West 
European countries have also become 
economically advanced countries. Now they 
all could achieve this economic miracle only 
through large American aid. But they also 
have to pay the price and become camp 
followers of America. Rapid industrial 
growth, economic pre^pess and technological 
breakthrough is not fea.sible without foreign 
aid. Hence, in my view we should go in for 
selective foreign economic aid. But I fully 
endorse the view that we should not depend 
on foreign aid and loans for ever. Like Japan 
and Germany, we should free ourselves from 
such dependence at the earliest.

Advertising is the acUon of calling 
something to the attention of die public, 
spedally by paid announcements. This is an 
unpoitant definition, because many pec^>le 
think of advertising mostly in terms of 
selling monu&cturm' consumer goods, 
soaps, tooftpastes, food and so on. This is 
the most obtrude ai^ con^Hcuous kind of 
advertising and certainly it is important, but 
it is by no means dw only kind. 

There have always been many 
miscincaptions about woddng in advertising. 
Advertising always has a questionable 
imag»~-high pay for little expertise, big 
eqpense accounts, lavish lunches and a high 
degree of supe»hciality. Today any career in 
adv«tiaing--Avhedter widi agmey, advertiser, 
media owner, a market cesMrdi company, 
or media—is tough, challenging and 
competitive. It denuuuls trained, informed 
I specialists who can work within staictly 
' defined discq>Iin». focreasin^, oiganisatians 
are kxiking for people prepared to earn a 
qualificatioa 

The needs of different types of advertisers 
vary enormously with die result it is difficult 
to generalise atout company oi^anisation. 
Brmid managers, marketog managers, and 
marketing services or communication 
managers tend to be selected by 
manufacturing companies and are oft«t 
recruited to a general management or 
marketing trainmg scheme, ^ch brand 
manager is responsible for the total 
marketing policy for a given brand or group 
of products and for its implementation. 
Brand managers have some knowledge of 
every stage ot the marketing process, from 
■y research and production to distribution and 
promotion and their success depends on a 
sound marketing training and good 
commuidcations, with the specialists inside 
and outside the company, who must be 
briefed and whose recommendations have 
to be evaluated. * 

Working in an Advertising 

Agency 

For anyone with the persistence and 
determlttstion to find an opening, workii^ 
in an agency has a gpod ileal to coitunend 
It. An agency appliM its skills across a 
range of product fields and advertising 
problems, and therefore, offers much more 
variety tiian an individual advertiser. It tends 
to attract lively people with original 
minda and rewards them with early 
responsibility In an informal and stimulating 
atamifoere. Inevitafoly there ate dlsadvaniagesi 
too. Agency life is not secure. Advertisii^ is 
^nibfect to tiie vagaries of the economy 
^agBuies rarely have long-term contracts 
with their clients. If a budget is cut 
drastically, or a large advertiser moves an 
account, a numba of Jobs may suffer.

Briefly, the ageiKy's job is to interpret the 
message tiut tlw advertiser or the client (in 
agency's hmguage) wants to get across and 
to suggest how ai^ where to say it, within 
the client's budget. Having agreed to the 
form of the campaign, the agency then 
prepares the advertisements, gets them 
approved by tiie dient, and ensures tiut Qiey 
a{q>ear in tiw right place at the rl^t time 
according to the plan. This work breaks 
down into a number of stages. 

The creative department, made up of 
artists and copywriters, translates the broad 
outlines into ideas for advertisements, 
producing visual concepts, slogans, copy and 
story-lines for all the media and for support 
materials. Creative departments, headed by 
an experienced creative director, usually 
consist of pans of creative people (one art 
director arid one writer) to woA on a series 
of accounts. Althou(h> fe usually a 
pairing of separate ddlls, often, either tiie 
'visual' or tiie 'written' content might come 
from tiie other partner; so dosely do tiiey 
perform their teamwork. Frequently, the 
creative team produces questions vtiiich go 
beyond the pure process of creativity, since 
tii^, like other senior people in the agency, 
ate part of the marketing team. The creative 
team then produces prrluninary creative 
ideas and roughs, gradually, working up to 
more finished material to show to tiw client. 

Production departments arrange for 
commercials to be made and for the 
production of the artwork from which Press 
advertisements are printed. This involves the 
work of a large range of specialists such as 
photographers, illustrators, typographers, 
typesetters and film and radio production 
teams. 

Traffic (sometimes railed 'control') 
involves, making sure that proofs of printed 
matter flow smoothly in ard out, artwork is 
ddiveted to the media on time, the neoesaary 
dearann is obtained from the authoritfes for 
TV commercials, and that tiie thousand aid 
one otiwr items moving tiirou^ the agency 
arrive at tiieh destination on time. Traffic has 


been called tiie heartbeat of an agency, and 
demands meticulous atioition to detail 

Media 

The ^Moe tat which advertisements appear 
is select^ by media planners, who allocste 
the advertising appropriation to readi the 
appropriate audlenre in the most economical 
way. They need to consider creative 
requirements as wdl as marketing objectives. 
Oiice tiie media planner has prepared an 
approved schedule, the media buyer 
negotiates witii the suppliers for Press space. 
Buyers not only need special knowledge of 
media costs but also teduiical knowMge. 
Graduates of any discipline nuy be recruited 
as trainee buyers or plaimers. Numeracy is 
essential for media buyers. Keyboard/ 
computer skills are useful too, since mudi 
of tiie research informataon on which media 
decisions are based is available on computer. 
There has recently been a growth m media 
uidependents who provide media expertise 
to cUoits not widiing to use a fuU-service 
advertising agency. 

Research 

Media ovmers have always recognised 
that they have a prune responsibility tu 
invest m research showing tiie size and 
composition of their audiences. The bulk of 
television, press and cinema and all radio 
and poster research costs are borne by media 
owners. Agendes and media speaalists are, 
however, now extremely well-equipped and 
hold copies of all major media research 
surveys. Media buyers utilise these surveys 
to determine the optimum press schedule 
and the suitability of a region for a new 
prodiKL 

Other Services 

A number of organisations provide 
services for advertisers or their agencies 
ranging from creative independents 
(providing cqiywnting and art expertise), 
designers, finished art studios, film 
production compaiues, packaging specialists 
and sales promotion ^eaalists. Many of 
these are not exclusively concerned with 
advertising, but can provide a starting point. 
For example, an apprentice with a prtoting 
company could later move to a spedalist 
print or packaging department, and 
knowledge gained witii a typesetter could 
be valuable experience for the production 
department of an agency. Anyone fortunate 
enough to be trained by a design studio 
might be able to move into an art 
department Whatever the starting pomt, an 
approved course of study leading to a 
recognised qualification is clearly an 
advantage. U

1973): TW Serbia-bom 
tennis star ended a ^mondi-long traumatic 
break from tennis and returned to the 
^fessional game at Toronto where she won 
the Canadian Open championship in August 
19^. Played the U.S. Open tournament and 
later won the 1996 Australian Open. It was 
on a tennis court in Kambuig on April 30, 
1993 that a German, who wanted compatriot 
Steffi Graff to be world's No. 1, stabbed the 
rising star of tennis. 

Amartya Kumar (b. 1933) ; Indian 
economist. Member of World Bank Advisory 
Board. Has researched into the b^avioural 
foundations of economic theory, and 
development economics. First Indian to be 
the President of American Economics 
Association (AEA), 1994. Only person to 
have been the President of AEA, 
International Economic Association and 
Indian Economic Association. 

Sen, Mihir (b. 1930) : India's long¬ 
distance swimmer. A lawyer by profession, 
he is the first ever Indian to have swum die 
English Channel (1966). Also swam across 
Gibraltar Strait and Palk Strait. 

Sen, Sushmita (b. 1976) : Former Miss 
|1ndia and a model from New Delhi. First 
jfndian to win Miss Universe title in 1994, 
since the beauty pageant began 43 years ago 
in Manila. However, she is the second Indian 
to win a world beauty contest as Reita Faria 
was chosen Miss World in 1966. 

Sengupta, Preety: First Indian woman to 
hoist the Indian tricolour and place a shrine 
of Lord Ganesha on the North Pole in 
August 1992. Earlier, in 1989, she had visited 
Antarctica as part of an 80-member 
eiqMdition from Argentiiui in a naval ship. 

Seshan, T.N. (b. 1932) : India's former 
Chief Election Commissioner. Was Cabinet 
.^Secretary liefore becoming CEC. He was the 
tirst CEC to assert the full powers of the 
Election Commission to conduct free and fair 
election and to proclaim that clean elections 
alone contribute to clean politics. For the 

i vrst time the General Elections in India in 
'996 were conducted strictly following 
the code of conduct laid down by the EC. 
Mr. Seshan went a step further by 
introducing identity cards to eliminate 
electoral malpractices. He won Magsaysay 
Award for 1996 for his public services. He 
was the first recipient of the 'Honest Man 
of the Year' Award 1995 instituted by 
Sulabh International, a social .service 
organisation. 

Seth, Vikram ib 1953): Indian writer of 
this century's longest English novel, A 
Suitable Boy. Has won 1994 Commonwealth 
Writers’ Prize and also Britain's 1994 W.H. 
Smith Prize. His Ariem and the Dolphin is the 
first opera written by an Indian to have a 
world premiere in UX. The Golden Cate, a 
novel in verse, won him Sahitya Akademi 
Award. 

Sethi, Geet (b. 1962) : India's unseeded 
player was the youngest ever to win World 
Billiards Championship in 1985. Also won 
the Gold Flake Championship in 1992 and 
1993. Winner of K.K. Birla Foundation 
''hward for ^rts, 1992. 

' Sethi, Pramod Karan : A much 
decorated Indian pioneer, his "Jaipur Foot" 


is most suited to the Ufe-styie of 
handicapped rural Indians. Winner of 
Guinness Award, Ramon Magsaysay Award 
in 1981, Padma Shri in 1981, and Dr. B.C. 
Roy National Award in 1979. 

Shakuntaia Devi (b. 1939) : Indian 
mathematical celebrity, known as "human 
computer". Has beaten computers many 
times. 

Shankar, Ravi (b. 1920) : India's sitar 
maestro. Younger brother of late Uday 
Shankar, the exponent of Indian dance. 
Recipient of Padma Vibhushan in 1981 and 
Ramon Magsaysay Award for journalism, 
literature and communication art in 1992. 

Shanti Devi; A social worker. Has been 
working for the upliftment and welfare of 
tribal women and children. Recipient of 1994 
Jamnalal Bajaj Award. 

Sharif, Nawaz: Forty-six-year-old Nawaz 
Sharif, the leader of the Pakistan Muslim 
League (N) became the new Prime Mmister 
after a landslide victory in the general 
elections held on Februaiy 3,1997. His main 
opponents, the ousted Benazir Bhutto 
won less than twenty seats while the 
cricketer-turned politician Imran Khan and 
his party were totally washed out. He was 
sworn in Pakistan's ISffi Prime Minister on 
February 17,1997. 

Shanna, Rakesh (b. 1954) : Patiala-born 
Indian test pilot. World's 138th and India's 
first cosmonaut to go into space on April 3, 
1984. Together with two Soviet cosmoiuiuts, 
he soared into space aboard Soyuz T-11 from 
Baikonour cosmodrome for a historic 
rendezvous wifli Salyut-7. 

Shanna, Shankar Dayal (b. 1919): Ninth 
President of India (1992). Was Chief Minister, 
Cabinet Minister, Congress President, 
Governor and Vice-Prwident. 

Shifaiahi, Kojlro (b. 1968) : A Japanese. 
Youngest to sail around the world non-stop 
and alone in 1994. He travelled via Cape 
Horn in Chile, Cape of Good Hope in South

environmental activist. Recipient of Right 
Livelihood Award for 1993, whidi she shares 
with four other women groups.

Overthrown in a U.S. backed military 
coup. Returned as Head of State during the 
Khmer Rouge regime in 1975-79. In 1979, 
fled the country, ousted by Vietnamese 
troops. After 13 years of exile, returned to 
Phnom Penh in 1991. Elected President of 
Cambodia. 

Singh, Hatbhajan (b. 1920): Punjabi poet. 
Recipient of 1994 Saraswati Samman for his 
contemplative long pomn, Rukh te Rishi. 

Singh, K.S. (b. 1935) ; Indian 
anthropologist. Was Director of 
Anthropological Survey of India (1976). As 
Vice-Chancellor of Ranchi University (1980), 
he set up the flrst department of trfoal and 
regional languages in India. His magnum 
opus. The People of India, is the largest 
ethnogrqihic study in the world.

Known as "The Iron Lady" 
for her strong policies, particularly for her 
Wnilitary victory against Argentina in foe 
Falkland Islands.

States in 1993, he became President of Czech 
Republic. Winner of 1993Indira Gandhi Prize 
tor Peace, Disarmament and Development. 

Vajpayee, Atal Behari The 
septuagenarian BJP leader and foe tenth 
Prime Minister of India bowed out of office 
after 13 days on May 28, 1996. The man, 
whom Jawaharlal Nehru had introduced to 
Churchill as the future Prime Minister 40 
years ago, was sworn in as India's Prime 
Minister on May 16. He led foe BJP-Shiv 
Sena coalition with a strength of just 194, 
after the Lok Sabha elections gave a fractured 
verdict with no party gaining a simple 
majority on its own. 

Venlutachaliah, Manepalll Narayanarao; 
Former Chief Justice of India. Retired on 
October 24, 1994. An expert on 
Constitutional and Civil Laws. During his 
tenure of 20 months, he is credited with 
having redefined the constitutional powers 
and responsibilities of the Judiciary, of 
having streamlined its functioning and 
restor^ its credibility and apex status. He 
was appointed Chairman of foe National 
Human Rights Commission to succeed 
Mr. Justice Ranganath Mishra who retired 
on November 26, 1996. 

Venkatamman, R. (b. 1910): President of 
India (1987-1992). Was Vice-President from 
1984 to 1987. 

Venugopal K.K.: The senior Supreme 
Court advocate and leading constitutional 
lawyer has taken over as President of 
the Union Internationale Des Advocates, 
headquartered in Paris. He is the second 
Asian to be elected to the prestigious 
international post, the first one being 
Mr. Sridhara Nehru in 1951-52. 

VenugopaL P. : Indian doctor. Head of 
Cardio-Thoracic Vascular Surgery 
Department of AU-lndia Institute of Medical 
Sciences (AUMS), New Delhi. Conducted 
India's first heart transplant ojaeration on 
August 3, 1994. Doctors in Bombay had 
attempted the country's first heart transplant 
ojaeration in 1968, but it was not successful. 

Wadekar, AJit : Former Indian cricket 
captain. Cricket Manager for Indian team 
tiU 19% Wills World Cup. 

Wajed, Sheikh Haeina: The Prime 
Minister of Bangladesh visited India in 
December 19%. ^ring her visit, India and 
Bangladesh have signed a 30-year agreement 
on sharing of the Ganga waters. 

Waldheim, Kurt (b. 1918): President of 
Austria (1986). Was Secretary-General of 
United NaHons (1972-1981). 


WdesOt (b. 1943): First popuiaijy 
elected Polish Pre.sideni (1990), Was a 
shipyard electrician, led the shipyard strike 
that created Solidarity, the East Bloc's first 
independent trade union. Played a major 
role in oviathrowing Poland's communlrt 
regime. Won 1983 Nobel Peace Prize. 

Wangchuk, Jigme Slngye; The King of 
Bhutan visited India in 1996. India and 
Bhutan signed a key agreement to produce * 
hydro-electridty. The two countries decided 
to jointly produce 1220 MW of electne-power 
as part of the Tala Hydro-electric Project. The 
Rs. 2000-crore Tala project will take eight 
years to cwnplete and foe Indian Government 
will provide 60 per cent of foe cost as grant 
and 40 per cent as loan to Bhutan. 

WeUnnan, Ezen The Israeli President was 
on a week's visit to India from Decrmber 
29,19%. An Air Force General, industrialist 
and politician, he was elected Israel's seventh 
President in 1993. He is the first Israeli 
President to visit India. As a fighter pilot, 
he worked for a while in Bangalore, in pre-

Yadav, Santosh (b. 1969; : Deputy 
Superintendent in Indo-Tibetan Border Police, 
only woman in foe world to rliinb Mount 
Everest (8.848 metres high) twice. She had 
reached foe peak first on May 10,1992. In 199?, 
foe same day, she reached tlie jxiak again along

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Economic Survey : 1996-97 


Tlife pre-Budgct Economic Survey for 
1996-97 presented to the Parliament on 
February 25, 1997 shows an overall 
satisfactory performance, placing India 
among the top ten performers in the 
world during tihe past three years. 

Despite the slackening of reforms 
preceding and during die election period, 
economic growth has been estimated at 
around 6.8 per cent Thus, the Eighdt Plan 
is likely to end with an average growttt 
of 6.5 per cent per aimum; 0.9 per cent 
point higher thw the target rate of 5.6 
per cent, and 0.5 per cent point higher 
than the actual achievement of the 
Seventh Plan. 

Following are the highlights 
of the Survey :

Industrial Production 

The Government has dismissed fears 
of a recession, claiming that 1996-97 will 
end with an industrial growth rate of 10 


per cent. The survey makes this 
prediction on expectation of robust 
growth in the agrl^ture sector fuelling 
demand for industrial products and, 
fiterefore, growth in fire second half of 
the year. The survey has also dismissed 
the fall in industrial growth rates from 
11.7 per cent in 1995-96 to only 9.8 per 
cent in 1996-97 as a dip in the business 
cycle. The dip cannot be interpreted as 
the beginning of a recession, it says. 

Cyclical fluctuations are a part of 
business activity and cannot be classified 
as recession, the surveys says. It has 
identified several reasons for the poor 
^ow, including poor credit availability. 


lower export demand, high interest rates 
and the delayed Budget presentation. 
Comparing growth rates over the years, 
file Survey says that the 9.8 per cent 
growth is comparable to the April- 
October period in 1993 and the 9.6 per 
cent growth rate in 1994. Industrial 
growth rates have never gone beyond fiie 
9.8 per cent mark since 1980-81 except in 
1995, it says. 

The relative slowdown in growfii rates 
has been mainly due to the poor 
performance of the crude oil and 
electricity sectors. The manufacturing 
industry, which accounts for 77 per cent 
of mdustrial production, has ^own a 12.1 
per cent growfii rate in the April-October 


1996 period, comparable to fite 123 pe 
cent in 1995. 

Foreign Trade 

The current fiscal deficit will end wifi 
an export growth rate of about six pe 
cent while imparts growth would toud 
about four per cent, the survey said 
reflecting concen at the overall slowdowi 
in fordgn trade. The projected export growti 
figures are agamst 18-21 per cent growti 
rate in the last three years while import 
were to the tune of an average of 28 pe 
emt in the last two years. The survey ha 
attributed the export decline to two majo 
reasons—tiie fall in non-petroleum import 
and slump in global trade 
Non-POL (petroleum, oil ® 
lubricants) imports were do^ 
at a negative rate of 4.2 per ceti 
during April-December 199 
from 32 per cent in the previou 
corresponding period, leadin 
to sluggish indtistrial activit 
while fall in imports b 
industrial countries am 
regional groups of develope 
economies compounded th 
scenario, the survey said. 

In contrast to the stce 
decline in non-POL imports, 
lion's share of the country' 
import bill was because of th 
rise in imports of petroleui 
and petroleum products (P^; 
which in the first nine month 
of the current fiscal stood i 
$ 7,039 million, 41 per cer 
higher than fiiat of the previov 
corresponding period. Th 
share of POL in the tot: 
imports has steadily increased from 20. 
per cent in 1994-96 to 26 per cent in Apri 
December 1996, contributing 145 per cei 
of fi\e total growth in imports. In valu 
terms, POL imports have become moi 
expensive because of the depreciatin 
rupee value, the survey said. 

Agricultural Production 

The survey has signalled increase 
public investment in agriculture in tl 
coming Budget. It has also suggests 
removal of restiictivb policies on trad 
movement and storage of agriculhtiri 
commodities and a new research thru 
in agriculture technology. It has estimate 
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I .gjicultural giowtti during 1996-9V will be aiound tturee 
cent, half a percentage point less than targetted. 

The main reasons for the dip in ou^mt are an unei y ected foU 
tgheat ou^iut in 1996 by about foree miUion tonnes and scanty 
in the post-monsoon season this year; affecting rice harvest 
West Bengal Orissa, Bihar, Jammu & Kashmir, Himachal 
dedi, Ptmjab, Haiyana, Odhl east Madhya Pndesh and hills 
west Uttar Pradesh. The survey has also pointed out foat 
en a minor fall of about three to four per cent in food output 
n have a "ripple effect" on the rest of the economy, causing 
ices to escalate sharply and forcing the Government to go in 
costly food imports.

^wth rate. The power generation during the period has been 
}egged at 257.2 billion units as against 248.7 billion units 
ichieved during April-November 1995. 

major cause of concern seems to be a slowdcnvn in growth 
rate of thermal generation from 14.6 per cent achieved in Apiil- 
'lovember 1995 to 6.4 per cent in the coiresponding period this 
^ear. The dismal performance in power generadon has been 
eported despite the fact that an additional capacity of 534.60 
MW has been added in last six months over the existing capacity 
Df 83,288 MW. The slowdown in power-generation grow^rate, 
xmpled with frequent power cuts, has beoi cited as limiting 
factors in a growing economy.

To provide for long-term finance fix infrastructure, the Bud 
last year announced the establishment of an Infrastruct 
Devriopment Finance Company (IDPC). The IDFC has sinceb 
incorporated under the Companies Act on January 30, * 
widi an audiorised share opibd of Rs. 5/XX) crore. A five-year 
hdiday for companies developing, maintaining and operat 
infrastructure facilities such as roads, bridges, new airports, p< 
and railway projects, was extended to cover water supj 
sanitation and sewerage projects. 

In die area of foreign investments, what is called the Fore 
Investment Promotion Council (FPIC) has been set up and 
working of the FIPC made more streamlined and transpan 
Provisions relating to foreign investment have been liberali 
to give automatic approval for foreign equity participation 
to 74 per cent in key infrastructure sectors such as poi 
generation and transmission, construction and maintenance 
roads, bridges, railbeds, ports, runways, pipelines and harboi 

In what can be seen as a call for restructuring oil and petrole 
product prices, the Survey has recommended "appropii: 
pricing to contain the rapid growth in consumption and thns 
it the oil import bill. 

The Survey has warned of the return of inflationary pressv 
in die economy and asked the Government to resort to prud 
fiscal and monetary policies, along with appropriate supf 
side measures to control price increases in primary articles 

On the export side there has been a decline. Exports rose o 
by 6.4 per cent, in US dollars, during April-December 1996 
against die annual average growdi rate of 19.7 per cent dur 
the previous three years (1993-1994 to 1995-1996). The si 
growth in exports is accounted for by die large declines in expi 
of unmanufactured tobacco, tea, leather and leat: 
manufactures, gems and jewellery, coffee, electronics goc 
readjmiade garments and handicr^ts. 

In die social sector, the Central Plan allocations show 
highest growth of 85.6 per cent for education in 1996-1997 o 
1995-1996. The outlay for elementary educatiwi also went 
because of the nutritional support to students. And the allocat 
for die health sector was rai^ by 21 per cent. 

Provisions have also been made for a greater momentun 
vital areas like drinking water, housing, midday meals and o) 
sectors just because die UF Government would not like to gc 
record like the previous government that reforms bypassed 
poor.

Undeniable History of Photographs: Written 
by 9ii Young, the book is about one of the 
most controversial episodes of recent 
Chinese history. It sets the record straight 
about the events of 1937, that came to be 
known as the "rape of Nanking", the then 
capital of China. 

Amid pictures of unimaginable 
brutality—of soldiers holding aloft severed 
heads of young girls, who had been strapped 
to chairs while being raped—lies the trudi 
about Japanese war atixxsties in China, says 
the author. 

The Sikh Unrest and the Indian

human rights in Punjab, says, Khalistan was 
not a clear political concept even to those 
who were engaged in lerroriian, but instead 
they merely represented their revubion 
against the estab-iishment and found no 
alternative to it.

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Ashoka Pillar Found Near Patna : Hie 
remains of a monolithic pillar of the Ashokan 
Era, found partially buried, about 4(X) metres 
west of Jalan-ka-Qila, the ancient fort of 
Patna, by the survey team; may throw light 
on the history of ancient Pataligram (Patna), 
around which Pataliputra, the capital of the 
Magadh empire, was built. 

Calling it a major discovery, the 
archaeologists said it would reveal a lot 
about the history of Pataliputra and the 
evolution of human civilisation. 

According to experts who found the pillar, 
the visible jxirtioii .if the shaft has a base 
four inches above the surface level. The shaft 
is made of chunar sandstone and at the top 
has a diameter of 2K inches. The pillar is 


loca^ 40-50 feet away from the oUl coune 
of the Ganga. 

The existence of the pillar, its antiquity 
and its location definitely pointed to tlie 
historicity of the area itself. Even SIW<Shah 
Suit who had come to Patna in 1 w A.D., 
while returning from his Bengd campalgnl, 
had gone to survey the banks of the 
agafa^ possible attacks feom his adversaries 
at Hajipur. He came across die ruins at die 
place and was surprised at the strat^c and 
tactical location of the site. He then 
immediately ordered a fort to be constructed 
at that very spot. Patna fort was then 
ccmatTucted in a record time of two years at 
a cost of Rs. 5 lakh, as mentioned in 
Tarikh-e-Daudi by Abdullah. 

Discovery at Dholavira ; Dholavira is a 
village with a population of about 1,200 odd 
people, which hu experienced intermittent 
drought for over 30 years md a successive 
one for the last seven years. 

Situated in the isolated region in Khadir 
in Gujarat's Great Rann of Kutdi, it has, since 
January 1990, been "invaded" by the 
Archaeological Survey of India (ASI) which has 
since that been carrying out extensive 
excavatims. .

TIf possibility of the two civilisations, 
viz., the Harappans and the Vedic, having 
‘links" also gains credence on the ground 
that while the Rig Veda does not mention 
any dties by recognisable names, it does talk 
(if '100 forts'. Interestingly, the Harappan 
avitisation is in the fonn of fortresses. 

Oldest Handaxe: American palaeontologists 
m Ethiopia have discovered handaxes 
believed to be two and a half million years 
old. In the latest issue of Nature, they write 
that those are the oldest stone tools found to 
date. The technique used to manufacture 
them was still in use a million years later. It 
now seems that human-type creatures were 
using stone tools 200,000 years earlier than 
had been assumed. Before this find, the 
oldest known stones of this type were 2.3- 
million-year-old tools found in Kenya and 
Ethiopia. 

Since no bone remains were found in the 
immediate vicinity of the latest finds, by the 
nver Gona in Ethiopia, it is not clear what 
kind of primeval men created them. They 
koukl have been australopithecines, our oldest 
pMlRvn ancestors, or members of the homo 
I fenus, which more closely resembled modem 
' men. Two to three million years ago, for a 
’ time several types of hominids existed side 
by side in east Africa. The American 
.scientists say the hominids who lived 2.5 
million years ago were no novices when it 
came to working stone. 

Chewing Gum Dates Back to Stone Age: 
Teenagers have been chewing gum since the 
Stone Age, according to the results of an 
.irchaeological research published in 
I ondon. 

Ms. Elizabeth Aveling of Bradford 
University said that black lumps of pre- 
hisloric tar with human tooth impressions 
had been found in much of tiorthem Europe 
dating back from about 7000 BC. The size of 
the tooth mark suggested that the tar was 
mostly chewed by children and teenagers 
and that it could have doubled as a painkiller 
and a glue to remove milk teeth. 

Writing in the magazine British 
Archaeology, Ms. Aveling said the gum was 
made from birch bark tar. She tried a 
reconstituted sample and described it as 
having a "strange smoky flavour". 

"The texture is very much like modem 
chewing gum but it is not sweet," she wrote. 
She said samples of the ancient gum had 
been found in Sweden also. 
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Hie Sun Can be a Killer: Sunrise may no 
longer be the symbol of a new beginning, if 
its phyucal implications are to be believed. 
A new study, based on the data collected 
from a French balloon, daims that the rising 
sun burns a temporary hole in the ozone 
layer every morning. This startling find may 
nutan that atmospheric scientists need to 
re^sess their models of the seasonal global 
cycle, according to a report in the Journal of 
Atmospheric and Solar-Terrestrial Physics. 


Hte findings are based on the data 
collected in September 19871^ Dr. Patrick 
Aimedieu of France's National Space 
Research Centre and Dr. Bob Sheldon of die 
University of Houstoa Aocording to diem, 
this happens because the dawn light is bent 
by the atmosfdiere, leading to just die low- 
energy wavelengths reaching die stratoqidiere. 
This Irads to reactions diat destroy die ozcme 
layer. 

Oxygen Aids Memory: Sdendsis at the 
annual meeting of the British Psychological 
Society in London in February 1997 were 
told that inhaling pure oxygen fm 30 seconds 
can double your recall of what h^pens in 
the next couple of minutes. The edort was 
said to linger for as long as 24 hours. Reports 
about the stimulating effects of oxygen from 
people with access to the gas have long been 
part of folk wisdom. 

Physiological damage sustained by 
climbers in oxygen-poor high altitude 
environments has also been well- 
documented. The British study conducted 
at the University of Northumbria studied 
the action of pure oxygen versus that of 
ordinary air (with 20 per cent oxygen) on 
volunteers. TTie optimal exposure time was 
found to be between 30 seconds and one 
minute. They also caution that high levels 
of oxygen can damage living tissue, which 
means sniffing pure ox 3 rgen while cramming 
for examination is dangerous. The scientists 
also warn that the idea'of using blasts of 
pure oxygen to get rid of hangovers is 
dangerous. 

Brain Surgery Through Groin: Instead of 
making an opening in the skull, 
neurosurgeons will now be able to operate 
upon malignancies in the brain from a small 
puncture made in the groin, with the help 
of technology acquired by Indraprastha 
Apollo Hospital in New Elelhi recently. 

Known as the bi-plane rotational digital 
subtraction angiography (DSA) system, it 
allows interventionist neurosurgeons to 
perform procedures on blcxid vessels in the 
brain as small as one millimetre, according 
to Dr. Anil P. Karapurkar, chief of 
interventional neuro-radiology department 
of the hospital. 

Electronic Nose : To help monitor the 
level of air pollution generated by vehicles, 
the University of Warwick's Department of 
Engineering is now rrotricting the amount 
of outdoor emissions of pollutants 
particularly carbon monoxide. Scientists 
there will develop new sensor technologies 
able to provide detailed anal>’sis required 
for constant monitoring of both car emissions 
and internal air quality. They are trying to 
develop an electn^c nose comprising hi^y 
sophisticated sensor arrays capable of using 
normal power supply to accurately analyse 
a range of gases. 



Comet Halc-Bopp Comes Qoser : The 
last time Comet Hale-Bopp visited earth's 
sky, the Indus Valley Civilisation was at its 
zenith and one of the earliest Pharaohs ruled 
Egypt. Nearly 4,200 years later, Hale-Bopp 


looks on a vasfly dlfierent wmid on the earth 
as it comes hurtling towards us. 

Hie comet, b% as a DuunttBin and yet 
moving faster' man die fastest aiijil^ in 
the world, appeared in the pre-dawri sky in 
late January this year. The nearest it wB! come 
to the earth is 195 million km on March 22. 
Bom then on for a few days, it can be seen 
both in the moriiing as well as in the 
evHiing. 

Dur^ April, Hale-Bqip would be in its 
glory. If the estimates hold true, it could 
outshine Sirius, die bright star in the sky. 
The Moon will interim widi drservation 
from mid-April. From May 2 the comet will 
begin to dim. Finally in mid-May, the comet 
will appear both noticeably fainter and closer 
to the horizon after sunset dian it did .i 
mcHith before. 

Hubble Retrieved : Astronauts set the 
Hubble space telescope free on February 19, 
1997, with powerful new eyes, improved 
electronics and extra insulation to ivilhstand 
the sun's harsh punishment. 

Hubble drifted away from the space 
shuttle 'Discovery' for three more years of 
uninterrupted viewing of the cosmos. The 
CTew released the telescope with the shuttle 
aane as the spacecraft sped 614 km high iit 
sight of Africa. 

Hubble's new orbit is 600 to 616 Ian, 
almost 16 km higher than before. 

Galileo Getting Closest to Jupiter's Moon; 
The unmanned Galileo spaceaaft is headed 
for its closest encounter with Juplt«''8 moon 
Europa, where scientists believe a frozen 
ocean could harbour life. 

The spacecraft is also expected to record 
information on two small Jovian moons, 
Anmlthea, about 160 km acroijg, and Thebe, 
about 40 km across. Galileo's pith will also 
allow it to monitor the plumes of gas from 
the volcanic moon lo and examine Jupiter's 
rings and a white oval storm just above its 
.surface. 

At Europa, Galileo will look at a crater- 
type feature that appears as a dark spot with 
a bright halo and discriminate details as 
small as about 228 metres across. And 
when it looks at bright plains, it will be 
able to discriminate things about 91 metres 
across. 

New Light on Asteroid Impact: Saentists 
who drilled cure samples from the ocean bed 
say they have found strong evidence that a 
huge asteroid siriashed into the earth 65 
million years ago and probably killed off 
the dinosaurs. 

"We have got the smoking gun," said 
Mr. Richard D. Norris, leader of an 
international ocean-drilling expedition that 
probed the Atlantic Ocean floor in search of 
asteroid evidence. "It is positive proof of the 
impact." 

Mr. Norris said the expedition recovered 
three drill samples that have the 
unmistakable signature of a.steroid impact 
about 65 million years ago. "The drill cores 
include a thin brownish section that the 
scientists called the fireball layer because it 
is thought to contain bits of the asteroid 
itself. These neat layers of sediment 
bracketing ttw impact have never been found 
in the sea before, Mr. Norris said. ' Q

Train Journey: A 
Nightmare In Bihar 

For Inspector Abhay Kumar of the Delhi 
Police it was the last journey of his lUe. When 
he boarded the 2312 Dn Kalka Mail on 
March 3, 1997, littte did he know that he 
would become a martyr to a syston where 
none in free India seemed accountable to : 
the dacoities, killings and rapes on the trains 
moving through dw BUiar section of Indian 
Railways. When the train halted at 
Mughalurai, over a doccen dacoits boarded 
the train wiffi valid tickets and the looting 
started fifteen minutes after the train left the 



station, the Delhi police official whose 
AC Three Tier conqiartment was attedeed 
by the armed robbers fought for the 
lives and valuables of his co-passengers. 
Outnumbered end outmanoeuvered, 
Abhay—literally fearless—^fought alone a 
herok battle against a phalanx of 10 criminals, 
equipped widi country-made guns, long 
knives and grenades. Abhay killed a daooit 
before the gang made good ffieir dscape after 
killing die cop widi a grenade. 

Dacolites on trains moving through the 
Bihar section of the Indian railways has 
become such a routine that it creates little

He made a sweeping 
ckrificatiem which is cold comfort to lakhs 
of people who travel by die railways; his 
RPP (Railway Protection Force) was meant 
to protect railway property and only the 
Government Railway Police (GRP) whidi 
functions under the Slate Government, was 
supposed to provide security to the 
passengers. 

For a country whkh saw a consdentious 
Minister for ^ilways like Lai Bahadur 
%astri resigning over a railway aeddent in 
Mahboobnagar in Andhra Kadesh for 
which he felt he was morally responsible, 
a Railway Minister in 1997 abdicating any 
responsibility over the safety of his 
passengers was no shock at all. People have 
resigned to a state of affairs where nobody 
seems to be accountable to anyone. 

In 1996 alone there were 144 offiaally 
admitted report.« of train dacoity in Bihar. 
Most of the 600 trains running in and pas.sing 
through Bihar are vulnerable for want of 
protection. There are in Bihar a mere 2,.TOO 
constables and officers in Government 
Railway Police (GRP) as against a 
recommended strength of 11,000 in 1985 
when fewer trains w«e running in Bihar. 

What if a sprinkling of die ranks of GRP 
become black sheep, what would be the fate 
of the poor commuters 7 The bitter truth 
was laid bare in the Bihar Assembly in early 
March when the Bihar Chief Minister 
conceded that die police was to be blamed 
for the fiequeni incidents of train daaiities. 
The police were familiar with all the gangs 
involved and, in fact, were helping them. 
The Chief Minister's confe8.sion followed the 
arrest and suspension of seven policemen 
for their alleged complicity in a train dacoity. 
One loses count of the trains that have been 
targets of thuggery; at least four persons 
were killed and several women were 
molested in the Bhagalpur-Dadar Express: 
the army jawans too were not spared and 
two of ^m were injured in the encounter 
with dacoits on the North-East Express. In 
the Mahananda Express it was found that a 
few personnel of the GRP themselves were 
allegikUy involved in the looting spree. 

Fifty years on, safety on train journey 
anywhere in India is a fast disappearing 
phenomenon with the compartments of even 
dw tong distance trains having become the 
havtei of beggars, loafers, hawkers, etc. 

Reports from Bihar indicate that dwre is 
not «mly a nexus between dw cop and the 
criminal, but that between the dacoit and 
the politician. A letter recovered from a slain 
train dacoit establishes his links with two 
powerful Janata Dal leaders from Bttiar. Let 
dw railway passengers in India trust their 
uncertain journey to a certain God !

The Ant 
half of February 1997 witnemed the worst 
violeiKe since communism was interred five 
years ago. It looked all perUous with Attumia 
teetering on die brink of political, economic 
and so<»l chaos. 

With the Atoanian President, the army 
and the police hardly in a position to check 
the country's steady slide into anarchy and 
a potential and protracted civil war — 
redolent of die irrevosible catastrophe diat 
overtook Yugoslavia in the wake of the 
collapse of communism — almost a 
certainty; a desperate Albanian government 
knocked at the dcxits of the European Unicai 
(EU) for help. Thousands upon thousands 
of Albanians, fearing that the worst was yet 
to ccmie, fled the country by sea to Greece 
and Italy. 

Meanwhile EU was divided over what 
it could do to another ex-Communist 
European country drifting into chaos. The 
15 foreign ministers of EU countries at 
their meeting in Holland during the 
second week of March 1997, turned down 
the idea of sending troops to Albania; for 
the present EU would radier limit its role 
to sending a small group of civilian and 
military advisers. EU knew that it could 
do precious little to avert the civil war in 
Yugoslavia and was thus in no mood to 
embark on a misadventure to prop vq) the 
highly unpopular government of ih’esldent 
Berisha. 

Greece and Italy, countries swamped widi 
refugees from Albania, togetha with France, 
wanted troops to be sent as a gesture frma 
the "rich bloc of some 370 minion people* 
to .stop chaos in a poor nation of *three 
million (Albania) on its doorstep*, but ttte 
German Foreign Minister cautioned, *diis is 
no time to plunge into a new adventure.* 
The German Chancellor, Helmut Kohl said; 
"If you want to send soldiers, you need to 
know wdiat the soldiers are going to do.*

It is essy to aoc^ Rreud as an applied 
sdenliet, and indeed, he la widriy tegvded 
as the 20th eentuiy's master cUfoclan. 
However, Msrx is better understood for 
being an applied sociologist. Marx was 
no Banstlan, concerned solely with 
understanding sodety. but a Promethean 
who sought to understand it well enou^ to 
Infhience and to change it He was centrally 
c onc e rned wito toe ao^ problems of a lay 
group, toe prolalaiiat, and toere enn be Utde 
doubt that tois work is motivated by an 
effort to reduce their suffering, as he saw it. 
His diagnosis was toat their increasing 
misery m alfenalion engendered endemic 
class struggfe; his prognosis daimed that tois 
would culminate in revolution; his 
therapeutic prescription was class 
consciousness and active struggle. 

Here, as in assessing Durkheim or Freud, 
the issue is not whether tois analysis is 
empirically oonect or sdeniifically adequate. 
Furthermore, whether or not this 
formulation seems to eviscerate Marx's 
levohitionaiy core, as critics on toe left may 
charge, or whetoer toe formulation provides 
Marx with a new veneer of academic 
re^iect a bility, m critics on toe right may 
all^. Is entMy irrdevant fran the present 
stuidpoinL In so fer as Marx's or any other 
social scientist's work conforms to a 
gcneraliaed model of ifoplicd sodal science, 
to so fer as it is profmsionally oriented to 
toe value and sodri proUems erf laymen in 
his sodety, he may be treated as an applied 
sodal scimtiat 

Despite Durkheim's intellectualistic 
proclivities and rationalistie pathos, he was 
too much the product of European 
tiubuience to fom his back on the travail of 
his culture.

To 
add to this chaotic state of affairs, we have 
the problem of corruption that has seeped 
into every stratum of society. 

Ist Member : As an IAS officer, how 
would you fight these social eviks ? 

Bhalla : (Smiling) Well, Sir, first and 
foremost, by setting a personal example by 
my own conduct and b^aviour I shall attach 
maximum value to self-discipline. I will seek 
to eradicate untoudtability and treat women 
and others, who are at a disadvanta^, with 
respect and courtesy. 1 will encourage SCs 
and STs to be absorbed and accepted by 
others by having them as my equsds in aU 
social functions. When I visit a village I will 
spend some time in the house of a Harijan 
and ^ his guest and partake of his 
hospiulity as his equal. Of course, 1 have 
resolved that I will neither give nor acc^t 
dowry. I will also set an example by stayii^ 
uncorrupt in my private as well as public 
life.

The Course of the Great Revolt of 1857 


The revcdt started at Meerut, 36 miles ftom 
^ Delhi, on May 10,1857. It had begun three 
* weeks ahead of Uk date fixed. May 31,1857. 
Greased cartridges were issued to the 
soldi«s of the 3ra Native Cavalry which 
they declined to use. They were'court- 
martialled for disobedience and convicted. 
The authorities were quite adamant. They 
would not tolerate Insubordination or 
indiscipline and diey wanted to make this 
very clear to the s^wys. So they called for 
a general parade on the morning of May 9, 
1857, in which ail the Indian and the British 
soldiers participated. The convicted sepoys 
were also summoned. They were publicly 
stripped of their uniforms, handcuffed and 
sent to jail It was extremely humiliating. 
But the date for starting a general rising 
against the Company's rule had already been 
determined. Premature action could make 
matters difficult later. Patience and 
forbearance were, therefore, considered the 
better part of the valour. The sepoys did not 
give vent to their anguisli. They went to their 
barracks without any demur. 

In the evening, when the sepoys went to 
the bazaar, women jeered at them; "Fie on 
you! Your comrades are languishing in the 
jail. And you are here to make the 
purchases." The feminine taunts went deep 
into their hearts. They could not further 
withstand this humiliation. Meetings were 
held at night and plans finalised. The dawn 
of the new day brought a new era. The jails 
were soon broken in. The convicted 
comrades were set free and the British 
officers were killed. Government bungalows 
were burnt down. Telegraph wires were cut. 
The chain of dramatic developments 
reminded one of the fall of Bastille of France. 

Dilli Chalo 

At night, the sepoys started on their 
freedom march “Dilli chah" (reach Delhi). 
Delhi was the seat of national honour, 
strength and unity. They reached there on 
the morning of May 11, 1857. They were 
shouting slogans "Down with the British Raj" 
and "Victory for Bahadur 9uih". Everybody 
was taken by surprise. The Britishers were 
not prepared for such an eventuality. There 
was not a single contingent of white soldiers 
at Delhi. Nor was the Mughal Emperor 
expecting this to happen before May 31,1857. 
Colcmel Ripley imm^iately called for amiing 
the Indian iidantry and led them to check 
the advance of the sepom frrnn Meerut. When 
the two contingents need each other, the 
revolters raised the slogan “Din-Din" to 
which the defenders and the loyalists 
responded wltit greater enthusiasm "Maw 
/iiwtger ko". Riptey was confounded. The 


combined forces pounced iqion him and 
other Britishers. Inunediately thereafter, thi^ 
entered the dty through the Kashmiri Gate, 
killing all Europeans and burning their 
shops, restaurants and bungalows. »r John 
Metcalfe fled for his posonal safe^. ^ny 
saved their lives by hiding themMives in 
friends' apartments. The revolutionary men 
besieged the big magazine where huge 
stocks of ammunition were stored. 
Lieutenant Wiliougby, in charge of the 
magazine, defended bravely with only nine 
persons at his command from 10.00 am to 
3JO pm. Unable to otier further resistance, 
he blew it up destroying both himself and 
his men as well as all the ammunition stores 
so that these did not fall into the hands of 
the revolutionaries. 

When the revolters entered the Red Fort, 
they fired a salute of 21 guns for the 
Emperor. Their leaders, both Hindus and 
Muslims, waited upon him and begged for 
his stewardship of the .revolution. The 
Emperor was at tirst quite reluctant to accept 
their request because he had neither the 
treasury nor troops nor arms and 
ammunition. They bowed before him and 
assured that they would place everything at 
his feet, men, money and materials requi^ 
for tills patriotic war against the Firangee 
rule. When the aged Bahadur Shah accepted 
thdr prayers, there were shouts of joy and 
acclaim from all of titem. Thegold arid green 
flag of the Mughal Emperor was hoist^ on 
the Red Fort. This had clothed the great 
uprising with the robes of legitimacy. It was 
no longer a revolt nor a mutiny of the sepoys 
but a mighty revolution by the de jure 
sovereign of Hindustan. 

The Last Emperor 

The new government was soon able to 
restore order and win confidence of the 
people. There was complete peace in the 
town by May 16, 1857. The Emperor 
appointed Mirza Mughal, in consultation 
with the military leaders, as the 
Cdmmand«-in-Chief of the Army with other 
princes as Colonels. On the dvil side, the 
youthful prince, Jiwan Bakht, was appointed 
Wazir, the Prime Minister. Fie had not much 
to do as the actual administration was 
carried on by the city kotwal and the 
thanedars, hea^ of police stations. Officers 
were also appointed to collect revenue in 
the districts. Courts functioned as hitiierto. 
Tnough the theoretical supremacy of the 
Muslim law was recogAised with the 
appointment of a sadr-us~sadur, the main 
thrust of the new government was, however, 
on two points: the Hindu-Muslim unity and 
achievement of full independence of the 


country. The Emperor forbade eow-slaughlef 
and issued a series of regulations to enforce 
this ban. The Govnrunent also ensured that 
these regulations Were strictly adhered, A 
royal proclartution addressed to all Hhidus 
and Muslims declared, "We have joined the 
people only because we «vere convinced that 
it was our sacred duty to do so. 4t is, 
therefore, absolutely .essential that the 
Hindus and Mussalmims should unite, wOtfc ' 
and fi^t not only to win tile war but dap. 
to maintain peace and ordfr on tiie home 
ftonL" The jmperor was not only maldag 
these pious declarations but also 
implemented tiiem fully. He frequently went 
round the town and petsorully ccngratidsteijl 
and encouraged both the s^ys and tiie 
people for their hard woric, devotion anift 
determination to end the rule of the Firw^ggi, 
The sepoys responded to him by doing their 
utmost at the battlefield and the people by 
maintaining peace and producing large 
quantities of arms and ammunition, la 
arsetul at Chooriwalan alone, the daUy 
production of gunpowd^ was ^ maunds. 
The Government alim kxtited after the wdfare 
of the people. It put before itself a lofty motto 
that the contentment of the poor must be 
secured. On June 23,1857, the reVetiutionaries 
celtiirated tiie first centenary day of tlw Battie 
of Plassey with great enthusiasm and 
resolved to end the fore^ rule. 

The news of events in Delhi spread 
throughout the country like wild tire. Stevolts 
took place at many muitary centres one after 
the other on the same pattern. The month at 
May 1857 witnessed tne sepoys raising tiw 
baimer of revolt at Aligarh on the 20th, 
Mainpuri on the 22nd, Etawah on the 23rd, 
Naurabad on the 2Bth, Lucknow on the 30th, 
Bareilly, Shajahanpur and Moradabad sE 
simultaneously on May 31. In Jime 1857, they 
removed the Union Jack aid hoisted die 
green flag of revolution at Badaun on tiie 
1st, at Sitapur and Azamgarh on the 3rd, at 
Jhansi and Kanpur on the 4th, at FaizriMul 
on the 9th and Gwalior cm June 14. It was 
highly exciting and exhilarating. At Bareilly, 
a gun was fir^ on May 31,1^, exactiy at 
11 am. That was the signal for the start of ’ 
the revolt. The sepoys of the 68th Indbm 
Infantry killed the Britishers and burnt thete 
houses. A large number of officers were 
killed. Many fled for thehr safety and went 
to Nainital. Subedar Bakht Khan toitit tite' 
supreme command of the revolutiiMty ; 
force. People prcKlaimed Khan BahadM. 
Khan as the Governor of RohiUchand. ) 
sunset, everything was complete. They ie(M( . 
an intimation to the Emperor ^ a 
messenger that Rohilkhand had besht' 
liberated and was a Subbtdt of Asad IffnduiNljni.? 
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Later, Baldit Khan led the revohitiQnBiy forces 
to Delhi along with the enormous arms and 
ammunition as well as the money seized 
from the Company's treasury. 

Kanpur was the brain behind the 
revolution with Nana Sahib Bithoor os the 
guiding genius. He had at his durbar other 

? rominent revolutionary leaders like Tantya 
ope and AzimuUa Khan. As soon as the 
news of Bahadur Shah's assumption of the 
command of the revolution reached Kanpur, 
brisk preparations were immediately started 
by the revolutionary leaders. Subedar Teeka 
Singh and Subedar Shamsuddin from the 
side of sepoys and Jawala Prasad and 
Mohammad Ali from the r^iners of Nana 
held secret meetings and fiiulised dietr 
plaas. At the midnight of June 4,1857, die 
firing of three shots in quick succession 
heralded the start of revolution. They pulled 
down the Union Jack and hoisted the green 
flag on the government offices. They also 
set fire to certain buildings and seized the 
Company's treasury and magazine. All this 
was done before the dawn. 

In the morning, of June 5,1857, the sepoys 
as well as the citizens of Kanpur 
unanimously elected and acclaimed Nana 
Sahib as the Raja. The fort was still in the 
hands of the Britishers wtwre a large number 
of them had taken shelter. Nana Sahib, 
therefore, sent an ultimatum to General 
Wlweler on June 6, 1857, to surrender the 
fort before evening tailing which it would 
be attacked. As this was not complied with, 
die revolutionary forces laid siege to the fort 
ill the night, the garrison offered brave 
resistance and there were fierce battles on 
June IS and 23, 1857. The women, both 
Hindus and Muslims, discarded their veils 
and helped the besiegers with supply of 


food, ammunition and other essential 
articles. The name of Azeezan, a dancer and 
singer, who supported the besiegers would 
remain immortal Fatigued beyond redemption 
because of the revohitionaiy attacks and die 
intolerable heat of June, General Wheeler 
hoisted the white flag on June 25. 1857. The 
besieged were assured of their lives and safe 
d^arture to Allahabad but before the boats 
arranged to carry them with food and 
iMggage had started on their Journey, a huge 
crowd of malcontents among the sepoys and 
the people assembled on the spot and 
attacked them, killing most of the men and 
sparing only die lives of woman and childroi. 

This unfortunate happening was wrongly 
attributed by the British contemporaries to 
Nana Sahib's connivance. On June 28,1857, 
Nana Sahib held a grand durbar and a 
military parade in which the salutes of 101 
guns and 21 guns wem Bred for the Emperor 
Bahadur Shah and Nana Sahib as the 
Peshwa, respectively. He also distributed 
huge monetary rewards among the sepoys for 
dieir valour. At Allahabad, the levcdudonaiies 
commenced their work on June 6,1857. They 
were able to establish their sway in the city 
under die government of Mautvi liaquat Aii, 
but failed to capture the fort where a large 
number of Britishers had taken refuge. 

Revolt of the Rani 

At Jhansi, the revolution started on June 
4, 1857 when HavUdar Gutbaksh Sing^ of- 
the 12th Infantry raised the banner of revolt 
by seizing the Company's treasury and 
magazine. Rani' Lakshmibai imniedialely 
joiri^ the revolutkmaiies and assuined their 
command. Hie fort was captured on June 7, 
1857, because the garrisons joined han^ with 
the tevolutionaiies. Rani Lakshmibai once 


again became the Regent on behalf of her minor 
son. Sie declared independence of Jhansi foxn 
the yoke of die Companyrule and hoisted the 
green flag of the Mughal Emperor. 

At Lucknow, the revolt also began exactly 
in accordance with the plan on May 30,1857. 
A discharge of musketry was heard at 9.00. 
That was the signal for launching the 
revolution. What happened thereafter was 
on the same pattern, massacre of the 
Britishers, burning of their bungalows and 
hoisting of the green flag of Emperor 
Bahadur Shah. The revolt soon spread all 
over the town and its suburbs. Henry 
Lawrence took shelter in the Residency along 
with a small contingent of English soldiers. 
The rule of Biijees Qadar, minor son of 
Nawab Wajid Ali Shah, was proclaimed. 
-Begum Hazrat Mahal became the Regent to 
whom all the Zamtndars as well as people 
paid their homage. %e was very capable, 
resourceful and energetic. Immediately, she 
sent a contingent to Cielhi along with presents 
for the Emperor. She appointed Raja Bal 
Kiishan Sin^ as her Prime Minister. She also 
reorganised the administration and soon 
estamished peace and order. 

In Bihar, the flame of revolution was 
ignited by Kunwar Singh of Jagdishpur. 

He captured^the Company's treasury at 
Arrah and released all the prisoners from the 
jail. Then he besieged the fortress of Arrah 
but was unable to capture it from a small 
garrison of the English and the Sikhs despite 
a prolonged struggle. In Punjab, the sepoys ol 
the Bengal army revolted along wi^ thrii 
comrades on such places as Jullundur, Phillaut 
and Ludhiana but the princes of Jind, Nabha 
and Patiala sided with the Britishem and 
extended them full support and cooperation 
in their hour of (hsbress. Q

Earlier we have discussed (he need for 
knowledge, power of expression and 
organising abiU^ as stepping stones for 
successfulleadenh^i’ Now we oull consider 
the next basic attribute of the leader and his 
character. 

"Chaivcter is die crown aitd glory of Ufe." 
A leader will be able to inspire and 
command the respect of ofoers only if he 
has a strong arui irreproachable character. 
A leader lus to motivate and influence 
others in order to accomplish a task or gain 
a chosen goal. Others will listen to you, 
follow your directions, work with you and 
comribute to the common cause unstintingly, 
enthusiastically and spontaneously only 
when they trust you and have absolute faifo 
in yoa You cannot build the faitti in your men, 
coUeagues, associates, team-mates or partners, 
unless your character is sound. Loyalty, 
integrity, honesty and selflessness are the 
four cornerstones of the character foundation 
of an individual. The leader should, 
therefore, ensure that these four aspects of 
his character are particularly taken cane of. 

One has to be loyal to one's country, to 
one's organisation, to one's seniors and also 
to one's juniors. Loyalty implies keeping the 
trust which the other individual has placed 
in you. Your country trusts you that you 
will be a patriotic citizen and serve your 
country faithfully in return for the 
citizenship and the privileges it has 
conferred on you. Similarly, the organisation 
of which you are a member, has charged 
you with some responsibilities and placed 
the requited respurces at your disposal to 
fulfill those responsibilities. Your seniors 
trust you, share their confidence with you 
and assign certain tasks to you. You are given 
Uie manpower and material to accomplish 
those ta^. You must then make the requited 
efforts to accomplish those tasks to the best 
of your ability, honestly and truthfully. 

Individuals come and go. Today one 
person may be your boss and tomorrow it 
might be another individuaL You should not 
talk about one to another. You should not 
criticise your boss or talk ill of him to others. 
You ^ouid not also blame him for any of 
your difflculties, all the more so in the 
presence of your equals and juniors. Where 
you do not agree with your boss, you must 
have the courage to tell him so. You should 
discuss the subject and have the matter 
thrashed out with him. After all the 
discussions, if you Anally accept his decision, 
then you should go all out to implement it 
whol^artedly a^ enthusiaslicaily. It will 
be a serious blot on your duracter if you 
agree to do something in his presence and 
do just the opposite afterwards vrifoout his 
knowledge. 

Loyalty to your juniors and subordinates 
implies that you will accept full 
resjXKufollity to what they do as ^r your 
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utter faith that you would protect and look 
after diem. HKKfoie, you can never let them 
down and blame fhm for your omisaions 
and ennmissions. You should be bdd and 
have the moral courage to accept the Uame 
if things for which you are uMmately 
resptmdble go wrong. One can only delegate 
authority, so that the juniors can act on 
behalf of the senior. But one can never 
delegate and wadi oft hia responafoiUty. The 
senior is atways responsible for die actions 
of his juniors. You should build up the 
confidence bi your juniors and asaistantB diat 
you would Imk after them, protect dieir 
interests and they could count on your full 
support You must also safeguard the secrets 
and confidence whidi they mif^t lay beftne 
you, because they trust you. Wtan your 
subordinates know diat you are and will 

anyt^^ at^ur comm^'. More dian dw 
pay it is die personal bond and loyalty which 
motivate dim to go to any len^ to exert 
to the maximum in fulflUing the tasks 
assigned to them by dieir beloved leader. 

Integrity particularly relatm to your 
financial matters and nioral bdiaviour. A 
leader must team to live wdiiin his taiomie. 
He must practice and ei^oy sound financial 
reputation. If he spends more than his 
income, if he tries to show ofi, he is hkdy to 
run into financial difficulties. Once people 
come to know that an individual is 
financially weak, they will try to take 
advantage of the situation. Once an 
individual aj^pts loans, presents and other 
help in kind'he wW automatical^ become 
obligated to others and will be fmeed to 
compromise himself in the end. Ihe only 
way to maintain financial intmity is to 
dis^tine oneself to live within his income 
and also put by a little as savings to meet 
unforeseen contingencies. Above all, one 
should avoid being greedy. Greed in 
financial matters brem innumerable vices. 
Only by mental discipline can oiw control 
one's greed for gold, money and mimy ofiier 
wotdly possessions. What is more, once you 
compromise, then tiierewouldbenoend. A 
penion wdio slips, continues to slip till he 
reaches rock bottom. A leader, thereftsre, 
will require tremendous will-power to 
maintain his flnandai position In the face of 
alluring temptations. 

Like financial integrity one's moral 
reputation is also equally impottant to attain 
apd retain leadership. If you cannot control 
your emotions, if you auow your heart to 
run wild, you will expose yourself to sertous 
blackmail. Others will sp^ ill of yoa It is 
Incorrect to aigue that (Mie's penonal matters 


gmles, custAns iiid sodal restrictions are 
o o tnta d ed and imreasondite binds. When 
you live in ItOBie, you have to bdiave as the 
Roaians do. You an part of the society and 
tt is onfylndhddnab like yourself and Ahers 
who constitute Hie society. The social 
custoen and codes are meant to regulate the 
smooHi ftmctimiing of sode^. The fact that 
some great leaders of the past had their own 
mwal codes whldi were not in conformity 
with Hie then sodal standards is no criterion 
for you to follow. Often, this deviation has 
been tiw chink in Hieir armour and led to 
their ultimate downfall Hence, you must, 
make it a point tobe monUy above rmnoach. 
If you practise moderation in all your 
activities, you ate not likely to go wrong. 
Love passes but reputation endures. A lead» 
must, therefore, control his emotions and see 
that his private life is as spotless and clean 
as his pifolic life. 

Honesty refers to truthfulness. An honest 
person says what he means and meaas what 
he says. With him everything is above board 
and there are no underhand dealings. He 
does not practise double dealings and 
observe dotfote standards. He does not have 
one standard for himself and another for 
others. Your honesty will shine if you do 
not pretend but remain your true self. You 
should not give false hopes and promises 
and misguide people. Peiiups, one can fool 
some people for some time, but one can 
never fool all the people always. Only 
hoitesty can brir^ you praoe of mind. Being 
honest does not mean being rude, 
discourteous and unsympathetic to others 
One can be honest and alk) tactful One can 
state his limitations politely. A leader can 
never win the loyalty of his helpers if he 
does not remain hon^ in words as well as 
in deeds. 

Another, and at the same time, the most 
important aspect of am individual's character 
is his seUtess attitude. A leader must never 
be selfish. If he displays a selfish attitude, 
he will not retain his leadership veiy long.. 
What is more, selfishness corrupts you aito 
compels you to compromise your loyalty, 
integrity and honesty. If you look at mings 
fimn file other person's point of view, if you 
consider his interests, he will automatit^ly 
accept your leadership. If you place your 
interests before those of your country, your 
organisation, your associates and helpers, 
you would be detested and avoided by 
everyone. Never ask your subordinate (u do 
a fir^ which ymi yourself will not do. First 
and foremost, you set fite example. Your 
actions and not words should speak for you.

^ llw ocean currents a«* invariably caused by wind. Prevailing 
w^ids.blcnv die water at the surface of the oceans. But winds blow 
ii(n»s land as well as .sea. The ocean currents they cause do not stop 
ttr pile up against the land. So counter-currents develop. 

Oc^ currents are important because they move water from warm 
to cool areas. Currents that move away from the Equator are warm 
currents. Those that move towards the Equator are cool currents. 

A cool current like the Labrador current, which flows ftom the 
Arctic to the Atlantic may carry icebergs into the trans-Atlantic 
shipping lanes. A warm current like the Gulf stream, which flows 
from the Caribbean to the north Atlantic, kKps ports in Norway 
free of ice all year. 

Where these two currents mix, plankton flourish and fog is 
common, as in the famous fishing area of the Newfoundland Banks.

Creating a com¬ 
puterised version of

Mali Prigg. 

The technology has been used to create a 
virtual Albert Einstein that allows users to hold 
a conversation with the fatyskist, who died in 1955. 

The system has been created by the Carnegie 
Mellon University in Pittsburgh, and uses 
several new technologies, including voice 
recognition, video databases and advanc^ search 
engines. 

Scott Stevens, one cf the creators of the system, 
believes it may even be used to make computerised 
teachers we can talk to. 

"We have already created a system using a 
neurologist. It works better than any CD-Rom 
teaching package—-you can actually have a 
conversation with it," says Stevens. 

The Einstein system comprises more than five 
hours of video footage, shot with an actor, ferry 
Mayer, who has written a one-man play about ^ 
the life of Einstein 

Hundreds of articles, books and even several 
plays about Einstein have also been incorporated 
into the system's huge database. 

The system is able fo understand speech, and 
to work out exactly what information the user Ls 
asking for. 

By using a search engine specially developed 
far the project, it can instantly sift through the 
thousands of documents and video clips, finding 
those relevant to the question 

An answer is then constructed and, finally, 
morphing technology is used to make the 
virtual Einstein's mouth move as though the man 
himself were speaking. 

The system works so quickly that users 
can have a natural conversation.

How do the comets work on human 
imagination and the pen of poets and 
dramatists ? Hale-Bopp has stimulated 
NEWSWEEK (Man* 24,1997) to probe "the 
inner space" of man reacting to the celestial 
phenomena. 

Comets have always fascinated the earthbound. 
Accounts cf these cosmic apparitions can be found 
in the histories of Ihe oldek civilisations. They're 
a constant not Just in astronomy but in literature 
and the history ef science. “Dis-aster" is a rough 
translation from the Greek aiul 
Latin for "bad star." Comets 
have been blamed for earth¬ 
quakes and floods, Caesar's 
assassination and the death of 
Charlemagne. These days, says

cent of the time." 

"Our ancestors thought in 
the long term.

Hale-Bopp is Here 

People around the world are agog with 
exv'itement and curiosity over a celestial 
phenomenon their predecessors have not 
been privileged to watch with just 'naked 
eyes' The comet Hale-Bopp Is making the 
waves around the world. TIME (March 17, 
1997) tells the marvellous story as to how 
the rare spectacle could be watched without 
the aid of a telescope or bincKulars. 

By the end of next week, Hale-Bopp's path 
across the sky will lake the comet right into prime 
time By April 1 or so, when it makes its closest 
approach to Earth, the comet witl he high in the 
evening skies over the 
northern hemisphere, 
brighter than ever and 
showing a short hut 
prominent tail And 
there it will sit, not for 
a measly week like 
Hyakutake, but for more 
Hum a month, "f predict 
that this could he the 
most viewed comet in 
all of human history," 
says Daniel Green, 
an astronomer at the 
Harvard Smithsonian 
Centre for Astro¬ 
physics in Cambridge, 

Massachusetts. "This 
will be one of the 
brightest objects in the 
sky. It'll be hard for the 
average person not to 
see it." By the end of 
April, viewers in the 
southern hemisphere 
will be able to spot the 
comet tow in the 
northwest sky in the early 
evening hours. 

All this may come as 
news tv most of us, but 
asinmomeni, amateur and 
professional alike, have 
been buzzing about Hale- 
Bopp ever since its 
disconery nearly two years 
ago. At that point the 
comet tins more than ha^a biilion miles from the sun, 
well beyond the oriril if Jupiter, and invisible wiHtout 
a telescope. But not necessarily a huge telesceope : 


lOte most comets, Has one was founded by opaaef 
amateurs as familiar urith Hieir fiworite regions of 
the sky as most people are with their own 
neigidnrtioods. 

On July 23, 1995, Alan Hale, who has a 
doctorate in astronomy and makes Us living 
running a research and educational company, 
was scanning the skies above his home in 
Cloudcroft, New Mexico, He was waiting for an 
already discovered comet to rise over his house 
when he trained his telescope on M70, a mil- 
known cluster of stars in the constellation 
Sagittarius. "As soon as I looked," he says, "I 
saw a fuzzy object nearby. It was strange, because 
I'd looked at M70 a couple of weeks earlier and 
the object hadn't been there." 

Hale checked his sky atlas, then logged on to 
the computer at the quaintly named Central 
Bureau for Astronomical Telegrams, located at 
the Harvard-Smithsonian Observatory. Maybe 
this would turn out to be a known object. II 
doin't. "Now I felt I had a pretty live sus/iect," 
he says. He fired off an E-mail message to Daniel 
Green and Brian Marsden, who run the Bureau 
for the International Astronomical Union, 
reporting a possible new comet A few hours later 
he looked again, and the object had moved It 
was a comet for sure 

About 500 km aroay, in Stanfield, Arizona, 
Thomas Bopp was going through a similar 
exercise at almost precisely the same time 
Bopp is a supennsor at a construction-n aterials 
company and, like Hale, a longtime amateur 
astronomer lie too saw the intruder and sent 
his own E-mail to the bureau. Thanks to their

How to read others’ thoughts by their gestures

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OTHER POPULAR GESTURES AND ACTIONS 


Both Hands Behind Head 

There are several ways to handle this 
gesture, depending on the circumstances in 
which it occurs. If you want to discover the 
reason for the person's superior attitude, lean 
forward with palms up and Say, 'I can see 
that you know about this. Would you care 
to comment ?' Then sit back, palms still 



Tm just as smart as you are!' 
visible, and wait for an answer. Another 
method is to'force the man to change his 
position, which will in turn, change his 
attitude. This can be accomplished by 
placii^ something-just out of his reach and 
asking, 'Have you seen this?', forcing him 
to lean forward. Copying the gesture is 
another good way to handle it. If you want 
to show that you agree with the other 
person, all you need do is copy his gestures. 

On the other hand, if the person using 
the hands-behind-head gesture is 
reprimanding you, you will non-verbally 
intimidate him by copying this gesture. For 
example, two lawyers will use the gesture 
m eaA other's presence to show equality 
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The hands-behind-head posture is 
often used to indicate a feeling trf 
ease and relaxation-a body language 
used by professionals of eyual rank or 
salespersons brimming urith coi0derux. 
If the same gesture is used by people 
against their seniors like the students 
against the principal or the junior 
officer against his superior, it uiill be 
looked upon as an act of impertinence. 
Likewise, the hands-on-hip position 
suggests that the person is contemp¬ 
lating acUoh. This pasture is common 
among athletes or boxers waiting for 
their tvinmng race or bout. Allan Pease, 
the international authority on body 
language, however, cautions the readers 
to consider the circumstances before a 
person assumes a specific posture. 


and agreement, but the mischievous 
schoolboy would infuriate the school ' 
principal if he used it in his office. 

The origin of this gesture is uncertain, but 
it is likely that the hands are used as an 
imaginary armchair in which the person lies 
back and relaxes. 

Research mto thi^ gesture showed that in 
one particular insurance company, twenty- 
seven out of thirty sales managers used it 
regularly in the presence of their salespeople 
or subordinates but seldom in the presence 
of their superiors. When they were with their 
superiors, the same managers used 
submissive and defensive gesture clusters. 

AGGRESSIVE AND 
READINESS GESTURES 

Whidh gesture is used in the following 
situations: the young child arguing with his 
parent, the athlete waiting for his event to 
begin, and the boxer in the dressing-room 
waiting for the bout to start ? 

In each instance, the individual is .seen 
standing with the hands-on-hips pose, for 
this is one of the most common gestures used 
by man to communicate an aggressive 
attitude. Some observers have labelled this 
gesture 'readiness' which in the right context 
is correct, but the basic meaning is 
aggression. It has also been called the 
achiever stance; related to the goal-directed 
individual who uses this position when he 
is ready to tackle his objectives. These 
observations are correct because in both 
cases the person is ready to take action about

)inething, but it still remains an aggressive, 
>nvard-moving gesture. Men often use this 
esture in the presence of women to show 
1 aggressive, dominant male attitude. 

It is interesting to note that birds fluff th«r 
gathers to make ttiemselves appear bigger 
'hen they are fighting or courting; humans 
se the hands-on-hips gesture for the same 
urpose, that is, to make themselves appear 
igger. Males will use it as a non-verbal 
lallenge to other males who enter their 
■rritory. 

It is also important to consider the 
rcumstances and gestures immediately 
receding the hands-on-hips pose to make

correct assessment of the person's attitude, 
everal other gestures ran further support 
our concltision. For example, is the coat 
pen and pushed back on to the hips, or is 
buttoned when the aggressive pose is

This position can be further 
reinforced by placing the feet evenly apart 
on the grcnmd or by adding clenched fists 
to the gesture cluster., 

The aggressive-readiness clusters are used 
by professional models to give the 
impression that th^r clothing is for dte 
modern, aggressive, forward-thinking 
woman. Occasionally, the gesture may be 
done with only one hand on the hip and the 
other displaying another gesture. Critical 
evaluation gestures are often seen with the 
hands-on-hips pose. 

Seated Readiness 

One of the most valuable gestures diat a 
negotiator can learn to recognise is seated 
readiness. In* the selling situation, for 
example, if the potential buyer were to take 
this gesture at the end of the sales 



Readiness to end an encounter or a 
conversation: hands on knees 
helps make more sales but helps to keef 
many more people in the selUng profession 
The seated readiness gesture is also taker 
by the angry person who is ready fo:

presentation and the interview had 
progressed successfully up to that point, the 
salesperson could ask for the order and 
expect to get it. Video replays of insurance 
salespeople interviewing potential buyers 
revealed that, whenever the seated readiness 
gesture followed the chin-stroking gesture 
(decision-making), the client bought the 
‘policy. In contrast to this, if, during the dose 
of the sale, the dient took the arms-crossed 
position immediately following the chin- 
stroking gesture, the sale was usually 
unsuccessful. Unfortunately, most sales 
courses teach sales people always to ask for 
the order with little regard for the client's 
body position and gestures. Learning to 
recognise such gestures as readiness not only

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The Union Legislature—The Parliament 
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Under die Constltution> the legislature of 
the Union is called I^rliament Ihe Indian 
Pariiament is constituted on the basis of ttie 
principle of bicameraUsm, that is, the 
legislature havii^ two Houses or Chandlers. 
As the ConstitufiQn estabUshed a federal 
system of government, there was almost 
unanimity amohg the fnmen for adiieving 
a balance between the direct repreaentatton 
of people and the representation of the States 
by setting up two Houses, one representir^ 
the people os a whole and the oAer the 
Stales. The two Houses of Parliament are :' 
the House of the People (Lok Sabha), and 
the Council of States (Rafya <Sabha). The 
names of the Houses fairly reflect the 
character of dieir composidoa The House 
of the People is compel of direedy elected 
representatives on the basis of adult 
franchise and territorial constituencies. The 
Council of States is composed mainly of 
representatives of the States elected by the 
State Assemblies. 

Under Artide 79, Pariiament shall consist 
of the President and two Houses. Making 
the President a part of Pariiament is in 
conformity with the prindples and traditions 
of parliamentary government In England, 
Parliament, comprises the King (or C^een), 
the House of Lords and the House of 
Commons. In contrast, the President of the 
United States is not a part of the American 
Congress. Whereas the presidential system of 
government emphasises the separation of the 
executive and legislative powers, the 
parliamentary system lays stress on the 
intimate relptionship and the inter¬ 
dependence of the executive and the 
legislature. Ministers of the government are 
at the same time members of the legislature. 
Although, the Presldoit himself is not a 
member of the legislature, his participatiem 
in the legislative process is ensured by 
making him a part of Parliament. The feet 
that he is die (mief executive authority and 
that the executive powa is coextensive with 
the legislative powers also makes it 
necessary dwt thp President should become 
an integral part of Pariiament. 

House of the People 
(Lok Sabha) 


The House of die People Is popularly 
known as die 'Lower House* of Parliament 
and its membera are elected directly by die 
people. Unlilw many other constitutions, the 
maximum number of members to be elected 
i to tile Lok Sabha is fixed l^tiw Constitution. 
Originally, this number was fixed at 500. But 
the Seventh Am e n dm Bit of the Constititikai, 



following the reorganisation of States in 
1956, raised it to 520. The Thirty-first 
Amendment of the Constitution in 1973 
further raised it to not more than 545. Of 
these a maximum of 20 seats are reserved 
for tile Union Toritories. (This figure of 20 
stands altered with the three Union 
Territories, >>., Arunachal Pradesh, Goa and 
Mizoram, getting Statehood.) The remaining 
members are to be dhosen by direct election 
from territorial constltuendre in Ihe States. 
For this purpose, to eadi State is allotted a 
certain number of seats on die basis of its 
population in proportion to the total 
population of all the ^tes. For the purpose 
of election, each State is divided into 
tmitorial units called constituencies which 
are more or less of the same size in regard 
to population. 

The present total strength of the House, 
which is 545, tnciudes two Anglo-Indian 
representatives who are nominated to the 
House by the President This is in accordance 
with a special provision in the Constitution 
under which the President will nominate not 
more than two members of tiie Anglo-Indian' 
community to the Lok Sabha if this 
community is not adequately represraited in 
die House. On the basis of the 1951 census, 
India had a population of 361 miUioa But 
in 1971, it was about 548 miOkxi, in 1961, about 
684 million and in 1991, around 844 million. 
Wtth the present 543 elected members in the 
House, one member, at present, represents 
over U million of the popidation. 

The election to die Lok sifoha is conducted 
on the basis of adult franchise, every man 
or wmnan who has completed the age of 18 
years being eligible to vote. The Constitution 
provides for secret ballot. According to die 
present system, a candidate who secures the 
laigest number of votes is declared elected. 
Some members had advocated the system 
of proportional represenutlon for the 
election of members to die Lok Sabha. This 
was opposed by Dr. B. R. Ambedkar who 
pointed out that with the present standard 
of literacy, India was not ready for 
proportional representation for election of 
members to thb Lok Sabha. Further. 
proportiotMl representation m^dd bring 
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about a multiplicity of political parties ant 
a dironto instaltility in govemnuntt 

The normal life of dw Lok &foha is fiyi 
years from die date of its first meeting, bti 
it may be dissolved earlier by the Preeidefi 
of India, the President is tdso esnpowerei 
to extend the life of the House for one yci 
at a time during a national emergency. Bu 
in any case, the life of die Houw cannot b 
extended beyond six months after tfe 
emergency has ceased to qperate. The Houa 
shall meet at least twice a year and tit 
interval between two consecutive session 
shall be less than six months. The time am 
tiie [dace of meeting will be decided by tit 
Pret^ent who will summcei the House k 
meet. He has also the power to prorogu 
the House, that is, to pul off the meeting o 
the Houm from one session to another. 

There is hardly any qualification that ih 
Constitution preKribes for a member o 
Pariiament except that he should be a dtizK 
of India and has completed the age a 
twenty.^five years, if he seeks election to th 
House of tiie People and thirty yeats, if h 
seeks election to the Council of StatM. J 
strikbig feature of the electoral law is that. 
candidate for election to the Lok Sabha ma; 
stand from any parliamentary constituenc 
from any of the States in India. Such i 
proviston, which is almost unknown in othe 
federal States, is an incidence of the principlt 
of citizenship which emphasises the unit; 
of the nation. A pen^ who seeks electioi 
to the Council of Statei^towever, should bi 
an elector in any of %e pariiamentati 
constituencies of Ihe State frm which lie £ 
standing for election. This emphasises tht 
principle that the Ra)ya Sabha is < 
representative of the States. 

The Constitution has laid down certaii 
disqualifications fw membershqr. These arc 
(1) no person can be a member of both tis 
Houses of Parliament or a member both o 
Pariiunent and of a State legisbtiure. Then 
is no bar to a candidate contesting at tiu 
same time as many seats as he likes, ortoai 
many legislatures as he likes. But, if Iw li 
electM to more than one seat, he shoult 
vacate all except one according to Ns thoict 
If the «ame person is elected to botii < 
parliamentary seat and a seat in a Star 
legislature and if he does not resign his sea 
in the State ieg^ture before a spedfiet 
period, his seat in Parliament will becom 
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a period of idxty days

pursuance of the powers granted under 
SlitjtMe 327 to regulate matters of election, 
Jftwflament passed in 1951 the Representation 
Ute People's Act which loo lays down 
kstiain conditions for disqualification. These 
>S(e: fl) e member of Parliament should not 
Siisve been found guilty by a court or an 
(riecHon tribunal of certain election offences 
or corrupt practices in election; (2) he should 
not have been convicted by a court in India 
of any offence and sentenced to 
imprisonment for a period of less than two 
years; (3) he should oot failed to lodge 
an account of his electiuu expenses within 
the time and in the manner prescribed; 
(4) he should not have been dismissed for 
corruption or disloyalty from government 
service; (5) he should not be a director or 
managing agent or hold an office of profit 
under any corporation in which .the 
government has any financial interest; and 
(6) he should not have any interest to 
government contracts, execution of 
government work or service. These 
disqualifications should not exist on the date 
of nomination of a candidate for election and 
on the date when the results are declared. 

Officers of Parliament 

Speaker 

Tlte Lok Sabha is presided over by the 
Speaker who is electM by the House from 
among its own members. The office of the 
Spealter is one of great dignity and authority. 
Once elected to the office, the Speaker cuts 
off his party and group affiliations and is 
expected to function in a true spirit- of 
hidependence and impartiality. For the proper 
discharge of his functions, the Constitubon 
vests in him a number of special powers. In 
addition to these, the Rules of Procedure of 
the House confer on him a variety of powers 
for the orderly and efficient conduct of the 
business of the House. The Speaker is, thus, 
the guardian and custodian of the rights and 
privileges of the members, the House as a 
whole and its committees. 

The Speaker can be removed from office by 
a special resolution of the House passed by a 
majority of all the then membeni of the House. 

A special feature of the Speaker's office is 
that even when the Hou.se is dissolved, the 
Speaker does not vacate his office. He will 
continue in office until a new Speaker is 
elected when the new House meets. The 
Speaker is mtitled to a regular salary. Within 
the period of four decades during which the 
Speaker's office has been in existence, 
conventions have already been established 
and the Speaker has indeed become a true 
symbol of the dignity and independence of 
the House as well as the guardian of the 
rights and privHeges of its members. 
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'Die Deputy Speaker, wlw ptwides over 
I the House of the People in the absence of 
the Speaker, is elected in the same manner 
in which the Speaker is elected by the House. 
He can be removed from office also in the 
same manner. When he sits in the seat of 
the ^aker, he has all the powers of the 
breaker and can perform all his functions. 
One of his special privii^es is that when he 
is appointed as a menfoer of a parliamentary 
committee, he automatically becomes its 
dtairman. By virtue of the office that he 
holds, he has a right to be present at any 
meeting of any committee if he so chooses 
and can preside over its deliberations. His 
rulings are generally final and, in any case, 
so far as th^ relate to the matters under 
discussioa the Speaker may give guidance 
in the interest of uniformity in practice. 

I Whenever the Deputy Speaker is in doubt, 

I he reserves the matter for the ruling of the 
Speaker. 

The Deputy Speaker, however, is 
otherwise like any ordinary member when 
the Speaker presides over the House. He 
may speak iilre any other member, maintain 
his party affiliation and vote on propositions 
before the House as any ordinary member. 
The Deputy Speaker is also entitled to a 
regular salary. 

Panel of Chairmen 

To facilitate the work of the House in the 
absence of the Speaker and the Deputy 
Speaker, there is provision for one of the 
members of the House out of a panel of six 
Chairmen, whom the Speaker nominates 
from time to time, to preside over its 
deliberations. When the Chairman sits in the 
Speaker's chair, he has all the powers of the 
Speaker just as the Deputy Speaker has when 
he acts for the Weaker. The Chairman, 
however, is just an ordinary member as soon 
as he vacates the Speaker's chair. A healthy 
convention has been built up by which the 
Speaker nominates members on the panel 
of Chairmen irrespective of their party 
affiliations. As a result, some of the members 
of the panel come from the ranks of the 
opposition parties. 

SecKtary 

The Constitution authorises each House 
of Parliament to have its own secretariat staff 
and ako ^ves them the power to regulate 
by law thie conditions of service of those 
appointed to the secretariat staff. The Lok 
Sabha Secretariat is headed by a Secretary- 
General who is a permanent officer. He 
discharges, on behalf of the Speaker, the various 
administrative and executive functions 
connected with the work of the House. 

Chainnan and Deputy CStairman 
of Rajya Sabha 

While the presiding officers of the Lok 
Sabha are call^ the Speaker and the Deputy 
Speaker, their opposite numbers in the J^jya 
Sabha are called the Chairman and the 
Deputy Chairman, respectively. It has 
already been mentioned that the Vice- 
President of India is the ex-officio Otairnuin 
of the Rajya Sabha. We have also seen in 


tiwt oonriiMHafi Ite meBiod ^ hta election,"' 
tiw manner b« whidi 'he'may be removed 
from office and his functions and powers. 
As the presiding officer of the Rajya Sabha, 
his fundiems and powers are the same as 
those of the Speak^. He is, however, not a 
member of the House. 

In the absence of the Chairman, the House 
is presided over by the Deputy Chairman. 
He is a member of the House and is elected 
by the members of the House. Ije may be 
removed from his office by a resolution 
passed by a majority of all the men members of 
the Council. He is entitled to a regular salary. 

The Council of States also has a panel of 
members called "Vice-Chairmen", 
nominated by the Chairman for the purpose 
of presiding over the House in the absence 
of both the Chairman and the Deputy 
Chairman. The Secretariat of the Rajya Sabha 
is headed by a Secretary-General who 
discharges the same functions as the 
Secretary-General of the Lok Sabha. 

Council of States 
. (Rajya Sabha) 

The Council of States is the "Upper 
House" of Parliament and is popularly called 
the "House of Elders". In spite of the 
academic and theoretical denunciations of 
second chambers, the Constituent Assembly 
was practically unanimous about the 
usefulness and necessity of the Council of 
States as an integral part of the general 
scheme of the Union Government. 

The maximum strength of the House is 
fixed at 250. Its present strength is 245. Of 
these, 12 members are nominated by the 
President. The remaining 233 are elected by 
the v.arious State Legislative Assemblies, 
thus making the Council predominantly an 
indirectly elected body. For the purpose of 
this election, to each State is allotted a certain 
number of seats in the Council. The main 
basis of such allotment is the strength of the 
population in eadi State. But this is not the 
sole consideration. Ttie smaller States have 
been accorded some weightage in 
representation. 

Members of each State Legislative 
Assembly form the electorate for the purpose 
of electing the requisite number of members 
allotted to each State, thus ensuring the 
principle of Statq representation in the 
"Upper Chamber" of Parliament. The 
election of members to the Coundl from the 
State As^mblies is conducted in accordance 
with the system of proportional representation 
by means of the single transferable vote and 
voting is by secret ballot. 

The Coundl of States is a permanent body. 
The members of the Coundl are elected for 
six years. At the end of every second year, 
one-third of the members are re-eleded. This 
provision enables the Council to retain its 
ptditical complexion in a more stable manner 
than the Lok Sabha, which after every 
clectitm is a completely new House.

Secondly, the poMKr cf the Cknindl wifli icgaid to Money Bilis is 

almost ne^ic^le. Every Money Bffl Ohoidd «K mtroduced in the 
Lok SAha. It is Ak ftmdamental priitcijfle of every taxation measure 
that it should be taken only wifli Ak oonaent of Ak people. In a 
democracy, the peo{de's consent is essential both for Ak raising of 
public revenues and flieir qaendii^. H«e again, the people's consent 
can be expressed only by a House which is elected directly, by fte 
people. Under the procedure established by the Constitution, 
however, the Council is not altogedier prevented from scrutinising 
Money Bills. But Us power is only of an advisory character. Every 
Money Bill passed by Ak House will go to Aw Council for its 
consideration and wiAiin fourteen days after Aw receipt of the Bill, 
the CouncU must take whatever action it deems flt It anay pass it. 
in wAuch case the Bill goes to Aw President for his assent. If the BiU 
is amended or refected the Council, it goes back to Aw House 
where It is reconsidered and voted by a single m^ority and sent to 
the President. Thus, in fiiwncial nutters, the Rajya Si^ha has only 
an advisory role and the Lok Sabha has Aw fliud say. 

In all other matters of legislaAon, including constitutioiul' 
amendments, the extent of Aw COundl's power is the same as Aut 
of the House. A Bill can be iiiiAated either in the House or in the 
CoundL The Coundl may attwnd or reject a Bill that is passed by 
the House. If Aw House does not agree with Aw action of Aw Couirdl, 
the contested measure is placed before a jtAnt sittUtg of both the 
Houses atkd passed by a shnple majority. As the total itwnAKtslup 
of the Coundl is less Aun even half the total strength of the House 
of the People, the House is ruturaity bound to win in a conflkt of 
this nature between Aw two. A BiU passed in a joint sitAng is sent 
straight to the President for his assent. 

Besides, there are two other proviskms whidt confer uptm Aw 
Coundl, as the sole representaAve of the States, powers in its otvn 
right and to Aw exduskm of the House, These are of consideraUe 
importance from a cohsAtuhorul point of view. Under Article 249, 
the Couitdl, wiAi Aw support of two-'thirds of its members sitAng 
and voting, is empowered to declare that, in Aw luAonal interest. 
Parliament Atould nuke laws wiAi respect to a nutter that is induded 
m Aw State List On Aw passing of sudi a resoluAon, it becomes 
lawful for PaiUament to make laws wiAt resped to that maAer for 
the whole or any part of India for a period of one year. 

The second ei^usive power of Aw CotmcA is cormected with Aw 
setting up of all-India aervicM. The special duracterisAc of an aU- 
India service is that tt is ooirunon to Aw Union and Aw States. As 
sud\ the setting of sudi a service affects the powers of the 
States. ThetefoN^ here again. Aw Coundl is given the power to decide 
by a resaiuAon supported by two-AArds majority the question of 
sertittg ^.of an all-Itulia service, tfence, any tanm connected with 
such a service can be iniAated only if the Cotmdl passes sudi a 
resolution. 

These provisioiu iruke the Riqya SaMw an important part of Aw 
j;ovenunental machiiwry and not an ornamental superstructure. It 
was rwt designed to play Aw humUe role of an unimportarit adviser, 
nur of an occasiotul check on hasty legislaAon. Its comparaAvely 
small and, therefore, compact sixe, its pemunent character which

But India 
wants nuclear energy only for a total ban on 
all nuclear weapons. It has restrained itself 
from producing nuclear weapons. Despite 
the collapse of the Soviet Union and America 
emerging as the unipolar super power, 
nuclear deterrent still continues and the big 
powers still possess vast nuclear arsenals. 
China is also helping Pakistan to go nuclear. 
There is also the danger of terrohsts in 
different parts of the world acquiring nuclear 
capability and blackmailing national 
governments. But nuclear development is 
costly and we need all the funds to eradicate 
poverty, illiteracy, ill-health, and 
unemployment in India. Therefore, the best 
thing would be to pul the nuclear deterrent 
under UN control and all individual 
countries to give up nuclear arms. For 
the present, it is a utopian dream. The 
other alternative is to seek nuclear protection 
from the U.S. which would mean 
surrendering txational soverei^ty. Having 
considered all these aspects, I feel we have 
to retain our nuclear option and build the 
capacity to go nuclear when the necessity 
arises.

big powers. In fact, this aspe^ was rudely 
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brought home to all concerned when India, 
without external help, exploded its own 
nuclear device in Pokhran several years ago 
and became a member of the exclusive 
nuclear club. Since then Israel and South 
Africa seem to have gained nuclear 
capability. Canada, Australia, Spain and 
some Soufo Amerkan countries are-also said 
to possess nuclear capability. Therefore, 
Patotan going nuclear should not unduly 
disturb us. Secondly, we know that arms 
race will not solve any problem but only 
create more problems. If Pakistan acquires 
nuclear bombs, it is not necessary that India 
too should enter the race and manufacture 
more powerful nuclear bombs. In my view 
when all countries have acquired nuclear 
capability it %vil! automatically become 
redundant as is the case with poisonous 
gases and chemical warfore. Poison gas was 
used in World War I but It never surfaced 
during World War II and in Vietnam. When 
both sides have this power, it will cancel 
itself out. Finally, India is too big a countiy 
for Pakistan to swallow. We have tasted our 
Ind«>endence and no one can take away our 
freedom from us. I feel foe answer is to find 
other solutlims to keep Pakistan and China 
in chedc rather than jump intoa nuclear race. 
Right now poverty, illiteracy, un¬ 
employment, ill-health and foe like are our 
major and bigger enemies, Ibey are more 
dangerous for national freedom than 
Pakistan's nuclear capacity. We should 
review our foreign policy. Peibaps, we can 
get nuclear guarantee fr^ both the U.S.A.

Nticlear Stdjmarine 

'The first ever underwater boat was bulk for King James I of 
England by the Dutch scientist Cornelius van Drebbd in 
1620. A centuiy-and-a-half later. David Bushnell in the 
U.S.A. designed a submarine called Turtle for attacking 
British shipa. In both the Ptrst and Second World Wars, 
submarines, from the ocean going to the SBudler type, 
played a vital rede in dunging the ebb and tide of battles. 
The conventional submarine Of this period was driven fay 
a diesel engine on the surface and by battery-powered 
electric motors underwater.

Hhi design 
became the model for the Acadohy's Iro^iiea and the fiM 
awards were p re s e n ted in Mqr 1929. How on earth the ^ 
Academy Awarda came to be known as Oscar Awards ? 
Initial^, the trophy was known as die Statuette. The vsoed 
‘Oscar’ came into being in 1931 when Margaret Herrick, 
the then Acadeniy’B librarian, qxitted a copy (d the statuette 
on the execudve'a desk. "V/hy," she exdaimed, *he looke 
Just like my unde Oscar I* Her off-the-cuff remark was 
repeated around the Academy—and the name stuck. 

Back in those days. Oscar Awards ceremony was thus a 
famify afikir. die people got together at a hc^ ballroom, 
had a party and gave awi^ prizes for the best achievements 
of the year. An air of conviviality and informalt^ pervaded 
the awiud giving ceremonies till the 50‘a with wiruiers and 
losers twitted by comediana like Will Rogers and Bob Hope. 
Such Intimacy fkded out during the War when for the firat 
time the ceremony was held in a theatre in 1944. 

The big change came in 1953 when the Oscar Awarda 
were telecast for the first dme; forty three mlllton Americans 
were able to see Audrey* Hepburn. WllUan Holden, Frank 
Sinatra and Doruia Reed receive their atatuettea. Since 
then, the Academy Awards has become a tdevlsion pageant 
watched by blllkm of faiw around the world. The 69th 
Oscar Awards were presented on March 24, 1997. The 
awards cover a wide range; best picture, best director, best 
actor, best actress, best supporting actor, beat supporting 
actress, best acoig, original score and best cinematog^her. 
All along, only American films received the Oscar. From 
1956 onwards the Academy started giving Awards for the 
best foreign films too. 

"noday. the nwmbership of the Academy is 3000, and 
members are divided into 13 branches. Each branch selects 
up to five nominees for awards in its own area of eiqrertise, 
with the entire membership making ‘Best Film’ 
nominations, and then voting on all categorlea. 

Vindication Of Leprosy 

The eradication of leprosy had been a big nut to crack 
because of the gnat social stigma attached to the disease. 
Because of ignorance, superstitions and stigma, victims 
conceal the disease and withdraw from the mainstream of 
society at such a time when early detection and treatment 
could have cured the dreaded infection and spared them 
the lifelong isolation. 

The lepro^ scene in India and other affected countries 
Is alovfly changing because of greater publicity about the 
nature of the disease, better treatment facilities, more potent 
drugs and the active campaigning by the government. NGOs 
and the World Health Organisation (WHO). WHO has 
initiated the use of the Multi-Drug Therapy (MDTI which 
has a ne^lglble relapse and resistance rate. It la the strategy 
of the WHO to provide MDT to all cases and cure them, 
thereby checkmating the transmission of the disease. 

There are around 0.54 million registered leprosy cases in 
India and the World Bank has granted a loan of Rs. 302 
crore to implement the MDT programme in 409 districts in 
the country. According to the Leprosy Mission India, our 
country accounts for more than 62.5 per cent of the leprosy 
cases in the world. The Leprosy Mission, apart from 
supplementing the efforts of the government in fighting 
leprosy, runs 33 hospitals and 32 aided centres for leproty 
patients. 

According to WHO, only 20 per cent of leproty cases are 
infectious, 'fhe dlse.'vsc spreads through prolonged contact^ 
wuli the Infected persons who have not been taking 
treatment. Even if a single dose of MDT is administmid to 
the patient, 99 per cent of the bacilli are killed. . 0 ;

Fashion can be 
categorised according to the group to whidi 
it appeals. Hig^ foshion refers to those styles 
or designs accepted by a Umited group of 
fashion leaders—the elite among 
consumers,who are first to accept fashion 
change. Hi^fa^cm styles or designs are 
generally introduced and sold ip small 
quanAAes and at relaAveiy high prices to 
socialities, entertainers, and fashion 
innovators. Mass fitshion or Volume fiishion 
refers to those styles or designs that are 
widely accepted. These fashions are usually 
produced and sold in large quanUties at 
moderate to low prices and appeal to the 
greatest majority of fashion>consciou.s 
consumers. But today, the couturiers, that is 
the designers specialising in High fashion, 
are gradually switching over to mass 
fashion, keeping in mind the growing 
consciousness of fashion amongst the 


appearance that makes them difierent from 
all other types of jackets. AlAiough, styles 
come and go in terms of acceptance, a 
specific slyle always remains a style, nihether 
it Is currently in fashicm or not. Thus some 
people adopt a style and wear it regardless 
of current fashion.

Fa.Hhion design does not just happen, nor 
diie.s the designer wave a magic wand to 
create a new design Fashion design invcAves 
the combination of four basic elements or 
components; .silhouette, detail, texture, and 
colour. Only through a change in one or 
more of these basic components does a new 
fa.shion evolve. This is true of any fashion- 
influenced product, from kitchen appliances 
to automobiles, from apartment houses to 
office buddings, and from accessories to 
apparel. 

Fa.shion is subject to never ending 
change—sometimes rapid, sometimes 
gradual. Tlie rale of fashion change in 
women's clothing has greatly accelerated 
over the last century, and in men's clothing 
over the last 40 years Much of this 
acceleration has resulted from the popularity 
of the sewing machine and the development 
of man-made fibres. These have given 
designers and manufacturers a faster means 
of producing garments and a much greater 
variety of materials to work with. New 
technology is constantly producing new 
fibres and blends of fibres. Each seems to 
offer more than the one before and 
encourages the discarding of the old. Also, 
the consumer finds the moderately priced, 
"off-the-rack" dress easier to discard than 
the more expensive hand-sewn or hand- 
knitted creation.

The mass media spreads fashion 
news across the face of the globe in hours, 
sometimes seconds.

Oil Scenario 

In India, futuie economic progress and 
quality of life will depend on how we can 
luccesshilfy implement an effective peboletim 
xHiservation programme. The rate of 
^MTth in the consumption of petroleum 
rroducts in India has outstripped the 
ndigenous production of crude oil, causing 
iharp decline in the level of self-sufficiency. 
/Vith the possible hardening of oil prices, 
lepreciation of Rupee, enlargiitg proportions 
)f the oil import bill will have a staggering 
mpact on the balance of payments position. 

Petroleum Conservation and 
PCRA's Efforts 

Conservation by efficient utilisation of 
petroleum products can be very effective in 
xirbing ever-increasing demand of petroleum 
ifbducts. In India, focus on conservation of 
Petroleum products was initiated with die 
«tting up of Petroleum Conservation Action 
jfoup (PCAG) in 1976 which was later 
egistered as a full-fledged organisation in 
1978 called "Petroleum Conservation 
Research Association", (PCRA), to imdertalce 
studies of identifying potential and making 
'ecommendations for achieving conservation 
>f petroleum products m various sectors of 
he economy. PCRA was also entrusted with 
he task of .spoasoring R&D activities for 
levi'lopment of fuel efticient equipment/ 
ievtces and undertaking multi-media 
:ainpaign5 for creating mass awareness for 
ronservation of petroleum products. 

In line with World Energy Council's 
WEC) recommendation, vanous rapid and

• Energy audits and fuel oil diagnostic 
studies ; replacement of inefficient boilers/ 
uniaces with efficient ones and propagating 
he use of tuel efticient equipment in 
ndustrial sector.

technologies for reduction of energy 
intend, and with BIS for upgradation of 
efhden^ standards. 

PCRA'8 Achievements 

Concerted and sustained efforts by PCRA 
have yielded substantial savings of 
petroleum products. During 1985-1996, 
PCRA has teen instrumental and adiieved 
cumulative savings of more than 1.1 MMT 
of petroleum products corresponding to a 
monetary value of Rs. 570 crores. However, 
this is oidy the tip of the iceberg considering 
the burgeoning demand of petroleum 
products. PCRA imflinchingly pursues its 
mission of environment protection by 
efficient energy utilisation thereby 
improvo^ the quality of Ufe. 

The Oil Crises and 
Challenges Ahead 

Oil, the golden resource, is not 
inexhaustible. It is a limited treasure of 
mankind - a treasure that is fast deleting. 
It has become evident that the oil reserves 
of the world are running out at a rapid pace. 

In 1973 after a sharp increase in 
International oil prices, India suddenly 
found itself engulfed in a sltuaUon of energy 
crisis. The problem became even more severe 
after the second oil shock of 1979, with the 
ever iiKteasing oil imports bill, it was 
realised that increasing dependence on oil 
had to be checked, every drop of petroleum 
had to be put to its optimum usage and the 
possibilities of new nil reserv'es explored. 
This challenging task has assumed broader 
dimensions over the years. While the 
consumption of petndeum products increased 
sharply from 22.445 million tonnes in 1975- 
76 to 60.68 million tonnes in 1993-94 (prov.), 
the domestic crude oil production could not 
keep pace with the rising demand. There 
has bm an increasing gap between dsnand 
and domestic output The current level of 
self-sufficiency is barely 42% uid the 
demand/supply gap is fUled by imports 
resulting in the outflow of foreign exchange. 

And every time oil becomes costlier it 
casts additional burden on the country. Even 
an increase of one US dollar per barrel means 
outflow of about 700 crore rupees in foreign 
exchatige. The foreign exchange outflow on 
account of oil imports during 1993-94 was 
Rs. 17,730 crores (prov.). It would come to 
most of us as a shock that about 25.5% of 
the country's export earnings go for the 
purchase of oil from the Internationa! 
market By the turn of the century, the 


country would require 103 million lormes 
of petroleum products. Considering evoi an 
optimistic socmario of indte^us crude oil 
production, Ihe output of 57 milUon tonnes 
will be adequate to cover only half of the 
country's demand. 

It is in this backdrop, that Petroleum 
Conservation Research Assodation (PCRA) 
is required to meet die dulleraes ahead.

Abdel Salam l^oU : The 72-year-old 
former head of the Jordanian delegation to 
initiate peace talks with Israel, was 
appointed the country's Prime Minister by 
King Hussein on March 20,1997. 

Lokcndra Bahadur Chand : The 
parliamentary group leader of the Rashtriya 

D Prajatantra Party (RPTT, 
was on March 10,1997, 
sworn in as the Prime 
Minister of Nepal by 
King Birendra. He is 
heading a multi-party 
coalition gover-ment, 
overwhelmingly sup¬ 
ported by the Com¬ 
munist Party of 
Nepd-United Maixist- 
Leninist.

Hclsinld ; The capital of Finland was in 
the news when US P^dent Bill Clinton and 
Russian President, Boris Yeltsin met in tiie 
city for a two-day summit to discuss 
European security, arms and economic 
coopmtion. The two leaders settled key arm 
accords, but remained far apart over NATO. 
Clinton brushed aside Russian objections to 
NATO enlargement into eastern Europe, 
declaring it would go ahead in inviting 
Poland, Hungary and Czech Republic to the 
military alliance at a NATO summit in July.

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The Time To Think Aiid Act

N A FEW MONTHS PROM NOW 
India is going to ccnnplete fifty years 
of its independence whidt was indeed 
won in a unique and distinguished 
way. When the nation freed itseii from the 
yoke of foreign rule and exploitation, it 
dreamt of a future full of prosperity, equality 
attd justice for all. But what we fitui today 
1 $ just the opposite. It is a tragic irony that 
India which is one of the richest in natural 
resources is today rated as one of the pixirest 
countries of the world. Surely, this must be 
due to the serious blunders committed by 
the leaders after attaining Independence. It 
would be wise if India uses its Golden Jubilee 
more for introspection than celebration. 

Neglect of Education 

Our greatest mistake has been the callous 
neglect of school education and surely this 
did not happen inadvertently. It is 
specifically laid down in our Constttution 
whidi the nation gave to itself soon after 
Independence that free and compulsory 
primary education would be provided to 
all the children and this goal was to be 
achieved within ten years of the inception 
of the Constitution, that is, by the year 1961. 
And uur first I’rime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru was not only a prominent member 
of the Constituent Assembly but de facto he 
also commanded power more than even the 
President in a Presidential form of 
Government. Hence, our decimal record in 
providing primary education to our children 
as required by the Constitution speaks 
volumes about the failure of our leadership. 

Today, our population is 95 ctore and it is 
increasing by about 1.9 per cent every year. 
So even if it be assumed that today the 
country has adequate schixiling facilities for 
the existing population, we need to open 
about one lakh new primary schools per 
year to cope with the sdwoling requirements 
of about 50,000 "additionar children that 
are “airiving" per day. Obviously, a nation 
must provide school education to the 
diildren right in their childhood itself. Let 
us not allow our children to grow into 
illiterate adults for want of proper schooling 
facilities and then launch phoney adult 
literacy programmes. Unfortunately, the 
proclamations and efforts being made to 
provide education for all by the year 2000 
or 2005 are more Fabian tlm real. 

Population Growth 

The second seminal mistake committed 
by the nation is its lackadaisical approach

to control its rapidly growing population. 
This has a history. 

In 1951 when )RD Tata explained his 
concern to Nehru about India's population, 
he snubbed JRD and said that a large 
population was the greatest source of power 
for any nation. Nehru, after the Marxist 
fashion, believed that population was an 
asset for a nation. However, Nehru, unlike 
Gandhi, had nothing against the use of 
contraceptives; rather he approved of them 
as any other invention of science but not as 
a Malthusian necessity rather as a personal 
choice. No wonder India's population 
increased from 36 crores in 1951 to 55 crores 
in 1971 and was still growing at a staggering 
rate of 2.24 per cent per year. 

By the time Indira Gandhi could 
consolidate her position politically and 
become powoful enough, India's population 
had readied ominous proportions. Howwer, 
Indira Gandhi thought that all that was 
needed to control the population grow'th 
was to promote literacy and reduce the 
infant mortality rate. So, in spite of the fact 
that she did not consider population as a 
national asset, she could not make aii) 
significant headway in controlling the 
population growth rate despite her concern 
over the rapid increase in population. She 
did not care to formulate a national 
population policy. And then came the 
Emergency of 1975 and she pressed the 
panic button. The over-enthusiasm to 
promote birth control proved counter¬ 
productive and the Emergency and family 
planning became almost synonymous. The 
fallout is that population control is taboo to 
the country's politidans. 

The credit for creating such retrograde 
apathy and fear against family planning in 
the minds of both public and politidans goes 
to India's inteiligentsia and opinion makers. 
In their anxiety and zeal to condemn the 
Emergency, they highlighted the excesses 
coiimiitted during that time by Family 
Planning Programmes to such an extent that 
the Emergency and family planning became 
one and Hte same in the national psyche. 

However, the intelligentsia did not care 
to correct this psychological distortion even 
after the end of the ^ergency and this 
psychological aberration has proved to be a 
great hurdle in the progress of population 


control programmes in India. It is a pity 
that till now the country does not have a 
population policy. Currently, our total 
fertility rate is lingering around 3.5 whidi is 
extremely disturbing. Tlie Registrar Gmteral 
of India has warned diat India's population 
will grow to 2.16 billion by the year 2050, if 
the average of over three children per couple 
remains unchanged. No economic policy, 
much less the new economic policy, can 
succeed in alleviating the widespread 
poverty in India unless we first control our 
rapid population growth. 

Sluggish System of Justice 

Extremely sluggish, cumbersome and 
costly sy.stem of justice in India ha;, been 
another great impediment in realisiiig the 
promises made in our Constitution. This has 
given rise to a general state of frustration 
and cynidsm In the people. Our system of 
justice IS sudi that often it is misus^ by foe 
rich and powerful, including foe State, to 
oppress lesser and underprivileged 
individuals. Iliough it is a well recognised 
principle in jurisprudence that "justice 
delayed is justice denied", nothing much 
seems to have been done to overcome this 
chronic drawback of our judicial system. 
And this IS a cardinal mistake the nation 
has committed. Several commissions and 
experts committees were set up to reform 
and improve our judicial system but not to 
much avail 

There prevails general cynicism m the 
people that the rich and powerful could 
easily manipulate and abuse the very system 
of justice and get awav with any crime. 

It is true that the power to form laws 
and procedures are the prerogatives of 
legislatures, but it is equally true that even 
within the existing legal system, the courts 
and judges aiuld very well assert themselves 
— as indeed some have done so — to make 
the system of justice much more speedy and 
less cumbersome. Several recent actions of 
our judiciary which have been widely 
appreciated by the nation clearly show that 
even within the present set up the judiciary 
has ample scope and power to alleviate foe 
atrocities against individuals and the society 
at large. The courts would very mudi be in 
their rights to demand — nay command — 
anything e.g., more judges and staff or better 
infrastructure, etc., from the government to 
provide timely judgements which is 
necessary to meet the essential requirements 
of justice, the courts must curb foe menace 
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■wym widit« view io delay flw pcoocM df 
tistice and thus misuse the system for 
lenoiud or Utoit's advantage.’ 

ff we natty want to ctnb the nn^Muit 
corruption in die country, its system ^ 
ustioe needs to be reformed thoroughly, 
(etnember, in spite of the rampant 
»m^tion in India, no political leader has

ve all loiow that corruption in btdia flows 
tom the top. The diree root causes of 
ampant corruption in India are (i) non- 
eaching of ^ics and morals in sdiools, 
ihanks to our Secularism; (ii) easily 
tonuptlble (and hence corrupted) system of 
‘lections and (iii) "justice d^yed is justice 
lenjed" beii^ ^ feature of our judicial 
system. Both the Supreme Court and die 
election Commission, even in the existing 
situation, have enough autonomy and 
rawer to improve the prevailing despicable 
state of adairs in the country, and indeed 
rath these apex institutions of our 
lemocracy have of late begun to show some 
ivill to do so. It is not for nothing that the 
udidaiy and the Election Commissum in 
India have been vested with so much of 
lutonomy and corrective powers by our 
Zonstitution. The nation expects these two 
institutions to rise to the occasion and save 
the nation from catastrophe. 

Economic Fiasco 

India's economic growth during die first 
bur decades of independence has indeed 
9een very disappointing. It is estimated that 
India's GOP during this period giew at an 
average rate of only about 3 to 3.5 per cent 
per annum. Recall also that from 1951 to 
1991 our population grew at an average rate 
3f 2.15 per cent per year. No wonder that 
;ven after Fifty Years of Independence about 
ane third of our population is below the 
poverty line, that is, unable to get even the 
bare minimum amount of food required for 
sustenance. But apart from corruption and 
indiscipline there are other basic reasons for 
Dur poor economic growth that need to be 
comprehended in the t^t perspective. 

During the struggle for independence 
Gandhi gave the nation a comprriiensive 
blis^irint.fbr our economy and dev^pment. 
The Gandhian Economic Model envisaged 
village-level prtxiuction and simple living. 
Gandhi abhorred Industrialisation and 
greedy consumerism. It is amazing fiiat in 
^he of being under foreign rule, the natimt 
had not onfy understood and accepted foe 
Gandhian model but had even started 
practising it wifoin the cemstnints of those 
difficult times. 

Gandhi believed that the evils of 
industrialisation were very much intrinsic 
in it But Nehru believed font indiutrhdisation 
under socialistic control would be free freon 
the hannful consequences which according 
to him wen foe remits of foe capitalistic 
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Bcoaomifi Model which itarted after 
Candhiji's daafo could be chaneterited by 
two main features: (1) increase in production 
through industrialisation albdt mainly 
under State control and (il) distribution 
sccording to foe Mahaionobislan "tridde 
down" process. Besides, Nduu protected foe 
Indian industry and market from any 
outside competition vdtidi, 1 bdieve, was 
foe rl^ foing to do in the initial stages of 
our devdopment. But unfortunately he did 
not allow any healthy todustrial co m petition 
even wifoin foe country and foe practice of 
quota and permits in foe Nehruvian Era 
maimed the Indian industries, giving rise 
to, if at dl, a culture of rampant corruption 
and deceit. This strangulated foe very spirit 
of enterprise and excellence in India. 

The fidlure of our public sector is all too 
well-known. However; 1 believe, one of the 
main causes of this failure has not been 
properly highlighted yet. The Nehruvian 
mo^ of production failed in India because 
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of a serious psychological reason too. 
Gandhi had the most profound and deep- 
rooted influence on foe Indian masses arid 
their psyfoe. He called industrialisation 
exploitative and hence sinful and this had 
gone deep into the Indian psyche. So when 
Nehru took this "sinful" path of 
industrialisation, the nation's heart and soul 
were not with him ev«i though foa nation 
loved Nehru profoundly. 

Indira Gandhi continued with the 
Nehruvian mode of production, that is, 
industriaUBBfion under rigid governmental 
control, but made significant departure from 
foe Nehruvian model in its distribution 
aspect as symbolised by her slogan “Garibi 
Helm'’. She enhanced significandy foe direct 
subsidies to the poor. But the totally 
inefficient, highly oorrvqit and maimed mode 
of production could hardly provide 
sufficient economic growth to remove 
povety as foe economic growth rate was 


«iifyilMi%|liMday fou foe popu^ 
gnmfli'sMI. 

Now Bforted foe fourth and foe current 
jfosie of foe Indian economy -> foe era of 
New lixmonilc Policy. This new policy 
believes in full and free industrialtation 
with all the ittodem developments uid 
sutomirtion. It istadicittfy difierent from foe 
Gatidhlan arodel, differs from foe Nfotuviah 
model as foe new model rgects foe pcdicy 
of ^te control on industrial production uul 
again it differs Imn foe ItidirB model by 
renouncing the policies of subsidies. 
However, it is too early to assess the 
suitability or ofoerwise oi foe neW eomomic 
model being impkanented to our country 
today. Nevertheless a few observations 
would be in order 

The nation has, by and large, forgotten 
Gandhi and hence foe new economic path 
that India has now ttfoen is not litely to 
encounter any serious psycholo^cal 
impedimeiUs foe N^ituvlan m^el suffered 
fixim. But foere is a serious ride in foe success 
of this new economic model. Recall that 
during the first over forty years of 
independence our industries had bm bereft 
of any culhue of compedfom even within 
the country and had been maimed by foe 
strict poUdes of permits and quotas. And 
now the industries have all too suddenly 
been exposed to fierce globel competition. 
Time alone will say if this sudden 
globalisation without any prior preparatioiu 
of our industries will succeed or tire Indian 
industries wiU get marginalised or even 
destroyed by the foreign industrial giants. 

A Hasty Step 

The natiem must strive and pray for the 
best: but surely this sudden transition from 
no-competition to global-oompetition is a 
hasty step fraught with dangers. The Indian 
industries should have first been exposed 
to competitions within foe country before 
sulqecting than to international competition. 
The decision to globalise production and 
market in India rather abrupdy wifo no 
phase of internal competition may prove to 
be detrimental for our indigenous markets 
and industries. Anyway, now that the 
globalisation has already been done, the 
government must oisuie foat foe Indian 
industries are no more constrained by 
bureaucratic hindrances and are encouraged 
to fece the international challenges freely. 
This would require, first of all, disdpUrw 
and work culture which may demand 
changes in our existing iabour laws. 

Let us hope that foe political leaders and 
the government now take up foe task of 
nation buildmg in rig^t earnest for whidt 
they must give topmost priority to 

(i) proper school education for all, 

(ii) population control on a war footing, 

(iii) urgent judicial and dectomTrefonns atd 

(iv) promotion of work culture and 

dis^ttne. But will they? Q 
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I. K. Gujrd : Man Of Tfie Hour 


They say that the happiness of 
life is made up of minute fractions— 
the little, soon forgotten charities 
of a kiss or smile, a kind look, 
a heartfelt compliment, and 
the countless Infinitesimals of 
pleasurable and genial feeling. It 
does not cost you to smile, to put 
on a cheerful countenance and 
shake hands when the occasion 
demands. But most of us have 
forgotten to smile anq laugh the 
way we should to lighten ourselves. 

It is perhaps nature's best medicine, 
of course, without any side effects 
and the one and only medicine that 
treats others too in the bargain. If 
you laugh, the world laughs with 
you.... 

This broadly epitomises the 
Gujral doctrine. India doesn't 
lose anything if it sincerely tries 
to befriend Pakistan. China. 

Bangladesh. Nepal. Bhutan, Sri Lanka and others; and 
the truth of his doctrine is as old as the hills: in a world 
where the only permanent law is change he finds no logic 
in Pakistan and India being sworn enemies: children of 
Mother India, they were separated by the accident of 
Partition, and Cod willing, despite Kashmir, nothing could 
come in the way of building bridges of better 
understanding between the two peoples sharing a common 
heritage and destiny. India and Pakistan might have gone 
.to wars thrice, which does not mean that both are 
condemned to eternal hostility. Just as a little candle 
can dispel in a split second the pitch darkness of a room 
locked for fifty years, a spirit of bonhomie could transform 
scowling faces into broadening smiles. Despite inheriting 
fossilised mindsets, both Gujral and Navaz Sharlef saw 
the truth of this inscrutable nature which was why both 
offered to meet halfway; one cannot obviously esqiect 
miracles at a solitary parl^. but the very fact that you 
make a beginning is Itsdf a big breakthrough; after all. 
a journey of a thousand miles begins with the first step. 

"Impossible" could be the favourite word of the cynic, 
but the daring few vdll try to probe the "impossible" in 
such a way, in a determined dogged manner, that it soon 
lends to itself the aura of the 'probable' and, like the 
tough sculptor, he hammers and chisels the unyielding 
rock to gift to the world a thing of enduring beauty. There 
is no Berlin Wall to divide Germany and the alliances 
before World War 11 have seen a sea change after the War. 
Even the end of the Cold War saw new stirrings. USA. 
that ^stematlcally destroyed Vietnam for several years, 
was offered the hand of friendship by the latter when 
both agreed to exchan^ dlplcanatiC it^Uons last year. 

With such shining precedents galore before and behind 
him. Gujral has been sure of every step he took before 
he met and conferred with top people like Ms. Chandrika 
KumaraUmga of Sri Lanka. Ms. Sheikh Hasina Wajed of 
Bangladesh, the leadership in Nepal and the Forelgp 
Minister of Pakistan in the crucial months when he hdd

the pOTtftgto. EicU^nud A^Eairs. His 
philosophy of consensus meant 
both the parties ha^ to be flexible 
without compromising on 
prlndples ttiat would harm their 
basic interests. 

A few detractors of Qujrat 
mistook his policy iff consensus for 
surrender. Do th^r think GttJral 
will give away Kashmir on a platter 
to Win the friendship of Psldstan 7 
The bluff was called recently when 
the Prime Minister was in .Kashmir 
where he rejected pointblank the 
suggestion of the State Chief 
Minister. Farooq Abdullah, that the' 
Line of Actual Control between 
Pakistan-occupied Kashmir and 
Jammu and Kashmir be treated as 
the international border. Both as 
Prime Minister of India and as a 
responsible citizen he is the last to 
counsel that the aggressor could 
get away scotfree with the fruits of aggression. 

In the days ahead the acid trials of Gujral's doctrine 
will be tested on the home turf. Through patience and 
appeal to conscience and the compulsions of unity, he 
won back his friends of the Tamil Maanila Congress (TMC) 
who had left him in a huff. The nation would watch him 
as to how he handles the crisis of character and the Jolt 
to the moral fibre brought on by the refusal of his party 
president and Chief Minister Laloo Prasad Yadav and others 
to quit their offices following the decision of the CBI to 
chargesheet them for their Involvement in the Rb. 950 
crore animal husbandry department scam. People know 
that the PM would keep his word that the corrupt would 
not be spared. The Laloo episode apart, several other 
hurdles are bound to arise that would test the art of 
governance of Gujral and one should hope that Gujral, 
with his tact, patience, commitment, affability and 
accommodative spirit and above all. luck, would steer this 
country till Uie dawn of the new milleimium pr beyond. 

The battle against corruption apart, there are urgent 
tasks that await planned, expeditious action on the part 
of the Prime Minister in such areas as education, he^tli, 
housing, population control, priority areas submerged in 
the race for economic ^oballsation. While there should' be 
no let-up in the ongoing reform process, as assured by 
the Prime Minister when he met the officebearers of the 
Confederation of Indian Industry immediately after he took 
over. India can ignore vital human resources development 
at its own peril. Year after year we get a poor rating in 
HRO report while even an advanced country like Britain 
under the new leadership of Tony Blair calls for action on 
.both the education and health fronts. Gujral's predecMfKrr 
knew the cost Naraalmha Rao and Manmohan Singh |Jad 
to pay when they lost sight of ffie human beings for Wlfom 
all piannli^,and ^obalisation are formulated.

For the Tories It came with the 
deadly ferocity of a cydone, tidal wave 
or hurricane and wdien the scourge 
spent its flity, the dream cherished 
by John Major lay in ruins, with the 
destruction coiBqdete in Scotland and 
Wales. Into the cahn after the storm, 
the like of which Britain has not seen 
for almost two hundred years strode 
Britain’s new hope, the young and 
ebullient Tony Blair, the nation’s man 
of destiny, who will pilot the nation 
into the new millennium.

Of the 659 seats. Labour won 419, the Conservatives 
165. Liberal Democrats 46 and others managed 29 with 
Labour emerging with a majority of 179. Neither the 
psephologists nor the pollsters ever imagined that 'Tbrles 
will bite the dust so ignomlniously after ruling Britain for 
18 years 

What is the agenda for Britain's youngest Prime Minister 
In nearly 200 years ? Tony Blair promises a new dawn, a 
’’modernised welfare state’ for his people. His new Labour 
Government would be totally different from the pievioua 
Labour Governments, in that, since the entire people of 
Britain voted for the whirlwind of change, his government 
would ensure the welfare oi all, whatever be their socio¬ 
economic status He has promised to cleanse political 
life, re-assert simple values of Justice and compassion, 
establish world-class education and health systems and 
make Britain more self-confident and commercially 
competitive. 

The new and young man at the helm of affairs In Britain 
knows that if he has to carry his mission of a new Britain

sucoeseftiffy. he hae to break with 
the old doctrinaire Labour of 
yeateryeera. eaaQy held to ranaom 
by striking trtde unions and 
extremiaU. And he knows that a 
thumping majority given by his 
people clearly means high 
responatbUlty. rtaing to the high 
expectations of hla people. She 
youngest occupant of No. 10 
Downing Street aince Lord Liverpool 
185 years ago. Tbi^ fflair. said on 
the morrow of hia vlctoiy; "I fed a 
deep sense of honour, a deep sense 
of reapondbiUty and a deep aenae of 
humility... We are a great country. 
The British are a great people, and 
there is no greater honour than to 
serve them and serve them I will.’ 

Rising from virtual obscurity to 
Britain’s top political pod. 'Tony Kafr 
is described by the media as a ‘hard 
man to pin down* as has been proved in the dection 
campaign, throughout which be never opened hia cards 
on the pollctes he would follow and fou^t the Battle of 
Britain with 'Torlea. ejqxwlng the different holes In the 
Tbry fiscade and coming out of the arena to a hero's red 
carpet welcome. 

All the same the New Labour under Tony Blair Is said 
to oppose a European federal state and wants a 
referendum before Britain would be allbwed to enter 
EMU. Likewise, the New Labour would let. through a 
referendum, Scotland and Wales decide vdiether they 
want home rule. 

We in India nuy have to learn a lot from the change of 
guard in Kritaln. We can no longer indulge in the luxury 
of Uie oft-repeated excuse that we don’t have resources 
for the two vital subjects of education and health to which 
an advanced count^ like Britain would like to pay more 
heed under the new leadership of Tony Blair. It is sheer 
pity that even after 50 years of Independence, we haven't 
learnt what an exorbitant price this country is paying in 
terms of a runaway population, rural backwardness, child

We can only hope that 
this new cast will be able to pull Indian cricket out of the 
doldrums it is in. Q 
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Gujral Becomes India's 
Twelfth Prime Minister 

Following the exit of the Deve Gowda 
Government after it was voted out of office, 
Mr Inder Kumar Gujfal who held the 
portfolio of Foreign Minister in the outgoing 
Deve Gowda Government was elected as the 
new Prime Minister of India. A seasoned 
diplomat, the new Prime Miiuster along with 
most of the Ministers belonging to the 


previous UF Government, except those 
belonging to the Tamil Maanila Congress, 
was sworn in on April 21, 1997, heralding 
yet another phase of minority rule with the 
support of the second largest party in the 
Lok Sabha. 

For the first time in the history of free 
India a seasoned politician—or could one 
call him a statesman—from Punjab was 
elected to the highest executive post in the 
country. All along most of the Prime 
Ministers of India hailed from Uttar Pradesh, 
though this monotony was broken in 
between by leaders from Gujarat (late 
Moratji Desai), Madhya Pradesh (Mr. Atal 
Behari Vajpayee), Andhra Pradesh 
(Mr. Narasimha Rao) and Karnataka 
(Mr. Deve Cowd<i). 

An intellectual, a poet, a Minister who 
served different Prime Ministers, an 
Ambassador lo a big country like Russia, 
and hailing from an aristocratic background. 
Mr. 'Gujral was welcomed by pec^le from 
ail seaions of life at home and the media 
and governments from abroad for his 
sterling qualities of head and heart. 
Unruffled and seldom given to mercurial 
temper, the consensus choice of UF looked 
the right person to steer the country out of 


ita domestic problems, economic stagnation 
and dw morass of poverty. 

The new Prime Minister set die tone of 
his agenda the next day after he assumed 
office when his government won the vote of 
confidence in the Lok Sabha. Belonging to a 
polyglot society—with people belonging to 
different religions, languages and varying 
socio-economic levels—Mr. Gujral, himself 
representing a coalition of 13 parties, spelt 
clearly that the future of India lay in 
achieving consensus on contentious issues. 


And he proved his thesis with concrete 
examples; he said India's foreign policy 
succe^ed because there was consensus and 
continuity in all governments since the days 
of Nehru. Citing the example of the former 
Soviet Union which collapsed, he said, that 
a country should not belong to a single patty, 
caste or religion. 

Mr. Gujral's domestic policy is built on 
the pillars of secularism and social justice 
while relations with neighbouring countries 
and others is built on that of consensus. 
Mr. Gujral sees a close link between the 
empowerment of women and population 
boom; in other words, the vital task of 
population control cannot be achieved 
without providing education to women. 

From ^e day one the new Prime Minister 
inspired confidence among all. The Tamil 
Maanila Congress that chose to walk out of 
the coalition joined it a few days later 
because of the persuasiveness of the Prime 
Minister and other factors. The bridges of 
understanding began in a chain with the 
Prime Minister meeting the captains of 
industry immediately after he took over and 
assuring them of the continuity of the 
economic reforms which received a greater 
boost after the return of Mr. P. Cludambaram 


to the Finance Ministry. Mr. Gujral's visit to 
Jammu and Kashmir and Pin^b was part 
of die ongoing process, buikling Centre^te 
relations on a solid foundation. 

UP Assembly For 
Uttarakhand 

Uttarakhand is like a dormant volcano; 
one does not know when it will wake up 
again. A couple of years ago the movement 
for an independent Uttarakhand, carved out 
of the northern hilly terrain of Uttar Pradesh, 
took the shape of a mass upsurge that 
provoked ruthless suppression at the hands 
of the powers that be resulting in death and 
open molestation of several women 
joining in a peaceful protest, stirring up 
nationwide criticism of the inept handling 
of legitimate grievance.s by the State 
Government At the Independence Rally in 
1996, the then Prime Minister Mr, Deve 
Gowda promised that the dream of the hill 
people of Uttar Pradesh could be just a few 
months away. But dreams turn sour if people 
have to wait for too long. 

The nascent idea of Uttar Pradesh 
received another lea.se of life when the Uttar 
Pradesh Assembly pa.s.sed a resolution on 
April 24, recommending to the Union 
Government to form a separate hill State of 
Uttarakhand. The State As.sembJy had to 
pass a resolution in the context of the 
assurance given by 
Mr. Deve Gowda that 
the Centre would take 
steps on forming the 
State once a popular 
government in the 
State voted for it. 
When the Prime 
Ministerial word was 
given, UP was under 
President's Rule. 

Has the Centre 
been dragging its feet on Uttarakhand or just 
biding time on some excuse or the other to 
take a decision 7 Is the demand for a 
resolution by the State Assembly supporting 
for an independent State for the people of 
the hill districts a cover-up on the lack of 
political will by the Centre to form a new 
State 7 If the Centre had the least indination, 
they had the way, but they dithered and 
drifted. Even the present Chief Minister 
Ms. Mayawati had pofoted that if the Centre 
meant business, it could have acted upon 
the previous recommendations—the 
resolution passed by the State Government 
in 1992 proposing the State of Uttarandu] 
and anofoer by the SP and BSP Government

But suddenly 
everydiing slopped in its tracks, presumably 
out of die creqring fear among m Marxists 
over the chain reaction : if Uttarakhand 
comes, can Gorkhaland be £ir bdUnd ? Will 
anyone dare open the Pandora's Box ? 

Advani and Shulda Cleared 
of Hawala Corruption 

Can entries m diaries be treated as mak 
fUe against an individual and legal action 
be taim against diem 7 The entire hawala 
episode tarnishing the names of several 
polltidans before foe General Elections last 
year came to the surface on die basis of the 
lain diaries. On April 8,1997 the Delhi High 
Court quashed foe charges of corruption 
against foe BJP chief LK. Advani former 
Unkm Mmister V.C Sliukla and the Jam 
brothers m the Rs. 65-crore hawala case, 
ruling that the Jain diaries were not 
admissible as evidence. 

Mr. Justice M. 9hamim of the Delhi High 
Court, quashing the different tnal court 
orders of 1996, held that the two Jam diaries 
were not admissable as evidence under foe 
provisions of Section 10, 21 and 34 of the 
Evidence Act as these wer^ not the books of 
account kept in the regular course of 
business by Jains. On foe basis of the entries 
m foe dianes there is nothing prima fade to 
suggest that foe petitioners had accepted 
money for any motive or reward or had 
show^ some favour to foe Jams m their 
capaaty as public servants. 

The judge pomted out that in foe absence 
of any substantive evidence, foe diaries 
could at best be described only as 
"dmimstantial" evidence, but such evidence 
m cnmmal cases should be "beyond any 
reasonable dcnibt." He said that no proof of 
payment and acceptance of money has been 
submitted in the chaigesheet to sttract foe 
provisions under Section 7 of the Prevention 
of Corruption Act (PCS) 

Mr. Justice 9iamim described the tnal 
court orders on foaming the charges and the 
CBI chargesheet as "bad in law" and said 
that foe prosecution had tailed to specify 
any date olfoe alleged payments made by 
Jams to Mr. Advani and Mr Shulda. For 
attracting the provisions under Section 10 
of the E^ence Acl foe judge said that the 
aspect of criminal conspiracy under section 
12 (b) IPC has to be shown to have 
tnn^ind among foe accused whidi the CBI 
was unable to prove on the basis of the 
evtdence before foe court 

According to a senior Supreme Court 
advocate foe judgement would benefit all 
foe other accused in the hawala case. 
Maanwhlle, CN » planning to file a special 
leave petition hi ite Supime Court. 

In foe hawala case Qw CBI had filed 34 
Chaigaaheels against 31 politicians and 16 
bureaucrata.

FCRA Violaticm by the 
Congress 

The national scene since the exit of 
Mr. Deve Gowda never seems to nm short 
of axcittog Interludes. The latest aufooveny 
to hog tte headlines has been the show- 
cause notice issued by the Delhi Hif^ Court 
on April 25,1997 to foe Congress President 
Mr. Sitaram Kesn and the Union 
Government on the allegation that as 
treasurer of foe Party he had received Rs 3 
croK as fottogn contribution fiom Germany 
to violation of fiie Foreign Contribution 
Rffiulatton Act (FCRA). 

The Delhi High Court's directive followed 
the Court's action on a public interest 
litigation by a fieelance journalist alleging 
that the authorities concerned were not 
taking action on the violation of FCRA since 
Mr. Kesri has withdrawn his party's support 
to foe Deve Gowda Government on March 
30, 1997; the crucial date ufoen the then 
Prime Mtolster was to discuss FCRA related 
matters with Mr. Kesri. According to the 
petitioner, foe Home Ministry was yet to 
serve notloe to Mr. Kesri for violating FCRA 
even after having authentic proof. 

The petition alleged that the Congress 
PMdent met Mr. Gowda on March 13,1997, 
md requested him to drop the case under 
FCRA wMdi prohibits political parties from 
receiving fon^ contritnition. According to 
foe petition, bofo the Congress President and 
Mr. Gowda were scheduled to meet on 
March 30, the day Mr. Kesn informed the 
President of India of withdrawmg support 
to the UF. It was also alleged that while the 
income tax department took quidc action by 
impoalng a penalty of Rs 24 crore for 
vk^tions of foe Income Tax Act, foe FCRA 
ceO of foe Home Ministry was sitting pretty 
over foe affoir as'political negotiations'were 
on between foe then Prime Minster and the 
Congress chief. The petitioner argued that 
the FCRA violation was bemg used as a 
bar^tomg ploy by foe government and foe 
Cor^^resa Party. 

Refonns Cannot Wait,

The IMF paints a grim scenario in its latest 
and updated World Economic Outlook : if 
India slides down to the pre-growfo rale of 
3 pet cent, then it would take more than a 
century and a half to attain the same goal, 
tor Chitta, says the report, it will take just 
16 years to close half its gap with the 
developed countries with its present growth 
rate. 

The IMf notes that in comparison to 
India's relative income of 5.8 per cent in 1985 
and 6.7 per cent m 1995 of the average per 
capita domestic product of the developed 
countries, Hong Kong's figure was already 
11^6 per cent, Singapore's 105.6 per cent. 
South Korea's 54.6 per cent and Taiwan's 72 
per rent. Can India afford to relax its vigil 
on the economic front, the IMF seems to ask 
India. 

Hours after assuming office as Prime 
Minister, Mr. I.K. Gujral, gave the 
re.sotinding hope that despite political 
tremors, India would try to achieve the 
growth rate of eight per cent by the turn of 
the century. 

I Look Before You Select 1 


"If the quality of the debate in Parliament 
has to improve and if it is to be conducted 
in an orderly manner with dignity and 
discipline, then a major role has to be 
played by the respective political parties, 
in particular, before elections, whm foey 
are giving nominations, that is the time 
when they should be very careful in 
choosing representatives," "This was the 
observation made by no less than the 
Speaker of the Lok Sabha, Mr. P.A. Sangma 
in an interview with a private TV network 
in Delhi in April, 1997. 

The Speaker of the Lok Sabha is 
obviously concerned since the performance 
of the ^^s is being closely watched by 
millions of people across the country not 
only in the print media, but on TV especially 
when there are live telecasts of special 
sessions. 

He had a bit of friendly and healthy 
advice for the media. Who on earth would 
spurn publicity ? "Many MPs misbehave in 
the House just for the sake of publicity," 
said Mr. Sangma and once the media ignores 
the frequent bouts of pandemonium in the 
House and reports only serious d^ates, such 
unseemly scenes would automatically come 
down. He feared that such scenes brought 
bad name to both Parliament and the 
country. 

But Mr. Sangma has his own ways of 
dealing with the frequent cases of uproar in 
the House. Unlike his predecessors, he has 
decided not to adjourn Parliament no matter 
what the provocation. "So I have decided 
that whatever noise they make, even if they 
come to well of the House, I will not adjourn 
the House. Hip reason for the poor conduct 
of the MPs, according to the Speaker of the 


Leic Sdfoa, is foal a mi^iy of Umbb have 
been elect^ for foe flnt time, "bi foe paat 
fresh MPs were in mhwrity. But today 
freshen, fooM who were never even dccted 
as MLAs or PandMyat menfoets, have come 
to Parliament and are in a nu^orlty- Out of 
545 MPs, 287 are new to Parliament," 
Mr. Sangma said. 

This new phenomenon in the composition 
of the Lok Sabha denuinds a thorough 
training of MPs as to how best they can serve 
the country by contrfouting their best not' 
only in Parliament but outside. "Political 
parties have to build up their cadre, they 
have to give training to them before entering 
electoral fray, they have to be given essential 
education, information about what 
Parliament is." He welcomed the BjP's 
mitiative of laundung refresher and training 
courses for its MPs. 

Mr. Sangma alluded to foe growing lack 
of accountability of foe executive in India, 
and that too at all levels, turning a deaf ear 
to the grievances of the people, compelling 
the people .as a last resort to get their 
grievances aired in foe forum of Parliament. 
'"People go to district headquarters, they go 
to Slate legislators, they go to Ministers, but 
they do not find any remedy. So they believe 
that unless the matter is raised in Parliament, 
nothing is going to happen." 

CBI Chaigesheets Bihar CM 

The prolonged suspense over the 
notorious fodder scam involving the 
swindling of Rs. 950 crores in Bihar was 
broken on April 27,1997 when the Central 
Bureau of Investigation announced its 
decision to prosecute the Bihar Chief 
Minister, Mr. Laloo 
Prasad Yadav, senior 
Congress leader and 
former Congress 
Chief Minister of 
Bihar, Mr. Jagannath 
Mishra, the Union 
Minister of State for 
Rural Development, 

Mr. Chandradev 
Prasad Venna and 53 
others. 

The sudden deci¬ 
sion taken by the 
Director of foe CBI, 

Mr. loginder Singh, 
without consulting 
any Minister or 
official indicated the 
determination to go 
ahead wifo hia boun- 
den duty without being influenced by 
political manoeuvrings. The CBI action sent 
shivers down the corridots of power just 
because foe Chief Minister of Bihar ia also 
the President of foe Janata Dal to which foe 
Prime Minister also belongs.

While leaders like Mr. L.K. Advani, 
Mr. Madhavrao Scindia and Mr. S.R 
Bommai took the chargesheets in foe hawak 
case in their stride, here was Mr. Laloo 
Prasad Yadav bent on crossing foe swords 
with the CBI and taking foe offensive that 
he wouldn't resign under any circumstances 
saying foat CBI's action was a 'conspiracy' 
to dislodge him. While many of the leaders 
of UF and the Leftist parties asked him to 
quit, the BJP organised a Blhw Banih to force 
the Chief Minister to quit office. An adamant 
Yadav clung on to both the posts of foe Chiei 
Minister and the President of Janata Dal 
despite criticism of his own partymen within 
the State and outside. When things seemed 
to be spinning out of control a desperate 
Laloo Yadav appealed to foe Bihar Governor, 
Mr. A.R. Kidwai to bale him out by 
withholding permission to the CBI for 
chargesheeting him, citing the example oi 
the former Tamil Nadu Governor, late 
Chenna Reddy delaying the sanction to 
prosecute the then Chief Minister, 
Ms. Jayalalitha. The Lok Sabha witnessed 
noisy scenes on May 5, 1997 over the 
refusal of the Bihar Chief Minister, his two 
Cabinet Ministers and the Union Minister 
concerned to quit.

A gruesome tragedy overtook several 
hundred Haj pilgnms m a devastating fire 
that engulf^ as many as 70,000 tents at 
Mina not far from Mecca, the holiest of the 
holy places of Islam Many of the victims 
who were housed in camp No S9, adjacent 
to the Pakistani camp where the fire broke 
out were burnt to death when the fire 
destroyed die entire camp area A bulk of 
the victims among the killed and injured in

No 59, close to the Pakistani camp The 
Indian embassy camp m Mina was r^uced 
to ashes The fire broke out in Mina, while 
the two millions Musluns who had gathered 
from different parts of the world, fbr die 
aimual Haj or pilgnmage, were begmrung to 
move to and plains of Mount Arafat As 
many as 80,000 odd India pilgnms staymg 
m the nearby camps were evacuated to safer 
places The Are was brought tmder control 
after several hours by Are fighters backed 


up by emergency helicopters The 
tempemture in Mecca was 40 degree celsius 
when the inferno destroyed the 
encaoqiinents said to have been caused by 
the explosion of a cooking gas cylindor 
'The Saudi authorities put the death toll at 
343 while rough estimates suggested that 
between 500-S50 Hajis were kilW As most 
of the bodies of the victims were charred 
beyond recogmtion, the exact nuirdier of 
Indian pilgrims kilM in die Are could not 
be computed The bodies of only 46 Indians 
were identiAed Nearly 265 Indians were 
reported missing after the blaze 
Once again another tragedy m the form 
of a conAagratiun, caused apparently by 
human error, bnr^s mto shaip focus what 
could be done to prevent such calamities and 
what could be done to control die magrutude 
of the calamity and what steps need be taken 
to manage the crisis Crowd management is 
no easy job when nodung oiuld be done to 
ease the rush of millions of pilgrims as we 
have seen in Mecca and at the pilgrim 
centres m our country like the Kumb Mela 
at Sangarn m Allahabad several years ago 
and the stampedes at Handwar and Ujjain 
recently In almost all the disasters, the paruc 
resultmg from an acadent takmg the form 
of a stamjTede has been more caL mitous 
than the acadent itself 
Mecca in Saudi Arabia has been no 
stranger to sunilar disasters before In 1987 
over 400 people mostly Iranian pilgrims 
were kill^ and 649 injured when Saudi 
security forces clashed with Iranians staging 
anti-l'S demonstrations In 1990 over 1400 


persons were killed m a stampede while four 
years later 270 pilgnms, mostly Indonesians, 
were killed m a stampede as worshippers 
surged towards a cavern for perfbniung the 
syo^Iic ntual, "stoning the devil"

The May 3, 1997 issue of THE 
ECONOMIST, published from London, 
analyses and comments on what the 
landslide Labour victory holds for Britain 
and the chances of change in the British 



Mr. Blair's new power gives him a greaf 
opportunity in two main areas. In constitutional 
reform, 'it could enable Mm to stop trimming his 
ideas to tatdi the electoral winds. In proposing 
legislation to set up parliaments for Scotland and

Most of the European leaders have opined 
that Labour leader, Mr. Tony Blair, would 
be a more reliable partner than Mr. John 
Major, though they expect his Ckivemment 
to maintain much of Britain's inherent 
skepticism towards further European 
integration. The INTERNATIONAL 
HERALD TRIBUNE of May 3-4,1997 tries 
to find the rea.sons behind such an opinion. 

The reaction rffiected the view that it was the 
size if Mr. Blair's victory, rather than Ms stand 
on European issues, that portended an end to 
the obstruction and harsh rhetoric that have 
marred Britain's relations with its Continental 
partners m recent years. 

But Labor's overwhelming parUamentary 
majority should enable Mr. Blair to n^tiate 
freely in Europe without having to bow to the 
demands cf natkmalistk elements in Ms party, 
or of the now-devastated Conseruative opposition. 

Although Mr. Blair brings as much a change 
in style as in substance to the Eli table, the 
Labor landslide cotdd tramform European politics 
far more pnfbundly if it bolsters leftists parties 
in France and (Serwny.

Hong Kong, writes on the achievements of 
India's Central Bureau of Investigation and 
the limitations ^t the agency faces in regard 
to conviction of ^ politicians. 

These days certain Indian poUtidans fear one 
thing about all : landing m Delhi's infamous 
Tihar jail. The fact that the Mgh-securhy prison's 
roster has recently read like a Wfei's Who of the 
high and migMy has only served to deepen their 
paranoia. Once upon a lime. Indie's paweibrokers 
roere virtual untouchables; no one dared to move 
against them, even f they positively reeked of 
oorruptbm. 

Now that has changed, thanks largely to the 
newly invigorated Central Bureau of , 
InvestigatwH. Spurred on by an activist Supreme 
Court, the CBI has filed charges agamst one ' 
prominent poHtidanifkr another as it Unearths i 
scandal upon scandal . 

"B^bre the Bihar scaiulol broke, the CBl's 
newfound activism had a lot if people asking 
questions. One was: Is the agency a political 
cudgel for whomever is m power?" Gowda 
appointed current CBI director, Joginder Smgk. 

To some, the ruunes on the CBl's chargesheets 
looked lUcr a list of Gowda’s pdiiical. enemies. 
Singh knows the CBI must trmd carefully. It 
has grown from a low-prcfile unii into India's 
premier sleuth-shop with 5,000 ifficers spread 
across the amntry.

The New Hippocratic Oath 

Change is the law of nature and what was considered 
sacrosanct and unethical centuries ago might undergo a 
sea change In the context of changing values. There could 
also be changes necessitated Yny the universal demand to 
use a modem phraseology to replace the archaic language 
to make the message more intelligible. 

The world of medicine is familiar with the Hippocratic 
Oath named after the great Greek physician. Hippocrates 
(about 460-370 BC), revered as the ‘Father of Medicine.’ 
Hippocratic Oath is a code of medical ethics of sorts which 
doctors are obliged to swear tqr. and for centuries the 
medical profession the world over has been following it 
literally, and recently in a bid to bring the ancient Oath 
closer to modem day realities, the World Medical Association 
had asked the British Medical Association CBMA to prepare 
a revision of the Oath. 

Tlie first draft of the revised Oath drawn up by BMA 
seeks to produce a commonality of values overcoming 
national, ethnic and religious limitations. In its endeavour 
• to revise the Oath, the BMA has sought to gather data 
from ethical codes in different countries, "rhe new Oath 
blends the best from different cultures. Wlifle the language 
of the revised Oath does not enjoy the flavour of the poetic 
idiom of the fifth century Hippocratic Oath, it has introduced 
norms held repugnant during the times of Hippocrates. For 
Instance, the new Oath recognises abortion (denied in the 
origijnal one) and avers that prolonging life under all 
circumstances Is not paramount. 

The fifth century Oath begins ; *1 wear by Apollo the 
physician, and Aesculapius and Health, and all-heal and 
all the gods and goddesses, that, according to my ability 
and judgement. I will keep this Oath and this stipulation. 
With purity and holiness. I will pass my life and practise 
my Art." The new draft makes the presentation as simple 
as it could be. “The practice of medicine is a privilege 
which carries important responsibilities. All doctors should 
observe the core values of the profession which centre on 
the duty to help sick people and to avoid harm." 

Abortion is taboo in the old Oath, but the revised Oath 
sanctions it within ethical and legal ambit. Says the old 
Oath : "1 will give no deadly medicine to anyone if asked, 
nor suggest any such counsel; and in like manner 1 will 
not give to a woman a pessary to produce abortion." But 
the revised version becomes more pragmatic : "1 recognise 
the special value of human life but I also know that the 
prolon^tion of human life is not the only aim of health 
care. I^ere abortion is permitted, I agree that it should 
take jflace only within an ethical and l^al framework." 

Likewise, the old version maintains the sanctity of the 
oath of secrecy while the new one brings into it the exception 
to the rule. ‘Whatever, in cormectlon with it. I see or hear, 
in the life of men, which ou^t not to be spokoi of abroad, 
I will not divulge, as reckoning that all such should be kept 
secret." So goes the old Oath. But. the new one has its 

amendment: “I wUI do my best to maintain cortfidoitialfty 
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about all patients, if there are overriding reasons vdiich prevent 
my keeping a patient's confidentiality. 1 will explain them." 

The doctor should be a model of incorruptlWUty. strictly 
adhering to the demands of the Job in hand and never 
straying from the trust reposed in him by the patient. Bays 
the old Hippocratic Oath : “Into whichever house I enter, 
I will go into them for the benefit of the sick and will 
abstain from every voluntary act of mischief and corruption, 
and further from the seduction of females, or males, or 
freemen or slaves." But the new version alludes to new 
norms : in the discharge of his legitimate duties, the doctor 
wlU not be Influenced by extraneous considerations like 
political pressure, the social status of the patient or tho- 
profit motive. "My professional Judgement will be exercised 
as independently as possible and not be Influenced 
political pressure nor by factors such as the social standing 
of the paUent. I will not put personal profit or advancement 
above my duty to patients.' 


Central Excise 

U all started as a trickle with the central excise revenue 
of Rs. 68 crore in 1950-51 climbing to about 47,000 crore 
in 1996-97, constituting the largest single source of Union 
tax resources. 

The central excise duties are levied not only on final 
consumer goods like textiles, cosmetics, various food 
products, consumer durables, etc., but even on semi- 
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’wahed goods arrf other materials {priced by various 
#dustr(al utxtts wtUch are further used for producUon or 

J ckagtng of other manufartured goods by different units, 
is indirect tax Is levied not only on the so-called Inputs 
e raw materials, components, consumables, intermediate 
Mods and packing m.aterials but on capital goods or 
llioducer goods like machines or machinery, equipments. 
initruiTients, appliances, apparatus, etc. 

When the Central Excises and Salt Act was enacted on 
Ftfbruary 24. 1944, only ten commodities were covered by 
the central excise duty, but after 1947, the net has spread 
fiir and wide (o cover a vast range of items In order to raise 
the much-needed resources for the development of the 
country. Wliat started initially as the levies In respect ferrous 
and non-ferrous metals, plastics, cheintcals,‘cement, etc., 
with the IS?.*) budget, the excise levy covered almost all 
the goods manufactured In the country, though with 
honoiirable exceptions here and there. 

In recent times the tax structure has been considerably 
rationaU.sed and slmpUfled by the government, taking into 
consideration the demands ^ trade and industry and the 
recommendations of the exprat committees—41ke the Jha 
Committee and Chelllah Committee. Accordingly, over the 
years the excise rates have either been reduced or 
rationalised and exemptions have been introduced. Greater 
faith has been reposed in the assessees for compliance of 
various laws and procedures. 

Hie Imposition of excise duty at different stages of 
production not only hiked the cost of a product, but affected 
its marketing at home and abroad. The cumulative tax 
burden on the goods became much higher than the 
apparent tax collected at the finished product stage due to 
the incidence of hidden taxes on various Inputs and 
producer goods used by the industry. 

Recognising the adverse impact of the input taxation on 
industry and considering the industry's demand for a 
comprehensive relief scheme for the taxes paid on the 
various intermediate products the government Introduced 
in 1962 a relief scheme by way of ‘credit’ of the dudes paid 
on the inputs (raw materiala, components and padUng 
materials). This ‘credit* could be used for paying duties on 
the finished products manufactured from the Inputs 
received. The scheme was called Proforma Credit Scheme, 
a scheme limited to certain notified products. 

Not satisfied with the limited scope of the Proforma Credit 
Scheme, the industry and trade wanted the government to 
provide relief for all categories of excisable products 
suggesting the introduction of VAT (Value Added Tax), 
popular In many other countries. Since VAT as such came 
in the way of the division of powers of taxation as between 
the Union and the States, the government introduced In 
1966 a comprehensive scheme of input tax relief known as 
MODVAT (Modified Value Added Ta:^ Scheme under which 
the assessees were made eligible for tax credit of the duties 
paid on various notified Inputs (including packaging 
materials) used in relation to the manufacture of noUfled 
finished excisable goods. Many modifications have been 
effected in the MODVAT Scheme ever since 1986. For 
instance under the MODVAT Scheme capital goods were 
also covered from 1994 budget. 

Hindustan Aeronautics Ltd. 

The Hindustan Aeronautics Limited (HAL), set up In 1964. 
with Its corporate office In Bangalore and twelve divisions 
in six States, designs, manufactures, repairs and overhauls 
various types of aircraft, helicopters and related aeroengines, 
avionics, instruments and accessories. 

India can be really proud of HAL‘s newly developed 
Advanced Light Helicopter (ALH). With the development of 
this 12'seater helicopter, our country has achieved a 


lechnolo^cal advancement eh par or sUgbtly ahead of the 
Westoxi nations In helicopter technology. ‘The weight of 
ALH Is only half of the conventional helicopters of that type 
as carbon and fibreglass composites are used for Its 
fabrication. This urtlque feature enables this hdlcopter to 
carry a wei|^t of 2500 kg In addition to a passenger capacity 
of 12 persons. The helicopter reckoned as cheaper than 
those built abroad, would be around Rs. 5 mllllan. 

HAL Is planning four prototypes of this helicopter and 
commercial pr^uctlon would start by 1997-98. The 
prototypes now developed would be use&I for the Army, 
Navy. Air Force and utility use. 

HAL Is alrea^ manufacturing a 19-seater Domier and a 
50-seater Avro aircraft under license from abroad. 

Owing to Its eminent leadership and dedication of the 
staff and team work. HAL could now design and fabricate 
testing facilities at one-third of the cost of imported ones. 
For instance, the testing facilities for the L^ght Combat 
Aircraft could be built at a cost of Rs. 10 crorea whereas 
the Imported cost of the facilities could have been Rs. 30 
crores. This has opened up export opportunities for HAL. 
HAL has already been exporting items like batteries, tyres 
and other equipment to companies like Airbus and Boeing. 

In the context of the spectacular headway made by HAI- 
since Inception, the Aeronautical Society of India has been 
pleading for a national policy favouring integrated 
development of aeronautics (aircraft for mllltaiy and civil use). 

Termites : Bane or Boon ? 

The housewife dreads them for the enormous damage 
they can cause to furniture and clothes, and, given free 
rein, they could wreak extensive damage to buildings and 
agricultural crops. ‘They are termites. Insects that look like 
ants, but are totally different from them. Dwelling on their 
favourite woody matter, and building earthen mounds or 
what is called anthills, these Insects have thick waists, a 
light colour and evenly curved feelers or antennae. There 
are said to be 2.000 kinds of termites around the world. 

like the world of honey bees, the termites also follow a 
pattern of community living with distinct classes of soldiers 
and workers. While the soldiers stand guard to ward off 
the onslaughts of ants on their colonies, the workers build 
the nest, building chambers and corridors and ultimately 



rsdaUtg their stately mound. And for these tiny builders, 
mother nature jHOvldes materials aplenty like sand, wood 
and vegetable matter. In fact, a colony of the termites 
consists of a king and queen, besides the soldiers, workers 
and other nondescript Individuals. 

While termites as such could risk the survival of woody 
matter in human habitations, termite mounds found in 
villages. Jungles and village roads could, according to 
sdentlats. serve as a guide to the location of mineral 
deposits. Tb maintain a high humidity the termites keep 
constant touch with ground water and are said to transport 
water through their subterranean galleries. Both the 
Rigveda and Atharvaveda and the sixth century 
Brlhatsamhita 'V'arahamthlra describe the anthills as 
hydrologtcal Indicators or as a positive clue to the avatlablllW 
of groundwater.

Conduct of Business 


Each House has a Roll of Memben. which 
s to be signed by every member before 
aking his seat. Every member should also 
nake «id subscribe to an oath of affirmabon 
n order to formally assume his seal. With 
he Speaker or any other presiding officer in 
he chair and in the presence of at least une- 
enth of Its total membership which is the 
juorum, the House can begin its busmess. 
f at any time during a meeting of the House 
here is no quorum, the presiding officer will 
‘tther adjourn or suspend the work of the 
-louse. Normally, all quesbons are decided 
>y a ma)ority of the votes of members 
present and voting. The presiding officer 
nay vote only when the House is equally 
divided. 

The first hour of each sitting i.s devoted 
:o parliamentary questions and inter- 
jretations. Normally, this is the time when 
he House is most lively. The mam purpose 
>f questions is to seek mformabon and draw 
ittention to gnevances of public importance. 
Thi're are elaborate Rules of Procedure to 
determine the admissibility of questions. The 
Speaker's decision in this respect is final. 
Usually, every question is sent days in 
idvance of the session so that all relevant 
unformation is collected in the department 
roncemed and transmitted to the House. 
There is, however, a provision for asking 
ihort notice questions under certain 
ronditions. 

After the question hour, the House takes 
up, item by item, the business that is allotted 
(or the day. The business takes different 
forms and for each of these a separate 
procedure is prescribed. The more important 
of these which deserve special mention are 
Bdjoummeift motions, resolutions, no- 
confidence motions, other motions for 
discussion, legislative business and financial 
business. There are also other types of 
business such as statements on policy made 
by Ministers from time to time and laying 
of papers and documents on the Table of 
the House. In tiie latter case, the Minister 
ccmcetned will rise in his seat and make a 
formal statement drawing the attention of 
the House to tiie document that is placed on 
the Table. 

Adlosnatiit moliasu are an unusual 
feature. A motion for aci^umment is meant 
to draw the attoition of the House to a 
matter of public importance which has 
arisen suddenly and which deserves 
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immediate attention. It should deal witii a 
specific matter of recent occurrence and of 
urgent public importance. Such a motion is 
intended to focus the attention of the 
House to a particular action or inaction of 
the Government. It also compels the 
Government to act in a manner that is 
appropriate to the situation on penalty of 
otherwise losing the confidence of the 
House 

Resolution is a device by which the 
House » made to declare an opinion on a 
particular matter. A resolution should deal 
with only one issue and should be worded 
clearly and precisely. It should not contain 
arguments, imputations or defamatory 
statements nor refer to the conduct and 
character of persons except in their official 
or public capacity. 

No-confidenee or Censure motions are a 
rare feature. A censure motion is an 
expression oi want of confidence in the 
Ministry. Permission to move such a motion 
will be given only if at least fifty members 
in the House rise in support of H. If leave Is 
granted to move the motion, a date is fixed 
for discussion and the Speaker may allot one 
or more days for the purpose. Resort to a 
no<onfidence motion is not usually made 
unless the Opposition has a reasonable 
chance of defeating the Ministry. But 
sometimes it is also made use of as a political 
weapon to discredit a Ministry or highlight 
Its various failures in the public eye with a 
view to bringing down its prestige. 

Under the Rules of Procedure, a member 
can, with the consent of the Speaker, move 
a motion ior tile discussion of a matter of 
general public interest. If admitted, the 
Speaker will allot a day or more for its 
discussion. The possibility of sudi discussion 
depends upon the availably of time during 
a particular session. Sometimes, the 
Government itself may bring forward sudi 
motions in view of the importance of tiie 
matter involved. This provision is, in a way, 
one that enables mmnbers as well as tte 
Government to bring to tire floor of Qie 
I House any matter of public importance 
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which is not covered by legislative proposals 
and other parhamentiiry business. 

There is also a provision to cut short the 
discussion on any matter of moving what is 
known as a "cku^ motion". Any member 
can move such a motion and If the House 
adopts it, discussion is stopped forthwith 
and tiie matter before the House is voted 
upon. Sometimes when tiie time set for a 
(wrticular measure is already over de^rite 
the fact that the discussion on all its parts 
has not been completed, a vote is taken mi 
the motion before the House. Then the rest 
of the measure is put to vote without 
discussion. This proi^ure is descrtiied as 
the "guiUotiite". 

Thm are at presmt 3S9 rales which 
regulate tiie procedure in the House covering 
every aspect of its activities. These are 
supplemented by "Directions by the 
Speaker". There are 123 such directions by 
the Speaker which are codified for the use 
of members and others concerned. Taken 
together, these form the foundation of 
parliamentary procedure in India, whldi 
fticilitete tiie orderly transaction of business 
in Fariiamant. But the picture is not complete 
witti these alone. One must add to it the 
numerous rulings of the presiding officen, 
precedents and conventions, all of which, in 
a substantial measure, serve the successhti 
working of tiie House of Parliament. 




Legislative Procedure 


The primary function of Fariiament is law> 
making. Historically, It was the function of 
making laws that made the legislature a 
distinctly separate department of 
Government. In spite of all the additional 
functions that Pariiatneitt takes up as a result 
of tiie complexities of modern Gmemment, 
law-making still remains its most important 
activity. A Parliament without leg^tive 
work ceases to be a Parliament in the real 
sense, whatever else it might be. 

A law-giver has to look to the future, 
while being rooted in (he experience of the 
past He has to take into ctmsidention the 
conditions and drcumstances of the society 
to which the laws would be appliciMc. 
Modem society is so complex that laws 
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tyiihsh govetm {I huve ntcessanly fo b« 
Naturally, law-making, t‘H> has 
bwcotne a con^lex process Ibis will be 
Uluttrated by the prosedun frescribed 
the Constitution of fndi > 

The first stage of Uiisiauon is the 
httfpduction of a Bill .mbodjing the 
Plp^ian of the proposi d law accompanied 
b4die "Statement of Objects and Reasons' 
B a private member desires to introduce a 
till, he must gi\e notice of his intenbon to 
the Speaker Tverj Bill that is introduced in 
tlK House has to be published m the Gazette 
There is provision however, for the 
publication ol an> Bill with the consent of 
the Speaker even before its formal 
introduiiioii (Kually at the time of the 
Introduc tion of a Bill there is no debate Fhc 
person who is given leave to introdua a Bill 
if he so (hcHist s may make a short statemc nt 
indicating broadly its aims and objects But 
if tht introduction of the Bill is opposed 
then tin Speaker may allow one ot the 
opposing members to give his reasons too 
aftt r wluch he will pul the question to vole 
If the House IS in ta our of the introduction 
of the Bill then it goes to the next stage The 
mtroduction ot the Bill is also called the first 
reading of the Bill 

There are four alternative courses ot action 
open at the second stage The Bill may be 
taken into consideration it ma> be referred 
to a select cvimmitlee of the House it may 
be referred to a joint committee of both the 
Houses, or it may be citculated for the 
purpose of eliciting public opinion on it In 
the case of every proposed legislative 
measure which is likely to arouse public 
controversy and agitate public opinion, 
resort to the last alternative is invaiiably 
made But there are many Bills which are ot 
minor Importance oi pertain to routine 
matters and others of an emergent nature, 
which may not therefoie permit any long 
delay In these cases one or the other of the 
first three alternatives is adopted 
After the committee s report has been 
considered and the motion that the Bill as 
reported by the committee be taken into 
ainsideration is adopted the tourth stage 
begms when a detailed clause by clause 
discussion of the Bill begins Each clause is 
taken up by the House and amendments are 
moved discussed and disposed of The 
amendments that art moved in the House 
are those which hav« already been checked 
by the Secretariat with a view to seeing that 
they are within the scope of the BUI and 
relevant to the subject matter and satisfy all 
the conditions laid down m regard to their 
admissibility This is the stage when the BUI 
undergoes substantial changes, should they 
be found necessary It is also the most time- 
consuming stage Once clause by clause 
consideration is nvei and every clause is 
voted, the second reading of the BUI is over 
the next stage is the third readmg stage 
when the member in charge, who has piloted 
it moves that 'the BUI be passed Such a 
motion may bt moved either immediately 
after the second reading or on a subsequent 
date Unless there is any great urgency the 
third leading takes place after suffu lent time 


is given to members to study the Bill in the 
amended tom m which it was passed at the 
second reading At the third reading 
normally only verbal or purely formal 
amendments are moved and discussion is 
limited and progress is quick When once 
all the amendments are disposed of, the BUI 
IS finally passed as a whole And, when the 
work in one House is over, the BUI is sent to 
die other House tor its action 

The sixlh stage starts wito the consideration 
of the BUI by the other House where it gcx*s 
through the same jxocedure and the difii«ent 
stages The House has three alternatives 
before it It mif^t finaUy pass the BUI as sent by 
the originating House It might amend or 
altogether reject the Bill In both these latter 
cases, the Bill may he returned to the 
originating House Ot it may not return it at 
all within SIX months after the receipt of the 
BUI which will mean the same as rejection 
At the seventh stage the returned BUI is 
considered by the House in the light ot the 
amendments made by the other House If 
the amendments are accepted it sends a 
message to the'other House to that effect If 
they are not accepted then the Bill is returned 
to the other House with a message to tint 
effect If in this process of sending the BUI 
up and down, the Houses do not conn to 
an agreement, the onlv solution is a jumt 
sitting of the two Houses called for the 
purpose by the President The disputed 
provisum is finally adopted or rejected by a 
simple majority vote of rhose who arc 
present and votmg ' 

A BiU that IS finally pas>ed by both the 
Houses goes with the signature ot the 
Speaker to the President for his assent This 
IS normally the last stage If the President 
gives his assent the BUI becomes an Act and 
IS placed on the Statute Book But even at 
this last stage the BUI can be stopped from 
becoming an Art The President as wc hav e 
already sien is empowered if he so chcxiscs 
to refuse assent to a Bill that is placed before 
him He may send the BUI back to Parliament 
for reconsideration Ihis will leopcn almost 
the whole process and if the BUI is passed 
by both the Houses again with or without 
amendments it will be sent to the President 
for a second tunc At this stage the President 
shall not withhold his assent 

Thus it can be seen how long detailed 
and time-consuming is the process of law 
making and how difticult it is if a Bill has to 
be passed within a short lime The 
magnitude of the work will be fully 
understood only if one lakes into 
consideration the number ot Bills which 
Parliament is called upon to pass every year 


Financial Procedure 


It is the unquestioned right of Parliament 
under any responsible system of 
Government not only to ensure that public 
funds are raised only with its consent but 
also to exennse complete control over the 
way in which the nation s revenues ate spent 
by the Government The framers of the 
Cunshtutum had kept in view these baste 
considerations while laying down the 
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pnnaples which wotUd guide the operation 
of public finance and the procedure that 
would regulate the financial transactions of 
the Government 

The basil primiples underlying the 
financial provHiuns of Iht Constitution an 
as follows 

(1) There shall be no taxation without a 
law authorising it If any levy is to be made 
upon the people, the sanction must be that 
of law 

(2) There shall be no expenditure without 
the authority of Parliament Such authority 
should be embodied in an Act ol Parliament 
and not merely expressed by a R< solution 

(1) As an essential safeguard for the sound 
administration of the nation s tinances 
Parliament should have unrestmted powei 
to superintend scrutinise regulate and 
determine financial administration 

(4) The executive should alone have the 
initiative in making proposals for taxation 
and expenditure and no such pioposals can 
b( initiated by a private memiK"i

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Revolt Of 1857; Fall Of Delhi And After 


The British couldn't lemain idle spectators 
o the turn of events. Lord Canning 
mmediately called upon the troops ftom 
dadras, Bombay and Rangoon and 
lespatched a big force to Banaras under the 
ommand of Goteral Neill. He also ordered 
leneral Anson, the Commander-in-Chief at 
limia, to nurch upon Delhi. General Anson 
ed a large contingent of English and Sikh 
oldiers. It was, indeed, unfortunate that the 
iikh rajahs as well as the |7eople of Punjab 
lid not actively participate in the great revolt 
if 1857 but lent their support to the British 
aj . This was largely because of the 
nischievous propaganda made by Sir John 
,awrence, the Chief Commissioner of 
’unjab, that the Mughal Government in 
3elhi had always bem anti-Sikh and Btat 
iahadur Shah had ordered the 
ndiscrimiiuite massacre of Sikhs all over 
ndia. He also floated loans on behalf of 
'ompany at the lucrative rate of six per ceifi 
nterest which attracted huge investments. 
Phis made the rich feel a big stake in the 
'ontinuance of the British raj in India. On 
lis part emperor Bahadur Shah left no stone 
intumed in winning over the Sikh chiefs to 
he cause of the 
evolution. He sent to 
hem his special envoy, 

Pajuddin, with peisonal 
etters but there was no 
•esponse. 

March to Delhi 

The British forces 
vhich had started from 
\mbala on May 25, 

857 under the 
ommand of General 
\nson to march upon 
^Ihi could, not make 
nuch headvray. General 
\nson himself died of 
:holera at Kamal on 
^y 27, 1857. He was 
iucceeded ^ Heuy 
lamard. lliere were 
wo fierce encounters 
letween the British 
drees and the 
'evoiutionaries near 
dindon and Bundelay 
Ki Serai but none won. 

The revolutionary 
drees could launch an 
ittadt on the enrany in 
he day and retire to 
he waBed city at night, 
rhey were also gmting 
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support from the new contingents coming 
to Delhi from different quarters; wherever 
revolt took place against the Company, the 
sepoys started on meir journey to Delhi to 
pay their homage to the emperor and 
support the cause of the revolution. The 
British had in their turn the support of the 
Corkhas and Sikhs. The great offensives 
launched by the revolutionaries on the 
British forces on June 17 and 20, 1857 
completely foiled the plans of Commander- 
in-Chiei, Barnard, who also died of cholera 
on July 5, 1857. 

The arrival of Subedar Bakht Khan at 
Delhi with a large army of 14,000 Infantry, 
three regiments of cavalry, with sizeable 
loads of arms and ammunition and a big 
purse of rupees four lakh gave a new 
momentum to the revolutionary command. 
Bakht Khan was an able military leaders, an 
outstanding administrator as well as a strict 
disciplinarian. The emperor had already 
heard of his extraordinary military talent and 
organisational capabilities. He was, 
therefore, plea,sed to appoint him as the head 
of both the army command and civil 
administration. He also conferred upon him

the title of Sahii-i-Alam Bahadur (Lord 
Governor General). The new leader 
reorganised the entire administration and 
launched massive onslaughts on the enemy. 
The revolutionary attack on the EngU^ 
forces on July 9 and 14,1857 caused hMVj) 
casualilies m the enemy camp which led to 
the resigrutlon of General Reid on July 15, 
1857 on grounds of illness. 

The next General to lead the British forces 
in India was General Wilson. He assumed 
the responsttnlity of the command at a very 
critical hour when the morale of the British 
soldiers was extremely low. Fortune^; 
however, changed for the better for the 
Britishers when General Nicholson arrived 
at Delhi with a contingent of 5,000 Sikhs and 
Gorkhas, 3,500 Britishers and 2300 Kashmiri 
soldiers. Coupled with diis, the failuR pi 
Bakht Khan to launch successfully hls 
planned attack on the British forces at 
Najafgarh on August 25, 1857 and the 
intrusion of the foreign spies in the royal 
hoiLsehoId through Mirza Elahi Baksh, a 
close relation of the emperor, encouraged 
the British Commander to start new 
offensives. From September 7 to 13, 1857, 
the British forces made 
repeated attacks ujson 
Delhi but were unable 
to make any headway 
except a few cracks in 
the city wall aftei 
losing hundreds ol 
lives. On Septembei 
14, 1857, General 
Wilson planned anothei 
assault by dividing his 
forces under five 
divi.sions, each placed 
under the best military 
commanders—General 
Nicholson, Colonel 
Campbell, Brigadier 
Jones, Major Reid and 
Brigadier Longfield. 
The revolutionaries 
fought ferociously. 
Every inch of advance 
by the British forces 
was keenly contested.

Emperor In Cuatody 

In die meanwhile, Bakht Khan decided 
to traive Delhi and fight the enemy from 
Ipme other place. He felt that the country 
was still ablaze with the fire of revohition 
ind there was absolutely no cause for 
dejection. He requested the emperor to 
tcaompany him and continue to guide the 
revolutionary struggle. Unfortunately, fite 
British came to know of his plans. They 
knew well that as long as Bahadur Shah was 
dive and led dw revolutionaries, they would 
never be able to crush the revolt They made 
Lise of the services of die treacherous Blahi 
Baksh to prevail upon the emperor to ti^ 
the proposals of Bakht Khan and he^ them 
take him into their custody. Elahi Bakdi 
played his part well for which the 
Sovemment rewarded him and his 
dcseandants with a mtmlhty pcnaion of 
Rs. 1400 paid up to 1930. The emperor 
dediiied to accompany Baldit Khan and ^ 
doing so, he sealed his own destiny as wm 
as the destiny of the country. Captain 
Hudaon lost no time to tidte Mm bito cuMody 
akmg widi Begum Zeenat Mahal and Brinoe 
fawan Bakht from Mumayun Tomb and 
lodged them In cmflnement in the Red Fort. 
He also cati^ hdd of dwee royal princes, 
Miru MufptOl, Mina Akhtar Sultan and 
Mina Abubakar widi die help of Elidii 
Baksh, etripptd them of their clothes 


and shot them dead. His animal passion 
for revenge was still unquenched. He got 
them beheaded and presented the severed 
heads to die ranperor with the remark, "here 
is die Company's Nazar (tribute) to you 
whidi had not been presented for years." 

Bahadur Shah was later tried by a 
military commission. The trial lasted from 
januaiy 27 to March 9, 1858. The principal 
charge against him was that being a 
subject of the British Government, he 
proclaiined himself as die sovraeign of India 
and waged war against the Government. 
Jurisficelly speaking, Bahadur Shah was 
the ifr jure sovereign while and the Bast India 
Company was delete. Imiical]y,diedr)iKto 
depoKd die de jure and sentenced him 
to life imprisonment. They humUiamd him 
by making him live in squalor, reduced to 
tte direct of a peep show for the European 
visitom to DelhL Considering his stay at Red 
Fort as a potential danger to the security of 
the State, die Government deported him in 
captivity to Rangoon in October 1858, where 
he died in 1662. His poetry, however, kept 
alive his memories and the plaintive gkozafs 
of the King pioved as e(pu% effective weqionB 
OBB die onelaughts of the Fevolutionaries on 
the Briddh in (he natioiud stniggie far freedoin. 

The victors, who entraed Delhi after an 
exhausting slnig^ of idiout four montha, 
were tMrsty for blood of the peoffie as wdl 
as their possessioiu. Mass killing and 
phiadet ensued. Neithra the Hindus nor die 
Muslims were qpared. They kfiled everyone 
whom they suspected to have helped die 
levMutkmariea. Lamenting over tte mass 
staughMT/ ^ fiunous Urdu poet, Ghaifa, 
vnote mmimfuliy,'Tme dm* is a vast ocean 
of blood befom me. God otdy knows what 


more 1 have still to bdiold." The soldier 
also plundered whatever and wherever they 
could find. There were also house*diggingi 
to get hold of the hidden treasures. Places 
of worship were defiled. The mosques 
became barracks. The entire population was 
driven out of the city. For disposal of the 
moveable evacuee property, the Govemment 
established Prize Agencies. They collected 
the moveables from every house and 
auctioned diem. 

Buttle for Lucknow 

After the fall of Delhi, the British made 
their plana for suppression of the revolt 
Lord Qinnlng had already made Allahabad 
as his emergency headquarters. Havelock 
captured Kanpur from Nana Sahib after twe 
finxe battles by the end of July 1857, as a 
result of which the latter left Bithoor with 
his treasury and the remnant forces. 
Havdock then started for Lucknow, barely 
45 miles from Kai^r, but could not reach 
there for many days because of fierce 
resistance m route from the levohitionarira 
until the recapturing of Bithoor by Nana 
Sahfa compelled hfrn to retreat on August 
12, 1857. There was another encountei 
bcMcrai Nana Sahfa and the Britirii forces 
but without any decisive result. Havelodi 
a«dn started for Lucknow on September 20, 
1857 accompanied by veteran Britiah 
Generals Ni^, Outram and Cooper. Hi 
»ached Alambagh on the outskirts ol 
Lucknow on September 23,1857 where he 
had to fight a pitched battle wUh the 
.evolutionariea luting 36 hours in whfrb 
hundreds of soldiers were killed. Havdpdi 
had, dierefore, to abandon his plans tc 
capture Lucknow and reached the ResktenC) 
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with ulwiost MiHenng bncauw of the heroK 
resistance offered to him by the people at 
eveiy step of his puiney At Khas Bazaar, a 
stray bullet from the levolutionanes killed 
General Neill on the spot 

Having reached the Residency, HaveliKk 
found that instead of rendering assistance 
to die besieged, he had himselt become a 
captive for months until a large British force 
led by Sir Collm Campbell the Commander- 
in-Chief, along with Generals Grant and 
Greathead, reached Lucknow m November 
1857 It was only after a fierce fight for 
nine days from November 14 to 21, 1857 
that the thrust of the revolutionary foices 
on Uie Residency could be broken and the 
two foros of Camidiell and Havelock were 
united General Havelock died the very next 
day Before Cam]^ll could do anything 
further to capture Lucknow from the 
revoiutionanes, he received the disturbing 
news that Tantya Tope had captured Kanpur 
for the revolutionaries Thai compelled him 
to go back to Kanpur Hie revolutionaries 
kept ablaze the fire of revolution al I uc know 
under the stewardship of Moulvi Ahmtd 
Shah of Faizabad a resident uf Madi as who 
had come to northern Indi,i only a few. 
months before the advent of the resolution 
He soon became an ardent suppoitf r of the 
revolution and was ver^ popular among the 
people The British ctmsidered him one of 
their most tormidabU foes fot whose 
treacherous niunJer they paid a leward ol 
Ri SO 000 to Raja lagan Nath Singh ol I’avan 

The task before Sir C olhn Campbell at 
Kanpur proyed to lie yery formidable Ihf 
I ircps of Tantya Tope and Nana Sahib 
to ight vigorously for a week on tin banks 
ol the Ganges agamst the British forci s from 
December 1 to 6 18S7 before Campbell 
could recapture Kanpur from them The 
Bribshershad thciefoie to makt extinsisc 
preparations for war bihm they could 
embark upon anothu olltnsne igamst ilu 
revolutionaries at 1 ut know C smpbi II a>'ain 
started for Lucknow with a larj,t loue

Rani of Jhansi 

The Britishers now attempted to capture 
jhansi, another scronghold of ffte revolution 
As Sir Hugh Rose reached near JhanM along 
with a massive force on March 20,1858, Rani 
Lakshmlbai started elaborate preparations 


for fighting the MBih forces. She adopted 
the "sconh-earth" policy, I e, destruction of 
the countryside on the route of the enemy 
but as the Britishers were supported by 
Maharaja Sandlua of Gwalior and Raja of 
Tehn-Tikamgaih, fois did not prove of much 
avail The brave Rani Lakshmibai personally 
supervised all the war preparations like 
erection of bamets and bamcades as well 
as mounting of guns on the ramparts of the 
tort She started the offensive with shelhng 
at the enemy force by a jhansi gun known 
aiChangamj (Thunderer) on March 24,1858 
also sought the help of Tantya Tc^ who 
attacked the enemy from the rear The fierce 
duel continued for more than a week m 
whidi heavy losses were sustained by both 
sides Ultimately, the Bntishers were able to 
capture the fort, not through any act of 
bravery but through treachery

rcyolutionary leaders and established there 



a new stronghold of revolution Maharaja 
Scindhia with his Minister Dinkar Rao 
sought the Rntish protection at Agra How 
could the Bntishers treat such a sad spectacle 
ysith mdifference^ Tlwy launched a strong 
attack on Gwalior k>d by Sir Hugh Rose The 
revoiutionanes fought heroically for four 
days Kani l^akiJunibai fouglil personally in the 
thick of the battle along w ith her two brave 
lemmuw .iKcndants Marvdi.i and kashi She 
was ui the saddle dressed ui m.ile attire from 
dawn to dusk and made heavy charge on the 
enemy with her sword The battle on June 17, 
1858 was a diy of her victory 
The enemy attacked the next day with a 
much stronger force led by General Smith 
and Sir Hugh Rose Die proud Ram fought 
with utmost valour Alone but quite 
undismayed, she continued the fight siiqi^e- 
hancted till c>n« Bntish horsem m attacked hei 
on the head from the rear and another 
wounded her chest Severely wounded, she 
was still fighting for the freedom of her 
country She was able to kill her two 
assailants betore she finally collapsed and fell 
on the ground Her favourite setvant 
Ramachandra Rao Deehmukb immediately 
removed her body from the battlefield and 
lit die funeral pyre Ram Lakshmibai, thus, 
died widi a sword m her hand waging war 


for fofWftendenoc of her awntry Her naau)i * 
ranks amoilig foe great patnots and would ‘ 
atv^ mspire her countrymen. 

Spirit of Rovolutionaiies 
The great merit of the revolutionary , 
leaders was that foey did not lose heart and 
continued their struggle for lung despite 
heavy odds They gave tough fight to foe 
Bntish in various encounters at Sitapur Rae 
Bareli and Dhundiya Khera and their hendtt 
struggle continued till Apnl 18S9 despite 
Qirem Victoria's proclamation on November 
1,1858 Ultimately, Nana Sahib, Bala Sahib, 
Begum Hazrat h^hal and minor Nawab 
Buyees Kadir sought shelter in Nepal bid 
they remained defiant Ull the last days of 
their lives In his last letter to General K<^ 
Grant, Nana disputed foe authority of ^ 
Bntish Government to take possession of 
India He bluntly put a poser to them, "Wh6 
gave you the authonty to rule over Indta?* 
Tantya Tc^ who had die magic of converting 
the sepoys to the revolutionary cauWi 
wherever he came across them was a constant 
source of dang^ to the Bntish power m India 
He baffled all the British efforts to rapture 
him and crossed Narmada near t loshangabad j

C^r candidate Surendia Mohan Dayal» , 
a sUart young man of medium build,.* 
aveiage hei^t and fair complexion. Hl« 
brown, brig^ and lively eyes reflect his 
keenncM, interest and warmth. His dwerful 
smik and bidtbling endiuNasm pnxiaim his 
fiiendiatess, uige and sineerity. ^ has takm 
care to dress himself carefully and 
appropriately for the formal occasion, 
revealing the fact that he is taking the 
interview seriously and that he is determine 
to succeed. His clothes are well-tailored and 
fit him ideally. They also show excellent taste. 
and awareness of current fashion treruls. The 
check patterned terry wool suit made up of 
double breasted targe lapel coat and trousers 
of light grey colour go ideally with his light 
complexion. Hi.s brown shoes, with nutch^ 
sociu, white shirt and striped tie have beat 
carefully chosen to match the suit.

Dayal: Thank you. Sir. (His smile broadens 
nd he sits down smartly.

•md Mr. E)ayal to be confident, prepared and 
rptimistic. His approach is positive and he is 
ietermined to do his best and win. He has taken

This indicates organisation, 
slmning, goal orientation and hard work on his 
sort. He is aware of the need to dress and groom 
Himself properly for making the fooourable initial 
impression We also find him socially well 
adfiuted, affable and cooperative.

As a mesxifoat of the university 
cricket eleven, I had the opportunity to visit 
quite a few places like Caiwtta, Chandigarh, 
Varanasi, Lucknow, Bangalore, Hyderai»d, 
Chennai, Thiruvananthapuram, etc and 1 
found each one of them equally interesting 
and appealing. 

Oialnaan: What attracted you most in 
Chennai and in Hyderabad ? 

Dayal: The long wide stretch of beach 
' filled widi lovely wMle sands, extending to 
miles and miles is the greatest asset of 
Madras. The huge South fodian tomplm in 
the city are the other major attraction. As 
for Hyderabad, I spent quite a lot of dmie at 
the Salarjung Museum. The large lake 
dividing the twin city of Hyderabad* 
Secunderabad is the other attraction of 
Hyderabad. 

ComnuHta; As a warming up exercise md 
to put the candidate at ease, the Chaimmn atktd 
a casual quatm relating to his badegroundgmn , 
in hit recimf. Die candlesfaitnd an oppos^M^ 
M ffat question to put jmosnf to the HhtH 
additional plus points irkting to his experience 
and actimiy. He has travelled widely and nhfifed 
all major Htifo and towns in India, it is evidmi 
that he has studied hiaiary with same fntmst 
and proves to be observant. He has nferr^ to 
Ms prifkiencf/ m cricket indirectly and indieated 
his interest m sports. The Board leanis thgt he 
is an active perso}! taking part in iports, visiting 
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places and mixing freely with strangers. He 
adjusts himself readily to new surroundings md 
situations. 

First member. Why does cricket not figure 
as one of the disciplines in the major world 
sports fixtures like the Olympics, Asiad, etc ? 
How do you think it could be included ? 

Dayal: (Smiling) One ol the main 
constraints is the time factor. Even the 
limited overs cricket has to be played the 
whole day and if many countnes were to 
compete, it would take many days and need 
many cricket grounds. Secondly, at this 
moment cricket is played only in the 
countries of the Commonwealth. Basically, 
it was the Englishman's game and those who 
had no close association with the U.K., have 
not taken to it. Hence, it is not included as 
one of the disciplines in the Olympics, Asiad 
and so on. When the other countries take to 
cricket, it wiB automatically get included in 
world .sports meets. Maybe one-day cncket 
can abo be made 1/2 day' or '1/4 day' 
cricket. (He smiles). 

First Member Some feel that sporb in 
India is a luxury which we can ill afford. In 
their view the crores we spent on sports 
during Asiad, etc., could be diverted to 
mdustiy or education. What is your view ? 

Dayal: (Smiling) Resources are scarce and 
certainly diere are alternative uses. One has 
to ded^ on the priorities at die particular 
p^int qf time and in a given eoptext or 
.ribsarion. Spending on sports and games is 
wordiwhile and a wise investment. For 
example, the 1982 Asiad added many 
permanent ^uts stadia and other faahties 
to the caqiital chy^ In addition, civic amenties 
have also been vastly improved^ New 
residential accomodation, wkle roads, better 
travel facilities and communicatimv sM-up, 
several fly overs, etc., have come up wit|Mi 
a short period in Delhi. India has eairiitd< a

L taamendously.

Four^ Member: What exactly do you 
derstand by the electronic revolution and 
ivhat way is it different from die industrial 
blution ?

tiie gnwvteglaw teisn sss in a few States like 
Bihar, UP and Andhte Pradedt ? 

Diqto& One major reason for the virtual 
breakdown of tew and order in tiw Stales 
mentioned and otiier States te tiie growing 
feeling among tiie criminsJe that tiiey can 
do wtetever they want and get avmy with 
it. There are godtetiiers who get a cut feom 
the loot and booty. There te also a method 
in the business of kiUii^ too. And there are 
seaos patronised by di^rent groups as in 
Bihar. In UP, it may be viotmoe planned 
by factional politics while in Andhra 
Pradesh it is the handiwork of Peopte's 
War Groups. 

Where violence is the result of socio¬ 
economic factors it has to be tackled by 
trying to analyse the root causes. But where 
the troubles start, with political parties out 
to settle scores on the streets, only a code of 
conduct among parties alone will avert 
bloodshed. 

In tect, tile kind of tiueat to law and order 
noticeable m Bihar and UP caimot be tackled 
by tiie law-enforcing agencies alone. The 
Section Commission wanted a dialogue 
with all parties to evolve a code of conduct 
that would ensure tiiat parties enforced self- 
discipline in their cadres. If parties do not 
behave, they will spell doom for our 
demooacy. 

Commente: The candidate displays good 
awareness of the problems relating to different 
States. He has the ability to perceive the major 
issues toiik clarity and make up his mind firmly 
in deciding the priorities. His conclusions, based 
OR logical reasonit^, prove to be sound and 
convincing. He delays an amdytical mind and 
endowed with a d^ knowledge ef both national 
and international issues.The candidate wUl be 
able to provide the leadership expected of Mm. 

Concluding Comments! This interview 
clearly demonstrates that if is not a mere 
academic questkm-and-answer session udiere the 
candidate can get through by simply stating the 
r^ht answers vMch he can memorise from text¬ 
books. Here one is called upon to give Ms ordinal 
Meas, views and comments r^ter grasping the 
question and undendanding fte essentuds. He is 
required to take a stand itfter arriving at a 
decision and substantiate his position by 
tenuring lojfieal, valid and convincing 
snmtiMnfs. lit tiie proems, he is called upon Ic

6 % a writ calling upon a peison to show by what authorhy he 
diUriu to m office, franchise or Itoty. It is regarded as an iqqrrapriate 
tad adequate remedy to determine rights or title h> a ptatic office 
and to oust one who has unlawfully usurped or intruded into such 
dhice. The writ affords a {udidal enquiry into sudi mattss. However, 
qw warranto cannot be claimed as a matter of right in the sense that 
fite court ts mH bound to grant the lelief prayed for, but if dte validity 
of an appointment or a daim to an office ^ a person is challenged 
by an applicant for a writ and the court is satisfied dut the writ has 
been presented bona fide, is without improper delay, it has the right 
to investigate the matter attd decide on die vdkhty of die appointment 

Originally, a wnt of quo warranto was only available for use by 
the king of England to protect him against encaoadunent of dte royal 
prerogative or of the rights, 
franchise or liberties of the crown. 

At d later period, a practice 
commenced for exhibiting 
informations of quo warranto at 
the instance of private persoiw, 
but subject to certain statutory 
restraints. Technically, this writ 
is issued against an usurper of 
an office or against a person 
who is entitled to make an 
appointment to that office. 

In India, in an appropriate 
case, a High Ccnirt can issue a 
writ of quo warranto even though 
there is no prayer to that eff^ 
in the writ petition.

Uranium in its natural state is 
found in quantities diet average 
about four grams to every tonne 
of rock. It is an extremely 
expensive process to extract this 
mineral from the rocks that 
contain it, even when the deposits 
are relatively high. 

The best mineral for nuclear 
fission is Uranium-235, but natural 
uranium has only one atom of diis 
structure for every 140 gms of 
Uranium-238. So even when the 
uranium has been extracted from 
rocks, the element has to be 
further processed to get the 
portion with the atomic structure 
needed for nuclear reactors. 

Once the atomic reaction has 
been set in motion, the energy 
which is rdeased mostly takes dw 
form of heat The heat is led to a 
type of boiler where it gaierates 
steam that is later put to several 
u.si's. One kilogram of uranhim 
yields as much energy as three 
million kilogrammes of coal.

elsewhere that here is a country that 
can inspire conhdence worldwide if it 
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is in the right hands offering a 
modicum of ecoiKimic stability. Though 
a humble fanner, as the Indian Press 
was inured to sarcastically address 
him, Mr. Gowda was endowed with 
the earthy wisdom to tell the chaff 
from the grain; this apart, he hailed 
from a State which is in the 
vanguard of industrial progress and 
Information Technology advancement. 
If Mr. Chidambaram carved a niche in 
the economic sphere, here was the 
suave and soft-spoken Mr. Inder 
Kumar Gi^al, with years of eiqierience 


behind him, out to extend ttie olive 
branch to India's neigMxnirs, for he 
knows diat it doesn't matter if one tries 
to beffioid one's naghbour whatever 
be the bitterness that might still underlie 
the relationship.

He chose to put 
himself above his party and the lution 
and vasciilating during all the phases of 
a crisis of his own making. At one stage 
he went to foe extent of abusing foe fo^i 
Prime Minister, Mr. Deve Gowda in 
foe open calling him nUcamma (useless). 
It is a tragedy indeed that foe fortunes 
of a party that once 
identified itself with 
the nation are decided 
by whimsical and 
capricious persons. 

Whatever be the 
compulsions of the 
Congress to rock the 
UF boat midstream 
while the boat was 
sailing smoothly 
despite the initial 
starting troubles, it all 
showed the steady 
degeneration path 
Indian politics was 
steadily taking. But 
equally reprdiensible 
was the way the 
so-called leaders of 
foe UF constituents were bdiaving horn 
the moment Congress was asking for 
foe head of Mr. Gowda on a platter; 
behind the facade of UF unity each one 
in foe hotch-potch of 13 was jockeying 
for the position of the next Prime 
Minister even before the fall of 
Mr. Gowda's Government, and more 
unabaslwdly, after the failure of the 
confidence motion. 

On the fateful day of April 11,1997, 
even as foe dock was ticking towards 
midnight, after a marafoon debate in 
Parliament, that is proving to be more 
entertaining rafoer foan an enligjhtening 
prc^iranune on TV, Congress added yet 
anofoer ingjmious chapter to its histc^. 
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by de&roning a govemmen 
hwi foisted on the country r)< 
promise of support.

When 388 
members the Lok Sabha voted 
against tlu lonfidence motion moved 
by the thin Prime Minister, Mr. Deve 
Gowda, India as a nation had carried 
unanimously its no-confidence motion 
against the Congress Party which had 
lost its political standing, edibility and 
the supreme concern for values and 
national interest. 

fall of the Farmer 

So fell (or was felled) the humble 
farmer from the remote Hardanahalli 
village of Southern Karnataka to the 
inscrutable machinations of Indian 
politics when his government, like a 
toddler of sorts, was taking the first 
sure steps. In a span of 10 months 
while Mr. Chidambaram was building 
bridges of better understanding with 
investors, trade and industry and 
Mr. Gujral with our neighbouring 
countries, Mr. Deve Gowda was 
building trust in his own people with 
the first ever Assembly elections in 
Jammu tc Kashmir after a gap of seven 
years and his economic package for the 
people of the North-East. 

In the avalanche of tumbling political 
values, at least the BJP emer^d as a 
relatively better party wedded to 
principled politics. While speaking on 
the confidence motion in the Lok Sabha 
on April 11,1997 the veteran BJP leader. 
Leader of the Opposition and former 
Prime Minister, Mr. Atal Behari 
Vajpayee, found that there was no love 
lost between the Congress and UF since 
both mistrusted the other. The desire 
of power in excess caused the angels to 
fall and Mr. Vajpayee felt that Congress 
suffered from this excess, a party, he 
said, that could not sustain itself 
without power, though it enjoyed it for 
almost fifty years. Mr. Vajpayee called 
Congress an irresponsible party that 
tried to tarnish the image of the country 
by withdrawing support to the UF at 
a time when important interna ticmal 
conferences and negotiations were 
being held. (When the Congress 
withdrew support, the Secretary-level 
talks between India and Pakistan were 


on in Delhi and the NAM Ministerial 
Conference, specially attended by none 
other than the Secretary-General of the 
UN, was only a few days away). The 
so-called national party that the 
Congress claimed to be alw diose the 
budget session to topple the 
government by throwing the economy 
in peril and shaking the coitfidence of 
investors. The orator and the statesman 
in Mr. Vajpayee acknowledged the role 
of the regional parties who had come 
to the centrestage and had a first hand 
acemmt of the national perspective. 

The fall of Mr. Gowda's Gwemment 
was followed by the ugly spectacle of 
the blatant struggle for power among 
the leaders for the post of Prime 
Minister. It appeared for a while dut 
the high post of the Prime Minister of 
the largest democracy in the world 
was up for'grabs: anybody who could 
manipulate best could have it for a 



song, so it seemed. The only 
consideration that remained was 
manipulation and considerations like 
ability, minimum educational 
qualifications, devotion to duty, 
msulation from criminal background 
and profound knowledge of home, 
defence, finance and external affairs 
portfolios and the like took a back 
seat. So the nation saw a melange 
of contenders for the CEO of 
India Incorporated; Mr. Mulayam 
Singh Yadav, Mr. Laloo Prasad 
Yadav, Mr. Slurad Yadav, Mr. Ram 
Vilas Paswan, Mr. S.R. Bommai, 
Mr. G.K. Moopanar, and, of course, 
Mr. Chidambaram and Mr. I.K. Gi^al. 
There were many kingmakers of 
different grades including the 
CPM leaders, Mr. Surjeet Singh and 
Mr. Jyoti Basu, and on top of all 
Mr. Chandrababu Naidu, the C^venor 
of UF and Chief Minister of Andhra 


I Pradesh. Many of die potential 'kings' 
were doubling as kingmakers when 
they found they were b^g pushed out 
of the race. 

The struggle for power showed 
politics at its worst and the catch-22 
situation of the turn of events. Another 
election ? No ! Every section of the 
people had different reasons for not 
welcoming another election. First, most 
of the Congress and UF coalition MPs 
dreaded it just because they were not 
sure of getting back to the Lok Sabha 
or positions of power while the layman 
was sick of a system that the present 
type of elections and politicians cannot 
solve. Constitutional experts and 
political analysts predicted that the 
results of an immediate election would 
not be different fi-om that of 1996. The 
only party that welcomed midterm 
polls was the BJP which was hopeful 
of bettering its performance. For even 
the President of India elections was the 
last option since he too thought an 
arrangement of sorts between the 
sparring UF and Congress was 
preferable to an election with its likely 
unforeseen verdict. 

The interminable battle for leadership 
resulted in an anticlimax when foe most 
unlikely choice became the mosi 
fevourite choice for the premiership ul 
India—^Mr. Inder Kumar Gujral. Several 
stories are doing the rounds why for 
choice fell on Mr. Gujral, but hi: 
ascendency to power has more than 
compensated for the ugly interlude foal 
followed the exit of Mr. Gowda. 

The elation over the choice ol 
Mr. Gujral was tempered by the jolt'thc 
United Frcmt suffered as a result of 
TMC choosing to go out of the coalition 
government. It showed how deep arc 
the cleavages within the Front despite 
the periodic assertions that the From 
is united. For the messing up til: 
the last moment over the choice ir 
Mr. I.K. Gujral—though it must have 
come fortuitously—and the way 
Mr. Moopanar's candidature was 
clumsily handled, reflected the 
shabby working of the so-callec 
consensus procedure of the UI 
Working Committee. To say that foal 
the UF preferred a North Indian 
leader to Mr. Moopanar to contain 
communal forces like BJP—as justified 
by CPM—served to add only insult tc 
ix^ury. 

Be a Good Neighbour 

There was widespread jubilation ir 
India and abroad over foe best choici 
I for India's 12fo Prime Ministership. Lffi 
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egins anew fat Mr. Gujral at 78 and 
e stood taller above all by dint of 
lerit, experience and his non- 
. i-introversial dtaracter. His liabilities— 
iw profile, lack of a mass base, lack of 
lass appeal and die like—soon became 
IS assets. Mr. Gujrars policy too was 
,’pical of him—accommodative and 
usting. What is wrong if the elder 
rother in a family loves and trusts the 
-junger ones ? His neighbourhood 
iplomacy with Pakistan, Bangladesh, 
,ri Lanka and Nepal did pay. He 
■eveloped his own philosophy in 
ireign affairs because he could 
ontemplate beyond the mundane 
.'lane lite a poet that he was. "No man 
A-as ever yet a great poet, without being 
It the same time a profound 
'hilosopher." His love for Urdu poetry 
icnt a humanising touch to politics and 
in his dealings with Pakistan ; "Cuftgu 
'sand m ho, boat se boat chale". (Let not 
;he conversation stop; let one point lead 
ro another), so he told the Pakistani 
!-oreign Minister, Mr. Gohar Ayub 
Khan when the two leaders met at the 
MAM Ministerial Conference in Delhi 
n early April 1997. 

This spirit of accommodation that 
Mr. Gujral displayed in abundant 
measure in international politics was his 
>econd nature; when he was sworn in as 
■he Prime Minister along with almost all 
[h.* old faces of the Mr. Gowda cabinet, 
Ke took care not to fill up the berths of 
the Ministers belonging to the Tamil 
Maanila Congress who had refused to 
|oin the Mr. Gujral's Government over 
the alleged humiliation of their leader, 
Mr. G.K. Moopanar, whose name for 
premiership was supported initially only 
to be dropped at the last moment 
without any ado. 

Imbued with the 'never .say die' 
spirit, Mr. Gujral will never take 'no' 
tor an answer and he knew that time 
will rust the sharpest sword and that 
time would assuage the bitterness of 
the Tamil Maanila Congress and that 
tiis old friends would rejoin him. And 
he showed to his countrymen that his 
Gujral Doctrine' did work, when all 
the Ministers of Mr. Gowda's Cabinet 
group belonging to TMC rqoined the 
Cabinet. 

The acid tests for Mr. Gujral have just 
begun. The first official test, a foregone 
conclusion, was when he won the trust 
cote within 24 hours of assuming office. 
About the confidence motions placed 
in the Lok Sabha, the Lok Sabha 
‘Secretariat has its own interesting 
records. While the late Charan Singh 
did not face the House and resigned. 


Mr. Atal Behaxi Vajpayee announced 
his resignation at the end of the two- 
day debate instead of pressing for a 
division. Thou^ both Gowda and 
Mr. VJ*. 9ngh won their trust votes, 
their governments were voted out 
later. V.P. Singh faced a confidence 
vote in late 1989 which he won and 
another in November 1990 which he 
lost after the BIP withdrew support 
to his minority National Front 
Government, the first such experiment 
in India's parliamentary history. 
Mr. Chandrashekhar who followed 
Mr. V.P. Singh won a vote of confidence 
in November 1990, but resigned in 
March 1991 when he faced another in 
the wake of the withdrawal of support 
to his minority government by the 
Congress. 

T^ Mr. Narasimha Rao Government 
w(m a vote of confidence for yet another 
minority government in June 1991.

Three years later it defeated the 
Opposition-sponsored no-confidence 
to gain a fresh lease of life. Mr. Rao 
completed his full term. The BJP 
Government of Mr. Vajpayee faced a 
confidence motion in May 1996, but 
resigned without waiting for the 
vote as it was clear that the party 
commanded the support of no more 
than 200 MPs in a House of 544. 
Mr. Deve Gowda's Government, 
another minority government with 
Congrete support firm outside, won the 
trust vote in Jiute 1996, but lost it on 
April 11,1997 following the withdrawal 
of the support of the Coi^;iess. 

Mr. I.K. Gujral, the new Prime 
Minister, has already set forth his 
agenda. Consensus is the best way of 
resolving all contentious issues, 
domestic or foreign, says he. He would 
allow die law to take its own course 
when it comes to action against the 


guUty, high or low, with the caveat that 
ffiere would be no "witch-hunting'. 

The soft-spoken Mr. Gujral is 
mistaken by many to be a pacifist. Not 
the least. He could be XKMtalgic about 
his Lahore connections. Whenever he 
visited Lahore he made it a point to go 
to the Lahore Central Jail where his 
father was lodged, the women's jail 
where his motlwr was placed and the 
cell where he was imprisoned. His 
Lahore connection or his plea for a 
dialogue with Pakistan to ensure better 
bilateral relations has not come in the 
way of his taking a resolute stand on 
vital matters concerned with the 
nation's integrity. He has categorically 
rejected the idea of treating the 
LAC—the Line of Actual Control—the 
demarcation between Jammu & 
Kashmir and the area of Kashmir 
occupied by Pakistan—as the 
international border as suggested by 
Mr. Farooq Abdullah. Mr. Gujral is the 
last man to allow the aggressor to get 
away with what India considers to be 
the violation of its territorial integrity. 

Days of Trial 

Days ahead could be days of trial not 
only for the new Prime Minister but 
also for the survival of UF-Congress 
entente in one piece. The first serious 
test has come in the nature of the 
chargesheet in file fodder scam against 
the Bihar Chief Minister, Mr. Laloo 
Prasad Yadav and his refusing to resign 
despite the demand of his own 
partymen and friends in the UF and 
the Opposition BJP. India has now a 
golden chance to stay ahead if UF stays 
as a well-knit team and with Congress 
behaving like a responsible party 
wedded to stability and survival at least 
till 2001. Mr. Gujral's enemies could be 
from his own constituents and the 
bigger party that supports him; he has 
little to fear from BJP which has 
promised him all constructive support.

Throughout history, we have been 
|!ireoccupied with the eye and its effect on 
human behaviour. We have all used such 
phrases as looked daggers at him", 'She 
has big baby eyes', 'He has shifty eyes', 
hM inviting eyes', 'he had that gleam 
i« his eye' or 'He gave me the Evil Eye'. 
When we use these phrases we unwittingly 
refer to the size of the person's pupils a^ 
to his or her gaze behaviour, fn his book The 
Tdl'Tole Eye, Hess says diat the eyes may 
wdl give the most reveaUitg and accurate of 
all human communication signals because 
.they are a focal point on the body and the 
pupils work ind^rendently. 

In given light conditions, the ptqhls will 
dilate or contRKd as the person's attitude and 
mood chaise from posiSve to iterative and 
vice versa. When someone becomes excited, 
his pupib can dilate up to four times their 
normal size. Conversely, an angry, negative 
mood causes the pupils to contract to what 
are commonly known as 'beady little eyes' 
or 'snake eyes'. The eyes ate tzsed a lot in 
courtship; women use eye make-up to 
emphasise their eye display. If a woman loves 
a man, she will dilate her pupils at hhn and 
he will decode this signal correctly, without 
knowing he does so. For this reason, romantic 
encounters are often arranged in dimly lit 
places that cause the pupils to dilate.

For obscure 
topics in Heat (paper 1) like dilution 
refrigeration. Negative tentperature see 
Zeniinsky, while for thermal ionisation see 
Saha Sc Srivastava while die rest of the topics 
can be covered from traditionally followed 
books like D.S. Mathur for Mechanics, 
Chatak & Jenkins & White for Optics, 
Satyaprakash for paper 1 (Heat). 

The paper II has many 60 marks 
questions. So one has to be comprehensive 
tn one's discussion and give both the 
mathematical derivations and their 
physical significance. For difficult portion 
of Electricity and Magnetism like 
Electromagnetic waves see Jordan & Balmer 
and Arthurkip. For Electronics, book by 
Chattetjee is more than enough. While for 
Modem Physics, the book by Arthur Beiser, 
Rajkumar (for Molecular spectra), I. Kapler 
(for Nuclear Physics) suffices. 

V.S.S,.- For die Prelims conctmtrate more 
on the optional than the General Studies. 
For Mains, equal emphasis should be laid 
on the option^ as well as General Studies. 
Study standard books (or the opHonak and 
a habit of wide reading would be extremely 
helpful for the General Studies as weU as 
the Esiiay papers. 

Main ; For the Mains I concentrated cm 
having an understanding of a wide range of 
issues. Regular reading of newspapers was 
an important ingredient of my preparation 
for the mains. The analysis of previous years' 
question papers is important as it gives an 
idea of the type of questions asked as well 
as the topics to be covered in depth. 

Paper I — Indian Languages : Hindi 
required no preparation as the question 
paper is (airly simple. I just studied the last 
year's paper. 

Paper II — English : English again 
required no preparation other thw the study 
of last year's paper. 

Papers III IV — Gcnerat Studies ; 
Paper 1 ; For Modem History of India, 1 
consulted Bipin Chandra and Unique's guide. 
For current events regular reading of 
newspapers and magazines proved 
extremely helpful.

The 
questions relating to bio-data should be 
Aoroughly prepared.

for it systematically. The Board tests 
candidate's ability to tiiink constructively, 
his attitude, integrity and clarity of 
expre$.sion.

While prepeting I tried to have darfty of 
mmd bn ismes. I realised teat ftie interview 
being a petsonblfty test would be more a test 
of confidence and composure rather than 
knowledge and hence tried to adopt a relaxed 
and jxisittve attitude while preparing. 

A.S. : PreparatiiMi for the interview can 
be divided into three parts; Biodata, 
current affaire and gmeral issues of social 
importance. For biodata I collected material 
from different places on different topics and 
prepared it in a stretch and from time to 
time I looked for my friends and other 
people's opinions. For the pn^ration of the 
remaining two parts, three of us made a 
group and we jotted down about 100 topics 
for preparatkm. We sat daily for three hours 
to make final ccntclusions with consensus.

In Economy questions relating to exports 
volume and components correlation, with 
domestic economy were 4.sked. Questions 
relatii^ to all non-conventional sources of 
energy, Tropical Neural Networks, Artificial 
Intelligence and questions about Bihar were 
also asked.

Although Parliament does not vote on 
these Items as these payments are 
guaranteed under the Constitution, there is 
no bar to a discussion on any of them by 
either of the two Houses. With respect to 
the .second part of expenditure, estimates are 
to be submitted in the form of demand for 
grants to the House of the People. House 
has the power to assent to, reduce or reject 
these demands. Every demand for a grant 
should be made only with the 
recommendation of the President. 

Under the rules of procedure, ordinarily 
a separate demand has to be made in respect 
of the grant proposed for each Ministry and 
such demand should contain not only a 
statement of the total grant proposed, but 
also a detailed estimate under each grant 


cnviaed mto ttetns. ine discussion on me 
Budget can be divided into two parts: a 
general discussion and a detailed discussion 
which takes place every time a separate 
demand is placed before the House. During 
the general discussion, the accent is on 
general problems connected with the 
nation's fiiuinces and foe principles involved 
in die Budget proposals. At the end of the 
discussion the Finance Minister has a r^t 
to reply. 

It is during die second stage that membeis 
get die opportunity to move cut moduns to 
reduce the amount of the demand. Every 
cut motfon to a demand for grants represents 
disapproval of some aspects or other of the 
governmental policy of administration 
involved in the demand. The cut motions 
provide the maximum opportunity for 
members to examine every part of the 
budget and subject it to detailed criticism 
and offer suggestions for improvement. 

Voting on demands by itself does not 
complete the formalities connected with the 
provision of funds to the Government. There 
should be' legal sanction for the 
appropriation of sums from the 
Consolidated Fund. To facilitate this the 
procedure provides for two different pieces 
of financial legislation. One is the 
Appropriation Act and the other is the 
Finance Act. Hie former fixes the amount 
which can be drawn out of the Consolidated 
Fund for meeting the expenditure against 
each grant. The Constitution does not permit 
any withdrawal in excess of the amount 
provided in the Act. The latter deals with 


the le^attofi which auQiodstt-lite nbin. 
of funds ttirough taxation As embodied i 
the ftnandal proposals of the year. 

A discussion of the financial procedure i 
not complete without going into th 
re.spective roles of two Committees 3 
Parliament whose activities have o 
important bearing on the financial affairs q 
the Government. These' are the Estimate 
Committee and the Public Account 
Committee.' Mention must also be made o 
the role of the Comptroller and Auditor 
General of India in this connection. Takmi 
into consideration the impact of all thesi 
controlling agencies on the financial policies 
programmes and activities of th 
Government, one major conclusion emerges 
namely, that the fundamental principle 
which have been embodied in the ftnancu 
provisions of the Constitution ar 
substantially realised in practice. The tat 
that the Government of the day enjoys th 
support of a party with an overwhelmini 
maprity in Parliament has not made th 
parliamentary control of public finances an 
the less real. 

If the legislative process can be compare 
to a main stream, it is made of a number i 
tributaries. There are many contributm 
factors and forces. In an open and democrat 
society, legislation is the product of conlli. 
and conciliation, differences and agrocnienti 
reflecting the socio-economic forces whic 
are represented in the political process 1 
the ultimate analysis, the qualitv ol tb 
legi.slation depends on the quality of thu.' 
who scrutinise it and adopt it.

As Alberto Fujimori swaggered tkrougfi the 
smoke outside the Japanese ambassador's 
residence, the bloodstained, bullet-pocked 
compound seemed transformed into a Hollywood 
set for a movie that might be catted High Noon 
in Lima. For Peruvians it was a reminder of the 
shoot-them-up, popuLj style that was a common¬ 
place of Fujimori's controversial and successful 
war to wipe vut guerrilla terrorism in the early 
'90s. It was a style that seemed entirely successful 
until the Tupac Amaru crisis began last 
December. "We will never give in to terrorist 
blackmail!” Fujimori shouted from the hood 
of a parked auto, sleeves rolled to his biceps and 
tears of emotion moistening his usually steely 
eyes. 

There was no doubt that the Fujimori 
phenomenon was back—fbr Peru and for Latin 
America—efter a four-month interruption. At a 
time when transitions to democracy and free- 
market cajrifalism have unsettled many people 
across the region, the Peruvian leader once again 
offered an attractive example. In five years he 
has taken a country on the brink of violent and 
inflationary collapse and put it on a road to 
economic recovery, while providing a bridge 
between the dictators of the past and the 
democratic civilian politicians he claims will 
inherit a modernized nation in the next century.
